Mroforc famous for their mili- 
ſraric Inhabirants, is commonly 
OE Widevided into ſeuenteene Pro- 
Alvinces; in regard thatthe Prin- 
Jlces ruling ouer them, bare 17. 
titles, and for ſome other remarkable conſiderations. 
For, whenſoeuer the States of theſe Countries held 
agenerall aſſembly, or meeting, they hadnor wont 
ro appearein ſuch a greatnumber, but ſome reſorted 
under others,as for exemple: the Dukedome of Lim- 
barg, with the appendances; as alſp the Marquiſate 


_ of the hohy Empire, gauetheir voices and contribuced 


with Brabant, and the Earledome of Zutphen, made 
the fourth quarter of Gelderland. And Dornick with the 
Countrics belonging to it, together with- Ryſſe/, 
Douay, & Orchies(being otherwiſe townes of Welch 
Flanders) had their ſpeciall voices, andcontributed 
a part. Solikewiſedid Palenciennes, which is notwith- 
ſtandingatowne, and member of Hainalz. Bur ſeing 
there is analteration, fincethe time of the ancient 
Gouvernment of theſe Countries, and the deviſion 
of them, we hauethought good to follow the order 
of the ancient titles, which the Princes of theſe Ne- 
therlands had, and whichareyetin uſe to this day. 

The Dukedomes then of the Low Countriesare 
foure in number,namely:Brabart,Gelderland, Limburg; 
and Luxenburg. 

TheEarledomes are ſeuen, to wit; Flanders, Artois; 
Hainalt, Hollandt, Zeeland, Zutphen ,and Namurce.The 
third order in dignirie, is the Marquiſate of the holy 
Empire. Thefourth arethe Baronies, or Seignories, of 
VFeſt-Friezland, Mechlin , Vtrecht, Over-Tſſell, and 


Groyning. Theſe Countriesare commonly called the |

the laſt fortie yeeres warres, which haue miſcrably 
ſpoyled and ruinedthe plaine Countries, there were 
more then 6300. Villages with Churches, Steeples, 
8& Bells in them, beſides an infinite number of rowes 
of houſes, manſions, Gentlemens-houles, & Caſtles: 
inſo much that many yeeres ſince the power of theſe 
Countries was ſo greatand flouriſhing;thatnot onely 
the Emperour Charles the fifth (in whoſe time they 
were all under him) bur alſo long before his great 
Grand-ſire Charles Duke of Burgundie, ſurnam ed the 
wvarrhke, intended to haue made thema Kingdome, 
and to haue entituled them , The Kingdome of Bur-

gundie. 


Bur for as much as cuery Countrie ſtood upon his 
ſouveraignity,&had nor onely their ſeuerall Coines, 
Ells, Meaſures, and Weights: bur alſo their parti- 
cular Rights, Lawes,and Priviledges, and wereneuer 
obedient to their Princes; butuponlimitted condi- 
tions,this was not effeted,burt came to nothing:how- 
ſocuerambition, and thedeſire of dominecring was 
the Source, and Fountaine of theſe long, great, and 
bloodie warrs in the Netherlands. 


Navigation, 


The might, and welfare of the Netherlands,conſiſts 
principally in their Navigation, and Fiſhecie, which 
as two inexhaukible mines, keeps and preſerues them 
in continual! trading , riches, and proſperitie. For, 
the Sealyeth ſo commodiouſly for them, that with a 
faire winde, they can faile out of Holland, and tranſ- 
porttheir commodities by ſhipping, in two dayes and 
two nights into Norvway, in five or ixe into Dex- 
marke, and ſo forwards into Svveed-land, Pruſia, Lyvo- 
ia, and ſome other parts upon the Eaſterne Sea. And 
being bound Weſtward they can faile in ſome houres 


to Doxer, and the Fore-land of England, in 4.6. 8. 10. 
12. Or 14. daies into Fraxce, and unto ſome of the Sea- 
havensof Spargze, according as they lie, cither farre, 
or necre. The Inhabirancsof theſe Countries, are 
very able and ſkillfull Marriners, which doe not 
onely contentthemſclues with the Navigationsa- 
boueſaid; butalſo tranſport their marchandiſes unto 
all the Ports of the Mediterranean Sea, as farre as Con- 
ſtantinople, and Soria, yea unto the Weſt-Indian 
Coaſts, as into Braſil, the South-Sea,Exſt-India,China, 
Perſia, and other Regions, Northward, as farrc as No- 
wa-Zembla, 8 Green-land:Briefly, intoall the parts of 
the world. Forthe Low Countries hauc ſuch abun- 
dance of ſhipping, that one may ſee uponthe Seaar 
once (which one would ſcarcely belecue,) ſeuen or

blick, Rotterdam, Middelburgh , and Fliching. Beſides 
diuerſc others, which goe for France, England, Spaigne, 
Italie, the Mediterranean Sea,the Eaſt and Y Veſt-Indies, 
and Moſcovie. 


They driue ſach a great trade in fiſhing, eſpecially Fiherg. 
for the taking of Herrings, Cod, and Saulmons, 
that eueryyeere they ſetr out ſeuen oreighthundred 
Herring-Buſles, or Fiſher-Boars, which make com- 
monly three Voyages in a Summer, and as Guicciar- 


dinerelateth in his times, beforethe laſt eroubles haue 
returned euery voyage with ſeuntee Laſt of Her- 
rings, reckoning each Laſt at r2.Tonnes, amounting 
to the number of 50. thouſand Laſt, which were 
ſould for nintie ora hundred gildersthe Laſt, which 
makesin Starling-money berweene 9.and 10. pounds 
for each Laſt. 


The Saulmon, & Cod amounted to in thoſe daies, 
being ſould fortwo gilders a peece, aboue hundred 
thouſand Crownes yeerly: whence the Reader may 
eaſclie perceiue , what an infinite treaſurethey ferch 
outof rheſe two Goulde-mines, ſince which time it 
hath daylic encreaſed.

account the ſingular ſkill, and induftrie of the In- 
habitants in making of all ſorts of Manufattures, 
asnamely Woollen and Linnen Cloth, Tapiſtrie, 
Sayes, and Fuſtians. Alfo diuerſe ſorts of wares, 
which are ſould. and carryed into other Coun- 
tries by water and by Land: not onely into Spaigye, 
Italy, Germanie, and other Countries of Europe; 
bur alſo into Barbarie, Guinea: yea into the Eaſt, 
and YYeſt-Indies. But not to dwell long in this 
matter, wee will onely alledge that which Guic- 
ciardine reporteth , namely, that the revenew of

the Princes of the ſeventeene Netherlands, was not 
much leſle, then the reveneus of the King of En- 
' gland, excepting the Lands and Rents of the En- 
gliſh Church, which the King inchoſe times appro- 
priated to himſelfe.

The Inhabirants of the Netherlands are for the 
molt part, tall, ſtrong, faire, and well proportioned, 
ſomewhat Symparthizing of the nature of their 
Neighbours in each Countrie:as Eaſtward of the Ez- 


| commendable, for they are meeke and moderate; 


nothighminded, nottrecherous , warie inſpending 
that which they haue gort, norlightly dejetedinad- 
verſity , notproudin proſperitic: forthe moſt partof 
them, having by their labour and diligence gotr as 
niuch as will mainteyne them honeſtly , they take 
theireaſe , and lay our their meanes inlands , and 
houſes : for this people aboue all other Nations are 
giuen muchro building and manuring of Lands. Lu- 
xurie or whoredomeisnot ſo common with them,as 
among other Nations. They aretruſtic and willtruſt 
others; bur being once deceiued by any, they will 
never truſt him againe. The greateſt vice among 
the Netherlanders is Drunkennefle : which is nor 
ſtraunge, becauſe they dwell under a raw and cold 
Climate, which begetrs ill blood, and thereforeto

They gaue ſeue- 
rall names to the winds, which are yet to this dayin 
uſe among theTranſmountaineNations. They reſto- 
red Mulicke, when it was almoſt loſt, and broughrir 
to perfection asitis now, and found out diverſe Muſi- 
call Inſtruments. And whata luſtre the Latine tongue 


(which was as it were wholy forgotten) receiued from 
Eraſmus of Rotterdam, that great reſtorer of Learning 
in theſe parts , all Learned men may iudge. The 
Netherlanders are curious Painters, excellent Engra-' 
vers, ArchiteQours, Image-Carvers, workers of Pi- 
uresin glaſle, yea to conclude skillfull in all Arts & 
Sciencesinthe World.

The Councill of the Fijzances,or treaſurie, in which 
commonly thereare three of the Chiefeſt Lords of 
the Countrie, called the Superintendants of the Fi- 
nances, a Treaſurer, a Receiuer Generall, and three 
other States men,which areCommiſſioners,with two 
Secretaires, and ſome othet Miniſters: theſe haue the 
chiefe charges ouer the Princes Domaines, and re- 
venews, and giue out Ordinancesfor the payments, 
aſwell of the Charges of warre & Fortifications, as 
other expences about theſerviceof the Land. In 
this Councill alſo they farme our the Princes reve- 
news, ſo that this Councill is held for the Princes Ex- 
chequer. | 

This Councill , as alſo the Marſhall of the Courr, 
who becauſe he carrieth along hathorne Rod, as a 
ſigne of Iuſtice, is commonly called the Red Rod, 


and which the Princes whole Courtmuſt followe. 


Beſides the Princes Councills aboue ſaid,there are 
others called the Chambers of Account,whereofthe 
principaleſt is held at Ryſe/l in Gallike Flanders, the 
other at Bruſſelsin Brabant: they hauealſo their Pre- 
ſident, and certaine Receivers with ſome other offi- 
cers belonging to them,and are as members,and De- 
pendants of the Chamber, or Councill of the Fi- 
nances,or revenews. 

The Provinciall Councill conſiſts of a cettaine 
numberof Counſellours, being Doors or ar leaſt 
Licentiats of the Lawe, and is called the high Coun- 
cill,or Parliament of Machhy : hither they maye ap- 
peale, and no further for moſt ſuits and Cauſesin the 


Ad 


Countries. In Brabant they name it the Charncerie, 
becauſe there is a Lord Chancellour, or a Preſident 
joyned with ſome other Counſellours. Moreouer, 
there is an Advocare Fiſcall, an Atturney Generall, 
Recorders, Secreraires, and other inferiour Officers, 
which receiueStipends from the Prince.In this Courr | 
archeardall Appeales for ſentences, pronounced by 
the inferiour Benches, belonging to euery Court. 
The Bands of Ordonnance, which the Prince of the 
Countrie had in the times of peace, and when his 
highneſle had no ordinarie footemen in his ſeruice, 
conſiſted in fourereene Companies, aſwell Curaſsiers, 
as light Horſemen, whereof ſome of them werenota- 
boue 50.0r z0.ſtrong,ouer whome ſomechicte Lord, | 
ornoble man of the Countrie commaunded. 
Neither had he in thoſe times any ordinarie Say - 
iours or Mariners, but ſuch as ſerved aponthe men 
of warre, underthe Eſquadron of the Admirall of 


Lordsof the Countrie. 

The Maſter ofthe 0r4jnancehath Chinge oucrthe 
Magatins and Storehonſes, and giues Orderro the Ot- 
ficcrsand Miniſtersro take out of the Magazinsthe 
Ordinance andall mannerof Amunition, andto re- 
ceiuethem in againe. This Office is executed byone 
of the principalleſt Lords and Noblemen of the 
Land. 

Moreouer, thereare Maſters ofthe Game, Maſters 
of the Forreſts, Keepers, and Rangers and ſuck like 


Officers, which are for the moſt part men ofqualitic, 


and whoſc charge is to preſerue the Game, and to 
looketo hunting, hawking,fishing 8 ſuch like things. 


Andthus much briefly of the State, and Policiein the 


Countries of the King of Spagns fide, which harh 
beene in uſe a long time, and is yet obſerved to this 
day : ſo that rhere hath hapned bur litle alteration; 
onely during the Inlandiſh warrs, in which their 
highneſſes weredriueto ſpend ſome Spanish money, 
and ordained to that end a Spanish Councill for the 
Treaſurie, which they called ZI Conſcio de la Haziendo, 

which conſiſteth onely of ſome Spagnard, whobeare 
the greateſt ſway andauthoririe, as likewiſe, the Spa- 
nish Councillof warre. 


Whenſoeuer the Prince, or Gouvernour intends 


to aſſemble the States of the Countrie 'rodemaund 
any thing of them, either for money, orany other aſc 
ſiſtance,orto propound ſome weightie buſineſſe unto 
the,as for the raiſing of new taxations, and Cuſtoms, 
or to enatt any new Lawes or Staruts: then he ſends 
fourth his letters into cuery Countrie, and appoints a 
certaine day, where and when the Deputriesof the 
States shall meete. Theſe being come, 8 all of them 
preſent , firſt thoſe of Brabant take their place, next 
untothem thoſe of Flanders, then Artois, Hainalt,V a- 
lenciennes, Ryſel, Douay, & Orchies, then thoſe of Ny- 
murce, Dornick, and the Dornick Countrie, and laſtly 
thoſe of Machlyn.Bur concerning the other Countries 
they areunder their ownePrinces,and hauetheir ( pe- 


ciall priviledges, andimmunities. Theſe Statesthen 


conſiſt in three members, The Lords Spirituall , the 
Nobility, & the Chiefe rownes of euery Province. 
Thoſe of Brabant, Artois, Hainalt, and Namurce,ſend 
their Commuſſioners for all theſe three members, 
Abbors for the Spirituall; Earles, Marquiſles & Ba- 
rons for the Nobilitie & Gentrics and a Bourrough 
Maſter or two, with the Recorder of euery towne. 
Theſe States appearing thus upon the Land-dayap- 
pointed, doe nor aſſembleallar once, but commonly 
one Province afteran other, in the greathall of the 


Princes palace; whercin the preſence of the Gouyer- 
nour 
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nour Generall, the Preſident,'or ſome one of the 
Counſellours of Stare, in the name of the Prince, 
 propoundeth that, which thePrince deſireth of the: 
uſing many apparantreaſons, togaine the hearts of 
the Aſſembly. The propoſition being made, the De- 
putics requeſt ſome time to deliberateuponir, and 
having conſulted thereupon, after ſome uſuall Cere- 
monies euery member a part, in the behalfe of the 
Countrie, which ſentthem, giuesup their anſwerein 
writing: wherewith if the Prince benotc6tented;th6 


heſecks tojuſtifie his cauſe w.th reaſons,and romoue | 


che Commirties to conſentthzirunto: for according 
to their Priviledges, the Prince maye not conſtraine 
chem, but muſt ſtay, till he hath gorteall cheirVoices: 
for if but one towne onely, when allthe others haue 
conſented should oppoſe it, the former conſent were 
nothing:fortheDeputies will conſent tonorthing,bur 
upon condition, that the other States alſo shall all 
agree & conſentunto ir; ſo thatnoronely the chiefe 
menof the Depuries, butalſo all the Members muſt 
giuetheir voices joyntly together, beforeany thing 
be concluded. And thus much touching the policie 
uſed in the Provinces under the ſubjeftion of the 
King of Spagne. 

The State Ecclefiaſticall is almoſt mainteyned in 
theaboueſaid Countries, asitisin France: for the no- 


mination 8 choiſe of fitt perſons for Bishops, Ab- | 


bors, Prelates, and rhe like, is made by the Prince, 8 
confirmed by the Pope of Rome; who notwithſtan- 
ding,hath no power to cite any man out of the Coun- 
tric, be hea Clergie ora Lay-man, bur whenhehath 
any thing to ſay againſt him, he muſt ſend heither his 


Legars, to decidethe cauſein controverſie. M-iNct 


hath the Popeauthority to conterreany Church-be- 
nefice upon any man, nor toſend out his Bulls,or his 
Brieverts (if he meanes they ſhall rake any effe&) 
without the Princes conſent. To. his end, the Em- 
perour Charles the fifch made a very provident de- 
cree, namely, thatno Eccleſiaſticall perſon of what 


| The ſupreme Commaund in the Vniced Nethers- 


lands, or (as the French ſay) the Souverainty ouer 
all cauſes, which concernes the Common-Weale of 
the ſaid Countries, isadminiſtred by the noble, high, 
& mighty Lords the States Generall, whoſe aſſembly 
conſiſts of ſuch, and ſo many Commirries, as cuery 
Countrie shall thinke good from time to time to de- 
pute,aſwell out of the knights & gentrie, asout of the 
Magiſtrates, and the Rulers of Townes. Theſe giue 
nottheir Voices Capitatim, orhead by head,bur Pro- 
wvinctaliter , that is, in the behalfe and as repreſenting 
their owne Province, and their Commiſſion exten« 
deth not onely toadviſe, and reſolue upon diverſe 
points, for which they are called andaſſembled, bur 
alſo uponall accidenrall occaſions,which may happe, 
and to reſolue upon that, which may tend beſt to the 
good and the erviceof the Land. 

The order which they obſeruethen in giving their 
voices is this: Gelderland, and the Earledome of Zux- 
phen hath the firſt, nextuntothem Holland and Y Veſt- 
wriefland, then Zeeland, Ytrecht, Yrieſlant, Over-Tſiel, 
and laſt of all Groyning, and Ommeland,8 Each Pro: 
vincehath his Preſident euery weeke by turnes. The 
Preſident makes the propoſition, collects the voices, 
and concluds by the moſt opinion and the pluralitic 
of voices. and this in Generall concerning the Sou- 
verainity, and ſupreme Magiſtrate of the Vnited 


Provinces. 


Now touching the Gouvernment, ahd powet of 
each Provincein particular (for the one is aſwell Sou- 
veraigne, asthe other (andthat fromrheleaſt ro the 


greateſt) borh in marrers of policic, andjuſtice, with 
all their Priviledges,Rights,Liberties,and Cuſtomes, 


for which they haue their ordinarie Officers, & Mi-

The Lords of the Councill of Statein the Vnited 
Provinces,after the nomination & deputaris of cach 
Province, receiue their Commiſſions,& Inſtructions 
from the Lords the States Generall, to whome they 
arc boundby oath to be true and faithfullunto them, 
and to gouverne themſelues according tothe inſtru- 
ion, which they giue them.

For the Ordering of Sea-affaires, the Lords the 
States Generall, beſides his Excell. Lord Admirall of 
the Sca, hauc appointed as Vice-Admirall Mozſieur 
Dorp. The Councellours of the Admiralitie con- 
liſts of certaine perſons nominared and choſen by 
eucrie Province, & theſe are to followe thoſe orders, 
and InſtruQions,giuen them by the Lords the States 
Generall:the Aſſemblies,or Colledges ofthis Coun-

The Chanceries of Gelderland,and Frieziand, to- | 
gether with the Courts, or Provinciall Councills of 
Holland, Vrrecht,and Overyſell,continew ſtill upon 
the old foote ; bur in ſteadof the Grand Councill, 
or Parliament of Machlyn, Anno 1582 there was ere- 
&edin Hollandachiefe Courr of Tuſtice, for all ſuits 
inlaw called the High Councill , unto which any 
man maye appeale from the ſentences pronounced 
by the Provinciall Courts of Holland, Zeeland, and 
Weſt-Friezland; wherein they may ſue for a reviſion 
for any crrour ſuppoſed. Inthis Councill, the Lords 
the States may depute ſome Learned Lawyers, and 
| Counſellours to reyew , & ouerſeerhe determined 
ſuits & evidences,& if they finde any errourin them, 
ro pronounce ſctence, according to which cueriemi 
is to gouverne himſclfe,8 not to appealeany higher. 
Theſe Counſcllours are nominated, and choſen by 
the Provinces of Holland, Zeeland,and Weſt-Friez- 
land, and conſiſt commonly ofa Prefident, andnine 
ortenn other Counſcllours ofthe Lawe. 

Touching the Eaſt, and Weſt Indian Companies, 
they haue alſo diuerſe chambers, as at Amſterdam, 
Hoorn, Enckhuyſen, Rotterdam, Delf, and Middel- 
borgh.

The Weſt Indian Companie hath done great 
harme to the Crowne of Spagne: for Anno 1624.with 
their Shipping under the Condut@ of Generall Wil- 
lekes, they tooke inthe towne of Salvador, lying in 
Brafilein the Bay of Todos Los Santos , and keptir 
diverſe months. Alſo (in the yeere 1627) that va- 
lian Sca - Captaine Peter Peterſy Heyn , ſurpriſed 
the Kin g of Spagnes Silver flecte in the Havanes, by 
the Ile Cuba, and brought in for the Companiethe 
worth of aboue three milions of pounds {tarling.

For Cruninall cauſes, 
andthe execution of Tuſtice they haue their Bayliffs, 


Schours , or Pretours, which are Gentlemen well ; 


borne : andin civill matters their Officiers and Iu- 


ſtices for the adminiſtration of Iuſtice, whoſe charge 


is to looke to the politiqueorder & gouvermentof 


the goods and incomes of the Villagesin particular. 
There arc alſo ſome Townes, and Villages, which 
haue their owne Lords, that haue authoririe ofa ſu- 
periour & inferiour iuriſdiqtion which are notwith- 
ſtandingunderthe Soveraigntie ofthe Countrie.

Some yeeres after this Coun- 

trie was giuen in fief, by the Emperour 0thothe ſe- 

cond, toCharles of France, who ſought to alienate it 

from Kirp Luharizs his brother, bur pared the Limits 

Loraine þnecre, thathe gaucagreatpart thereof to 


the Biſhqps 0: Co/lexand Layck.' Now the foreſaid Lo-- 


thariuscqmirg to deceaſe, he left one onely Sonne af- 

ter him,famed Levvesthe fifth, who was the laſt King 

of Franceſprang from the ſtemme of Charles the Grear, 

' andgouyrntd butone yeere. Whereupon the ſaid 
CharlesD\keivf Loraine, as lawfull heire, and the nexr 
untotheCrovne of France,cameinto the poſſeſſion, 
and Gouvernment of the Kingdome. Bur Hugh Caper 
(of whoſe>lood allthe Kings of France are deſcen- 
ded rothi; day) made warreagainſt him, tooke him 
riſonter,andcaſt himinto the priſon of Laox, where 
he dyed. This Duke Charlesleft three Sonns behinde

| lesthe Greatand who notlongafter abourtheyeereof 


him; whoalſo dyed ſhortly afterhim: They being de- 
ceaſed,there a roſe anewwarre about the ſtate of Lo- 
raine, berweene the Frenchand the High Durches, 
which atlaſt was pacified, becauſe the EmperourHen- 
7ythe ſecod beſtowed the aforeſaidState, by fee farme 
on Godfrey of Ardenna, giving him alſo the rowne of 
Valenciennes, and ſome other places with this reſtri- 
Ction, that he muſt doe hommage to the RomiſhEm- 
wok From this Godfrey the Princes of Loraine are 

incaly deſcended, who gouvernedir, till the time of 
the Emperour Hepry the fifth, about the yeere 1106. 
For in that time, the ſaid Emperour devided this 
Countrie into the Vpper, and Nether Loraine,giuing 
the one part thereof, namely, Ypper Loratne (which is 
now the Dukedome of Loraineatthis day) to Richard

other part; to wit the Nerher Lorreine (which is now 
Brabant)to Godefry with the Beard,Earleof Loraine: 
This Godefry then was the firſt among the Earles of 
Loraine,who bore the title of Duke of Brabant,8& yer 
notwithſtanding held that of Loraine,for his pretece 
was to both the Lorains,though he poſſeſſed burone 
of them. This title his ſucceſſours held, and called 
chemſelues Dukes of Loraine, though they poſleſ- 
ſeditnot:for that which is alledged touching the 
Manſion houſe ofGexnepin Gallike Brabazr,thatit was 
called the Courr of Loraine, is frivolous, ſeing this 
lace lieth in and under Brabanr, and therefore can 
make no Dukedomea part, and thus muchin briefe 
of this title of Loraire. | 
From whence the name of Brabant came, isnot 
certainely knowne, ſome deriueit from Brennus Gal- 
Izs a famous Captaine, ſerving againſt the Romans: 
Others from a towneinBrabant,which was deſtroyed 
long agoe, but we findeno mention made thereof in 
any Hiſtories: Others from Brazuſpandinsa towne of 
the Belloni, of whome Ceſar writeth in the ſecond 
book of his Commentairies: Other againe from Salvins 
Brabus of Arcadie, who couragiouſly followed Inns 
Ceſar into the Netherlands: Some againe think that 
Brabant tookeits name from Godfridns Barbarm Earle 
of Lovaine, and that formerly, ir was called Barbantia 
in ſtead of Brabanria: Others fromBrachlandfor a good 
part of it lieth barren, andunilled. Bur for theſe di- 
verſe nominations, wee leaue them to the judgment 
of the Reader , for it is enough forus; to ſhewe thar 
Brabant, and the princely title thereof is vety ancient; 
which among thereſtappeareth by the teſtimonie of 
Jean le Maire, who in his deſcription of Gaule faith that 
he had readavery ancient manuſcript, wherein their 
was written the Epizath of Charles Martel the fourrh 
Duke of Brabant, who was the Grand Father of Char-

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ourLord 700 gouvernedoutrit with great fame. The 


faid Latin Epitath is this: 
Ecce Brabantinus Dux quartus in Orbe triumphat 
Mallens in mundo ſpecials Chriſticolarum | 
Dux Dominuſque Ducum : Reg? quoq; Rex fore ſprevit. 
Non vult regnare, ſed Regibus imperat ipſe. 
Now for feds underſtanding of this E pitath, 
emuſt knowe thatCharles Marzel afterthe deceale of 
Hilderick King of France hauing theCrownepreſented 
him, gaue-this anſwere to the Ambaſſadours, which 
offredit him : Thad rather(faid he)commaund Kings, 
chen to bea King, for preſently afterthe death of rhe 
King , he eſtabliſhed Dagoberr in his Farhers place. 
Who,afterhe had mes, foure yeeres, dying, Chil- 
derick che nephew of both theſeKings deceaſed, ſtood 
for the Kingdome , but Charles Martel, not willing 
thereunto, gaue him battaile, and overthrew him: 
whereupon ho ſending Ambaſſadours to the Van- 
uiſher, did earneſtly requeſt him, and movedhim ſo 
ce. thathe purtthe Crowne _ his head. Bur this 
honour laſted not long: fora while after he was dri- 
uen to ſurrender up the Kingdome to Pepin , the 
Sonne of theaforeſaid Martel, whom Charles the Great 
had begotr,as ye may readarlarg inthe particularHi- 
ſtoriographers of Brabant; and diverſe others. 
Brabant is bounded Northward with the Haze, 
which ſeparateth a part of Gelderland from a part of 
Holland, Southward with Hainault, Namur, and the Bi- 
ſhoprick of Luyckt, Eaſtward with the Maze againe, 
which ſeuererh it from an other part of Gelderland, 
Weſtward part of irlyeth upon the Scheld, which ſe- 
parateth irpartly from Flanders, and partly from rhe 
Countie of Aelſt. The length of it from Gemblours to 
Geertruydenbergh,that is, from the Sourhtothe North 
part, is counted to be 75 miles, and from Helmonito 


Bergen upon the Zoom, where itis broadeſt, about 60. 


miles; ſo that the circumference thereof is about 240 
miles. Brabazt hath a very healthfullaire, and ſotem- 
perate, that when as the Countries Fronting upon 
irareinfetted withthe plague or ſudden ſickneſles, it 
is commonly free, and nottroubled with them. 


The Grounds areplaine and even, and without | 


hills , yea for the moſt parr fruirfull, and yeeld good 
ſtore of Corne, ſavingabout Kempex, which quarter 
is very barren and heathie, bur by the labour and dil- 
ligence ofthe Inhabitants growes cuery day berter, 
and more fruitfull for a number of Cattaile, which 
they turneintoir. The chiefeſt riversin Brabant are 
the Maze, andthe Scheld, with many other ſmaller 
rivers, ſprings, and ſtanding waters, which for brevi-

Thereare in the Dukeqme 
of Brabant beſides Anrvverpe (which is one ofthe 
foure Capirall Cities ofthis Countrie , and which 
ſhal bedeſcribed under the Marquiſate of the Foly 
Empire) 25 walled townes, namely (Lovaine, Br\{/cl. 
Boſe » which are the three Capitall Cities) mre 
ouer 7 le » Bergen op Zoom, Megem, Breda, Deft, 
Maeſtricht , Steenbergen, Lier , Viluoord, Gemblour 
doigne, Hainalt, Land-Halen, Sichenen, Herentals, Eyd- 
hoven, Helmontand the Grave.

Alſo the Marquiſate of the Holy Empire, whiqtis 
indeed comprehended under Brabant, but ſeingghe 
Prince beareth a title of ita part, it ſhalbe deſcriþed 


in the particular Map. The Inhabitants of Brakznc ,,, , 
arefor the moſt part ofthema merrie, pleaſanrapda Fthe prop 


frendly people, which nature they retaineas long as 
they live: for thoughthe ancient people of Brakznt 
looſe their ſtrength through age ; yer are theypfa 
frolick diſpoſition, andas the > theo proverbeis: 
TheolderaBrabanreris, the merrier. ButatthisVay 
they alter much in the greater townes, inregard the 

frequent and converſe with the Spainards, Iralims 
& other forraine Nations, ſo that manyof them te- 
come proud, highminded,and deceiuable. Since the 
yeere 1599, aſwell Brabantas ſome other Countrits, 
areſeparated from the Vnited Proyinces, 8& remaite 
under the obedience of the King of Spaigne. The 


forme of gouvernmentis mainteyned by the Coun- 


ces, and Chambers of Account, which are held at 
Ryſlell and Bruxels, and the great Councill, or Par- 
liamentof Machlin, which is the higheſt appeale for 
the moſt parr of theſe Countnes. Tince thedeceaſc' 
oftheArcheduke the militaire gouvernmentis much 
altered, and the Spainards beare the greateſt ſway: ſo 
that che Councill of warreis ruled, according torhe 
humours & pleaſure of the Spainard. What concer- 
neth further theancient gouvernmentis mentioned 
in the generall deſcription of the ſcuenteene Provin- 
ces: and thus much briefly in generall couching rhe

The deſcription of the Marquiſate 
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OF THE 


HOLY EMPIRE. 


SS that the Marquiſate ofthe HolyEm- 
? pire,, was firſt created by the Empe- 


j more ancient, as loaynes Aventiuns 2 


* famous German Hiſtoriographer re- | 


lateth, that one Util brother to the Prince of Bavaria, 
called Theodon for his magnanimous actions, had co- 
maund from Theodoricke the firſt King ofthe Franks 
ro be Gonvernour over the Countries, lying betweene 
the Scheld,the Menſe,the Rhene,and the Sea: for in thoſe 
dayes, the Danes andthe Normans, did much harme 
totheſe Countries , and deſtroyed them miſerably. 
This Prince then entituled himſelfe Marqueſle of the 
Antwerpian limits , which lay then upon the utmoſt. 
borders of the Romane Empire. Jean le Maireſheweth 
likewiſe, that this Marquiſate was inſtituted long be- 
fore the time of Iuftinian , and called by the name of 
the Marquiſateof the holy Empire, beginning from 
the midlt of the Cirty of Valence, reaching along the 
S$cheldto Antwerpe, & fo forward tothe Sea-fide. This 
reaſon is probable by twothings,which are to be ſeene 
yettothis day within Valence: the one is the imperi- 
all hall, which hath yet their Marſhall and other Ofhi- 
cers,where they keepe Scflion,and adminiſter juſtice: 
the other is the libertie, reaching into a good part of 
the Cittiecalled the Baliewike : this is ſo great , that 
Manſlayers of every Countrie may freely dwell init, 
as we havenmentioned in our deſcription of Valenci- 
nes, The ſame Author writeth alſo, thar the firſt Mar- 
queſſe, which left it as an inheritance to his children,

Gyant called Dreoz, others from Antigonus,whoin the 
dayes of Iulius Ceſar, built here aftrong Caſtle upon 
the Scheld, that when Merchants ſhipping paſſed by ir, 
tooke the halfoftheir Marchandiſes 28 toule,& when 
they dealt deceitfully with him, and gave him not the 
halte, then he with held the Marchant, and cutr of his 
hand,which he caſt intothe Scheld, ſo that from this 
action, it gott the name of Hand werpen or Hand-ca#, 
becauſe werpen in dutch fignifyethto ca#. From theſe 
diverſitie of opinions, the Reader may be pleaſed to 
take his choiſe , becauſe we cannot certainely deter- 


mine thereof, Wee will now proceede to the fituation Sire. 


of this Cittie, which lyeth under the longitude of 25 

degrees , and 45 minuts, and underthe latitude of 5x 

degrees and 15 minuts, and under the Celeſtiall figne 
Virgo, ina great plainefield: onthe right fide of the 
Scheld weſtward , where the ſame River parteth the 
Dukedome of Brabant from the Earledome of Flan. 
ders. Maclainelyeth 8 leages from ir,Gaunt 10 , Brug- 
ges 15, Cal in France 33, London in England ſome 60, 
Collen 29, Pars and Roan about 70, from the Mouth of 
the Sea,if ye take it along the Sche/d, it is counted 27, 
but by land:noe more then 1 5. Itis aſtrong & abrave 
Cittie, girt about with ten great 8& ſtrong Bulwarkes, 
with ſeyen ſtately Gates , whereof 6 of them have 
ſtone bridges before them. There are cight princi- 
pall Channells cutt out of the Scheld, on which the 
towne is ſeated, the greateſt of them, being able tore- 
ceive a hundred great ſhips ; round about the walls 
there are wide and deepe moates , into which by the 
helpe and accomodation of two water-mils , ſtanding 
by S. Johns gate, they may letin as much water into 


the moate as they liſt, The circumference of this Cit. The lerge= 
tie being an Orbicular forme, is about 6179 paces , % of * 
which is in circuit five Italian miles. Her length as ye ©)- 


was one Anſelbertus a Roman Senatour , whome his 
Sonne Arnold ſucceeded. But Paulus Zmelius , a fa- 
mous Hiſtorian of France affirmeth, that it was firſt 
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made a Marquiſate by Otho the ſecond of that name, 
then Emperour of Germanie,who about the yeare of 
our Lord 973 gave itas adowrie to his Aunt Queene 
Gerberta, the Mother of Zothariws King of France, un- 
der whoſe juriſdiction in theſe dayes , were the Citties 
of Nivell, Lovanie, Bruxells and Antwerpe. Whether 
it be ſo'or noe, they all agree in this , that Antwerpe is 
the Metrapolis of the __—_— of the Holy Em- 
pire, in ſo much, that from that time forward,the glo- 
rie of this gallant Citty hath bene famous , which wee 
will here deſcribe in order : Allchough it be now ac- 


counted under the Dutchie of Brabant, being indeed 


the chiefe towne of a thirdquarter of this Countrie, 
A4ventinus and le Maire concurre alſo herein,thatthis 
Marquiſate came at laſt to be under Anchiſes , the 
Father of Pipia the ſecond , who is faid in the de- 
ſcription of Brabant, to be the firſt Duke of it: ſo thar 
from him the other Dukes were lineally deſcended, 8 


ſucceeded himin this noble Marquiſate. Theſe ſaid | 


Marqueſſes are created & ſworne after aſpeciall man- 
ner , as appeareth by the reciprocall oaths taken on 
both ſides, & laſt by the moſt mighty King of Spaine, 
who tooke his oath as Marqueſle to the Magiſtrates of 
Antwerpe, to maintaine all their priveledges, liberties 


and imminities, and they likewiſe were ſworne againe 


to his Majeſty,to be true and loyall unto him. 

Now to come to the deſcription of Antwerpe it 
ſelfe, ye muſt note firſt, that whence it hath this name 
is not certainely knowne, Some fetch it from the huge 


y—_— 


goe through the midit is 800, and the bredth 1020 pa- 
ces. Onthe South-fide of it lyeth a faire, and aſtrong 
Cictadell or Caftle, almoſt invincible , which ſtands 
about a muſ ketſhort without upon the plaine , where 
the houſes being broken downe it commaunds the 
towne,and can play point blanck into it with their or- 
dinance. Itis kept continually with a Spaniſh garni-. 
ſon, the King not daringentruſt any othernation with 
it, The walls about it are yery large, beſet with rowes 
of Line -trees fo broad , that 4 or 5 coaches or wag- 
gons may meete upon it,& paſſe one by another. Ups 
the ſhore of the Scheld before Antwerpe lyetha high 
Kay or head, where ſhipping may lye on withtheir full 
fraught, which had wont to come thether in abiidance 
out of the Sea, but ſince the warres beganne,the navi- 
gation is altogether decayed : for betore the ciyill 
watres, it flouriſhed & was a towne of infinite trading: 


. the things bought and ſould here amounting to more 


in one month, then that of Venice in two yeares , but 


- now the Hollanders have ſo blocked up the haven, by 


their Forts and Sconces upon the Scheld,thatthe trat- 
fickis removed hence to Amſterdam. The ftreets 'n 
lanes in this cittie are counted to be 212 in number, 


moſt of them large, and going outright. The Mar- arker- 
ket-places (whereofthe greatelt is that whichis by the places. 


Senate-houſe ) are 22, but the faireſt of all , is that 
which the Marchants call the New-Exchange, a very 
faire & ſumptuous worke, having two towers with two - 
brave clocks and chimes in them, above are rich ſhops

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and caſſes adorned, with all manner of choiſe wares 8 
commodities. Beſides there is the Engliſh houſe, and 


exchange a ſtately ſtructure ( where now the Ieluits - 


neflle) which was the ſtaple for our Engliſh Marchant 
adventurers. The Churches, Cloiſters, Geſthouſes, & 
other Hoſpitalls in Antwerpe are 4.2 in number. .The 
Cathedrall was built in honour of the Virgin Marie , 
called now our Ladies Church. Ir is agreat, coſtly, & 


- a magnificent ſtructure, having an exceeding high

ſteeple, wrought up with carved ſtone, which 1s above 
two hundred Florentine ells high. There 1s alſo the 
new Church , which the leſuites built there of late 
ycares, a molt excellent peece of workemanſhip and 
coſtly,for all the pillars, floores, pedeſtalls, footſtalls, 
windowes and barrs, yea all the ſtone-worke are made 
of laſper, Marble, Alablaſter , 8 other curious ſtones, 
There are init ſome 1 3 500 houſes, befides which there 


are many other publike houſes & edifices, as the Mint, 


the Tapiſtric houſes, & Silver-ſinithes, the Shambles, 
the Fiſh-marker, the Weigh-houſe , the Akon-houſe , 
the Portingals-houſe , the Glaſs-houſe , the Haſſian- 


houſe, & an other which puts them all downe for faire- 


neſſe,called the Eaſterne or Hans-townes houſe, ſtan- 
ding betweene two waters in the new rowne, and the 
beautifull and ſumpruous Senate-houſe , which coſt 
more then a hundred thouſand crownes the building. 
The number ofthe Cirtizens, & inhabitanrs betweene 
the yeare x556,8 1577,in which time Antwerpe flou- 
riſhed moſt according to the calculation of a leſuite , 
who tooke it out of the Senate-houſe booke,confiſted 
of above a hundred thouſand ſoules beſides Marriners 
and Sailers, which dayly came in and went out uf the 
Cittie: yea weeread that inthe yeares I549, 56,59, & 
6x, they did reckon up above two hundred thouſand 
heads , which dwelt within this Cittic. Allproviſions 
were heretofore in it in abundant manner, exceedin 
goodand cheape, and the Citty furniſhed bravely wit 
all things, which invited the inhabitants to liquoriſh= 
neſſe,ryot and wantonneſfſe. This towne is alſo an im- 
periall Citty , andisa Vicountie, which title was for- 
merly given to the Gouvernour ofthe Caſtle, but now 
trading and commerce is much decayed. 

The Cittie of Antwerpe thoughit hath forher Lord 
the Duke of Brabant , as the Marqueſle of the holy 
Empire : yet ſhee enjoyes and keepes a great many ex- 
cellent priveledges,obtained from old times, that it is 
like a free Citty, & a Republike of it ſelfe; yet ſo that 
the Soveraigne Lord, retaines his Lawfull right 8& ſu- 
preame authoritie. The government and whole ad- 
miniſtration of this townes Common-weale, is admi- 
niſtred by foure members of the ſame , whereof the 
firſt containeth the Superiour Magiſtrate,confiſting of 
Bourrough-maſters, Aldermen, Treaſurers and Recei-

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vers. The ſecond of thoſe who having bene hereto- 
fore Bourrough-maſters and Aldermen,after their li- 
mited time is expired, execute the inferiour Magi- 


ſtrates Duties. 'The third is called the Burgeſfie, or 


Porterie, comprehending 26 Captaines over the.Bur- 
gers,who are choſen out of the 15 wikes inthe Cittie, 
with the foure Headſmen appointed oper them. The 
fourthis tearmed the Deaconie , which conſiſts of 54 
Deacons, or Overſeers of the 27 Gildes. Theſe foure 
members makes the corporation, or bodie of the- Cit- 
tie and Republike. - _ 


In the yeare 1583 , the Duke d'Alanzon under the The Frich 
coullour of frendſhip , had like to have-betrayed this fvrie. 


Cittie,his armie whuch came to aflifts the Seares, lying 


 thenwithoutit: for onthe 17 of Tanuary that yeare;he 


ſends Marſhall Biron out of the towne todrawe his ar- 
mieinarmes under the pretext of arevewora muſter, 
& had appointed one Rochepot his chiefe inſtrument 
for the efteting of his treacherie, who coming to the 
Gare fained himſelfe lame, uponthe bridge while the 
French entred, the Duke bimſelte riding after as faſt 
as he could toencourage chem,crying to tis Souldiers 
Marche, marchez mes enfans, & nepille point ; Vive te 


. Meſſe, & ville gaignte, there got in 17 Companies be- 


foreeverthe old Prince of Orange (who was then in 
the Cittie,and had the day before forewarned them of 
this plott) and the Burgers could get into armes, ſome 
marching forward, others beſetting the walls and the 
next bulwarkes , maſſacring and killing the Cittizens 
as faſt as theyentred, butinthe interim the Burgefſes 
and Souldiers taking courage, gott into armes, recou- 
vered the gate,ſhur it, and let downe the percullis, & 
reſiſted them bravely, in ſo much that they damd up 
the gate with dead bodies, 8& flew a great. many ofthe 
French within the Citty , beate them back, and made 
them leap over the wall into the moate, where a great 
many of them, (thinking tofave themſelves by lwim- 
ming) were drownd , for out of the gate where they 
entred, they could not ger, but tumbled over one an» 
other.Inthe furie Rochepor,who had kalled tenor. 12 
Burgers, himſelf was flaine, Count Aignau,8 the yong 
Count Chaſteas Row,SOn to Marſhall Bjrop,befides ſome 
250 gallants and Cavillieros, which lay dead in their 
Satins and Velvyets,fo that there were inalllaine 1538 
men, which were the next day alltaken up, 8& buried. 

Inthe yeare 1585,this Cittie after along ſeege, was 
taken in by the Prince of Parma, fince which time it 
hath ever ſince bene under the command of the King 
of Spaine, andthe Arch-Duke Albertus , and Ifabella 
his wife, but the trading and flouriſh thereof 'is greatly 
decayed, having nowa ſtrong Cittadell before their | 
noſes to curbe them, and thus muchfor Antwerpe, 8 
the Marquiſate of the holy Empire.

which there lie theſe rownes , 
namely, Helmond, Eyndhoven, —_ and the Grave. 
This Citie tooke irs name firſt froma fine, and plea- 
ſand wood, which grew there, and whereit was builr, 
and founded anno 1185. inthe dayes of Pope Alexan- 
der, and the Emperour Frederick the firſt ſurnamed 
Barbaroſſajin which time the other three Capirall Ci- 
tics of Brabant, Lovaine,Bruxells, & Antvverpeto helpe 
it forward, built cach of thema Gate initupon their 
owne charges. Nowin proceſſeof time,by the manie 
Benefices, and priviledges of diverſe Princes and 
Lords, itbecame avery ſtrong rowne, and had good 
crading init. This Citie is ſeated upon a running riuer 
called rhe Dieſe, and lyeth foure Engliſh Miles from 
the Maze,8.from Bommel,and ſome 12.from Raveſteyr. 
It was heretofore gouverned by the Biſhop of Luzc#: 
Butafter King Phil the ſecond of Spaigne,departed 


our of the Low Countries, and that Pope Paul the | 
fourth crearcd diverſe new Biſhopsin theſe parts, it | 
was advanced to a Biſhoprick, and wich fine orher | 


Biſhopricks was ſubordinate to the Arch-biſhop of 


Anno 1585. Count Hohenlo having gathereda head 
together of ſome 4. or 5. thowſand horſe and foore; 
ro amuze thoſe of the Boſchmadea ſhewas if he had 
drawne them together to relieuc Azzvverpe, which 
wasthem beſieged by thePrince of Parma:bur his del. 
ſigne being uponthis towne turned Back the 19. of 
Ianuary, andlaying his men inambuſcado neere the 
Port, ſome of them climed ouer the Palifſado, which 
ſtood beforethe Port, and gort clos(ly into two ſmall 
Courts of gard, which ſtood upon the bridg, ſo thar 
in the morning about eighr of the Clock, when the 
Majour with the gard came to open theGare they fell 
out upon them, cutt theirthroats, and became ma- 
ſters of the Gare. Some of the reſt of his men hearing 


thealarme, horſe and foote rann as faſt aseuer they 


couldandentred the rowne, and advanced as farreas 
the mercate place, and comig thicher,ſeing ſome horl- 
men in armes, which had comein the day before with 
a Convoy, fearing that theirentrepriſe was deſcou- 
vered, their harts miſgiuing them, the firſt ranks tur- 
ned faces about: which the Burgers perceiving tooke 
Courage, and gott-into Armes. In the meane while 
hapnedan other diſaſter, for the Porter being an old 
man and grevouſly wounded at their entrance (the 
ſurpriſers imagining thathe had bene dead) reviued 
and gott with his hammer to the Percullis, ſtrook 
looſethe pinns,which falling hindred 8& ſtopped both 
theirentrance and retreatc, ſo thathis men retyring 
(asis ſaid) were ſo putt toit, that they were driuen to 


Machhyne. The firſt new Biſhop then of the Boſch was | leape downe the walls & to ſwimme ouer the moate 
Do&our Franciſcus Soninus, whoin agenerall proceſsis ; TO lauc theirliues, and thus the Boſch eſcaped this 


was brought into it, by Nicolas Godaert Knight Ba- 
ronnetof Ranſt, Lord of Rynenant,and Nicolas vander 
Sreohen, both Countellours of the Provinciall Coun- 
ſell of Brabant , who were depured in fpeciall there- 
unto. Since which time the Boſchhath bene duwerſe 
times cnlarged, & fortified with large Moares, ſtrong 
Forts, faire Bulwarkes, Horneworks, and Ravelings. 
Itis built triangle wile, andis environned about with 
Low,and Mooriſhgrounds,which are ſo full of water, 
that itis unapprochable, ſaving on the Vuchrterſide, 
and towards the Heath, where the great and thelitle 
Schance ſtands,and onely no more firme ground left, 
rhen a paued Banke, or cauſcy to comeintoir. There 
aretwo rivers runne through it, the Az, and the Dom- 
mel, which was dammed up atrthe laſt fiege. It hath 
ſeven ports or gates.51.ſtone, 8 59. wodden bridges, 


rwo faire Churches: S.7ohns the Carthedrall(which | 


hath initas fairea paireofOrgans,& as ſtarly aQuire, 
asany-Church in Europe)and S.Maries, beſides eight 
ſmaller Churches, 16. Cloiſters for men and women, 
& 26. Hoſpitalls, and houſes of Chariry. This Cirie 
hath held ouragainſt many aſlaulrs, cntrepriſes , and 
beſiegings, the chiefeſt whereof we will brietly relate 
untothe Reader: 


{cowring: Count Hohenlo leaving behinde him ſome 
300. men,and theſe of the rowne had about 50.ſlaine. 

In the yeere 1594. his Excell.Prince Mavrice of Naſ- 
avv had an other entreprize upon the Boſch,bur 
failled. Alſo in the yeere 1601. uponthefirſt of No- 
vember whenthe Archduke had befteged Offend, His 
Excell. of famous memorie, fate downe before it 
and ſent Count YVillem of Naſſavy betimes in the 
morningh with 13. Companies of Friezes,ſcuen coul-, 
lors of Scotch, 6. of Zeelanders, and 14. Cornets of 
Horſe under the commaund of the Droſlart Zalland, 


' Monſienr du Boys, Cloet, and Ryhowen,horſe Capraines, 


with foure half Canon, andallneceſlaric amunition 
to Barlicom of Hintom and with the reſt of his forces 
came himſelf to Yachr, lay at the houſe of Heim, and 
Count Solmsatthe manſion of Herlaer,and quartered 
all his Officers and men iriand abourthe Village,that 
night brake ground, advanced his approches with 
ſuch dextericie and courage, that within a few daies 
after hegottunder the wall; bur the extremitie of the 
froſt and cold was ſuch, that diuerſe of his men being 
frozen to death in the approches,his Excell. upon the 
27. of the ſaid Month, was forced to raiſe his ſiege 
and leaue it. Nothwithſtanding this towne was

Meghen. 
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oncemore ſtrongly belieged (upon thelaſt of Aprill 


Anno 1629) by his brother the illuſtrious Frederick 
Henry Prince of Orange, and fo girthin with Lines, Bat- 
teries, ſtrong Forts, Horneworks , Halfemoones, 
Spurrs, and Traverſes, that notwithſtanding Count 
Henry of the Berge, came with the Spaniſharmy), and 
made diuerſetryalls to relicuc it,yethe could notpre- 
vaile, butmarched away,ſo that after his Excellencie 
had taken both the Schances, ſapped and beate the 
ennemie out of all their workes, ſhurr themintothe 
Towne, lyd a Gallery of 300 foote ouer the moate, 
gottinto the Vuchter Bulwarck, and ſprung a Mine: 
And ſo tooke it in upon the 14 of Sept. following, 
being (as isfaid) one of the foure chiefe rownes of 
Brabant, which is nowunder the commaund ofthe 
Lords the States Generall of the vnired Provinces, 
ſince which time ir hath bene ſo fortified with new 
Schances and workes, that itis now invincible. The 
Iuriſdiftion of the Citic of Boſch, and the Maiorality 
thereof, beſides ſome townes, extended oueraboue 
ro9 faire Villages , ſo thar it is a very rich Citie and 
Iuriſdiftion. 

Creve Ceur is a ſtrong Fortreſſe lying about 4 En- 
gliſh miles from the Boſch, and hathheld out manie 
beſiegings, andisnowunder the States ofthe vnited 
Netherlands. 

Grave is a ſmall rowne ſeated upon the leftſide of 
the Maze, 6 miles from Raveſteyn, & ſome 15 from the 
Boſch. Itis the chicte rowne of the Land of Kayck,and 
during the warres,was well fortifyed with Bulwarcks, 
Ravelins, and Counrerſcharps. Onthe one fide of ir, 
there isamooriſhground, which makes it vnappro- 
chable;ſfince theStrates tooke itin,it is now ſo fortified 
that it is held to be one of the ſtrongeſt rownes in the 
Low Countries, it is alſo under the States Generall 
of thevnircd Provinces, but doth properly belong to 
the Prince of Orange thatnowis, as Lord, and heire 
unto the inheritances of his brother deceaſed Prince 
Maurice, Earle of Naſſaw of famous memorie,whoſe 
Father Y7illiam Prince of Orange purchaſed in fee 
farme of Phillipthe ſecond King of Spaigne, andrthar 
with the Conſent of the States of Brabazz: otherwiſe 
the Duke cannot ſell, or morgageany of his Lands or 
Domaines. 

The Lordſhip of Raweſteys, is fo called froma ſmall 
towne lying in it,named Raveſteys : which lycth alſo 
'onthelefriide of the Maze, between the Grave, and 
Meghen , 6 miles diſtant from the one and the other. 
There was once a {trong Caſtlein it , whichis now 
much decayed,and the walls ruined and demanteled 
by reaſon of anagreement made between the Em- 
perour Charlesthe fifth, and the Duke of Cleve. Ir be- 
longeth unto the Duke of Cleve and his Succeſſours, 
asthe lawfull heire unto the deceaſed Lord of Rave- 
fteyn, called Phillip, a very famous and valliant Prince, 
who notwitſtanding held it by fee farme from the 
Dukes of Brabaxr. | 

Meghen hath for a long time bene honored with 
the title of an Zarledome. It lyeth upon the left hand 
of the Maze ſome 9 or Io miles from the Boſch: itisa 
prethe towne, the Niece of the laſt Earle, was maried 


unto the Prince of Chimay, afterwards madeDuke of 
Aerſchot. 

Helmont lyethupon a river called the Ade, 9 miles 
from Zyndhoven, there isa faire Caſtleinir, in which 
in Guicciardins time there dwelled a Gentlemen of the 
houſeof Cortenbach, who wasalſo Lord of thistowne 
of Helmont. | 

Eyndhovenis the principall rowne of Kemplana,lying 
upon aſmall river called the Dommel, 12 miles fro the 
Boſch, and belongeth to the Prince of Orange as Earle 
of Buren. And this briefly isas much as concernesthis 
Map of one part of Brabant, comprehending init,the 
Maiorality of the Boſch, with the Villages lying under 
it: asalſo 0ftervyct , which isa Libertic lying miles 
from the Boſch, Kempland , Mazeland, Peeland, the 
Earledome of cMeghen , the Lordſhip of Raweſteyn, 
and the Land of Knyck , in which there are diverſe 
Lordſhips, and faire Villages, which for brevitie ſake 
wee will omitt. 

The chiefeſt rivers in theſe parts is firſt the Maze, 
which lyeth very conmniogh 
trading in this Countrie, and brings them in good 
profit; the others are the Runze, the Beerſe, the Dum- 
mel, the Aa, the Scheyz, and ſome others. | 


The Zarledemeof HO ORNE. 


Alchough the Earledome of Hoorne be held by fee 71. zut- 
farme from the Emperour; yer is itſubalterne, be- dome of 
cauſe itwas under the ancient Earles of Lozz in the #9 


Earledome of Liege, andis ſo incorporated, vnited, 
andneereaneighbourto Brabanr,thatI cannot omir 
the deſcribing ofit, the rather, becauſe the Lord 
thereof by reaſon of ſome of his other Lordfſhips, 
which lie in theſe Countriesis ſubje&and ſworn unto 
cheKing,under whoſe protection he hath giuenhim- 
ſelfe. Hoornethen is anancient Caſtle, lying alitle on 
this ſide the Mazecloſle by Roermond, and is an Earle- 
dome having under ira fake Lordſhip , and iuriſdi- 
tion from whence this Caſtle taketh the name. Here 
lyethalſo the towne of YYeert, fortifyed with aſtrong 


| Caſtle, and is a Lordſhip of itſelfe, where the Earle 


forthe moſt part keeperth his reſidence, andisabour 
9 miles from Roermond. There runneth through 
YyYeertaſmallriver, whoſe head-ſpring beginnerhnor 
farrefrom thence, and aboue Hoorxeat Neer runneth 
intothe Maze. This Earledome belides YYeſen, and 
Neer hath many other Villages and Lordſhips in it, 
which together (as is ſaid) is a fine royalty, andiuriſ- 
dition. The Earles of this place are come our of 
France, and deſcended from the houſe of Moxnrmo- 
rancy, the chicfe whereof was Jean de Montmorancy, a 
man of great honour, yerrue, creditand reputation. 
As likewiſein our times was Phillip Earle of Hoornea 
Prince ofgreat courage and Stare, being knight of 
the golden Fleece, Admirall of the Sea , and Cap- 
raine of the Catholick Kings guard, who by the ſaid 
Kings commaund,when the Duke of Alba came into 
theſe Countries, was publickly beheaded for the 
faithfullſeruice he had done for his Countrie. 
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<Ardenna. 
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Hz Dutchie of Luxenbury , 
borroweth the name fromthe 
| chiefe Cirieof this Countrie, 
IJ} bur from whence ir taketh the 
I] name, wewill ſhew hereafter. 
This Dukedome is bounded, 
with the Bishoprick of Luyck 
onthe North, and the Earle- 
dome of Mamnrce, on the 
South with the Dukedome of Lorreine, on the Eaſt 
with the riuerof 2oſel and the Biſhopricke of Triers, 
and on the Wet partly with the Moſel, and partly 
with the Foreſt of Ardenna.ltisa very hillieCountrie, 
and full of Woods, containing therein the greateſt 
partof the Foreſt of Ardenna. Iris in circuit 240 En- 
gliſh Miles comprehending in it 23. walled townes 
and 1169. Villages. The Foreſt devideth itinto two 
parts, whereofrhe oneis called Famenna,which is fer- 
tillin Corne,andall Kind of ſuſtentarion, having alſo 
ſome Mines,and diverſe ſorts of Quick-ſtones, and 
yeeldeth alfo ſome Wines. The otheris named Ar- 


denna, which is ſomewhar barren, andyeeldethno- | 


thing buta few Peaſe, Beanes, Barly and ſuch like.Bur 
nature hath ſupplyed thisinfertilitie with ſuch abun- 
dance of all Kind of Deereand game, thar the like is 
notfound in the Netherlands, as nameiy, Staggs, 
Hindes, fallow-Deere, wild Goates, wild Swine, 
Hares,and Conneies, beſides diverſe fowle,and birds, 
which are ſcarch foundin other Countries. Among 
the reſt theirisa bird, which they call Caurerre, like a 
Quaile, but hath ſpeckled feathers, red eyes & feete, 
the fleſh where offs very white, and hath as dantie a 
traſt, as one candefire. Thereare diverſe riuers, which 
water this Dukedome, whereof the principalleſt is 
the Moſel, which after he hath run alongCourſeof 
many Miles, disburdeneth his waterat Covelents (a 
rowne in the Biſhopricke of T7ers) into the Rhyne. 
The names of the townes are theſe, Luxenburg (which 
is the Capitall Citic) Arlo, Rodemaker , Theonville, 
otherwiſe called Dietenhoue,Gravenmakre, Koninghma- 
kre, Dierich, Virton, Echternach, Vianden or Viandale, 
Ba$toigne, Mommedy, Nieu-Caſtle, Danvilliers, Mar- 
ville, Roche in Ardenne,Durbuy, S.Y yr, Marche,8 Salme. 
There are beſides theſe diverſe other good places, 
which heretofore were townes, bur by the French 
warres and compoſition of peace, had their walls caſt 
downe, namely, Ivois, Chyny and La Ferre. There are 
alſlomany Caſtles in it, as bigg as ſmall townes, to 
wit S. Tohx, lying fix miles from Laxenbarg, and 
allo the Caſtle _ Manderſcheyt, ſome 24. Miles from 
it. The chiefe villages are Rochette, Awvio, S. Hu- 
bert, with ſome others. There are in this Duchie 
ſcuen Counties , diuerſe Baronies, and many other 
Lordfhips: fo that' there is not any one Countrie 
in theNetherlands, that hath ſo many noble men 
and Gentrie in it, as Luxenburgh;Euery one of theſe 
Gentlemen keepes a good Kone, according to his a- 
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bilirie, being upright, vertuous, conſtanr, and loyall 
to their Prince. Their moſt exerciſe isin armes, and 
hunting. They are very loving, and Kindhearted one 
to each other, and many times invite onean orher to 
their houſes, and Caſtles; anduſegreat familiaririe, 
and freenefle among themſclues, and commonly 
marrie and make affinatie with their Neighbours, reſ- 
petting more the qualitie, and verrue of the Perſon 
then Riches. He that commirrterh any ſcandalous 
crime or enormeous offence, which is againſt his ho- 
nour and reputation, is{o hated among them, that 
he daresnot comeintoany good or honeſt compa- 
nie, neither is he advanced toany office or dignitie, 
burall men of quality ſhunns him,and giues no credir 
to him. When any diſpute or controveriie happens 
among them, then they preſently putrir to Arbitra- 
cours,8& Vmapirers,who appeaſes ir, by making them 
frends: ſo that they neede nor ſpend their money 
upon Lawyers, and Atturnies. In fine, they liue hap- 
pily, and enioy good daies, but are giuen to [drin- 
king, anduſeto much authority and ſeverity againſt 
their Tenants, making them their Slaues, inſo much 
thatthe poore-huſbandme can nortmarie their Chil- 
dren, or doe any thing which concernerh rhe, with- 
outtheleaue and conſent of their Lords. Hereinthey 
hauenor tharlibertie as other Nederlanders haue, 
butareentreated according to the ancientmannerof 
the Belgians, whereof [ulius Ceſar writethatlarg in his 
Commentaries. The towne and State of Luxenburg 
(as ſome affirme) was firſt created a Dukedome by 
V Venceſlaus , King of the Romans and Bohemians. The 
Nederlandiſh Cronicles ſay , that the Emperour 
Charles the fourth made ita Dutchic anno 1346. O- 
thers that the Emperour Henry the ſeventh, de- 
ſcended of the houſe of Luxenburgand Eatle of che 


faid Countrie made it one, intheyeere of our, Lord 


1309. The Stares of this Province confiſts in three 
members,namely,the Clergie,Nobilitie, & Townes. 


The Citic of Luxenbarg (asis faid) giueth namero Tovwne 
the Datchie, but borrowerth her name (as ſome ſay in Lunenburg, 


a broken manner)from the riuer Aliſuncia,commonly 
called Zke, which runneth through this rowne, and 
ſevereth the hillic fromthe lower partthereof which 
lycth ina Valley:for this reals ſome men writsit Lux?- 
burg , which is asmuchto ſay as Elzenburgh, othersa- 
gaine fetch thisname from the Latine; andcallir Zs- 
cis Burgumthatis, A Caſt leo light. Theſeto confirme 
theiropinion ſay, that the Inhabitants of theſe parts, 
were wonderfully giuen to Idolatrie, and thereforcin 
all appearance, rhey named rheit rownes and places 
after their Gods, eſpecially the ſeuen Planers , ſo that 
this City of Luxenburg was called the Caſtle or Boxr- 
rough of Lightin honor of the Sunne, the Fountaine 
of Light, which they adored. Asallo Arloy a towne 
lying in the ſame Durchie, ſignifieth (though cor- 
ruprted) Ara Lune, that is, The Mones Altar, and 
Tvois by changing theYinto 0 inlovs,which isas much

In this Court they either 
plead their cauſes in high Dutch, or French, as the 
Suters are bornein the parts, cither fronting upon 
Germanie, or France, that they may underſtand 
onean other the better. Forin the Towne of Luxen- 
burg, Arlon, Rodemaker,Theonwville, and ſome others, 
they ſpeake Dutch, butthoſe of 7vors, Mommedy, Mar- 
wil, and Dapvilliers ſpeake French, and therefore 
their Lawyers and O fhicers muſt ſpeake, and under- 
ſtand borh theſe tongues. The ye eales from this 
Courrtmuſt come to theParlament 4 eager Vee 
all cheir evidences and writing are truely tranſlated 
into French. 

Arlon whereof wee haue ſpoken cuen now,is ſeated 
upon the ridge of a hill, being twelue Miles from Zu-

Rodemaker lyeth 9. Miles from Luxenbarg, andis a 
ſmall Towne witha ſtrong Caſtle init. 

Theonville called in Dutch Dietenhoven, whereof 
wehaueſpoken before, is very commodioufly ſeated 
upon the leftfide of the Moſel, ſome 12. Miles from 
Lnxenburg, and as farre from Metz in Lorreize.Ithath 
avery faire bridge ouer the riuer,andisa faire,ſtrong, 
anda wel fortifyed Towne. Reginw callethitin Latin 
Theolon Villa, and ſaith that Charles the great came 
often times therher a honring. 

Gravenmakere, and Keninghmakere are two ſmall 


Townes lying upon the 2/oſel!, three Miles diſtanc 


one from an'other, and 15. from Leyxenburg. 
Alſo Dzerick is ſeated upon the ſmall riuer of Sare, 


ſome15. Miles from-Laxenbarg. 


Vireton, and Echternacht are two prettie townes, 
lying a good way one froman other, Ve of alike di- 
ſtance of18.

Some fix miles further then S. Yytis from Laxen- 
burg,lyeth Salme,a rich, anda populous towne,which S«me. 
beareth alſo the title of a Countie. Marche, or (as ſome ****: 
call it) Mars iz Famenne, isanancient, and a reaſon- 
able faire rowne, lying about fortiemiles from La- 
xenburg.For brevities ſake wee will paſle by the Vil- : 
lages, and onely-mention thoſe three, which are now by 
demanteled:namely, vox, being 36 miles from Lx- 1roir. 
xenburgh , and 12 from Mommedy. Formerly it wasa 
faire, andaſtrong rowne, butanno 1552 was taken in 
by the French, and afterward by the treatie ofpeace, 
berween Franceand Spaigne was ſurrendred againe 
into the handes of Phihprhe ſecond King of Spaigne: 
upon condition , thatthe walls thereofſhould be ra- 
zed and ſlighted, aslikewiſein ſtead thereof Tervwa- 
zen, which ſhould never be walled againe. 
Chiny, beingasfarre likewiſe from Luxenbarg , was Ching, 
demanteled by the warrs, but now the walls litle by 
licle are repaired,and (though irc belonged ro the _ 
Arche-Duke) yet it hath bur the title of an Earle- - 
dome, the iuriſdiction thereof reacheth ouer ſome 5 
Townes, Villages, and -Lordſhips, inſomuch, thar | 
when any Mandatesare ſent out from the provinciall 
Courr ofthe Dukedome, they add unto thename of 
the Duke of Luxenburg, the title of Earle of Chiny. - 
About ſome zz miles from Luxenburg , upon the ;, px. 
Chierslycth Za Ferre, formerlic a pretty rowne, andis 
yet inareaſonable ſtatearchis day , though it beun- 
walled, and parrof the Caſtle decayed. Wee will con- 
clude the deſcription of this Dukedome wirththe Ri- 
vers, the chiefeſt whereofarethe Xoſell, andthe 
Maze. The Moſell ſpringeth our ofthe Mount Yogeſus, Rives. 
not farre fromthe head of a river called Arar, a litle 
aboue a Village named Buſſans , and comming from 
the Southeaſt, takerth his courſe towards the North. 
weſt, & runneth through the rownesnamed PEftraye, 
Remiremont, Eſpinael, Charmes, and Bagon, and atlaſt 
watering diverſe Countries, falleth into theRhynear 
Covelens. The French call the name of this river Mo- 


ſelle, and the Larine Moſella. This river is highly com- 


mended forthe cleareneſle of the water thereof, and 
the abundance of delicate fiſhe which is raken in ic. 
Touching the Mesſe, or Maze we haue ſpoken ofthe 
head-ſpring thereof elfwere, and thus much of the

Though ſome 
Authours write, that itis fecht from Gelduba, a towne 
heretoforelying upon the Rhene(as Cornel. Tacitus 
witneſlſeth) bur 15 now ſo wholly ruined, thatthere is 
notſo muchas aſtonelefr, orany remembrance of it: 
Some relate thar in cherime of the ſaid Emperour, 
there wasin this Countrie a great, a crueli, and a-ve-

nemous Beaſt, which lurked under a tree, that ſpared | 


neither man, nor beaſt: but deyoured all which came 
in his way,ſo that theInhabitanceswere driuen to aban- 
donthar part, and hide themſclues in caues & holes. 
Now it is ſaid that the two Sonnes of the Lord Poxz, 
marking whatharme this beaſt did, by craft gottun- 
derit,and after they had wreſtled alog time together 


ouercameit. In remembrance of which victorie, the | 


aid Lord builta Caſtle notfarre from the Maſe upon 
ariuer called the Neers,and named the ſame Gelre,be- 
cauſe theſaid Beaſt had wont to cry ſo: bet whether 
this be true ora fable, weleaueitro the judgment of 
the benevolent Reader. Marlian and Munſter write, 
that this Countric inthe daycs of ulins Ceſar was in- 
habired by the Menapii, and the Sicambri: but wee will 
leaue this to be diſpuredof by Geographers, and will 
proceede forward to the lite thereof. 

Gelderlandis bounded on the North with the Coun- 
tric of Over-Tſſel, and the Southerne Sea: On the 
Sourhſide partly with the Maſe, which ſeparateth ir 
from Brabant, and partly with the Dukedome of Gu- 
lick: onthe Eaſtſidelyeth the Rhene, 8& a partof Cleve- 
land, and on the Weſt with Hollaxd, and the Biſhop- 


rick of Yzrechz. Ir is a plaine Countrie having nor | 


manic hills in ir, bur diverſe pleaſant and profitable 
woods, among the reſt the Echrervvood, which lyeth 
Northweſt from Arnhem. The loile is very fruitfull 
in cuerie place, eſpecially for bearing of Corne, and 
the lower grounds, which lie necre the Rhene, the 
Maze, and the Whale;are full of excellent graſlefor 
the feeding of Carraile, which are therein abundace. 
Bur this fcrrilitie , and fruictulneſle is not alike in all 
place throughoutGelderlad,for towards the Yelowve, 
tis barren,hillic, and unfruitfull. It hath a very pure 
and a good aire. Before the times of Ortho de Pont, Lu- 


poldus, and Y Vichardus hisSonne,there ruled ouerGel- 


derland ſome Lords of the houlc of Au#ria.For Mar- 
tin Lord of Muſtria,had a SonnenamedLambert from 
whom the firſt Gouvernours of Gelderland were de- 


ſcended. For this Countrie Anno 1351, (as Richard 
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EL DEANS 


VVaſſe __ — was gouverned by Grids, or as 
ſome ſay by Leopold the youngeſt Sonne of this Lam- 
bert. Charles the great Emperour of Romeadorned 
with] - preſencethe towne of Nzeu-megen,enriching 
itwit livers ornaments; as being then the Capitall 
city « elderland,andlicfrirto his poſteritie, till that 
the I +. 1s of Poxzus, rooke rhe Gouvernmentupon 
them: nd made ittheir inheritance. Weintend not 
to fet.. © the pedegree of the Lords thereof o farre; 
but p.: ting by the Lordsof Po, and the Gouvern- 
menr Y/ichardus,Gerlacus, Godefridus, Mengoſus,and 
FVibur:u5,will beginne with Otho ofNafſaw. He then 
havin; married the daughter of 77:chard the third, 
called Adeltheida, obtained the Countrie of Gelders, 
&inregard of his noble birth (for he was deſcended 
from tEc Orhoes, Dukes of Saxonie) and courageinthe 
warres of Henry thethird, in theyeere c19 LXX1Xx:. 
as Lazins, andthe Chroniele of Zeeland mention, or 
as Aquiliusrelateth anno Lx1.was then created Earle; 
andlefr his Sonne Gerard, whome he had procreated 
by his wife Adelheidaheire of Gelderland: and by a ſe- 
cond wite called Sophia the daughter of YYich- 
man Earle of Gelderlaud, hegott Gerlacus, who ſuc- 
ceded him in the Earledome of Zazphen . He 
dying withont iflue , this Earledome was annexed 
ro Gelderland: fo that Gerart left to his Sonne Henry 
both theſc Earledomes: to which his wife Seyzara (or 
as ſome write Seymarda, the daughter of Godefroy the 
third Duke of Brabanz) brought him for her dowrie | 
the Velow... He lefrbehindehim two Sonnes, called 
Gerard, and Otho. The Elteſt made warres againſt the 
Biſhop of Yzrech? for the Yelovvy; after him 0chothe 
ſecond, tooke that warre upon him and ſucceeded 
him1n his |; zings. After him Gerard the third attained 
unto this Earledome, who being deceaſed, 0rho the 
third ſurnamed the Lame, hadir by inheritance. The 
Chronicles mention that William Earle of Holland, 
who then bare rhe title of Emperour,morgagedunto 
him fora greatſumme of money the towne of Nicu- 
megen,upsd this condition,it theſgid money were not 
repaydups theday appointed,that then the ſaid0zhoz 


& his ſucceſſours ſhould enioy the ſaid towneas their 


inheritance for ever. This ſame 0:ho was the firſt 
that encompaſſed Ruermond, Arnhem, Bommel, Goch, 
Harderwvycke, and YY agening with walls. His Sonne 
Reinald ſucceeded him in theGouvernment;and after 
him Reizald the ſecond, who wasin ſuch grace & fa- 
vour with the Emperour Ledvvicke, and the ſeuen 
Prince-Eleftours,that in the yeere 1339. uponthe 14- 
of Aprillatthe Dyel of Frackfort he was createdDuke 
of Gelderland. Burafter he had gouverned foureteen 
ecres, there hapned a great quarrell and a warre; 
banrevas him and his younger brother Edvvard, 
who overthrew him in a baraile, and kept him pri- 
ſoner ten yeeres. This Zdvvard being deceaſedz 
che inteſtine trouble began againe berweene his 
5, N ewe

rwo liſters LMargret, and IHarie, who made warre 
one againſt another, which continued fo long till 
Margret dyed withour Jſ#e: and that Y/illiam the 
Sonne of Mary, who was Duke of Gulick, was called 
ro be Duke of Gelderland, and Earle of Zutphen. His 
brother Reinald the fourth mpg « him dyedalſo 
without heires. Now his ſiſter Mary had by her huſ- 
band Iohn of _{r4el a Sonne (named Y7illiam of Ar- 
fel) who inherited the Dukedome, after the Death 
of this Iohn which William a fore ſaid murdered 
at Gorichom, and leftno Children behinde him. After 
whoſe deceaſe his ſiſter Mary, hadthe Dukedome of 
Gelderland giuen her in Marriage , who broughtir 
ro her huſband John of Egmond Lord of the Berowve. 
Shee barre him a Sonne named Arnald, who diſpu- 
red with Adolph Earle of Bergh for the Dukedomes 
of Gelderland and Gulick , whereupon the Emperour 
Sigiſmundgauethe right,and poſſeſſion thereoftothe 
Farle ofBergh.But Arnald having married the daugh- 
ter of Adolph Duke of Clexe, by the help of his Father 
in law recouvered the Dukedome of Gelderland, by 
force af armes from the ſonne of Adolph Earle of 
Bergh,called Rupert: whom Mary the widdowe of Rey- 
»ald, the third Duke of Gelders, had marryed. This 
Duke Arnald being caſt into a priſon by his Ambi- 
rious Sonne Adolph, was releaſed outofit by Charles 
of Burgoundie; and gouverning but two,yeeres after, 
diſinheriting his Sonne for his unworthineſle, fold 
his Countrie unto Charles Duke of Burgundie, and 
by will declared him hisheire. He then both by pur- 
chaſe and inheritance, having obtained-this Duke- 
dome, ruled ouer it, till the yeere 7 8 in which time he 
dycdat Nancy. Afterward his daughrer Afary ſuccee- 
ded him, and her huſband Maximilian Sonne unto 
Fredrick the Emperour. But Charles of Egmond Sonne 
unto Adolph, was called out of France by the States of 
Gelderland, who being wearie of the Burgunian Gou- 
verment , with greatioy and reioycing made him 
Duke of Gelderland,and Zutphen.Hegoverned ouer it 


almoſt ro theend of hisdaies, andarlaſt being ſicke, 


made William rhe Sonne of Iohn Duke of Clexe his 
hcire. Who for a time though rg againſt the will 
of the Emperour Charles the fifth, gouvernedir. Bur 
at length having a great part of the Dukedome of 
Gulick taken from him, and being cruelly perſecuted 
by che Emperour, ſcing in whata badd caſe he and his 
Countrie was, cIcID x L111. in the armie before Yezlo 
was forced to aſkethe Emperour forgiueneſle: after 
which irwas agreed on both ſides , rhat the Duke 
ſhould giue ouer his poſſeſſion of Gelderland, and re- 
nounce his oath madeuntorhe States, and Inhabi- 
rants thereof, with condition alſo thatthe Emperour 
ſhould reſtore unto him all his Countrie of Gulch, ſa- 
ving two townes, to wit, Hexſbergh, and Sittarr. And 
thus thoſe of Gelderland,who were before free,came 
under the obedience of theſe Princes,yetſothatthey 
retained their ancient Lawes, Priviledges, and Stats. 


| The Inhabitants of Gelderland were heretofore a ' 
Inhabitants. warlike anda vailliant people: for the Romans ouer 


came them rather by crafrthen by force ofarmes, as 
ye may readin Tacitus. Appianus relateth that 500 
of the Sicambri, which were the ancient people of 
Gelders, routed and beate 5000 Romane Horſmen, 
and ſlewe7000f them dead upon the place, which 
was no {mall tryall of theirvalour. Weereadeallo thar 
their was a regiment of the Sicambri which ſerued un- 
derthe Romans, and builta towne upon the Dannbins 
which the Hnngarians call Scambry from the Sicambri, 
which may be proued by this inſcription cutr in a 
ſtone, digged our ofthe ground (as Lazixs mentio- 
neth) in the time of Mathias Corvinus King of Hun- 
garic, which was this: 
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LEGIO SICAMBRORVM HICPREA> 
SIDFO | COLLOCATA CiviTra- 
TEM ADIFICAVERE, QVAM EX 
SYVO NOMINE SICAMBRIAM 
VOCAVERVNT.

The Legion of the Sicambri lying here in Garniſon, built 
this tovune and called it Sicambria after their ouvune 
name. 


But this (which many thinke to bea fable,) weleaue 
tothe iudgment ofthe Reader: howſocuer, the peo- 
pleof Gelderlandare yetto this day no lefle warlike, 
and comm_—_ then their Anceſtours were, which 
might be ſhowne by diverſe of their ations , and 
which would be too long to rehearſe here. Bur for 
civilitie, humanitie and learning, they excell farre 
their forefathers, who were very rude and a cruell 
people: for Horace called them Feroces & cade gauden- 
zes,thatis, fierceand murderous, and thus much in 
briefe ofthe Generall nature,mannersand propertie 
of the people of Gelderland. 


The walled Townes in this Dukedome (beſides 7,,,,... 


Zutphen with ſeuen Townes under, being anEarle- 
dome ofirſelfe) are foureteen, namely Nimmeghen, 
Arnhem, Ruermond, (which are the three Capitall Ci- 
ties) Tiel, Bommel, Harderwvick, VVagening , Hattum, 
Elburgh, Gelders, Yenlo, Y Vachtendouck, Strale, and Erc- 
kelens. Belides theſe thereare in Gelderland , & the 
Earledome of Zarzphen , other places, which herero- 
forewere walled; butnow by the warrsare wholly de- 
mantled, oratleaſt part of them lighted, as Batren- 
burg, Gent, Monfort, Echbrug,Meppel, and ſome others: 
which neverthelefle retaine to this day their rowne 
freedoms, and Priviledges. Thereare in this Duke- 
domeaboue three hundred Villages with ſteeples 8 
bells in them, The Stares of this principality conſiſts 
in Barrons, Gentlemen,and the foure chiefe Townes, 
to wit, Nieu-megen, Arnhem, Ruermond,and Zutphen, 
whereof (as of the others) wee will ſpeake in the di- 
ſcription of the Map following.

' Nieu-megen as Gerhardus Geldenhaurius witneſſeth, nie-meges + 


being a burger of the ſame City, was firſt founded by 
Magus King of the Gaules, who called it after his owne 
name Magus. But afterward Baro King of the Car- 
zi , comming into this Countrie , tooke great de- 
lighr aſwell in the pleaſant fituation , asin the anti- 

uitie of this place; ſeing thatit began rodecay,reedi- 
fed , enlarged, and made three wallsabour it, ſince 
which time, and euer ſince ithath borne the name of 


Novimagus , thatis , yt or Nieu-meghen. 


The ſame Geldenhanrius, relateth moreover , that 
the Bezavvers (which he calleth the Bazavians) chooſe 
this towne for the Metropolitan ſeate of their Em- 
pire, therefore the Countrie lying abourir,yetto this 
day is called the Empire of Njeumegen.For this towne 
was called in Latine pes imperii, thatis, rhe footeof the 


Empire , becauſe (as ſome write) Charles the Great ad- + 


vanced it tothe dignity of one of the three chiefe 
Imperiall Townes:namely Aker the firſt, Nizeumeg? the 
ſecond, and Theonwillthe third. Nieumegen is leated 
upon the riſing of a hill , under which an armeof 
the Rhene runneth, called the 77hae! , where it is 
very broad : Itisa ſtrong, agreat, anda populous 
towne, whoſe inhabitants after they came under the 
houſe of Au#ria,betooke themſelues to Marchandile 
and Learning,whereas before they were onely addi- 
ed totheuſe of armes. The Collegiall Church was 
dedicated to the honour of S. Szephen, outof which 


Church of late yeeres there was diggedaſtone,which 
had 
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Hover the name of Flaxy- 
Il ders be not veryancient ; and 
| that many menhauerheir ſcue- 
rall coniectures upon it : yet 
the originall from whence it 
came isnot certainely knowe. 
Scepperus, and Nannins deriue 
itfrom Flenare , ahigh Dutch 
| word, which ſignificth a Shaf?, 
becauſe theFlemmines in the times of Warre,8: Peace 
delighted greatly in ſhooting. Meyers from aFlaine,or 
a Cyſtard,which hath ſome reſemblanceroa ſtanding 
water, or a Moraſh : whereofthereare many abour 
Dixmude, and Yuerne. Marchantins fetcheth it from 
a Dutch word 7ol-lenen, that is, full of plaſhes, be- 
cauſc the Sea caſts much waterinto Flanders : others 
from Flands, as lying open to the windes: ſome againe 
from theſe rwo Dutch wordsYele andre (that is many 
others) which being abbreviated maketh Ylaenare, 
as Allemania doth from Allemaz , or Allmen, be- 
cauſe many nations in ancienttimesinhabited Flan- 
ders. And ſurely thisis the moſt probable, conſide- 
ring the names of theſe places demonſtrateit : For 
Suevegen,and Sueveſeel areſo named from the Suevi. 
Caſſel, Catſbergh, and Cathem from the Catthi, Gothem 
from the Gere or Gothes, and the Saſz of Genr from 
the Saxons, which inhabited thereabours. To con- 
clude, others againe fetch the name of Flanders from 
Flandrina, the wife of Lidericusthe firſt Earle, and Fo- 
reſter of Flanders, and thus much for the name. 

This Countrie on the Southſide, is bounded with 
Artois, Hainault,anda part of Picardie:On the Eaſt with 
Hainault,and Brabant : Onthe North with the maine 
Norcherne ſea, and with the Hound,or the mouth of 
the Scheld, which ſeparateth Flanders from Zeeland: 
and on the Weſt with the Britiſh, or Engliſhſea. From 
the Scheld ouer againſt Antwerpe, tothe new banke 
by S. Omars,itis three daies journey in length making 
zothouſand Geomerricall paces: and ſome 2o thou- 
ſand inbrearh. The aire is very ſweete and pleaſant, 
eſt Flan- 
ders, wherethereare many fine paſtures, and Med- 
dowes,for the feeding of Horſe & Kine: ſo that Flan- 
dersaboundeth in Butter, Cheeſe, Wheate,andin all 
kinde of Fruitfull trees, timber for houſes,and Ship- 
ping,and wood for fyring. 

The encreaſe of Catraile is fo fruitfull there, chie- 
fly ofſheepe within the Precin& of7erne,that ofren- 
times an Evve bringerh forth fiue , or fixe lambes; 
yeacommonly three orfoure, which they giue ſuck 
roand bring up. Nowas Fraxceis accounted for the 
vealthieſt Kingdome , Mzllaine for the wealthieſt 
Dukedome , and Yerice for the wealthieſt Seig- 
neurie : ſo may Flanders be held for the beſt, and 
richeſt Earledome in Chriſtendome. Ir afforderh 
abundance of Sea and freſh-riverfiſhe : and great 
ſtore of all kind of foule , as Pheſants, Partriges, 
Quailes, Heath-cocks, Buſtards, Turkies, and huge 
Brugges Capons, beſides divers other water foule. 
Neither doe they want Deere, Hares and Connies in 
the fields, woods, and Downes by the Seaſide: their 
Caſtles and Gentlemens houſes are enviconned 
with broade, anddeepe moates. The Countrie of it 
felfe is exceeding pleaſant, in regard of the variety , 8 
abundance ofallthings, which may miniſter delight 
to theeye. Thereareſome hillsin Flanders,whichare

| not very barren: upontwo of chemarebuilr Caſſell, 8& 


Geerſbergh, two faire townes: The chiefeſt, 8& greateſt 
wood ,or foreſt isNzepe,lying within the iuriſdiction of 
Caſflel, 8& belongerh ro the Earles of Flanders: In the 
midſt whereof ſtadeth a Caſtle, called 77alewherein 
the Gouvernour dwelleth,andalltheOfficers apper- 
taining toit; having a garniſon of Souldiers init, and 
isſo ſtrong, thar itisaccounted the key of Flanders. 


TheRivers arethe Scheld, whoſe head-ſpring be- 807, 


ginning in Picardje, runneth trough Camerick, Yalen- 
ciennes,Conde,Dornick,Ondenaerd, 8 Gent, where he te- 
ceiveth the Leye, the Lieve,and the Moerinto him,and 
there ſwelling, and growing bigger, takerh his courſe 
to Dendermond, where the Dendey falleth into him, 
from thence to Rupelwrond, fo called from the mouth 
of the river, _—_ with a ſwift ſtreame , fallech 
downeto Antwverpe, and fo paſling by Lilo, diſchar- 
geth himſelfeatlaſt with rwo large mourhs into the 
Sea: whereof the one branch is called the Hound, run- 
ning downe berweene'South-beverland, & Flanders by 
Fla hing,and the other retaining ſtill thename ofthe 
Scheld, disburdeneth himſelf into the maine Sea by 
Zierick-ſea. The Leye ſpringeth our of a Fountaine; 
lying in the Village of Zisbourg in the Countie of S. 
Paul, hath an exceeding cleare ſtreame, andis full of 
delicate fiſhe, and running by the ruinous Epiſcopall 
towneof Tervane, from thence to Arien, Mergem, Ste- 
gers, Armentiers, VVaeſtene, Comene, Y Yerveke, Mee- 
nene, Cortrick, Harlebeke , VV ackene, and ſo paſling by 
Deynſe to Gent fallech into the Schelde. Theleſler ri- 
vers arethe Denare, the Lieve, the Tperlee, the Aa, the 
Scharpe, the ar X's che Colme, the Jer, and by the be- 
nefite whereof the townesin Flanders haue greattra- 
ding , andgrowrich by the commodiouſheſle ofthe 
Sea, and theſe navigablerivers. | 

The Sea Havens, and port townesare theſe: Duyn- 
kerck, Oftend, Sluyce, Nieuport , Greviling, and the new 
Fort called the Scheurke by Duynkercke. The people 
hereliue moſt by trading, that makes them rich and 
wealthie,which hath bene the cauſe, thatthe Inhabi- 
rants thereof,eſpecially thoſe ofGent,haue bene yery 
ſeditious, & oftentimes rebelledagainſt their Earles, 


Flanders ſurpaſſethall other Provinces of the Low Tovwne;,? 


Countries, in thenumber of Townes, & Villages:for 
ifyewillgiue credirto Gaicciardine yeſhall finde, that 
Brabant hath 44 walled, and unwalled townes, 8 100 
Villages: Gelderlaud with Zutphen3o townes, andnot 
many lefle then zoo Villages: Luxenburgh 23 townes; 
and 1159 Villages : Holland 32 townes, and aboue 400 
Villages: Zeeland 12 townes, and r02 Villages: Yrrech? 
5 townes & 70 Villages: Overyſſe/18 rownes, and 109 
Villages: FrieJ-land, with Groyning 13 townes,and 490 
Villages: Arzozs 11 townes, and 854 Villages : Hainault 
24 townes, and 950 Villages:Namur foure townes,& 
182 Villages; bur Flanders exceeds themall, and hath 
62 walled & unwalled townes, and 1154 Villages, 
Flanders is devided intothree parts, namely Flem- 
mish Flanders, Gallike Flanders, and EmperialFlan- 
ders. Gent is the Metropolitan City of all this Earle- 
dome, whoſe Wallisſcuen Miles in compaſſe. The 
City of Ryſſell is the chiefe towne of Galiike Flanders.

twoLord Marſhalls of the Kingdome, eleuen Prin- 
ces, and diuerſe other men of great quality, as Earles. 
There were flaine alſo in this field 60.Barons, and 
morethen eleuen hundred Genrtlemen,and Officers, 
beſides 22. thouſand Foote, and 4. thouſand Horſe- 
men.

This Earledome alſo hath bene honored, by the 
Princes of this Countrie, abouecall other Provinces 
inthe LowCountries:for as the Solemneafſſemblie of 
the Knights ofthe Golde Fleece,isan honorable,& a 
nobleOrder:ſo hath irnotbene ſo ofreSolemnized,8 
held any where asin this noble Countrie; being the

toire beof no great extent, yet it is very pleaſant , en- 

joying afatt & afruitfull Soile, with many fine fields; 
yeelding Graine, which alſo produce good Methe- 
gline, and excellent Wheate, though not much , ha- 
ving many goodly and large paſtures fitt for the fee= 
ding of Cattle. Inthe part of Flanders, lye the great 
and rich Citties of Ryſſel and Douay , with many o- 
ther prettie townes, as Orchies, Armentiers , Lanoy, 
Baſſee , Marchiennes and Comene, and the mighty 
towne of Doornick, with its juriſdiction, having un- 
derit the townes of S.Amand and Mortaigne. 


Ryſlell or Liſle called in Latine Inſulz , is the bra- 


veſt rowne for trading in all Flanders: yea inall the 
Netherlandiſh Provinces underthe King of Spaine his 
command. Ir is a large Citty , 8 populous flouriſhing 
inall riches and gentrie/, and by the accommodation 
of the River Deula, which comes out of Artois by 


Lens,which diſchargeth ir ſelfe into the Leye at Dul- 


ſemont, is muchenlarged. 'This towne was firſt built 
anno 1007, by Balduinus Barbatus, Earle of Flanders, 
and becauſe his Sonne Baldwyn the good, was borne 
inthis Citty, he gave it theſurname of Ryſſell : who 
loved this towne ſo well, that he girt it about with 
Walls inthe yeare 1066 , and founded in it the ſtately 
Church of Saint Peter, which he endowed with great 
riches for 4a Canons , under which were Sugfragans, 
the Biſhops of Cambrick, Doornick and Terouan,over 
whome at this day is the Biſhop of Yper. Inthis Cit- 
ty isa faire and a ſtrong Caſtle,there is yet to be ſeene 
the old walls & ruinesof the Citadell of Buck, where 
the Lords and Governours dwelt , which kept this 
Countrie for the Kings of France , which to this day 
are called Caſtellaines of Ryfſell. Theſe Lords were 
the firſt called Forreſters & Overſeers of the woods, 
but inproceſle of time attained to great dignity , be- 
comming hereditarie Earles, and Peeresof France. 
Inthis Citty of Ryſſell dwels manie Handie-crafts- 
men, which make all ſorts of Stuffs, as Sayes, Grof- 
greins, Serges, &c., Sothat this towne for theſe ma- 
nufaCtures pats downe Antwerpe , which beares away 
the bell fromall other townes (ſaving Amſterdam) in 
the Netherlands. Indeed, this towne ought no more 
to be called litle Antwerpe : ſeing old Antwerpe is 


 muchdecayed, and impoveriſhed by reaſon of the ta- 


King in of the Boſh and Maſtricht, which now hinders 
and cuts of the ancient trading,which had wont to be 
betweene Collein,Germany and it. Within Ryfſell is 
the Chamber of Accounts for all Flanders , having in 
ita Preſident, 4 Overſeers of the Accounts, 5 Audi- 
tours, 3 Recorders or Secretaires,and other Clarks,8: 
inferiour Officers, All Treaſurers and Receivers muſt 


appeare here to give up their accounts. Inthis Chame | 


with Teutonicke Flanders : onthe 


beris kept the Records and Regiſters of allthe Pri- 
veledges , graunted to this Countrie by the Princes 
thereof, This is the Metrapolis of Gallike Flanders, 
and hatha perticular Governour , which commaunds 
over Douay and Orchies, 'Thereare many fine Chur- 
ches 8 Cloiſters in it. Amongſt the reſt the Ieſuites, 
whichis ſo magnificent and great , adorned with ſuch 
brave Images and piCtures, that it is admirable to be- 
hold, and in ſuchabundance, that one can ſcarcely fa- 
tisfye the Eye. Andasthe Paters have ereCted very 
ſumptuous buildings : ſo hath. the Citrty builc them a 


ftately Colledge held for the faireſt and beautifulleſt 


of all the low-Countries : having a brave garden, full 
of fragrant flowers, herbs, trees and fruits. Beſides a 
great many Nunneries , there are diverſe Cloiſters of 
Monkes 8 Fryers , among the reſt the foure orders of 
begging Fryers , or Capuchins. There is alſoan ex- 
ceeding rich Hoſpitall or Geſthouſe, founded by the 
Lady Ioane of Conftantinople,Counteſfle of Flanders. 
This Citty hath 6 Gates, and as many Sub-urbs: after 
that the order of the Golden Fleece was inſtituted at 
Brugoes, the firſt aſſembly and ſolemniſation thereof 
was held in this Citty , in the Collegiall Church of 
S.Peter,which laſted three dayes, and the King made 
his Feaſt onthe laſt of November , being S. Andrew 
the Apoſtles day, the Patron of Burgundie. Without 
this Citty is a faire Abbey of Monkes of S.Bernards 
order,called Loo Abbey , tounded anno 1152, havin 
alſo an Nunnerie neere untoit, called Marketta: this 
is the braveſt Nunnerie in all Flanders, erected by 
Ioane of Conſtantinople,Counteſſe of Flanders,richly I 
endowed, wherein are diverſe Sepulchres & 'Tombes, | 
of the Earles and Princes of Flanders, 

Ryſlell hath alarge juriſdiction & a Caſtellainſhip, 
having under it theſe ſmall territoires and lands. As 
Carembault with 11 Villages and Lordſhips. Pevele 26, 
Melambors 21. Ferrain 28. Weppes 32. Over=Scheld 7. 
the County x2. So that Ryflell hath under its com- 
mand 137 Villages. Ronbaix isa Vi-county, Houbour- 
din a great Libertie , or Royaltie belonging to the 
houſe of Burgundie , as alſo Phalenpin, adorned with 
an Abbey of Regular Cannons. Eſpinoy is a Prince- 
dome, Sec/izis the chiefe towne in the land of Melan- 
thois, having a faire and an ancient Colledge of Ca- 
nons, founded in honour of Saint Piatus the Martyre,' 
Noelle is a County of ir ſelfe , Busbehe a Barronie ap- 
pertaining tothe high Bailife of 7per, deſcended ofthe 
houſe of the Idegems. Ciſoing isa place well knowne, 
in regard of the ancient , and rich Abbey of Regular 
Canons, which ſtands in it. Herles, Croix and Conpigny 
are all Counties. | 

Douay is built in that place, where heretofore the Dyyuy. 
Catuaciinhabited. 'This faire , ſtrong and large Citty, 
is ſeated upon the Scarpe , which paſling through di- 
verſe Countries, runneth through it: it hath many fine 
Fountaines and ſtately buildings , eſpecially for Col- ; 
ledges and Seminaries, with diverſe fine Churches, 
and whereof the richeſt and ancienteſt is Saint Ames, 


which flouriſhed in the time of Clodovews , King of 


France,about the yeareof our Lord 500,of which it is

S.Peters. Thereare 6 Parochiall Churches init , and 
three Abbeys for Nunnes : the firſt is called des Pres, 
of S.Bernards order : the ſecond the Six, of S. Auſtins 
order,which heretofore ſtood without the towne: the 
third is called the Paix, being reformed Nunnes of 
S. Benedictus order. The Abbot of S.Vaeſt erected 
that of Atrecht a magnificent Colledge and Cloiſter, 
called S.Gregories , wherein he put the reformed En- 
oliſh Monkes of S.Benedidts order. In this citty is al- 
ſo a Cloiſter of the order of the Trinitie, with the 4. 
begging Fryers Cloiſters, the Capuchins , Jefuires & 
many Weneries. 


Philip the ſecond, King of Spaine,ereCted here afa- 


mous Univerſitie, wherein they beganne to teach in 
the yeare 1562, where there are a great number of 
Schollars of all profeſſions, faculties and arts,eſpecial- 
ly in Divinity , where there comes to the Lectures e- 
very day, atleaſt 300 Students in long gownes, 8 ma- 
ny Fryers & Monkes indiverſe habits, which is worth 
theſight. Thereisin ita great number of Colledges 
& Seminaries, the chiefeſt whereof are thoſe of Mar- 
chiennes,of Anchin & S. Vaes: but the fineſt of them 
all is that of Hennin, which puts downe all the others, 
and was founded by Anthony Hennin, Biſhop of Yper. 

Within Douay is the ſtaple of corne , which comes 

out of the circum-jacent countries , and where they 

drive a great trade in it. In the Caſtellaineſhip of 
Douay and Orchies , there are 28 Villages, where= 

of Flines is accounted the chiefeſt , and where there 

isa great and rich Nunnerie of S. Bernards order, 

founded by Margaretaof Conſtantinople, and hath 

bin ennobled with two! counties in Flanders with 

Biſhopricks. Bovingy is a Barronie. 

Orchies lyeth five miles from Ryſſel, & three from 
Douay: it isa reaſonable great towne , and very plea- 
fant, where they make many Stufs 8 Sayes,this rowne 
with Ryfſeland Douay, make one government. | 

Lannoy is alitle towne, but very ſtrong, where they 
make great ſtore of Tripes, called Peſaxts vetver. 

Armentiers is a rich, & a pleaſant towne,lying upon 
the Leye: they make init abundance of cloaths and 
ftammels, and in thetime of peace, there are made 
above 25000 of peeces yearely, 8 a certaine mingled 
cloath with foure colours , which are tranſported into 
Italie, and ro Conflantinople. This towne belongedto 
the Earle Egmond, with the adjacent caſtle of Erkin- 
gem, Inthistowne arediverſecloiſters of Gray-Fry- 
ers, leſuits and others, not yet confirmed by the Pope 
of Rome, Betweene Armentiers 8 Steeghers there 
is aſmall territoire, called /4 Love, honored with two 
fine Liberties and Villages , whereof Leventys is the 


Chiefeſt : there is alſo a Priorie belonging to S.Vaeſt 


his cloiſterin Atrechr, of Saint Benedi&s order. The 
countrie abour it is wonderfull pleaſant, aboundin 
in all kinde of trees,eſpecially ſuch as are fruitfull , all 


| belonging to this Abbey ; being endowed with many 


priveledges and liberties , without giving any impoſlts 
or cuſtomes to the Prince. Gorge is a Lordſhip 8& Li- 
berty, having many fine houſes in it , and is populous, 


becauſe of the fatnefle of the Soile, lying upon the - 


Leye. Beaupreisan Abdefſeot Nunnes , which lyes 
likewiſe upon the Leye of S. Bernards order. Bafſee 
lyeth tliree miles from Steegers, and is a ſmall rowne, 
where they trade much in wooll. This towne belon- 
geth to the Earle of Harhes, who is of the houſe of

Comene isa pretty towne unwalled, lying upon the 
Leye: thereis init a very fine ſtrong Caſtle , which 
formerly belonged to the houſe of Croy , having alſo 
a Cloiſter of Cannons,dedicated to the honour of the 
Virgin Mary. Marchiennes is a ſmall walled towne, 
ſeated upon the River Scharpe, belonging tothe Ab- 
bott of that place. Hereis a goodly Abbey of Monkes 
of Saint BenediCts order , with ſumptuous and ſtately 
buildings, | 

Now wee come to the deſcription of the great, ny. 
mighty and populous citty of Dornicke or Turnay,ly- 
ing upon the Schaldis, taken by our Henry the eight, 
anno 1513 , towhome the Cittiſens payd a hundred 
thouſand Ducates fortheir ranſome. It was reſtored 
to the French for fix hundred thouſand crownes , and 
taken from them againe by Charles the 5. It fronters 
upon Haynalt, and hath a Governour over it. This is 
a very ancient towne, once inhabited by the Nerry, 

 who1n the dayes of 1xlias Ceſar,were counted a valiant 
and warrlike people, The Schelde runneth through 
the midft of this citty , which parts Flanders from 
Haynalt : for there are two parochiall churches , the : 
one S.Nicolas,the other S.Brixes , which are in Hay- 
nalr , and areunder the Arch-Biſhop of Camericke. 
It is a very ſtrong citty,well fortifyed , having a citta- 
dell & a great garriſon in ir. There are many ancient 
and ſtately houſes, adorned alſo with many churches, 
cloiſters and hoſpitals. This citty was firſt converted 
tothe Chriſtian taith by S. P;arw and Chryſolizur , who 
ſuffredMartyredome underthe Emperour Diocletian. 
It hath hererofore bin in poſſeſſion of the French and 
the Engliſh,who builtthe Caſtle init: but at this pre=- 
ſent is under Flanders. 'The citty without hath a beau- 
tifull proſpe& , having many ſpires built with blew 
ſtone, which ſhowes the antiquity of it, and upon the 
walls, andin the ſtreetes there are 99 Turrets , from 
whence it is reported, the citty tooke this name of 
Turnay. One muſt aſcend up to the Churches by 
Staires,within they are obſcure and darke, ſaving the 
Cathedrall, whichis very faire, lightſome, and of a 
ſtately ſtructure and building.

S.Nicolas de Prez , and a great many other Cloiſters, as 
the Dominicans,Franciſcans, Croſs-bretherens, Ieſu- 
ites and others. Under the liberty of Dornick , there 
are 67 Villages,lying allin a fatt Soile, whereof ſeven 
of them arein Haynalt, 

Mortaigne hath 9g Villages,8 S.Amand 8,all under Afortaigne 
the Caſtellainſhip of Dornicke. Mortaigne was here- 
tofore a fine towne, but now lyes ruinous, & become a 
Village, itis ſome three miles from Dornick , where 
the Scarpe falleth intothe Schelde, havinga Lord over 
it, and an Abbey called Cha#ean / Abbaye. 

S. Amandis a pretty towne, lying upon the Scarpe, 4 5, Amand 
miles from Dornick : it hath a very fine Abbey belon- 
gingtoit; having a Lord over it, which ſurpaſſeth in 
wealth all the Abbeys of this quarter of S.Benedidts 
orders. The Abbor oft hath both ſpirituall & tempo. 
rall juriſdiction, having 8 Villages underit. S.Amand 
converted Gaunt to the Chriſtian faith anno 630, for 
which he was entituted the Apoſtle of Flanders, from 
whichtime forward Gaunt Jo. jo gges wereſubordi- 
nate to the Biſhop of Dornick, who was alſo Suffragan 
to the Arch-Biſhop of Rheims in France, till the yeare 

- I561, that Pope Pius the I V, made new Biſhops over

MPERIALL Flanders was 
ſo called, becauſe it was long 
under the ſubieQion of the 
Emperours , comprehending 
underit theCitie of _Melf,and 
| the Countrie lying abour it, 
az allo the Land of YYaes with the 
a fourc Precins. This partwas 


regardit was gouverned by their owne Lords, towit, 
ofthe rowne, and Countrie of Aelf, were under the 
obedience of their owne Earles , and the Land of 
YYaeswas under the ſubieQion of the Hollanders, and 
the foure Precin&s acknowledged none but the Bi- 
ſhop of Yereche. This was the reaſon why Levvesof 
Male, wrot himſclfe Earle, and Lord of Flanders. 
Burthar partof Flanders , which was heldas anin- 
herirance, andin Propriety, acknowledged not the 
King of France, asthe Earledome did; neither the 
Emperour, as Emperiall Flanders had wont to doe: 
containeth under ir Dendermond , Cheersbergh and 


Bornhem with their territoires , whereof wee will 


ſpeakein rhedeſcriprion of this Ma P. 

We hauedeviderh the other parts of Flanders in- 
tothree Maps. The one Comprehending Eaſf-Flax- 
ders, the other YYeſt-Flanders, and the third Gallke 
Flanders. Vnder Eaſt Flanders we haue deſcribed the 
Citie of Gent with her Caftlewvick, the towne of Brug- 

es with the Land of Yrye, as alſo Oudenard and Cort- 
rick with their Caſtlewiks : under YYeſt Flanders we 
haue placed the rownes of Yperen, Yurne, BerghensS. 
VVinnocks,Caſſell, Burburgh, Belle, VV ae#ene, with their 
Caſtlewicks, lying as farreas Arrozs,and Picardie. Vn- 


der Gallike Flanders are contained the Cities of Ryſel, 


Dowway and Orchies, with their Caſtlewicks, andthe 
towne of Dorxick with the Lands belonging roir. 

The Chiefe rowne of Emperiall Flanders is iy 6 
which (as is reported) was built by the Gorhs, in the 

ecre of our Lord 489. This rowne was held by the 
arles of Flanders, asafee ſimple, proceeding from 
the benefice of the Emperonrs, ſo that theEarles of 
Flanders entituled themſclues Princes of the Holy Em- 
ire, which were foure Marrtiall-Earles of the Romiſh 
mpire ; and perperuall protetours of the Epiſco- 
pall Churchof Camerick. 

Aelſt is a Vicountte, lying upon the river of Dender, 
hauingagreatmercateof Hopps init, which they uſe 
in bruing of Beere. They makealſoin this towne fine 
rapiſtries and hangings. There is a Church of Ca- 
nons called Saint Gaugericks , which was remouved 
from the Village of Halrre , lying thereabours , and 
brought into this towhe. Therearealſo Fryers Cloi- 
ſters of the Y7illiamites, Carmelites, Caputhines, and Ie- 
faites. There is alſo neere unto this rowne a Nunnerie 
of S. Bernards order, called Roſtene. 

Theregroweth in the Caſtlewick of Ae/f very good 
Barlie , whichland is almoſt encompoſſed round 
aboutwith the Scheld , and the Dender, and reacheth

mond : yeanot farre from Dornick. This partaccor- 
ding to the common Calculation hath 172 Villages 
under it, among which Szeexhouſe is noted morefor 
the princely title itbeareth , and forthe libertieof 
Bandiroes, then for the richesthereof Liedeterkeis 
ati ancient Caſtle, lying byes the Dender. Lombeke is 
a YVicountie. Among the aforeſaid number of Villages; 
are countedthelſe five Barronies, to witr, Rode having 
17 Villages under it, Boulare 16 Villages, Gaverie being 
aroyaltie, with a ſtrong Caſtle inir, and11 Villages, 
Zottegem 1o Villages, and Schorifſe ſexien. In the 
Church of Zotregem lyerh enrombed, that famous 
Prince and Admirall, the Earle of Zgmonr, knowne 
aſwell for his excellent gifts-of Nature ; as for the 
braue victorie he obtained, againſt the French by 
Gravling, whet hewas Gouvernour of Flanders, and 
Knighr of the golden Fleece; yer norwitſtandingin 
the time of the tyrranie of Duke 4 Alba he was Bo 
headed within Bruxells. Vnder Aelfwithinthe Baro- 
nie of Zorztegem inthe Village of Yelſick, where there 
was found 260 Silver Meddales, twopeecesofgould 
with this ſuperſcription:Severus Pins Auguſius,a molten 
Image, a precious Onix-ſtonein which a Saryre and 
a Lyon was engraven, with diuerſe orherantiquaries; 
and a Grenate ofa great value. 

Nienhoue is a {mall rowne, lying under the com- _.

The Chronicles of Holland mention,that 01d Yhaer- 
ding ſtood heretofore, where nowethe Maſe falleth 
into the Sea, where there wasa Caſtle built by ſome 
Gyants, which came outof England. 

Along this coaſt by the Sea fide, rhereare downes, 
as in other parts ofHolland.By the downes lyeth Gra- 
veſand , which formerlic wasa fine rowne, fortified 
with walls with a good hauen , and a high ſteeple, 
which is as a Pharws , or Sea marke for Mariners. This 
was heretofore the Pallace, and Court of the Earles 
of Holland,till Guithelmus Emperonr of Rome, remouved 
itto the Hagh. There are yet ſome ruines lefrof the 
ancient Court, & the Court-Lane and other places 

ive ſufficient reſtimonie of the antiquitie thereof. 
Herewasalſo a Cloiſler of Regular Monks. Graveſand 
is much noted for the delicate greene cheeſe which is 
made there. The ſoile is very fruitfull, and beareth 
excellent wheate. 

Next unto Maſeland,lyeth Schieland ſo called from 
theriver Schie , whence alſo Schiedam , atownenot 
farre from 7leerding taketh the name, having alarge 
anda commodious haven. This place gotthe name, 
and Priviledge ofa towneiin the yeere 1274,and was 
called then Nzewvvendamtill the yeere 1300, bur after 
was named Schiedam. The Inhabitants are moſt fi- 
ſhers , and knittersof Netts, and liue by taking of 
herings. 

Nextunto thislyes Delfi-haven, and thenthe mer- 
chant towne of Rotterdam, 1o called from the river 
Rotte, whichrunneth through the Citie. It was foun- 
ded about zoo yeeresagoe,as Adrian Inmins of Hoorne 
witneſſeth in his Batavia , whence it appeareth evi- 
dently , that thoſe which fetch che name of this 
towne from Rotarins King of France, and that itwas 
builr in the yeere of our Lord 42, or Anno 778 (as 
ſome write) are much deceiued. This isa very popu- 
lous, and arich towne, having grear trading by ſea, 
where there is good beere es. , which is venced in 
the other townes of Holland andin thearmy : Vpon

the river Gouvv, which runneth through this rowne. 

Ter Goude lyeth upon the 7/el!, ngt upon theriver 
ſo called, which runneth through Gelderland into the 
Southerne Sea; butupon that, which comming by 
Vtrecht, Tſelfteyne , Montfoort , and Oudevvuater , run- 
neth through the midſt of the faid rowne. Ir is wor- 
thy of obſervation that there is ſcarce a houſe in this 
towne, but the ſaid river runneth underir. Thannes 
Bloſius was once Lord of it, who was borne of the one- 
ly daughter of John of Haynault, who was brotherunto 
VViliam, Earle of Holland and Haynault: whoſe huſ- 
band was Lodovicws Bloſins. This Bloſins afterward ha- 
ving married the Duchefle Hachtelt of Gelderland, 
wrote himſelf Duke of Gelders, and Anno 1372 made 
the Inhabitants of Ter Goude free from paying of all 
Cuſtomesandtoles in Gelderland. 

The other townes here abouts are Delft, and the 
Haghe, which isunwalled. Delft is ſoc 
{mall river of Delfe, which runneth from the Hagh 
chrough this Cirie, and ſointothe Schie ro Delfchanen. 
This rowne was built 500 yceres agoe, by Godfrey the 
Crookback, Duke of Lorreyne,who wasa providentand 
a vaillant Prince. Ar Deffz was borne that Arch-He- 
ritick DavidGeorge. Here alſo was YVilliam Prince of 
Orang of famous memorie piſtoled , where he and 
Prince Mazrice his Sonne lye entombed in the new 
Church of De/f,and wherealſo the illuſtrious Prince 
of Orange Henry Frederick Count kh Naſſau,thatnowis, 
was borne. To Delft belongeth Delf5haver (which 
was built after Delftwas burnt Anno 1536) andlyerh 
upon theſide of the Maſe. 

The = isoneofthebraueſt , and richeſt Vil- 
lages in C | 
was ſo namedfrom Heilich-buſch, or Hagh-buſch , that 
is, Holy wood, or Hedg-vwood.But Innius giueth a bet- 
terreaſon,and ſheweth it was ſo called from the many 
hath-rhorze hedge (for Hagh in Dutchis a hedge) 
which grew there abouts. Thegreat Court, & brood 
poole, whichisinit was built and made by YYilliam 
Earle of Holland , who was Emperour of Rome. They 
haue nowencompaſled itwith a large moate , and 
haue enlargedir with abundance of fine houſesand 
diverſe ſtreets. ;

The Dortishward lyeth betweene the Maze and the 
Xl, having the land of Sryex on the Weſt , Eaſt and 
Southa largeLake,whereof that part of it, which lyeth 
next Geertruyden-bergh, is called the Bics-bos, a little lo- 
wer lyeth the Hollands depth. 

The Biesbos is alarge Lake,ſome 12 miles inlength, 
and two in bredth, Ir was heretoforea lowe ground, 
where ſegges and flaggs grew, for which reaſon it was 
named the Bies-bos, or Flagg-wood : but in the time of 
Philip Duke of Burgundie , Earle of Holland, anno 
1421, it was droun'd with a high ſpring-flood, and as it 
were turned into a Seaor a Lake , for at that time 
through a high water 72 Villages, two Caſtles, 8 ma- 
ny thouſands of people : Cattell and Sheepe were by 
this inundation overwhelmed and drouned, according 
to this :

In the Dortish-ward is ſeated that” ancient famous 
Cittie of Dordrecht , or Dxrirecht , a Maiden-towne, 
which was waſhed away from the firme land, by the 
ſaid ſpring-flood anno 1421. Carian lunim and lome 
other Authours calls it Dardreche , as if one ſhould ſay, 


. the Law or right of Duretizs : but others derives it 
. 'morerightly from the River Dorz,and rreche or drechr, 
that is, troma fare or a paſſage over, as Maſriche which | 


ſignifies a paſſage over the Meuſle , Fereche over the 
Rhene, Am#eldam from the River Amſtel , Roterdam 
froma dammeover the Roote, &c- One may read 
of the river Dore not onely in the ancient monuments, 


_ butalſoinanold Map kept here in this Cittie, as that 


cxcellent writer an Rutgerifivs mentioneth, The 
ſame Authour writeth likewiſe , that there was a Vil- 
lage not farre from Dorr, called Dorts-monde or Dorts- 
mouth , becauſe it lay upon the mouth of the River 
Dort,evenas wee call alſo Yſelmonde, from the mourh 
of the Yſel, which was in the deluge aforeſaid drownd, 
when Dore was rent from the maine land, 'The anti- 
quitie of this Cittie may be marked in that which Re- 


gin Prumienſis relateth thereof anno 898. For Dot 1s 


one of the oldeſt and chiefeſt Citties of Holland, ha- 
vingthat power and priviledge , that ſhee may ſtop 8 
take toule of all wares and commodities, which came 
downe the ſtreames, till they ſould them, having bene 
once the ſtaple of wools and cloth, of timber for buil- 
ding of ſhipping and houſes, and is now the ſtaple of 
Rheniſh wines, In this Citty anno 1618,was held a Na- 
tionall Synode , convocated of many famous and ex- 
cellent learned men out of the reformed Churches of 
Chriſtendome, who with one unanimous conſent, re- 
jected and condemned out of the ſacred word of God, 
the five Pelagian hereſfies of Jacobus Arminius,who attri- 
buted too much to the corrupt faculties of man, tou- 
Ching Free-will and foreſeene faith , derogated from 
the glorie of God in the worke of mans ſalvation , as 
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appeareth by the Canons, & booke of the ſaid Synode. 
Not farre from Dorz ſtandeth on the waterever ſince \ 
the 72 Villages periſhed, a peece of the ſtrong & an- 
cient Caſtle of Merewede , whereby thoſe of Dore 
hold yet ſome rights and priveledges. 

Having paſſed the Bjes-bos on the Brabantiſh ſide, Geertay- 
upon the left hand of the Merye , lyes $.Geerrruyden- 4enbergh. 
bergh,ſo named from S.Geerrruyd,, the daughter of Pi. 

Pinus de Landeu, who was highſteward unto the King of 
France. She dying anno 6464, is faid to have lived and 
conyerſed moſt inthis place, and that this was ber In- 
heritance, as letters fromthe Lady —_— , Counteſlſe 
of S:ryen witneſſe,which lay by Dore, for the contents 
of her letters are theſe : 7 have addedio the aforeſaid 
Church all my allodiall goods, lying within my land of Stryen, 
which the mighty King Zuendebolchus formerly had given , 
and chiefly to the Church of Stryen dedicated to our Lady. Ai- 
ſo Geertruydenbergh, where the pious Matron Geertruyd lived 
when shee was in the body,who lived ina Cell, which the God- 
ly Amandus conſecrated for her , beſides this the land of Gille- 
zeel and Earle , the Calle of Sprundelbeim , with all the ap- 
ot ng 4 it lyeth upon the River Marbatte, The Hol- 
anders, the Brabanders , and the Ennemie have had 
many blowes about this towne. It is now under the 
States Generall,andis well fortifyed, In the Bies-bos 
aretaken abundance of Salmons, Shads 8 Sturgeon, 

Cblafer-ward is fo called from the Village Albles, 1ytaſſer- 
neereunto Albleſſer-damlyes Souburch. This ward lyeth ward. 
on the left fide of the Leck,which is ſuppoſed to have 
bene an arme of the Rhene. But Orzlizs ſearching 
neererintothe words of T acites,where he ſpeaketh of 
Corbulms ſaith, that the Leck was a ditch , which the 
Romans cutt betweene the Rhene & the Maze, with- 
ow comming into the Sea,to paſſe from the one tothe 
other. 

Schoonhoven lying upon the left fide of the Leck, is 53,0. 
ſo called from the fine gardens and Orchards, which hover. 
was about it, Here they take great ſtore of Saulmon 
inthe Leck. Itis verely thought, that this trowne was 
builr out of the ruins of Njeuporr. The Lord of this 
towne 1n ancient times was Jabs of Haynault , bro- 
ther unto William Earle of Holland , he had an onel 
daughter called Joane , who marrying with a Frenc 
Eatle , called Lewes de Blots. Schoonhoven fell to the 
houſe of Bles,ſo that to this day all thar tract of land, 
which lyeth betweene Ter Goude and Schoophoven, was 
called the land of Blow, This towne was built in the 
yeare 1303, with a Caſtle, but was not then walled, for 
John of Haynault firſt made a brick-wall about it, not 
farre from this towne lyeth the Caſtle of Hartsberg, 

And under Schoonhoven are theſe Villages, namely,

Hence followes that the Coninefates, or 
Connie-eaters,now called Kennemers , had here their 
lands, and habitation : For Reginus witnefleth alſo, 
that the Kennemers hada haven upon the Sea-coalt , 
where the Normans, which had wont to invade Ken- 
nemer, landed for he faithin plaine termes , an, 804, 
the Normans came from Denmarke to Kinhem, &c. 

In this Countrie (which comprehendeth alſo the 
Kennemers) lye diverſe townes and Lordſhips, as firſt 
Woerden, where the Rhene ran through to Utrecht: 
itisa towne well compact, adorned with a faire Ca- 
{tle,now areceptacle for old & maimed Souldiers pen- 
fioners. Once Woerden was underthe commaund of 
Utrecht,and afterward came to Erick Duke of Brunſi- 
wick. The Villages belonging to Woerden, are Bo- 
degrave, Woerder-Indijck and Te-koop. Further to- 
wards Leyden, ye have Alphenand Poelgeeſt ; for in 
the opinion of the learned , Alphen vvas that place, 
vvhich Anthonine the Authour of the booke entitu- 
led llermar,calleth this Caſ{ra Albimana , making it to 
lye betvveene Utrecht and Leyden, though it is cor- 


ruptly called in Latine A/bimarrs, and that the Romans |

Next comes to your vew the famous Citty of Ley- Leyden» 


den , called by Ptolomeein the opinion of all learned 
men , Lugdunum Batavorum, as appeareth by diverſe 
Statua's,ancient engraven Stones,old peeces ofcoine, 
and other monuments,which have bene digged out of 
the earth at Leyden, for Adrian Iunius witneſſeth , 
that it was named Zugdunum Batavorum, and adds here 
unto, that in Voorburg the old Caſtle of latean, 1624, 


upon the zof Inne, there was found a ſtone foure foote 


long,and two broade , in the preſence of Thomas Se- 
gethus, which wrote theſe words out of it, and ſent it 
to the famous Toachimus Morjins , as an antiquity writ- 
ten inſhortletters,which vyhere theſe in length.

Leyden may truely be called the Netherlandiſh 
Athens, forit is a moſt famous Univerſity, which hath 
bred many learned men, as 1unius and Tremelim alew, 
who tranſlated the Latin Bible, with commentaries u- 
pon it, Here lived the famous Scaliger. Here lived 
once that eloquent Lipfias, before he turnd his coate, 
& wrot a pamphlet of the lying miracles of the 7ros- 
we van Scherpenhenvel, orthe Lady Montaigne by Bruf- 
ſels ro curnie favour with the Arch-Duke Albertus, & 
the Infanta Ifabella,after he had left Leyden, to ſcrue 
himſelfe into the good opinion of the Papiſts. 

This Citty in the yeare of our Lord 1573 , was 
ſtreightly beſeiged by the Spaniards,who reduced the 
Citizens and Inhabitants to that extremity , thatthey 
weredriventoeate Rats and Mice, leather, Doggs, 
leaves of trees, & ſuch like, ſothatanumber of chem 
were famiſhed, and dyed for hunger, the plague like- 
wiſe being amongſt rhem. When the Ennemy had 
wrought over the moate , & was ready tolodge inthe 
Bulwarke, and that this towne lay a bleeding, and was 
paſt all humaine reliefe : thenthe Lord for their deli- 
verance muſters up the winds and the waters , the flu- 
ces towards the Sea-fide opened, and the Sea-banks 
cutt, The old Prince William of Naſſauw , Prince of 
Orange,of famons memorie, putting from Delphſome 
Souldiers in boates and ſloops : when the water was 
broake in,and had overflowne all the Meddowes,went 
to relieve them , but the winde blew ſo high, and the 
waters ſo mightily encreaſed, that before he came, the 
Spaniards ſwame as ſo many drownd Mice, from re- 
doubt to redoubr, from worke to worke, to ſave them- 
ſelves, and ſoonthe third of October 1573. the En- 
nemy quitted this ſeige , and thus miraculouſly deli- 
vered: juſt alſo upon the very ſame day ofthe yeare, as 
Prince Maurice relieved Bergen-op-zoom , when the 
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Haerlem.

The adjacent Villages are Waſlenaer, Rhijnsburg, 
Carwijck on the Rhyne, Catwijck on the Sea, Noord- 
wijck within Nordwick upon the Sea, Oſtgeeſt, War- 
mondr, Woorhout and others. 'The Lordſhips & Ca- 
ſtlesabour Leyden are Poelgeeſt & Alphen, the houſe 
of Warmondt,Bouchorſt, Does,Swieten, Craneſteyn, 
Suydwijck , Engeſt , Roomburgh, Rooſenburgh,'T'o- 
renvlier, Sonnevelrand Teilingen. 

Haerlem was once the chicte towne of the Kenne= 
mers, & before it was girt about witha wall, Balduyn 
of Haerlem governedit , who by Schagen was detea- 
ted by the Freezes. Haerlem is now one of the faireſt, 
richelt, pleaſanteſt and ſtrongeſt rownes of Holland, 
having as faire, and as ſtately a Church , as any towne 
in the Netherlands , in the midit of it riſes up a heavy 
tower or ſteeple , which hath no other ſupport to reſt 
upon then the roofe of the Church , there hangs in it 
ſome filver Bells, which the Haerlemers after they 
had taken in Damiata, broughtthither as a Trophie of 
their victorie. Through the midit of the Citty run- 
neth the River Sparre. Printing was firſt invented at 
Haerlem. In the yeare 1572, it was beſeiged by land 
and by water, and after a long ſeige was betrayed by a 
Burgemaſter, and ſome Traitours within the towne, 
who covertly let the Spaniards in, who after entrance 
fell a maſſacring the Burgelles after they had promiſ- 
ſed to givethem quarter, and plundring the towne , 8: 
put a great many Burgers, Women & Children tothe 
{word: in this furie the Papiſts cryes out tothe bloo- 
die minded Souldiers, to tell them that they were Ca- 
tholicks, thinking thereby to receive more tayor from 
their hands,then the Proteſtants: the Spaniards anſwe- 
red them : zhat was good for their ſoules , but their bodies 
mus dye for the King , and fo went the way of allfleſh, 
aſwell as the Proteſtants. The Lordſhips 8 Villages 
are Bredenroode, Aſſenburgh, Heemskerck,the houſe 
of Marquet, Mereſteen, Foreſt, Reewijck, Velſen, Po- 
lenburgh, the houſe of Haerlem, Hemſtee and Bever- 
wijck lyeth ſome two miles from Haerlem , ina plea- 
ſantplace,clofle by the river Y,where there are many 
houſcs and gardens. 

Sparendam lyeth on your right hand as ye goe to 
Amiterdam, atowne not belonging to Kenmer-land, 


 butto Amſtel-land, which takeththe name from the 


river Amſtel, which runneth through it. Amſtel-land 
lyeth to the South-weſt of North-Holland, having 
Utrecht on the South, and on the Eaſt & North-eaſt-

and a migy Citty, having a very faire haven,where di-

This citty ſince the decay of Antwerpe hath mighti- 
ly flouriſhed, andenlarged herſelfe with moſt ſtately , 
loftie and uniforme houſes and buildings , called the 
new towne, having large ſtreets, and broad waters be- 
tweene them, into which ſhips of a good burden may 
come. This Citty at this day beares a great ſway , be- 
caule they contribute ſo much money ro the mainte- 
nance of the warrs, and when the States are driven to 
a hard pinch for want of money, as before the Bos and 
Maſtricht, they have freely lent them ſome, topay 
both their Souldiers and Workemen. It is a Citty that 
hath a great trading now, as any one in the world , fre- 
quented by an infinite number of Marchants , which 
brings all vvares and commodities toit : as Engliſh , 
French, Italians, Portugals,Eafterlings, Danes, Poles, 
Muſcovians, Turcks,Perfians, yea many Iewes, which 
are ſcene every day upon the exchange. This is briefly 
related by the Authour which hath publiſhed a booke 
in = commendation of Amſterdam, with thoſe dutch 
verſes.

Theleſler Friezes are now the NorrhHollanders;who 


were ſo called ſince the yeere 1303,in which time after 
a long warre, which they had with the Hollanders,they 
were conquered by 1ohy of Haynault, Earle of Holland, 
ſothar they loſt then both there liberty , and name: 
yertothis / fo they had rather be called YYeft Frieces, 
then North Hollanders, as may appeare by their pu- 
blick acts and writings, in which they entitle them- 
ſelues YYeſt Friezes. 


For the berterunderſtanding of the difference of 
the Friezes,we will here cite Phntes words is his fourth | 
booke, and fifteenth Chaprer. Ypon the Rhyne about | 


900 paces lyeth a famous Iland, wvhere the Batawians Ken- 
memers , and Friezes,and other people inhabited betuveene 
the Heil, and the Vlie : for fo were the mouth of the 
Rhyne called whichNorthward falleth into a Meere, 
and the mouth of the Maſe Weſtward. This place, & 
ſome other ſhew manifeſtly , that the leſſer FrzeJes, 
wereſeated upon the Rhyze : bur thoſe which inhabi- 
red beyond the Rhyne dweltin the Continent,which 
fronterth upon Germanie,which Plinie in his 25 booke, 
and third Chapter teſtifyeth in theſe words. I high 
Dutchland the armies of the Emperour Germanicus, being 
paſſed ower the Rhyne , they found by the Seaſide a fountaine 
of freſhe vvater, vvhen the Souldiers had drunke of it their 
zeeth preſently fell out, but they found there an herbe,vuhich 
wvuasapreſent remedie for it, called Britannicus, or ſcurvie 
graſſe, vuhich the Friezesſhevverh them , wuhen the ar- 
mies lay there. 
Whence it appeareth plainely , that the Friezes, 
which inhabited beyond the Rhyne , were ſeated 
uponthe firme land:ſo thatitis manifeſt, rhat there 
wcretwo ſorts of Friezes, namely, thoſe which dwelt 


inthe Ilands, and theothers in the firme land, which | 


arc now called 77eft, and Eaſt Friezes. 

The 77eſt Friezesthen, that weare here to ſpeake 
of, beginnatrtheend of the river called Kizhem,which 
runneth through Alcmar , where the bounds of the 
Kennemers end. For the towne of Alcmar formerly be- 
longed tothe Kennemerlanders : where they helda 
ſtrong-garniſon againſt the YYeſt Friezes , whohad 
continuall warres againſt the Hollanders, whereofa 
ccrtaine Authour ſpeaketh thus: The Kennemers take 
their name from the river Kinne, which runneth by Alc- 
mar, betuveene Nuburch, and Medenburch, and parteth 
Holland from Friezland; for Kennemerland is North Hol- 
land, whoſe townes are Haerlem, Beverwvick, and Alc- 
mar, which fronterth upon the Province of Holland. 

Alcmar ſeemeth to be ſonamed from the many 
HMeeres, which lyeabour ir, asif one ſhould fay 4/-

| dry, and made goodland, the chiefeſt of them is the 
Bemſter , whichafew yeetes a goe upon the great 
charge of the citizens of Amſterdam ,'was drawne dry; 
and madeland, and nowis adorned with as fine trees, 
ponds, and Gentlemens houſes; as inatiy placein the 
world. | 

. About chree Engliſhmiles from A#:vwerpe , be- 
ſides YVarme:huyſen, which is a fine Village, layeth a 
towne called Yerone , or Yroxe; which as Innizs Wit- 
neſſeth, was heretoforethe onely merchants towne 
of the YYeſt Friezes , but now isa heapeot ſtones; 
whoſe ruines lie yetto be ſeene,betweene Coedikeand 
Longdike. Thar the faid rowne, and place lay very 
commodiouſly for the Weſt Friezes, tofall into Hol- 
lndappearcth gumnedy » for in regard of their conti- 
nuall ſtirrs and troubles , which they oftentimes 
raiſed, they wereat laſt ouerthrowne, and deſtroyed 
by 1ohn of Haynault , Earle of Holland; with expreſſe 
, commaund , that this place ſhould be razed tothe 
ponne andnever builtup againe, which 1unias teſti- 

eth in his hiſtorie ofthe yeere 1303, asalſo Ybhbo Em. 
mins in his calculation of time, withtheſe wordes: 
ECCE Capit MartEtRk frxILsla. 


huyſen, which name (as is reported) came from houſes, 
whichſtoodaboucinarowe; ſo that Enchhuyſes is as 
much to ſay , as fingle-houſes. It is nowe a fine popu- 
lous rowne , having goodrtrading, well built, lying 
upon the Southerne Sea. Befides there Merchan- 
diſes, which they tranſpottinto orher Countries be- 
yond Sea they haue theregreatſtore of Saltpanns. 
The Countrielying abour it, was heretofore called 
Drechterland, asappeareth by the ancient Chronicle 
of Holland written in verſe. This name came froma 
Fare, or paſlage ouer the water into Zaſt Friezland; 
ſothatall the rownes in Netherland; ending in zriche; 
aricht, or dyechtbetooken a fare, ot a volige ouer, 
as appeareth by theſe townes, Maeſtricht , Yrreche, 
Dorarecht, Suwvynadrecht , and othertownes. Ofthis 
Drechterlandthe faith Chronicle ſpeaketh thus inthe 
yeerennss.

Inthe Village of Hooghwvoude, 
William Emperour of Rome, and Earle of Holland was 
ſlayne by the Friezes, asalſo 260. yeeres beforethar, 
by the Village of YYVinckell, Arnald Earle of Hollanat, 
was likewiſe (laine inabartraile, which was fought in 
the yeere of ourLord 993.Beſides theſeVillages,there 
lieth an other called Schagen, which is almoſt as great 
asatowne.LikewiſcO/d,and Neww-Nierop.Vnrto YVeſt- 
friezland alſo belong the Ilands, which are nor fully 
expreſſed in this Map,as the Texel, Huyſ-duynen, Ter 
Schelling, Y Vieringen, Vlicland, and ſome others. 

After Medenblick follow the townes of Edam, and 
Purmerent.Some are of the opinion, thatrhey doenot 
belong unto YYeſt-friezlandr, but rather to Y Varer- 
land. Plinie calleth them Friſiaboni . And though no 
other Authour butheuſeth this word , nevertheleſle 
in the booke of theRomans ſuperſcriptions,this word 
is written thus, Friſievoni, or Friſiaboni.

Here- 
tofore was Lord of it YYilliam Eggard, whoenioyed 
the ſame, by the favourof Y7Yilzamthe ſixth Earle of 
Holland, who was his Receiuer: After his deceaſe, the 
ſucceſſion fell to his Sonne, and after him to his ſiſter, 
and her husband =_ Lord of Zeyl, who ſoulditrothe 
Vicount of _— ort, but afterward for the ſedition 
and uprore of his Succeſſours it was confiſcated by 
che Emperour Maximilian,who gaue it unto his Ge- 
nerall Balthazar Yolkenſteyn of Anſtria, who ſouldit to 
Count Tohn of Egmond. 

The Zgmondsruled oueritſolong,tilltheAdmirall 
Egmond, who was beheaded, had all his living confiſ- 
cated by the King of Spaigne.

one of the chiefeſt Ilands ofthe 
Kingdome of Denmarch. Levinus Lemniusa famous 
Phylician of Zzerick-Fee giueth ir this name from the 
Sea, and Land, which environneth it round abour. 
Bur whetherit be ſoor no,asalſo of the ancier people 
&Inhabicanrs of theſe Ilands, how they were formerly 
ioynedtoFlanders,ye may read inGaiccrardin8 TohnRey- 
gersberge, who wrote the Chronicle of Zeeland, and 
other learned men. Wee will proceede then tothe 
bounds & limits thereof. 

Zeeland onthe Welt, 8& Southweſt, (bur principally 
onthe North 8 Northweſt fide) is bounded with the 
maine Sea, butwell fenced with high downes, 8: hills 
of white ſand, which by nature arecaſt up, to ſtopp 
the raging waues, and the violence thereof. Theſe lie 
in the Land of YYalcherez and Schouvven,as beg nc 
rwo utmoſt Ilands of this Earledome. On the Eaſt, 
and North-Eaſt fide, it is ſeparated from the Earle- 
dome of Hellaydt, by diuerſe oreatchannells,and out- 
lers, as the Goerees-gat, Flacke, and Polckerack. On the 
South and Sourh-Eaſt, lycth the lefrarme or mouth 
of the Schelde, which parteth Brabant from Flanders, 
and devideth himſclſe into two braunches. Where 
the Downes cnd in Walcheren and Schouwen, with 
all the otherllands,rhere theſe Ilads are encompaſled 
with ſtrong high Sea-bankes, made with aninfinite 
charge, ſo that the Sea cannot ouerflowe them. Ema- 
aucldeMeeterwriteth in his ſixeteenth booke,that they 
arc aboue fortie Dutch Miles about,and coſt aboue a 
hundred and fortic thouſand Pounds ftarling: now 
what a great charge, they coſt daylie to maintaine 
them, againſt the raging of the Sea, which beateth 

#45. Continually upon them, theReader may calely judge. 
wi'y Bur this infinite charge, is doubble recompenced 
by the fruirfulnefle of theſe Hands: For there growes 
in themabundance of Barlic, Oates, and Ryec,and ex- 
cceding fine Wheate: alſo Cabidg ſecd, wherewith 
rhey make Oyle for Lampes , and Sope for waſhing. 
Alſo there isgrear ſtore of good Woad for Dyers. In 
the Iland of Schonwver are fine Bay-trees, which 
grow there well, ſo that they beare ripe berries, which 
happens notin many other Countries. There growes 
allo abundance of Phyſicallherbesin them. The pa- 
ſturcs are very fatt, and good; yea without the Sea- 
banks, upon the Marshes, there is good feeding for 
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Carraile. TheDownes(as in Holland)are full of Con- | 


nies, and inthe Corne fieldes and ſtubble, are great 
Temperature ſtore of Hares,Partridgesand Quailes. Touching the

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cheaire LevinusLemnins a foreſaidſpeaketh thus:7dare 
not (faith he) promiſſe roo much in ſome places, of the 


ſoveetneſſe of the aire, for it is more unhealthfull,thein the 


adiacent places , fas" the many foggs, and dampes, 
wvhich ariſe (eſpecially in Summer) out of the pooles, and 
Moorish grounds , as alſo by reaſon, that they ſet but a feuv 
trees in theſe Nlands: yet this benefite they haue, that they are 
ſeldome infetted vuith theplague, but vuhenit is among 
the people, it is ſore and vehement,andwvill hardly ceaſe. 
For this badneſle of the aire; they haue a common 
proverbe, that they would wiſh they had the Zeelan- 
diſh rents,and theBrabanriſh aire:yet nevertheleſſein 
the Iland of Schouwse,the aire is reaſonable good. 
The Inhabitants of theſe Ilands are acute; ſharp Ihabirants: 
witted,and ſubrill, ſimpachizing ſomewhat of the na- 
ture of theirCountrie. There are a great many ofable 
Marriners, and ſkilfull Navigatours, which beſides 
there inlandiſh commodities, driue a greattrade of 
Merchandiſes, and fayle into all parts; they are good 
ſouldiers bur chiefly bySea,which doe their ennemies 
reat harme. | 
Therearein Zeeland but fixe walled townes, whoſe Torres: 
Deputies haue voicesin the aſſembly of theLords the 
States of this Countrie. Theſeare Middelburgh, 7ze- 
rickzee,Ter Goes, Ter Tolen, Flishing, and Ter Yeere. Be- 
ſides theſe there are alſo S. Martins-dyke, Armuyden, 8 
Brouvvershaven;which arealſo prertie walled townes, 
and haue towne priviledges; bur are not properly 
counted among the other townes. Roemers, Or Rey- 
merſuvall which was held to be theancienreſt trowne 
of Zeeland) isfor the moſt parrnow demanrled,and 
isreckonned among the Villages,and yerharh a Bur- 
row maſter, who with his fellowe Burgers goc often- 
times a catching of Muſles. Thereareaboura hun- 
dred Villages moan d, among which ſome of them 
are very faire, and great, asnamely Domburg hereto- 
fore a towne,, having towne priviledges. Hamſtede an j,y,,,. 
ancient Baronie, Scherpeniſſe,Cruningen,Baerland, and 
diverſe others. The Stare of this Countrie conſiſts 
firſt of the nobility: and thoſe which tepreſentthe 
whole nobility,are theſe, namely the Marqueſſe var- 
der Yeere, and Fliſſing, which now belong to the Illu- 
ſtrious Frederick Henry Prince of Orang and Earle of Naſ- 


ſau: and the fix townes before named, lying therein, 


beginning from the Eaſterne Scheld,whoſe greateſt and 
chiefeſt Ilandis the Iland of Schouwven. 

This Iland the Latiniſts call Schalaiatrom the riuer 7. tiandef 
of Schelde, which ſeparatcthir, fromall the other Ea- Schowr»en. 
ſterne Ilands of the Weſterne Schelde. Iris in circuir | 
(beſides the Polderns, joyning roit,called Dreyshore, 
Zonnemaer, Noortgouvven, and ſome others) abour 27. 

Engliſh Miles, bur if you ſhould goe along the Sea- 
banke, itisa Summers dayesjourney abour. | 
' The chieferowne ofiris Zirickzee; the greateſt, & Zierickzee- 
principalleſt rowne next unto iddlebourgh , of all 
Zecland. Ir was builtin rhe yeere of our Lord 849 by

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one Zyrigms, or Zirick, fromwhome it was ſonamed. 


Others maintaine, thar it ought to be called Ceres- 
zea, that is, the Goddeſle of Corne, in regard of the 
abundance of graine , which groweth rhere. Others 
ferch ir from that famous witch Circe , as: Fliſhing 
from 71yſſes, butthis welcaue tothe iudgment of the 
Reader. Bur ſure iris, that this is one of the ancienreſt 
rownes of Zeeland, and heretofore flouriſhed greatly 
by trading, and Merchandize : but now the Inhabi-

rants linemoſt upon fiſhing, and taking of herings. | 


Itis walled roundabout, and hath a very fine haven, 
which is an Engliſh mile and a halfe long. Among the 
publick cdifices (for wee will paſle by the others) the 
chiefe Church is called Lievens Munſter, having upon 
the Weſtſide of ita very faire tower,thoughnot very 


| high: bur he intent was, to haue builtaſpireupon it, 


and to haue made it one ofthe higheſt ſteeples inthe 
Netherlands,as the Moddell thereof demonſtrarerh. 
Theiuri{diction of this towne, reacheth ouer all the 
circumjacent Villages, as farre as Duveland. 

In this Iland of Schouwver lyeth alſo the rowne of 
Brouvvershaven, which formerly was buta Village, 
butnowis encompaſſed with a Wall. 

The Villages within this Iland are Haem#ed,Burgh, 
Noortvvell, with the Polderns annexed to them, as 
Dreyshore, Sonnemaer, Nortgouvve, and others. 

The ſecond Iland lying uponthe Eaſterne Schelat, is 
called the Iland of Ter Tolz, ſonamed fromthe chiefe 


_ towne in it, whichis notſo great,as rhe Iland of Schou- 


vven: thoughitbe enlarged with Saint Martins dyke. 
Theancient rowne of Terzol tooke his name from a 
ccrtaine Tole, which was wont to bepaydthere unto 
che Earles of Zeeland, it lyeth ſome fixe Engliſh Miles 
from Bergen op Zoom, 8 is of late fortifyed againſt the 
incurſions of theennemie. 


On is the ſecond walled Towne, and is 


a very fine and a pleaſant place,which with the Lord- 
ſhip of Scherpeniſſe belongerh to the Prince of Orange, 
Frederick Henry of Naſſavv. 

Inthe ſame Iland they haue banked, in proceſſe of 
time, the two polderns of Poorefliet, namely, Yoſſe- 
macr , and Srzaveneſſe, each having a villagein them, 
calledaftertheir owne names. 

Daveland is the third Iland of the Eaſterne Schell, 
and is ſome fixteene Engliſh Milesin compaſle, and 
toke the name from the abundance of Doues, which 
arcthere. They haue ſeuen Villages in it, whereof 
theſe foure Niewwerkerch, Ouvverkerch, Viane, and Ca- 
pellarethe chiefeſt. 

The fourth, and laſt Iland of the Eaſterne Schelde 
iSOreſaud,or(as ſome write) Moore-ſand,lying betweene 
Schonvven, and Northbeverland. And thisin brief is 
that which concernes Fee/anudupon theEaſterneSchel- 
de. Now followes Zeeland upon the Weſterne Schela, 
in which lye thellands of YYalcheren,Southbeverland, 
Northbeverland, and VYolfersdyke. 

VPalcheren is the chiefeſt Iland of Zeeland, not in 
regard of thegreatneſle, bur for power, and riches,

arenow but Villages, enioy nevertheleſle Towne pri- 
viledges,andliberties. | 

Middelbarg is the Metropolitan City ofallZeeland, Hiddelburg 
and taketh hernamefrom Middel, and Burgh,becauſe 
itliesasa Bourrough, or Caſtle in the midſt of YYal- 
cheren , and is ſeatedin rhe heighrof 51. degrees, and 
34. minutes, abour an Engliſh Mile from Armuyden, 
and three from Fliſſing, and as farre from Tex Yeere; 
being a great, faire, ſtrong,anda populous Citie with 

leaſant ſtreers in it, adorned alſo with fine houſes, 
and many publick edifices, which for brevities ſake 
weewillherepaſle ouer. 

Flishing,or Vliſſingentooke her name froma Vleſle, Fi:hing. 
ora Flagon,which (ſome ſay)sS.7Y:llebrood,one of the 
firſt & chiefeſt Apoſtles of Zeeland,forgottthere. Ic 
is afine Seatowne, ſtrongly ſeated, and is indeed the 
Key of the wholeland, which flouriſherh greatly by 
their Navigation, apdthe many priſes they bring in 
from their ennemies. 

Feere, otherwile called Camp-Yeere, becauſe it was peere. 
wont to bea paſſageto Campe(a greatVillage in North- 
beverlahd, but is now periſhed by the Sea) and lyerh 
North-Eaſt upon the Sea ſhore, ſome three Engliſh 
Miles from Middelburgh, and Fliching. Anno 1358. ir 
was walled, and in regard of the fituation, 8& com- 
modiouſneſſe of the Haven, was much frequented. 

Armuyden was heretofore a fine Sea-port, which Armuyden. 
lyeth aboutaMile from 245ddelburgh,burnowis much 
decayed, becauſe the Havenis ſhuttup with aſand,ſo 
chart there is ſcarcea faire houſe leftin ir. TheVillages 
in this Iland of 7YYalcheren, (asis faid) are Domburgh, 
Y Veſt-Cappel, Ramekens, Zuydborgh,and ſome others. 

South-Beverlandisthe nextWeſterneScheldich 1and 
to Y Valcheren;hauing on theSourhſidetheEarledome 
of Flanders, which parterh the one from the other, 
with anarme ofthe Sche/de called the Honze,or Hound. 
It was informer times ſome60. Engliſh Miles abour, 
but is nowleſle by reaſon itis eaten away with the Sea, 
and the beating of the Scheld upon it. Within this 
Iland lyeth the towne of Ter Goes , a fine pleaſant Goe:. 
towne:thevillages are theſe, Baerland,Cruyninge, Heyn- 
tienſ-2ant, Elfsdyke, Bieſelungen, and Perſicke-Damme. 

Romerſuvallhad wontto be the oldeſt rowne ofZee- Tomerr- 
land, & laydin the midiſt of Sourhbeverland,burtis now "IR 
decayedandlyesaloneinan land of irſelfe. 

Northbeverlaxd is the third Iland of the Y YeFerne Nerthbe- 
Schelde and was heretofore a pleaſant place, called the ou” 
Paradiſe of Zeeland. Bur the high warer anno r 532. 
ſpoyled ic much. Colyns plate, and Catzhoeck,two fine 
new Villages,lyein it. 

Y Volfersdyke is the ſmaleſt, and leaſt Iland of the »r7ojfers- 
VVeſterne Schelde,ſome nine Engliſh Miles in circuit, 9%: 
having two Villagesinit, to wit, Tarmnuyen, and Za- 
binge, and had formerly alitle rowne init called Pier. 

And thus much in briefe touching the deſcription of 
Zeeland, and theIlandsand Townes belonging coir.

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Hz Countrieof Ar#ois, com- 
| prehended heretofore under 
Il Flanders,tell by Marriage tothe 
crowne of France , and was 
created an Earledome, by S. 
WM Levves, who gaue itin fee " fog 
ple ro his brother, burt184, or 
(as ſome write) 170 yeeresaf- 
rer , Came againe under the 
commaund of the Earles of Flanders, remayning an 
Earledome of it ſelfe , a part from the other Pro- 
vinces. This hapned in the time of Levves the Wal- 
lon, whoin the righrof his Father, was Earle of Flan- 
ders, Nevers, and Retel, &c. and in the behalfe of his 
Mother, the Daughter of the laſt French Earle of 
this Countrie , was Earle of Burgundie and Artois, 
leaving behinde him one onely Daughter, which he 


Tohas daughter,thethird of Brabant. We willnotenter 
any furtherinco this matter, bur proceede to the de- 
ſcription of Artois, which on the Northſide is boun- 
ded with the river of Ley, and the New fare, or paſ-

Among other fruits ofrhe Earth , which growein 
it, thcre15 abundance of fine whearte, which fteederh 
notonely Artois it{clte but the neighbouring Coun- 
tries: itis a fine pleaſant Countrie,havinga healrhfull 
aire, anda fattſoile. Within the Earledome of Arzozs, 
chereare nine Caſtlewicks, with diverſe Abbeys, and 
Cloiſters. They haue twelue walled townes , namely, 
Towne. Atrecht , or_Arras, 8. Omers Bethune, Arien , Bapaume, 
Heſdinfert , Renty (which rather is a Caſtle then a 
towne) S. Paul, Perne, Lillers, Baſſee, and Lens. Beſides 
theſe one may ſee the ruinous places of the two 
ſtrong demoliſhed townes of Heſdiz , and Terouane. 
Pillages. There are 54 Villagesin number, whereof ſome of 
them were deſtroyed, and forſaken in therime of the 
French warrs. The States of Artois coniiſt of foure 
States, Members, to wit, of Prelarcs , the Chapiters and 
Churches, the Genrrie, and Townes. 
FN Þ The Citie of Arrecht (called in Latine Azrebatum, 
irs. inFrench Arras) wasinthe time of 1ulius Ceſar, and 
euer {ince the Capirall Citie oftheſe people, which 
he in his commencarie calleth Azrebazes , which in 
theſe times arethole of Artor. 
Atrechtlyetha flightſhoort from the river of Scarpe, 
18 Engliſh miles from Donay, 24 from Dourlans , 15 
from Camerich, and 42 from _Amrens. Itisa very large 
Citie devided into 2 parts , by a wall which ſcuereth 
them, the one parris called la Cize or Burrough , and 
belongeth ro the Biſhop ; the other, La wile , or 
towne, which is under her owne Lord.

In this partſtanderh 
the ſumpruous,and faire Cathedrall Church of Our 
Lady, with an exceeding fine Librarie of all manner 
of bookes and manuſcriprs,rreating for themoſt part 
of Divinity. The firſt Biſhop of this Church wasS. 
Yedaftus in theyeere of our Lord 531. The Biſhopof 
Atrecht is both the Spirituall, and temporall Lord of 
this Burrough, acknowledging noneaboue him bur 
theEarle,who nominates him,&rhen he is confirmed 
by the Pope. Laville, or Towne is ſo great,and ſtrong 
by ſituation with Walles, Ramparts, Bulwarkes, a 
large anda deepe dry moate;thar itis held invincible. 
Therearein it very fine ſtreets, anda faire; and great 
Markertt place. In thispart ſtandeth S. Yafts Abbey, ,, ,.,, 
whichis counted the richeſt in all the Netherlands. x44, 
The houſes in this towne are finely compacted to- 
gether , andhaue large and ſpacious cellars under 
chem: ſo thar in the time of warre, the Burgers can 
ſecure and hide their Wiues and Children in them 
from Canon ſhootand Granadoes. 
Saint Omer in Guicciardine his opinion was ſo tia- 5.0mm 
med from a holy man borne in Conſtance , who in 
his life time was Biſhop of Teruane , for whoſe San- 
Ctitic of life , Aldroalt a very rich and pious Lord, 
out of zeale gaue him a Caſtle called $;rhiz, to builr 
a Cloiſter ofit, which this holy man doing, he foun- 
ded there a braue Church , and called ir after his 
owne names. Omers, who afterward wasadyanced to 
a Biſhop. This Cloiſter and Church being finiſhed 
and builr, S. Omer himſelfe, and afterward his Coun- 
trieman S. Bertin , with diverſe othet Godly men, 
came anddwelt init, whereby this place ar laſt was 
ſo famous, and populous , that they madeitatowne, 
and called it after the name of this holy man Saine 
Omer. He dying in the yeere of our Lord 695, three 
yeeres after Saint Bertin built the Abbey , which is 
called alſo after his name Saint Bertins Abbey. The 
rowne of Saint Omer is ſeated upon the river Az or 
Ha , twelue Engliſh miles from Arie, and as farre 
from Ardres. Ir is a ſtrong Frounter-towne againſt 
France , lying ina good ſoile, and having many Vil- 
lages under ir, h | | 
By Saint Omer leyth a finegreat Lakefull of freſh I xa. 
ſprings , whichriſesthere ourof theground , and _ 
runs into the Ha. In the midſt ofit thereare diverſe 
ſmalllles, and meddowes , where they feed ſheepe, 
and in that water they take fiſhe ar all ſeaſons inthe 
cre.

This is a very ſtrong place, and ho- 
noured with the title of a Marquiſate,belonging to the 
noble houſe of Croay. 

Hedfinfert is a townelying upon the riuer of Caxche, 
and byan other riuer called Blargs,which falleth into 
the Caxche.Itis as ſtrongly fituated,as any of the fron- 
ticrs:is now onely called Heſd;n,hauing aGouvernour 
ouer it. 

' Abour 18. miles from FS. Omer, and 24. from Arras 
lyerth S. Paul, which for a long time, hath bene hono- 
red with the title of a Countie, and hath a very large 
Commaund. France, and Burgundie contend to this 
day for the ſouveraignity thereof; bur ir is proviſio- 
nally inthe poſleſſion of Burgandie. 


Perne is a fine place, belonging to the Countie of 
S. Paul, and lyeth fifteene miles from the ſaid rowne. | 


Berweene ©Ariex and Bethune lyeth Lillers a prettic 
rowne. ; 

La Baſſeelyeth about 8.miles from Lens. Teruanenin 
formerrimes was aſtrong,8 an ancient rowne, lying 
upon the head of the riuer Zey9.Engliſh miles from 
S.Omer, but was heretofore deſtroyed by the Impe- 
rialiſts, and taken from the French. 

Neereunto Terwane, Arien, and S.Omer, there is 
a Channell, which the Wallons call Lafoſſe neufye, or 
new ditch. This (as is reported) was made by mens 


handsin the time of EarleBauldwvin the good,to hinder 


che incurſion ofthe Ennemie. Others fay,it was made 
for a partition, berweene ©Artois and Flanders. Ir 
isa very long,butanarrowditch, andislike an arme 
of the Sea: andyertlyerh 24. miles fromit. Some main- 
tainc, that kererofors the Sea came upto this place: 
becauſe there haue bene offentimes found herea- 
bouts peeces of Anckers, and other cquipage be- 
longing to ſhipping. | 

Among the Villages of Arzozs, thereare ſome very 
faire ones, which haue yeerly Marts,and other Liber- 
ties, and theſeare Awvennes le Comte lying 16. Miles 
from Arras, Aſchicourt an Engliſh Mile and ahalfe 
from this trowne, S. Yenant a fine Village, fixe Miles 
from Arien, Conriers, Blangs,Ligny,Auchy,and Pas, all 
of rhem great and fine Villages, lying upon the ut- 
moſt Frontiers of France. 

Thoſe of Artois haue bene heretofore rich, & had 
great trading, but now by reaſon of the continuall 
warres with France, arc impoveriſhedand driuen to 
follow theWarrs, being good ſouldiers and able men 


both on foote, and horſeback; very faithfull ro their 


Lord,andVrtrer ennemies to theFrench. They ſpeake 
French, but though badly and corruptly, ſaving the 
Gentrie, and ſome of the better ſort, who by travel- 
ling or otherwiſe haue bertered much their Mother 
rongue. | 

The City of Camerick is not properly under the 17. 
Provinces, ſcing ſhee hath her owne Biſhops, who 
Gouverns the,afwellin cauſes ſpirituall,as remporall, 


and cntitle themſclues Princes of the Romane Em- 
pire,Biſhops,and Dukes of Camerick. But foras much 
as ſome hundred yeere ſince, itwas under the prote- 
ion of the Earles of Flanders,it is now kept at this 
preſent, witha ſtrong garniſon of the King of Spaigne. 
he Biſhopin thatwhich concerneth rhe rempo- 
rality,hath now bur the bare title lefrhim. And there- 
fore in the deſcription thereof we will follow the or- 
der, which Guicczardine,and others haue obſerved.

Thefrſt Biſhop of Cambray, was Diogenes the Mar- An anciens 
tyr, a very vertuous and a holy man, The fifth Biſhop Bishopricks 


' of itwas (Anno 598) Saint Gaugericus, or Gauger. In 


the rime of our Fore-fathers, this Biſhoprick, at the 
requeſt of Philip rhe ſecond, King of Spaigne, was ad- 
vanced toan Arch-biſhopricke. 


Thoſe of Camerych haue great trading inlinnen 7red'g- 


Cloth, which they call Camerick: there are made in 
this city,aboue ſixtie thouſand peeces of linneneuery 
yeere, being worth 240000. pounds. Thistrowneis a 


Caftlewvicke, hauing afine Lordſhip under ir called 7 


Cambreſis, with a Caſtle initof the ſame name, and 
many good Villages. This is the firſt cowne,thatClours 
le Chevelu, King ofFrance,wann in Gallia Belgica,abour 
the yeere of our Lord 445. A good while after the 
Danes burntit. And being builtup againe, it came un- 
derthe Earledome of Haynault. Afterward the Ger- 
mane Emperours ſeparated it from Hayzault,8& made 
ita free Imperiall Citie. Arlaſt itwas giuen by theEm- 
perour Hepry the fifth, into the proteCtion,and kee- 
ping of Robert Earle of Flanders, and Prince of LAI 
his proteCtionalſo was afterwards confirmed to the 
Earles ofFlanders,by theEmperourFrederick rhe firſt, 
anno1164. in the time of Count Theodorick of Alſatia. 
Notwithſtanding all this, the French alwaies preten- 
ding right to this rowne, tooke itin diuerſetimes, and 
defended it againſt. many attempts, yeatill therime 
of Maximilian the firſt, when the Citizens droue the 
French out of it, and rooke the towne from the Em- 
perour. The Cameryck came againe under the Earles 
otFlanders,but upon condition-that it ſhould remaine 
neutrall, and did fo,till the EmperourCharles the fifth 
made himſclfe abſolureLord thereof, & builtaſtrong 
Ciradell init. In the yeere 157 4. both the rowne, and 
Ciradell was takenin for the Lords the Stares of the 
Vnited Provinces. Afterwardsthe French rx 58. be- 
came maſters againe of it, and continuedunder their 
Commaund, tillthe ninth of October 1595. inwhich 
time the Coun? de Fuentes tooke itfrom them, upon 
compoſition forthe King of Spaigne, under whoſe 
Commaund it remainesnowat this preſent.

Hainanlt is 
bounded on the North with Brabaxe and the Earle- 
dome of Flanders: on the South with Cam agnie and 
Picaraie: on the Eaſt, partly with the Earledome of 
Namurce, and partly with the Biſhopricke of Luyck: 
and onthe Weſt with the Schelde, and Gallike Flanders. 
The leghr of iris 60 miles, and 48. the breath. This 
Countric hath aſweete, and a temperate Aire; and is 
watered with many rivers,ſtanding waters and Foun- 
taines,as the Schelde,the Sambre,the Dara,and others. 
There are allo diverſe woods in it;burt the chiefeſt is 
that of Mormant,and S. Amands. They hauealſomany 
Meddowes, and Paſtures for the breeding, 8 feeding 
of all Kinde of Carraile,and the vile is very good,for 
the bearing of Corne and Wheare. In diverle places

In the Earledome of Hainault, they haue men 
of great dignity and ſtare, as one Principare, tenne 
Counties, rwelue Pecres, two and twentie Barones, 
f1xe andtwentie Abbeys, a Lord Marſhall, a Sexeſchal, a 
Chicte Foreſter, a Chamberlaine,and diverſe others

foure chiefe Officers, and the Townes. This ſmall,bur 
noble flouriſhing Countrie, the Earles thereof holds 
from none, bur God & the Sunnc,and therefore is it 
ofren called, Pais de Henaut zenn de Dien,et du Soleil, 8 
this in bricfe concerning this Earledome in Gene- 


rall, now we willſpeake of the townes in particular.

One may ſecyet the ruinesof 
the old Caſtle,ſtanding betweene the Schelde,and rhe 
Bulwarkes of the towne. Iris a very faire, anda great 
Citie , having ſtarely and ſumpruous houſes and 
publick edifices init, among the reſt S. Mariesand S. 
Tohns Churches, the Palace called nowrthe Earles Hall, 
a braue Senate houſe with many Cloiſters, and Nun- 
neries, & publick houſes. The politick gouvernment 
in Palencienne, is compoſed, 8 keptinſogoodorder, 
thatother rownes Eſpecially Nurenbargh, ſent Depu- 
tics thether to informe themſclues in the forme of 
their gouvernmet,8& doe obſcrue ſome of their lawes, 
yettothis day in their well ordered Common-weale, 
the common Burgers live there moſt upon Mer- 
chandiſe, trading, 8&manifaCtures, in which they are 
very {kilfull.

Bouchain lyeth upon the left hand of the Schelde, 
berweene Yalencienne, and Camerick, & hath aſtrong, 
andaninvincible Caſtle.

{ixc miles alſo from Yalenciennes lyerth the prerhe, 
PR rowne of Conde, belonging to the noble 
10uſe of Lalaing. Landrecy ſtanderh upon the river 
Sambre, nine miles from 2zexay, and 18 from Yalen- 
cienne , thoughit be bur ſmall: yer isit a reaſonable 
ſtrongrowne. Theſtrong frountier rowne Avenpes, 
is built upon the river Hepre, 12 miles from Lazarecy, 
and 16 from Manbeuge. Chimayisatine ſtronge towne, | 
having the title of a Principate , belonging to the 
Duke of Aerſchot, lying 18 miles from Avennes. Ma- 
rienborgh is nine miles from Chimay, and zo from Ber- 
gen, ſeated between two rivers called the Blaxce, and 
che Noire. The ſtrong frountier of Phillip-wille, lycth 
abour fourc miles anda halfe , from CMarienborgh. 
Beaumont isa very pleaſant towne appertaining to the 
Duke of Aerſchot , ſome 16 miles from Chimay, andas 
farre from Biys.

Engen called by the Wallons Engien, is ſixteen #72" 
miles from Ah, 18 trom Bergen , and as many from 
Bruſſels: Itisa very finetowne, where they make ta- 
piſtries, and hangings. Hall called in french Noſtre 
Dame de Haulx, lyeth alſoupon the Seine, within this ** 
towne there is our Ladies Church , wherein many 
miraclesaredone.

Leuze is a prethe ZR 
towne, lyingabout 15 miles from Yalencienne,8 lome 
yeeres ſince was burnt downe, bur afterward repared 
and builtupagaine. Theſeareallthe walled rownesin 
Hainault : ſaving a prethe rowne called Fontaine **%« 
Þ Zweſchelying upon the utmoſt confines of theEarle- 
e, and Biſhoprick of Liege or Layck, about three 
miles from the river of Sambre, and fixe from Bizs.Bur 
ſeing the Earles of Hainault, and the Biſhop of Luyck 
are indiſputeabout the Lordſhip of chis rowne, we 
willſpeake nothing here of the deſcription thereof. 
Before wee ſhutrup this deſcription,wee willmen- 

tion ſomething of the Villages and Caſtles, and thoſe 
territoires , which are honoured with rhe title of 
Counties and Baronies, comprehended under this

which hath a Caſtle, and a great circuit of ground 
belonging to it.

lyeth ſome ſeuen miles from Bergex , and fixrteene 
Frm Valencienne. Barlemont is a great Village with a Barlmonz. 
Caſtle, ſix miles from Zanzrecy, andas farre from A- 
vennes lying upon the Sambre. A mile and a halfefrom 
Avennesis Glayon , afine Village witha Caſtle, which ©" 
hath the title ofa Baronie. Traſegnieisſixemilesfrom,  _ . 
Bins, being a fine Villagewitha Caſtle, renowned for 7" 
the houſe of their ancient Barons. Sor Le Caſteanlyerh ger. 
ſixe miles from Averpes, andis counted the chiefeſt 
Village in all Hainaulz, having a very ancient and a 
ſtrong Caſtleinit. Three miles from Beaumont, lyeth parbancow 
Barbancon neere unto a great wood of popplar trees: 
it is a great Village, anda Baronie belonging tothe 
Earles of Arenberge. _Aimeries is {cated upon the river Amerie. 
of Sambre by Barlemont,ſome 5 miles from Manbeuge, 
andis a great Village witha Caſtle,anda veryancienr 
Lordſhip. There are alſo other ſmall trownes and 

laces withinthe confines of Hainaul:, butſcing they 
belon toother Lords , we will makeno mention of 
them , con , and thus much for the Earledome of 


Hainault. 
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THE DESCRIPTION 
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OF THE 


EARLEDOME 
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1 Hxs Earledome of Namnree, 
which taketh the name from 
the chicfe rowne , lyeth be- 
rweene Brabant, Hainault, Lu- 
xenburzh , and the Biſhoprick 
of Luyck, is a ſmall hillie coun- 
rric, bur full of all pleaſure, and 
delight, It hath a very ſweete, 
and healrfull aire. Through 
this Earledomerun many rivers, brookes, & ſprings, 
among thereſtthe famous Maze, and Sambre, which 
arenot onely commodious to carrie out, and bring 
inall ſorts of commodities: butalſo afford all kind of 
delicate hſhe. 

Therearealſo many pleaſant woods, full of Deere 
and game, among which 2/arlaigne-vvood is accoun- 
ted the fineſt of all. The ſoile is exceeding fruirtfull 
for wheare, and all kind of graine. The hills(whereof 
chereare many) are couvercd with good wood, and 
timber, and the Countrie is watered with diverſe 
fne Springs, and Fountaines. | 

In the hills there are Veines, :-and Mines of Lead 
and Iron, with many quarries , and Stone pits of all 
ſorts of faire and ſolid Stones for building, namely, 
black , redd marble Srones , mingled with white 
veines almoſt like unto the 7aſpe. Thereareſomeallſo 
of a gray, and blewiſh coulour with white veines run- 
ning through them. Belides theſe, thereare abun- 
dance of ordinary Stones , wherewith they make 
chalke. Some yeeres ſince they haue digged allo 
ſome good Stonc- Coale out of the Earth , whereof 
there areabundancein Hairanlt, and the Biſhoprick 
of Luyck. They finde alſo here good Store of Salt- 
peter, aneceſlary thing tor the warres :: ſo that the 
Inhabitants liue richly here , by the fruits of the 
Earth , & the ſeuerall Mines which are in this Coun- 
tric: belides this, the Mines, Quarres and Stonepits 
keepes them from Idlenefle, whichis an ennemy to 


all vertue. And ſurely, theſe woods, hills, and rocks, 


abounding with ſo many Mines, and Stonepits, be- 
ſides the ſtrenght they are to the Countrie, they 
vceld more profit, & incomes to theſe of Namurce, 
then the beſt tilled Lands of other Countries. The 
Inhabitancs are very diligent, and induſtrious; and 
ſpare no coſt in finding our theſe mines where in 
their chicfe riches conſiſts. Moreouer, they haue 
ſuch a neceſlarie commodirie of water and wood, 
for the refining of yron, for working , for melting 
and carrying trom oneplace toanorther, that they 


are alwaies buſlid , and never ceaſe from working, 


forging, caſting, and retyning in ſo many furnaces 
and flames, that one would thinke he were rather in 
Pulcans forge ( whole chimney the Poets faincd to be 


Mount #:na) then among men.

This Countrie was formerly a Marquiſate , bur 


| afrerward changed often the title. The firſt Mar- 


queſle of Nammnrce (as weread)) was Balduin Earle of 
Hainault. He made his ſonne Philip Marqueſle of 
Namnrce , who not with ſtanding, did enioye it alſo 
with the conſent of his Eldeſt brother, who was to 
be Earle of Hainazlr, He dying withour iflue, his 
ſiſter Tolertis, who marryed Petrius Cortemens obtai- 
ned this Marquifate , though ſhe was the yongeſt 
daughter. Afrer him ſucceeded his Sonne Philip, 
who dying alſo without iſſue, the ſucceſſion fellto 
rhe Emperour Baldzin his brother, who was then ar 
Conſtantinople : but his ſiſter Magpret, marrying the 
Earle of Y7a»a, uſurpedirt. But the Emperour retur- 
ning home, wentand beſieged Namnrce, tookeit in, 
and turned his ſiſter Margrer out of it. Afterward 
returning back to Conſtantinople, he borrowed of the 
ueene mother to S. Levves , twentie thowſland 
pound Flemiſh, & morgaged to herthe Marquiſate of 
Namurce withall the revenu, till he hadrepayd her 
the principall. Bur ſhortly after there aroſe many 
croubles and difſentions , for the poſſeſſion of this 
Marquiſate, betweene Herry Earle of Luxenbureh, 
Toha Earle of Hainault, and the Empreſſe. Notwith- 
ſtanding Martha the wife of Baldain, kept the com- 
mand thereof. She then being much preſſed by the 
Burgers, and Inhabitants, was alſo accuſed ro haue 
committed high treaſon, becauſeſhe had beheaded 
Balivium, and conſequently rhatherlivings oughtto 
be confiſcated. The Citizens being wearie of her, 
diſpatched their Deputies ro Henry Earle of Laxen- 
burzh, and called him to afliſt them : whereart he 
much reioycing , came to Namurce , tooke in the 
Caſtle, and fo gott into poſſeſſion. Bur his King- 
dome laſted not long : for the Emperour Baldain, 
who was the right Heire of it, by the adviſe of S. Le- 
vves,lould the ſaid Earledome for 20000.pound Fle- 
miſh, to Gaido Earle of Flanders: and thus Guido Earle 
of Flanders, aſwell by purchaſe, as by marriage ( for 
hemarryed /abel/a, daughter unto the Earle of Ly- 
xenburgh ) obtayned the Earledome of Namurce. He 
dying at Compienc in priſon, his Sonne 1ohn ſucceez 
dedhim , who after the death of his father, came 
{ſpeedely from Paris, and in $. Albins Church was cho- 
ſen Earle. He returning back from Pruſſia, where he 
had warrs, dyed by the way : ſo thar his brother Guido 
ſucceeding, dyedallo of a hurt receivedinrilting in 
Flanders:then his third brother Ph:lip was ſent for our 
of Noruwvay, and made Earle of Namurce.

Vpon the Maſe towards Bowines, lyeth Dave, a Dave, 
brave Village with a ſtrong Caſtle, anda great Lord- 
ſhip, bearing the ritle of a Yzcounrte. There are others 
among the Villages of Namurce worthy the naming 
for their greatneſle, pleaſantneſle, and faireneſle, as 
che Villageof Florey, lying 16, miles from Namurce, 
Vaſcie, ſome nine miles, and Sam0z ſixe, with ſome 
others, which for brevities ſake wee will paſle by, 
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NCI1ENT Batavia , having 
heretofore bene mighty,8&po- 
tent under her ovvnekings, in 
proceſle of time , the right 
ſtemme failing, it was devided 
gl into many parts,asamongethe 
Inhabirants of rhe 1/el, the Bi- 
ſhops of Yerechr, the Earles of 
Holland , & the Dukes of Gel- 
derland , every one of them having a ſhare in her. 
Thar part then which fell co the Epiſcopall Cirry, was 
called the Dzoceſſe or Biſhopricke of Yerechr, and had 
forher firſt Archbiſhop S. Y/il{eboord ſurnamed Cle- 
mens,an Engliſh Saxon,who cameinto theſe quarters, 
aboutthe yeare of our Lord 690, He being ſentinto 
Friesland, to convert King Rad7box, and his ſubjects, 
unto the Chriſtian faith , and nor prevailing there; in 
regard of the Kings ſtifneckedneſle, returned back 
into Eaſt Franckenlaxd ( for ſo was the diocefleof V- 
crechr called in thoſe daies) from whence this Rad?bot 
had bene chaſed, whoſe countrie he wholly conver- 
red to the Chriſtian faith , .and rebuilc againe the 
churchcalled Saint Thomaſes, which Dagobert King of 
the Gaules had founded , where he madea Foxxz to 
baprize with. Afterward comming to Rometo Pope 
Sergius,tor the greatzeale he had to the enlargement 
ofthe Goſpell,he was honoured with the title of Arch- 
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2'5ſh Saxon. pjhop of Vrrecht , and ſurnamed Clemens, which hap- 


nedanno697. And comming to Yzrecht into the pol- 
ſcflion of his Archbiſhoprick, founded therea church 
in honour of Saint Martins, Archbiſhop of Tours, and 
jo madc it his Epiſcopallſeare, forhimand his Succeſ- 
fours. After him ſucceededs. Benifacins, vvhoat Doc- 
kum in Friczland with 52 of his Clergie were made 
away, and martyred ; whereby the Archepiſcopall 
dignitic , with the conſent of the Church (which 
{fuffred then much affliction , and oppreſſion by 
the Normans ) was transferred to Colleyn. But after- 
ward king Pepiz , and Charles the great, reſtored not 
onecly the citty of Yzrecht to her Epiſcopall dignitie: 
bur alſo graunted unto the Biſhop remporall power, 
righrand Dominion over the whole Dioceſſe, whole 
cxtention in thoſe daies reached much further then 
ir doth now,jea almoſt over all anciet Batavia,as ſome 
write. But whetheritwereſo,or no;yet this is moſt cer- 
taine, that he governed not onely that part whichis 
now called theDzoceſſe, butalſo theCountries of Over- 
y/cl, and Groyning makingh together three provinces 
of rhe ſeuenteene,as well in caules ſpirituall as rempo- 
rall, ſtanding under the obedience of rhe Biſhop of 
Virecht, tillthe yeare 15:7 , and rillthart Biſhop Heary 
of Bavaria was conſtrained,yea forced through the ſc- 
dition & willfulnefle of the Cittizens of Yzrechr, who 
did himall the ſpite and affront, that they could,em- 
bracedin his armes the Emperour Charles the fifth, by 
reſigning overinto his imperiall majeſties hands all 
histemporall right of the countries, and townes un- 
der Yrtrecht, Overyſel, and Groyning ( as ye ſhall heare 
here after) which ſome yeares before had alienated 
it ſclfe fromthe Biſhoprick , to crauc hishelpe;tore- 
ſtore him againe unto his ſpirituall Iuriſdition. 
Whichreſignartis hapned with many ceremonies, for 
the Earle of Hoogſtrate then maſter of the Ceremo- 


nics of Holland, was ſent by the Lady Margret the | 


we ph Aunt, then Gouverneſle of the Nether- 
lan 


s,to Yerecht,where he inthe name of the ſaid Em- 
perour, as Duke of Brabant,8 Earle of Holland, tooke 
poſſeſlinn of the two aforeſaid Countries, andtheir 
Townes, together with the right &prertences, which 
belonged unto the ſeare of Yzreche fro theProvince of 
Groyning. Hereupon followedin the yeare 1534 atrea- 
ty of Yon, berweene the townes, and Countries of 
Ytrecht, and Overyſel with all their dependances on 
the one ſide, and thoſe of Holland on the other fide, 
whereby thoſe of Ytreche were united to thoſe of Hol- 
land,1o that trom that time forward,they both ſhould 
be ruled by one Governour, & upon theſame foote, 
and entertainment,as the Governour of Holland had 
wont to cnjoye. Likewiſe that thoſe of Holland;and the 
States of Yrrechtſhould haue but one meeting. Thar 
theGovernourin every tovvne of theſe twoprovinces 
ſhould yearely chooſe and make nevve Magiſtrates. 
Thar all Bandiros our of Holand ſhould nor be free 
in Yzecht, and contrariewiſe thar all civill ſentences 
ronounced in Holland by lettres requiſitoire ſhould 
be executed in Yrreche. T hatal fee-ſimples and inve- 
ſtures ſhould be written in theſe ſubſtantiall words, Ts 
hold them from the Earle of Holland and Lordof Ytrecht. 
Andtothatend this union may belincerely kept,wee 
{weare unto the performance thereof on both ſides, 
and the adminiſtration of the courſe of Iuſtice, to 
remaine uponteold foote of Holland & Yrrecht.Now 
rouching the ſpirituall ſupremacie and Iuriſdiftion of 
Holland, that continued vvith the Biſhops of 72rechr, 
rill che time of Fredericke of Sautenburg the laſt Biſhop, 
ortoſpeake more properly, with the Archbiſhop of 
this towne, for inhis time Yerecht was made an Arch- 
biſhopricke , commaunding over the Biſhops of Ho/- 
land, Zealand, and Friezlaud. But he dying in the yeare 
1580, the Lords and Stares of this Province of Ytrecht 
rooke upon them the whole government, and com- 
maund thereof, when the Vnion was madear Yzrecht 
with the otherunited Netherlands, fo thatnow they 
acknowledge no otherSuperiour, but onely cheLords 
the States Generall of them. 
Novv toproceede to the deſcription of the Coun- 


trie it ſelfe,and ro the chiefe cittie thereof in ſpeciall, zounds.

Ytrecht was once called Antozina from one Anto- 
nine of Romeafterwards by Dagobert of France Traje- 
aum; becauſe of the common ferrie there. Ir is the 
Metropolis of this Province. Adrian Inniusis of the opi- 
nion,thatitrooke this name froma cerrtaine Romane 
Inſcription , to diſtinguiſh betweene ir, and their gar- 
niſons, which layc then along the Rheze : for in that 
place wherenow the cittie ſtands, lay the fiue & thir-

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thith Legion of the Romans, which was writtenin 
ſhorr in theſe Latine words V. T RIG. LEG. 
ST AT. which figniftethin length ®2uinte Triceſime 
Legionis Statio. Bur ſcing the three Letters LE G. 
were by anriquitie of time worne out, ſo thoſe that 
were unſ{kilfull in this language read , V. TRIG. 


ST AT. by joyningallthe pointed letters together, 


which ſeemesnotſtrange, for the rowne of Caniſtat 
in Suevia,tookeits name fromthe ancient inſcription 
LEG. ANT. STAT. which being fully writ- 
cenatlengthis Legions _Antoniane Statio, thatis , the 
encamping place of Antonines Legion. This Antonnie 
from whome Yrrecht firſt tooke its name, was Sena- 
tour of Rome, which flying from Nexo's zyrannie, is laid 
ro haue made his retreate into theſe parts, where he 
firſt built this crowne. The Caſtle being afterward ta- 
ken in by Dagobert of France, was ſtrongly fortifyed 
and tooke its name from TrajeiFum, becauſe it was a 
through fare, fromall parts, as ſome verſes vvrittenin 
the Dom, or Cathedrall of Saint Martins Churchcan 
witneſſe. A ſtately Church which harh a very high 
and a loftie ſteeple almoſt as highas S. Paxls in Lon- 
don, andis ſcenca great way off. This citty is ſo ſeated, 
thata man in adayc mayecgoe from hence toany one 
of 59 walled townes equally from this diſtanr, and co 
dinner to 26,and returne homeagaineateven to bed. 

Biſhop Balderick did firſt girt Yrreche abour with 
Walls, & repared the Dozs, or Cathedrall Church, for 
which worke he was honored by the Emperour Char- 
les the Balde , with the juriſditions of Dewventer and 
Tiele. Ytrecht is ſeated upon an arme of the Rhene, 
which river before tooke his courſe into tae Leck, 
paſled by this Citty, and ſo forwards diſcharged him 
{elfeinto the Sea, ſo thatthe waters thereof are yetto 
be ſeene to this day in the moars 8& channels thereof, 
and along that courſe, which the Rheze had wont to 
cake to YYoerden and Leyden , where it yet retaines 
the name of the 0/4 Rene. The Cittie of it ſelfe is very 
orcat, andof a large circuit, faire, ſtrong, and magni- 
ficent, and hadin it before the troubles aſtrong Cita- 
dell, called Yredenborch: The founder whereof was 
Carolus Buintus , but afterwards was lighted, & bro- 
ken downe with the Conſent of Dox Iohn of Auſtria, 
becauſe he feared , that the old Prince of Orange 
ſhould ſurprize, and fortifie it ſtronger. Amongethe 
churches, which are many in number, thereare fine 
Collegiall Churches, or Chapiters, namely, Saint Sa- 
wviours heretofore Saint Bonifaces , Saint Peters, $. Tohns, 
our Laidjes, and Saint Martins the Cathedrall , which 
once was puld dovvne by Adelbalt Biſhop of Yrreche, 
| becauſe it was then to litle for him , andafterward was 
rebuilc, and made up againe inthar great, andſump- 
tuous forme as ye ſee it is atthis day, whichis to be 
admired. Ic was Conſecrated by twelue Biſhops in 
the preſence of the Emperour Hepry the firſt, inthe 
yeare of our Lord 1 023, asappeareth by ſome verſes 
engraven inthe Church. 

Beſides the Carhedrall Church, there is the Col- 
legiall church,called our Ladjes, afaireand a well builr 
ſtructure, founded by the Emperour Frederick Barba- 
roſſa, as a fine & penance layd upon him bythe Pope 
becauſe he had deſtroyed , and layd vaſt thegallant 
cittic of M'lan, and all her churches, and holy places. 
In the beginning of the foundation of this church 
hapneda wonder: fortheyfound inthe grounda kind 

of a quickſand, which they could nor ſtop by no mat- 
terialls, as wood, ſtone, earth or ſuch like; haditnor 
bene for one of the workeman , that was more inge- 
nious then the others, who ſtopped this quickſand,und 
the bubling up of the warer , with Oxe or Cowes 
hides, to makethe foundation firme, 8 ro finiſh the 
worke,in memoriall whereof they wrote theſe Latine 


Verſes,with the picture of a Bullocke ſwimming over

a water engraven in a ſtone , the contents are theſe: 
CMccipe poſteritas , quod poſt tua ſecula narres, 
Tanrints cutibus fundo ſolidata columna et. 

Theother Churches, Cloiſters, and Hoſpitals wee 
will for brevitie paſſe by, & ſay onely this, that within 
che citty of Yzrechtis held the provinciall councill for 
the whole Dieceſſe, conſiſting of a Prefidenr, and nine 
other Councellours, with ſome officers, belonging to 
them. Touching the Cittizens , and Burgeſles of 
Ptrecht they are curteous, able and ſubſtanriall men, 
bur couchie and high minded, two vices which com- 
monly proceeds from proſperity. In this cittie dwels 
as greata number of gentlemen, asin any placein the 
Netherlands, favinginthe Hagh in Holland. In Po- 
piſh times this cittie flouriſhed much with the multi- 
rude of Clergie men , which for that reaſon was fa- 
mousinevery Countrie. Among the reſt this was the 
birth place of Pope Adrian, heretofore the Tutor and 
Schoolmaſter of Charles the fifth, who advanced him 
cothe papall dignitie. | 

VF yck te Daerſtede is one of the ancienteſt townes 
of Batavia , heretofore mighty and grear, ſo that in 
choſe dayes ſhee had 50 Churchesandtemples init, 
but was twiſeſackt , anddeſtroyed by the Normans. It 
isatthis preſent a reaſonable rich rowne, lying upon 
the riverLecka Dutch mile from Kuylenbourgh,&three 
from Yrrechr. 

Vponthe ſameriver,whichisanarme of the Rhee, 
two miles diftant from 7c and five from Yrrechr, 
ftands Rhere, a very ancient rowne,called by Cornelis 
Tacitns, as itleemes, Grinnes.

Amersfoortis a pleaſant, anda fine towne,ſfeatedin a Amer 
wholeſome aire, having a church in ir with a high /9* 


ſteeple , lying upon a ſmall river called the Ze, itis 
populous, and well furniſhed with all proviſions, all 
things being cheapein ir. In the yeare 1629 when Fre- 
derickHenry Prince of Orange was engaged beforethe 
Boſh , with the States armie, and that the Ennemies 
army and the Emperours commanded by Monte Cu- 
culy had gotr into the Velowe by the way of Diverſion 
todravy the Prince from tharſiege, Count Cuculy com- 
ming beforeit & ſummoning it, it was ſoone yeelded 
over to him , upon the14 of Auguſt that yeare. In 


the interim Y7eſel was ſurpriſed , and raken in by the 


States ſouldiers under the Condud of the Heere or 
Lord of Dieden,a place of great importance & the Ma- 
gazine from whence the Ennemies Army had their 
Victualls , and where their bridge lay over the Rhee, 
where they loſt cheir Canon & munitions, and had a 
thouſand priſoners taken with abundance of riches 
inthe towne,for indeed this Citry was the Sedes Bell;, 
and theirretreat intheſe parts. The Surpriſall of this 
towne was ſo ſudden and did fo ftrighten, and amaze 
the Ennemy , the doore being ſhure behinde them, 
that Count Cuculy was driuen to abandon this towne, 
andrto retire himſclfe to the Spaniſharmy for feare of 
a ſhroder blowe , which he did on the 22 of thar 
month without bidding thoſe of Amersford farewell. 
Montfort lieth upon the Tel, ſome three Engliſh 
miles from YYoerden, Ondevvater, and Tſeliteyn, itis a 
prettie towne, firſt built for afrontier againſt thoſe of 
Holland, becauſe there hapned berweene the Earles of 
Holland, and the Biſhops of Yerechta bloodie warre for 
alonge time,in regard the Emperour Charles the Balde 
had giuen a part of this Biſhopricke to the Earle of 
Holland. In thoſe daies the Citty of Yrreche was fo po- 
werfull, that Pope Pi rhe ſecond , who liucd inthe 
yeare 1450, writeth, that the Biſhop of 7zreche could 
raiſe in an inſtant 40 thouſand men under his owne 
Command, and though he was much warred upon 
by the Hollanders, Friezes , and Gelders, yet was heable 
to defend himſelfte, & to maintaine his owne Coun-

properlicis, ye muſt note , thar about two touſand 
paces aboue the towne of Arzhemin Gelderland there 
was along cutor ditch begonne, which withanun- 
ſpeakable charge & labour was made 7 Druſms Ger- 
manicus , the Step-ſonne of Tiberivs Emperour of 
Rome , bythe dexteritie of his ſouldiers , to kecpe 
chem from idleneſle, and lazinefle. | 
This ditch is yetto this day , calledafrec his own 

name Foſ/a Define, thatis, Druſas ditch, and through 
which Germanicus Ceſars ſonne,to/accompliſh the pro- 
miſe made to his father ( as Cornelis Tacitns with- 
neſſeth) paſſed proſperouſly, with a thouſand faile 
of ſhips, into the lake ofthe Ryze, called now the 
Southerne Sea, and ſothroughan othercutt, orditch 
gott intothe Ems, This ditchwas ſixe, or nine miles 


long, &ledthe Rhyne by Doeſburghlying inthe Earle- 


domeof Zutphen, which perhaps was ſo named from 
Druſus ; where the old Yſel, a river coming out of 
YVeftphalia, falleth into it, and thence borrowerh the 
name ofthe Yel. Then running by Broxckhorft and 
Zitphen, paſleth by Deventer, the chicfe towne ofthe 
Province of Over-Tſſelt, and from thence to Hattem, 
and Camper, which towne by the alteration of the 
courſe of the river , is ſeated onthis fide of the 7/ell, 8: 
ye nevertheleſle is counted under this Province: 
fromthence making many ſmall 7/es, & receiving the 
Srwart-uvuaterintoit, runnethinto the 7e,which lea- 
derh him into the Sea, leaving Yrc& , and Exs two litle 
Ilndson the left hand, deſcribed in the map of Ho/- 
In:d: bur before he diſcharged himſelfe into rhe Sea, 
there wasa ſtone-cauſic,upon which ſhippers uſed to 
houe forward their ſhipps , (6 ſtrange alteration of | 
tzrreſtriall things!)where men had wont to dwell fiſhe 
row ſwimme: ſo that this ditch of Druſ#s, by the 
helpeof ſome Meecres, eſpecially of the Ye, litle by 
lcle made this great Sourtherne Sea, or Lake: which did 
ereatharmeto the Countries of Friezland, 8 Over- 
Yell, and did much diminiſhandleſſen them from 
their ancient greatneſle.So thar this cut,or new 7/ell, 
did no good, but was ſwallowed up in the Southerne 
Sea, and fo loſt his old courſe into the Sea, betweene 
the llands of YVihelarvd, and Schellinch. 
Now to come to the deſcription of Over-Tjell, this 
Countrie hath on the North Friez/and, onthe South

Gelderland and the Earledome of Zutphen, on the 
Eaſt YVeſtphalia, and on the Weſt the Southerne Sea, 
andthe 7/ell. Itis devided intothree States, namely, 
Tſelant, or Zallant, Drent, and Twvent. Itisaplaine, 
and a fruitfull, Soile & Countrie , which yeelderh 
muchgraineand Corne , and hath alſo many fine, 
pleaſant, and profitable woods, beſides eightwalled

townes, to wit, Deventer, Campen, Suvoll, Yollenhove, Townes. 


Steenwvick, Haſſelt, Ootmarſen, and Oldenzeel, with ten 
other braue places, namely Meppel, Geelmuyden, Coe- 
vorden, Hardenberghe, Omme, Almeloo, Goor, *Diepen- 
hem, Delden, & Enſcheden,all of them having great pri- 
viledges,&freedomes:moreoverthereareabouetwo 
hundred villages , among which ſome of chem are 
greatand faire, The States of this Province, conſiſts 
of two members,towirt, the firſt in Officers & Gentle- 
men, the ſecondin the three capitall Townes, name- 
ly: Deventer, Camper, and Suvoll, 

Deventer lyeth on theright ſide ofthe 7/2/, twelue 
miles from Svwo/, and is arcaſonable great rowne, 
very ſtrong, and well fortifyed, fullof many gallant 
houſes and publick buildings, is well inhabired; and 
populous , having many goodly paſtures and med- 
dowes lying round about it, which when the T/e/f 
ſwells, areoverflowne with water. The 7/e/ runneth 
cloſle by the towne, and ſerveth as a moate upon the 
one fide of ir. The other ſide hath partly a deepe 
moate, and partly a large haven to defend ir.” The 
walls are very high roundabour it, with ſtone turrets 
ſtanding cloſſe onero another, being lyned neverthe- 
leſſewitha thick Earthen wall, and a great roundle or 
Mount of Earth, which lyeth before the Brinck gate; 
witha falfe-bray underir, beſides, a great Bo/vwarck 
yun from the botome with brick, whichis juſt be- 
ore the 7/el-bridze, to keepe the water from overflo- 
wing into the moate. Alſo by this Bolwarke, and the 
Brinck gare, lycth the Neorenbergiſh Tovvure, very 
bighand great, the wall wheneobie 18 foote thick; 
which commaundeth all the places round abour ir. 
Beſides this outwall , there is an other brick-wall 
abour the rowne, beſett with turrets , bur hath no 
moate. In fine Deverter isa very ſtrong towne, where- 
inalſo there is goodtrading, having for a longtime 
had aliancewith the other two rownes of this Coun- 
crie and the Hanſe rownes, forall three of them were 
made three imperiall rownes (Anno 1495)for the en- 
larging ofthe Empire. Becauſe Maximilianthe firſt, 
King of the Romans propounded inthe Dyelar Wor- 
mes the weaknes ofthe Empire, they then added 9r. 
Cities and townes unto it; ſuppoſing that this would 


; ſufficiently ſtrengrhen ir againſt all aſſaulrs, and at- 


temprs, ſo that theſe three rownes, were then choſen 


amonge the reſt as imperiall Cities, and wereendued 
with many ſpeciall priviledges, and immunities. 


Campenis likewiſe comprehended (as is faid) un- 
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der the Countrie of 0ver-7ſell, though it lyeth on | 


this fide of the Tſe/upon the mouth of this river,IF. 
miles from Dewventer. Itis abraueanda grand towne 
and proſpers reaſonable well , but had hercrofore 
betrer doings, and trading, before the channel alte- 
red & grew ſhallow. Ir is encompaſſed witha high 
andalarge Stonewall, adorned with many Turrets, 


and Roundles after the old faſhion, hath very broad, | 


Moartes, bur no carthie Wall, butthoſe which 14as- 
rice Prince of Orange, of famous memorie, cauſedto 


bemade. This towne lyeth in a Valley by the river 


fide, intheforme of a bowe, whereof the river, being 
their broade, is asit were the ſtring , having a faire 
bridge layd over to the midſt of the towne, which 
is built upon huge beames faſtned in the ground, as 
the foundation, butthe props & arches x che ſhip- 
ping to paſſe under to faue charges, are ſome ninety 
foote wide one from an other , and are ſo artificially 
faſtned,andjoyned aboue oneto another, thart it ſee- 
mes the whole frame hangs in the aire, & is ſo faſtned 
as if it were underpropped. This rowne hath fſixe 
Gates, andall the Land f1idelies ſo lowe, thatthe Bur- 


gers can putt itunder water, when they pleaſe, which 


15 a great ſtrentghning ro the rowne. Some thinke 
that Camper was that Roade for ſhips , whereof Pro. 
lomee ſpeaketh: Others are of the opinion,rhar it is 
the port, or haven of Manarmanr. 
Svvoll lyeth upon a ſmall river, which falleth into 
the Yider or Yecht,being three longe miles from Cam- 
per, it isa farre anda ſtrongtowne , double moated 
and well fortifyed with a thick Wall, and Bolwerks, 
for when any warrs, troubles or daungers hapned, 
thoſe of Yollenhoven, where commonly the Gouver- 
nour of Oyer-Y ſlell held his refidencie, for their ber- 
ter ſafety retreated therther. 
_ PVollenhovenlyethin the boſome of the Southerne 
Sea, fixe miles from Sreenvwick, Itisa prettie towne, 
and well ſeated, forall Vicualls and commodities, 


are broughtuntoir very commodiouſly both by Wa- 


ter, and by Land, & therefore the Provinciall Coun- 
cill of Over-Tſell is held here, from whoſe ſentence 
no man may appeale, which had wont to be pro- 
nounced in the preſence of the Gouvernours of 
Friezland & of Groyning. 

Steenvvick (cemeth ro haue benean ancient towne 
which lyeth ina round over againſt Blockzziel, upon a 
ſmall river, thatwithin three miles of 2zeppel fallech 
into the Southerne Sea. Iris but of a ſmall compaſle, 
and not aboue 1600. ordinary paces abour. The ſoile 
abourit is very good for the bearing of Corne. Here 
alſo rhey makegreat Store of Turte, ſo thar it is a 
towne of reaſonable trading. Formerly it was bur a 
weake towne, but ſince the warres, was made excee- 
ding ſtronge. There arethree Churches in it, whereof 
the chiefeſt is called S. Clements, built with a high 
foure-ſquare towre. There was heretofore a Caſtle 
initbuilt by My. George Schenck Gouvernour of this 
_ bur afterward in the yeere 15 23. was demo- 

iſhed. 

Haſſeltlyeth upon the ſame river Yider, fixe miles 
from Yollenhoven, it isa reaſonable richand a ſtrong 
rowne.

Theancient towne of 007m7ar/exis nine miles from Ootmarſes. 
Almeloo & was founded ( as Trithemius faith ) by Ode- 
mare King of France, from whomeitrooke his name, 
and that upon the very Grave of Yechtan his ſpeciall 
good frend. Others ſuppoſe it was ſo named from 
anancient people called the 2artii,which inhabired 
thereabours. | 

Oldenſeel, as ſome thinke took the name from the ogg, 
ancient Sa/iz. Iris aſmall rowne which lycth abour 
three miles from 09tmarſen, and ofall the rownes in 
Over-Yſſell, was onely under the commaund of the 
late Archduke Albertus, who held an ordinary gar- 
niſon in it, till Count Ernef of Naſſau of happie me- 
morie , Gouvernour of Friez/ard, after a few dayes 
ſiege tooke it in, upon the firſt of Auguſt 1626. and 
brought iragaineunder the Commaund ofthe Lords 
the States Generall of the Vnited Provinces , by 
whoſe commaund ſhortly after, it was lighted, being 
weake, and noablerohold outafiege, or the aflaulr 
of an Ennemie. 

Meppel is the chiefe Village of the Liberties of aype, 
Over-Tſſellthat are unwalled, & lyerh upon a {mal ri- 
ver, ſome 12. miles from Coevorden. 

The faire and ſtrong Caſtle of Geelmayden, lyerh Geelmuy- = 


upon the mouth of the Yider, berweene Haſſett, and #*: 


_— , being bur three miles from either of 
nem. 

The invincible fortreſle of Coevorder, lycthabour c,.,,,qm. 
three miles from Hardenbergh , and is a common 
through-fare for thoſe of Friezland, Onmeland, 
Drenth,and Over-Tſſell into Germanie. Forthe other 
paſſage by Y7edde, overthe Boertange, aheathſocal- ir, 
led, whichis daungerous for Theeues and Robbers, 
and not ſo ſfafear all times. Coevordes hath on the 
Northeaſt ſidea long Moraſh, as farreas YYedde, on 
the Weſt aſtanding water , whichrunnerh paſt Ha/- 


felt, and Svvart-Sluyce. Onthe Norththe Village of 


Dalem, and a hard heath which goethtowards Groy- 
zing.

Lawes , and Staruts, ſometimes giving them ſelues 
under the protection of the Biſhop of 7reche, and 
otherwhiles under the Earles of Holand, for which 
they gaue them a yeerly rribute, and did them ho- 
mage, till at laſta fationroſe, betweene the Sherin- 
zers,and the Yerkoopers of Friezland. Now for the pre- 
venting of future troubles, and the ending of this 
quarrell, the Emperour Maximilian the Firſt, gaue 
as a fee ſimple unto Duke Albert of Saxony , who was 
then Vicar of the Empire, the State of Groyning, and 
Friezland, lying on the further ſide of the E-zs, This 
being diltaſtfull ro the Friezes , that would not ac- 
knowledge him , he was driuen to fide with the 
Scheringers, by whoſe help, and afliſtance (underthe

Condutofhis Generall Facks)he made warrsagainſt 


the Yerkoopers, that had joynedthemſclues with thoſe 


of Groyzing. Theevent of this warre was ſuchartthe. 


laſt, that thoſe of Groyning were forced to renounce 
all their claime, and pretences to the territoires of 
Ooftergowv, V Veſtergovv, & Sevenvvoldt, and beſides, 
to paye to this Duke ycerly the ſomme of thirtie 
thowland Crownes. Theother townes alſo whereof 
Leuvvarden was the chiefeſt, ſubſcribed to theſe con- 
ditions, butafterwards caſting of rhis yocke they re- 
volted, whereupon the Duke of Saxonie coming 
into the Countrie with anarmy, conſtrayned them 
by force of armes to yeeld unto him. The Greynin- 
zers tearing to be ſeruedinthe fame kind, by theme- 
diation, and interceſſion of the Biſhop of Y7recht ob- 
cained a truce from him. 

The Friezesafter this rebelled a third time, which 
occaſioneda newwarre, that laſted till thedeceaſe of 
Duke Albert,wholefthis Sonne his Succeſlour. Vpon 
his death, the Friezes taking courage againe, thin- 
king now no moreperills & daungers had hung over 
their heads, beſieged Damme, which Edſard Earle of 
Embdex held in the behalfe of the Duke of Saxorze. 
Hereupon alſo Hge Count of Leyſzitz, beſieged the 
Citic of Groyzine, Bur once more through the inter- 
ceſlion of rhe Biſhop of Vetrecht a truce was made for 
the ſpace of foure yceres, whichtime being expired, 
and that thoſe of Groyning would no longer obey 
the Emperours commaund, Count Edſard of Emb- 
der, and Yyt, of Dracckdorf, as chiefes in the behalfe 
of Henry, Duke of Saxony, came againcand beficged 


Groyning, and caſt - tay ſtrong forts before it, which 
didmuchdiſtreſſe rhem in the Winter. The towne 
now ſcing, that the prone reliefe of the Overy/el- 
liſh townes failled them, where ready to haueentred 
into compoſition withthe Saxon; had it not bene 
foranaffront, which hapnedinthe interim. For juſt 
at thatinſtant, when they were coming to partie; rhe 
Chieftaine 7y: of Drackendorf, had taken ſome Bur- 
gers priſoners, who being not able to pay that ran- 
ſome, which he had impoſed upon them, uſed them 
baſely, curtt of their noſes and cares, and turned them 
againe intothe rowne: which did fo exaſperate the 
Citizens, that the treatie brooke off, and they would 
by no meanes haue todoe any more with the Sax07; 
bur preſently offred the rowne to the Earle of Emb- 


. den, upon this condition, that he would never ſuffer 


chem to come againe underthe Saxoy, & ſo agreeing 
rogether ( Anno 1506.) the Earle centred into this 
towne, with full power andauthority; and afterthe 
Citizens had taken the oarh of allegance unto him, 
he builcaſtrong Caltleinit. Duke Georze of Saxonie 
taking this monſtrous ill, with the afliſtance of Erick 
Duke of Branſvvick in revenge ofthis, fell into Eaſt- 
Friezland, with a mighty army and burnt and ſpoyld 
his Countrie, which forced the Earle of Embden, to 
forſake Groyning & come to defend his owne Coun- 
rric and inheritance, for which afterward he was ci- 
ted, and baniſhed by the Empire;& looſing Damme, 
was driven toquitte Groyning, as being unable to 
reſiſt ſo mightie Ennemies, Whereupon thoſe of 
Groyning , ſeing theimſelues diſtirute of helpe 
and abandoned , fent Deputies unto the Duke of 
Saxonte , that they were willing to compound with 
him , if they might keepe and envoy their priyi- 
ledges, and that he would raze the Caſtle. The Duke 
of Saxony, not accepting of theſe proffers: bur puf- 
_ and ſnuffingart them (as many proud men doe 
before a fall) would haue the towne deliuered into 
his hand, withourany reſervation,or exception what- 
ſocuer, and ſo tlic Depuries ofthe rowne returning 
withouteffeCting ofany thing, toold him beforethey 
departed , tliat ncither he, norany of his poſteririe, 
ſhould ever be Lord of Groyning againe: and co- 
ming home, conſulting among themſclues, chooſe 
an other Proteour, and foundirt good, to preſent 
this rowne to Charles of Ezmont; Duke of Gelders, 
who received them into his proteQionzand preſently 
tooke poſſeſſion of it by William of 0yer & YYerner 
Spiegel. The Caſtle was inſtantly demoliſhed, andthe 
Burgers tooke an oath ro be true to the Duke, and 
the Crowne of France , becauſe he had alwaies ben 
in league withir, to helpe ro defend him againſt che 
power ofthe Burgunians. This cauſed a long, anda 
bloudiewarre, berweene theſe rwo Dukes, till at laſt, 
the Duke of Saxonic , being weary of the warre, 
ſould and reſignedall theright, and intexeſt he had 
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unto Friezland,unto Charles Prince of Spaizne,for rwo 
handred thowſand Crownes, and ſorhe Duke of Sa- 
xonie retreated into ſia. After this a warre began 
againe , berweene thoſe of Gelders, and Burgundie. 
Flores of Tſelfteyn ſided with the houſe 'of Auſtria, and 
the Earle of Embden tooke part with thoſe of Gelder- 
land. Bur art laſt the Groyningers, having bene 20. 
yeeres under the commaund of the Gelderers, payin 
euery yecre untothe Duke, a tribute of 30. thowſan 
Gilders , exped&ing no good ſucceſſe, but that the 
Emperours power grew greater cucry day, and that 
the Duke of Gelders was nor able to ſupport them, 
addreſſed rhemſclues unto the Gouverneſle of theſe 
Countries, the Lady Margaret, the Emperours Aunt, 
whoacceprting of them, ſent preſently Georg Schenk of 
Sautenburgh unto them, and {/ Anno 1536.) on the 
cight of luly, tooke the oath of alleganceofthem, to 
be true and faithfull ro the Emperour her nephew, 
andthus this trowne after ſo many troubles, andalte- 
rations of Princes, and Gouvernours cameunder the 
houſe of Bureundie and Auſtria. Afterward , in the 
yeere 1595. inthe monthofTuly , Maurice Prince of 
Orange of famous memorie beſieged it ſtraightly 8 
deſtrefſed itmuch, ſo that it was forced to yeeld, and 
ro come into the union of the States of che Vnired 
Netherlands. | | 

The City of Groyning, being the Metropolitan of 
this Province, isa very ancient towne, andas Munſter 
writeth , was built 378. yeeres, bya Troyan called 
Grunnius, beforethe nartivitie of Chriſt, Within the 
Citiethereare many ſtanding Pooles, and Waters, 
partly made by nature, & partly caſt up by the hand 
of man, from whence are made broad moares, and 
dirches.Itis a great towne,fairely built,and well com- 
pacted together, wherein many richBurgers dwell.

| minuts, andin the latitude of 53. degrees, and 16. mi- 
nuts abour 18. miles from LIeuvvarden. The Cathe- 
drall Churchwas dedicated to the honour of S. 2ar- 
tin, & is underthe Biſhop of 7Ytreche.

is well knowne, that for the knowledge and praCtiſe of 
hiſtories the uſe, and profit of Geographic are greater 
then Icanexpreſle: burit hath a worthines yet more 
praiſe-worthy, if well applycd to the end, whereunto 
it is moſt proper (the knowledge of a Politick State) 
therein repreſenting not only the fight of places, bur 
alſo the nature and lawfull condition ofthem all, as 
requiſite in the Duty of a Geographer. For as the 
Painter will not have ſatisfied his profeſſion, that hath 
repreſented a man according to the proportion of his 
limbs, but negleCting the colours and Phyſiognomick 
fignes left unto us his nature & paſſions hidden,in like 
manner he will ſhape us a Geographick body , dead & 
{enceleſſe,thar ſetting down the deſcription of places 
ſhall forgetrt the relation and proportion which they 
hold together. Therefore, 1 have principally endea- 
vored to deſcribe before every Mapp the order & na- 
cure of the moſt remarkeable places in every Pro- 
vince, the betterto profit, the ſtudious, and carefull of 
Polirick matters and State affaires, Yer if our deſcri- 
ption be imperteCt in many things, and crroneous in 


lome points, maruall not at it (Rcader.) For wee have - 


not the formes of Gouvcernment of all Countries , 
neither had wee lciſure to find them our : but of as 
much as wee hare ben able to collect, by the reading 
of hiſtories, wee have at laſt drawn our a reſemblance, 
or ruciment of a Politick State,that may inſtruct thee 
ot the order & condition of the thing propounded, ſo 
that iris the eaſier for thee to correct, and adde unto 
that which thou wilt find deficrent in thine own coun- 
try: which it thou docſt, and wilt ſend it mee, 1 ſhall 
acknowledge it to proceed trom thee in the retorme( 
trontiſpice of the Fable, If every man would doe ſo 
much in his owne Country, it is incredible how great 
profir Lovers of Geographie ſhould reap thereby. 
Now as there are three chict things to be confide- 
redinthe gouvernment of Kingdomes , Provinces & 
Principalities, viz. the 1:ccleſiaſticall State , the Poli- 
rick,and the Adminiſtration of Juſtice : 1 wil deſcribe 
firſt of all, before the Chorographick Cardcof every 
Country , how many Politick States and conditions 
therearc init, according as the order of dignities is 
there obſerved, Theninthe diſtin&tis ofplaces noble 
(becauſe the chiete Gouvernment is in the hands of 
the Nobility.) Iſhall name thoſe firſt that arc held in 
fict and redevance of the Prince: Then the free,and 
all orderly deſcending trom the higheſt to the loweſt 
degree of Nobility, or Dukedomes , Earledomes , 
Lordihips. And thirdly , in what Government che

Parliaments or higher Aſſemblies, whereunto is rai- j bleencounter ; Hee ſhall fignifie to the General 


ſed Appeal from the Inferiour Courts. After which 
concerning the Cleargy,there will be made mention, 
firſt of the Arch-Biſhops (if there be any) then of Sut- 
fragan Biſhops, andothers that follow them in order. 
I have a good mind to run over all that: but if mar- 
ter be defective, I will how everdoe my beſt, ro ſti- 
mulate (at leaſt) and provoke all lovers of their owne 
Countrie, to better and more perfect things : Each 
place ſhall be marked by number to find it preſently in 
the enſuing Table. The firft namber ſhall hold the de- 
grees and minutes of longitude, which will be found 
at the North or South. ſide. The laſt ſhall beare the 
numbers of Latitude, which will be found at the Welt 
or Eaſt fide. From thoſe tearmes and limits,following 
on this fide, the Meridians , onthe other , the Para- 
leles, upon the latitude, you will come unto the com- 
mon ſection and place propounded by you, of them 
that are inthe Indices of Maps,you wil know the fight 
by themſelyes. But if the names be not found in the 
propounded table that will be the fault of him , who 
firſt repreſented it, for which cauſe the deſcription of 
Principalities,and Lordſhips was not to be torgotten. 

And becauſe the Nobility holdeth the Gouvern- 
ment & Dominion of Provinces ; it will be both plea- 
ſingand profitable , tro know the degrees and proper 
conditions thereof, The higheſt, is that of an Empe- 
rour or of a King , which tollow in their ranck the 
Duke, Earle, Baron,and the 7ribunw military, called of 
the Low Dutch Bander-heer. As it were Lord of a 
Band,that is atrouppe, ſubjected under his Banner. Af. 
ter him goes the Knight,called of the French Cheva- 
lier,of the low Dutch Ridder, Laſt of all is the Squire, 
that beareththe marks 8& ornaments of Nobility, but 
hath not yet received the dignity of this order. There 
are 3 degrces of Earles : he thatis in the firſt is called 
of the French VYicomte, that is next unto his Duke be-. 
fore all other in privileges and authoritie , Ludovicus 
Guicciardin is of opinion, that he ſhould be called Bur- 
grave, It may be thatthis order of Earles hath ben 
thus diminiſhed as itis ſecne this day , bur at the be- 
ginning his authority was greater , as it appeareth 
in his deſcription. Inthe ſecond ranck is the Comte 
Provinciall, named of the Low-dutch, Landgrave: In 
the third the Marquis, Marcgrave, Theſearethe chiet 
degrecs and order that is hcld in the Government of 
each Country, There may be ſome difference inthe 
ſubdiviſion of theſe degrees, but they are more diſtin- 
oviſhed by their priviledgesthen formes of Govern- 
ment, 1 will ſet foorth rhe differences and Lawfull 
conditions of the order, I have propounded, as I have 
found itina French Booke titled /a Diviſion du Monde, 
deducing from the lower Nobility the creation of o- 
ther degrees , the properties whereof and order of 
Government may the better be cleared thereby. 

The Knight ( ſaith he ) or Chevalier, from a no- 
ble Squire, is thus made. After along times triall of 
his valourin the warres, if he hath ben in ſundry char- 

es, and have competent meanes to uphold the State 
of Chevalerie, being iflued of arich, great and noble 


family , when a batrell is offred or other ——

the Army or to ſome generouſe and valliant Knight 
char he defireth the order of Knighthood. Then af- 
terthe conflict, where he hath behaved himſelfe well: 
he ſhall preſent himſelte to the Generall or forefaid 
Knight, whome he mult pray inthe name of God and 
S.George to give him the badge and marks of the or- 
der, which heard the Generall ſhall draw his ſword, 8 
firike this Petitioner thrice , ſaying : I create thee 
Knightin the name of God and S.George, to main- 
raine the Chriſtian faith , and faithfully keepe the 
Church, Juſtice, the Widowes, and Orphans. But if 
he be poore, though valliant; he may not be admitred 
therein : Ifhe hath nor ſufficient revenues to conſerve 
the honour anddignitic of Chevalerie. 

The Tribunus militaris , ein Bander-heer is made of a 
Knight, if havivg for a great while followed the warrs, 
he holdeth lands enough and revenues, to wage 6 en- 
rertaine 50 Nobles, that is atrouppe, to follow his en- 
ſigne on horſeback: for none may plant his Cornette 
or Banner , if he can not bring in to the field at his 
owne charge,atrouppe of 5o Horſe-men at the leaſt, 
all Nobles and well maintained. 

The Baron may be made of a Knight or Noble 
Squire, when he hath in his Tenements foure Caſtle- 
ſhips, having high, meane , & lowerjurifdiction: then 
the King may give him leave to take up the Banner 
of a Baron, though not unleſſe he hath made proof of 
the greatnes of his valour inthe laſt warres. Thus by 
his firſt offices he is Knighted, by the ſecond a Tribu- 
nus mulitaris, and by the third a Baron, 

The Earle is the next aſcending, and firſt of all,the 
Fronticr-Earle,called Marqueſſes or Matc- grave, he 
may be created ſuch that hath two or three Baronies 
mortaiſed underone Dutchie, and may be created by 
his Duke in whoſe dominion he holdeththem. 

Then the Provinciall Earle, (which is Land-grave) 
is made ithe hath foure Baronies under him , whome 
the Duke may create or the King at the Dukes leave 
or cntreaty. 

The Vicomte (Prince Earle) may be made if he 
holdeth five Counties , or more, in one Dutchie , or 
joyned onetothe other, and may be created by the 
Duke in great ſolemniry by the Kings permiſſion ; 
whoſe preſence will make his principalitie the more 
honorable, 'The Earle that will be a DuKke,ought firſt 
of all, to have in theKingdome where heis to be cCrow- 
ned foure chict Earledomes, and in each of them 4 
other Counties or Baronies under the faith and pro- 
rectionofthem, ſoſhall he have the right andtitle of 
Ducall dignity : He ought withall ro be crowned by 
the King or Emperor, by whome heis preſented with 
a litle hatt enriched with pearles 8 pretious ſtones in 
the chief of his townes, and great aſſembly of Princes, 
Dukes, Earles, and Barons, in a great feaſt day , as 1s 
viuall arthe inauguration of Kings. 

He that will be a King muſt neceffarily have foure 
Dutchies, holding rogetherſubject unto himlelte, and 
in every Dutchie foure Cities, whereof he be onely 
Lord, in each of them an Arch-Biſhop , & under each 
of them 10 Epiſcopall Provinces, thus provided he 
ſhall preſent himſclte to the Imperiall Majeſtie as to 
his Soveraign Lord, or prevaile ſo farre by his Embatl- 
{ds that he may come and crowne him. 

This forme of creating Kings and other Princes 
ſeemeth new, for whilſt the wandring nations of the 
Goths, Vandals, Lombards , and other, who brought 
rheir Kings along with them , did not meaſure the 
Royall dignitic by the extent of lands , but by the 
ſtrength and multitude of people. The Duks them- 
{clvcs who were firft inſtiruded anno 569 by Longinus 
Exarck of Ravenna , then eſtabliſhed by the Lum- 
bards , were not choſen bur for their yalour and pru- 
dence in the managing of affaires: Add , that Pawlms 

AEmiir Jaith, that the Dukes and Earles,were ar firſt 
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committed onely to the keeping of townes and Gou- 
vernments of people, conditionally , that they might 
be depoſed when need and occaſion ſhould require : 
neither could the foreſaid Lawes of creating Princes 
be made or eſtabliſhed ſuch, ſince they meaſure and 
require the goods and tenements to be hereditary, 8& 
under ſuch & ſuch conditions : Becauſe the Dutchies 
and Counties were conferred by Kings and Emperors 
onely forcertain times , and upon conditions , which 
might be changed from day to day : But though the 
time of4uch inſtitutions can not properly be deter- 
minated., Itis notwithſtandin g probable,that the Mo- 
narks introduced and confirmed them under Ottho 
the ſecond, Emperor : or about the yeare of our Lord 
Io00 or a litleafter. For untill that Emperor every 
Prince according to his ritches power and ambition 
did aſpire unto a greater degree and dignity, and even 
tothe Royalty it ſelte, thus of one Kingdomeof Lor- 
raine, which extended from the Rhin unto the Eſcaut 
or River of Hont, was limited with the Seaof Friſe- 
land, and belonged onely to Lotharius Sonne of Lu- 
dovicus Pius, arefince proceeded and become many 
Kingdomes, viz. That of Burgundie, which is beyond 
rhe Mount Jura, extended unto the Alpes, compre- 
hending all Swifſerland , the Rauraci (thoſe of _ 
the Dauphinois, Savoyards, and Burgundians beyon 
Lara, & the Kingdome of Provence, which held like- 
wiſe part of Burgundie and Savoy , called fince the 
Kingdome of Arles,whereof alſo the Arch-Biſhop of 
Treves is called Arch-Chancellour and Eleour of 
the Empire: Beſides this, the Kingdome of Lorraine, 
held thar, which now is called Lorraine, and with it, 
the reſt betweene the Rhin, and Eſcaut, unto the Fri- 
{on Sea, and ſometimes called the Kingdome of Au- 
ſtrafia. Againe Charles the Bald & his Brother Lewis, 
did part this Kingdome of Lorraine betweene them, 
retaining each the title of King: I omit many other 
Kingdomes borne at the ſame time, as great mens am- 
bition lead them: but Ottho the ſecond having taken 


away the name of Kingdome, divided this Lorraine in 


new Dutchies and Counties as members cut of from 
the ancient body as faith Cuſpinian;8 having divided 
it 981 did firſt eſtabliſh Charles brother to Lotharius 
King of France , Duke of Lorraine as witnefſeth Ri- 
chard de Waſſembourg. And it ſeemes that fince that 
time this Arbitrary EleCtion of Kings and Princes 
hath ccaſed, by the card which Monarcks have had, 
to reunite and joyneall to their owne body, firme and 
naturall, according to the proportion & harmonie of 
the members with the head of a humain body. Ina 
word, to keepe the better order , for the future, in 
Principalities and magnaging of affaires, theſe Lawes 
were introduced in the time whichTI have mentioned. 
Thoſeare (Reader) the degreesof Nobility & dif- 
ference of dignities, Now, note how in every King- 
dome the Provinces bedividen, what is the forme of 
gouvernment, & with what proportion every thing is 
there diſtributed according to their degrees: what is _ 
the proper duety of every one, what habitude, report, . 
and conference one hath to the other, and principally 
to his chief. You will finde therein a notable harmo. 
nie, to the place and tranquillity, tothe ſtrength, and 
authority, pride and riches, vertue and wildome, to 
the Majeſtic of a Kingdome: the extent and enlarge. 
ment of limits, to varietie and incertitude, to the de- 
cline and deſtruction, orother thing whereunto one 
may tend, as formes of managing human affairesbe 
diverſe : that which you will finde or judge to fall our 
ill, obſerve whence it may proceed , that which you 
will ſce to have ſucceeded well, enquire after the cau- 
ſesof it : And thus will you: know the beſt forme of 
Policie , and will treat with better luck & profit, all 
that which concerneth Geographie. Aud to the end 
add here

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pular State or Democratie hath ever ben held turbu- 
lent, ſtormy, tull of broyles , & Ennemy to excellent 
and generous perſons. The French then, haveever 
moſt adviſedly choſen to leave the diſpoſition 8 con- 
duct of attaires rather to one alone whome they ſaw 
to excell the other in Prudence, courage, and vyertue, 
thento many of the chict or tothe multitude ir ſelfe. 
By reaſon that ſuch a perticular State may ſooner and 
more caſily prevent the Inconvenients,and when hap- 
ned, rxemedie them alone , then many together equall 
in degree and authority. Yet not ſo, that they have 
given an unbridled power,to doe all things according 
ro his owne will , but well limited with certain Lawes 
and conditions that there might be noe grownd for 
Tyrannic : as will be ſeene ſubſequently. Finally, as 
there is nothing among mankind that is ſolid conſtant 
and permanent , but all is corrupted & loſt with time, 
or changed with the courſe of ages. So 1s it with 
France, for though it hath alwayes ben a Monarchie 
yet it hath not alwayes ben guided by the lame forme 
of Gouvernment, which wee will make appeare ſum- 
marily and orderly trom the beginning of that King- 
dome, according to what wee have learned out of di- 
verſe authors. 

Such was the State of Gaule before that the Ro- 
mans had conquered and reduced it into a Province, 
thatit was neither wholly governed by one alone, nor 
the particular Townes and Cities under the Popular 
power, no more then the chiefeſt perſons. But was ſo 
divided that many of them were gouverned by the 
adviſe of the chieteſt , which there upon were called 
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free, & other acknowledged Kings over them. All ob- 
ſerved this old cuſtome to commons at acertainplace 
andday a Generall Counſell of all the nation there to 
adviſeand reſolve on that which concerned the good 
of all the State. Tacitus in his 3 booke numbreth 
therein 64 Cities , that is to ſay (as is underſtood by 
Czſar) Provinces , which did not onely uſe theſame 
language behaviour cuſtomes and quallities, but had 
alſolike Magiſtrates and Officers, as he mentioneth 
in diverſe places the Cities of the Heduans,Bourgun- 
dians,Arvernes, thoſe of Auvergne, & the Rhemiſh, 
Rheims chiefly. Now they called their Kings then 
(or rather Roytelets) choſe who had a Royall com- 
mand, not fora certain time onely,as the Magiſtrates 
of Cities, but for their life time, 8 perpetually,though 
but of a ſmall extent, whom cuſtome hath fince chan- 
ged in Dukes, Earles, and Barons. 

Thoſe Kings were not hereditary , but choſen by 
the people, forthe good opinion they had of their ju- 
ſtice, neither hadthey an infinite, abſolute, and difſo- 
lute power, but ſo bound by certain Lawes, that they 
were not lefſe under the peoples authority then the 
people under theirs : So that their Royalties were 
ſcarce any things elſe then a perpetuall Magiſtrature: 
for Ceſar nameth ſundry particulars whoſe parents had 


obtained the Kingdome, they werethen kept cloſe 8 


reſtrained by the authority of ſome principallOfficers 
choſen by the people, wherein Plato, Ariſtotle, Poly- 
bius and Cicero ſay , that the forme of a Common- 
wealth confiſteth. 

Now after that Gaule was reduced by the Romans 
in forme of a Province, her Kings were thus choſen & 
eſtabliſhed, for their vertue and Nobility, (according 
tothe cuſtomes of the German Kings ſaith Tacitus) 
by the peoples judgcment and election, of whome 
there are onely three races found , fincex200 yeares, 
wherein this Kingdome hath floriſhed, 

The firſt, of the Merovinges, which ifſued out of 
Merovee, have continued their tamilie by the ſpace 
of 283 yeares, 

The ſecond , of the Carolovinges, which ſprung 
from Charles the great extended their linnage by the 
ſpace of 337 yeares. 

The third of the Capers or Capevinges,which deſcen- 
ded of Hygh Caper , doe yet continue for above 600 
yeares to command in the Kingdome, For although 
the Aſſemblies of the generall States, & Great Coun- 
ſell of all the people hath ever had free authority to 
chuſe their Kings ; They have alwayes nevertheleſſe 
left thatprerogative unto the children of the decea- 
ſed Kings, and to thole of their bloud, tor the good 
eſteem they had of their Nobility (as the Germains) 
and the yertne which they reputed naturall in there 
Yet ſo notwithſtanding that it ſuch were not 14. 
yeares old , they could not be thereto admitted , but 
they provided themſelves of another that were of a 
Lay ful age : A Preſident whereof is ſeenc in C/ogio , 
Kingin the yeare of Chriſt 309. There be alſo ſundry 


examples that this Xingdome of France hath often- 
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rimes ben divided among many children of the decea- 
ſed Kings, by adviſe of the chiefeſt in the kingdome. 
And it the people having rejected the Sonne of the 
deceaſed did chuſe another , they left unto the reje- 
&ed for the maintenance of his ranck & dignitie the 
goods which were proper and patrimoniall to the de- 
ceaſed. The reſt which belonged unto the kingdome 
State or Crown was left unto hum, to whom the king- 
dome was given, as allo the things whichare ſaid Fiſ- 
call and publick , as deſtined , both tor the entertain- 
ment of his authority , and the remedy of ſuch acci- 
dents as might fall upon the State , of which ſorte arc 
the Dutchies and diverſe Counties , which likewiſe 
were aſſigned unto them,in the great Aſſemblies : It 
hath alſo ben evermore obſerved , that the dau ghtcrs 
of Kings ſhould be kept back trom the ſucceſſion of 
the kingdome, not by the Salique Law (as is, not well 
creditcd ) for it ſpeaketh of none but of the private 
patrimonie,neither of the Viets , nor the goods Allo- 
diaux, whoſe author was one Salagaſt,one of the chief 
of the kingdome, whence it tooke the name of Sali. 
que-: But the daughters being poltpoſed, the Crowne 
is deterred by the moſt eminent, to the Brothers, or 
Uncles,or Coſens, or other neare kindred : and thus 
much for the firſt point. Before the breaking up of 
the ſecond, it ſeemeth not amiſſe to repreſent in tew 
words the members of the kingdome, that preſide ar 
the eſtabliſhing of the King;the better to cleare there 
by the harmony which is betweene the head & mem- 
bers of ſo great a body. 

Abovcall, this is very remarkeablec that this Kings 
power, and the Orders of this kingdomeare ſounired, 
and reciprocally obliged with mutuall offices , that 
ſcarce any notable difterents can raiſe betwecn them, 
There are three kinds of principall orders, of which 
bath alwayes confiſted the ſolemne Afſembly,and ge- 
nerall Counſell of the whole kingdome. viz. 'The 
Nobility, the people, and the vulgar. Each of them 
hath accoding to his quality, his particular Lawes, and 
cuſtomes, with which they are ſerved, & are ſo bound, 
Joyncd, and incorporated to the generall body , that 
they cannot eaſily ruinate one another, or conſpire a- 
gainſt the Kings perlon. As tor the Clergy which may 
be pur 1n, for a tourth Order, though for the greatnes 
ot their mcanes and authority they may be placed in 
the firſt ranck; we will ſpeak of them attetwards. 

The Nobility of Fraice , or the order of the Nc- 
bles, and Chevalicrs , enjoyeth very great commodi- 
ties and privileges,whence proceedeth the great afte- 
Ction they bcare to their King, even to the hazardin 
of their lives tor his, & the good of the Country, for 
they pay notribur, they goc armed cvery where, and 
have meanes to live with honour,ſo that none of them 
is forced toany vilc or mercenary State , for it is not 
permitted them, unlefle they live at home as home- 
bred Sluggards , and preterre a qucfiuary husbandry 
toſuchexpence as ſhould bring them honour, and the 
amitie of every body , but it they will follow the 
Court, they have enough to entertaine themſelves 8& 
be honeſtly ſer forth : Becauſe there be many & ſun- 
dry charges & conditions inthe Kings traine,appoin- 
red to the Nobility alone , where they may ſpend a 
quarter of ayeare, and then returne to the pleaſure 
_ and husbandry of theirlands : They have all penſions 

from the King, wages , and yearely entertainements, 
with occaſions enough(which are oftentimes offered) 
to hope yet better things : the Princes, and others 
more eminent in the Stare, reccive alſo penſions from 
the King in acknowledgement of the paines they take 
in the managing of publickaffaircs : And reciprocal- 
Iy ſuccour the decayed Gentlemen , cither with their 
table at Court & ordinary maintenance, or with other 
mceanes required, Moreover the Kings doe keepec 
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| evermore great numbers of Cavalerie to exerciſe and 


breed up the Nobility, amongſt which there be many 
offices & honours diſtributed unto them , which con= 
tinues as well in peace as warre: The greateſt of the 
Nobility are provided according to their merit and 
quality, of thoſe charges of Cavalerie,ſome are Lieu- 
tenants, others Cornertrtes, others Archers , and thoſe 
which are unable to beare Armes ſerve the others : 1f 
there is noe warre, they may ſtay at home, where they 
may ſpare part of rhat pay which they have received 
inthe warrs: withall it is almoſt incredible, what great 
number of charges and offices there js in the rownes , 
appropriated to the Nobleſt, for ſome of them are 
Gouvernours of Provinces, others have charge ofthe 
Frontieres and limits of the kingdome, othersof Ca- 
{[tles and Forts, others of Townes and Fortifications, 
that I may not ſpeake ofthe higheſt offices,as Conſta- 
bles, Admiralls, Marſhalls, Great Maſters, Colonels, 
and others. Beſidcs,the Kings are wont to give yeare- 
ly penfions ro many Gentlemen that have no other 
charge then to wayt neare their perſons , which arc 
therefore called Penſionaris : whereby it appeareth in 
how faire and adyantagious eſteemthe French Nobi- 
Iity is held, and that not without reaſon, forit is the 
Nobility principally that maintaineth the Country a- 

ainſt their Ennennes, and by nature doth oftentimes 
excell rhe others. Such advantages likewiſe are di- 
ſtributed unto them as well tor recommendation of 
their Anceſtors vertue, as to be unto thema ſtinging 
gcad to runne on better and better, through the ca- 
reere of honor, | 

The other order hath likewiſe no ſmall benefits : 
Wherein arethe Marchants , who gaine and grow the 
richer, becauſe they may ſo freely traffique throw- 
outall France, and that the Nobles make no proteſ- 
ſion of Merchandiſe ; they goe forthe moſt part very 
well in clothes: Unto theſe alſoare given the charges 
of receiving keeping, and diſtributing the Finances , 
and even the States of Iudicature,and all that concer- 
neth the diſtribution of luſtice , whence ariſeth to 
them a great deal both of prefit and honour , for this 
Kingdome bearcth many kindes of Iudges , Coungel- 
lers, Advocats, Procuratontrs, Greffiers, and the like, 
tarre more numerouſly then all the reſt of Chriſten- 
dome , which is cxccedivg meet for thoſe that con- 
temning Marchandilſe or other callings apply them. 
ſclves unto this golden harveſt, In ſhort, this order 
doth ſo many wayes profit that it is envyed of the No- 
bility, though ir precedeth all others in dignity and 
fame. And many even of other conditions endeavour 
to thruſt in among theſe pecuniary men. 

The third order is of the Vulgar, and indifferently 
mixt multitude which make manufacture, and work- 
inanſhip of all kinds, and Country labour. Now, it is 
not fitting they have to much hberty, or be to rich, 
nor exerciſed in the warres: For fince all men, doc na- 
turally hate all kind of ſervitude, & affect toencreaſe 
their riches, they would preſently take up Armes and 
oppreſle their Principalls, which hath ſometimes and 
even of our age hapned in France, and elſewhere. Bur 
it is neceſſary that in every State there be ſuch orders 
and degrees to conſerve it , as wee ſee ina human bo. 
dy the weaker and ignobler members helpe and mini- 
ſter to the worthier. Neither have theſe { notwith- 
ſtanding) occaſion of complaining, or deploring their 
condition , becauſe that luſtice is equally diſtributed 
untothem as to others,and they are maintained inthe 
ſameliberty and freedom which they have received 
from their torefathers, they are alſo admittedto many 
officcs of State, in ſuch ſort , that by their labour , di- 
ligenceand vertue, they may aſcend tothe ſecond or. 
der, which may not attaine tothe firſt but by expreſſe 
fayourof the King who permitteth it to thoſe Ge 

he ſees 
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he ſees to have done or be able toperforme ſome me- 
morable exploit forthe good of the State : Which is 
prudently introduced: firſt , toconſervethe order of 
Nobility and Chevalerie entire , which diminiſheth 
dayly in purſuite of the warres, and ſcarce can beare 
up the burthen of Armes. Secondly,that men wake- 
ned by the object of ſo faire a recogniflance may 
ftrive by vertue, who ſhall firſt aſcend ro this degree 
nf honour. Thus, thoſe of the lower order aſpire to 
the ſecond, where being come;,they labour generouſly 
to reach even unto the firſt, Whereby ir happens, 
chat there is lefle envy and enmity among them, ſeing 
the path-way , and [pacious field opened to the grea- 
teſt honours, and on the other fide, the danger 8 pu- 
niſhment propounded unto thoſe , that will purſue 
them unlawfully and againſt the faſhion and cuſtome 
of the Country : But if the affays thereof were roo 
irkſome and ditficult,or that men ſhould deſpaire ever 
to aſcend higher , then the more couragious eyen of 
the lower State,would eafily find occaſion of change , 


and induce thoſe of their condition,to take up Armes 


againſt che greateſt: but the contrary is ſeene, 8 many 
even of the meaner ſorte are finally provided of faire 
eſtates. A point praCtiſed by the old Romans, that 
traced the way unto thoſe of the popular condition to 
aſcend unto the State of Chevalerie , whence after- 
wards they had an open entry to the dignity of the Pa- 
tricii and Roman Senators: Beſides this,you ſee there- 
in the orderof the Clergy common to all others that 
are attected thereto , tor it happens oftentimes in 
France, that ſome men even of the moſt vulgar re- 
comended by their learning and vertue attaine to the 
createlt honours , even of the Cardinalat and Papa- 
cie. A thing which enflameth men cxceedingly, to 
their ſtudies and practiſe of vertue. 

By all which as aforeſaid, it appeareth, how faire 8 
pleaſant is the connexion of the order of this Realme, 
whereof if one ſwarveth from his Duety , the remedy 
is at hand, forif the Nobility doth wrong the others, 
Juſtice correcteth it, whoſe authority is ſo great, that 
even all the Princes, hereof be they never ſo puiſſant 
are forced to ſubmitt themſelves thereunto. And if 
the people or vulgar undertaketh any novelty as is 
oftentimes hapned , the Nobility can eaſily by their 
powerand practiſe of Armes make them recant and 
repaire their offence, which hath coteined all in their 
owne duety, and make them to live quietly together, 
ſince they neither had cauſe, nor meanes to attempt 
any thing , 8 that puniſhment lyes at the doore of the 
delinquent : 'Thus they all unanimouſly love their 
King as the Author of ſo great happines, and when 
needis, doe moſt willingly obey his commands, and 
withall contribute very treely to the publick occaſi- 
ons: But if any private man miſtaketh himſelte here- 
in, there is preſent phylick for this diſcafe , which hin- 
drethir from going further. 

Thus you fee how properly this Monarchie is tem- 
pered, according to diſtributive Juſtice, governed un- 
dera King Ariſtocratically, that is , by adviſe of the 
principals, and democraticaly alſo, by the entermiſe 
of the people, ſfith the Offices & honours are alwayes 
open to the French, and this is the forme of the Com- 
monwealth ſo much recomended by ancient Philoſo. 
phers, by reaſon of the ſweet harmony and right tem- 
perature of the conditions thereof , wherein rhis old 
golden Law hath a place, Let the peoples good be for a ſu- 
preme Law. 

But to returne to our purpoſe , of theſe three or- 
ders they were wont to congregate on the firſt day of 
May, a publick and ſolemne Councel, called fince a 
Parliament, upon ſome important affaires. Where the 
King fate in a gilded ſeat as Preſident, under which 
were ſeated firſt of all the Princes, Lords and Officers 
of the Crowne, then the Depuries of all the Cities of 
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the Realme. 'The King was led at the entry of the Pa. 
lace on a Chariot, drawen by Oxen, driven by his 
Chartier, ſo ſeated by the Princes in his faid gilded 
Chaire (as is mentioned.) After whom every one ſate 
in his ranck,in which State and Sacrarie was called the 
Royall Majeſty. | 

The authority of this Aſſembly hath ever ben great, 
in which from the beginning of this State was princi- 
pally treated of theſe points. Firſt, of the Creation & 
Depoſition of the King: then of the peace or warre 
then offred,of publick Lawes, of the higheſt Offices: 
Magiſtratures,and Procurations of the Realm, of the 
Aftignation of part of the Royall Patrimonie to the 
Children of the deceaſed King , of the Daughters 
dowry termed in the vulgar German Abannagium, as 
a part cut of: In a word,ot all that which is called this 
day by the vulgar , State affaires: for (as I ſaid) there 
was no other conference about affaires of the King- 
dome,thenin this Aſſembly, Moreover,if any Prince 
or other illuſtrious perſon was accuſed of ſome fault 
and forteitur, he was called tothis place tobe judged 
onthe defence which he produced tothe contrary. 1 
the King himſelt intended to make ſome great cxpen- 
Ces, as to build a Curch or Monaſtery, he propounded 
it to the Councellto take their adviſe therein : finally 
the authority thereof was ſo ample chat even forraine 
Princes did ſabmitt the deciſion of their coatrover- 
fies, torhe ſentence they ſhould receive from thence. 

Now the Hiſtoriographers doe call this Councell 
Court, ſometimes Aſſembly, now & then Parliament, 
and at other times Placitum, Arreſt, becauſe that the 
buiſeneſſe in queſtion having ben well debared there , 
and conſidered,finally the Decree pleaſed the greateſt 
part. As the judgements and adviſes of Philoſophers 
werecalled by Cicero and others, Placita: whence this 
clauſe at the ends of Edi&ts & Mandats of the French . 
Kings, Quoniamita placitum eff , becauſe it hath ben 
thus decreed, ſeernethto have ben drawn, which is not 
now well rendred by the Secretaries Car zel eft no#re 

plaifir, or For ſuch is our pleaſure. 

There were alſo choſen Governours or Lieutenants 
of the State , who under the Merovinges were called 
Majors of the Kings houſe,that is Maſters of the Roy- 
all Palace that had ſuch power and authority as the 
Superintendents over the Gardes of the lmperiall 
Pretorium,who werealfo called Prefed7 encharged of 
the Govermnent of the Palace: Theſe having by the 
Kings drowſines as it were beleagred the Royall au- 
thority, did inthe end, (increaſed in power) ſeaſe and 
uſurpe it themſelves : tor as they managed almot all 
the greateſt charges , and commanded rhe Armies in 
time of warre, the Kings contented with the ſole and 
emty titles of Kings, livedin deliciouſnes and floath. 
In ſuch ſort, that this evill crept in ſo tarre,that under 
Childeric the 18 King, Pepin Major of the Palace,who 
under the Kings Authority had allready ſwayed and 
ended many warres, tamed and ſubdued the Saxons, 
did not refuſe the preſent occaſion of making himſelf 
King, ſeing himſelte favored of a vidtoriouſe and tri- 
umphant Army. Now this great authority ofthe Ma- 
jors began as 1 have ſaid in thetime of Clotaire the ſe- 
cond, about the yeere of Chriſt 588. to wit, on the 
130 yeare of the eſtabliſhment of rhis Realme» 

In ſhort, Pepin was promoted King,after the depo- 
ſing of Childeric, concerning which you may ſee the 
Appendix of Hunibaldus , or John Tritem. beſides 
Marfſil. Patay, c.6. de Tranſlat. Imperii. In this yeare 
(faith Tritem.) the heads of the Kingdome aſſembled 
upon the depoſing of Childeric the flothfull , held a 
Councell, and they all unanimouſly conſented , that 
Childeric ſhould be depoſed, as having neitherjudge- 
ment nor power tocommand, and that Pepin who had 
all the publick auchoriry ſhould be advanced in his 


place. Whereunto notwithſtanding Pepin would ne- 
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ver conſent before he had the adviſe of Pope Zacharias 
there upon, for certain reaſons (which he did alledge} 
moving him thereunto. 

In ſtead of this maſter of the Palace, the Conne- 
ſtables, Comites //abuli, ſeem to have ſucceeded: ln thoſe 
times, them were called Comtes that were provided 
of great eſtates at Court, and that in part governed 
the State, This Comte d'Eſtable was peradventure 
he, whom the Romans called Magi#ter Equizum, that is, 
that had the charge and conduct of the horſe-men, 


& to whom obeyed thoſe that had charge of the kee- 


ping of the horſe,who were commonly called Scarieri. 
The Germans call him Mareſchalcus, and hath at this 
time ſuch anauthority , as formerly the PrefeiFus Pre- 
70114, or (as I have laid) the Maſters of the Palace, un- 
der whom are atthis preſent 4 Mareſchalci or Magi#re 


Equitii, that decide the differences hapned in the warr, | 


and warlike employment. 


Since that, were created inthe time of Hugh Ca- | 


pet, (though all writers doe not well agree in their O- 
rigine,) the Peeresof France, for having deprived the 
true heire of his Crowne, he thought fitr to oblige un- 


to himſelfe by ſome new office the moſt eminent of 


the State, and itis generally beleeved that he effected 
ſome ſuch thing. 

Itisfaid , thoſe Peeres were choſen fortwo occaſi- 
ons: the firſt , that they might havethe charge ot the 
Kings Inaugurarion, or (as they ſpeake then) Inveſti- 
ture cf the Realme, that is to ſay , that they mighr 
adorne the King of his Habit, badge , and folemne or- 
naments inthe Aſſembly of the Princes , and moſt e- 


minentin the Kingdome : and to doe Juſtice it any of | 


the chiefeſt were accuſed of telonnie, or other capi- 
tal crime: for as formerly thoſe differences were made 
cveninthe generall Councell (as I have ſaid) and thar 
fince , under the Capets , that cuſtom was referred to 
the Parliament of Juſtice, to whoſe judgement rhe 
Princes not willingly ſubmitted themſelves, itſeemed 

ood to theſe ſecond Kings, the better to ſecure their 
affaires, toeſtabliſh this order and afſermbly ot Peeres, 
beſides the Court of Parliament, which was ſince cal- 
led the Court of the Peeres, 'The order and number 
of whom , hath notwirhſtanding oftentimes ben va- 
ried, for they have not allwayes ben twelve , ( as ſome 
beleeve, but ſometimes more, and ſomerimes lefle , as 
the King pleaſed, who diſtributed the degrecs andad- 
vantages : which may be proved by ſundry examples, 
as the dignity of Petre was conferred to diverſe Prin- 
ces, and by their adviſe ſome others ot the principalls 
of the Kingdome even Biſhops,jwere added, Finally, 
forreine Kings & Princes were enrolled in their num- 
ber. 4 
And though by the inſtitution of theſe Peeres, as 
alſo that Hugh Capet made the Charges and dignities 
as Dukedomes and Earledomes of temporall , perpe- 
tuall, rogaine the hearts of the chiet of the King- 
dome did not lefſen and (flily) not alitle diminiſhthe 
authority of this Generall Councell , although the 
whole buſines proceeded with the adviſe of this aſ- 
ſembly : Yet notwithſtanding, other important aftai- 
res depended ſtillof the formet order of this Coun- 
cel, which is the ground of Budeus 8 Charles du Moulins 
ſaying, that the right price and raifing of money hath 
allwayes remainedin the peoples power. 


That warreis memorable , which the principalls of 


the Kingdome animated by the continuall and daily 
prayers ofthe Commons, were reſolved to undertake 
for the publike good againſt King Lewis the 11. Nei- 
ther oughtthat generall Councell held at Tours un- 
der the ſame King, the firſt day of April, anno 1467 to 


be forgotten, wherein was concluded that 36 diſcreet 


men ſhould be choſen of all the orders for Surveyors 
of the State, that ſhould reforme it, and take heed to 
the Right and Juſtice, towit, 8 of the Clergy , (which 


| 


was then allready become an order) as many of the 
Nobility, and as many of the Iuſtice & people : which 
the King did ratifie by his letters in forme of an Edict, 
teſtifying that he would be pleaſed with all that ſhould 
be ordained by thoſe 36 perſons for the good and ho- 
nour of the Kingdome, 

Such was in generall the forme of governing the 
Realme untill che Capevinges , and wee have rehear- 
ſedthe charges of the officers of the Kingdom, which 
they that adminiſtred were properly called Admini- 
ſtrators of the Crowne and Kingdome, Officers or 
Wiſe, as were indeed thoſe, who ( as wee have faid ) 
made the Publick Councell of the Realm, and like- 
wiſe the Peeres of France;the Conneſtable, Admirall, 
Chancellor, and High Treaſurer,or Super-intendant 
of the Finances. There hath alſoever ben Councel- 
lours and Officers to the King that ruled his particular 
affaires , and ſerved himas ordinary Miniſters of his 
perſon, as are Chamberlaines & other Officers of the 
Court and Kings perſon, 

Beſides thet! charges, inproceſle of time, other 


wereinſtituted, namely for the Iuſtice as are the Par- 


liaments and Souveraign Court; for itis to be noted , 
that till che time of the Capevinges the forme of mini- 
{tring Juſtice tothe parties, was timple,caſy,and ſhort; 

by reaſon of the few differences and ſuites that were 
then among the French, which may be gathered by 
King Lewis the ſecond , ſurnamed Riche, (reigning a- 
boutthe yeare 123 3.as the Lord of 1ozvile writeth in 
his life) who decided & diſpatched torth with the dif- 
terences of the parties that came , and complayned to 

him, or elſe in cauſe he were buily referred them to 
ſome of his traine , who made an end of them imme- 
diately: And that at theexample of orher Kings his 

Predeceflours, namely of Charles the great , who de- 

termined of ſuites as they were putting on his ſhoes : 

and indeed one of the Layes of his Capitulary,beare: 

That onr Comiſ{ioners,and Sentme'a give notice to the Com- 

tes and People, that wee intend to ſit one day by inevery 

weeke to heare the pleas and differences of parties. But at 
length the malice of 1aen waxing greater, the number 
of ſuits increaſed ſo much , that they were forced to 

drefſe up a bench expres 8 ſedentary: Such as was the 

Palace of Paris under Lewis Hutin,or(as others think) 

of Philippe le Bel, about the yeare 1292, Then they 

multiplied ſo much the number of thele tew Iudges & 

Councellers, that they made of chem three Courts of 
luſtice,and ſundry roomes. 'The great Chamber, the 
Chamber of Enqueſts , and that of Requeſts. But in 
the yeare 1522, the King Francis, the tirſt increaſed 
the number of 20 new Councellours , of whom was 
made upthe fourth Chamber: and himſelte anno 1543 
added yet others 20. Furthermore, this Aſſembly of 
Judges was not in former times perpetuall and conti- 
nuall, as itis this day, but aſligned and indictive tor a 
certain time and Place, ſignified by the Princes adviſe, 
who onely had power to ordaine it. And commonly 
on S.Martins day (the 11 of November) he gave no- 
tice by a publike edit, that he graunted power to the 

Judges to meet, and begin a Parliament, which thing 
was called an opening of Juſtice or Parliament , thar 
had ceaſed untill then. 

But the authority of this Councell and Parliament 
advancing by litle and litle, increaſed ſo farre,that noe 
Edict, Mandat, or Royall order, had any force or au- 
thority: if this Courtof Parliament bad not counſel- 
led, orat leaſt approved itin their Aſſembly , for after 
their approbation it was to be verified and regiſtred in 
the Regiſtrie ofthis Court , then publiſhed upon the 
place, and thence in all parts of the Kingdome where 
it was needfull. Neither was there any Officer of note, 
or Magiſtrat in the whole State,cithercivillor milita- 
ry, that wasnot admitted, approved and authorized 
byit, and made oath unto it to performe his _— 

well, 
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well, ere he did medle with this charge, ſince it was 
not Lawfull roappeall from thisCourts Arreſts, which 
were immutable as ſacred and perpetuall. In a word, 
all the power and authority which the generall Coun- 
cel or Aſſembly of the Generall States had ſometimes 
had, was in the end transferred to this Court. 


But now, when the King doth deliberate 8& ordaine- 


all in his Privy Councell, it is converted ina forme,of 
Councel of ordinary Indges,and is no more employed 

in the affaires of the Realme. It is ſtated and fixed at 

Paris , the authority thereof is ſtill very farre exten- 

ded, and hath more power, then all the other Parlia- 

ments, which are now ten in number throughout all 

France: Each of them dealeth with all cauſes both ci- 

vill and criminall , and men muſt reſt on what ſhall be 

there reſolved. That of Paris hath yet more,that it is 

honored ſomtimes with the Kings preſence,ifany very 

important buſines hapneth , either concerning warre 

or peace;as alſo that the Kings Agrements,Covenants, 
Treaties, and whatfoever toucheth the ſerling & con- 

ſervation of the State is there recited, approved, veri- 

fied, and enroled in the Regiſter of that Court, which 
is kept by them. Thus, thoſe matters which were of 
old , and from the beginning of the Kingdome of 
France-Gaule, referred to the publick Aﬀemblies of 
the States , andafterwards (them being aboliſhed) to 
the Senate or Parliament of Paris, are at this preſent 
trans-ferred tothe King only, and thoſe whom he will 
take tor his Councell. Buttoproceed. 

Thereis another Conncell, called Great; compo- 
{ed of the Aſſembly of the true Princes 6 principalls, 
both of the Kings traine and Kingdome, in which un- 
der the Kings Charles the 7, and 8. was only treated of 
publick affaires, and that which concerned the good of 
the Kingdome ; but the time and difſolute number of 
ſuites, have very much impaired the eſtabliſhment 
thereof: ſo that Charles the 8. was adviſed to make an 
ordinary ſettled Councell of 17 Councellers , which 
King Lewis the 1 2. hath ſince encreaſed to 20. adding 
thereunto the Chancellour for their Prefident, in ſo 
much that under King Francis the firſt, the dignity of 
Chancellour was turned to that of a Preſident, and or- 
dained , that they ſhould attend no other cauſesthen 
extraordinary , that ſhould be referred unto them by 
the Privy Councell, and the appeals of the Provoſt of 
the houſhold. 

Befides the forcſaid ten ordinary Parliaments , and 
the Great Councell, the King holdeth yet a Privy 
Councell, which is ordinary and perperuall following 
the Kings perſon, & is not commonly employed then 
inthe attaires of the State and Kingdome, though it 
be now allmoſt converted in a bench of ordinary luriſ- 
diction, attending oftentimes to the cauſes of rownes 
and Parliaments, and ſometimeseventothe leaſt cau- 
tes of perticular perſons, in ſuch ſorte, that very emi- 
nent Lords withdrawne to ſuch occaſions , have in a 
manner pat by all thought, and knowledge of publick 
atfaires, and thoſe that concerned only the wellfare 8& 
manutention of the Realme. \ hereby all rhe carke 
and Governement of the State ſeemerh to be fallen 
on the King himſelfe and bur on tewof thoſe which 
are ordained to that end , of whom confſiſteth the 
Councell Privy and of State. Wherein are delibera- 
ted and reſolved the greateſt bufines , upon which it 
was allready adviſed in the Privy Councell,and that of 
the Finances, provided they be ſuch as require the 
Kings expreſle knowledge. Allthe Benefits , Letters 
and Mandats of the King are there ſigned , Commiſh- 
ons diſpatched : al the Expeditions of other Princes, 
Kings Lieutenants, Preſidents, Captaines,8 others are 
there opened and communicated, There are recei- 
ved their propoſitions and anſwers, which afterwards 
are giventothe Secretarics of State, 


There is moreover another Councell, commonly 


called des Finaxces, which bath charge of the Kings 
and Realmes treaſure, whereunto are adjoyned the 
Intendents thus rearmed , les Secretdires des Finances : 
Item the Treaſarers.

- 4a neceſlary to fix a right convenien- 
Cic, and proportion of the degrees 
of longitude, with the degrees of the Meridian or la- 
titude : for which cauſe ( the immediately enſuing 
Map conteining but tew degrees of latitude,) I have 
reduced this proportion, allmoſt to the middlemoſt 
parallele of the Map , thatſuch as is the reference of 
this parallele unto the Meridian, ſuch likewiſe might 
be the proportion of the degrees of longitude to this 
ſame parallele, inthe degrees of the Meridian orlati- 
tude, Thus,all the Meridians are then between them. 
ſelvesparalleles : But when there was many degrees 
of longitude , becauſe there hapneth in the paralleles 
above and beneath a great difference of proportionto 
the Meridian, to the end that the juſt conveniencie 8&& 
ſymmetrie of places ſhould not be too diſtant fromthe 
truth: I have choſen two paralleles allmoſt equally 
diſtant ofthe middle and extremes, to whoſe confide-- 
ration and report, I have made the Meridians rules, 
Indices,and defignatives of the degrees of longitude, 
which then arenot Paralleles, but according to grea- 
ter orlefſer diſtance, which the conceived and ſetr pa- 
ralleles have betweene themſelves, doe more orlefie 
mutually turne, or encline towards them,and towards 
the middlemoſt Meridian ofthe Mappe. I have ſhe- 
wed upon Ptolomees Geographie , how this rule and 
deſignation of Meridian may be tound : You will 
finde the degrees of latitude and longitude marked 
onthe ſide of every Mappe , for the moſt part of la- 
titudein both the ſides of the Mappe , bur of longji- 
rude above and beneath , fince according to the uſu- 
all faſhion of Geogtaphers the upper part may be ſetr 
to the North. Bur it the Country to be deſcribed is 
more extended betweene the North and South, then 
betweene the Eaſt and Weaſt : then, ofrentimes wee

ſett up the Weaſt : However, the Eaſt and Weaſt - 


ſide will alwayes ſhew unto thee the latitude : the 0. 
ther, repreſent the degrees of longitude, Every de- 
gree is divided in 60 parts, called minutes, and fome- 
times in one, if the greatneſſe ſutter it: orin two,or in 
five, or ten. 

This ground being laid , I have followed the beſt 
deſcriptions in the repreſenting of every Country. 
Wherein hath much turthered me theKing of Spaines- 
worthy Surveyor and Geographer Chriſtian Sgro- 
thenius (a great travellor,) who hath better and more 
largely deſcribed that which he hath undertaken, as 
alſo the moſt ſedulous Geographer of his faid Maje- 
ſty, Abraham Ortelius, who hath moſt liberally com- 
municated unto meeall his beft Cardes, though he 
had the ſame defigne which Lhad: I willnot forgett 
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the others in their places that have helped me elf- 
where, tothe end the Reader may know the honour 
which they have meritted by this [mace , and that I 
may not appeare ungratcfull towards them. Further- 
more, I have carctully conferred all that I have rccei- 
ved & found elſewhere, thereby to make the deſcrip. 
tions more pertec&t, One onely thing is (notwithitan- 
ding) wanting, which I much deſired : Ir is an exacter 
number ofthe chicfeſt places, thatis much defeCtive 
in the Maps heretofore printed : which the Reader 
will excuſe, whom I pray to helpe us therein, and to 
cclebrate the Nobility, and Politick order, as alſo the 
names of places,ſfights, & qualities thereof, which will 
be tohis honor, Thelitle rounds doe note the true 
fizht of every placc,and from thence their diſtance is 
to be taken, Then there are markes whereby places 
may be knowne , Bare villages by bare rounds , when 
there is nothing worth the note. The Caſtles & Forts 
of note are marked by a litle hook upon the round & , 


| Monaſteries by a crofſe 4 , The Townes have com- 


monly two towers. The Hamlets of Nobles one. 
Wee have obſerved this as farre as it hath ben known 
a:d aſlured unto us: Other thingsare eaſy enough , 
and every man may ſupplie to the defects he may ob- 


{crve therein. It any defireth to know the longitude 


or latitude of aplace, where the Meridians are Paral- 
leles, he wil know it taking a paire of compaſſes which 
he ſhall extend from one fide of the Map unto the o- 


ther, If you have raken the diſtance from the Eaſt- 


fide , the compatſles will ſhew you of this fide the de- 


| greeand minute of the longitude into the Northſide. 
- If you have taken the diſtance from the North, even 


ſoit willnote unto you the latitude to the Eaſtſide : 

But whenthe Meridians are not Paralleles , the lati- 

tude of the place will be found in this manner. But in 

Univerſall Maps where the Parallelcs be round and 

circular, the diftance of the place, taken of the next 

Parallele, will ſhew you the ſame in the Eaſtſide. Now 

the longitude muſt be taken with a thread or ruler ſett 

upon the place, and often turned, untill, that the ſame 

minute of the ſame degree be marked on both parts, 

as well on the North as South parr, and then ſuch asit 

may be will be the longitude of the place itſelfe. The 

miles or milliaria are different according to the diver- 

ſenes of the Country, 1f therefore you will compare 
them that you may know them , referre them by the 

compaſles to the degree of the Meridian,and look by 

the revolution or rerurne of the compaſſes how many 

miles will be therein comprehended, you will know 

how many miles will make a degree, either for one 
Country or for another. You will finde the German 
miles (x5 whereot make one degree) fourefold to the 
Common Italian , and almoſt twofold to ſome of 
Sueveland and Weſtphalie. 

Sometimes you will meet with a line having alitle 
Cercle thus g . ,It ſignifies the name of the place, 8 
is inſerted there that none ſhould doubt of the name 
of ſomeplace, in the preſſe and conſtraint of places 
which are ſometimes pretty well crowded. 
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Wo moſt mighty Kings have for the moſt part obtained Gaule. That of Spaine the Lower |

of France, which comprehendeth the greateſt part of Gaule, is ſubje& unto the French King, 
the Metropolitane whereof is the Citieof Paris. This is the chiefdiviſion of this Realme in its 
membres and offices. Wee will uſe therein the vulgar termes.

Sure it is, the terme of Ga/{ia was very farr extended 
under the Latin writers, as it will appeare z Poſtel and 
Arrias Montana ſay that the Hebrewes call it TJarphar. 
Ar preſent it is called France of the Franci, a people 
of Germany neare the Rhin, that toke it by force of 
aries, and there erected the State, which hath ſince 
ben called the Kingdomeof France. The Grecks tear- 
med generally the Garlozs Celras & Galatas ; which 
were alſo called Gomerite, as Ioſephus is of opinion. 
Thus much for the name. Next follow the ſite and 
quantity which I will repreſent by its limits, /ongitude, 
latitude and circnit, As for the limits , to take France 
in the ſtate wherein it is this day. On the North 
whence it regardeth the Lower Germany they limit it 
with a line drawn from Callice unto Strasbonre that 
leaveth on the left hand the Country of Artors, Hay- 
zaut and Luxembourg : andat the right hand Picardie 
and Lorrarze , and on the fide that it looketh towards. 
England , with Oceanus Britannicus , On the Weaſt 
it is bounded wirh the Ocear ſea, caſting a grear golphe 
in Aquittaine, On the South (the fide with which it 
joyned Spaire, )itis limited with the Pyrencan mounts, 
and where itis leſle ſtraitned and larger it is bownded 
with the Mediterranean ſea. Laſtly on the Eaſt the A/- 
pcs doe ſeverit from 7talie, like as the mountain 1ura 
divideth it from Sw»iſſerland,; and the Rhin from Ger- 
manie. And all this Kingdome, if taken in aright line 
from Eaſt to Weſt, from the Ifland of the French Iu- 
ri{diftion Heyſiant (ſometimes called Sera) oppoſed 
to the laſt ſhore of Brittaine in Fraxce , unto the brims 
of Rhin hath ſom what more then 300 French leagues 
in length. Or elſe if men will meaſure the length 
thereof according to ſome, taking it from the Weſt 
to Eaſt South-Eaſt, from the Iſland 4/dernay of Nor- 
mandy, unto Nice, they will find it 3 3o leagues, The 
breadth thereof, to take it from the moſt Southerly 
parts which are towards the Mediterranean ſea as farr 
as the towne of Cala, isabout 220 leagues , and the 
compaſle of all France is above 1020 leagues. The qua- 
lity tollowes, the greatelt cauſe whereof are the Cl;- 
mates. It lies under part of the fi:th, under the whole 
ſixth and ſeventh and part of theeight between the 
degrees of latitude qr & 52, of longitude the zo and 
38, And although it be moſt commonly ſubject to 
the North winds, it ought notwithſtanding to be ac- 
compted for one of the beſt Provinces of Europe, for 
the wholeſomnes and good temperament of the aire 
thereof.Claudianus ſaith it is of a moſt happy conſtitution: 
Czxfar (lib. 3. Coment. Civ, Bell.) moit wholleſome , and 
(2. Bell; Gall.) a moſt fruitfull mother of people. Szrabo 
ſpeaking of the Auverenatsand others, T hat land is for 
the moſt part plaine, now & then ſwelling with litle hils, & 
between them of moſt pleaſant valleys, both very admira- 
ble, for the plenty of fruites and other things found theree 
The fields well laboured doe luxuriale with the aboundancie 
of corne & wheat ; Strabo ſaith moreover that it produ- 
ceth great ſtorc of Core , Millet and Acorne. Nothing is 
there reſting except that which forreſts, & fennes doe 
hinder. It aboundeth in good wine which is commu-

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nicated partly to the Brittons, Normans 8 Picards,part- 
ly to the neighbours, the Germans, Nether landers , En- 
glich & others , unto whom the couldnes of the aire, 
hindreth the fruitfulnes of vines. Strabo and Athenens 
ſay 1t hath had mines of gold & ſilver; They are thought 
to be exhauſted at this time; The ground which is not 
otherwiſe imployed, produceth all kinds of flocks of 
Beaſts, & of paſturage to feed them , whichis the rea- 
ſon that here is allwayes ſeen ſo great quartitie of fleſh, 
milk, butrer, cheeſe, wools & every other like things: 
The French bad all the Gaules peaceable , under King 
Clours, who was the firſt Monarck of all Gazle, and did 
firſt of all profeſle the Chriſtian faith,and firſt uſe in his 
Armes and Enfignes the three flowers de Luice, ſent fro 
heaven (as 1s reported, to make his ſucceſſors carry 
them ; His ſucceſſors were, either by a right or col- 
laterall line , Childerick Clotaire the firit , Chere- 
bert, Childerick 2. Clotaire 2. Dagobertthe Grear, 
Clouijs 2. Clotaire 3. Childerick the 3. Theodoric 1. 
Cloujjs 3. Childebert 2. Dagobert 2. Clotaire 4. 
Chilperick 1. Theodorick 2. Chilperick 2. who in 
the 12 yeare of his reigne,and of Chriſt 75x. by theau- 
thority and command of Pope Zacharias, unto whom 
Pepin had accurately repreſented the ſhamefull ; un 
worthy , and vituperable life of this King , was depri- 
ved of the rightand power of Royalty, and ſhutt upin 
a Cloiſter there to end his dayes : In whoſe ſtead was 
preferred to the Crowne his accuſer, Pepin, ſonne to 
Charles Martel, Grand-child to Pepin ſurnamed the 
ſhort; of Great Maſter or Major of the Palace, that he 
was before : His followers were Charles the Great, 
Lewis the Meek, Charles the Bald, Lewis the ſecond 
ſaid the Fambling , Lewis the third, and Carloman. 
Charles the fatt , tude , Charles the ſimple , Raoul of 
Burgundy, Lewis d Outremer , Lothaire, and Lewis 
the 5 laſt of the race of Charles the Great: who being 
poiſoned , the Crowne was by his death transfered to 
Hugh Caper, the firſt French , Eatle of Paris, 8 titu- 
lar Duke of the French & Burgidy. Unto Caper ſuc- 
ceded Robert the Devout, Henry 1. Philippe 1. Le- 
wis 7 yet yog, Philip 2. Godgiven & Augult, Lewis 8. 
S. Lewis 9. Philip 3. Philip 4. Le Bel, Lewis 10. Hu- 
tin, Philip 5 le long, Charles 4 le Bel; unto who (dead 
without iſſue male) was ſubſtiruted Philip 6 de Valois 
ſonne to Charles Earle of Valois; who had for his ſac- 
ceſſors Tohn of Valois,Charles 5 the wiſe, Charles 6 le 
Bien-ne, Charles 7. Lewis 11. Charles the 8 ſurnamed 
Crook back, Lewis 12 ſonn to Charles d Orleans,Fra- 
Cis de Valois 1. ſonn of Charles Earle of Angouleſme, 
Henry 2 de Valois, Francis 2. Charles 9, Heary the z, 
who being murdered witha litle knife by one Iaques 
Clement Iacobin as he preſented him a letter, had for 
his ſucceflor publiquely & lawfully pronunced Henry 
the 4 of Bourbon, fonn to Antony de Bourbon, Earle 
of Angouleſme, King of Navarre,moſt Chriſtian King 
of the Gaules; unto whom (maſſacred by Francis Ra- 
vaillac) is ſucceded his ſonne Lewis 13. Now the 
French are aCtive, and ready to the warres, of whoſe 
warlike valor, it will not be amiſſe to hearewhat $1r4- 
bo writeth who was a moſt learned man,a Capadocian 
borne, bred a Grecian ; of a grave judgement ſayou- 
ring the Antick, a Romi Citizen, 8 a great Trayellor. 
All the Nation (faith he) of them who are now called Gau= 
lois 8& Galates, incenſed to the warregis of 4 couragionſe (þi- 
rit, ready to the combate,of a mind otherwiſe honeſt, ſimple, 
& abhorrent of evill maners ; And therefore provoked by 
ſome diſpleaſure , doe unite themſelves & fall couragiouſly 
on the ennemy without feare or regard of any danger.None 
is ignoritin what terror the Romans, Greeks, 8& Aſia- 
os had the name of Gaulois ſince they went out of 
their Country to wards Apollo Py1hirs, whoſe Temple 
& Oracle, (fo famous throughout all the world) they 
ran ſacked at pleaſure, took , ſacked & burned rt 
belea- 
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belceagred, & ranſomed the Capitole, builded diverſe 
rowns1n Iralie, Milan, Come,Brefſe, Bergome, Trente, 
and Vincenze : Even in ouragethe Duke of Bourbon 
rooke Rome. But now, Gaule is not ſo farre exten- 
ded as formerly , for that part of Italie, which is fited 
betweene the Alpes 8 Ancone, was ſometimes called 
the Ciſalpine Gaule, at preſent, Lumbardie. And a 
great part of Belgick, is this day attributed to Germa= 
ny, which belonged unto Gaule, according to the de- 
ſcription of Ceſer, Prolomee , and other auncient. For 
Ceſar divideth the Tranfſalpine Gaule, which P/zxi4 na- 
meth Comata, S Ptol. Celto-Gallia, in Celtick, Belgick, 
and Aquitanicke: and Pzol, propoundethus Gaule di- 
vided in 4 parts, that is, in Aquitanicke , in the Lyon- 
noiſe, in the Belgick, and the Narbonnoiſe. They li- 
mitcd it with the Pyrenean mounts, the Rhin , the O- 
cean, and the tops of the Alpes : In this time, all that 
is after Calais regarding the Eaſt is attributed onely to 
Germany: and the Germans alfo doe appropriate unto 
themſclves all thar is on both che banks of the Rhin. 
The prime townes thereof are Paris , Marſeille, Nar- 
bonne, Lyon,PoiCtiers, Thoulouze,Bourdeaux, Tours, 
Angers, Orleans, Nantes, Rouen, Amiens, Bourges, 
Dijon, and other whereof afterwards. Gaule hath no 
Lack of Lakes: of which the moſt renowned is that 
which was aunciently called the Leman Lake, where- 
of there is an expreſle Carde,about a quarter ofa mile 
trom the towne of Auvergne : Beſſe is a great hill,bea- 
ring a large Lake ſo deepe, that tis ſaidit cannor be 
ſounded , no water is perceived to flow into it, and 
itany thing be thrown therein, there will inſtantly be 
beard a thunder, and thunderbolts & lightnings ſeen, 
accompanied with haileftones and raine. Not farre 
from thence is ſeene a Cave, the entry whereof is 
round, it is called Creux de Souct. AS alſo an Abyſmmus 
the bottome whereof can not be ſounded,where like- 
wiſe enclining youreare,after you have thrown a ſtone 
init, you will ſuddenly hearea deaf ſound, with a mer- 
vellous great claſhing ſomwhart like to a thunder heard 
a farre off : and in Summer, there is heard ſome noiſe, 
though nothing be caſt therein: it is thought that they 
are winds that thruſt and ſtruggle together, The Abs- 
zacin or Avitaciy Lakeſonamed of Avitws againſt Cler- 
mont in Auvergne, itis ſo lively repreſented both on 
the right and lett hand by Sidon. lib.2. Epiſt.2. that hee 
{ccmerh toſpeake of it now newly. As for the Lake 
Rubreſe , 1ce Pomp. Mela lib.2. inthat chapter where he 
deſcribeth /a Gaule Narbonnoiſe. France is likewiſe de- 
lighredin Rivers, which (great & ſmall)are innume- 
roulc in her: the chiefeſt are the S$cize,the Loire,the Ga- 
roane, & the Rhoſne. It ariſethin the Dutchy of Bur- 
gundy in Alſets quarter,drawing a litle above aleague 
to the Northſide of the Dorp calledS. Seize , by two 
brooks enterlaced with two Villages Bi{j and Perriere. 
Having viſited and cut out many quarters , townes & 
villages, Paris alſo, whereunto it formeth a faire Iſland, 
and then ſerved Roan,the head of Normandy,entreth 
largely enough in the Engliſh Sea, bur yet maketh 
there ſome currentsand tides, ſomewhat dangerous to 

Scamen, which ought to take great heed thereof, the 

Normans call it moſt commonly 4 Bare : for as ſoone 

as it hath caſt it ſelfe into the Sea, it flowes and runnes 

back on a ſudden againſt the nature of other Rivers, 

yea alcenderh with a terrible noiſe unto the height of 
a pike. Ignorant, and unexpert or idle mariners, can 

not but looke for great dangers there. The Seine re- 

ceiveth in her courſe many Rivers , the moſt renow- 

ned whereof be the Marre , Ozſe or Ayſe , the Hyne or 

Eſne. The River of Marne, to the Latins Matrona ifſu- 

cth out of the Faxcilles (a hill a litle above Langres) and 
paſling by 1anville, $. Didier, Chalon, Dormant, 8 Meaux, 

and receiving ſome Rivers of leſle fame, as le Saxr, 

Boiſe, Ourk, and Treſme , mingleth it ſelfe with the wa- 

ters of Seine at Charentons bridge neare unto Paris. 
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Oyſe (Eſta) ſprings of a place aboye Guiſe towards the 
Eaſt, not farre from the Village of 0zgny.: It paſſeth 
through Picardie, and watering Guiſe,la Fere, Compiegne, 
S.Maixant , and ſome other townes. It doth exone- 
rate it ſelfe into the Seize neare Poiſſy , alitle below 
Pomoiſe. The River Aiſne ( Aixona ) is unto Ceſar a Ri- 
verof the Belgick Gaule, upon the skirts of the Dio- 
ceſe of Rheims. Itſpringeth in Barrois below Cler- 
mont neare the Dorp Souilli. I mentioned the Loire 
in the ſecond place, called by Czfarand Ptol. Ligers, 
at preſent Loire, and Lezre; the head thereof is in the 
Village of Velay, at aplace termed 1s Foxt de Loire: it 
is greaterthen the other, & therefore with reaſon cal- 
ledthe Father of the Rivers of France, The waters 
thereof are cleare and pure, having traverſed a great 
deal of land, (S:rabo faith, it did ſometimes ſeparate 
the Celtes fromthe Aquiraines) looſeth it (elfe in the 
Weſterne Sea, neare Nantes, by an overture of all- 
moſt eight leagues broad, yet dangerouſe by reaſon of 
ſome ſmall banks of ſand, which encounter there : A- 
bout aleague and a halte more inward. arethe Rocks, 
called Porcelets. This River receiveth many navi- 
gable ones: the Rivers of Alter, le Chair, Yienne, and 
Maine. Th Allier ( Elaver) ariſeth above Clermont , and 
breedeth a greater quantity of fiſh then the Loire, 
though it be not lo great. The Chaty paſſeth thorough 
Poitiers, Vienne fitteth ChaZeleraud, fome call it Viane , 
others Yignane: Maine is called in Latin Median. The 
Garonne tolloweth, which ſeparateth the Gaules from 
the Aquitaines,Srrabo 4 Calleth it Garunas, Ptol. Garina, 
Frontin Garonz#a. It retaineth yet this name from the 
head thereof unto Blaye, a Caſtle where the Roman 
rongue beginneth, but from thence ir is called Geroxde 
& Gironde, Having run through diverſe Countries, & 
paſſed rhorow Tholouze and Moiffac, & from thence to 
Bourdeaux , it caſteth it ſelfe in the waters of Oceans 
Aquitanicus, with a mouth allmoſt two leagues broad: 
At the opening, whereofthe Mariners comming from 
Sea, arefaid to be preſented with Rocks called ſes of 
Bourdeaux , becauſe that their noiſe and lowing are 
ſomewhar like the braying ofthoſe beaſts. The Ship. 
pers of the Netherlands name the North part of thoſe 
rocks, Noorder-Ezel, the South, Zuyder-Ezel. Over a- 
gainſt the land of Medock , atoweris elevated ſome- 
what neare the old by the command of Henry the 3. 
at the Country charges. Which ſerveth of a nightly 
fire and Lanterne to direct the ſhippes to avoyd thoſe 
Aﬀes, and hold the right courſe, toenter well this Ri- 
ver,wherein els roo many ſhips areloſt. It is called /; 
zour Cordan,whereon is ſet a Sentry (thereunto appoin- 
red & waged) to make 8& maintaine the whole night a 
great fire fora ſignall to the travellors and mariners. 
The Garone receiveth many Rivers navigable as the 
Tarntothart Country people, Tar to the French : the 
Gers: Old}, 'Old,or I'Olt: la Dordoigne , or Dordonne , a 
great navigable River, which cedeth bur litle to the 
Garone and other. 'The laſt place I appointed for the 
Rhoſne, tothe Latins and Greeks Rhodanrm, the natu- 
rall name is /e Ros. Plinins ſaith it to have ben named 
of Roda, a Colonie in thoſe parts : 'The ſource of it, is 
not very farre from that of the Daxube, the Rhin, Arole, 
Ticinand other, which are ſeene to ifſue of the Moun- 
raine Brig, itentreth in the Lake of Geneva, at the 
Dorp Neut-ville, and paſſeth through without looſing 
ſcarce any thing of his colour, then commeth foorth 
at the towne of Geneva, whence this River is varied 
according to the diyerfity of the places it covereth, 
untill that (increaſed with ſome Riyers and Brookes, ) 
it doth precipitate it ſelfe into the Mediterranean Sea 
neare unto Arles in Provence, diſburthening ir ſelfe 
therein by ſeyen mouthes (faith 4polon. inthe Argon:) 
by five,(according to Diodorw and others, )three ſaith 


CArtemidorime, in Strabo, Plinius and Ammian. Burt Strabo 
ſaith that Polybius held but two onely. Pcol. and Tit. 
6. I Livyius, 
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Livius, many; very adviſedly leaſt they might be re- 
prehended of alye: thoſe of that Country reckon five 
and more: Gras Neuf,Gr4s d Orgon,Gras Paulet,Gras grant, 
Gras d 'Enfer,Gras de Paſſon: the laſt whereof is called by 
Flinii Mafalcotick, becauſe it draweth nearer unto Mar= 
ſeille: by Polybius, Maſaliotick, and makethir the firſt, 
by reaſon of Marcelinus and Antonin their degrees, 
by whom alſo theother mouths were named degrees. 
The Rhoſne receiveth the Arva, Soane or Soxe,(Araru) 
the {ſere, Droume , and Dwrarnce : bur letthis ſuffice for 
the Rivers. France hath onthe Northſide the Nor- 
man or Engliſh Sea, andon the Weaſt the ſame, ſaid 
Aanitanick, on the South the Mediterranean Sea : both 
wldch have made there diverſe gulphes: on the Wealſt 
the Aquitanick , is greater and more remarkeable , 
Lucanus calleth it Terbellicus Ancon. In the bayes of 
the Norman Sea , are the townes of Dieppe, Conſtance, 


Cacn, Cherbourg, and other. In the Mediterranean 15 | 


the Sinm Gallicus,or Gallaticia , which is twofold, great 
andſmall. The great is that where the Rhoſne pow- 
reth his waters. M.Porcius Cato calleth it Anguls 
Gallicres , Gauliſh Angle, or Corner, Titus Livius, Iy- 
ſtin, and others, Galicus Sinus. Thelefle is ſet by Stra- 
bo, at the Promontorie or Cape of the Pyrenean hills 
named Aphrodiſium, or of Yeni, Mela calleth it Salſa, 
Salted, Antoninus maketh alſo the Sin Camblacitanms 
towards the Narboniſh Gaule: Ir had likewiſe former- 
ly, and hath yet now ſundry good havens and harbors , 
whereof Lucas Carterus ſpeaketh amply in the fitth 
and following cardes. The chief be Sraliocanm, Vinda- 
#4, Brivates, and other knowne , & mentioned by an- 
cient writers. Ptolom. Sralzocay, is held by lome ro be 
S.Paulde Lyon in Brittaine , by others Roſcon, which [ 
thinke the trueſt , becauſe this is the moſt commodi- 
ous and ſureſt. For thoughit hath an Iſland before it , 
called J/e de Bas, the entrance and roade (notwithſtan- 
ding) are theeafieſt, and more then ſeven fathomes 
dcep. The other is empeached, and as it were barred 
by Taurus (itis an Ifland with her Caſtle named the 
Bull at the mercy of whoſe Gardes they mult paſle,) 
encompaſſed with infinite rocks, as well hidden as 
diſcovered very dangeroulſe, if men be not acquainted 
withtheentry. Not farre from thence in the ſame 
Country towards the South, you meet with having 
doubled the Cape Gobee (S.Mathieu) Yizdana, Porr 
and harbor , called at this time Feuſtzers or Congque# , 
Bref# by Iovins, but not rightly, Peol. ſeateth there the 
port Brivate, which beareth almoſt the word Breſt, and 
afterwards placeth the port Secor, now Luſſon or Lux- 
0#, then Sautonum port#s , the haven of the Santos or 
Santongeors , which Yille-neufve nameth Rochelle, The 
hills and Forreſts follow : as for the firſt , France 1s 
more hilly in ſome places then other , the higheſt 
Countries, be the Dauphine , Provence, Savoye and 
Burgundy. Anjou's Mountaines are extended fo farre 
as Brittaine and Poictou. The moſt remarkeable of 
Gaule are to the Auncients Cebexna, Yogeſms , and Inra: 
Cebenna (quoth Czſar) ſeparateththe Arvergyes (thoſe 
of Auvergne) from the Helvians,(thole of Yivarets ) To 
Plinii it is Gebezpna, to Lucan. and Auſon. Gebenne: Ge- 
bennicito Mela: the right name ſaith Scaliger 7 Epiſt 
ad Merulam is Cebenna , per C. and that now it is called 
Hontaignes de Cebennes and Cevennes: 1o that it were 
better read in Ptol. and Strabo Cement, and Cevenne 
in ſome Latins, Ccbeane to Vinet, to Nozoren, to Vil- 
le-neufve, (Mountaines of Auvergne.) Part whereof 
make that of Tarara, which men muſt paſſe by, going 
to Lyon; at the top of which there is a ſtone hewed , 
andthereupon the Merchants ſetr thoſe that have nor 
yet ben at Lyon, commonly called /z Chaire de verite , 
(the Seate of truth) for they are forced toſpeaktrurh 
whetherthey wereever there before,or no; and there- 
fore pay their welcome to their company. Yogeſ# 
3015 tO Ceſar 4. de bello Gall, Lucan.r. Pliny and others, 


(the Mountaine Yaxge.) It is ſaid Pocerm or Yocetins, 
bar falſely in Tacitus x.Hiſtor. & elſewhere, as others 
have allready noted it. Under the name of Alpes, 
Strabo deſcriberh it lib.q. at preſent Mountaine of 


| Faucilles, and yetotherwiſe, It ſeparateth Burgundij 


and Alfatz from Lorraine. And giveth us the Maze , 
ſaith Czar, and manyother Rivers , which flow into 
the Rhin. The place whence the Moſelle doth iflue, 
is called &azzer, which Ortelius ſaith he hath ovt of a 
ſmall bookof Great Grubertus, where the Rhin is de- 
ſcribed : Adding thar this quarter is called Z/aje in 
French, and Auf der Stay, in the Chorographick card 
of Lorraine, ſedulouſly guided and atchieved by John 
Scyllius at the charges and by command of thar Duke, 
and that nothing , quoththis Scyllius, is producedin 
thoſe places, beſides the herbe named in French Caba-

Lebetie, but not in great quantity ſaith Munſter. 1ur4 
if I make itof France or Germany, is faid to beginits | 
raiſe, inthe confines of Baſle neare the Rhin, over a- 
gainlt Waldzhut , very high and upheld by many great 
Rocks, Cxtar, Plinius and others mention ir. Ptol. 
calls it /araſſms,Strabo Iuraſizs and Tora, the Naturalls 
name it diverſly according to the places where they 
findir, Nearethe Caſtle of Haſburg, hard by Bruges, 
(a ſmall towne thus named in High-dutch,of a bridge 
ſcene there with one onely Arche, on the Rivercalled 
ate Arr) it.is called Bozzberg, of the Dorp Borzey, ſeated 
with many orher at the foot of the Mountaine. Mun- 
ſter, $cadus;Lazius and others,are of opinion that this 
portion of Jura, is the Yocetw or Fecertins of Tacitus. 
Yet Ortelius doubtethnot to read it Yogeſi, of which 
wee have ſpoken: inthis ſame part of the Mountaine 
isa great Valley , ſaid Fick:thal, of the next Village. 
Thereare yet other dales, Laufen-thal and S.lmers-thal, 
and other like, of all which notwithſtanding none paſ- 
ſeth, beyond the Mount : If you are minded to goe 
thorow that way,you muſt every where goe upa great 
height. Now betweene the Saoxe and Farſpurg this hill 
is called Schaffmat,which ſigaifieth ſheeps medow. Be- 
tweene the towne O/en, and the Provoltſhipof Hum- 
berg, it is tearmed Nzder-hauwenfein , Low-heuwed - 
ſtone; for the way there, is traced by the intercutting 
of the Rocks and ſtones. Betweene Walnburz and Bal- 
fl it is called Ober-hauweyſtein , upper-hewed-ſtone, 
where the wagons and carrs loaded are led down this 
Mountaine, with great cables that keepe them up. 
Drawing towards the Weaſt, it is called Waſſer -fal, 
that is, tall of waters. Going further , the Savoyards : 
call it allmoſt by the old name, 1urten. The branch of 
it extended towards Baſle about a mile from the towne 
againſt the River Zrſe, is called Bloywen , and waxeth 
much in height and difficult acceſſe, ſo farre as Dels- 
perg , where it reaſſumerh his plaine : Proceeding yet 
turther towards the French Monaſtery called Bellele, 
it groweth yet, then is lowerand more remiſle by the 
ſpace of a mile, from whence retaking its abr and 
moſt irſome ſlopenes,it extendeth ir ſelte on this man. 
nerfrom Eaſt to Weaſt, which (ir is ſaid) Iulins Czfar 
hath made paſſable through the hole that he cauſed 
to be diggedthorow the rock in forme ofa gate,which 
Pierre Port , others Pierre portug , accurately deſcribed 
by Munſter, teſte Merula , who faith he hath paſt that 
way. - 
By this Fontein, the Poet meaneth the River Byzſe, 
which there iſſueth out of a rock with great aboun. 
dance of waters. Onthat fide, the Mount Jura dra- 
wing tothe South-weaſt , advanceth betweene the 
Suiflers and Savoyards, whom he looketh towards at 
the South-eaſt , and the Burgundians, whom he lea- 
veth at the North-weaſt; hence it is that Czſarin two 
places lib.z. faith , that this-Mountaine ſeparaterhthe 
Burgundians from the Suiflers , accoaſting many and 
ſundry Lakes , the chief whereof is that of Geneva, 
where 
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where farreand wide, called the Mount S.Claude, it | 


doth finally reſt , at the meeting of the Rhoſne. I 
have ſpoken of the Pyrenean Mountaines in the de- 
ſcriptionof Spaine; I will ſpeak of the Alpes, when I 
ſhall treat of Italie. There be many Foreſts, yet not 
bigg nor too thick, much leſſe, hideous with bryars , 
thornes and buſhes. In the Country of Maine , are the 
Foreſts of Ferſay, Longoulnay , Perſs, Sille, Charnay , Au- 
dain, Maine,Conciſe. ln the Low Brittany , the Foreſts 
ot Boftblanc,Toriant,la Gnierche. In Poictou theſe woods 
Mouliere, Dine, Broſſe,Ligne,and other : In Berry Roberts 
Foreſt, &c. In Anjou, thoſe of Loxrſaye and Marſor. 
The whole Boulonnois is almoſt covered with one 
Wood: the Pavells whereof are the woods of Sureze, 
Celles, Haraelot, Dalles, Bowrſin, In the Vermandois not 
farre from Peronne, are Recoigne and Bouhan, In Picar« 
dic, the woods of Bane, Beauuen, la Fere,Conſfi. Lorrai- 
ne hath no want of them: Warned Walds,le Banbors , Bots 
de Mondon, Heyde, S. Bevoiſt, la Voyge, Mortaigne, Doſtyne. 
Burgundy beareth ſundry Forettieres, and ſmall Fo- 
reſts, the names whereof have miſſed mee, as likewiſe 
of the other of Gaule : But above all the Foreſt of 
Orleans is of beſt eſteem, it being of alargerexrtent, 
then any other of France, and that of Fontaine-bleau 
paſſe-time of the French Kings,as is not ſeldome that 
of Montargis. Ardenneis for the moſt part ſeated in 
the Netherlands , and therefore is to be deſcribed 
there. Claudian, calleth it Gallicam,and Czſar lib 6.de 
Bello Gall: he greateſt Foreſt of all Gaule: becauſe it ſtood 
ſometimes in the Belgick Gaule, As for their devo- 
tion , not only old manuſcripts , and ancient tokens : 
but the Churches alſo and other places, deſtined to 
Religious ſervice, as it were ſowed in ſundry partsof 
the Kingdome, ſufficiently decleare, that the Gaulois 
have ever ben addicted to Religion, and the French 
were of the firſt that embraced the Chriſtian faith , 
which of all others, have ever kept and maintained it 
with their beſt power, In Paris alone are ſeen 69 Chur- 
ches, the chiet of all whichis the Cathedrall, named 
No#tre-Dame the foundation whereof was layd by Phi- 
lippus Auguſtus, anno 1091, and animouſly proſecuted 
anno 1257, under King S.Lewis,ſo thatit became one 
of the moſt famous wonders of France: it is upheld 
with 120 pillars , the length thereof is of 74: the 
breadth of 60 the height of 100 paces. The Quire 
is all of trecſtone, artificially expreſſing divers ſtories 
of the Old and New Teſtament, the circuit of this 
Church conteineth 4.5 Chappells, all latticed of yron: 
It hath 11 gates. In front, there are three, having two 
doores, out of which are ſeene imboſſed the auncient 
pourtraitures of the French Kings. Atſides,are ere- 
ted two mayne Towers, ſquare, repreſenting rather 
Forts, then Stceples. The greateſt bell named Mary, 
takes op twenty men to ring it,and ina calme,and ſtill 
weather, is heard 7 leagues of, Itwere an infinite bu- 
fines to ſpeake of rhe Churches of this Citie, & other 
parts of France : as likewiſe of the Abbays, Commo- 
nalties, Monaſteries, Hoſpitalls, Spittles , and other 
Retreats of Poore and Orphans. As for the Caſtles, 
Palaces, Howles of pleaſure,and the like belonging to 
great men, it is better to paſſe them by , then to ſpeak 
roolittle of them. The Univerſities are numbred by 
Mercater, of all which have iflued and iflue dayly; (as 
of ſo many Troian horſes,) innumerable flocks of Di- 
vines, Lawyers, Phyſitians , Philoſophers , and other 
Profeflours, which were tedious for me to ſum up; in 
a wordtherefore : The French Nobility (which is at 
preſent very numerous ) plyeth ſo els to learning , 
yea excelleth ſo much in all arts and diſciplines , that 
there is no Province in the whole world to be prefer- 
red unto them herein : You will ſee there ſome chil- 
cren of the greateſt and moſt eminent, labour dili- 
gently night and day , without intermiſſion , in their 
ſtudies: There be ſome that will diſcourſe ſome houres 


together (tothe amazement of men) of any ſubject 
whatſoever ex tempore,without any delay , by awon- 
derfull order and methode. There are alſo many and 
ſundry Libraries, the chiefe whereof isthe Kings, and 
that of S.Y;Forat Paris ; to omit the other , furniſhed 
with ſtore of moſt rare books printed and manuſcripts. 
Concerning their manners, and cuſtome , Diodorus , 
Strabo and others, witneſle that the Gaulois are of a 
quick ſpirit, and not averſe from learning: Simmachus 
praiſeth them in ſundry places, tortheir ſtudiouſnes. 
M.'orcius Catolib.2, Origin. in Charifius Sofipater: 
Mo part (faith he) of the Inbabitants of Gaule pourſue af- 
ter two things, with great care and induiiry, Warre and Elo- 
quency. | 
Strabo makes them of a ſimple nature, neither in- 
clining nor bending to any wee (aremarqueable 
vertue ofthe ancient Gaulois) Lulianus the Emperour 
an Eye witneſle herein, aſſured , they knew not what 
flattery was , bur. lived and haunted fimply and treely 
with all men alike , acknowledging only Venus the 
Goddefle of Matrimony , and Bacchus the Merry- 
blade, tor the ſame buſines; As for the contraryes unto 
theſe , wee ought not to heare them, bur as raylings , 
{coffes; and meere injuries,the fruits of wicked ſoules: 
For who (having compared the ancienteſt writers re- 
port, & the manners of theſe French at this time)will 
admit of what Servius ſaith, that rhe Gaulois fre dull, 
and heavy ? that, as Julius Firmicius reports, they are 
fooles and dizzieheaded,; Iulianus himſelte, forgetting 
ina manner what he had ſaid before, calls them ſots, 
beaſtly,clowniſh, rejecting all civility; and Polyb. that 
they care not for arts , or learning ; and that himſelfe 
with Diodorus, Athenaxus and Clemens Alexandrin, 
faith they are of litle faith, addifted to gluttony and 
drunckenefle.. Titus Livius with Polyb. brands them 
with the note of ſoft, andeffeminate, Melaof cove- 
tous of gold and filver,proud , ſuperſtitious: Solin, of 
Lyars,vaine men andidle-praters; Plutarch in Pyrrho, 
tearmesthem unſatiate of filver. Nevertheleſle, it is 
to be confeſſed that many vices arecrepramong the 
French by the Commerce and haunt of other nations. 
Florus lib. 3.cap. 10. ſpeakes thus: No man will ſay 
Gaulois doe fight according to the meere naturall 
vertue, miſcent Fraudem. Amian. lib. x 5, faith , they 
are quarrelſome; Diodorus reprooves them for intem- 
perancie of ſpeech, and that they ſpeake ſhort, and 
words ambiguous of purpoſe, and were delighted to 
preach their ownc vertues, paſling by other mens: full 
of threatnings, revilings,and ſelfe conceit- This glo- 
riouſnes was alſo noted by Strabo. Such was the brag. 
ging of Divico the ſuiſſer, who extolling the Helve- 
tians warlike valour , reproached unto Czſar their vi- 
Ctory over the Romans,& bad him take heed, he were 
not an occaſion that the place where they were then, 
might not be denominated of his deteat. Thus Yer- 
cingetorix vaunted openly, that he would make an afſ- 
ſembly of Gaule, unto which the whole world would 
not be able to reſiſt. As for the Religion and facred 
Politie of the old Gatilois, wee ought not to make a- 
ſtand ro that which Cicero ſpeaketh , zhaz rhe Gaulors 
have not any zealtoreligion. Livius is rather to be cre- 
dited , who profeſſes them pot zo be negligent or idle in 
matter of Religion. And Ceſar , who belt knew this peo- 
ple , ſaithit zo be much addicted unto Religion. Above all 
other Gods they worshipped Mercury (ſaith the ſame Au- 
thor) whom they held to be the firſt founder of Arts, 
and guide of Travellers, as alſo that he had an cſpe- 
ciall power oyerall traffick, and was preſident inthe 
Lucre,Max. Tyrius makes the Cel:a5 to have worſhip- 
ped lupiter whom they honored , and marked with the 
higheſt oake, Sr. writeth that Diana had a Temple in 
Marſeille, Plz. ſay that Diana was reverenced by the 
Gallo-Greeks, but a marble found ſince, ſhewes thar the 
Gaulois worſhipped yet another Diana, vyhich they 
6. I 2 called 
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d'Ardenne, Lucan. & Min, Felix report that they had 
other Gods, named Zfe , or Heſe, Teutate , and Tarand. 
But many learned men hold that they were the ſame 
with Mears, Mercury , and ove: Auſon, nameth one 
Belenus for God of the Gaulois,who is called by Hero- 
dian in Maximinis Belis : which was happily the Tibi- 
lene of Tertullian. in his Apologetick, called by the 
Greeks Apollo. They adored alſo one Abeliio of whom 
Ioſeph Sclaliger in Auſon. lib.x.cap. g. noteth , there 
was ſome monuments in the Covents of the 9 Nati- 
ons. Lucian likewiſe in Hercule Gallicano , ſays they 
worſhipped Hercules Ogmianus, They adored(ſaith 4- 
thenem) turning themſelves at the right hand, they ſa- 
crificed men to their Gods, namely to Mars , as Czfar 
witneſſeth in theſe words : When they are reſolved to 
ht, they altott him , what they shall take inthe warres , 
they ſacrifice all the Cartel taken, and bring all the reſt in one 
place: Mountaines may be ſeene in ſome Counreys covered 
with heapes of ſuch things conſecrated , and it hapneth but 
ſeldome that any one in contempt of Religia dares hide in his 
owne houſe things thus taken,or take away that which ts there 
fert : there being a grievous punishment againſt thoſe that 
#nfringe this caſtome. Wee readallmoſt the ſame things 
in Diodorus Siculus, Minutius Felix averreth likewiſe 
that the Gaulois offred human ſacrifices to Mercury : in 
ſo much that it had ben better if they had not had any 
knowledgeat allof the Gods, then to take thoſe tor 
Gods, who were onely appeaſed by mens bloud, which 
ſacrifice they held moſt folemne. Now this uſage of 
men among the Gaulois , hath nor onely ben intheir 
ſacrifices but in Divinations alſo: Strabo faith that tne 
Gaulois were wont to ſinite with the ſword the back 
of him that was to be ſacrificed, 8 that upon his ſtar- 
ting they preſaged of the future accidents. Terrullianmn 
l. de Anima ſaith, they were wont topaſſe whole nights 
by vaillant men: foto receave the Oracles : But there 
was not among theſe ancient Gaulois, any Lawfull fa- 
Crifice , without their Draydes, faith Diodorus: they 
were the moſt famous Prieſts of Gaule. Thus much of 
the manners of theſe men in religiouſe matters , ſee 
wee now their cuſtomes inprophane. Titus Livius wri- 
teth , they were wont to goe armed to their Aſſem- 
blies. 1»thers (ſaith he , ſpeaking of the Gaulois) was 
ſeene a new e# marvellous ſight, they came tothe Connſell ar- 
med , for ſo is the manner of that people. Plutarch writes , 
that the women deliberated of peace and warre , and 
that their reſolution was followed : And $rabo , that 
they had this cuſtome,ifany one interrupted him thar 
was ſpeaking in the Aſſemblie there was an officer that 
came to threatne him with a naked ſword , and bid him 
keepe filence, which if he did not for the firſt time, he 
did the fame the ſecond time, and likewiſe the third 


time, andif the Officer found this Interrupter obſti- | 


nate,he would cutt away ſo much of his Caſſock, thar 
the reſt was of no uſe. Cxfar obſeryeth that upon 
ſome remarckeable Accident , they cauſed it to be 
knowne ſtraightwayes all over the Country , by great 
cryes,and hootingsfromone place to another,by men 
ordained to that end. D#odorys makes the Gauloiſes 
faire and of equall ſtrength and height with the Gau- 
lois. fruitfull, and well-bred, happy as well in the brin- 
ging foorth, as inthe bringing up of children : Like 
lervices were among them as1n other Nations. Mazy 
(ſaith Czfarlib.6. laded with debts or 200 many impoſts, or 
overwhelmed with the rigour of great men,make themſelves 
Servants of ſome Gentlemen , who have the ſame right over 
them , which they have over Slaves. Bur yet they were 
more kindly dealt withall by them, then by the Ro- 


mans, forthe Gauliſh Lords had theſe in ſome reſpect 


nearetheir perſons, and were well ſerved by them in 
tim= of warre. They uſedearthen diſhes ſaith Diodo- 
r,thick, and ſ[trewed of ſundry flowers therein pein- 
red. They ate their meales, nor fitting upon ſtooles, 
but on the ground, upon Wolves or Dogs-skins , or 
(as S/rabo ſaith) upon beds, & were wayted on by chil- 
dren, They fate commonly by the fire , where were 
pets, and ſpits full of good meat, eſpecially Porck 8 
bacon, as well falt as freſh, and all other kind of fleſh : 
but for the molt part(faith $rav0) milk was there inter- 
mingled. Plinii (laith [ib,22.cap. ultimo)that they made 
a kind of Portion, with fruit diped in ir, to foxe them-- 
ſelves: D#odorm affirme that they made a drink of Bar- 
ley,which they called (Zitham)Biere, And another with 
water and hony. As for theirclothes : they wore Caſ- 
ſocks or Coats faith Strabo, heavy and woven of thick 
wooll , and called them Leres. And Plinii lib.8. cape. 
{ſaith , they divided thoſe coats by certaine plaits , to 
make more ſhew. Now thoſe plaits, or rounds, of Plz. 
nii, are Plinthia to Diodoras, by which is underſtood ,as 
loſephus Scaliger meaneth, that whichthe French call 
at this preſent Lauſarges, quaſi Laurenges, of the leaves 
of Bay-rrees. They wore alſo very large and round 
Britches, which Tacztes calleth a Barbarous clothing. 
Weeread in $rabo,that in ſtead of a gowne,or caſflock 
without ſleeves , the Gaulois had one opened with 
ſleeves hanging downe to their very bottocks and pri- 
vities, of which kind of apparell there is yet ſome re- 
liques, which the vulgar call Palerrock, or Palt-rock. 
Hee faith alſo they wore rings on their fingers : where- 
upon Dziedorss alledgeth nothin g,but Pliny ſaith onely, 


they wore them on the middle finger. Finally, the 
French people give themſelves at preſent, to all kind 
of rrade, liberall and mechanicall arts, they are adyen- 
turouſe, and hardy, and goeall the world over, cither 
fortrade or warre. 
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THE COVNTIE OF 


BYLLOIGNE 


Withthe Earledom of Guynes, and the Baronies of Ardres & Fien- 


nes, Together with the Biſhoprike of 'Terouenne or Morins, 
which in Spirituall matters acknowledge the ſaid Lordſhip.

zz, HE Counticof Bulloigne (Zo- 

P=22d&/| 20:4, & Boloniain Latin;) is 
Bil indifferentlarge, allſandy, of 
aſand & gravell, ſaid burning, 
whenceſome ſuppoſe ir to be 
derived of Bowillir to ſeeth; 
which is ridicoulous. This 
Countie is named of the 
towne of Bologne, Vpper & 
Lower, and hath her beginning arthe Montaines of 
S. Inglevert, *tis extended inlength, unto the river 
Canche; in breadth, unto the Lake of Tournohen. 
It was cntitled an Earl-dome inthe reigne of Char- 
les the Bald King of France, and art the ſame time, 
S. Paul, Oye, Guines, and Artois were honored of 
the ſame titles. In this County, are many townes 
and villages, amonſt other, Bologne, the Vpper & 
Lowcr; The Vpper ſituated on a high place, was 
bura Dorp before the Engliſh beſiegedir; The Lo- 
wer ſited on a plaine is bathed ſome times with 
the ſca, they are far aſunder about roo. paces. Di- 
verſc name Bopoxta, in this part of the Gaules. Bo- 
onicnſe oppidum (faith a Panegyrick author to rhe 
Empcrour Conſtantin,) isnoted among the Provin- 
ccsand Cities of the ſecond Belgique. Atthis time 
it is comonly called in French Bowloigne. The Ne- 
thcrlander come ſomewhar ncarer the old name, 
calling it Benner. Yer in the oldeſt times Scaliger 
(in Epiſtolaad Merulam) forin 4rſozio he ſhewerh 
that in ſome quarter this rowne reteynerh yet the 
name of Geſſozre, and with him Papire , Maſſon, 
Leland, Ortcl &orhers, arc of opinionit was cal- 
led Gefſoriacnm; which is confirmed in Peutingers 
mapps, in which wee rcad Gefforiacum, now Bo- 
nonia; and in Antoninus, whoafligncd unto it the 
fifteenth Legion , & elſe where Gefloriacum Por- 
rum, & Portum Geſſoriagenſe. In Prolomec Giſlo- 
riacum, a haven of the Mourins: The Panegyrick 
unto Maximilian calls it, Geſſoryeza , and allmoſt in 
this manner, in ſome Exemplarics of Antoninus, tis 
rcarmed Geſoricia. Hereof writherh Pompon. Mc- 
la. Thcy are exrended unto the utmoſt Morins, a 
pcoplcof the Gaules, and know nothing better then 
a port named Geſloriacum; Thus Sucton. in Claud. 
cap.17. wherc he ſpeakerh of the Princes expedition 
in Britany; And therefore being gone from Mar- 
{cille, unto Geſloriacum by Land, 8&c. Others be- 
lecuc this haven nor to be that Geſfloriacum. Iohn 
Talbot rather thinks it Calais, others S. Omer, Tur- 
ncbus, Vicus Soaci; Boetius,Sluyce; Hermolaus Bar- 
barus, Bruges ; Biibaldus, Gant; Cenal maketh Gel- 
foriacum Porrum to differ from Gefloriacum Nava- 
le, ſaying rhe firſt ro be Bouloigne, the Larter Caſlel. 
Burto leauc this, Godefroy firſt Chriſtian King of 
Hieruſalem was of Bulloigne,ſonne to Euſtarius Ear- 
le of Bulloigne, & Duc of Loraine. Neare Bulloigne 
was the port & haven of Itium. Thoſe that hold 
that unto Prolomce it be Calais, are ſufficiently dil- 
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| proued, forhee having put the Ouverture of Seine 


into the Sea, firſt of all, brings in Itium Promontorium 
or CappelItium, then G:ſſoriacum,a haven of the Mo- 
rins; whencethe rowne of Calais is about rwenty 
miles diſtant. 

Velſerusis of opinion that Geſſoriacum is thePort 
Itium , which ſome belecue to be S. Omar, as well 
for the old name rhereof Siziew, quali Sins 11, as 
for the lite of thatplace, which being low, & other 
coaſts notwithſtanding cloſing the rowne, intimate 
this place to haue ben ſome times a very large Baye, 
orgulpheof ſea: Learned Camden, aman well ver- 
ſedin the knowledge of this Hiſtory, ſhewes in his 
Britaine, that the Port Itius was ſometimes in the 
place now called 77ithſazncare Blaver; Others may 
indge of it. To this County of Bulloigne ſucceedeth 
the County of Guynes, divided from the County 
of Oye by a great Channell, that pafſerh thorow 
the rowne of Gayzesand makes the Country allmoſt 
impregnable; Guynes is the chiefe rowne of this 
Countie, dividedin two parts, the one ſeatedin ma- 
riſhes, the other in dry plaine,ſtrong 8& muniſhed by 
the nature of the place, which King Herry the Se- 
condtoock fromthe Engliſh, having ſenthis Army 
there under Francis of Lorraine Duc of Guyſe An- 
no 1558. Mcierusis very large in his Annales of Flan- 
ders touching the right & pretenſions of the Da- 
nes upon this land of Guines. There be allo other 
roWnes , Hartincourt , Penplinge, Conquelie, Port Nealy: 
This Countic hath within her two Baronies, towit 
thar of Ardres, & that of Conrtembrone, thus cal- 
led of their rownes; then the Baronie of Fiennes. 
Twoleaguesfrom Ardres drawing towards the ſea, 
you may ice Calazs a ſtrong towne both by arr & na- 
rure, ever held one of the keyes & gates of Fran- 
cc; firſt walled (as they ſay ) by Philip of Boulo:gne, 
Vncle to S. Lewis. Ic hath a good Caſtle, with a 
oreat & ſtrong Tower which defenderth the haven 
and other places; This rowne was taken by Edward 
che Fifth King of England the fourth of Auguſt; 
cleven moncrhsafrer that famouſe batraille which 
Paulus /Emil. lib.g. deſcribed againſt Philip the Six- 
cecnth King of France, at Crefli in Ponthieu, An- 
no 1347. It was poſleſſed by the Engliſh for the ſpace 


_ of 211. yearecs, ( & had ben in vaine beftiedged by Phi- 


liple Bon Ducof Burgundy , whom the Flemmings 
forſook there Anno 1431.) andas the Key of France, 
which che Engliſh were wont to fay they carricd 
at. their girdle, carefully look*r to, till chart the 
French took it againc in King _ the Seconds 
reigne, onder Francis Duke of Guile 4 I558. in 
February. Allmoſt at the ſame diftance, Mrards rhe 
Continent & firme land, Terroanc is remoued from 
Calais & Boulogne, holding herold name, though 
ſometimes ranſacket by Charles the Fifrh Empc- 
rour. It was formerly the Metropolitane 8& chicf 
rowne of the Morins , mentioned by Czfar in his 
Comentaries, *tis ſeated neare the head of the river 
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Ls, that paſſeth by the walls thereof. This towne 
aftcralong ſiege, & wonderfull aſſaults given by the 
Imperialilfes , wastaken par force fromthe French 
Anno 1553. The Netherlanders call it Terrexner- 
berg; Antoninus Terrouana , or Tarvenna , The Wa- 
yes mapps , Teruaxrna , Ptolem. Taruana. Bouille 
ſaith ir 15named by ſome Tarubanum; Tritem. in his 
French Hiſtory maketh mention of the Terrubans, 
ſome callit Tervanza, asit were Vaine-ground, for 
the barrennes of her ſoyle. In the Wayes Note, 
among the Townes of the ſecond Belgick there is 
alſo made mentiogy of C:vitas HMorinorum, id eſt, 
Ponticum, the Bif ich of Theroane. Iris happi- 
ly che Colonie & Plantation of che Morins (whereof 
in the old ſtone found vvithin theſe few yeares in 
Gelderland in the Lordfhip of che Sugambres, 
vvithin halfe a myle of Nimeghen.) The Land of 
Oye, cxtcndeth fo farr as Dunkerque in Flanders. 
Some other toyvnes there be, bur letle famous. The 
Boulonois (country of Boloigne) is vvatered vvith 
many rivers & brookes; Amony other the river Ar- 


que , paſſing by the toyvvne of Arque 8 S. Omar, goes 
dire&ly to Graveling & thence into the ſea. Notfar 
from thence isan arme of Sea called Scalenſe vvhich 
continueth foming unto the Caſtle of Ardres. There 
are ſeen likevviſe rvvo Channells or brookes of 
Salr-vvater named the Marquiſan 8 the Bolonozs; 
And vvith this Hanutia or Heſdjn, a river vvhich gi- 
veth name tothe rovyne of Hcſdin. Novv follovv 
the Pontiues, 8& moriſh Brookes unto the River of 
Canche : Some of theſe Rivers & Brookes, make 
Pooles & Ponds full of fiſh denominated fromthe 
tovvnes they areneareſt; As arethe Vivers of Ha- 
mes, Andre, Ardres.

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THE DESCRIPTION 
OF 


PICARDIE. 


Hov cn the name of P:car- 
die, benotvery ancient:yetthe 
originall thereof is not kowne, 
for there are diverſe opinions 
abour it. Bbere Cenalts ſaith, 
I char the Picards are the righr 
W Gaules, and tooke their names 
[| from Hereticks called Begards; 
bur are indeed much ancien- 
ter then the Begards. Others againe thinke that they 
had the name of Picardie giuen them from Lances, 
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and Pikes, which were firſt made in this Countrie. 


Some againe fetch rhis name from the rowne of Pe- 
quigny, or froma famous knight or gentleman named 


Pignon,the firſt founder of Pequignyand Amiens, who 


afterthe death of Alexander the great withan army 
of Souldiers ſubdued, and conquered diverſe Coun- 
tries, and Lands. | 

Picardie is bounded on the Weſt with Normandy, 
and the Brirtiſh Sea, on the North with _Arzox and 
Haynault, the Countries of Galls-Belgica: on the Eaſt 
with Luxenburgand Lorraine, and on the South with 
Compiegne, andthe lfle of Fraxce. Itisa very pleaſanr 
and a fruitfull Countrie , which for the abundanceof 
Corne, that growerh there is called the Garzer, and 
Storchoule of Paris and France. Bur they make noe 
Wines there, which they impure rather to the negli- 
gence of the inhabitants (as ſome imagine) who plant 
there no Vines, then to the nature of the Soile, 
which is a hot Climare, and firt for the bearing of 
Grapes. 

Picardie then is devided into three parts, namely, 
the Righr, the Lower, and the Higher. Ofrhe laſt, 
wee will make here no mention , becauſe the moſt 

art of it, is comprehended and deſcribed in the 
+ of the ſeuenteene Provinces. Thar partthen 
which is properlic called Picardie, beginnerthat Creve- 
ceur , and comprehenderth under it the Yidames , or 
Lordſhips of Amiens,Corbie,8 Pequigny,allo theCoun- 
ties of Yermandos & Rhetelors, and the Dutchic of T:- 
raſche. The Vidamie of Amienstaketh irs name from 
Ambianum. Many learned men are of the opinion, 
that it was heretofore called Samarobrina,and by Pro- 
lemie Samarobriga. In ſome of Anthonines coppies, 
itis Samorberiva, or Samarabriga; For Brigaintheold 
Spaniſh and :Thracian tongue , fignifieth a towne. 
Other write it Samozobriga trom the Bridge, which 
lieth over the Soame which runneth trough ir, and 
devided himſelfe into rwo braunches. Some againe 
fay that the Emperour Gratian, called it Abianum, be- 
cauſe it is environned round abour with water,which 
is very likely. This Citic is accounted one of the 
ſtrongeſt, and beſt fortified rownes of Fraxce , and is 
indeed the Key of France for that fide, which in re- 
gard ofher ſituation, deepe Moates, high Wallsand 
Bulwarkes will giue place to none. Within this Citie 
thereſtands a very faireand a goodly Church, which 
is built with ſuch cunning architecture, and curious 
workemanſhip, as any Churchin Europe. They ſay 
they keepeinirt S, 7ohnBapriſishead forarelique. The 
Countrie about Amiensisa Baily-wike. There is held 
Preſidiall Seflions. The Major hath the managing of

the politique affaires, and thaTowne houſe. They 
holda guardinir, called the Guard of Buffroy , with 
Sentinel}, and Watch-houſes forthe Bund 

keepe continuall watch among the Religious houſes, 
The firſt Biſhop of irwas called Saint Firmin, borne ar 
Pampelune , from whole time till Cardinall de Crequy 
deſcended from the houſe of Canaples, there were 
LXIX. Biſhops. The Inhabitants are much com- 
mended for their honeſty and loyaltie, and there- 
fore hauc no garniſon of ſouldicrs impoſed upon 
them. Here were borne the famous Phyſicians Silvirezs 
and Fernelixs, alſo that great Oratour Silvins, who 
made diverſe Commentaires, and c—_—_ upon 


Cicero, and otherlearned men: The firſt Founder of 


Amiens (as many imagine) was that braue Capraine 
Pignon, who ſerued under Alexander the Great. An- 
no 1597. this Citie was ſurpciſed, and taken in by the 
Spagnards in this manner : They had ſent before 
ſomeſouldersin peſant cloaths,with piſtollsand ſhore 
ſwords hidden about them, and baggsof Applesand 
Nurts: they willingly ſcattered them coming inart rhe 
gate by the guard,and while thoſe thathad the guard 
were a ſcrambling for theapples, anda loadeof hay 
comingin, they interim kept up the perculis where 
the diſguiſed ſouldiers fella cutting of their throats, 
and gott ſo much time, that they were inſtantly ſe. 
conded with ſome horſerroopes,and other ſouldiers, 
which made the gate good, and ſocntring the rowne 
beforethe Citizens could gett into armes tooke itin, 
& becameMaſters of it, while Henry theFourth had an 
other entreprize,with his Armie upon an other place: 
who afterward made the Spagnard ſurrender it over 


ro himagaine. The Vidamieof Corbietooke its name Cortir: 


from Corbia, which isatowne lying upon the Soame, 
where the river whichrunnetk by ir, falleth into the 
Soame. Thisis alſo one of the Keys of France for thar 
quarter, and perhaps the ſame, which Azthoxine cal- 
leth Curmuliaca, and that which lay betweene Samaro- 
briva (or Amiens) and Ceſaromaguumnow called Roye. 


The rowne of Pequigny was peradventure ſo named 7429. 


from Pignon aboue ſaid, and well knowne becauſe 
William Duke of Normandieſurnamed Long Sword, 
who through the ſubrility & treacherie ofthe faction 
of Earle Baldwin of Camerick, was drawne thitherun- 
der the collour of making of a peace , where they 


maſſacred him. The French writers reportalſo, thar 


after they had overthrowne the Engliſh there, all 


thoſe which could norperteAly pronounce Pequizny, 


bur Pequeny were putt to the ſword. The Countie 


of Yermandor, which yet retaineth the ancientname, rermidos.

Biſhops of Soiſſons, ſince Sixzus the Firſt , till Mathew 
the Pariſian. Laonnos taketh its name from Laoy which 
15 an ancient towne, ſeated betweene rhe rivers of 
Ayne , and Oyſe, lying upona hill, and is rhe Capirall 
Town of this territoire. It was builr , as PRs LE 
faith, by the Biſhop and Duke Clodivus Anno 100. 
who ordayned none Hs Biſhop of Zaoz, ſince whoſe 
cime till 1a Boarſjer there haue bene 72. Biſhops ſuc- 
ceeded him. Laon is atthis day a Bailywike, having 
under the juriſdiction thereof theſe townes , Soiſſons, 
Noyon , S. Quintins, Rybemont, Coucy, Chauny, Guiſe, Pe- 
ronne, Mondidier ,and Roye. Compiegneis anneighbour 
rowne, called in Latine Compendium , and by ſome Ca- 
ropolss, after the name of Charles the Balde,who enlar- 
ged, and fortified this towne unto the forme of Cop-

Cornelia. His Daughter Ianewas carryed away from 
Comptegne, by the Engliſh, who was ſould unto them 
by his owne people, which wasafoule reward for the 
benefits, which France had receiued from him.

Shee procured the Kings pard on, 
upan condition thatſhee could - "AP thatherlauſ- 
band ſought to drowne her. King Levves fownded 
at Compiegze the Curches of the Iacobineand Coz delier 
Fryers. La Ferreisthe chiefe towne in Tartenoy;, very 
ancient, anda ſtrong towne, lying upon char place, 
wherethe 0yſeand the Serve meete together; Jaaving 
alſo a good Caſtlein it. Anthonimecalleth Ng you No- 
wimagus,and ms" itberweene Soiſſons, ancl Amiens 
where theeighteenth Legion was quartered. Prolemie 
nameth it Ngviomagus from the Padicaſſes, Cine yulgar 
people, and writters call it Ngviomw:itis ſeated upon 
the 0yſe, and is one of the ancienteſt rownes in all 
France. Thereare many antiquaries in it. Itis alſo a Biſ- 
hops Seate, the Biſhops thereof are enciruled Comre 
de Noyon, and Peere of France. The firſt Biſhop of No- 
10a was S. Medard, from whoſe time, till Iohn de Haz- 
geſt there ſucceeded ſeuentic Biſhops on an other. 
S. 2uintin, where the Earles of Yermandow held their 
re{idencie, is the chiefe rowne which tooke its name 
from Saint Duintin, who was burnr there for the pro- 
feſſion ofthe Chriſtian taich. Auguſta YVeromanduorum, 
thatis, Augu#t of the Yermandou was the Merropols of 
char Countrie, which the Romans, to gratifie their 
Emperour,called Ofavianns Auguſtus. This Citie lieth 
upon the Soame, and hath many Moores and Pooles 
lying abourit: in ſo much thatiris held the Key of 
France for that part, whichin the time of warrs muſt 
cndure the firſt brunt.

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 NORMANDIE. 


OKRMANDIE tooke this name 
from a Northerne People, for 
the word Norvvegie ſignifiecth 
all that Region , which lyeth 


Danes 8& Norwuvegians camelike 
ſwarmes aboutthe yeare of our 
Lord 900. & ſeizing upon this 
partand Province of Frarce,ta- 
king itin, calledir after their owne name Normanznia, 
or the habitation of Northerne men. Whar greatir- 
ruptions and invaſions theſe nations made in Germany 
& France, is {\utficiently knowne toall men, and there- 
fore isneedleſle here co repeare. 

Normandie is bounded on the Weſt with the river 
Crens, which ſeparateth it from Bretagne,ontheNorth 
with the Ocean, on the South with Harze, and on the 
Eaſt with the lle of Frexce, wherein Paris licth, arid is 
{cucred from the ſame by the river 0/c. 

Itis a very fruitfull Countrie, as well for all manner 
of Graine, as forall kind of Fruits, eſpecially it ſo a- 
bounds in Apples & Peares,rhatthey make initgrear 
ſtore of Cider & Perry, which they tranſport and venr 
in other C dunetics Hofer this they haue abundance 
of all kind of Catrell. 

The Norman Rollo was the firſt Duke of it An. goo. 
who by his fearcfull invaſion, rooke inthe chiefeſt 
maritime Countries and townes of Fraxce, and made 
his incurſions into the inmoſt parts ofthis Kingdome, 
which ſtrooke ſucha terrour andanxiety into Charles 
the Simple,that to make his peace and reconciliation 
with him, after he was converted ro rhe Chriſtian 
faith, gaue him his Daughter G;//zin marriage, and all 
thattraCt of land called YYeftewrych , with all Bretagne 
andthe Countriclying beyond the Loyre. From this 
Duke Rollo was lineally deſcended YYilliam the Con- 
querour Duke of Normandie, and King of England An- 
no 1067, After this Normandie continued Exgliſh, till 
the daies of King Thx : when Philip Auguſtus (cized 
onall his eſtates in Frarce, as forfeirures Anno 1202. 
The Z»gliſhthen poſſeſſing Normandy, Guien 8 Aqui- 
zaine. IheEarledomes of CAnjon, Toxreine, Maine, 
Porcters & Limoſin. 

The chiefeſt rowne of Normandie is ſeated upon a 
fine running river called the Seyze, which by reaſon 
ofthe navigableneſle thereof, and thegrearſhipping 
whichcomecsrtoit;bringethno ſmall accommodation 
and profite tothe Inhabitants. Onthe Eaſt ſide of ic 
lieth Rebec & Aubert two ſmaller r:vers. On the North 
ide thereare pleaſant Meddowes & high hills, chere 
was once a great faire ſtone-Bridge oucr the Seype, 
which of late ycares is decayedand falne downe.

of priſoners, and prepareda Chariot to carry the Ca- 
ptiuc King in Triumph, commaunding rhe cities and 
townes adjoyning, to ring their bells, and ro render 
thanks unto God,who had delivered their Ennemies 
into ſucha place ofadyentage, as an aſſured vitorie 
muſt preſently follow : and ſo confident were they 
thereof, that they ſent to King Henry to know what 
ranſome he would giue. Hereupon King Henry ſent 
them word he was reſolved not to bouge our of his 
way,buttokeepe on his march to Cals, and ſo havin 
ſpent ſometimes in prayer, the ſtrengrh of the Lord 
of Hoſts, whois able to help with a few, aſwell as with 
amulrirude: he commitred the iſſue thereof to God, 
and ſo on thurſday the 24. of October he came to 
<Aztnconrt, where theFrenchina field of advantage 
purpoſely choſen in the County of S. Paul, andneere 
unto Az:ixconrt, had pitched their Banner Royal with 
an infinite hoſt.

The Batrtells being ordered King Henryreſolved to 
breake through, and toopen his way for Celis over 
his Ennemies boſome, orelſe to dye: and thereupon 
witha cheerefull Countenance & words full of Cou- 
rage, he conforted his followers and ſaid : My mo# 

aithfull Companions,and vuorthy fellowy Souldiers,wvee 
novv goe into the field of honour,and to the vvorke of man- 
hood, wvich your great valours haue ſolong exſpetted and 
oe for , Loe the day s novv come, and your uvorke the 
#obleſt in the VYorld: power forth therefore your utmo#t 
forces, that ages may knowvu wwhat the Lance, the Axe, the 
Suvord andthe Bowv can doe, inthe hand of the valiant: 
wuhoſoener therefore deſrres riches, honour and revuards 
here he ſhall finde them, 
'  A\imirumbhacmedio poſuit Deus omnia Campo. 
More over after the army had comitted themſclues 
to God, theKing commaunded his Standard to ad- 
vance,ſaying, Becauſe our injurious Ennemies doe attempt 
fo ſ hutt up our wuay , let vs upon them in the Name of the 
neſt glorious Trinitie, andinthe beſt hovver of the whole 
OO7 Cs 

TheEngliſh then ſcing the French ſtand, advan- 
ccd forward, and giving a ſhoote fell on, when im- 
mediatly the Archers, which were layd in a med- 
dowe darkncd the aire, with a ſhower of ſharpe ar- 
rowes molt fearefullio the fight: but more deadly to 

be fclt, and with all charged their Batrell with an ad- 
mirablecourage: yea with ſuch a courage, not with- 
ſtanding their wants, as hethart crewhile could ſcar- 
cely bend his bow, is able now to draw his yard- 
long-arrow to the very head, whoſe roaving marke 
was the flanck ofthe French, fo rightly aimedatr, and 
ſo ſtrongly ſtuck on, thattheir ſides werealtogether 
larded witharrowes, whereby the Awvantgard was in- 
ſtanrly diſtreſſed, and diſorderedinto ſuch a confuſed 
preſle , thatthey were nor able to uſetheir armes at 
any adyatage. .T heir wings likewiſe aſſayed to charge 
rhe Engliſh, but Morſtear de Lignicin the onenotwell 
ſeconded by his troupes,was forced back, 8: Guilliaum 
de Surreres charging home in the other was laine. 
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The Battalhons being broken for ſafetie fled ro the 
Maine, where they bred both feare, and confuſion by 
the unrulyneſle of their wounded Horſes; ſogalled 
with arrowes as they couldnor be gouverned. The 
French Horſe charging the Engliſh Archers,came on 
upon the Spurr, and thatin ſuch a heate, as che Earth 
ſeemed to tremble under their thundring feet, and 
being forced forward withour forſight of danger,car- 
ryedtheir proud Riders into the Iawes of diſtruction, 
for after the Engliſh Archers had giuen back;,ti: cy fell 
by troupes upon thoſe goaring ſtakes (vwhich vvas 
purpoſely layd in ambuſcado for them) upon which they 
where miſerably ouerrhrowne 8 paunched to death: 
the tempeſt of arrowes ſtill whiſling inthe aire, ſpar- 
kled fire intheir falls fromthe helmers of the French, 
& with their ſtecled heads,rang many thouſand their 
knelts. That dolefull day, who like to Corne curr 
downe withrtheſith,fell by whole plumps in char facall 
field,the Engliſh ſtill following the advantage:againſt 
whome Anthony Duke of Brabant hoping by his ex- 
ample to encourage others (followed witha few) tur- 
ned] headand brake into the EngliſhBarrell, wherein 
manfully fighting he was ſlaine. 

With the like manhood Duke 4 Alezzoz a luſtic 
French Lord preſſed into the Bartell , where King 
Henry himſelf fought, & encountring Humffey Duke 
of Gloceſter , the Kings Brother; both wounded, and 
overthrew him, to whole reſcue if Hezry had nor 
come, he had dyed more Eonorable then afterward 
hedid: for King Henry beſtriding him delivered his 
faid brother from daunger , and wanne himſelf much 
honour by the deed. Alenzon then coped with King 
Henry in fight , and with his axe cutt a part of his 
Crowne , which blowe was ſo ſurely layd on , rhar 
therewith his helmet was battered unto his brow, bur 
the Lyon enraged with redoubled ſtrength, ſtrooke 
the French gallant untothe ground, and ſlew two of 
his men that ſeconded their maſter. The Duke thus 
downe cryed tothe King, lame. Mexzon,whom Henry 
ſoughrto hauc ſaved, and ſo had done, had not the 
deafe cares of revenge ſtopt all ſound of life, againſt 
him thatſo had endaungered their Soveraigne Lord. 

The French Rerevvard ſurpriſed with feare, atthe 
diſaſter of the Awvantgard, and the maine Batraile fled 
and ſtruck not a ſtroake, and fo it pleaſed God to 
crowne King Henry with vitorie : In which where 
ſlaine and taken priſonners , Charles D. Albers high Co- 
neſtable of France, Geoffy Bouciqualt Mar hall of France, 
Iaques Chaſtillon Admirall, Gutſard Dolphin of Arragon, 
great Maſter of the Kings Horſe , Edvvard Duke of Barre, 
Authonie Duke of Brabant , Duke d Alenzon , Count Ne- 
wvers,Connt de Marle, Count de Vaudemont, Count de Blau- 
mont, Count de Grandpre, Count de Rouſſy, Count de Taur- 
quembourgh, Lewves de Bourbon,Sig. de Preaux,Robart de 
Barre, Teande Barre, and {ome 20. other great Lords, 
and as Iohn Tillet faith abour 4000. Princes, Nobles, 
Knights and Eſquirers flaine thatday, beſides ſome 
ten thouſand private Souldiers, & as many taken pri- 
ſoners, andthe King acknowledging God to berthe 
giver of this victoric marched the next day rowards 
Calis. Thus much briefly out of MF. Speed.

inhabired formerly in that place,where Leopdoallieth. 

The Ambibariare iuppoſed to be thoſe, which dwelt Ambibari, 
about Satpt Michels mount, and were anciently called 

the Yeneli, Yexelli, and Yxnell;, but are now the An 

bians. The Ambiliates, Ambialitesare now the Lamba- Ambiliates 
los, orasſome imagine thoſe people, which dweltar 
Ambliein Normaydie. The Bidaceſi are called now the #/4#c/+ 
Buocenſes of Saint Brien. The Limovires or the Lemo- 
vices of Aquitanie , were called by Ceſar the Leonenſes, 
arethoſe of Saint Paul de Leon. The Cadetes, or Cale- 
zes werethoſe of Calice, as Fulvins Yrſinws altererh it: Caletes. 
burothers maintaine, that the Cadezes were thoſe of 

Chaſtean Brient , which licthin Higher Brezagzeunder 

che juriſdiction of Mommorancy. 

This Countrie is divided into Haxlt, or High Bre- Higher Bre- 
zagne, which lieth to the Eaſtward, and Baſſe or Lovve 5" 
Bretagne to the Weſterne parts. High Bretzgne is 
parted fromLowe Bretagne by alinz, which runneth 
through the Caſtle of Azdroz, where the Inhabitants 
ſpeake partly the Brizziſh, and partly the Gallite 
rongues , & from thence reacherh forward berweene 
Saint Quintins,andCorlaytowardsthe fide of theGolfe 
of Yannes, andthento the river Yillaize: yet lo, that 
the rowne called Saint Tohn ftandeth in Lowe Bre- 
zague. The Metropolis of this Countrie is Nantes, Name: 
where heretofore the Dukes of Brezagne, had wonr 
ro keepetheir Court, which in thoſe dayes was called 
bur a Countie, being the title of the Dukes eldeſt 
Sonne. Nantes is ſeated upon the Loire, and by two 
other ſmall rivers ina very commodious place, lying 
not farre from the Seaſide. The Biſhop keeps his re- 
ſidencie there, and ſometimes in thole foure places 
following. The Citie of Rees rakecth the firſt place in 
the Parliament, and high Court of Brezagpe: itis the Rene, 
ancienteſt rowne of France, and one of the prime 
Biſhopricks of Bretagne. Here is kept the chamber 


of Accounts.

Neroica. That Aletha was a Sea towne in France where 
the river RindFws runneth not farre from the Iland of 
Aaron. Surtus de Gemblours deſcriberh in the life of 
S. Machlovins , who was the firſt Biſhop of this rowne. 
In S. Malo was borne the braue Admirall called 1aques 
Cartier, who by the commaund and order of the Kin 
of France, found our firſt Comada, and other Lands,. 
lying in the Northerne Ocean. In this [{Biſhoprick 
there are many rich Abbeys, as the Abbeys of Beau 
Lien, Montfort, and de Prez. Dinan isa very fine plea- 
fanttowne , where the Dukes of Bretagne had wont 
ro take their recreation. Rieux licth upon the river 
Villaine. Chaſteau Briant is a prettic rowne witha ſtrong 
Caſtleinit, lying upon the Confines of the Bretars, 
Amoricks, and Angevins, being under the commaund 
of the illuſtrious houſe of Hontmorancy. Lamballe 
whence Lambalois was namedand peradventure rhe | 
ancient habitation of the Ambliares. Here are many 
ſhopps of parchement, Yellum, & tared Sheep ſkins. 
Vitrayrs is atowne lying betweene Croiſile, anda litle 
river, which ſeparateth the Brettaines from thoſe of 
the Maize, wherethere ſtandeth, not farre from the 


rheſcterritoires one froman other. In High Bretagne 
lic other townes, as 7ugox, where there ſtood ſome an- 
cient great Caſtles, the ruins whereof are yet to be 
ſcene: allo Saint Aulbin de Cornier inwhole fields was 
foughra great battle. Montcontonr, Plerel, Tocelin, Ma- 
leftroit , Pontigny, S. Inlian & Encenss and others. Fi- 
nally upon the urmoſt confines of Poidon, are theſe 
places , which were commonly called Clhſſonnor, 
Ratz &C. 

Lovve Bretagse hath on the Welt {ide of itthe Sea, 
which ſhucteth in three parts of it. The chiefeſt 
townes: andvillagesin it aretheſe: Yaxnes, which is 
nowaBiſhoprick , and was called by Czſar in his third 
booke of his Commentaires of the Gallique warrs , the 
Capitall city of theYererz,8 the chiefe place of the Ar- 
moricks. Thereisinita Caſtle called Þ Hermine, where 
the Dukes of Brezagzeheld in old time their Court. Ic 
is a queſtion whither the Caſtle rooke its name from 
the Armes of it, orthe Armes from the Caſtle. S. Paul 
de Leon was called by Ptolomy Portus Saltocanus,8% Cena- 
lis, which was ſo named, in regard of the Salt that was 
madethere. In this Biſhoprick lye the Abbeys called 
Gerler de Religienux , S. Mathurin du fin terre, S. Marie de 
Gerler, Triguter, Landtriguier, which hath a fine haven. | 
Blavet is atownelying within a nooke of theSea where 
two rivers meete together traverſing through it: that 
which runneth Eaſtward is called by the ſame name 
ofthis towne, theorher is the Ella, eſteemed one of 
the beſt Havens in this part of France, which 7oſephus 
Scaliger ſuppoſeth ro be Bre#f, from which ſome ima- 
gine Bretagne tooke its name. Thereare other townes 
beſides, as Morlaye, which was a very commodious 
Haven for the Engliſh, alſo Gaincamp gouverned 
heretofore by the heires of rhe ancient Earles of 
Strampes, which were deſcended of an Engliſhhouſle.

The Lords of Bretannic firſt tiled themſelues Aonciew 
Kings, burafterwdrd Earles abouttheyeare 859. and Princes & 


{o continued till the time of 7hz the red Earle of Bre- 


zagne, who by Levves the Ninth was made a Duke 24. Helen. 


An. 1250. Inhispoſteritie ir continued till the dayes 
of Duke Fraxcisthe Second, who joigning himlſelte in 
league with Charles Duke of Berry, and Charles Duke 
of Burgundie againſt Levves the Eleuenth, drew a 
ruineon his head, which he could not poſlibly avoid. 
CharlesDuke ofBerry,as it was thought, was poyſoned. 
Charles of Burgundie loſt his life at the battle of Ngncie 
1 476.and hisCountrie was conquered by the French 
King. And Francis, this Duke having embarqued 
himſelfe in the ſame troublous oceax,muſt ſuffer ſhip- 
wracke with his Copartners. The King of France 
invadeth Brezagye. The Duke curred with 
melancholy dies 1488. leaving Aza his daughterand 
heire in the power of Charles the Eight, who contracts 
amatriage with the Orphan, and Vnited Bretaignyto 
France. Therewere many impediments, which might 
haue hindred this marriiage ; but Charles breaketh 
through themall. Firſt, Charles himſelfe had bene 
formerly contracted to Archduke ec Maximilian his 
Daughter : Bur thishe held voyd, becauſerhe yong 
Lady was not of ageat the time of the Contra&t. Se- 
condly, AnzetheDutcheſle was alſo contracted troMa- 
ximilian: & this he held unvalid; becauſe the Dutches 
being his homager, couldnort beſtowe herſelfe with- 
out his licence. Thirdly, Maximilian had by proxie 
married her, which mariage he conſumniated by a 
ceremonie, in thoſe daies new. For his Ambaſſadour 


attended by a greztraineof Lords,and Ladies, bared 


his legg upto the knee and purtir into theDutrcheſles 
ſheeres, there by niking poſleſſion of her bed & body. 
Bur Charles confilting with his Devines, was tould, 
thatrhis pretendd conſummation, was rather an in- 
vention of Court, then any way firme by the Lawes 
of the Church. Certainely God bleſſed notthis wed- 
ding: for the children, which they had betweene 
them, not one lyed. Charles being dead his Succel- 
ſour Levves, on theſame>olicie, divorced himſelfe 
from his owne Wife,and married this Dutchefſe. And 
ſo this Dukedome, by the marriage of _ Anne Dut- 
cheſle of Bretagne with «+ the twelfth King of 
France her ſecond huſbang, fell into thelapp of the 
Crowne of France, Annacio cxx1. 

Vnco the illuſtrious hoxſe of Brezagne belongeth 
the Countie Montforr, theicount Rohan Ponthieuvra, 
Rieux, Raiz, Bloſſac, Avoulghr, Chſſon, Leon,Vitre, Fogl- 
geres, Ancents, Grelloand Sub others, whereof ſome 
of them are deſcended frem the ancient Dukes of 
Bretagne, asappeareth by;heir Genealogies. 
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Hz Dukedome of Mnjou a- 
monge other Baronies & Sei- 
gneuries, which belong unto 
the vaſlalage thereof are theſe 
foure Counties, Maine, Yer- 
doſme, Beaufort, & LaYal. The 
Hall of Iuſtice is in _Mngiers, 
unto which other benches, as 
Samur , Bauze, Beaufort 8& Yallee 
areſubordinare. Ir hath bur one Biſhoprick namely, 
che Biſhop of Argiers, whois Suffragan tothe Arch- 
Biſhop of Toxrs. Czfar callerhthe ancient Inhabicants 
ofthis Countrie, the Azdes, and Plinic the Andegavi. 
This Durchie is bounderh on the South with PozZFon, 
on the Eaſt with Toureize and Yendoſme, on the North 
with the Counties of Aarne & LaYal, & on the Weſt 
with Brezaigne. Though this Countrie be not great, 
yctis it very fruitfull and pleaſanr, the hills being dec- 
ked with Vines,and theV allies full of greene Woods, 
fine Meddowes, and Paſtures forthe teeding of Car- 
tel. The Wines are'much commended by the name 
of Yin d'Anjon. Inbriefe, there is abundance of all 
things neceſlarie for the ſuſtentation of man. Our of 
the hills alſo they digg grear ſtore of Slates, called 4r- 
doiſes, where with they tile Churches and houſes. 

Itis related that Childerick King of France, after he 
had made away Count Paul, became maſter of 1n- 
giers, and lefrthe ſameto his Succetlours. And that 
Charles the Balde , gaue the Vpper part of itto Torqua- 
zo, (by ſomecalledotherwiſe) reſerving the right of 
Sovcraignity to himſelfe, & the Lower part ro Count 
Ende of Parts, and that Hugo Magn, his Nephew, the 
Sonne of his Brother Earle of _Anjos, relignedirasa 
portion to Foxlke, the grand Child of Torquato afore 
{aid. After him ſucceeded theſe : Foulk the Second, 
Geofrie Griſaonelle,FonlketheT hird,GeoffietheSecond, 
Foulkethe Fourth, Foxlke the Fifth, who after Baldvwir 
was King of Jeruſalem, whoſe Daughter he married. 
Then Geoffie the Third , ſurnamed Barbatius , who 
eſpouſed Handthe Widdowe of the Emperour Her- 
ry the Fourth, the onely Daughter of Hepry the Firſt, 
King of Exgland,who had iflue Hexrythe Second,and 
intherighrof his Mother the Expreſſe, ſucceededin 
the Kingdome of Exeland,and by inheritance,by Geo- 
fie his Father,added rhe Provinces of Anjou,Touraine, 
and 2Maineto the Engliſh diadem, and by Eleanor his 
Wife the Dutchie of Aquitaine; & the Earledomes of 
Guyea and Poictorn. Afterward Godfreythe Fourth, and 
VFilliam Earles of Fnjon, being vanquiſhed by their 
Brorherthe King, were chaſed out of that Countric. 
King Henry the Second left his third Sonne Richard 
his Succeſlour rothe Crowne of England, and Geeffie 
married Conſtantia, the Daughter and heire of Coxar 
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Duke of Brizzanie, who did homage to his Brother Zz- 
chard. Nowhe had iſſue Arthur, whoin therighrof | 
his Mother was Duke of Bretagne, he did homage, 


tcalric, and tookethe oarh cf allegance co Philip the 
French King. Conſtantiahis Mother out of a violent, 
and womanlike paſſion, and that becauſe of ſome 
emulation, betweene her 8& Queene Fleanor her Mo-

Phzlippretending (as Princes uſe) atender 

care of his neighbour Princes ſtate, ( but thinking ir 

was good fiſhing in troubled waters } forthwith with- 

out regard of truth or truce ſworne to King Richard, 

renforceth all Arthur Cities, & Caſtles with French 

Garniſons ; ſame of which had ſcarce pur their foote 

into Mauzz; but King Tohn was attheir hack ſacking 

that City, and demoliſhing it ro the ground. Thelike 

alſo did Queene Eleanoy to Angiers (while theKing was 

at Roan,and girtwith the Ducall ſword of Normanxdie, 

and crowned witha coronet of golden Roſes) asater- 
rour to all others, which after fealry once ſworne, 
ſhould dare co revolt. Afrer this Arthur being cxaſpe- 
rated by his Mother, and ſtirred up & ſert on by King 
Philip, was proclamed Lord ofthele Dominions, and 
joyned with the Leaguers Armie. Queene Eleanor the 
Regent of theſe Provinces , having but a ſlender 
guard, betooke her ſelfeinto ct , one of the 
ſtrongeſt rownes in all Pozrow ( {ending to King Thr 
her Sonne for aide, who was then in Normandie and 
Maine to hinder and prevent Philips attemps, which 
couldnorſo ſpeedely come)but Arthur knowing thar: 
upontheſciſure of ſuch a prize asQueeneZleanor was, 

he mighedrawe her Sonne to any conditions, beſic- 

ged her, and poſſefling himſelf of rhe towne, ſheere- 
created into the Caſtle. King 70h» (hearing this) mar- 
ching night and day with his Armv , encountreth r- 

thar,and theLeaguers Armie onaſuddaine,beginns a 
terrible fight with them, overthrew them, entred rhe 

rowne, relieued his Mother, and tooke King Philips 

rwo chiefe Confederates, Arthurand Hugh Brun, Ray+ 
mund Father to Guido the huſband of Conſtantia, all 
the Peeres of Poirouwand A23jon, aboue two hundred 
French Knights and others of commaund, belides a 

multitude of priſoners. And ſothroughrhe prowelle, 

and valourofthe King and his Engliſh,atrter a bloodie 

fighr, he repoſleſled this rowne,cachrhisennemies in 

this trap, & recouvercdall the Provinces, whichhad 

revolted from him. And Arthar was carryed priſon- 

nerto the Caſtle of Roan. 


The King being returned into Eng'a1d, his Enne- p,,;; z1;. 
mics had laydafoule flander, and a bloodie aſperſion min. 24.5. 


uponhim, thathe ſhould haue made away Arthur. It 
vwas(laith one)bycertaine perſons avovved, that Arthur 
attempting toeſcape out of hold vvas by caſualtie drovuned 
in the river Seine ( on wuhich the Caſtle of Roan t ſeated ) 
and yet the French men, the Kings mortall Ennemies ( and 
therefore plenarie credit not to be ginen them ) giue it out, 
that he uvas murtheredby the Kings am—_— yeaand by 
his owune hands: thus by the malice of Slanderers Englands 
Kings became defamed. This imputation ſprang from 
the French malignitie , and gaue life ro King Johns 


troubles and King Philips hatred, which yet once a- 
.gainemuſt goe maſked underthe Roabe of Iuſtice.

Afterwardirfellto 
theſe Kings, PhilepdeYalow, and to Tohn his Sonne, 
who raiſed this noble part of the Kingdome toa Dur- 
chic, Anno 1350. and transferred it to his Sonne 
Zevves, and rhen in a right line ro Levves the Se- 
cond & Lewvesthe Third, who dying withouriſſue, ic 
fell ro his Brother Rhepxe, his children dying, he ſubſti- 
eurtcd Charles his Brothers Sonne (orasſomeimagine 
his owne Brother) his heire, who made Lewves the II. 
the French King his Succeſſour, and ſo this Dutchic 
was annexed to the Crowne of France, till Francs the 
Firſt gaue the uſe of ir ro the Mother _ of Savoy, 
and returning againe to France,Charles the IX. gaueir 
asan Apennageto his Brother Henry, afterward King 
of Poland 8 France. The chicfecitic was called by Paul 
Diaconus, Andegavenſis Civites, now Angiers. By Ptolo- 
my Iuliomagus Andicavarum, ſeated on borh ſides the 
river Meduanaor the Mayne, having aſtone bridg over

it. Itis wellgouverned and honoured with an Epiſco- 
pall Seate, a Seneſchalſhip, anda Balicwike. Beſides,it 
is a very famous Vniverſity erected by Levvesthe II. 
Duke of Anjou, Anno 1389. There are many finc 
townes lying in it, as Samwr, ſeated upon the Loire, ad- 
orned with a Caſtle , heretofore an Vniverſity, alſo 
Montreneau, Bauge, Beaufort, Briſac, Monſtruel, Belay, 
eMalewvurier , Chantonceau, Villiers , Duretail, La Fleſch, 
Chaſteau-Gontier and Segre. Thereare alſoin ir many 
Meeres, Marets, Pookes , and aboue fortie Rivers, 
Brookes and Springs. The chiefeſtare the Loire, Yi- 
genne,OrVienne,the Maine,theSarta,or Sartra & the Leo- 
7ius. Without Angiers are the remnantsof many an- 
cicnt buildings & ruines,calledGrohan,where they ſay 
the Romans hada Theater, for many antiquaries & 
meddalls haue bene digged here out of the ground. 
Thereare (as is ſaid) diverſe Counties, Baronies, & 
Signories in this Dutchie, as Maine, YVendoſme, Beau- 
fort, and LaPal. The chicfeſt whereof is Comitatuns Ce- 
nomapenſis, or La Comtede Maine. In Prolomies times 
it was inhabited by the Cexomanni,and was one of the 
firſt Provinces, which they poſlefſedin France. The 
Confines of this Countrie in ancienttimesextended 
furcherchen they doe now, as is ſeenc in Livius, Poly. |

the II. Queene of Naples made her heire, aſwellinthe 
Kingdome of Naples, as in the Countie of Provence. 
This Rhexe begatt of 1ſabella, Daughter to Charlesrhe 
Hardie,J1ohz» Duke of Calabre,whome Rheze his Father

of Yaudemonte, but transferred itto his Brother Charles 
Countof Maixe, who dying alſo without iſſue, made 
Levves the XI. his ſole "ru In formes times 
this Countrie was devidedinto two parts,the firſt was 
CenomanenſisDitio,belonging tothe Crowne of Fraxce, 
and the ſecond part was the Marguiſate, and acknow- 


ledged none bur the houſe of Guiſe. Manns is the any, 


chieferowne of it, lying upon the Sarrra, which here- 
rofore was a Baliewike, but was advanced to a Preſi- 
diall Court or hall of Iuſtice, by Henrythe IT. 


The County of Yexdoſme was raiſcd to a Dutchic, pendofme. 


the borders of it beginneth at Bogexcy, betweenethe 
rwo Beauſſes, otherwiſe called Sologne and hong rake 
and reacheth to Zainrogne, it tooke this name from 
Fendocinum , or the towne of Yendoſme, which Prolo- 
my called Yindicium Aulerciorum,CenomannoruminGal- 
lis Lugdunenfi , as ſome affirme : but Scaliger is of an 
other minde, and that Mawrsz is that ancient Yind:- 
cum. The Earles of Yendoſme ſprang fromthe Stemme 
of Bourbox, and fo ſucceeded till the French King 
Frances created ita Dukedome, andgauecirtto Charles 
his Sonne. Anthony ſucceeded hisFather Charles Duke 
of Yendoſme & Pecre of Fraxce, inthe behalfe of 7oanc 
& Albert his Wife,allo King of Navarre, of whome was 
borne Hemry de Bourbox the IV. that mighty and vi- 
ftorious Monarck , who fought r 1. Battles in perſon, 
who alſo was Prince of Bearn, and Duke of Yendoſme. 


Beaufort belonged once to theDukes of Lancaſter,a zeaufeer. 


rownein which hn of Gauxn? delighted ſo much, thar 
he called all his children procreated by Catharine 
Sovineford his third Wife, Beauforts , which Beauforts 
were afterward Dukes of Sommerſet, and Exeter. La 
Yal wewil for breyitics ſake paſſe over : & thus much 
for Anjon.

Andin the Middlemoſt Blox, 
Daunow, Vendoſme,and Touraine. 

The Dutchie of Toxraine beginnerth three miles 
aboue the towne of Amboiſe, asye goe to Blow, and 
endeth in de village called La Chapelle Blanche. The 
Biſhop of Anjou, and Chouſa; gouverneth the clergiec 
men. Thepleaſantneſſe of this Counttie appearerh 
in the ſweeteneſſe , and wholeſomeneſle ofthe aire, 
and therefore is truely called, Le Iardinde France, that 
Is, the garden of France. They haueplentie of Wine, 
and Corne,and many braue woods to huntin. Thoſe 
of Toxraine are accounted the ancienteſt, and chic- 
feſt people in France. The Metropolis of this Duke- 
dome, hath on the one fide the Lo:zre, which with a 
crookling chanell runneth ro the ſuburbs of Richi 
by S. Anns. on the South and Weſt ſideitis watered 
wichthe river /zdre. This territoireisnotvery great, 
becauſedivers other Provinces, and Countries bor. 
der uponir. 

Tours isa very ancient citie, heretofore founded 
by the Gawles, and for herantiquitic putts downe all 
other townes in Fraxce: ſo that ſhee may truely be 
called the head-rowne of many nations. Ceſar and 
ſome other Hiſtoriographers of Gallia named thoſe 
of Torraine, the chicteſt, and rhe braveſt people of 
all France. Prol. in his 2. Booke his 8. Chap.and third 
Map, namerh thoſe the Tareg/, which inhabited a- 
long the Lozre. AndCeſar mentioneth themin diverſe 
places, principally in the end of the ſecond booke 
of his Comentaires, writeth thus: Theſe affaires baing 
thus executed, all Gallia vvas ſetled inpeace, in ſo muc 
that this wuarre cauſed ſuch an amazement amonge the 
Barbarians , that the nations, wvhich duvelton the fur- 
ther ſide of the Rhyne ſent their _Ambaſſadours to Ceſar, 
and promiſſed with all, that they uvould ſend Hoſtages to 
him , and doe wuhatſoener he ſhould commaund them. 
Theſe Legions, becauſe he made haſt to returne back into 
Italy and Illyricum , he called them back in the beginning of | 
Summer , and left his men in Angiers , Tours, and other 
tovunes there abouts , vuhere he had wuarred in their 
V Vinter quarter, andſo departed into Italie. Whence one 
may gather , that thoſe of Toxrs, werethenno En- 
nemies ro the Romans, but rather Czſars frends, which 
isa {igneof rheir ancient magnificencie , and glorie. 


This appearcth alſo by the hiſtoire of Gregorie of i 
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Toxnrs; who writeth thar the Citizens of Toxys are 
calledin diverſe places Senatonrs of Rome , and for this 
cauſe enjoyed the fame lawes, and priviledges, asthe 
Citizens of Rome did, being Confederares, allies, 
and frends to the Romane Empire. But when the 
Romane Empire & power began todecline, and to 
be cruſhed by the Gorhes, Yandales, Burgonians, Hunns, 
and Gaules: Then Tours among the reſt had like to 
haue loſt her libertie, when che Gaules beſieged it, 
and did grearlydiſtreſle it: bur they having compaſ. 
{ion on . Sepulchre of Saint Martin, whoſe bones 
lay enterred there , defiſted from their determina- 
tion of ſpoyling this rowne, and quirted their ſiege, 
and afterward Feld this rowne inſuchaccount, rhar 
they entruſteditwithall their goods and power, and 
thus the City of Toxrs came under the Crowne of 


' France, and after ward, when the Daxes and Normans 


invaded France, Lewes the third refignedit ouerto 
Ingelger, Count of Anjou, thathe might chaſeaway the 
rroupes ofhis ennemies, and defendrhe Lojre. Iris 
memorable whara braue vitorie that GallikePrince 
ſurnamed Charles Martell had in the yeere of our 
Lord 529. over the King of the Sarr#£is, whoſearmy 
conſiſting of foure hundred thowſand Souldiers, 
were defeated juſt under the Gates of Tours. For 
which the Citizens thereof gort notonely a perpe- 
ruall honour, in reſiſting the Sarracins, buralſoſhutrt 
their gates againſt the Chriſtians, whenthey ſawe the 
victorie was doubrfull, that chey mighttake away the * 
hope offlighe from them, and made ther fight the 
more couragiousand breake through the rankes of 
their ennemies. " | 

The firlt Archbiſhop of Toxrs was Gratian, who 
lived inthe daies ofthe Emperour Diocletian. After 
him Saint Martin the third Archbiſhop ſucceeded, 
anno 375. Some belecue that he was borne in Hun- 
gary, anda ſouldierunder Inlian the Apoſtate , butaf- 
rerward changing his profeſſion and religion, con- 
verted thoſe of Toxrs to the Chriſtian faith, and then 
dyed inthe 26. ycere of his rags In this 
city is the Cathedrall Church of Sain? Grarian, foun- 
ded and dedicared to his honour by Saint Martin, iti 
whichthere isa clock, thar ſtrikerhnoronely everie 
houreoftheday ; butalſoſheweth the motion ofthe 


' planets ina globe, and the waxing and the wane of 


the moone. Ithathrwso great Towers or Steeples of 
alike height, from rhe ropp whereof one may ſee a 
fine pcoſpe& round abour the Countrie. There is 
alſo Saint Martins Church in it; conſecrated by his po. 
ſterity in honour of him. In this Church his bones 
were kept , bur afterward burnr in the time of the 
Gallike warres : yertrhe place where they lay , is en- 
compaſled with an yron grate, having thele verſes 
writtenaboueir. 
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T he impious brood, Contemners of Gods vuorship & 
hr name, | 
Hane burnt here to ashes Saint Martins bones wvith * 
re & flame. | ” 

Abour halte a mile from this rowne ſtanderh an 
Abbey , by which the Loire runneth, founded by 
Saint Martin atorelaid. In itisa kings chaire and a 
cruſe with holy Yzdjon, which they ſay (if you will 
giuc credit to it) Saint Aartin teceiued from ati ari- 

' gell, with which unCtion Herry the fourth was an- 
nointed King, becauſe that that which was atRheimsin 
Breraigne could not be gott, by reaſon of the warrs, 
which yet hangs up there for a monument, where 
is written , Here was Heyry the fourth annointed 
King of France at Chartres in Saint Mariethe virgins 
Church, after the Biſhop of Tours had ſaid Maſſe,and 
thaton the 27. ofAprillinthe yecre 1594. This cruſe 
with the Vnction for his annointing was with the 
unanime , and joynt conſent of the bretheren, 
brought ro Charrres by Francs Mathias, Iacob Duyſeus, 
and Eſaias Ianay Priour of the Kings Great mona- 
ſterie. | 

The Smaller townes ofthis Dutchicare CAmboyſe, 
Langers, Chinon, Loches, Mont-Richard, Cha#illon, and 
Aſay. CAmboyſe isavery pleaſant place, lying upon 
the Loyre z and. as pow 09 asanyis in the whole 
Kingdome, whither the Kings of France oftentimes 

reſorted to recreate them ſelues, and to take their 
pleaſure. Levves the _ builtherea caſtle, where 
in Anno 1498. hedycdon aſuddaine. Saint Martin 
after he had deſtroyed and caſt downe the Idoles, 
founded the firſt Church inir called CHarminſter 
Church. Saint Florence his Church was built by Fulke 
de Nerra, Count of Anjou, who madeita Canonization, 
and endowed itwith yeerely incomes. 

_Amboyſe was under the Earles of Ajou,and under 
che Engliſh Monarcks, till Saine Lewves annexed this 
Dutchie to the Kingdome of France, andthartun-

HMontrichard is a towne ſeated in a delightfull 2onr- 
plaine , environned abour with hils, and pleaſant richard. 
woods, called Les How de Montrichard. Inthe ſub- 
urbs thereofare Houſes, and Caues made under the 
Earth, which upon the topps ofthem haue Gardens, 
and Orchards. 

Chaſtillon is a princely placeſeated upon the Indje. 

There are two Aſays , namely, Aſayle Broffe and 
Aſay le Ferrun. Liſle Bouchard lyeth upon the river 
Vienne, which environneth it round abour. 

Caude lyethupon that point, where rhe Loyre and 
the Yiennefall oneintoan other. The Caſtle Paulineis 
honouredwiththe title ofa Yicounty, ſtanding upon 
the ropofa hill, where there isa fiſhe poole encom- 
paſſed with awall of aboue two miles abour. lulius 
Czfar Scaliger in commendations of Toxrs hath 
made theſe verſes upon irfollowing :

Ayo», 704, and the Countie of Perche. The Countric of 
Chartrain, as Ceſar obſerverh, lyeth in the very heart 

or middle of all France, ſhutr in upon the one ſide 

with theCountie of Pexche,and on the other ſide with 

the Dukedome of Orleans. The Meiropolicis Chartres, 

a renowned City at this day, ſeated partly ina valley, 

and partly upon the ridge of a hill, abounding in 

faire buildings,girtabour witha ſtronge wall,and for- 

Tihed, with Bulwarkes, rampards, and deepe ditches, 
flouriſhing with many rich Inhabirans, & Cirizens. Ir 
had heretofore Earles, who gouverned it. The Datchic 
of Anjou beginnethat the village of Chouſay, and en- 
dceth betweene orntcontour, & Herraut, where Poitiers 
beginneth alſo, which bordereth upon the South- 
fide of it, & onthe Eaſt lyeth the confines of Tourai- 
ze, & YVendoſme:onthe North itis boundeth with 27ai- 
zeand LiYal: onthe Welt it buttethupon Breraigne. 
There are in this Countrie aboue fortie Rivers, 
many Pooles , a great number of Lakes, diverſe 
Brookes, Ponds, and Maraiſſes, beſides an infinite 
number of fine Springs. Ir is a hillie and fruirfull 
Countrie, and the hills in every place, are couvered 
with Vines & grapes,the valleys full ofgreeneWoods, 
Groues, fine Meddowes and paſtures forthegrazing 
of Cartell. Here are curious and delicate Wines, 
commonly called Yin d'Anjou. Thoſe of Anjou had 
formerly Lords and Dukes of their owne, whereof 
one of them was called Dumracs, whome Ceſar van- 
quiſhed, as Hirtizsreſtifieth in his cight booke: who 
afrerward came under the commaund of the Frexch, 
as ſome other Gazles did. The Capitall Cirie of this 
Durche is Anziers, aCitic built with great magnifi. 
cencic, on both ſides of the river MHednana, orthe 
Maine, whichparts are joined together with a faire 
ſtone bridgeover this river: Ir is well gouverned, and 
honourcd with an Epiſkopall dignitie, with a Sene- 
{chailihip, anda Baliewike,and hath a preſidiall Hall, 
and a famous Vniverſitie init ere&ed by Levves the 
ſ:cond Duke of jou, Anno 1389. and was repaired 
and cularged by Herry de Yallozs Duke of Anjou , bro- 
rhcrro Charles che Ninth, Francis Ba/dvvir being 
-alled rhicher, ro inſtruct them in the civill Lawe. 
This Dutchic hathmany fine rownes in it, ſome grea- 
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ter ſome leſſer, whereofthe chiefeſt is Samwr, an illu- Samer, 
ſtrious Schoole famous in regard of Philip de Mornay 
Lord of Pleſſy that excellent Divine and champion 
againſt the Papacic, The Count of Maire bordereth 
upon Ajor, Tourcine and Perche , which is watered 

with theſe three principall Rivers : The Maine, the 
Loire, and the Sartra. 

The Countie of Perche, is devided into two parts, 59m of 
the one is the Lower, commonly called Le Perche 
Govet, andisa Caſtlewike almoſt environned about 
with the territoire of Chartres. The chiefe rownein 
it is Nogert. The other le Retros;is the Higher, which is 
properlie the Countieitſelfe. Among other rownes 
Mortaiene lyeth in it, and is the Court for the Bailife 
of Perche. Itis boundethon theone fide towards Nor- ***: 
mandy with Vernueil, & on that fide which looketh 
towards Maine with Memers. 

Middle Beaujſelyethin the very midſt thereofnext 
unto the higher part, which taketh up all char tract, 
which lyeth on both ſides of the Loyre, from Romoran- 
zin,a towne ſeated upon the Sauldre called theGreate, 
as farre as Yendoſme: buton the right ſide of the Loyre, 
itcontainerhall that Land,which reacheth fromCha- 

eau-dun to Blois, & the territoire of Tours. This part 
of La Beauſſe is called Yendoſmors, becauſe it compre- 
hendeth part ofthe Counties of Blozs, Danors, and 
Tonnoire, and partof the Dutchies of Yendoſme , and 
Toeraine. 

The ancient city of Blozs gaue denomination to 7he Coun 
the Countrie of Blows, one of the faireſt , and flourit- of 3tor, 
hing townes in France, and very famous, aſwell for 
the ancientneſle thereof, as that it hath bene the 
nurcing-mother ofmany Princes, and noble houſes. 

Itis finely ſeared bythe Loyreſide, partly uponriſing 
hills, and partly inavalley, for which reaſon, it affor- 
derh no good walkes: which diſaccommodation is 
ſupplyed with a moſt delicateand ſweeteaire, which 
doth ſurpaſle thardefe& by many degrees. And itis 
amoſt holes anda healtfull place, by reaſon of 
the goodneſle of the aire, which make many great 
men reſort hither, with hopes of preſerving them 
ſclues in good health and longe life. Iris ſuch a plea- 
ſantſoile, abounding in Vine-fields, and all forts of 
Graine, and fruirfull Trees, that itwillnotgiue place 
ro any part of Fraxce.Foritis ſo delightfullrotheeye,. ' 
for the marvaillous beautie thereof, that one cannor 
deſire any thing, neceſlaire for ſuſtentation, or re- 
creation, bur is to be found there. There are ſuch 
pleaſant Rivers, moſt fweere Springs, delicate Foun- 
raines, and Brookes, making a ruſlling noiſe & ſprea- 
ding themſelues, up and downe this Countrie with 
crooklings & turnings as ſo many veines, which mi- 
niſters greatdelighr, and cauſesa fweete aire: ſo that 
many great perſonages and men of quality, as is ſaid, 
come hither to take phylick for their health ;' & rhis 
6 Q isthe 
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is thereaſon, why diverſe Kings and Princes ſonnes 
are nouriſhed and brought up here, and ſome times 
the Kings of France themſelues haue chooſen this 


placeroliuein, for their health and recreation, for 
which rcaſonitis commonly called, /z Cite Royalle. 


Dfbe 77 Andthough the beaurie of this Ciry, & the Coun- 
qu1 ie oO M4 . . bt i . 
e:ty of Blois, FFIE CircumJacent be ſo great: yetis there no men- 


tion made thereof, in thoſe ancient Hiſtoriogra- 
phers, who haue chicfly wrote of this Nation, and 
their rownes, which was the ſubje& of their glorie, in 
deſcribing theſe people & rownes, whome they were 
conſtrained ro beſiege, and to conquere by force of 
armes. Howbeit the curioſity of thoſe is to be com- 
mended, who with great diligence, haue ſought fo 
farreintoantiquitie, thatthe rowne of 0rcheze, lying 
two miles from this citie, ſhould be the S:ore-houſe of 
Inlins Ceſar, in whichwas kept his warlike proviſion, 


and amunition, for the maintenance of his armie, as 


appearcth by the ruines of rhe great buildings there- 
of: and though Iam of the opinion, thar the foun- 
dation of this rowne was not layd there, becauſe the 
ancient Gaules, had wont allwaies to chooſe a place 
for the building of their rownes, upon the tops of 
ſome clifrs or hills, and difficult places to clime and 
gectt upto, or by ſome rivers ſide, yet without all que- 
ſtion, rhis is a very ancient rowneas may be proued 
by diverſe paſſages inthe bookes of Gregoryde Tours; 
wherciris {aid , thatin the daies of King Gorxtrar in 
the yeere of our Redemprion 5 60. when he ſought to 
take 1berulphe, who for his ſafety and refuge retyred 
himfelfe to Saint Martinof Tours: he had commaun- 
dedthoſe of Orleans, and Blois, that they ſhould rake 
hecedethar hedid not eſcape by flight. In this City 
alſo rhere is an ancient Caſtle, builr upon a rock;lying 
moſt pleaſantly, ſeparated from the rowne, which 
is the Kings ſeate and palace, from whence there isa 
moſt fine proſpe&into the Cirty,and roundaboutthe 
Countrie, which miniſters great delight to the eye. 
There are alſo in it two beautifull Churches: the one 


within the Caſtle it ſelf dedicated tothe honour of : 


Saint Salvator , endowed with large revenewes by 
Earles & Kings which haue ſucceeded one an other. 
The other conſecrated in honour of S. 1ames. Like- 
wiſe two faire Abbeys, which embelliſheth much this 
city of Blois. The one is Saint Lomers founded and 
beneficed, (Annog27 ) with rich incomes, by &udol- 
phus of Burgoigne King of France. Theother is deLadie 
of Bourgoignys, whereof no|mention is made of the 
foundation in the ancient writers of monuments. 
There are alſo in this Citie many other ſumptuous 
ſtruQures, dedicated rodivine-uſes, which would be 
to long here torelate. Intheſe bur eſpecially in Sat 
Sxviours Church, are many ſumpruous Tombes of 
Kings, & Princes, cuttout moſt artificially in Braſſe, 
Alablaſter, and richſtones upon which Levves and 
Guido Earles of Blots are moſt cunningly cutr out in 
Marble. Thereare belides in this Citie diverfe Con- 
duirs of Water , which makea ſtarelyſhewe; having 
pipes under the Earth whichleads and conveys the 
water unto them; whereof ſome of them haue ſuch 
high & grear Vautes,thatthree mena horſback,maye 
caſcly ride in front through them. And in many pla- 


ces of the hardeſt rocks and mountaines, theſe con-

duid pipes archewen through them, which hane coſt 
an infinite charge, & which would be incrediblehere 
ro rehearſe. The admirableneſſe of which workes, 
ſhewe manifeſtly the ancient riches of the Romans, 
anſwerable * » their power, though the Romane Hi- 
ſtorians make litle or no mention thereof. For they 
paſle overin ſilence the famous buildings of Nemonrs, 
the Amphitheater of Bourdeaux, the magnificent ſtru- 
&ures of Porters, and the Conduits of Faris: Beſides 
the ancient manner of buildings, & the huge Stones 
laydin the walls of Caſtles and Townes, demonſtrate 

lanely the Romaneantiquirie, as alſo the old peeces 


of walls & ruines of divers places,and the foundation 
of them which were layd deepe under the ground. 


There is aſweete harmonie & concordancieamong wunuref 
the Inhabitants, and Citizens of this towne anſwe- thepeople, 
rable tothe goodnefle of theaire, and the pleaſant- 

neſſe of the fieldes. For they are fo loving & cour- 

teous, ſo full of humanirie, ſo gracious in their ſpeech 

and manners,fo decent in theirapparell,& fo cleane- 

ly in their dyet & manner of living, having ſuch a fa- 

miliar converſation one with an other; thar all theſe 

vertues ſceme to ſympathize with the nature and 
goodnefle of their Countrie. 

Among the old Earles of Blozs, Ifind that Theobald The ancient 
theancient was one of the firſt, the Sonne of Gedeon, 35! 9 
deſeended on his Fathers ſide from Rouland Robert, © 
the Firſt Duke of Nozmardie. He hada Sonne called 
Otho, whoencreaſedaſwell his principalities lefthim 
by his Father, as by his owne vertue and power. He 
was Count of Champaizne, Blots, Brie, Tours and Char- 
tres. Hebegat Thibandthe Second, and Stephen, who 
ſucceeded his brother, dying without heires. From 
him and <Micethe fourth Daughter of YYiliam the 
Conqueronr , iſſued Thibaud the Third, and Stephen. 
The Sonne of the firſt of them, called after the 
name of his Father dying withour iſſue, lefr many 
ooodly poſlefſions behinde him to Stephen his uncle 
on his Fathers fide, who had obtained the Kingdome 
of England, Amonge whome wee read, that Levves 
the Sonne of Hezry the Second, Earle of Champaizne, 
and of Brie, the Nephew of Henry the corpulenr, 8 
of King Stephenwas Earle of Blozs, to whome alſorhe 
Dutchie of Romania, was given for his Heroick, and 
braue deeds of Armesat Conſtantinople. Healſo dying 
wirhout heires, as likewiſe Thibaud their ſiſter Mar- 
zaret ſucceedeththem; who was firſt Wife to 0tho 
Earle of Boxrgoigny , and after her firſt huſbands 
death ſhe was married againe to Gvwalter Lord of A4- 
vennes, of whome was borne Mary Lady of Avennes, 
Counteſle of Chartres, and of Blozs, who was eſpouſed 
to Hugh de Chaſtilloy Countof Saint Paul. 

In the yeere 1588. the 22.of November, was ma(- 
facred at Blois by the commandment of Herry the 
Third, Henry de Loraine, Duke of Gaiſe, and the nexc 
day his brother the Cardinal.

Carzates, and asthat which we callart this day the Bil- 
hoprickof Chartres and the Countrie Chartrain. In 
rhe time of 7ulirs Ceſar , Taſzetins, being deſcended | 
of a good houſe was bornear Chartres, whoſe Prede- 
ceſlours had bene Gouvernours , and Rulers of this 
Towne , whome as Cz/ar himfelfe writeth for his 
vertue, & the good affeftion he bore him, comming | 
to him juſt when he had occaſion to uſe him in his 
warrs, ſctled him inthe place, titles, and dignities of 
his Anceſtours. Burtinthe rhird yeere of his raigne, 
his ennemies murthered him publickly by theCoun- 
cell and inſtigation of many of this rowne. For, the 
ancient Gazles had then their Cut-throats and Mur- 
therers in every towne. Ancient Authours make 
mention very often ofthe Carnures, andas Merulano- 
rcth , they had an annuall place dedicated ro the 
Drnides. Some men imagine that the name Carnutes 
is derived from the Grecke word Nnrts: in regardof 
theabundance of Nutts, which growein the woods | 
of this Countrie. 

The Anrelianenſes are in Pauls Diaconus lib.y. cz. 
treating of the faſhions of the Lombards miſtaken), 
where ſome read, but impertinently and withour di-

4. inthe Tableof 
Lion, &inthe Preface to the ſecond Councill of 0r- 
lears, is called The Dutchie and Epiſcopate of Orleans. 
Thoſe whome Tacitus name CArndecavi or Andicavi, 
Ptolomy nameth Aydzag% , are termed & found in 
the ordinaric coppies N1d)aga, but Plinie improperly 
calls thoſe Andigavi, whichin ſome coppies are Arde- 
gavenſes. in Notitia Prov. inthe third mapp of Lyoz- 
70ts, they are called Lal des Angevins. In Ceſar An- 
aes, whoſe Generall as Hirtius relateth lib.8, was van- 
quiſhed by this Emperour. Burt now is commonly

Prolomy 
calleth that Alſearor, which is now Chartyes. Itis none 
of the leaſt rownes; but famous, ſituatedpartly ina 
plaine and partly upon a hill, having many faire buil- 
dingsinit, girt aboutwith Walls and Bulwarkes, and 
encompaſled witha Moate , in whichtheir dwell ma- 
ny wealthic men. Artthefoote ofthe hill runns a Ri. 
ver, upon which ſtand Watermills, the head whereof 
beginneth in the County of Perch, andis conveyed 
by the induſtrie of man towards LZouwrers, andalitle 
aboue Roaxec falleth there into the Seize. The great 
Churchis dedicated ro our Lady. | 
In ancient times they had their owne Earles: The 
firſt ofthem (as is thought) was the Grandfather of 
Otho, whoſe Father was Theobaudrhe Elder, Coflin to 
Rollo the Norman, Count of Blois, who tooke in Char- 
tres by force of Armes. 0tho had theſe for his Succeſ- 
ſours,his SonneTheobaudtheSecond, who dyed with- 
out heires, and Stephen, from whome iflued Theo- 
band the Third his Grand child , and for his Coſlin 
German Theobaud the Fourth, who deceaſed likewiſe 
without iſſue. After whoſe death no more mention * 
is made of any Earles of Chartres. Heretofore the 
County of Dreux, asalſo Montfort was annexed to this 
Countrie.

fars dayes this towne was accounted to ſtand inthe 


Countric of the Carzutes. Arthus day itis a brauc, & 
a gallant towne, which may be raunged among the 
chiefeſt cities of Frarce. Ir is ſeated in an excellent 
andahealtfull aire: onthe Northſide it riſerh a lirle 
more then inthe other part of it, where there ſtands 
the magnificent, and ſumptuous Churchof S. Croſſe: 
bur of late times with ſome others, is miſerably rui- 
nedand demoliſhed, whichis alamentable ſpectacle. 
On naw oY lide it is muchenlarged. Behinde FS. 
Stephens his Church, there areyetthe ruines of many 


ancientWalls, where is ſcenean old gate, called yer | 


the Boxrgorian Gate, andall the buildings beyonditto 
the New Gate, are called, La7ille Neufue, or the New 
Towne. 

"The Zoyre beateth upon the Walls of it, & hatha 
faire ſtone bridge over themidl(t of it into the Iland, 
upon which ſtands the monument, and Statute of 
the Virgin of Orleans Toane Darch, who by her valour 
ſaued this rowne inthe raigne of Charles the Sixth, 
Anno 1428. when it was {traightly beſieged by the 
Engliſhandalmoſt loſt. Levwes Micguelle of Orleans 
compoſcda Booke of this ſubje&, where ye may read 
the Storie thereofar large, and dedicatedir to Charles 
the Cardinall of Lorraine, The Cirizens of any qua-

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liry in memoriall of their deliverance, keepe adayof 

prayer cueryyeere for it, upon the eighrof May. And 

this day is commonly called The Towwre Feaſt. Atthe 

end ofthe bridge there lies the Suburb named Porte- 

reau. And the great Mercate place Efappe, or the 
ſtaple,becauſe of the abundance of Wines, whichlies 

in hoggſhcadsuponit, and whicharetranſported in- 

co other parts. The place of execution is called 4ar- 

704, in remembrance of Martyrs, which ſuffred there, 

It is one of the moſt famous Vniverſitics of France, 

which Thzlip the Faire, founded Anno 1312. wherein is 

chiefly taughr the civill lawe, andwherethey ſpeake 

the belt and pureſt french in France. Ir is alſo ho- 

noured withthetitle of a B;/>oprick. There haue bene 

Kings annointed in it, as wellas at Reims, as Hiſtories 

relate. The fields round abour itare very fruitfull eve- 

ry where, and yeeld aboundance of excellent Wines, 
whichare tranſported into the moſt parts of Europe, 

and for their goodneſle are called Yin d'0rleans. They 

haue had heretofore /aſwell as ſome other Provinces 

in France) their Natiue Princes, and was formerly 

ſubje& ro the Romans, which being driuen outof it, 
acknowledged afterward the Kings of France, who 
honoredit with the title ofa Kingdome. Iris thoughr 

that Cleodomirwas the firſt King of it, who dying with- 

out iſſue, Clotarins his Brother ſucceeded him , who 
afterwards, his bretheren being dead, obtaynedthe 

whole Kingdome of France, and was then alwayes 
annexed to the Crowne of France, till the time of 

the Yaloiſes. King 1ohnby the commaud of his Father 

Philip, createdirt a Dutchieand joinedir to his King- 
dome,& than gaue irto his brother Philip Count deYa- 

lois, ſince which time it hathalwayes enjoyed theticle 

of a Dukedome: butP/i4p dying without heire males, Te: mm. 
itfell againe tothe Crowne of France, & finally was p,;,; 7: 
decreed, thatthe ſecond Sonne of the King, ſhould 1.10. cup. 
enjoy (as an Apermage or a portion ) this Dutchie of 7" Seg'6. 
Orleans,and the Dobphenythe title of the Eldeſt. It was G,.,*17 
once ſhrodly beſieged by Azrilla King of the Hunes, Tours14b. a,

in: yetatlaſt partly by the induſtrieandvalourof the ,,, .. 


Citizens, who defended it bravely, and partly by the ſome other 
aide of the mighty Armie of © Hetins Patritins, of He- —_— 
rovuKing of the Franks, and 7 heodoricke King of the 7 46 
Goths, it was relicued, and the Hunes being routed, 
where conſtrained to abandon it, and leaue all their 
ſpoiles behinde them. 

Francis de Belle Foreſt hath wrot muchin the com- 
mendations of this City. Leoz Trepot Senatour of Or- 
leans, wrotea whole booke of his Countrie. Of late 
rimes it hath bene lamentably ſpoiled and ſuffred 
much by the Civill warrs. 

The territoire of Lori taketh his name from the Log, 
famous towne heretofore called Zorz.In theCaſtle of 
Loris were firſt eſtabliſhed thoſe ancientlawes, and 
cuſtomes now held & obſerved in 0rlears. 

Sologne a part of Lower Beauſſe comprehendeth all Sologre, 
the tra& of land from Orleans beyond the Loyre, as 
farreas Amboiſe, reaching Eaſtward to theterritories, 
whichjoyneandlye upon theriver Care. Ithathtwo 
pats , the Vppcr in which are the Ryc-helds, che 

cathie grounds, and the woods. The Lower partis 

full of fine rivers, meddowes, and paſtures, whichis 
more ſandie, and not ſo fatta ſoileasthe other. The 
chiefe towne of it is Romorantine , which by ſome Kemoranti 
marks ſhews the antiquity of it. It may be Rodrina, *** 
mentioned in the ancient manuſcripts. TheInhabij.. 
rants, eſpecially the common ſorr call their rowne 
Ancient Rome;the name thereof comming ſomething , _ 
neerethar City. Alſo Chaſteau-Newf ſtrong in regard 20% 
of the Caſtle, Ir had abourit heretofore many fine 
Gardens, Orchards,& Walkes for recreation. Now ir | | 
is the Domaine of the Princes of Melfes. Aubieni was A**%3"*- 
formerly a Royalc ſcate, which Lewes the Second 
had eredted. cleri called this day Noſtre Damede Cleri, 
famous for the Pilgrims, whichreſorts untoir.

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The deſcription of that partof France, 
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ISLE OF FRANCE. 


HIS partof France,commonly called 
Francia, orthe Iſle of France, tooke this 
y name firſt from the Fraxcones , a people, 
2 which lived in the great Foreſt of Sy/ve 
= Hyrcymain Germanie , who driving the 
Vangiones out of it there ſeated themſelyes,and called 
it after their owne name 74xcona,which now beareth 
the name of France; but here it is taken more ſpeciall, 
& with a lefſer reſtriction, then the whole Kingdome 
it ſelfe , comprehending theſe partsin it, namely, The 
Vicountie of Paris , the Dukedome of Vallors , and theſmall 
zerritories of Hurepens and Gaſtenos. Theſe Francones Iu 
lius Czfar tamed, Maximinws {laughtered , and Con. 
ſtantine vanquiſhed, and 1ulian the ApoZtate kept under: 
yetinthe reigne of Yalentizian the firſt, they beganne 
to ſhake of the clogg of bondage: and changing their 
name with the encreale ofrtheir Power , called them. 
ſelves Franci or Frankes, that is, Freemen. Heretofore 
they were governed by Dukes,till the yeare 420,when 
as Pharamond tooke on him the title of King. As for 
France the firſt that ever ſet foote there,was Meroverns, 
who ſeing the Romans on one ſide putt to the worſt 
by Theodorick , and the Gothes invading it with the 
Burgundians on the other ſide : ſeazed on the Ile of 
France, ſubdued Pars, and made it the ſeate of the 
Kingdome. Afterward , when they had tully ſeated 
themſelves hcere, the Kings uſed to divide their King 
dome, according tothe number of their Sons, Hence 
was there a King of Orleans, a King of Auiiraſia, a King 
of Soifſons, anda King of France , which allwayes was 
he and he onely that had his ſeat in Paris. At this day 
the Provoſtſhip, or Countic of Paris is divided into 
toure parts: the Pariſian, the Goelcar , the Iſle of France, 


andthe Yexin Frangoxs, The Pariſianis commonly cal. 


led le Pariſis,which contained heretofore all thatrract 
reached from the gate of Paris to Poxtoyſe, and ſo for- 
ward towards Clay and Brie. The name hereof is al- 
moſt buried in Oblivion, ſaving that there are ſome 
memorialls left in ſome Villages, as Lowvres, Cormeille, 
Eſcova, & ſome others, which are ſurnamed (ex Pariſis) 
retaining ſtill this ancient name , as likewiſe upon the 
inſcriptions of ſome peeces of coine, called Solz, and 
Deniers Pariſis, as alſo in the taxations of the Parlia- 
ments of Paris. Some beleeve that the Gare, called 
now Paris-gate, had this name givenit, in regard they 
went out at this Gate into Pariſis, 

The Metrapolss of this Pariſis,& ofall France is Pars, 
or Zatetia,ſo called by Ceſar. At this day it is common- 
ly called Lutezia Pariſcorum, and Paris by the Natives of 
this Countrie. Some derive this name Lxteris from 
Lato, as being fited in a clayie loile , that they uſeasa 
common Provyerbe to ſay , iz/{aines 4s the dirt of Para, 
by reaſonalſo of the mirie Pooles,and Marraiſes, which 
lye about ir, This Cit7 was heretofore much lefſe, 
then it is now a dayes,lying then onely within the Ile, 
which the Sezze makeththere : This huge,and mighty 
Citie had at the firſt but a ſmall beginning, and every 
day growing more Populous , this Iland could not 


conteyne the multitude of People , which come to in- | 


habite here , but were faine toþuild, and inhabite on 
both ſides of the River,and to enlarge it with ſuburbs, 
inſo much, that this towne in proceſle of time grew fo 
bigg, that nowit is the greateſt Citie of all France, 8 
in regard of the greatnes is divided into three parts, 
whereof the greateſt is that which lyeth on the- right 
fide of the River, being the loweſt part, ſpreading ir 
ſelte Eaſt and Northward, commonly called 7i/a, or 
la Ville : the leſſer part is ſeated on the left fide of the 
Scrye,(hooting out South, and Weſtward, and riſing a 
litle by reaſon of the hills , and hillocks is called the 
Univerſfitie. The middle part ſtands in the 1land , 
whichretayneth the ancient name of Ja Cize, being cir- 


 cledabout withthe River, andjoyned to the ſmalleſt 


part with two, and tothe greateſt with three bridges. 
That part which isnamed /a File, lyeth inthe forme of 
a halfe Moone, environned with the fide of the Seine, 
girtabout with walls, Bulwarkes and Moates, & lyeth 
in the forme ofa Demy-circle. Pars hath ſeven Gates, 
as S. Anthonies, the Temple, S.Martins,S.Denis, the . 
_—_ Mount, S.Honorius,and Newgate. The City 

1s defended from the Violence ofthe River with foure 
{mall Iles, lying in aline as Barrs, and were firſt inha= 
bited by reaſon of the commodiouſneſſe of the fite , 
into which part the people had wont to goe over upon 
wodden bridges , as lying in the heart of the City , 
where the Kings and the Biſhops Palaces ſtand. The 
Univerſitie repreſentethrhe torme of a Cap, where- 


- withthe head of fo great a Citie is couveredand ador- 


ned. Touching the publike, & ſacred buildings,there - 
are in Paris 6g Churches, whereof the Cathedrall is a 
ſtately one, Beſides theſe Churches, there are about 
I 3 Chappells, whereof thar of the Palace Royall, cal- 
led $aznre is the chiefeſt, founded by Saint Lewes, and 
is as brave a one, as any ison this fide the Alpes: forit 
is built as if there were diverſe Chappells ſupporting 
one an other with Vaults, being borne up with Pillars 
onely on the ſides. Moreover there are a great many 
Cloiſters, Monaſteries, Hoſpitalls, Palaces, & Noble- 
mens houſes, which would be to long hereto relate, 
Not farre from Paris, lyeth /e Poxt Charemton,where 
the Marze falleth into the Seite. There isan Echo, 
which anſweretha mans voice 13 times, and which is 
more wonderfull , if one ſpeakes a word of 4 fillables, 
one may heare it foure or five times perfely repea- 
red one after an other. The ſmall territoire of Goel- 
la,or Goelle hath loft its ancient limits, onely keeping 
the name of Goelle in ſome places. In it lyeth in rhe 
Countie of Dam Hartiz, fo named from the chiefe 
towne thereof called Dam-Martiz, which is now redu- 
cedtoa Village, lying upon a hill. The Iſle of France 
containeth all that tract of Land, from S.Denis as farr 
as Poyily, and Montmorancy, in Generall all that, 
which lyeth berweene the boſome, and the circling of 
the Seine towards Picardie,and Normandy : but ſome 
place the limits other wiſe. $.Dexwx in France, is a fine 
and a pleaſant towne, ſo named after $.Dioniſius Areo- 
Pagita,as ſome unskillfull in ancient hiſtoires give out, 


relying rather upon the dotage & dreames of Monks,

then upor»the ground of truth. Poifly is alſo a gallant 
town,witha faire Caſtle init, where rhe French Kings 


"Came often to recreate themſelves, and where their 


Queens had wont to be brought a bedd before S.Ger- 
main , was inefſe. Here alſo the Kings Children were 
wont to be brought up, as they doe now at Blow and 
Amboiſe. Betweene Poiſly and Paris lyeth S.German 
en Laye, apretty towne , whichſhewes the antiquity 
of it. Mommorancinm is now called Mommorency. At- 
ter the lile of France commeth Yexizum Francinm,Cal- 
led now Fexiy, or as ſome will have it Yulx:n le Francos, 
compreheding withinit allrhar tract, which reacheth 


from the River Oyſe to Clerwopt in Picardie, The me- - 


morie thereof is loſt ; but onely that now and thenin 
ſome ancient manuſcripts mention is made thereof, 
Thus farre we have deſcribed the Provoſtſhip of Paris, 
with the foure parts, or precincts belonging to it, The 
other part is called Yale/iam , or le pays de Falloxs, which 
15 ſuppoſed tooke this name from the ſweete , 8 plea- 
fant Valleys abour it. Some fetches the name of it 
elſwhere : Anciently it was a Countie, but afterward 
was created a Dukedome. The firſt Count of Yaleys 
and Alergon, was Charles, the Sonne of Phifp the third 
King of Fraxce: he by his Son Philip the fourth bought 
inthe royall ſtemme of 74/04 into France:the Dutchie 
of Yalois reacheth to Picardie. The chiefe Citie here- 
of is Silvanedum,or Senlis, lonamed (as ſome imagine) 
becauſe it lyeth upon the skirt of a wood. Itis a very 
ancicnttowne, and an Epiſcopall Sea, honoured alſo 
with a Bailiewike, or Provoſtſhip. 'This Bailiewike of 
Sexlis enricheth the Dukedome of Yaloys with many 
Lordſhips. As Pierrefons, Bethiſi , and Ferberie , under 
which are the towns Angij,le Pont Saint Maxence (being 
environned witha Marrais , that parts the bounds of 
France and Picardie) Pangoing & Brenonville one from 
another. This Provoſtſhip hath in it Compendiam , or 
Compiegne, heretofore a Princely habitation , called as 
ſome ay Carolopolis trom Charles the balde , who enlar- 
ged the towae walls and made them bigger. Onthe 
turther fide of Campiegne follow the Suefones and Lan- 
dunerſis, apeodle of Picardie. Magny,Thorette and Creil 
belong to Campiezne. And under Sexls lyeth the Bai- 
liewike, Provoſtſhip, and Vicounty , Pontes Afiz, or 
Pontoyſe, which 1vo in his 105 letter nameth Popre- 
iam, under the royalty whereof are theſe Townes, 
Ville neufve le Roy, and L'iſle Adam. Having paſſed Pox- 
zozſe ye come preſently into Normandie. Under Sex- 
ts is alſo the County of Beaument upou the Oyſe, with 
Perſang , and Metu belonging to it. The Countie of 
Beaumont acknowledge none but the Princes of the 
royall ſtemmeef Yendoſme for their Lords. 

Neere unto this town on the other fide of the Oyſe, 
beginneth the land of Beauvor,a Countie appertaining 
to Sexlts, and Yaloys, having Bellovacum, or Beauvor tor 
the capitall towne. In Ceſar (as loſephis Scaliger men- 
tionethin his Epiſtle to Merula) this ſhould be Bratus- 
pantium, which afterward the ſucceeding Emperours 
called Ceſaro Magnum, though Carols Bovillu be of an 


other opinion, that [Grayvler,or Grattopayce was Bratu- 
ſpantium. 'The towne of Beauvos is ſeated very plea- 
iantly, having many fruittull hills nor yery high, lying 
round about it , betweene which are excellent erreble 
Lands; neither haye they want of Wine. The Women 
of this towne have many fine priviledges, graunted 
chem inthe yeereof our Lord 1472. by King Lewes 
the ſecond, becauſe they were the occalion that Duke 
Charles of Burgundie , who had beſecged it , wasdri- 
ven to quite his ſeige : not farre from Beauvos lyeth 
Claramontium, or Clermont, having a ſtron g Caſtleinit. 
Next Zeauvos tollowes the ſmall territoire of Heure= 
pos which beginneth from the Seize , under the litle 
bridge of Pars, and lyeth along the {aid River,beyond 
Corbeil, Melun, and HMorer, where it is ſeparated by the 
brooke Ferinas, (which falleth into the Loxe) from Ga- 
feenors, and bordereth upon Brje about S.Calombe gran- 
de, and upon the Sexonciſes, It hath under it the Vi- 
contie, and Baliewike of Melun,whoſe principall town 
Ceſar calleth Melodunum , and ſometimes Merioſedum, 
now Melap, lying in an Iand of the Seine, juſt as Paris 
doth, with a ſtrong Caſtlein it, 
The Towne called now Corbvesl, is named in Yita 
S. Petri Taremaſi: Corbolium.. It is famous for the deli. 
cate fiſh, and luſhious Crabs that are taken there, being 
alſo fortified with a Caſtle. Fons Belle Aque,commonly 
calledin French Fomtaine-Belle-ean, (that is, the Foun- 
zaine faire water) where the King hath a moſt delight- 
full Palace, like a Paradice; accounted not onely the 
faireſt houſe of France, but (as they (ay) of all Chri- 
ſtendome, where S.Lewes heretofore held his Court, 
and after him Phidp and France de Yaloz, having many 
antiquaires and rarities init. The fourth part of this 
Francia, I have attributed to the territorie of Gaſtinors, 
which is parted from Henrepois, by the River Yerina, 8c 
comprehendeth within it the Dukedomes of Z/ampes, 
and Nemours, the County of Rochefore,& ſome others. 
The towne Stamps, or E#ampes lyeth halfe waye be- 
tweene Paris and Orleans,uponthe River 1#nna, held 
the mother of the delicious crabs , which neere nnto 
Corbveil fallerh into the Seine. 'The chief 'Towne of 
this Dutchic of Nemours, heretofore a County is Ne- 
mmrſium,of Nemours,leated upon the River Loze,which 
alitle way beneath Morer disburdeneth it ſelfe intothe 
Seine, this is none of the meaneſt Dutchies in France. 
Rapes Fortis,or Rochefort,beareththe title of a Countie, 
allo Milly & Moret (which are accounted the bounds 
of Gaftinois, and Heurepois) both fortified with Caſtles, 
and among ſome other towns , under the juriſdiction 
of Gaſtinois lyeth Montargis,or Montargium, quaſi Mons 
Lrgi, becauſe of the fine proſpect, whichis round a- 
bout it, This Towne Anno 1518, was wholly burnt 
downe, but afterward was reedified, 8 built up againe, 
and bewtified with a fine Caſtle , where ye may ſee 
painted the ſtorie of a Greyhound , who revenged the 
death of his maſter, by byting todeath , him that had 
murthered hismaſter. And thus much for the 1le of 
France, and the circumjacent territories. 
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AMPAIGNE isſocalled, be- 
cauſe it isa Champion Countrie, full 
of large feilds , plaine and leyell 
good tor manuring. 'The Coun- 
) tries, which environ it,are Brie, Bur- 
ID Ax® £1#n4ie and Lovreine. It hatha very 
eDFTINSq lerraine, and a well tempered aire, 
& the Soile yeeldeth Corne, wine, 
Cattell, and Foule in abundance. There are alſo ma- 
ny fine woods and feilds to hunt and hauke in. 
Campaigne it it be properly conſidered, is divided

into Campaizze it lelte, and intothe adjoyning territo- 


ries, commonly called the upper and lower Campaigne. 
In the laſt Iye Troyes, Ivigny, Baſſigni and Pallage, The 
towne now called Troyes, lyeth upon the Seize. The 
Countrie round about it, is very fruitfnll,and the Inha- 
bitants drive a great trade indiverſe wares, & commo- 
dities: there is an Epiſcopall Sea, with a faire Caſtle 
in it, and uponthe Sezne arc many Paper-miles; the ju- 
ri{diction of Troyes extendeth farre : beſides there 1sa 
preſidiall Hall tor the Kings Judges. Unto Troyes be- 
long Brie in Campaigne , the Hall of Barre upon the 
Seine, the Biſhoprick of Muff, la Ferte upon the CYuze, 
Nogent, Pont upon the Seize, Fruille, Chaitel , and S.Flo- 
rence, whichare all townes appertaining to Campaigne. 
At Troyes was held a Councell by the order of Pope 
Johnthe eight, and by the helpe of the ſaid Pope , 
Lewes the Stammerer, was crowned King. The Huns 
and Normans founded this towne : the Cathedrall 
Church in itis built very ſumptuouſly, called S.Sze- 
phens. Ivignyis a Countie, which ſeparateth Campaigne 
trom Bowrgoizny, bordering upon thoſe of Sexs,the prin- 
cipall rowne whereof is 1vigay, under the juriſdiction 
of the Baliewike of Troyes, 1t is called alſo Bafizny ; 
becaute it is ſcated inthe greateſt part of lower Cam- 


Pargnee This territoire is environned and encompaſſed 


with the Marze, the Menuſe, and the Moſel,, inſo much, 
that itis watered with more great Rivers, then any 
Country ot France. 'The principaleſt towne thereof 
is Chaumont, or Chaument in Baſſigay , which tooke the 
name from Mons Caluus , Or Baldmount. Upon the top 
of the rock lyes a ſtrong Caſtle , within this Caſtle 
there is a towre , encompaſſed with a wall, in which 
there 1s a great Hall, where the King uſed to hold an 
Atſembly of his Pecres, and Nobles: this is alſo a Ba- 
Iywike, and a Court of Juſtice ; becauſe its ſeated in 
loconvenient a place. There isalſo the Magazin, or 
Storehouſe for Salt, where the Kings Officers receive 
cultome & toule of all paſſengers, which comes the- 
ther by water or by land,where they doe juſtice, and 
pronounceſentence in the Kings name: their chiefeſt 
trading is in draperies, linnenand weaving: the prin- 
cipall Church in it, is S./ohz Baptiſſs. Under the juriſ- 
diction of Baſizgny lye Langres, Monttgny , Goeffy , No- 


gent le Roy, Monteclar, Andelot, Biſnay, Choiſeul, Fiſuory , 


Cleſnon, all of them being hanſome townes, 

Fallagetaketh its name trom the fine, pleaſant and 
fruitfull Valleys which are init , bordering upon Per- 
tors, and Borroz- The chieie townes in it, are Yaſſy, 
S. Didier, Tainville, Montirandel, Dontlerant , the Caſtle 
of Forzes, Eſclaron and Arf/: but the principaleſt place 
of all is Vaſſi, lying upon the Bleyſe, under the com- 
maund of the retormed rcligion , and for ſuffring a 
maſſacre upon the firſt day of March 1562. 


AMPAIGNE. 


$.Dedier tooke this name from a holy man ſo cal- 


led, in whoſe honour it was founded. 'The Emperour 


Charles the fifth tooke inthis towne ; but after apeace 
was concluded, was reſtored againe tothe French: af- 
terward for the better aſſurance thereof, a Caſtle was 
built init. 

Iainville or 10inville is an ancient towne, and the ap- 
pennage, or portionof the eldeſt Sonne of the Duke 
of Guiſe, ſeated upon the River of Marne, and bor- 
dereth upon Campaigne. King Lewes, ſurnamed the 
Corpulent, cauſed this rowne to be encompaſſed with 
a wall. The chiete Church was dedicated to S. Lande- 
rick, where the famous, and ſtately ſtature of Godtrey 
of Boliillon, and the magnificent Tombe of Claudius 
Duke of Guiſe is to be ſecne : the Lord of Joinville, 
is heire to the Seneſchalſhip of Campaigne. 1 his town 
in the dayes of Henry the ſecond, was imuchenlarged 
the Barenies of Hailly, Doulevant, Roches, Eſclatron, with 
other places and Caſtles belonging to it. In the time 
of Charles the fifth this towne was greatly ruined and 
deſtroyed. Arſs is a Bourrough lying upon the River 
CAube, 

Upper Campaigne comprehendeth in it the land of 
Pertois, whichis very fruitfull,and abounds chiefly in 
corne,hempe & wood. The principaleſt rowne lying 
in Pertois1s Yizr;, ſeated upon the confluence of the 
Rivers Saux & Marne. Some imagine that Yltri tooke 
this name from the Romane Legion Y7&r:x, which lay 
here abouts to hinder the incurſions of the Germans. 
Here is kept the Court of the Baliewick, under which 
are eight Provoſts and Caſtellans , namely , thoſe of 
Cha#tean, Thiery, Menehoa, Chaſtillon, Fiſmes,Eſpernay,Ro- 
veray, Paſſavant,V erins,& Laſaincort. In the yeere 1141, 
being angry with Count Thibazd, Lord of Campatgne, 
for the offence of ſome of his ſubjects , ſerr fire one 
Vitri, and burnt ſome 70 men , women and children , 
which fled intothe Church to ſave themſelves, where- 
upon S. Bernard taxed the King of overmuch cruelty. 
This place was alſo ruined by the Emperour Charles 
the fitth,and reedifyed ina place called cHontcourt, by 
King Francis thefirſt, he endowed it with many great 
priveledges & mimunities, putting Argi/ters, La Sain- 
court Lowvement & other places under the juriſdiftion 
thereof, Now follow the circumjacent places, as the 
Dutchie of Zheims and Langres, with the Counties of 
Chalons, Signy 8 1a Morte, whichare liberties ofthem- 
ſelves, and not ſubject unto Campaigre. 

The Dutchie of Rheims called in French /e Duche 
Pairie, and Archeveſche de Rheims,tooke the name trom 
the ancient Darocortorum. Though Rheims be ſhut in 
and environned with Campaigne: yet nevertheleſſe it 
hath its owne juriſdiction, and Arch-Biſhop, who is al- 
ſoa Duke , and the firſt Peere of Frauce. It is a cu- 
ſtome in France, that the Kings are here annointed 
with an oyle that was ſent from heaven, (as they ſay) & 
thatC/ovs was here annointed the firſt Chriſtian King, 
is abſolutely contradicted by their beſt and moſt judi- 
cious writer Du Haillan , who affirmeth Pepin, to have 
bene rhe firſt annointed King, & thar there was none, 
de la premiere lignee onifl , ny ſacre a Rheims none of the 
firſt , or Merovigean line of Kings , were annointed at 
Rheims or elſewhere. How ever, the Frenchmen hold 
this oyle in wonderfull reverence : and at the corona- 
tion of their Kings,tetchit from the Church, where it

is kept with great ſolemnity : for it is brought by the 
Prior, fitting on a white ambling Palfery, attended b 
his Monkes: the Arch-Biſhop of this towne, and ſuc 


Biſhops as are preſent going to the Church-doore to 
- meete it, and leaving with the Prior ſome gage, & the 
King when it is by theArch-Biſhop brought tothe Al- - 


tar to annoint him , bowerth himſelfe before it with 
great reverence, The Carhedrall Church in this rown 
3s called S.Maries,dedicated toour Lady 

La Duche Pairie and Eveſche de Langres , taketh this 
name fromthe chiefe towne , which lyeth in it called 
Lanpres. It is an ancient towne,neatly built, lying upon 
the hill Yogeſius , from whichthe River Marne fſprin- 
geth, and maketh the bounds of the Countie of Bur- 
gundie Eaſtward, Among other Monuments in it, 
there is an Arcus Triumphalis upon the wall, with a 
combate betweene men, Lyons and Horſes in it, foun- 
ded in memoriall of the conquering of the High- 
durchies: it is alſo an Epiſcopall Sea, whoſe Biſhops are 
Dakes, and Peeres of France. The Cathedrall is one 
of the brayeſt Churches in France, founded in honour 
of S. Martin, which afterward was called SaintJohns rhe 
Euangclifts, The Countie of Lzgzi is fo called from 
the chiefe towne Lizzi, whichisa very old town, lying 
upon the Saux. Onthe Eaſtſide ofir ſtands an Abbey, 
upon the top of a hill, with a fine Fountaine by it. Tou- 
ching the Countie /z Morte, wee have no great matter 
towrite of. The Countie of Chatoncalledin French Je 
Eveſche Comte,and Pairie de Chalonzooke its name from 
the towne of Catalaunum,or as ſome write Cathelannum, 
now called Chaion1n Camparzne: it is an Epiſcopall Sea, 
iying upo the Marne, having a ſteeple like a Pyramide, 
The Soile is very fruirfull , abounding in all things 
reel for the fuſtenſtation of man. Brie is an ancient 
Larledome, ſeated upon the meeting ot the Marne, & 
the S-ine : the Marne leparateth Brie from Campalg- 
ne, and the Seine parteth it from Gaſtinois. So that it 
Iverh betweene theſe two Rivers,as farre as the Duke. 
dome of Burgundie. The name of this towne of Brie 
or ray commeth from Count Robarr, who being here- 
tofore Lord of this Countrie dwelt in it , and gave it 
this name. Itisarough and ahillie land, but very fer- 
till, lyes in a cleare airc, & healthtull. Brie was once a 
Colonie of the Normans , which came and inhabited 
in this Countrie, bur after along and bloodie warre , 
they were chaſed anddrivenout of it: for which rea. 
fon, it is yet in ſome bookes called Normans Barrow.

The reſt of the townes in Brie are Chaſteau, Tierri , 
Meaus, Provins and ſome others. Meaux Iatinum was 
a towne of the Meldes, or Medes: it lyeth pleaſantly 
upon the top of ahill, from whence thereis afine pro- 
ſpe over all the Countie of Brie , & underneath the 
foote of it, runneththe Marne weſtward. The juriſ- 
diction of rhe ſaid towne,is the ſecond in the Countic 
of Brie, having the benches of Meaux, Crecy and Co- 
lomiers underirt : but the County Robart and Thorcy 
are under the Caſtellainſhip of Paris. Meaux is a Bi- 
ſhops ſea,ereftedin the time of theprimitive Church: 
for $.Denis,who converted many places to the Chri- 
ſtian faith. Necre unto Meaux,was the Queens Court 
Kept at Monceaux, and honored with the perſonnage 
of Queene Catherine of Medices. Provins is an anCi- 
ent towne , lying upon a nooke of the River Moran, 
which is famous through all France, for the great and 
lweetedamask & red Roſes, that grow there in abun- 
dance, and arecarried from thence ro Paris, to make 
conferyveof Roſes, and Roſewater : there are lying a- 
bout it many fine Meddowes , paſtures and waters. In 
this cowne is held the ſeſſions of Brie, having a Bailife, 
a Lieutenant Generall, and particularof this County 
two Counſellours of Law, an Atturney for the King , 
anda Recorder. Provins anno 147: had a great man 

houſes waſhed away with an exceeding high floud, w* 

had almoſt endangered,and drowned the wholetown. 
Here ye ſhall finde alſothe Arch-Biſhoprick of Sens, 
with the ſmall ctowne of Po? /awille des Gaulou Senonon, 
otherwiſe called Agendicum. Sens is a great, faire, and 
ſtrong towne, lying upon the 7onne, not farre from itis 
a Meere anda Fountaine by it, whoſe waters reſolves 
into ſtones, One of the chieteſt ſtructares in it,is Saint 
Stephens, a brave Church. Sensis a Biſhops ſea, hath 
a Kings bench in it,isa Bailiewike,with a Preſident, 8 
two Counſellors belonging to it. Neere unto this Ci- 
ty IyethPoxr far Tonne:this country breeds many brave 
and valliant Souldiers. Right over the ſaid Ciry.is the 
towne called /a vile nenfve le Roy : the Kings Courtin 
It,is under Sens. Thoſe of Campaigne and Brie, though 


| they beſo neere Neighbours one to an other: yet they 


had wont not toagree well, but did lightly blame each 
other, and were very haſtie, headie and bitter one a- 
gainſt an other ; burthis fault now is much amended, 
and have learned this commendable vertue , to mode- 
rate their chollar and anger. 
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LORRAINE. 


OTHARINCGIA or Lorraire 
rooke its name from Lotharins, 
whether from the Sonne or 
Nephew of Lodovicus the Em- 
perourand King of France, ir 
matters not. For Lodovicrs Pins 
had foureSonnes,who making 
warre againſt their owne Fa- 
ther,purhim into a monaſtery, 
neere unto Soiſſoxs, who ſharing his Principates a- 
mongethcmlſclues ere&ed a Terrarchia, but atlaſt, by 
the mediation & interceſſion of the Imperiall Prin- 
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ces, itwas ordained, that Lotharins the Primogenitus 


and cldeſt (beſides the Empire, Italie, Languedoch, ) 
ſhould haue & enjoy afterward this Countrie, which 


he calledafrer his owne name Lotharingia.Levves had 


Dutchland, Charles France, and the tertitoires upon 
the Aenſe, as farre as the Ocean,and Pipiz orhis Sonne 
ſonamed had Aqunitaniator his part. 

This Lotharius had beiides, Lodowicas ( who ſuccee- 
dedhimin theEmpire)an other ſonne called after his 
owne name Lotharin: King of Lorraine. And thus this 
Countric, which formerly was called Lozarii Regnum, 
and by the Germans Loztarick, or Lothreich, gottthe 
name of Lotharingia, or Lorraine, thatis Loths-realme. 

The French hittorians witneſle, that Lorraine was 
heretofore of a larget extention then it is nowatthis 
preſent; being in thoſe dayes called Auſtraſia, Auſtria, 
Oſterryck or the Eaſterne- Realme, to diſtinguiſh irfrom 
FVTeſftraſia,F Veſtria,VVeſterryck,ortheY Peſterne-Realme, 
which by altering of a letter , was alſo called New- 
ſiria, being devided into the V pper and Lower parr, 
comprehending under it almolt all that Countrie, 
whichlyeth berweene the Rhyre, the Scheld, and the 
Maze. 

The Lower part is now devided into many names, 
and belongeth ro diverſe Princes. The Higher or 
Vpper part is under the commaund of one Lord, 
which iscalled 2oſellanica, and Tullingza, ſaving ſome 
fewe places int. 

Theother part ſtill enjoying the ancient name, is 
bounded on the Eaſt with Al[/aria and YYeſterrych, on 
the South with Burgazdy, on the Welt with Campazne, 
and on the Northis ſhuttin with the Fore# of Ardenna 
bordering alſo upon Laxenburgh, Trier, ahd ſome 
other territoires. All which in ancicat times went un- 
der the name of Lorraine, and were acknowledged 
for parts, and parcells thereof. 

And though this Countrie of Lorraire, be full of 
high-hills and environned withthiex woods: yet isit 
very fruitfullin Graincand Wine, ſorhatitisableto 
live oſirſelfe, without any forraine proviſions. 


Beſides itaffordeth diverſe Meralls,as Silver, Cop-

per, Yron, Tinne,Lead,&ſome precious ſtones, which precio 
arcfoundinthe bowells of Mount Yogeſus; among the *"*: 


reſt Lapides Lazuli, orthe Azure-ſtone, which brings 
greatgaine tothe Inhabitants: they findealſorherea 
kind of matter , whereof they make looking glaſles, 
and other glaſſes, whichare not found in any other 
-_ of Exrope. Therearc allo Chakedonianſtones of a 
ugegreatneſle;our of the peecces whereofthey make 
Cupps, and Calices. 
Amongeother Beaſts bred in this Countrie, there 
are braue Horſes, which for metrell & courage, maye 
be compared to theTurkiſhand Neapoliran paltreys. 
Lorraine (asis ſaid) was formerly honoured with a 
Kingdome;yetas the French Hiſtoriographers write, 
had not paſling two or three Kings: for Charles the 
Bald, preſently after the deccaſe of his Nephew Lo- 
tharius became maſter of this Countrie, and tookeit 
in for himſclfe, making it a Dukedome, whole firſt 
Dukes arc mentioned in ſome hiſtories. When ttc 
Germans chooſe themſclues anEmperour/as MF. Hey- 
lin ſaith) LZorraize was the cauſe wy many troubles be- 
tweene them, and the French ; the former keeping 
poſleſhion, the latter pretendingaritle. Charles Sonne 
ro Lewvesthe Fourth King of Fraxce, being left ro rhe 
courtoific of his brother, and by him nor regarded; 
was inveſted in this Dutchie by 0tho the Emperour 
Anno 981. for which cauſe he ſhewed himſelfelo alie- 
nated from the French , and ſo weddedro the Ger- 
mans, thetrthe French, after rhe.death of his Coſin 
Lewvesthe Fifth, rcjeted him and chooſe Hrgh Capet 
for their King. This Charles had one Sonne named 
Otho, who leaving no iſſue male inſtirued one Godfrey, 
from whomedeſcended Godfrey of Bulloigne, who ha- 
ving ſold the Dutchie of Bulloigne, with his two Bre- 
theren Balduinws and Enftachins, went with a mightic 
Armic into theHolyLand,8 having paſled vidtoriouily 
chrough 4/7a,and Syria,taking in leruſalem,was elected 
King ofirt. And his Bretheren Fa/duinand Enſtach ſuc- 
ceedeth him in that Gouvernment. Bur to returne 
againe to Charles, he hadalſoa Daughter called Her- 
mingrade. From her deſcended 1ſabel Wite to Philip 
the Second, who united the bloods of Pipiz and Hrg# 
Caper to the great Contentment of her Grandchild 
Sa*izt Levves, who being a man of a very tender con- 
{cicnce is ſaid never to have joyedin the Crowne of 
France, till it was proved, thatby the Mothers fide, he 
was the rightheire of Charles of Lorraine;whome Hugh 
Capet had ſouniuſtly diſpollefled: 
Awhileafrer cheEmperour HexrytheFifr gaue this 
Dukedome to YY1illiarm Earle of Lorraine, from whole 


racc deſcended the Lorraine Princes , as Theodoricke,

Thibauld, Frederick and others,rill Charles the laſt,after

This whole Countrie is devided by Mercator into 
s. Thefirſt is the Northerne, and the ſ{e- 
cond the Southerne part. The people which in old 
times inhabited in the Northerne parr of Lorraine, 
were the Mediomatrices,and Leuci Mediomatrices, as Ce- 
far, Tacitus, Plinins, Strabo, and PiMlomens, witneſle. 


In Ceſars ſeuenth booke _ are alſo named Ae | 


diomatrici,whoſe Merropolis,or chiefe towne was Divo- 
durum now Metz. But In Notitis Provinciarum, ſub Bel- 
gica prima, itis called Crvitas Mediomatricum , or Metin, 
now theBiſhoprick of Metz,or theCountrie of Meſſiz. 
The Leuct Lucazus deſcriberth in his firſt booke, & alſo 
Ceſar lib. 1. Plinie calleth them Leberii: they are named 
allo in Prolomie the Lexuci, who maketh Txllum to be 


their chicfe rowne. 1» Notitia Provinciarum ſub Belgica, 


itis called Civitas Lycorumsthatis Twllum which goerth 
now under thename of ZEwveſche de Toul, or the Bi- 
ſhoprick of Towl:and in 1:inerario by Antoninus,Tullum 
Leucorum, ſore account the Talizgimentioned in Ce- 
far tobea people of Lorraine. | 

The Capitrall Citic of Lorraine is Nancie (of late ta- 
kenin bythe King of Fraxce) which though it benor 
verygrecat, isnever the leſle pleaſantly ſcated upon 
the 2uria or Menre, in a fine plaine commodious 
place, lying in the forme ofa 2uadranrt,adorneth with 


a ſtately Palace belonging to the Dukes of Lorraine, | 


the river Henre running by it, which abourtnine miles 
aboue the Caſtle falleth into the 2oſel. 

Perrus Divers and ſome others are of the opinion, 
that Narcejum ſhould be Prolomies Nygſon, and An- 
thonines Naſium , making it to Ilye upon the way, 
which gocth from Durocortorum to Divodurum: but 
thoſe which haue marked this more neercly , mayc 
caſcly perceiue, that Anthontes Naſium lay not in that 
place, wherenow Nancie ſtands; and that Naſiur, 
cannot be that towne, which is now called Nanceſum; 
bur rather a Village lying rwelue miles fromit, nor 
farre from the Menſe or Maze in the Province of Bar 
Le Duc, commonly calledat this day Nas & Naſicnſis, 
as appeareth in an old ſtone found there in rhe 
oround. That Naſhum was hereroforea greatrowne 
is moſt certaine and appeareth by the old walls, and 
ruines of it, which Clemens Trelens Moſellanus witncl- 
{cthin Orzelins. 


Nextunto Naxcie is Saint Nicolas , lying fixe miles 


from Nancie upon the river Merſe, ina plaine fruitful 
ſoile. This rowne by the often reſort of ſtraungers vi- 
toit, was in proceſie of time ſo enlarged, that n-/Wit 
is not onely accounted a village any more, biT alſo 
one of the chiefeſt rownes of Lorraine; being g1It 2- 
bout with a wall, & now purs downe 8 exc-lls others 
both in finc houles, ſtreetes, inhabitans and good 
trading, marchandiſes, and manufa&uics- 

A mile beyond Nancie lieth Fruars about three 
milesfrom Ormes,and alitle further is 4y0n,andLune- 
wille, foure miles from thence are Pata Monſſon and 
Gerleviller, and fiue miles from it alf ſtandes Charles- 
zouone, Within ſixe miles Chaſteno» Morhanges, and 
Paucolear , anda litle beyond ther/Haxen ſoubs Breſſe, 
ſeuen mile fromiris Dompaire,Denuvre,Hodon,8 Cha- 
ſear, and within eightmiles Ram erville, Raon, Belle- 
mont, Neuf-Chaſtean, Mugitat , Tarchin-ville , within 
ninc miles Eſpinal, Bruyeres , & Darny » within renne 
Ormont ,Y  alderfing , Beaureins, within thirtecne Yai- 
gny,and within fouretcene LZ*E/raye. 

The townes whichbeare the title of Counties are 
F audemont , lying within fiue mles of Nazcy, alſo Cha- 
lignyſeatedontherighr ſide of:he Moſeb, within halfe 


amilcof Naxcy Amancelyeth eucn miles from Merz |

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Southward , called in Latin Alxzentia, having bencin 
ancient times the Chancerie of Lorraine, Richeconrt, 
lying not farre from a Mecre, commonly called 7s 
Garde Lac, out of which comes the riveret that run- 
ncth berweene S.Nicolas,8 Roſrers,whereitfallethinto 
the Meure. Remiremont lyeth on the left fide of rhe 
Moſell, which maketh an le inthe Sourherne partof 
Lorraine. Amonius placeth here Rumaricum Caſtellum, 
andin Regionasis read ( but corruptly) Auromarici, in 
ſtcad of Ad Romarici,calledin Dutch Rimilſ bergh. Not 
farrefromrhencelye the Yales of Eftray, and Yaigny. 
La Mottelyeth upon a brooke, which a litle way from 
itrunneth into the Mewſe. Here abours lieth allo the 
royaltic of Szndoy, andalſothe Imperiall Counties of 
Salm, Kirchingen, & Blanckenburgh. Thetowne Blanc- 
kenburghis called in French Blancmont, which is not 
very bigg,burisfituatedina moſt ſweercand pleaſant 
place,with an ancient,a greatand braueCaſtle belon- 
Jing toit, where theDukes haue built a ſtatelyPalace. 
Theinhabiranrs abour irarc oven much to huſban- 
drie, and tillage. 


On the righthide of the riverSe//a,about three miles Nome. 


from Mezz to the Southward , lieth the Baronie of 


Nomeny: Nowwee will come to the particular Lord- Lordſhiys- 


ſhips. Onthelefrfide of the river Selx not farre from 
the Linder Lake, in whichthelland and the towne of 
Techemfull liecth,is theLordſhip of Marſal,within three 
miles of Naxcy:the Lordſhip of Remere-wille,and S. Bel- 
lemont. Rumbertvillelyeth on the right fide of the river 
Mortona, not farre from a Fountaine where the Foreſt 
of Mortaigne beginnerth. Roſters is not farre from S.N;- 
colxs within two miles of Nancy. Homburg is a long 
mile from Sarbarck, ſcated upona ſmall river, which a 
licle further diſburcthenerthir ſelfe into the Sara.

The towne of Merz heretofore was an Imperiall 247; 


rowne with Toxland ſo-ne others, but King Hezr;zthe 
Second of France b-ought it under his obedience. 
This was formerly rhe Seate of the Kings of Lorraine. 
Perrus Diveus delcribeth the ſame very liuely in his 
crayclls with meſc words : The Cizieof Mets beth (faith 
he) inalarg plaine , vuhich ts vuatered wuith Aquedudts, 
and watex's comming out of the 279ſell, whereof part 
of ther:run on the lefr ſide ofthe wall, and the other 
| parripreading themſclucs through the towne to the 
gceataccommodation of the Burgeſſes,and fo braun- 
ching out one from an other beneath the city, rakin 
along with them anorher river callcth the Se//a,which 
runneth on the rightfide of the rowne, where they 
mecterogether againe. Ifone markes welltheſite of 
this towne, hemuſtacknowledge that irſtands moſt 
pleaſantly: forrhoughir lies ina plaine, yerir riſes by 
degrees with hills, ſo that one mayehere obſeruethe 
ancientmanner of building of townes, and before ye 
cometothegrear Church ye muſt clime up a hill as 
it ye wenrup ſtares, andthem ye come to the Mer- 
cate-place which ſtands upon the very topp of it, and 
ſo by litle &lirle ye deſcend to the walls againe,which 
ontheone ſide ofthe towne ſtand upon very ſteepe 
hills, wherethereare two paucd waics or ſtreets ma- 
deinſucha manner, as if one went ouecr the tops of 
houſes from the one to the other way. | 


Thetowne of Yerduris called by the Latine writers prq,,. 


Virdunum, and Yerdunum, by Antonine Perodunun: 
In Notitia Provinciarum Civitas Verdunenſium,now I F- 
wveſche de Verdun. Theſethree townes Merz, Togl, and 
Yerdun are honored with the title and dignitie of 2 
Connty, and thus much forthe Septentrionall part of 
Lorraine. 
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a1 Etore wee come to thedeſcri- 

SS] ption of the principall Rivers 
in Lorraine , wee mult ſpeake 
BN fomewhar of the Meeres and 
81] Lakes inic abounding in fiſhe. 
=] Among the reſt the greateſt 
EM is fourctcene miles about, in 
gl which there arc huge Carpes 
taken, ſomethree footelong, 
having ſucha ſweete andadelicateraſt, that the like 
arenot found in any Countrie. This Meere is com- 
monly fiſhed every third yeare , of the fiſhe whereof 
the Duke makes thirty thouſand Frankes. The Ri- 
vers which wateritarethe Meryſeor Maze, the 1oſell, 
the Saar, the Yoloyia, the Mortana, the Menrta, the Sella, 
the Hida, and ſome others. Wee haue ſpoken of the 
AMazeinthe deſcription of the Low-Countries. The 
others belong properly to this Countrie, namely the 
Moſell, and the Saar, which moiſten the greateſt part 


of them; burthe others altogetherand wholly. The 


head of the Moſſe! ſpringeth our of the mountaine 
Yogeſe , not farre from the head-ſpring of the Soaxe, 
a litleaboue the village called Byſſaz, an then taketh 
his courſe from the Southweſt rowards the North- 
weſt, and having paſled by the rownes of L'Eftrage, 
Remiremont, Efþinil, Charmesand Bayon, turning from 
the Eaſt towards the Weſt, runneth dire&ly to Toul 
an Epiicopall Scare, and then winding Nortward to 
Fruard, having ſaluted thoſe of Merz, Trier, and other 
people , at Confluentia or Coblentz fallerh into the 
Rhene. T he Germans call this river the Moſel, and the 
French Moſelle. Rhenanmns and lome othersare of the 
opinion, that Pfolomylib. 2. cap. 9. calleth this river 
Obriagum. But Tohannes Herauldis of an other minde, 
thinking Obringa in Prolomy was not ariver, bur ra- 
ther a tract of Land, lying by the fide of the Rhere 
which is now calledat this day Ober-Rhyn-gavy. Cle- 
mens Fraleus Moſellanus witneilerh, as Orrelies writerh, 
thartthere isa Countrie about the Moſel, which rertai- 
neth ſtill the name of Obrinci. Anſonins commendeth 
orcatly this river, for the cleareneſle of the water 
thereof, the caſineſle of paſſing overir, for the plea- 
{antvillages and meddowes which ſtand upon & em- 
belliſhche ſides of ir, and for the fiſhes wherewith it 
abounds, as Carpes, Trouts, Barbles, Salmon, Lam- 
preys, Ecles,Perches,Roches, Tenches, Shads,Gug- 
glons &c. 

Therivers and brookes which fall into the 27ſel/ 
are theſe: Pronea, Nemeſa, Sura, Gelbi, Erubro, Leſura, 
Drahone, Salmonc, Sarano, and Aliſontia. 

Vnder the Gouvernment ofthe Emperour Domi- 
tizs Nero, L.Vetus undertooke to bring the Moſel 
intothe Sac, by.a channell, rothe cnd thattheIra- 
lian Souldiers comming our of the Mediterranean 
Sea, and paſſing upthe Roaze, and the Soaxe, might by 


this channell come into the oſel/, and 1o into the |

Rhene,to caſe thetn of their long,and hard marches by 
land, and ſo might faile by ſhipping from the Eaſt to 
the Weſt, as Cornelius Tacitus mentioneth in his 
13. booke. Ofthis river Moſelle, 8& the Rhoſue CAuſo- 
zius chanterh thus in French verſes.

The river Sarav#s or Say, ſpringeth up not farre 
from the Countie of Sa/me , and of all other rivers is 
the greateſt, and moſt navigable of any thar fall into 
the Moſell, and is very famous for many other rivers 
which runneintoit. This river taketh his courſe by, 
and through theſe rownes : Sarbruck, Feneſtrange , Sar- 
werden, Sar-Alben , Gemand, VV alderfingen, Sarburghs 
and ſome others, and atlaſt diſchargeth himſelſe into 
the Moſellby Trier, not farre from Konterbruck. 

CAnſonins allo in bis Moſella remembreththis river, 
as taking his ancient name from the Inhabirants cal- 
led Saar. Itwas alſo inold times called Sarra , as ap- 
peareth by this ancicnr Inſcription found ar Sarre- 
Ports, or Sarbridge, lying upon the fame river, and 
which was afterward brought to Trier, whichis this:

About Merz the river Sella comming out of the 
Lindey lake falleth into the Moſfſel,; which is very fa- 
mous for Salt, an the abundance of fiſhe, rtakenin ir, 
aSallo the two Nides, the Dutch running Eaſtward, 
andthe French Weſtward , meeting together atthe 
village Northern, where they fall into the Saar, two 
miles beneath theAbbey of Boſſonzx-ville.ln rhe valley 
of Deodate, there isa Fountaine which hath an excel- 
lent yerrue in curing of all maladies: There are alſo 
Saltpirs , wherein they haue moſt fine Salr, very ſa- 
vourie, & which in whireneſle ſurpaſſeth the Scythian 
Szowve , Which yeeld the Duke yearcly a hundred 


thouſand French Crownes. 
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This Provinceis full of high Mountaines, aboun- |

fices. Saint Nickolas village, which liech two miles from Naz- 
cy upon the river Mewre,ſtandsa —_ Churchnot ve- 
ry brightand cranſparant, the Pillars wherewith iris 
ſupported, are ſo ſlender, ſmall and high, rhatitis al- 
moſt impoſſible bur that they ſhould finke under ſo 
heavica burden. It hath adoublcſtceple, in oneof 
themis engraven the Morraof the Cardinall Charles 
of Lorraine, who was alſo Biſhop of Merz, and Prior of 
this Church with an obeliſcus or a ſpire going up like a 
pyramide,with chis inſcriptionabourtit: TE STA N- 
TE VIRE BO. 

By the village YYaſſerbilch, where the Sura, and the 
Moſell mcete together, there ſtands an other obeliſ- 
cus called 7gel, a ſtately ſtrufture as a monument of 
antiquity upon a high place, the like whereof is nor 
to beſeene onthis fide of the Alpes. Sotharthe Ira- 
lians themſelues admire it much. This monumenris 
built with maſlie ſtone, ſtanding upon a footſtall of 
22, foote ſquare, going up by degrees with a ſpire 74. 
foote high, and engraven onallſides with fine Ima- 
geric, and curious workemanſhip,upon the rop of rhe 
ſpire firs _ a Globe ſome remnants of an Eagle 
preading forth his winges, andſecmes to hauchada 

vaile before his breſt. 
At Nancy in Saint Georges Churchisto beſcenethe 
Tombe of Charles the Hardy, Duke of Burgandie,who 
on the fifth of Ianuary anno 1477. was BGaine in a 
barrel], fought betweene himlclfe, the Svwiſſers, and 
the Lorraines, whoſe bones afterward by the com- 
maund of Charles the Fitthin the yeare 1550. in Octo- 
ber were taken up by Boiſet Herald, of the order of 
the Golden Fleece, & carrycd to Luxenbarg, & from 
thence by the order of Mary 
were remoued to Brygges in Flanders. The hiſtorie 
of this barrell is this : In the yeare 1474. there hapned 
a great quarrell & a warre berwcene Charles Duke of 
Burgundie ſurnamed the Hardy, and the Svwirſers, 
partly becauſe they had conſentcd to purtto death 
Peter Hagembach, and partly becauſe rhe Emperour 
Sigiſmond had made ule of them for the recouverie 
of the Provinces of Alſatiaand Sungovia, which Char- 
les {oughrto haue detayned: having then undertaken 
this expeditis, paſſed with his army through Lorraize 
towards the Svvitſers, and by the waye beſieged Naz- 
cy, tookeitin, from thence he marched through Vp- 
per Burgundie into Savoy, where he tooke in by Gran- 
ſen ewo Forts, and hanged all the Germans that were 
in itupon the ſnaggs of trees, to the number of five 
hundred. The Switſers to revenge themſclues, over- 
camethe Burgonnians ina batrell, anddroue Charles 
out of the field, in whichthe ſpoile and boote they 
gott was valucd to be worth thirtie hundred cthou- 
ſand Crownes, Charles having raiſedan other army, 
undertooke the ſiege of Murſs, a towne underthe ju. 
ri{dition of the Berzozs. The Switlers fiding with Rexe 
Duke of Lorraine, from whome the Burgonians had 
taken Nancy, overthrew Charles and defeated him. 
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Quecene of Hungarie, | 
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In this battell Charles loſt 17. thouſand men, burhe 
afterwards defirousto trye once more the hazard of 
warre, beſieged Naxce againce inthe very hart of Win- 
ter, which Rexe Duke of Lorraine had before recou- 
veredfromhim. Rene then comming with an army 
of Switſers, French, and Germans to raiſe his ſiege, 
gauethe Burgonians batrell, routed them, flew parr 
of them,tooke others priſoners,and the reſt thinking 
rocſchappe by flight were drowned in rivers 8 wa-« 
ter. Thenight purringan cnd tothe barttell, Charles 
hoping to haue ſaued himſeif by flight, after he had 
received three wounds, fell from his horſe and was 
ſlaine, though not without great Suſpicion of Trea- 
ſon, that he was betrayed by anlralian Countcalled 
Campo-baſſe, whoabandoning the right wing of the 
batraile , committed to his charge, rannaway to Rexe 
with 400. Italians, and ſo joyned with the Germans. 
The Corps of Charles layd buried inthe ſnow, till ir 
was melted, and then being found, was ſoaltered and 
changed, by reaſon of his wounds, and the extremiry 
of colde, thar one could ſcarcly know him: whoſe 
body afterward(as is faid) was carryed to Naxcy,where 
he was enterred. And ſothis great Prince who was 
feared and redoubted in his life time, came to his end: 
which may teach us this leſlon,

In S. Georges Church alſo are the Tombes of the 
Dukesof Lorraine, withoutany Epitaphs upon them, 
asalſoin ſome other Churches. The laſt Dukes lie 
buriedin Saint Frances his Church, among thereſt is 
to be ſeene the ſumptuous Tombe of Rexe, who 
gott this victorie over Charles Duke of Bargux- 
die: here licentombedalſo Anthony, and his Sonne 
Francs, and Duke Charles his Lady called Clan- 
dia Yalefia, Daughter ro Henry the Second King of 
France. 

The Magazin forordnanceandall mancrofarmes 
iskeptin Nazcy. Touching Saint Stephen his Church 
in Metz , Diveus writethin thismanner: S. Stephens 
Church, whois the Patron of this City, is builrwith 
ſucha ſtrufture,as we hauenortſcene the like inall our 
travells, being very ſtately ro behold, and fully fi- 
niſhed, which is {eldome ſeene. Thereis a Crucifix 
in itwiththe image of Chriſt hanging upon it, which 
is overlaid with gold plate, wee ſawe there a veſlell of 
purple ſtone , of a reddiſh colour ſome ten foote 
long, and wide, wherein they keptrtheir holy water. 

In this Ciry alſo are many other fine Churches, 
and in the Suburbs among the reſt is Saint Arnulphs 
Church,whercin are the tombes of Lodowicus pins Au- 

ſins, his Sonne Charles, and the onely Daughter of 
King Hen ,which by the warrsarenowſodeſtroyed & 
defaced, tharrhercis ſcarcea peeceof theſe Suburbs 
left ſtanding, and nothing remayning, butthe ruines 
of old walls in the fields. Not farre 7s Mets bythe 
village J-vyarc ſomeancientremainders of the Aque- 
dutts(cenein the Moſel, towitt, ſomearches ofwhite 
ſtone, hewenin rhe manner of Bricks, by the fide of 
the river, the height whereof is ſixtie foote high 
aboue theſideoftheriver , whereout one may eaſely 


. diſcerne whata great and ahuge worke this was, and 


how highthe Arches were aboue the Water it {elfe.

the Hed; with the helpe of the Nuiſoni (as Tacitus 


mentioneth ) & made themſclues maſter of this an- | 


cicnt partof Gallia. Petrus Santto-Inlianusis of the opi- 
nion, that Burgundie, tooke thename froma certaine 

lace within the Iuriſdiftion of Langres, commonly 
called Burguxd.Itwas formerly a Kingdome,butin the 
yecre of our Lord 1034. was devided into a Dutchy, 
and a County, whereof the Durchy lying Weſtward 
was called the Nether & Kings Burgundie; and the 
Countic Eaſtward, the Vpperand Imperiall Burgun- 
die. Weewill here onely deſcribe the Durchy. 

This Durchy, onthe Eaſtlideis bounded with $S4- 
voye, and the Countic of Burgundie, the Rhoane, run- 
ning berwcene them on the South with Lyonnoys, on 
the Weſt with Nivernor and Bourbonnors, and on the 
North with Champagnie. 

This Countrieis plaincand euen, and the Soile fo 
excccding fruitfull, that as Fraxce may be called the 
Garden of all Europe , ſo may this be tearmed rhe Epi- 
zome of France, or the faireſt lower of that garland. 
Richard Earle of Auſtun a braue old Souldier , was 
made by Odo King of France, Duke of Burgundie, of 
all chat part, which lyerh on this ſide of the Soaxe, who 
gouvernedthis Dutchy two and rhirtie yeeres, and 
lefritto his Sonne Rudolphus , who afterward was ele- 
ctcd King of Fraxce, leaving his brother Hugo Nigro 
Succeſlour to this Dukedome. 

After him ſucceeded 040 his brother, or his Sonne 
(for thereare two ſeuerall opinions thereof in hiſto- 
rie) andnexthim Hexricus, who dying withour iſſue, 
Robertus King of France , obtained this Dukedome 
from Hepricus (as they ſay) by vertue of a will: after 
him came his Sonne Robertxs, and then Robert the 
grandchild of Hugo: after him ſucceeded Ortho, Hugo 
the Second, Hugothe Third, and his Sonne Odo, then 
Odothe Third, Hugo the Fourth, Robert the Third, Hugo 
the Fifth, Eudo & Philippus, who dying withour heirc- 
males , Tohannes King of Frazce ſucceeded him, and 
afterhim his Sonne Philipp the Hardie was by his Fa- 
ther inveſted into this Dukedome , after him his 
Sonne lohannes the Vndaunted , and next him his 


Sonne Philippusthe Good, the next was Philipp his |

Sonne Carolus rhe Bellator or warlike, after whoſe de- 
ceaſe Ludovicus the XI. King of France, incorpora- 
red & tooke in this whole Countrie, by the pretence 
ofan eſcheat for want of heiremales. 

The Metropolis of this Dukedomeis Div, called 
by Gregorins Trronenſis Diviozum , and by the Inhabi- 
rants Dijon. © me —_ thatit was founded by the 
Emperour Axreljianus; but others thinke that he was 
rather the Reſtorer,and Conſecratour of it,and gaue 
itthenameof ;);v# or the Gods, which the Inhabi- 
rants adored here. Ir is the faireſt rowne of Burgun- 
die , being ſeared ina pleaſant plaine, berween two 
rivers called the Suſon 8 th'Oxſche, whichrun under 
the walls of this city, ſo thatthe Sſox often ſweiling, 
and overflowing, doth great harmeto the rowne, but 
the 0»/che runnerh with a ſlowe ſtreame, and doth 
notonely furniſh the rowne with fiſhe; bur alſois very 
commodious forthe bringing up and downe of pro- 
viſions tothis city. Thewallslye exceeding high for 
the defence of rhe rowne, andof lareis fortified with 
Roundles, and Bulwarks. Here is held the chiefe 
ſcare of juſtice, or the Parliament, from whence (as 
out of a boſome ) they fetch their paternall lawes. 
He tharis chooſen Major of this citie, is conſtrained 
rhough againſt his will, ro take upon him, nor onely 
the honour, bur alſothe charge and burthen there- 
of, and therefore muſt comeinto S. Maries Church, 
che Kings Atturney going before him, to takean oath 
ro betrueand fairhfull ro the King , and ro ſtand for, 
and to maintaine the rights and priviledges of this 
city againſt every man, yeaagainſtthe King himſeltfe, 
if needeſhould require. 


Vpon the hills next adjoyning to this citie there Fertliry: 


growexcellent Vines. The Epiſcopall rownes in this 
Countrieare Auſ/ur 8 Chalon, both famous for their 
antiquitic. Auguſludunum,or Auſtun,as itis calledat 
this day, barethe name of © Uuguſtus Oftavianus, who 
ſcing this rowne ruined by the Warrs, which Iulius 
Czlar had in Gala, reedifyed it: bur thoſe which ſay 
it was ſo called from Ange Apolloes wite, are much de- 
ceived. 

This city was formerlie of a larg , & a great circuit; 
bur ſince that time hath loſt a greatdeale of her an- 
cient ſplendour, and beautie. Hereareyerto beſcene 
cheruines of the Amphitheater, of the conduir pipes, 
of the Pillars , and Piramids, with many old Meddels, 
and Antiquaries, which haue bene found here; and 
digged ourof theground. Irisat this daye alſo ador- 
ned with faire Churches 8 publick buildings, being 
ſeated in the bottome ofa hill, which is called 240xs 
Cinzws on the river Aurouſ/us. 

The rowne of Cabalinum, or Cabalionum Eduorums 
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now called Challon ſur Saone, by whom ir was firſt foun- 
ded isnotcertainely knowne,itlyeth on the right fide 
of the Saoze, in avery fruitfull ſoile and a healrhfull 


aire , it is ſeared very commodiouſly alſo upon this ! / 


rivcr, for marchandiſe: and therefore Czfar madeir 
a Magazine, and ſtorchouſe far his armie. It was here- 
tofore the royall ſeate of Guntranus, bur Lotharins the 
Sonne of Ludovices Pinus Auguſtus, burnt irdowne to 
the ground, ſothathe ſcarce lefrany memoriall of ir, 
bur afterward was built up againe, and nowis atowne 
of rich trading. Halte way betweene Challon and Maſe 
con, lyeth the ſmall rowne of Torms, called by Sparria- 
nusand Antoninus Tinurtium, lying in a very plea- 
fant andfertile place, environned round aboutwith 
the Soaxe and upon the hills, and hillocksabour ir are 
rich Vineyards, where they make excellent Wines. 

Cuyſellum lyerh in a like diſtance from theſe two 
rownes being under the Kings ſubje&tion. Ammia- 
nus,as Paradinus writeth, calleth it Secuſianorum & 
Sccuſium. Iris ſeatedatthe foote of a hull named 14- 
74, andthough it be much decayed here and there 
it ſcemes to haue benea veryancientrowne. Onrthe 
Eaſtfide of itlieth manie hills from which there iſſues 
divers nvelets and cleare running ſprings. Andourt 
of a rock of touchſtone flowerh a ſpring, which by 
wodden pipes is led into the rowne to a fine foun- 
taine, whoſe water is very ſweete and wholeſome. 

On the Weſtſide of it there is a large anda broad 
plaine. On the North part nine miles from Challon 
Iyeth Belxa,or Beaulze,upon a ſmall river called by the 
Inhabitants Bour-ſoize. Some thinke that this is Bitra- 
&a mentioned by Czſar, and Szrabo, but others are of 
an other opinion. This cowne lyeth ina very mooriſh 
ground : & as Paradinus ſaith is {ſtrongly ſeated by rea- 
ſon of aſmall Meere which lies abourir, that it is inac- 
ceſlible foran ennemy to approchunto, being beſides 
well fortified with Walls and Bulwarks. The ground 
aboutthis rowne is ſo fart, and the Vines ſo noble,thar 
your Beaulne Wines are ingreat requeſt through the 
whole World. Hard by itis the Cloiſter of Ciſtertium, 
and the Ciſtertian Fryers, ſtanding in a thick wood,

x 800. other Fryers Cloiſters, and almoſt as many 
Nunneries ofthe ſame Order. 

Semurium , or Semznr lyeth in the very midſt of this 
Countrie, which is alſo called Auxowx, and is a fine 
rowne. Halfe way betweene Dijopand Beanlze is Nuy- 
thonium , or Nuys, where they makegoodrappiers. 
Thetowne which is now called _A4woloz was hereto- 
fore named Aballon, Autoninus maketh it to be the

Capirall, having under the juriſdi&tion thereof aboue 

thirtie Caſtlewicks, which Ceſar called Noviodunum: 
itisencompaſled with ſtrong walls, heigh turrets, and 

deepe moats.

Feniliey, This Countrrie is exceeding fruirfull, yeelding all 


manner of ſuſtenration, as ferrill fields, rich Vine- 
yards, and goodly Paſtures for cattell. In every part 
they hauc abundance of Wheate, Rye,Barlie, Oates, 
Beanes and Peaſe, neither want they fruirfull Trees. 

In the heart, and midſt of this Province, thereare 
many goodly and fine Vineyards, for which reaſon by 
Arbors, & Vandanos thereare ſuch huge vclells to purr 
the Wines in, that they ſeeme higher then houſes. 
Abourrhar place where the ancient Kings of Burgun- 
die dwelt, called nowe by the Inhabitants Chambrezre 
au Roy, they digg there out of the Earth, a kind of plai- 
ſternotmuch unlike chawlke,alſo by Dolarhey Ende 
white Marble, called by the Greekes Alabaſtrires, and 
an other kind of black Marble,full of purple ſpeckels, 
and ſports, which is uſed for the Tombes of great 
Princes and Lords.

The Burgundians, or, as ſome call them, the YYal- 7he Bur 
lons in ſteadof Gallons, are a warlike Nation, ſerving £75, 
under divers Princes colours. aiers. 

This County is devidedinto three PrzcinC&ts, or precintis 
Bailiwikes, for the berter adminiſtration of juſtice, as 
namely into the Higher, Lowver, and the Do/a,the firſt 
hold theirreſfidence at Yeſulia, the ſecondat Polichny, 
and the thirdat Dolz. 

Dolais the Metropolis of the whole County, and Towne, 


| the gallanreſt and braueſt rowne of them, all ſeated 2. 


upon the river of D#ut#, or Doux, which there ſprea- 
deth himſelfe into two braunches, and hatha ſtronge 
Caſtle ir. Some imagine that this is Prolomies Dittar- 
tion Vrbs Sequanorum. Thereis nothing wantingin it, 
which nigyepanibe a towne,it hath a very largeMar- 
ker-place almoſt foureſquarre, ſomewhat more in 
length then in breath. On the Weſtſide of it, isa fine 
Senate-houſe, with a priſon , Saint Maries Church is the 
chiefeſt, adorned with marveilous fine ſtructure. 

Beſides, there are many other townes, among the 
reſt Yeſontto commonly called Beſanſon , belonging to Zeſanjon. 
the Empire, formerly named Chryſopolis, firuared ina 
very fruitfull Soile, the river A/d4uaſdabes deviding it 
into two partes environeth italmoſt round abour, ſa- 
ving on that ſide, which looketh to Dola-ward. Iris 
allo a Vniverſity. 

Nozerethum, or NoFeroy, heretoforc called Naril- nexere. 
lum,in regard of the abundance of Nazts,which growe 
there, was by Lewves the Chalonatter his returne from 
Teruſalemencompaſſed and fortif; ed with a wall, and 
nameth Nozereth. There is a Caſtle init, which be- 
cauſe it is couvered with Lead is called rhe Leader- 
Caſ/le. Saline , or Salnsis avery greattowne, famous Saline. 
rhroughthe whole world forthe abundance of Salr- 
pits, and the Salt, which is made there, becauſe of the 
gaine and profit which the Inhabitants receive by 
it. The deſcription of the other townes for brevity 
fake wee will paſle over. 

This Countie hath alſo many great Lakes , and 
marveilousMeeresinit,where of the chiefeſt is called Aeeres. 
Abvoraginibus , the botromelefle Meere having a 
ſtrange wonderin nature: Forthe topp of the water 
thereof is couvered with a kinde of thick dirt, or 
claye,which one would thinketo be dry ground,over 
which men goe afoote, but will beare no waggons, or 
horſes. In foggie and rainie weather yee ſhall ſec no 


watcrin it but onely when the ſky is ſercine &clcare,

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thenthe warer bubbles & riſes up through the cran- 
nies and chaps of the dirt, andinaſhorttime gusſherh 
forth in ſuchabundance, rharic watereth the plaine 
of Colombana. 

 Berweene Nozereth, and Riparia there is another

The Southerne part of this County allo is full of 
Meeres, amonge which there are two, the one called 
Grear, & the other Litle Malerenx. Allo Narlay Meere 
being of a wonderfull depth. Alſo Yerzoy, the two 
Damblicies, Forgeay, Ronchault Meere,and divers others. 

Therivers which water this countrie,are the Dozx, 
Lougnon , the Dayne, and the Lone. The Doax lieth 
wholly inthe Countie, which by Prolomie was called 
Dubi,and Czfar by Alduabss.Fulvins YVrſinw {aith,that 
in ſome coppies it is read Alduaſaubw, andin others 
Alduaſdalis, bur corruptly. This river ſpringeth our of 
the mount 7ura, alitle aboue the pleaſant village of 

Mota, which for the greatneſſe thereof, may be com- 
ared toa towne,8 coming from the South,runnerth 
N orthward through Poxtier-meere, by Ponterlo, Mor- 
zua, and Yafro, where making ſome crookes by S. Hyp- 
polito, from thence winding to the Weſt, necreunto 
Chaſteloz , runnerth through Beſanſo, making aſmall 
Ileland by Dola, at lengrh after many Crooklings, and 
turnings, at Yirduz falleth into the Saoze, carrying 
along wich him many other riverets and brookes. 
The river Lougnon taketh his courſe onely through 
High-Burgundie ſpringeth our of the beſome of the 
craggie hill Syrodus, necre unto which there lieth a 
reatand a braue Village. 

Touching the politike gouvernment of this Coun- 
ty, yemuſtnore, thatſo ea as they ſummon, or call 
a Land-day , or Parliament, then the three States are 
cited,and called thither in the name of theEarle,& of 
the Prince of Orange as Lord of NoFereth and Arlay.

Afterwards it had its owne Peeres, who from a 
Citie of none of the meaneſt were called Borboxy : rhe 
laſt of them is ſaid to have bene Arcibalaws , who had 
one daughter,and heire named Agnes,ſhee being mar- 
ried to Iohn Duke of Burgundie, gave the Lordſhip of 
Borbonie in dowrie to her daughter Beatrice , whome 
ſhee had by him, having beſtowed her in mariage to 
Robert, Sone to Lewes the 1x. with this proviſo , that 
it ſhould beare the name of his wife, that1s of the Bor- 
bonian nation which was done.

1527 the 6of May, and fo died , wanting the fruit of 
his victorie, leaving no children behing: him: After 
the death of his wite S#ſaz74 , the King chalenging 
Borbonieto himſelfe, the Dukes of Vendoſme by righc 
of conſanguinitie , retained onely the armes and bare 
title. The Earles of Flanders had their ifſue from the 
firſt line of the Borbone race, & many great Kings and 
Princes have deſired affinitie with this royall and illu- 
ſtrious houſe, whence rhere is a twofold tract of Bor- 
bonie now deſcribed by the Geographers of France, 
viz,the inferior 8& ſuperior,the interior comprehends, 
the Cities themſelves , and two Counties: As forthe 
Citiesthe Metropolitan of the whole Durchie is rec- 
koned to be Molins, a Citieſituared upon the River, 
which Czfar calleth Elaver, now the 4{er: of ould the 
Dukes ſeat, bur afterwards a houſe of pleaſure, and a 


. moſt ſweere xetiring place of the Kings of France for 


recreation, Some thinke this to be that which Cefar 
calleth Gerſobina , a Citie ofthe Celtes , belonging to 
the Boy, in which Czſar had placed a helverian barrel! : 
it containeth the garniſon orplace of defence for the 
Seneſchallſhip of Burboxie,which was erected by King 
Francis the firſt of that name. In Mo/inum there is a 
pleaſant Caſtle , having a fine garden joyning toit, 
which yeeldeth Oranges & Citrons. In a certain gal- 
lerie of the Caſtle are the lively pictures of the Dukes 
of Borbonie with their genealogies to be ſeene, here is 
alſo a magnificent Fountaine. 'The other townes and 
cities are Bourbon, famous by reaſon of its antiquitie, 
was thought worthie to give the name to this Pro- 
vince. Itis fituated betwixt the Rivers Cher & Alher,it 
was famous inthe time of Charles the great , there is a 
ſtrong Caſtle in it,and hot-bathes. L' Archimont, Mont- 
meraut and Coſne, ſurnamed ex Bourboxnox, lying upon 
the River of Lozre; it hath a Caſtle in the territorie 
thereof, and grounds commodious for the feeding of 
Cattell,whichdoth exceedethe reſt: Monrluſſon,s.Por- 
cin, the ground whereof produceth excellent wines. 
Yarennes upon the Alier,is likewiſe a famous Citie: alſo 
Gannat bordering upon Avergne: Le mont aux moines; 
Souvigny le Comte or aus Moines la Palas, glorying in a 
brave Caſtle: Zriſſon, Sancoinas, Petri fanum , vulgarely 
called S.Pierre le Mon#ier,afine place of late times,not 
knowne by any ancient name. It is the ſeate of the

6 of Beaujelow. The Counties of Foreſt & Beat- 
zelow,having bene a long divided, at laſt they were an- 
nexed and reunited together againe by the death of 
Guicardis Earle of Beawjelor , who in the time of Phi- 
lipthe x1» King of France, had to his honour enjoyed 
the office ofa Comeſtable: for his ſiſter 1ſabe/a Coun» 
teſle of Beauje/ors was married to Reginaldys Earle of 
Foreſt, who was deſcended from the race of Arthasl- 
dw,of whome we have ſpoken before, and ſhec was of 
the progenie of Stephanms, brother to Arthauldins , as 


we have ſaid: we read alſo that from this marriage 


Caine Guido, to whome the Countie of Foreſt belon- 
ged by inheritance, and to Lewes, to whome fell the 
Lordſhip of Beavjeloz, After theſe we read of nothing, 
that carrieth any certainty. Henry the third, King of 
France, before he obtained the Monarchie of France , 


rogether with the Dutchie of Angiers , by right of | 


Apennage, poſleſt the Dutchies of Borbonie, and of 


Avergne , with the Countie of Foreſt, This contains | 


40walled townes, and about as many large Villages. 
The chiefe citie of the Forenſes is Roane, ſeated upon 
the Loire, which having a bridge over it , there lyeth 
upon the road way to Lyons,it hath alſo a Caſtle. The 
ſecond place chalengeth Forum Scguſianoram, for ſo it 
was called in ould time , and now commonly Fewrs- 
From this word (Forum) the Countrie of Foreſt hath 
its name,now commonly called /e pays de Foreſt,but cor- 
ruptly: for it ought rather to be de Fores. This citieis 
at this day the place of all the commerce of the whole 


Province: the reſt are Montbriſon, the ſeate of the 


Baliewike under thoſe of Lyons: S.EHienne de Furan, 
is the Arſenall of armes, and the ſtorehouſe for barrs

of water, very fitty for tempering of yron and as alſo 
for the Sea-coales, which they dig up there, which

'or Geermier in the ſuburbs whereofis a ſpring or a well 
full of Alame , vulgarely called Foxr-foule, S.Germain 
Lavalyeeldingexceltent wine.sS. Bower le Chaſte/,where 
the beſt ſort of tonges are made, S. Robert famous in 
reſpect that the firſt bridge was madethere overthe 
Loire. The chiefe families of the Foreſtian Nobilitie 
arethoſe, commonly called #7+ſe, where there is a ve- 
ry ancient Caſtle, fituated upon the topof a hill, yeel- 
ding a fine proſpect over all the neighbouring terri- 
tories , next that lyeth Coſam belonging tothe moſt 
ancient houſe of Lebi: The Superior is by a peculiar 
name Called Le pays de Combrailie: more hillic then the 
lower, where you haye Momt-4igu,a Citie of reaſonable 
ſtrength, lying upon the River of Bouble , which fal- 
lethintothe Allier by Marignane. The tra&t of Bor- 
bonie is watered with 2 other great Rivers, the Loire 
& the Allier, a River nacurally belonging to Avergne, 
The Loire taketh its ſpinghead in Avergne,as a place 
vulgarely called La Font de Loire , taking his courſe 
through divers Countryes, and running through the 
Cities of Roane, Marcigni, Deſiſe,Nevers, Seville,Gyen,Ger- 
gean,Orleans, Blow, Anbeiſo Ter and Saumnr, Le Pont de 
Ce, disburdeneth himſelte in the weſterne Sea betwixt 
the Nannares and the Pitones. The Allier riſeth a- 
bove the Citie Claremorr, 4 miles beneath Brionde by 
Gergovia, it runneth within a ſmall diſtance ofa place 
commonly called ſoz , where there is an excellenc 
gold, & azure mine. It doth not much differ in great- 
neſſe from the Loire , having greater ſtore of fiſh inic 
then the Loire, this River running by Molineram, dil. 
burtheneth it ſelfe intothe Loire, at aplace called Le 
Bec d Allier. The ground in Borbonie and Foreſt is jn 
many placesru gged.full of woods, but Foreſt is more 
rough then Borbonie, and upper Borbonie more hilly 
then the lower part. Touching the manners and cu- 


| ſomes of the Burbonians, they who border upon the

arverni , are for the moſt part of the ſame nature with 
them, fierce andſubtile, very laborious , warie and co 
vetous, the moſt ofthem are craftie, contentious and 
violent; yea ſuch with whome one would be loath to 
meddle, but thoſe againe whoare farther remote, are 
very courteous, affable, ofaſubrile and ftirring ſpirit, 
frugall and carefull husbands, addicted to lucre, and 
yernotwithſtanding kinde bountifull and officieus to 
Straingers- The Forenſes alſo areſubtile, & ofa good 
nature, wiſe in managing their affaires , but are cove- 
tous of gaine, and to that end doe travellinto the far- 
theſt and moſt remote Countries for trading and mar- 
chandiſe, butare compaſſionate and mercifullto their 
owne Countreymen, which are brought topovertie & 
neceffitie without their Countrie. One ought to be 
very wiſe, and warie in dealing or handling with any 
of the Forenſes. They ſend their commodities of y. 
ron and ſteele almoſt into all the parts of the world, 
eſpecially thoſe of S.Z#ijenne , where there be many 
workmen,as goodas any are in France. |

the dirtie Soile init. Itis com- 
monly called in French Le Pai or Come de Limoſin. It 
is boundedonthe North with Berry, on the Eaſt with 
Bourhonnots , onthe South with Avergze, and on the 
Southweſt with Perigor/, with which they hold more 
correſpondance and Neighbourhood, then wirththe 
other Provinces, and on che Northweſt with Pozdor; 
the circumference whereof being almoſt as broad, as 
it is longe. Thereſtands an old Elmetree betweene 
a village named Ls maiſon Neufve, and Argenton, a 
rownein Berry, which towards the North, parterh the 
bounds of foure Countries, to wit of Berry, Bourbon- 
301 , Avergne,and Limoſm, inſuch ſort, thathereto- 
fore the Princes of theſe foure Countries, haue ſtood 
under it & ſpoken on with an other, everic one of 
them within his owne territoire. Zimoſin beareth nor 
much wheare bcing a cold and a barren Countrie, 
buryccldeth much Rye, Barlie, and Oates. There 
growesalſo many Cheſtnurrs and Turnepsin abun- 
dance. There isalſo good ſtore of Wine within the 
confines of Limoſiz , butſharp and ſowriſh, yetin ſome

ſin. Jn Lower Lrmoſin are great ſtore of Vines and 


Grapes,the beſt Soile whereofisabour Brive la gaillar- 
FR: thereare many Vine-fields, Meddowes,and 
arrable Lands. Plinie calleth the ancienc Inhabitants 
thereof Limovices,Strabo Lemobices, Ptolemie Lemovict, 


Inhabitants. 1 oe whichwee call atthis daye Limeſins, and in No- 


titia Provinciarum Gallie, La Citedes Limovices. Some 
would haue them to be called 1:digenes, 8 Aborigenes, 
fetching their originall & offpring from Lemovix , il- 
ſued from the Gomorirs, as ſome men dreame. Others 
imagine, thatrhey are deſcended from Grear Hercu- 
les Libick,who having brooke through Spaine,paſling 
the Pyreneay Mountaines, came and made hisabode 
here for a time among the Gaules. Now this Pro- 
vince hath ſome thing more peculiar belonging toir 
then theother Countries of Galha, for whereas writ- 
ters nominate onely the other Provinces, withour 
making any mention of their Cities, whence the in- 
habirantsrooke their name, hereappearerhthe con- 
crarie, for Ceſar ſpeaking of the Limovrces, andrheir 
towne,writeth rhar they werethe firſt, which yeelded 
unto him , were Lovers of Peace and Concord, and 
haters of Diſcords & diſſentions. Now after that the 
Limoſins had entred into a leage with Ceſar, they

nt 


wete obedicnt toa Prince, aliedto the Romans, unto 
whome they were ſubje, till the Gorhes having taken 
in Aquitanis chaſed them our of their Countrie, 
Weereadalfothar after the French had expulſedthe 
Gothes, they ſett Gouvernours over the Limoſins. And 
then they had Earles, and Dukes created over them: 
whereof ſome were for the managing of militarie af- 
faires, & others for the adminiſtration'of juſtice. 
Amonge all the Provinces ſubjugared to the Ro- 
mane yoake, and which had ſuffred many ruines 
which cauſed aſwell the change of the names of the 
townes, as of the people, the Limoges, and all Limoſiis 
may glorie in this, that they neveraltered theirs, for 
any affliction whatſocuer befell them. And which is 
more, thoſe rownes which were ruined by their en- 
nemies were built up againe , and recdified by the 
Amborigines of the Countrie, withoutany change of 
theirnames, and lined under the obeifſance of their 
Kings, with as much honour and riches as euet they 
did. This Province is devided into the Vpper, and D;>ifen. 
the Lower Limoſim. The Vpperis ( properly Limoſin) 
ſeparated fromthe Lowver by the Caſtlewikes of Maſ® 
.ſere, and the brooke of Bredaſque, by Vpper YeFore, 
and by Le Puy de la Marche, being fortie French miles 
in breath, ſo that the whole circumference of this 
Countrie contayneth foure ſcore French miles. The 
Vpperpartofit reached from 7Yareille,which is within 
amileof a2 ng to the aboucſaid Brooke being 
of the like ſpace. The chiefe rowne is Lemovicum lo Townes, 
called, as many thinke, by Hirriws in his eight booke 
of the Gallike warres , which is now Limoges: Fulvins Liege: 
Yrſinus relying to much upon the authoritie of the 
ancient Coppicsnameth ir Limonum.Proloiny calleth 
that Rhatiaſiumin his © Agquitanian Gaule ( as Jefeph Sas 
liger ſuppoſed in writting to Merula) which ſhould be 
rather Yille-neufve. Yet Bertrand thinketh that Rha- 
tieſtum ſhould be Raz ; becauſe of the probability & 
reſemblance of the name. Wherher itbe or no, it 
mattersnot. This towneis ſeated partlyin a valley, 
and partly upona ſmall hill, wkich lieth on Saint Mar- 
zialls (ide, & the valley nextto the river Yienne, where 
the Citie and the Cathedrall Church ſtands, dedi. 
cated to Saint Stephen. Ir is fortified with a ſtronge 
Caſtleand Walles. In the upper part of the towne, 
isa fine Fountaine, and the ſluce-Ponds, which ſerue 
not onely for the accommodation of the Burgeſles, 
and the watring of horſes; buralſo on certaine dayes, 
and houresin the weeke, the fluces beinglerropen, 
men and maides ſtand readie to ſcowre their ſtreets, 
and tocaſttheirfilth intoir, becauſe then this water: 
as aſwittcurrant runneth by their houſes. In the Ab- 
bey of LaFarche builc by King Pipiz, was found a ma- 
nuſcriprwhich made mention thatthe Limoges were 
onceaKingdome. Howſoeuer certaineit is thatthe 
Limoſinshaucalwayes bene gouverned by Earles, The 


ruines which lye by the Vineyards ſhew the ancient 
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and great circuit thereof. It was alſo created a Y-

which was ambulatoire, and unſerled. Ir was firſt rui- 
ned by the Romans, afterward the Gothes broughr 
itundertheir ſubje&ion,then the French,thenChar- 
les Marrtell, chen Pepin, andatlenghr was miſerably 
ſpoiled by the Engliſh: nevertheleſle ar this preſent 
ouriſheth as much as ever it did: and now the Li- 
moſins haue as great trading, as they haue in any 
other place. Irab 
fans forall manner oftrades & occupations; but eſpe- 
cially in enammelled workemanſhip, having beſides 
fine Schollars and learned men in it. In briefe, the 


. Citizens are very induſtrious , and neuer lazie nor 


idle. The women arc highly commended for their 
chaſtity, and charity to the poore. Beſides itis hono- 
red with an Epiſcopall-dignitie, a Hall of juſtice, an 


Exchequer for the Kings moneys of that Countrie, 


and of Fraxcaleu, having alſo the juriſdition of a Vi- 

- King of Navarre, now King 
of France. Moreouer they haue their Counſellours 
for the Senatehoule , anda Courrof Bourroughma. 
ſters for the Burgeſles, and Marchants. Iwill for bre- 
vities fake paſle ouer the leſſerrownesin filence, as 
Soubſterraine , Le Boiſſon , Barat , Dorat , and Confoulant. 
Amonge which Caſſuſtam is famous for their yearely 
Fairesof Horſes, and Cartell held upon Sairt Georges 
day. There are alſo Abbeys, the one called Grand- 
mound: , the other Saint Leonards, lying betweene Ly- 
moges & Felletin. Lower Limoſm is more hillie, then 
the Vpper, which is fitly called La marchede Limoſin, 
bordering upon Avergne , and Perigorrt. The chicte 
towneis Tuzela, or Tullis, lying ina very craggic, and 
a montainous place. Beſides the Biſhopricke , it hath 
a Court of Iuſtice, and a Baliewike belonging to it, 


which is a great hindrance to thoſe of Brive and of 


Yſarche. There is alſo eſtabliſhed the EleQtion of Lo- 
wver Limoſin, and the Receit forthe moneys, which 
the Countrie brings up. Yſarche isaſmall rowne;, ſea- 
tedinapleaſantaire, upon the river Yexerevv, which 
is reported to be invincible. For which they haue a 
common proverbe, 2ue celuy quia une maiſona Yſarche 
poſſede une Fortereſſe en lt Turiſdifion des Limoſins,chat 1s, 
He which hath a houſe vuithin Vſarche poſſeſſeth a For- 
treſſe uvithiu the juriſdittion of the Limoſins. Hiſtorie 1s 
not ſilent to relate the vertues of the Inhabitants, 


who oppoſed themſclues brauely againſt the Engliſh

The other river which waſhed the Vpper Limoſin is 


called the higher Yexerevv, which comming out of 


the Pooles of Forſac , neere unto Maſſere pailing by 
Segur, taketh its courſe into Perigort. Limoſin hath 
bred many excellent and learned men. They are 


good huſbands, ſparing intheir dyet, and contented 


rance. 


with a litle, __ liquoriſhneſſe, bur grear caters 


of Bread, for which they hauec aproverbe, Le Limoſin 
Gourmand ae pain , thatis , The Limoſin is aGlutton for 
bread. They drinkenotmuch wine butin townes. The 
vulgar ſortare toogriping,&are naſtic in their houſe 
keeping. For the molt part they are very laborious, 
ingenious, craftie, and ſubrill, not raſh headed, but 
providentforthemſclues, andtheir affaires: yerthis 
viceraignes amongethem, they will goe to lawe one 
with an other foratrifle; and which is worſe, they are 
raxed for giving of money, to procure falſe witneſles. 
This is chiefly the nature of the Inhabitants of Tulle: 
bur for thoſe of Yzarche they care notmuch for mer- 
chandiſe, but chooſe rather to follow the Warrs, and 
tolearnetheuſe of their armes. For the Gentrie they 
are continually. quarreling one with an other, for 


the reſt _ are very noble & generous, and herein 


the Burgeſles of the townes imitate them. The Limo- 
7s commonly attaine toa greatage, and their famil- 
lies live moſt rogether; ſo thar yeſhall ſee in the hou- 
ſes of ſomevillages, an old man, which liues to ſee his 
third and fourth Generation, and ſome times they 
haue whole famillies ofa hundred perſons,deſcended 
from one blood, which liue all togerher as itwere in 
a colledge. To Conclude, 1will add hereunto, that 
which Tohannes Pundtejus ſaith in his Latine verſes tou- 
ching the offpring of the Zimoſins, which are theſe

This Countrieis exceeding 
fruicfullin Corne, & Carrell, 
Wool & Flaxe, and very richin Wine. There is cx- 
cellenthunting, and hawking; inregard of the abun- 
dance of Deere & game, whichare in this Provinec. 
Wee readethatthis Countrie was honoured hereto- 
fore by the Gorhes, with the title of a Kingdome, 
whome Clodoverni King of Fraxce chaſed fromhence, 
andlikewiſe out of all Aquizaire. 

The Emperour Lodovicus Pits, gaue to his Sonne 
Pipinus the Kingdome of Aquitania, whoſe Sonnes 
Pipin and Charles,were by their Vncle Charles the Balde 
driven out of Aquitazia, and ſhuttu pin a Cloifter, 810 
ſeizing upon this Princedome, gaucitto his Nephew 
Arnold, upon this codition, thatit ſhould neuer 1 
any more the title of a Kingdome; but of a Duke- 
dome. After Arnold ſucceeded YYiliam, ſurnamed 
the Good, Eblonthe Firſt, Eblon the Second, YVilliam 
the Second and Third, Gny, YYilliamthe Fourth, and 
Fifth, and Z/ezor Daughter of /Yi/liam the Fifth was 
married to Levwesthe Seuenth, Kin gof France; who 
being ſuſpicious of treaſon &adultrie divourced her: 


 ſheethenonaſudden was eſpouſed to Henry Dake of 


Normandie , who after the death of King Stephen , ſuc- 
cceded him in rhe Kingdome of Exglavd. Whence 
hapned thelongeſt blondieſt, & moſt grievous time 
of woe & calamities, which ever afflicted Fraxce. For 
afterthe deceaſe of Henry, his Sonnes Richard, & Tohn 
ſucceeded him, aſwell in his Kingdome of England as 
in his Maternall , and Patrimoniall inheritances in 
France: But Arthur being arrived,the Sonne of Goofrie, 
as being the eldeſt Sonne of King hz, pretended 
chathe oughrtro be preferred before 1hz, andto this 
end was incited and ſtirred up thereunro by Philippes 
CAnguſins King of France, to take Poifton by force of 
armesfrom his Vncle 7ohn, and to make himſelfe ma- 
ſterof it. Hethen gathering many troups together, 
was onaſudden ſurpriſed by 7ohn, who overthrew his 
forces, and carryed him priſoner ro Rouan, where he 
puthim to death. For this cauſe King 19hx was by Con- 


ſ{antiathe Mother of Arthar, accuſcd of Parricide, and 


forto accuſe him of it, appealed unto King Philip, fit- 
ting inthe Courtof the Peers of France, where he was 
condemned for his offence, and adjudged tolooſe all 
his livings tothe King, by the right of confiſcation, as 
Lordof the Fief, & among the reſt he gott this coun- 
eric of Poidfou. But Levves the Eight his Succeſlour 
gaucit to Alfonſus, who dying withour iſſue, ir came 
againe under the power of King Philiprhe Third,and 
continued withhis Heires , till che reigne of Philip of 
Palos, who was overthrowne in the Barttle of Crecie 
by King Zdvvardthe Third of England, who tooke ir 
in, andrecouvereditagaine, and held it more fully 


then before with all Aquitaine; by yertue of atreatie

| made betweene him, and King hy of Fraxce, who 


ſoone after created this DutchieaPrinci your: , Which 
King Edward gaue to his Sonne, who having layd 
heavie impoſitions upon the Mquizanies, heloſtthe 

eateſt part thereof, becauſe rhey withdrew them- 
ſelues from his obciſſance, chan ging the Roſe for the 
Flowver de Lys, under Charlesthe Fifth King of Fraxce. 
Whoſe Nephew Charlesthe Seuenth (by domeſtick 
diſſentions)droue the Engliſhour of all Aquiraine,lea- 
ving after him for hisSucceſſourLevves theEleuenth, 
who likewiſe gaue it to his Brother Charles as a hiet, 
and fee ſimple. After his death King Lewvvestooke it 
againetohimſclfe, and leftit ro his Sonne Charlesthe 
Eight, from which time forward Aquitaine or Gaſconie, 
whereof Poidtox is nottheleaſt part, continuedeuer 
ſince under the power and might of the Kings of 


France. 


Theancient Inhabitants ofthis Countrie were cal- -fn<e»* 


ledby Czfar, Strabo and Plinie Piones, by Prolomic 
Pefonesby Ammianus Marcellinus Pidavi, Auſonius 
calleth this Province Piitonica Regio, and I Notitia 
Provinciarum Civitas PetFavi, or Pettauviin Aquitania 2. 
or 7.Yiennenſi,now a dayes itis calledin French Le par 


| de Poitton. | 


Neere unto the Pidones , Plinie placeth alſo rhe 
Ageſitanes, of whoſe memoriall, thereare yet ſome 
remnants left to this day, in the village of _A4igonnos, 
not farre from S. Maxent, lying upon the river of Se- 
vere. Therefore thoſe erre greatly , which place the 
Aginnates, among the Ageſitaves. Seing thele two 
people, dwelt atleaſt five daics journey one from an 


other. | 


The Capirall, and Royall City of this Countrie is Towne-. 


calledin Latine PeFavia, by Ptolomic and Antonine 
Augaſtoritum , & in French Poidiers, ſituatedina very 
pleafantplace, among hills; but with a ridge deſcen- 
deth inroa plaine , which place they call Fraxchee. It 
is one of the greateſt Cities inall France, but now a 
greatpart of it, lieth voyd withour inhabitants, ha- 
ving Meddowes, Vineyards, and Plowe-lands within 
the Circuit of ir. The river Claiz traverſeth almoſt 
round abourtir, makin o ſome ſmall les, andat laſt fal- 
leth intothe Yierxe. Ir is a very famous Vniverkitic, 
eſpecially forthe Imperialllawe , which wilgiue place 
ronoAcademicinFraxce,but onelyParis,having bene 
founded by King Charles the Seuenth, inthe yeere of 
our Lord 1421. whereof Iulius Scaliger in his deſcri- 
ption of rownes writeth thus. | 
Siſludium eft anime : veniunt acorpore VIres, 
Galliaque a meritis poſcit utrumque ſibi. 
Hec ſtudits, alie belliexercentur amore: 
Pictavium eft animns, cateracorprs erunt. 

Theanriquitic of this rowne is ſeene by the Thea- 
ter, the Palace of Galean, and thearchesof the Aque- 
duds, toleade the water by pipes, from farre places 
into theConduicts, &Fountaines of the towne, which 
they call yet Arceaux de Parigne, ſure teſtimonies of 
the Romans commaund over theſe people. 

Some gue our, that this city ſhould haue bene firſt 
founded by the Succeſſours of Agathyrſu, and Gelo- 


nu Hercules Sonnes, which were called by the Poets 
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Pifti. For this people being driuen our of their na- 
tine Countrie ; by reaſon of their inteſtine broiles, 
cane and ſerled themſclues in Exgland, whete they 
did ſo mightely encreaſe , that they were forced to 
leauetheirnariue ſoile & ancient habitations, and to 
ſeeke outnew:thereforethey tranſported themſclues 
from thence by ſhipping into Fraxce, leaving the me- 
morie of their name in this rowne, and Countrie. 

But ſome are of another opinion); ſeing it is mani- 
feſt in Pomponius Mela and Plinie, that the remem- 
brance of che Pits, were in this place, long before 
they arriued here out of England. 

This Epiſcopall Seate commendeth much this 
Citie, for the reverend memorieof the name, and 
merit ot S. Hilariethe Biſhop thereof, a man of fingu- 
lar learning , pieric & conſtancie, who like a moſt in- 
vincible champion oppoſed the dangerous faction of 
CArrits, and refuted mightely his damnable herclie, 
with a moſt profound judgmentand eloquencein his 
ewelue bookes of the Trinity , which as a remem- 
brance to his immorrall praiſe he!hath left behinde 
him. The judiciall Courr of PoidFon is gouverned b 
aPreſident, and two Lienterants, theone is for Civill, 
andrhe other for Criminszll cauſes. 

To this Court the Benches of many other rownes 
muſt adreſſe rhemſclues, yea Poidters ir ſelfe. Niort 

alſo with rhe Caſtlewike thereof belonging to it, 
where there are held three braue yearely Marts for 
all Poifton. Fontenay Le Conte under the Caſtle, and 
Walls whereof the riverct Yendee runneth which 
ſometimes {welleth ſo high, that ic overfloweth the 
Countrie round abour Foxtenay , and the adjacent 
territoires. Alſo Luſigna, where there is a very an- 
cient Caſtle, commonly called cMeluſme-Caſtle, 8c. 
Mont-morrillon, Chaſtelleraud, La Baſſe Marche,Dorat, 
S. Maxent and others, to theſe maye be added Sivray, 
which of late yeares was made a Sexeſchallſhip having 
aſtronge Caſtle inir. Vnto PoidFou belongerh allo the 
Principate of Talmorr, fo called (as ſome lay) Talon du 
Monde, that is, the YYorlds heel. 

Alfo the Principate of Roche Sur-1op, belongeth to 
the Royall houſe of Bourbon. Chaſtel Herant hath the 
titel alſo of a Dukedome;, ſeared upon the Yienne. 

TheVicounties arcTovars upon rhe Tor,allo Broſſe, 
Bridieres, & Roche-chovard. T here are diverſe other 
townes, and Lordſhipscnnobled with the title of Ba- 
ronies, asnamely , Manilers, where they take every 
yeere great ſtore of Saulmons , Shads, and Cod, 
whereofthey make Stockfiſh, and ſend them into di- 
verſe countries. Alſo Partenay, S.Maxent, Melle , Chi- 
Zay , Chauvigny, Luſſac , Pais” a , Charon , Chaſteneray, 
S. Meſnin , S. Gilles, Chaſteaumur , Les Sables, a Aulonne 
S. Hermine, and Montaign, beinga towne witha Caſtle 
in ir, where there is much ſalt made, cHMirebear, La 
Motte, S. Beray, Vouvant , S. Hilaire , Mortemer , LuJaz, 
S. Savin, I Iſle Iourdan, S. Benoit du Sault, Bour-neuff, 
Meroil, Mervant, Brige, Youver , Villetaignaix , and di- 

verſe others. 

There hath bene alſo heretofore a towne in Poi- 
Etou called Limonum , as appeared by Antonins Tour- 
ney, when ke went from Boxrdeaux to Auguſtodunum. 
Prolomie nameth it Limonon, and In Tabula Itineraria, 
Lomounum. Many Learned men are of the opinion, 
thatthis was Auguſtoritum, or Poitiers. Itis mentioned 

threetimes inthe Commentaires of Hir7izs. In ſome 
bookes itis written Lemovicur, againſt the credirand 
authority of ancient Manuſcripts. 


Hereabours was fought that memorable Battle of 


Poittiers , wherein Edwward ( of immortall memorie)

former account, and for common Souldiers, there yy = 
lay dead in that place aboue fixe thouſand. The liſt z3g7zug. 
of priſoners taken that day were theſe, 1ohn King of 
France, Philip his Sonne, afterward Duke of Bourgoane, 
the Archbiſhop of Sens, eames of Burbou Earle of Pon- 
thieu, lohn of Artors Earle of Eu, & Charles his Brother 
Earle of Langueville,Chayles Earle of V, endoſme, the Earles 
of T beet Salſburch , Naſſavwv, Dampmartine & La 
Keche, within many other Lords, knights, Eſquicrs, 
and Gentlemen to the number of abour rwo thou- 
ſand, beſides 8000. private Souldicrs, which were ta- 
ken in this Battle, and a hundred Collours. 

ThisCountricis watered with the Clain,the Vienne, 
the two Sevyes, the Yexdee &ſome others, which fur- A>*- 
niſh che inhabitants with abundance of delicateFiſhe. 
I cannotomittto ſpeake ſomewhar of the Azzphithea- 
zer in Poitou, neereunto the village Dowve, which was 
made in ſuch a manner, by the cunning and art of 
man, as if nature herſclfe had formedir. Iris wholly 
cuttout ofa hollow hill, and wrought without any ex- 
rernall matrer of Ciment, Chawlke, Timber orStone. 
The whole deſcription of this mountand Amphitea- 
zey , is credibly related by Levine Keerſmaker, hercto- 
fore Burroughmaſter of Zerrickſeain Zealand,and is ro 
be read in Tufts Lipſins his booke of the Amphitheaters 
without Rome, Chap.s. whoaddeth that Dowve muſt 
haue bene heretofore more thenavillage,as may cvi- 
dently appeare by the old peeces of the ancient high- 
way,which wentfrom this rowne to Ponrus Ceſarianns, 
now called Pont du Sey. Part of which wayis yerttobe 
ſeenero this day, bur the greateſt part thereof is ſpoi- 
led 8& broken, and the ſtones taken up for other uſes. 
Abour halfe a mile from Pojtiers , upon the Kings 
highway , as ye goe to Bonrges, therc isagreat foure- © huge 
ſquareſtone, which is ſupported by fiue other ſtones, 7 *** 
for which reaſon they callir Pierre Levee, upon which 
is engraven this Diſtick: | 

Hic laps ingentem ſuperat gravitate Coloſſum 
Ponderts, & grand Sylva mole petit. 

Touching the Spiriruall tate of this Countrey, ye 
muſt norte, that there are three Biſhopricks, all be- 
longing to and wages the Arch-Biſhop of 
TolouFe, as namely, the Biſhop of Poidtiers, who hath 
27, Abbeys underhim, the Biſhop of Lugox or Luſſen, 
who hath tenn, andthe Biſhop of cMailleſay, having Hamer: of 
foure Abbeys under him. The Pefanrs inthis Coun- —_— 
trey haue akirde of pedlers-French and a ruſticall ' 
ſpeech amoug themſclues. He thattruſtthemleaſt, 
is wiſeſt. They aregiuen to riotouſneſle, ſtrife & con- 
tentions, and foratrifle willgoe to lawe one with an 
other : they canne playcallſo ar Legier de main and of 
foure make fiue. Bur the Inhabitants in the rownes 
are of a farredifferent humour: forthey are men of 
underſtanding, curteous, affable, free-hearted and 
bounrifull, ennemies to diflimulation, deceit, and 
couſenage, lovers and honorers of learning and dilci- 
pline, andthe Nobilicy & Gentrie are conſiderate, 


provident, hardieandgenerous men. 
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Hz Countrie of Xaintoigpe , 
called in Larine Santonia from 
che ancient Inhabirants there- 
of theSantones,'or Xaintongeots) 
I; hath on the North Poidou, on 
Wl the Eaſt _dngoumos , and Peri- 
yl 2orte, on the South the river 
Garound, and on the Weſt the 
Ocean, and the Iles of Oleroy; 
where there are greatſtore of Hares, and Connies: 
Weereadein the Authour of the Ephemerides of the 
Gallike warrs , that the limits of the Santones ( or Xain- 
zongeog) were heretofore larger, andrhar they were 
notmuch leſſe, rhan the Toloſares (or thoſe of T oloue) 
and thar in their great warrs againſt Ceſar, the Ai- 
ſembly of the Princes of Gal/ia, commaunded them 
co bring up tweluethouſand men, whenas rhe Pi/7o- 
zes (or Poidtevins) levyed buteight thouſand, andrhe 
Lemovices ( or Limoſins) tenne. 

Xaintongeaboundeth in Corne, and Wine, andis 

one of theheſt Countrriesin France, inſo much thar 
they ſend forth their commodities into Spagye , En- 
gland, and other Countries. The ancienthabirants 
were the Santones. Caeſar and others make mention 
of them,in the firſt Ga/zhe warrs, in ſome coppies wee 
read Xanzoxes, butin his ſecond booke Saxton, andin 
his third booke of the Civill warrs Sazzoxe, if it benor 
afaulreſcaped. Srrabo calls them Saztoni, Prolomie Sa- 
tones in ſtead of Santores, as Stephanus writeth them. 
Plinie honoureth them with the title of Lzberrie, in 
in his 19. Chapter : & c<_Ammianus Marcellinus rankes 
themamong the chiefeſt ofthe Gaules.By Gallen Santo- 
iawhen he wrot of the Sanronick herbe which tooke 
its name from hence. Civites Santonum, Cite des Xain- 
tongeors is called in Notitia Provinciarum Gallie, L'E- 
welchs des Saintes, the Biſhoprick of Saiztes. Thus 
much for the ancient Inhabitants. 

The principall Ciry of this Countrie is Saintes, 
founded by the ancient Gazles, which in ancient times 
was called Mediolaninm Xantonum , Or Santonum: by 
Antonine Mediolanum Santonum , upon his way from 
Bourdeanx to Auton. In Tabula Itineraria itis corruptly 
called Mediolanum Saneon, by Strabo 8 Prolomiec Me- 
diolanium , and by Stephanus HMediolanum. After this 
People was ſubdued by Ceſar and the Romane Ca- 
ptaines,the name of thisCity was changed. Thereare 
many things which ſhew the antiquity of this rowne. 
As firſktmany peeces of theancient walls, which are 
ſeeneyethere and there. Secondly the foundation, 
and ruinesof the Amphitheater, which is anſwerable 
ro that of Perigeux, neere unto San? Erropus Church. 
Thirdly upon Charent-bridge before the towne, 
where there isa very ancient Arch, uponthe one ide 
whereofare engraventheſe words: CASAaRI NE. 
Divilvtii: PoNTIFICcis AvcvRni.andon 
che other fide are diverſe letters, which are fo defa- 
ced, thatonecannort readthe meaning of them. Fi- 
nally by the ruines of ſome Aquedud?s 8 Conduitsof 
Fountaines, which ledd the water into the townenow 
broken. ThisCitie is called by Auſcnixs in his 13. Epiltle 


| 
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Santonmns, & in his 14. and 18. Epiſtles Santones. It is 
ſeated upon the pleaſant rivet of Charent , whoſe 
Source , or ſpring-head beginnerh in a place called 
Charemac, betweene Limoges and Angouleſme. Itisan 
Epiſcopall Seate, & hath had, as Belleforeſt counteth, 
53- Biſhops. S. Zurropms was ſentthither firſt by S. Cle- 
ment , who having converted this peoplerothe Chri- 
ſt;a faith, was afterward martyrized under the Empe- 
rour Domtrian:& the laſt Biſhop(as Bellefareſt faith)was 
Triſtand de Bifet. Thereisinit a monaſterie of Nunns, 
dedicated to the Virgine Marie by Geffrey Count of 
Saintoigne, and Agnes hislady ia the yeere 1047: The 
thirtith Biſhop of Xaindes was called Pierre de Conſou- 


ſant, who built the Epiſcopall houſe; and Anno 1 2 00. 


reedifyedthe wallsof the Cathedrall Church. 


Theother townes are Rochell; S. teat hors. os Loy- Raihett, 


gatre, Archaut, Pont Loubleſe , Blaye, Taillebonrgh, Iarnac, 
Barbeſienx , Toſac , Marennes, Soubizeand Brouage. The 
city of Rechellcalledin Latine Rupella, is ſeatedin one 
of the fertilleſt Countries of Fravre, upon anarme of 
the Sea, where itebbs and flowes up toittwiſe a day. 
It was builr fixe,or ſeuen hundred yeeres agoe, by the 
Kings of France; becauſe of the fite & the commo- 
diouſneſſe of the haven; & to curbe the Pirates,which 
croubledall the Armorick Coaft,for ithath a very good 
port, anda braue roade forſhipping to ride in, and 
indeedisa place itmpregnable, & ſoſtrong, thar iris 
impoſſible to be gotr bur by famiſhing. On the South 
i1de,itisalmoſt all fortified witha Gulfe of the Ocean 
Sea, onthe North fideof it, isnothing but Marſhes; 
ouerflowne with water (which for this reaſon are 
good for the making of Salt, (comonly called Salizes.) 
The other parts are fortifyed with Walls , Moares; 
Towres, Turrets, and ſtronge Bulwarkes, cuery one 
of them, having their ſeucrall names; ſo that they 
can bringeno Canon to batther them. This towne 
was commaundedin ancienttime by an EngliſhGou- 
vernour; butafrerward was broughr under the obe- 
dience of the French King by the Citizens rebellion, 
who drouerhe Engliſh our of it; for which cauſe Char- 
es the Fifth, Anno 1562. gaue thoſe of Rochell many 


: finepriviledges, aſwell conecrning maritimare affai- 


res, as forthe chooſing ofa Major, and aſhrife our of 
the bodie of the Citizens, for the politick gouvern+ 
ment of the towne , and for this reaſon, no ftrang 
Gouvernours ſhall be impoſed upon them, ortrou- 
bled with any garniſon, having alſo this priviledg, 
that no ciradell or caſtle ſhal be built within their 
rowne. 


Rochell/anno 1573.) was beſieged by Henry de Yar ,, 
los, Duke of Anjouatterward Kin oof Poland 8 France, — f 


& endured one of the hardeſt bloudieſt & moſt me- 
morable Sieges, as hapned in many ages. In which 
the Beſiegers thundred with their Canon upon the 
towne; both by Seaand by Land, made many furious 


 attemps & aſſaults, poured in ſhowres of Arquebu- 


ſadesamong them , had (calling ladders, 8 by fap- 
ping, and mining blew up the Bulwarks. In Briefe uſe 
all che force and violenceas poſlibly they could: but 


wasas braucly defended by the beſicgedasaſlaulred;

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for men, weemen, and children (as feareleſſe) ran to 

anſwere all alarms and aſſaults of the Ennemie, ſtop- 
dthe breaches, encountred & tumbled downe the 


rſt that cametoenter , and beatethem back againe 
into their trenches, and oftentimes allied our after 


' them many times with good ſucceſle , which did ſo

wearie them with continuall alarms, and fallies, thar 
they tooke noereſt niet norday, and having ſtood 
our nine deſperate aſlaults ( which were as coura- 
riouſly repulſed as giuen) atlaſt the Ambaſladours of 
Poland on the 17. of Inne, came to fetch Henry Duke 
of Anjou, whome the Stares of their Kingdome had 
choſen to be their Kizg, ſo that by this} meanes God 
wroughtthe deliveranceof the City of Rochell, after 
they had ſpent almoſt all their vidtualls, and amuni- 
tion of warre, and loſt many hundreds of men: and1o 
che Kinge by the articles of peace formed in the man- 
ner of an Edi, graunted thoſc of Rechell , Montauban, 
Niſmes, and other townes the free exerciſe of their re- 
ligis. This ſiege laſted from the beginning of March, 
till the ſeucnteenth of pe fallowing, and after an ex- 
ceſſiue charge, & the loſt ofaboue 20000. men tlaine 
upon ſervice, aſlaulrs, and dyed with ſickneſle, was 
freed, the towne having enduredin one month13o00. 
Canon ſhott. But whichis moſt remarqueable, and 
miraculous, when the Souldicrs and people wereal- 
moſt famiſhed for hunger , the Lord ered upan

the haven of the towne which did abundantly relieue 
them; ſome imaginethar this was cauſed by the thun- 
dringnoize of the ordnance : howſocuer God neuer 
forſakes his in their greateſt diſtreſles. Rochell hath a 
Preſidjall Seſſion with Counſellours and Officers for 
the adminiſtration of Iuſtice. 5 
S. Tean d' Angel; is a fine towne lately built, and is 
one of the principaleſt , and the beſt compacted in 
Xaintoigne. It tooke this name from an Abbey dedi- 
catedinthe honour of S. John, whereof the founda- 
tion was layd in the reigne of King Pepin , who kept 
his Courtin the palace of Azger: (for thereis but one 
letter changed inthe termination of this word)ſeated 
upon the river Boxtornein the territoire of Aulnyx. It 
is reported (if ye Cn creditto it) that ſomereli- 
gious men, coming fromthe Holy land, broughtinto 
this place (as they ſay) S.1ohn Bapriſfs head, upon whoſe 
coming the King obtayned a great victoric oucr his 
Ennemies; in acknowlegment whereof, he founded 
inthis place where his owne palace of Angeriſtood,an 
Abbey,& called irafter S.lohns name,and there purr 
into it Religious men to ſerue God, allowing them 
good meanes &revenews.In ſo much thata great ma- 
ny people came flocking hither, which by litle & litle 
built this towne , whichnow ſtands there ar this pre- 
ſent, and calling itafter S. Iohns name hath euerſince 
kepttheancientname. This hapned about the yeare 
ofour Lord 768. when as King Pepiz had warrs with 
Gaifer King of _Aquitania, whome he __— as 
appeares by the toric of the foundatis of this Abbey. 
This towne was beſieged by the Duke of Anjon 1569. 
and after it held our two months, it was yeclded upon 
compoſition ſigned by theKing,zhat they ſhould march 
out vvith bagg , and baggage , vvith their armes, horſes, 
and flying Colours. By how much this famous fiege was 
followed and as couragiouſly defended, by ſo much 
is it the more remarkable, for the raſheand ſudden 
breach of faith and promiſle which his majeſty had 
ſolemnely made. For the hiſtorie noreth, thar he 
loſt aboue tenn thouſand men before it, & fue or 
ſixe & twentie Gentlemen of the ordnance, allflayne 
upontheir dutie, who had ſhott upon the towne a- 
boue fine thouſant Canon ſhotr, and the many runa- 
wayes, thatatlaſt his greatarmy was ſo weakned that 
it was not aboue 18. or 20. thouſand men. Pop Lou- 
bleſe, or Pontsis atowne which lieth fouremiles from 
Saindes. Ir is devided into two parts, the Vpperand 
the Lower towne, and that partwhichis called S. 77- 
vian lieth now almoſt deſolate ; becauſe that the 
lewes, who dwelr in ithererofore, having hung up

in derifion a Crucifix upon the Hoſpitall, the Lord 
thereof deſtroyed them withour any partie. The other 
part of the towne on the North fide is called Les 
Haires, and S. Martin is embelliſhed with many Chur- 
ches, & Convents of White and Grey Fryers, wheſe 
Convent was founded by a Lord of the ſame place; 


. called Regnaur1n the time of Charlesthe Fifth. Burthe 


Fryers Cloiſters of S. Benedic7us Order, and of S. Johns 
of _ were founded by Guy of Angonuleſme. It 
haththree Pariſhes, & three Hoſpitalls, whereof rwo 
of them are for the entertaynment of ſtrangers, and 
the other for the Natiues of this Countrie: thereve- 
news whereof had wont to be employed inthe main- 
tenance of Schooles. There are under the juriſdi- 
Ction of Popts, twoand fiftic Pariſhes, and rwo hun- 
dredand fifrhie Fee-farmes, belonging to Noble and 
Gentlemen. The Meddalls found there buried un- 
derthe bottome of a pillar, ſhew evidently the anti- 
quitie of this place, abour the inſcriptions whereof, 
were written upon the one Div#us Cajmes Inl. Ce. Impe- 
rator , 8 upon the other fide Aelins Pontus Nepos Pomp. 
Mag. Tamul.ſothat itis credible, that this Caſtleand 
Towne bore the name of Aelizs Pontius, and that in all 
appearence Anthoni de Pont Lord of this place was 
deſcended from the Romans: beſides, there were 
ſome ancient chartres Keptin it, wherein were written 
theſe wordes , _Armadns Vinerins Pontins + Anabalda 
Vxor, Dits Yolent. and Albinns Coſſeſus Pontins Filius 
Anab. Ylneri. D. A. Pont. and Helheida F xor hic jacent. 
moreouecr, Ecmoratus, Comai D. A. Pont. Egilda Filia 
BrenniY xor. Howloeuer, itisverely thought, that 
theſeancient Romans tooke their name from Pops, 
or bridges in regard of the number of them which 
were made ovyerthe river Seygye under this towne, & 
for amemoriall thereof, there is yet ſcene in one of 
thearches thearmes of the Lords of Poxt, which are 
three bridges 0r,ina fieldGenles upon a Scutchion Ar- 


gent. Blayeis more ancietthenany towne in thisCoun- 3tye, 


trey : for Auſonins calleth it Blaviamilitaria, as beingh 
a ſtrong fortreſle for the Romiſh garniſon. It bore fo 
title of a Caſtle, before the French inhabited Gall. 
The Lord of this place was that mighry & vaillar-Pala- 
tine Rolland,who liuedin the time of Charles the great. 
This Charles buile a Churchinir, 8 named it S. Ro- 
-:ans. Neerc vnto the Port — liethalſo the 


rowne of Taillebourg or Bourg , which is reaſonable Tailelourg. 
faire, & wellſcarted. Barbeſienxisaboutnine miles from "2" "9 


Sazndtes , and five from Azgouſleſme , from Coignacand 
from Popts.It was in times paſt a very faire towne, and 
well fortified,as appeares by the ruines of the walls, ſi- 
ruatedina ferrtill place though ir lay aloofe from the 
river. Therearein this rowne two Pariſhes, the one is 
called S. Mathewvs, the Church whereof was hereto- 
fore dedicated tothe Virgin Mary: the other S.EZuſta- 
chizs.It hath a faire Caſtle inir,which was built by one 
of the great Graxdſires of the Counts of Rochefanlr,nor 
long ſince; becauſe that from this houſe the Lords of 
Barbeſicuxareiflued. Brovageis aſmall rowne, lyin 
foure {quare,builtupona marſh,wonne from the Sea. 
itis much noted for the abundance of Salt, which is 
madethere. This place being befieged by the Duke 
of Mayenne,the 22.0t Iune 1577.was yeelded up upon 
compolition , and they marched out of ir, with TC 26s 
armes, bagg and baggage, & ſo remayneth at the de- 
votion ofthe Conquerour. There is allo the great

This place rerayneth the name of the ſoile, being 


| builtupon marſhie ground, wherethey makea world 


of Salt. The river of Sevrerunneth by it fo thatthey 
may with great caſe bring their commodities to Ro- 


 chell, confidering allo the Sea flowes up to the very 


Caſtle. The Satzrongeozs, make much money oftheir 
corne , which the Spaynards teth from them every 
yeare by marchants which ſells irto them. Rochellis 
very rich, becauſeitlyeth ſoncerethe Sea, and princi- 
pally in regard of the great commerce and trading, 
which they haucwithche Engliſh, and Flemmings 
that reſort thirher. |

France, and borders upon the Bizcazzs, ſo that their 
Countric lyeth betweene Batonne , and Bowrdeaux, 1n 
which the Auſſes, T aruſatois, Lettorois, Bigorros , Nitto- 
bregois, inhabited; whole capitall cowne 1s Age , Com- 
menzes, Garotes , and Eluſates, The Countre there is 
for the moſt part fruitfull, and among other commo- 
dities yeeldeth good ſtore of wine ; having a ſweete, 
anda pleaſant aire, The principall Citiein it is Bowr- 
deaux, which Charlemagne in his Teſtament, accoun- 
teth to be one of the Metropolitan Cities of the Ro- 
maine Empire. Ir is fituated upon the edge of the 
Garrone, towards the Pyrenean Mountaines , which 
lye weſtward. Over againſtthe River fide, there lye 
very pleaſant hillocks , and ſmall hills full of fruitfull 
trees, & Vineyards. Among them there is a ſmall hill, 
which litleby litle afſendeh upright ,and lieth South- 
ward of the Citie, adorned with athick wood of Cy- 
prus-trees , which ſcarcely containeth ſeven acres of | 
round. 'The Cyprus:-trees are very rare in France , 
for which reaſon thoſe of Bowrdeaux, doeeſteeme and 
glorie much of their Cyprus wood , which they have 
kept and mainteyned from antiquitie tothis day : fo 
that who ſo buyeth any Bourdeaux wines, he cannot 
depart from thence, before he hath from the Magi- 
ſtratesa Cyprus braunch, for which he mult give a 
peece of money for every ſhip that departeth from 
thence. This Citie is ſeared not farre from the mouth 
of the Garonne,as Szrabo ſaith: the Seaflowing into the 
Garonne , maketh there a Lake , that floweth and eb- 
beth as the Sea doth. Whichthe Poct Auſonins, who 
was borne inBonrdeaux commendeth much in his lear- 
ned verſes, together with his Countrie, the Climate,

Burdegala e#t natale, ſolum, Clementia call 
Mitis, ubi & rigue larga indulgentia terre. 
Yer longum, brumeque breves, juga frondea ſubſunt. 


The walles of the towne have many times beene 
enlarged eſpecially inthe yeere 1302. Thereis afine 
ſtreete within Boardeaux,ſurnamed the Wolfe-ſtreete, | 
becauſe the Wolves fell intoit Anno 582, which re- 
taineth ſill the name from rhem. There are in itat 
this day two famous Collegiall Churches, whereof 
oneis the Metropolitan, twelve Parriſh Churches, 
eight Cloiſters of Moncks, a Nunnes Convent, and a 
Colledge of Ieſuits , which Francs Boulonow 1 the 
yeere 1573 inſtituted and founded. The Palace of Ga- 
lien , which ſeemeth to have takenthe name from 


Galients Angum, is there yetto be ſeene : asallo the

deſolate, and ſmall remainders of the Amphitheater, 
heretofore famous. Yinerws, who was an eye-witneſle 

of it faith, that it was environned with fixe walles . 

whereof the outmoſt was the higheſt , and the inmoſt 
the loweſt, being 86 foote one from an other; the in- 
tervall, or diſtance within, had on both ſides a path, 
containing the ſpace of 22 x feete inlength, and 140 

in breadth. The Amphitheater ſtood withour the 
walls of Bourdeaux ſome 4oo paces. The Palace of 
Sategard called Tutelz, lay without the walls of the 
Citie, neere untothe Riverof Garonne: but the walls 

of the Citie being made greaterthe Palace was enclo. 
ſed in it, Some thinke thatit was an open Temple, 8 
from the marke of the name, they gatherthat it was 
the Temple of the Tutelar God. Puy Pauline, tooke 
his name from Pontius Paulintes, the Diſciple of Auſo- 

nius, who was deſcended of the 1lluſtrious famillie of 
the Paulinsand Zeontins. Hereupon Sidonims wrot a 
verſeinthe commendations of Burgus. Auſonias ma- 
keth mention alſo, that there was a ſhippe wrights 
wharfe, anda haven that raninto the midſt of the Ci- 
tie, when he faith : 


Per medinmque urbis fontani fluminis alveum , 
Quem Pater Oceants refluo cum impleverit «itn 
Adlabi totum ſpettabis claſvibus equor. 


But now there is no markes remaining of this ha- 
ven, unlefſe it be at the mouth of the ſmall River 
Peuga, where on each fidethereof there ſtandeth a 
high towre,unto which heretofore a great chaine was 
faſtned, which is yet to be ſeene , and which was layd 
over unto the gate called Cail/ous At this day there is 
no haven runnerh into the Citic of Bourdeaux : ſeing. 
the Garonze ſerveth in ſtead thereof. Now the Foun- 
taine Divora is wholly dryed up , and no remainders 
thereof to be ſeene. 

There is no Countrie in France , that aboundeth 
more in excellent-wines than this : theſe wines are 
called there by the inhabitaats, Yiz de grave, tor grave 
ignifieth ſand,or ſandie ground. Now the land, which 
lyeth under the Citie , where theſe excellent grapes 
grow, is called grave, becauſe it is very ſandie. There 
are other wines beſides,as /c Lermont, and de /a Baſtide. 
The Garonne runneth through & watereth Bordeasx, 
and ebbeth and floweth more then 50 paces above 
the ſaid Citie, The Penge and Diviſe being Rivers of 
no great importance, I will paſſe by. The Magiſtrates 
whichare commonly called Jurats, together with the 
chiefe of their Senate the Maire gouverne the Re- 
publicke : theſe Jurats were in former times 324 in 


.number, but aftcrward according to the number of 


the Countries belonging tothe Citie twelve. T his is 
the Seate of the Kings Parliament , which was firſt 
held there inthe yeere 1351, upon the 12 day of No- 
vember, upon which day they were all ſworne ,to ob- 


ſervethe Lawes and fafhions of the Parilian Senate, 
7, F And 
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And it was ordained in this Parliament, that the Pro- 


vincesof Bordeaux ,Vaſatois, Agenois, Condowois, Londes, 
Cohors, Armeniois, Gue rc), Limogois, Prigort, Angonleſme, 
Samtoigne, and of Rochell, ſhould receive their Lawes 
and Sratutes from thence, tut afterward the Provin- 
ces of Armenois, Augeuleſme, Rochell and the greateſt 
part of Cohors fell ot, 8 ſeparated themſelves, There 
was in this Citie heretofore an Epiſcopal Sea,but now 
is become an Arch-Epiſcopall , flouriſhing with the 
dignitie Metropolitan. The U niverſity of Bordeaux, 
was by the order of rhe Pope Zxgenims tonnded after 
that of To/ojiſe, and was confirmed and adorned by 
Lewes King of France with divers priveledges, anno 
1472. & forthe glorie thereof, was ſimply nained the 
Schoole of Gaſcognie. 

Thoſe of Bordeaux had from Charles the xx. the 
right of keeping a Marte, or Faire, whichthey treely 
keepe, as well as thoſe of Lyons twiſea yeere, towit, 
in the month of March, and in October , which la- 


ſteth 25 dayes. Torelate the acts, that thoſe of Bor- | 


delois have done, belongeth rather to a Hiſtorieogra- 
pher than'to a Coſmographer , therefore wee will 
paſſe by them in filence: onely we will mention of 
this,that Tezricus one of the 30 Tyrants in the time of 
Galienums was Eledted Emperour by the Preſident of 
this Citie, and a purple robe put upon him, which was 
accounted high treaſon. By the warres of the Yay- 
dals, Goths, Sarrazins and Normans, the ſaid Citie was 
oftentimes deſtroyedand burnt, for which cauſe it is 
now not ſo fine, and bewtifull as it would have beene 
if theſediſaſters, had not hapned to it , as Auſonins 
mentioneth. In the yeere 1479, there was an alliance 
made betweene thoſe of Bordeaux, and Burgus, namely 
that Bordeaux ſhould rule as a Prince over Bourg, & 
the other townes of that Province , which continued 
fo, untillthe laſt day , that the Engliſh commaunded 
its Now inthe times of warre, the Maire, and thoſe 
which were ſworne of the Councill of Bordeaux, 
chooſe ſome from out among their Burgeſſes, who 
ſhould be Gouyernours, & Commandours of townes, 
and Caſtles, and this wasthe cauſe,why the townes of 
Blaye, Bourg, Libourne , S. AEmilians Church, Chaftilon, 
Cadillac, and S.Macaries Church were called daughters 
of the Citie of Bourdeaux.

Blaze, it is a very ſtrong towne , lying on the right 
fide of the Garonze, 12 miles diſtart from the mouth 
of it, and 7 miles from Bourdeaux: there ſtand conti- 
nuall centinells, or watch-men night and day ufon a 
high towre, which beholdeth farre and neere , what is 
done upon the Garonne, & if any Ennemies ſhips come 
in, they ſhoote at them with their Canon as farre as 
poſlibly they can reach, for the River there is 2200 
paces over. Burgas ſcemeth in formes times to have 
beene called Ebzomaguzn, tor it was built in the forme 
ofa Bourg,ora Caſtle with publick Barnes, and after- 
ward was {trengthned, and enlarged with walls, ard 
turrets, by Poxtims, Leontius, and Paulinws. It got the 
name of Bourg, torthey called thoſe Bourghs , and 
Caſtles, which were fortityed , and provided with all 
manner of graine, and neceſlarie proviſions for the 


time of warre. Libourne lyeth juſt in that place , 


where the two Rivers Dordozzne, and the Lilie runne 
intoanother: when there was any infection of the 
plague in the great townes then they uſed to hold the 
Parliament of Bowrdelos here. It is anew towne, for 
Froſſard maketh firſt mention thereof, In Bourdelois 
lyethalſo Le pays entre deux Mers, Medoc, Le £97 de Buch, 
and Le pays de Fronſac : being a land which lyeth be- 
tweene two Seas,and isa very fat, and a ferrtill Soile, 
lying betweene the Garonne and the Dordaigne. Theſe 
two Riyers, becauſe of their greatneſle are called by 
the Inhabitants Seas : upon this ground is fituated 
the townes S.Macari, Libourne, and Medoc , all which 
belong unto the Parliament of Bourdelois, 

The Countie of Medoc,containeththe Land,which 
lyeth betweene Pourdeaux, the Sea, & the Garonne. 
It isalmoſt allfands , neereunto ſome Marſhes , and 
lyeth fo low, that oftentimes it is overflowne , there- 

ore it is not ſtraug, that the Shores of Medoc is daylie 
waſhed away, 8 the houſes of the Inhabitans in time 
will be eaten away,and ſwallowed up by the Sea.

Provence, Daulphine and Savoye. 

The name Languedoc cometh 
not from the Gorhes ( as ſome 
imagine ) which after the Gothiſh ſpeech called it 
Langothia, but from the propertic of the ſpeech , they 
ſpeake there. For whereas the French men in affir- 
ming any thing anſwere Oxy, (thatis, yea) theſe ſay 0c. 
Scaliger devideth theFrench tongue into theFrench 
and Tedoſagiſh or Provengall ſpeech. Againe he devi- 
deth the French rongue comonly into Oxy 8 0c. The 
firſt arerhoſe, which inhabit about Paris, & rheadja- 
ccrCountries:the ſecond thoſe that now dwell abour 
Toulouze,& Monpehiertheir capitallrownes. TheFrech 
ccarme,the onetheComaund of the crooked ſpeech, 
the other the Gouvernment of the right Rock: 

Languedoc is environned on the Welt fide with 
Gaſcoigne , where the Garound runneth bertwixt them 
both: on the North-weſt with Cadurcox,on the North 
with Alvernoss and Foros + on the Eaſt with Dasulphine, 
and Provencaulx, ſo thatallthe Rhoſne belongerh to 
Langnedec ,and the Parliament of Toulouze, & onthe 
South with the Mediterranean Sea, and the Pyrenean 
mountaines. 

This Countrie was very famous, eſpecially in the 
time of the Romans, for which cauſe it was more a- 
bundancly inhabited, then any other part of France, 
whereof I will ſpeake ſome thing of ir in paſling by, 
before I come to theparticular Deſcription ofthe Si- 
uation of this Countrie, as itlies at this day. 

The ancientinkabicants ofthis Province were for- 


Decumanes, Atacins, Toloſates, Gabales, Albigeors , Ve- 
launow, Conſeranos, Helves, Nemanſors , Aletors , Beze- 
ris, CAgatos Lutevains, eMagulannors, & Sontiates. 
Thenameof the Yolſſes was very famous, and written 
afterdiverſemanners. For by Ceſar , Liviu, Plinins, 
Silizs, Melaand others, they were called Yolſſes, by 
Strabo 8& Ptolomy 0v2ax94,and in ſome of Ceſar bookes 
arcnamed 7olge or Yolgues. And by Dionyſius Halicar- 
naſſeus 0v0290, 8 by Auſonis in his deſcription of the 
Citic Toloſe, Belce, or Belſſes. Touching the Yolgues we 
knowe there is a great concordance betweene the 
Greckiſh letters yy and x, whereas they are writen b 
Dionyſus 0v0a204 is ſuppoled to bea fault, orarlea 
ought to be OveAxe:. Of the name Belſſes, which is 
found in_Avſonis, there arc diverſe opinions, burin |

Quinttns , as the Citizens report , werein an- ! 


cient times the temples of /#pirer and Apollo. 
They fay alſo that the ſtreet called Portbilier 
was 4 named in honour of the ſigne _Aries, 
or theRam intheZodiack, as if on ſhould ſay 
Rams-gate, it may be ſo, but there is more cer- 
taintie of the antiquitie thereof by the ruines 
ofthe old _Amphithearer and the Capriolium, 
that ſtand by the /nquifirron-houſes , br there 
15a round Caſtle, which S1dovius mentioneth 
in his ninth booke. 


Tolog7e was in old timesthe habitation of 


the Kings of the Cothes, according tothe al- 
liance, which was made betweene (anſtantiu 
Parricins , and UUalls King of the Gothes in 
the times when Theodoſius the ſeuenth , and 
Paladins were Conluls, or Burrough-maſters. 

There isin this city a famous Vniverhitie, 
where formerly all arts and ſciences flouri- 
ſhed, and where now there are very famous 
and learned men in the civill lawe, and other 
Profeſſours and Do&ours of the chaire. From 
hence comes that old Proverbe (_d4urum 7ho- 
lo/anum) that men formerly was wont to uſe,

Nextunto 7olouze for magnificencic Ner- 
bonne taketh place: from which Citie the 
whole Province is called Narboynai/e. This 
was the firſt Colonie ofthe Romans in all Eu- 
" {tcerocalleth it the Burrovghand Caftle 
of /talie. Plime the habitation of the Decs- 
mains : it was alſo called Narbo Marcum, from 
Alarcins one of theConſalsofRome,in whoſe 
time it was firſt inhabited. But others fetch 
this name from the old Souldiers of the Le- 
gion Afartie. This City was alſo called /ulis 
Pterne;Iuli« from the name of (: (#/ay Dille. 
roy of RomezParerne becauſe it tooke this name 
from /slius Paternus,& not from_Auguſius the 
Sonne of [ulws. _Auſontus in his Towne-regi- 
ſer verſifyeth thus of Nar-bonne.

maye walkeupon the topp of it. The Church 
that ſtandeth by the Fountaine, is built in a 
foureſquare forme; the ſides whereof is borne 
up with two roes ofpillars,of courious worke- 
manſhip. There ſtand yet to this day the 


Eagles without heads, formerly the Armes of | 


the Roman Empire, which is thought were 
puld of by the Corhes , in memoriall that the 
Roman Empire was now a body without a 
head, and that the power of their Emperours 
declining was now impotent and disjointed. 
Neereunto the walls of the old towne, ſtands 
an ancient edifice clofle by the Fountaine 
called 7Tourremagne, built of mall foureſquare 
ſtones, ſuppoſed to have ben built firſt by the 
Romans. There are beſides ſome ancient Sta- 
tutes, and pillars with fine Epreaths engraven

as ſome ſay Zodeſve Luteva. S. Pont de Toners, 
let, and Yontpelier calledin Latin ons 
Peſſulanus, is a fine towneſeatedupon the top 
of a hill, about two miles from the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, having a very good and a whole: 
ſome aire , for which they haue a common 
proverbe, that there is none more healthful, 
none more pleaſant then this towne , no Ci- 
tizensmorecivill, no ſoile more fruitfull , no 
Phyſicall herbes better . which allures Phiſi- 
cians to come heither to practiſe Phyſick; 


 ForNz/mes is anVniverſitie, whichwasereced 


in the yeare of ourLord1216.juſt in that time, 
when the Sarracens were expulſed out of [talie: 
The Chancellour hath fuch autority 8 ſuch re- 
ſpect ginen him, that when he walkes abroad 
the Schollars muſt attend him: whereof Re: 
bufſus complained, faying thatthe often going 
out with him was an occaſion of hindring his 
ſtuddie. There are diverſe colledpes in this 
city, among which (olleginm Pape is held for 
the Chiefeſt, and was founded by Pope Ur- 
banus , and provided with large revenewes. 
The (ollegiam Regium or Kings colledg was 
built by Henry the ſecond King of France, and 
is a very braue one. 'The third is called {ole 
ge du Vergier, which breedeth the beſt Schol- 
lars, and the greateſt number, who haue their 
free dyeth in it for ten yeares, andall things 
neceflarie for their Studdies. Beſides, there 
are theſe colledges called the Bezier, Firera 
Septimanorum, Adge, or agarha, Caftres , Pa: 
mes, Mreporx,and others. | 
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The ſmaller townesare Beaucarre, Prſeaux, 
S.Cilles , (haſteau Carry, Monteignac , Milant 
& others. Vnto Zanguedec is annexed of late 
yeares the Dutchie of F9zx, which had wont to 
beunder Cutenne. This Dutchie hath on the 
Faſt Zangnedoc, onthe Weſt the territoireof 
{ommenges,on theNorth that of the river,& on 
theSouth ſide the PyreneanMountaines, which 
cauſe it to be barren, but yet nevertheleſle, is 
rich in Iron mines, and Coale-pits. It taketh 
this name from the towne of Forx , which 
in regard of the antiquitie thereof is well | 
knowne.

pamois,and the Epiſcopall SeatePamies it ſelfe, 
calledin Latine_Apamia,or abreviated Pamia. 
It is ſeated in a place, where the Zers and the 
Zagiere fall one into an other: Here was held 
the Councill of Epaunocis in the time of Pope 
 Celaſius the firſt , and inthe reigne of King S:- 
gi/mund, for the moſt of the Biſhops, which 
were preſent at this Councill dwelt herea- 
bouts.

_ * Savoy, Southward with the Dauphi- 
ny & Languedoc, & Weltward the Fore , & Auvergne, 
Here in tormer times the Segyſians inhabited , as Plz- 
nic, Ptolomee and Strabo witnefle, and Ceſar nameth 
them Secuſianos, or Sebuſianos. The Metropolitan of 
this Territorie,is Lugdunum, torſo this great, beauti- 
full, and flouriſhing Citie was called by Taciews , Pli- 
nins, Anthonins, andalmoſt all Latine writers, Srrabo 
nameth it Lugdunon , Ptolomee and Stephen Lugduna. 
Some derive this name from Lugare, others from Lu- 
ccre,becaulc it ſtandeth upon a hill, asa Watch-towre 
making farre, and neere a lucent & ſhyning proſpect, 
Others againe , will have the name thereof ferchr 
from LZugdo King of Celtes. In an ancient Jourvall , 
which was made trom Bourdeauxunto Ieruſalem , in 
the latter part thereof this Citie is named Lugdunum, 
whichis interpretedin French : La Montagne deſire de 
Lion : the deſired Mountaine of Lyons. But it ſeemeth 
thoſe ſearch the Originall of it turther, which derive 
it from the Belgick, or Nerther-dutch-word Lack , 
which fignifyeth Fortune, ſo that Lyons ſhould have 
beene a Mountaine dedicated to Fortune. Erick the 
Monck in his. 4 booke of the life of S.German, faith, 
that Lugdunum is as much to ſay , as Mons Lucid , 
thatis, a lightſome mount: and verſifyeth upon it in 
this manner.

For Dunum among the ancient Gaules ſignifyeth 
a Mountaine, Peter of Avergne, Abbor of Cluny , 
lib.4. Epiſt.11. maketh mention of the ſaid Moun- 
taine,faying : that afterward by Divine providence , thou 
hait beene tranſported from the Hill of Vivaretz to the 
Mountaine of Lyons. And Seneca in his Comedie of 
Claudius the Emperour ſpeaketh thus : 

Vidi duobus imminens Fluvins Ingum. 

That is: I have ſeene upon two Rivers, 4 high Mountaine 


ſeated. 


That this Mountaine cauſeth a very cloudie , and 
foggic aire, you may obſcrveit in Sidoniusl.1.Epilt.8. 
By whome this rowne was firſt founded , and built, it 
is uncertaine. But L. Munatizs Players, enlarged it 
oreatly , and from the Mountaine upon which it was 
firſt inhabited, remooved it into the plaine. In the 
dayes of the Emperour Aug»ſ##s,the Romans planted 
a Colonie there, in the yeere of the foundation of 
Rome 711. Tacitmlib. 1. Hiſtor. and Plixielib. cap.18- 
calleth it a Colonie : for in acertaine ancient inſcrip- 
tion,wee reade, COL. AUG. LUG. 

From that time forward this was alwayes accoun- 
ted one of the chiefeſt Cities of the Gaules, and was 
in greateſteeme, and enjoyedthe ſame priviledges & 
immunities as their neighbours did. For Plinte ma- 
keththe Seguſianos to be a free people,and Paul.1.C. 


{ in his firſt booke Diſseft. Tire. chap. t 5, compriſeth the 


Gazls of Lyons, and alſoof Viennes under the power 
of Italie. lr was likewiſeno ſmall honour , and bene. 
fit toit, that Agrippa, ordainen that all wayes and paſ- 
ſages ſhould be made fromthence into France : he 
gave themalſo the priviledge of coining money,and 
there all tributs, and toules of Gaule were payd and 
received. Moreover, this tended much tothe ho. 
nour of it, that among all the townes of Gaule, a 
temple was built there in honour of the Emperour 
Auguiiz, with a fearefull Altar in it, as ſome fooliſh 
writers relate. Juſt there where the Ararand the Rho- 
ane meete together , of which temple Szrabo maketh 
mention in his 4. booke. Paradinum ſpeaking of the 
Acient State of Burgundie , relateth that out of the 
ruines of this temple John Duke of Burgundie, built 
the cathedrall Church of Lyons, as appeareth mani- 
feſtly by the ould marble ſtones, and the inſcriptions 
upon them.Of this Altar many Hiſtorians have made 
mention. Sezon in the life of Claudius, Chap.z. faith, 
thar it was dedicated to Auguim inthe yeare of the 
foundation of Rome 744, when Antonin African , 
and 9. Fabirs Maximm were Conſulls, which is like- 
wiſe attirmed inthe Epitome of Livius lib.137. Djo 
alſo lib.54. writeth, that in the dayes of Auguſtus, 
they celebrated their playes there, which were kepr 
in his time. Swez0z in his 20 Chapter maketh mention, 
that Calizulaeſtabliſhed Comedies there, to ſee who 
could excell onean other in theeloquenteſt , and pu- 
reſt Latin,and Greeke tongues. In which Comedies 
he reporteth , zhat the Fanquished gave the prize to the 
Pangquishers, and that they were conſtrayned to = verſes 
to their praiſe; but thoſe which were not in ſome ſort applas- 
ded, should be defaced with a Spunze, or licked out with their 
zongues , if they refuſed to receive blowes upon the patmes 
of their hands with a Ferular, or tobe ducked inthe River , 
which Iuvenall likewiſe noteth in this verſe,

utintorthe Treaſure and CelleCtion of MF. Smeris 
is inſcriptions. The old monument, and the magni- 
ficencie ot rhis Citie, teſtifie ſuthciently, the ancient 
largneſle as alſo the Temples, the triumphall Vaults, 
and the conduic-pipes thereof. And inthe Forwiere 
there are yet remaining ſome reliques of Forum Fene- 
rs Heretofore the nobleſt part ot Gaule , was divi- 
ded intofive Lionnois, as is to be {cene inthe memo- 
ries of the Provinces of the Gaules. Senecain his 92 
Epiſtle to Lucillius , lamenteth much the burning 
thereof, which hapned a hundred yeeres after the 
Colonie was planted there, and deplorethrhe loſle,8: 
dammage which it then ſuſtained by a fearefull fire. 
Nero the ſeventh yeere after this fire reedifyed & gave 
ſome helpe to this loſſe , as Tacitus writethin his 16 
booke of his Annals. Herodian reporteth lib, 3. that 
this Citie was beſeiged, takenin, pilliged, and burnt 
againe by Sever the Emperour, becauſe Albinus de- 
tained his Armie within it. Papirius Maſſonins writeth 
in his Annals, that by reaſon of the age of the Pope , 
Philippe le Bel,orthe firs King of France brought the 
Citie of Lyons under his commaund. This Citie 
Lugdunum called Lyons, at this day is ſeated in a ve- 
nature invincible being fortified on the one fide wit 
two moſt fraitfull hills, and on the other fide watered 
withthe two Rivers the Arar, and the Rhoane, ha- 
vinginit magnificent Churches , and buildings , as 
well publick as private,and doth ſo flouriſh in trading, 
and riches, that it may truely be called the Metropo- 


litan Citie of France, andas the heart, and Key of 
the Kingdome ; by reaſon of the paſſages and wayes | 


into Italie, Germanie , and other Countries. 'There 
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is held in it, every yeere foure Marts, or Faires, unto 
which Merchants of diverſe nation doe reſort. In 
the time of Charles the ninth , when all France was 
ina combuſtion, and embroyled with civill warrs, he 
builr there a Ciradell, or Caſtle with much adoe , for 
the appeaſiing of future troubles. More-over , the 
Arch-Biſhop keepeth here his reſidence , entituling 
himſelfe Primate of the French Clergie having 102 
Biſhops under him. 'There is alſo a Seneſchallſhip , 
under whoſe juriſdiftion belong Lyonnois , Fereit , 
Martiſcon, & Belloiolezium.,in whichafterward there 
fell ſome ſmall alteration. Bernard Abbor of Clare- 
val, giveth no ſmall commendations of the Church 
of Lyons. Indeed (faith he) every man agreeth , that the 
Church of Lyons,excelleth all the other Churches of France, 
aſwell for the dignity of the Sea , as for learning , and lau- 
dable iniiitntions : for where hath the reformatton,cenſure, 
and rules of diſcipline beene ſo well kept and obſerved as 
there? good manners, mature Concalls, ſage deliberations & 
authoritie ? the marks , of antiquitje? chiefly in Eccleſiaſts- 
call funitions, never lining or giving way, to ſudden No- 
wvelties, neither would endure ever to bedishonored by the 
lightneſſe of youth. Ireneus a greeke Authour was here- 
tofore Biſhop of Lyons, who wrote 5 bookes againſt 
the impious opinions of the ancient Heriticks, Sim- 
phorian Campherins a Phyſician of Lyons hath written 
at large of the antiquitie, and originall of the Illu- 
ſtrious men and Biſhops , and otheriAuthours of the 
Citie of Lyons , among which L, Plotinus Gallus 
was one , who taught Rhetoricke firſt at Rome, as 
Suetonfaith, & under whome Cicero reporteth, that 
he and his brother 92uintus learned firſt the founda- 
tions, and principes of the Latine rongue.

, Piedmont and Savoy- It ftandeth 
under the reſort of the Parliament of Grenoble , and 
taketh the name from Ca#felo Delphini , that is in 
French ChaFean Dolphin. This Countrie is not very 
fertill in all places, the Soile being not very good, for 
towards the Mountaines this Countrieis barren, and 
unfruitfull. 
The Inha- The Inhabitants eſteeme much their libertie , ſay- 
bitants> ing they holdit from none, but God, and their ſword. 
They are couragious, andundauntedin warre, and in 
the times of peace laborious , 8 diligent about their 
affaires, and Negotiations : bur are lightly deceived, 
and overreached by the craft, and ſubtility of their 
neighbours. The Countriemen and Peſants are rude, 
blockiſh, and clouniſh, having great and broad no- 
ſtrills. But the Gentlemen —_ Townſmen, are very 
courteous and civill,farre from pride,and arrogancie, 
recreative in their manners without any blemiſhto 
their gravities,quick-witted,capable of all manner of 
ſciences, eſpecially in the Mathematicks , and in the 
ſtudie, and ſearchof naturall things. In former ages 
beſide the Alobrogesthere inhabited here che Piennen- 
ſes, Caturizes, Ebrodunenſes, Segalaunois , Valentinois, Ve- 
conces, Deenſes, Gratianopolitam, Tricafilins , Wapencenſes , 
and Broynovy. The Citie of Yiexne is ſo called inthe 
memories of France , now the Arch-Biſhoprick of 
Vienne in Caturiges. The Colonie of the Viennois 
which uow is called Vienne is mentioned in the Ora= 


tion of Claudirs. They hold that at this day the name 


of the Hamlet of Charges , which lyeth upon Du- 
rance,not farre from Ambraxis the ſame, which Plinze, 
Ceſar,Sirabo, and Ptolomee ſpeaketh of Karogazege 
TieVa. The Segulauni mentioned by Prolomee , are thoſe of 
lntinois, the Countrie of Valentinois, for Valence was accoun=- 
ted by Prolomce the capitall Citie of Segalaunois, the 
Citie of Valence is now the Sea 8& Biſhoprick of Ya- 
lence. The Vocontians are thoſe of the Countrie of 
Dic even to Vaiſon : the Vocontians are by Ceſar, Ta- 
cizus and Mela "Oyoxorriar , by Ptolomee but unrightly , 
Oyox0r0e Juſtinus in his 2 3 Booke nameth the Vo- 
contians, thoſe which dwell by Vots , {as a manuſcript 
witneſſeth. Plinie calleth them Narion-Alice , which 
Flaccus a Hiſtoriographer of the Romaine Feaſts , 
when he writeth touching the Triumphs of the Lizu- 
rians and Salluvians, which at this day is called Ze Pays 
de die juſque 4 Yaiſon, asis ſaid before. oſeph Scaliger na- 
meth it Aduguiia DiaFVocontiorum. Civitas Deenſium 1n 
the memories of France. The Biſhoprick de Dze,and 
the Citie of theGratianapolitans,now called the Biſhop. 
rick of Grenoble. The Tricaſtins is ſo named alſo by 
Plinie and Liviw, and their Citie Augufa, and by Pro- 
lomee Texxa5 nt, & theirtowne 18%ouey@», as the an- 
cient bookes , & the correcteſt copies call them. But 
at this day they are called the Biſhoprick of S. Antoni 
de Tricaſlin. 1nthe records of France it is called alſo 
the Biſhoprick of Gaps, lyinh in Gapengois, and it is 


uncertaine, whether the Brannovians by the towne of 


Briangon were of theſe people or noe ? 
Chiefeſt The chiefeſt rownesare ſevenin number', whereof 
"971%: twoof them are Arch-Biſhopricks , namely Vienne 
and Ambrun, and the others five Biſhopricks, the reſt 
of the townes are of lefle account, Vienne in former

times was the capitall Citie of the Allobroges,which 
__ according to the opinion of Strabo 16 miles 

rom Lions. Senecalikewiſe affirmeth the ſame in 
his Comedie upon the death of Claudius the Empe- 
rour. It lyeth upon the Rhoane. Auſonius nun it 
Alpina, Itis not onely at this daye an Arch-Biſhop- 
rike,butalſo honoured with the title ofa Dukedome, 
The opinion is, that the firſt Biſhop of it, was Creſ- 
cens the Diſciple of S.Paul. Mamertus was alſo Pre- 
late of that place,whoby the prayers of himſelfe. and 
others kept the towne from ruine and diſtruction 
which he hath left unto poſteritie. Among the ex- 
cellent men, which were borne , and bred here, the 
Hiſtoriographer Ado , who wrot the booke of Mar- 
tyrs, was not accounted as the leaſt , witneſſe alſothe 
learned bookes of Claudius Mamercus, touching the 
ſtate of the ſoule, which are yet extant. Ir is reported 
that Poxtize Pilatrs lived herein exile; forthereis yet 
a towre, whichis called after his name,in which there 
is an old ruinous Statue or Image. Concerning the 
ancient quarrell and difſention , betweene thoſe of 
Vienne and Lyons about thetitle of the Duchie, and 
the pre-eminence, you ſhall finde written in the booke 
of the hiſtorie of Tacitw. Sueton relateth alſo , that 
when the Emperour 7itelius ſat upon the Throne of 
Juſtice to give Lawes unto thoſe of Yienze, a Cock 
came firſt and light upon his ſhoulders, 8 afterwards 
leaptup to his head, ſo that the Diviners,who by foule 
fore-tould ſome augure, or ſignestocome, were not 
much deceived, in ſaying that itſhould come under 
the power of ſome Gallican, that is, under the French 
nation, for afterward it is vanquiſhed by Anthonius , 
Generall of the Ennemies Army, borneat Toulouſe, 
who had given him as a ſurname in his youth Beco , 
which fignifieth a Cocksbill. Vienne in the yeere 


1543 ſuſtained great harme and lofſe by the overflo- 


wing and breaking in of the Rhoane. In honour of 
the Viennan Wine, we may freely report , that which 
Plinie in former times ſpake thereof: There is found now 
(faith he) « Wine-fock , which yeeldeth Wine of it (elfe, 
which is not much unlike pitch , which maketh the Counrie 
of Vienne famows , and was firſt found by the people 
that dwelt by the Seyne, and the Swiſzers. Ambrun 
isenvironned with Mountaines, fertill in wines,fruits, 
and abundance of medicinall fimples. In former ages 
the Arch-Biſhop Guilhelmus Ebrodunum , or Ambruns 
dwelt here, who by the commaund of Boniface the 
eight , compiled together the ſixth booke of Decre- 
zals. The Inhabitants reſpec their Superiours , and 
Prelats as Princes. The Kings of France have given 


many and large priviledges to them as the abſolute 


adminiſtration of Juſtice. The right of coyning of 
moneys, and other ſuch like royalties, 'The Metripo- 
litan Citie of this Countrie is Ambrun. They have in. 
it five Epiſcopall Townes , as Valence , Die, Gratno- 
ble, Saint Ambony de Tricaſtine , Gap. Valence taketh 
the name not from the Emperour Yalentims , or Yalen- 
zinianw (as ſome ſuppoſe) but from the valour and 
magnanimitie of their Souldiers. It is a Biſhops Sea, 
a Court of Juſtice, anda Univerſitie: in which here- 
tofore 1acobu Cuyacims the glorie of his age , taught 8 
lived. The towne and Coutrie beareth the title of a 
Duchie, in Frenchit is called the Duchie of Yalexti- 
z0ti, The Romans dominered here , till the yeere 
of ourredemption 41, in whichtime the Gothes be- 
came Maſter of Valence. In the yeere 575 it was be- 
ſeiged by the Longobards,or Lombards;but in vaine, 
There are to be ſeene in the Cloifter of the Iacopine 
7 K Moncks

Moncks ſome ſtrang things, as the picture of the Gy- 
ant Buardus, who was 15 Cubits high, and his bones: 
without the Citie under the ruins of Saint Peters 
Church, there is a Cave,which goeth under the Rho- 
ane: and others affirme that the bodie of Iuſtinus was 
found without S.Felix gate among the Vineyards , 
which wee will paſle over, and leave to other writers. 
Die is the capitall towne of the Countrie, which they 
commonly call Pays de Dios. 

Gratienopolis now Grainoble, was heretofore named 
Culare , the Walles in the Romiſh or Latine tongue 
were called Cularenſes Mari,as the ancient writers wit- 
nefſe,whichis to be ſeene above the South gate ofthe 
towne, and likewiſe over that gate, which goeth to- 
wards /ienne, ſtanding Northward. This towne being 
enlarged, was called peradventure Gratienopols from 
the Emperour Gratianos. 'This Citie is the Seate, and 
Court of the honorable and high Counſell of Del- 
phine, ſituate upon the River Jar at the foote of the 
Mountaine Chalemont. The ancient walls , and gates 
ſhewe of what antiquitie and forme it was built , the 
walls thereof was begunne by Francis the firſt, King 
of France, and being finiſhed lay as it were in a foure- 
ſquare. Northward betweene the Citie and the Sub- 
urbs, (whichare very faire, and called. Laurence,) 
runneth the Iſar , and overit there lyeth a very faire 
bridge. Southward runneththe ſwitt fleeting River 
of Brach,which oftentimes overfloweththe grounds, 
and covereth them with a ſlimie mud, and will not 
be contained and kept within the Bankes. The Coun- 
trielying round about Grainoble , is called by the 
Common-people of Daulphine __—_— , and by 
ſome others Givaul/dan. Not farre from the ſaid Citie 
Northward,are mines 8: quarries, out of which ſtone 
is digged, that they uſe in the rowne, A mile from 
Grainoble lyeth a Village called Pariſet, where there 
ſtandeth atowre , which the Inhabitants call La zour 
S.Yenip, and thatin regardif any venomous thing be 
brought into it, it preſently dyeth: no mandyelleth 
init. Avuguita Tricaſtinorum , according to the opinion 
of that tamous man Joſeph Scaliger , 15 mow named 
$.CAnthonie de Tricaftin. Fapingums; Gap is now the ca- 
pitall rowne of this Countrie, and is called in French 
Gapencois, which is environned round about with 
Mountaines. This towne lyeth at the foote of a high 
Mountaine, which the Inhabitants call Ze Co! S.Digo, 
where the Bailleiu keepeth his reſfidencie. Beſide rhe 
townes of Vienne, Embrun, Valence, Die, Grafivoul- 
dan, and Gapengois, whereof wee have ſpoken, there 
are ſome others beſides, which intheir one ſpeech are 
called Le pays du Treves,des Baronnies, and Briangonnog. 
The principall rowne of the firſt is Mexs,of the ſecond 
Buys, of the third Brianſon,which heretofore was called 
Brigantium. Not farre from thence lyeth a rock, which 
hath a portall hewen into it,and is open , having theſe 


words engravenabove it, D. Cefari AuguFo dedicata, 

ſalutate eam. It is thought that Julius Cxzſar meant to 
have cut here apaſlage through this rock, and to have 
got into France, In this Countrie alſoare the Coun- 
ties of Champart, and Roſillon. 

In Dauphine there are many other townes, which 
the FrenchGeographers divide into three parts,ſome 
lye upon the Rhoane, as Moxrelimart, & Thine, whereof 
the laſt belongeth tothe Lords of Tourney: But upon 
the Ifarlye Mont-meilan, SC Roman, two ſtrong townes, 
having Caſtlesin them. The laſt is very rich, & hath 
a very faire bridge init,which ſome imagine was built 
by the Romans. Others lye in the Mountaines , as 
Talart, whichin former times was called Alamontis, 
Charges, ChaFeanraux, aplace where they finde Slates , 
$.Criſpin. Others upon the Mountaines,as Payne, Surre, 
Le Buyx, S. Euphenne, Vauxerre,Corp, Sameutre, Men. Viſ#- 
ble, where they finde abundance of Marble and Ala- 
baſter ſtones , Ours, Eſſelles , whichis the key of the 
Dauphine, and is theſame towne , which Czſar called 
Ocelum, and Chateau Dolphin, from whence bh Coun- 
trie tooke the name. AlſoS.Clement , which is built 
upon a hill after a very ſtrainge manner. In the plaines 
lye Quirien, Cremicn, la Vorpiliere , Bourgoing , la Four di 
Pin, le Pont Beauvoiſin, whereof the one halfe of it be. 
longeth to Savoye. La CoFe,S. Anare,sS.Donat Macelay 
Ville-nenfue, S..Marcelin, Tulits, Lauwen.Modian, HMo- 
retel, S.Vallier, Beaurepaite, Beanpais, Muraz, Nieron, Loy 
which is a moſt fertill Soile. Tex,where there are ex- 
celent Wines, Cha#tean-d Imble, AlleſSan, Montelier, Beau- 
ont, Iauriel,Creſt, Salliens, allo Verane , S.Panl Avalon, 

Wee findeit recorded that Guido was one of the laſt 
Princes of Dauphine , that was flaine in a battaile a- 
gainſt the Savoyard : our moderne French writers 
make ample mention thereof, Among others there 
are ſome, which report ſtrange and incredible thin gs 
of him. Dying withour iflue his brother Humbert 
ſucceeded him, who being much grieved at the death 
of his onely and firft borne Sonne, for that after his 
death ſonoble, a hereditaire Province , ſhould be di- 
vided into ſo many ſhares, became Jacobin-monke 
about the yeere I 340, & gave to Iohn King of France 
his Demains , upon this condition, that alwayes the 
firſt Sonne of France , ſhould be called the Dolphin 
which being done. The firſt Do/phin was Charles. Son 
of the ſaid King lohn. Humber? lived at Paris in the 
Convent of the Iacobins, where his Tombe is to be 
ſcene withthis inſcription upon it: Here herh che Farher 
and moſt Iluftrions Lord Humbert , heretofore Dolphin of 
Viennois, who leaving bis principalitie , was made abrothey 
of our order, and Priour of this Convent of Paris, and at laſt 
Patriarke of Alexanaria, and perpetuall Adminiiiration of 
the Arch-Biehoprick of Rheims,and principal Benefafiour of 
our Convent. He ajed intheyeere of our redemption 1355,

Now the face of the place being charged, it onely 
lieth on thar ſide, which looketh rowards 1:abze, and is 
environned about wich Marſhes upon which rhey 
feedegoodly Oxen. Ithath bene much greater , be- 
fore the Gorhes deſtroyed the one part of ir. It was 
once the pleaſant Courr of the Kings of Burgundie, 
and afterward the abode, and refidencie of the Earles 
of Provence. Ker firſt Biſhop was S. Trophimus one of 
S. Pauls Diſciples, who ſent him into Gallia in the ſe- 
cond ycere of the Emperour Nero his reigne, from 
whole head ſpring (as Pope Zoſimus faith) all Gallia 
was watered with the ſtreame of Faich. Within the 
ſtrength of her Caſtle Honorins 8& Hilaire rwo famous 
Prelars held their re{idencie. The firſt place of rhe 
eleuen Biſhopricks , without any prejudice to rhe 
orhers,is Marſciles. Allthe Latines and ſome Greekes 
called ir _Maſſilia. Straboand Stephan Maſſalia , as the 
ancient coines withneſſe. By Prolemie Maſalia , but 
now Marſeilles in Tabula Itin.. The Countrie here- 
abours was called by the Grecians,Greece,having bene 
oncea Colonie of the Greekiſh Phocians of Aſia Minor: 
founded faith S-{z» inthe 45. Olympiad in the dayes 
of King Tarquinims, as Tuſtinus "at 63 HY out of Plutar. 
lib. 43. Soloz ſaith it was built by Prozus, whome ſome 
call Prozx. Strabo makethrhe fire of it ſtonie, neere 
unto the mouth of the thoſe with a long boſome 
and asa nooke of the ſea: info much thar 7uſtinus ſaith 
irtooke this name from Trogus. Ceſar ſpeaketh thus 
of itin his ſecond booke of the civill warrs. Marſeiles 
isalmoſt waſhed with the Scaonthree parts of it; the 
fourth on rhe land ide, is that ſpace, which belon- 
geth to the Caſtle, fortifyed by the nature of the 

lace , and a very lowe Valley which would be very 
faard ro conquer. Cicero commendeth ſo highly the 
gouvernment of this Common-Weale, that he durſt 
{ay upon the defence of Foprejws in a full audience 
# the people, That the Policie and Conſtancie of this 
rowne, was not onely to be preferred before the Gre- 
cian , bur almoſt 9" ts all other people. Irfercherh 
her Biſhopricks from the time of S. Lazarus, whome 
Teſus raiſed from death to life. Thoſe of Mar/eiles re- 
port ( beleene it if Je Lt) that he being depriued of his 


Goods, and dwelling, in thetime of the perſecution, 


which tooke away Szephenthe Martyr, he cameinto

theſe parts with Maryand Martha his two lifters, and 
there preached the faith of Chriſt. And canyetſhew 
his heath in theprincipall Church called the Majour, 
neerethe wall of the towne by the Seaſide. Andrhus 
much for Marſeiles. 

Theother Epiſcopall rownes are Dize ( called by 
Plinie Dizia from the Ebroduntins, and by Prolemie 


Dinia fromthe Sentins) Grafſe,Glandeve,GlannatezGlan- . 


natena, a Citic in Ngtitia Provinciarum of Gallia in 
Vienxox 4. In ſome Coppiesitis Glanatica, & in others 
Glamnatena. They are much deceiued which fay , thar 
Glanum mentioned by Plinie, Mela, & Antonine ſhould 
be 1anate, for Antonine placeth Glanum betweene 
Cavailloy 8& Arles; which is a great way from Glannate. 


 Itisnot knowneatrhis day where Glayum ſtood. Se- 


245 which Prolemie calleth Sa»tium was a ſmall cowne 


of the Yeſdantins in the maritime Alpes. S. Paul de Ven- 


ces Or Vincium 1s a ſmall rowne of the Neruſizs in the 
maritime Alpes, called by Prol. & Dion. Yentia. Apt, 
by Plinie © Apra Iulia Vulgentium. Avia Tulia, Apia 
Ilia, which is not right in Azt0nine : for in the beſt 
Coppiesit is ApraTulia, as appearethin Tab. 1tin. Ries, 
Rejres in Notitia Prov. Gallie, in which under Yiexnethe 
Third, is read the Citie Rejenſium, that is Rejus. In 
Tab. Itin. Res Appolkinars. Feriuls, Forum Tulii , in Plan- 
cins and Cicero , Forum Tulium , was by Ptol. a towne of 
the Commones. Col. Tul. Oftav. upon the Coine of Augu- 


ſftus , as Goltzins ſaith: Forum Inlium Oftavorum Colonia 


que Pacenſis appellatur & Claſſicain Plinio : butnow Port 
Marin. Ciſteron is Seguſtero in Ant. & in Tab. Itin.” Ce- 


ſtero by Plinie, as Scaliger writeth , which in Prolemie is 


that Ceſſero mentioned with Tolouze,and Carcaſſonne is 
at this day Caſtresin Languedoc. Tolon was called Telo- 
zum inthe beſt Latiniſts,& in Ant.Telo Martias which 
wasa ſmall rowne, ſeated upon the falling back of the 
Sea, ſome nine miles from Marſciles. 


Provence hath on the South the Gal{;he Sea, and pore, 


Marſeilesis avery famous anda Safe haven, locked in 
with a great yron chaine. Thename of this Port was 
heretofore Lacydon , as Enſftathins noteth. Therefore 
it oughtto beread in cMelahisancient bookes Lacy- 
don ,the Port of the Xarſeillor, and therein Aarſciles. 


Stzrabo obſerveth thar there were formerly' in this Senators, 


towne fix hundred Senatours, whoenjoyed this ho- 
nour as longas they lined, our of this nomber were 
ele&ed fiuereence mento endand compole all ſuirs in 
lawe. Theſearethey, whome Ceſar calleth the fixe 
hundred <Mayſe;loifes and the fiueteene prime men. 
Palerius the great faith likewiſe lib.z. cap.6. thatthere 
were ſixe hundred of them. Now our of the fue- 
reenemen, they chooſe the Trium viri, who had Sou- 
veraigne authority. The Common weale of rhe 
Maſſilians (as Strabo witneſſeth) was Ariſtocraticall. 
Ariſtotle in his fifth Booke 88. Chap. of his Politicks 
faith, that ir was gouverned —_ Surely that 
is richt O/zgarchia to become Prince of a Republicke 
by blood, & nor by vertue. Their lawes EleQuarie 
(as Strabo & Iuſtinus lib. 43. who related briefly their 
Cuſtomes) were publickly propoſed, and that almoſt 
fromthe foundation of their crowne. Theirmanner 
was to ſhut their gates upon Feſtivall dayes, to keepe 
Gards and Sentinells upon the Walls, to viſite houſes 
for the finding our of Strangers, to gardtheir City, 
aſwell in the times of Peaceas of Warre. Which they 
uſed not onely in times of neceſlity, bur alſo froman 
ancient Cuſtome which they allwayes had,

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=—=—, HE Savoyards called heretofote A/o- 
RY bro2es,were well knowne by rhe Victorie 
| Hg of Fabins , and the conjuration of Catili- 
= 4. ANCient writers teſtifie, that this 
» Countrie was once a Kingdome, in the 
time of Hannibal , when as Broncus being choſen Ar- 
bitratour , Judged that this Kingdome belonged ro 
the eldeſt Sonne, and ſerled him in it. Lucius Florus 
writeth alſo of a King called Bezul{s , who was taken 
priſoner by Fabius Maximm. There was alſo one Cor- 
714 King of Savoy , who was a great friend unto the 
Emperour Auguſt## , who called the Alpes after his 
name, by reaſon of the many tops he lighted there , 
to make them paſſable, The chiefe Cirtie of this 
Dukedome was in former times called Vienna , which 
Citie Mela nameth Vienna Alobrogum : whence the 
name of Savoy cameis doubtfull. Carols Bovillys re- 
porteth, that this Countrie by reaſon of the narrow 
paſſages, wayes, and the ſmall number of Inhabitants 
was full of Theeves & Robbers, whicheither did rob 
travellers, or murthered them ; and therefore in re- 
gard of the daunger that men were in which paſſed by 
the high-wayes, it was called Maulvoye, that is an 1/.- 
way. But afterwarda certaine Gentlemam beating 8 
driving theſe theeves and murtherers away,it was cal- 
led Savoy,orSalvoy a ſate-way: but in what time this 
hapned , it is not recorded. Savoy jn the Regiſter of 
the Empire, is oftentimes rekonnedunder the Proyin= 
ccs of Gallia Narbonenſis: whence it appeareth,that the 
name thereof is ancienter,than the French,or Savoy- 
iſh tongues, which they ſpeake at this day. But thoſe 
f{uſpend their judgements better , who derive the 
word Sabaudia from Sabatia, which 1s a ſhallowe water ,. 
called now Savona. © Hela calleth Tabatia , or Savone a 
towne, But howlſoever it be, this is molt certaine, that 
the Savoniſh waters are thoſe, which the Emperour 
Pertinax through covetouſneſſe , 8& ambition traded 
in Marchandiſeas a private man ,- which Capitol:nus 
ſaith. Neither doth Plzxie erre, or any other writers , 
when they affirme, that the Savoyards, or Sabati, 
dweltinlralie, among the Ligurians. Seing Strabo 
witnefleth, that the ancient Grecians counted Maſh- 
lia under the Liguſtian Empire, which the French al- 
ſoafterward obſerved, naming them the Celtian Li- 
gurians, who inhabited as far as the River of Rhoan. 
This name then went forward unto the ſhoares of the 
Mediterranean Sea, even tothe inmoſt places, Be- 
ſides theſe Allobroges, the Centrones , Nantuates , 
Garoceli, Medulli, Verragri, Salafſi, and others dwelt 
here, Livias teſtifieth that the Allobroges, or thoſe 
of Savoy, wcreas rich, 8 famous as any of rhe Coun- 
tries of France. Horatins in his verſes written unto 
the people of Rome, wherein he ſeemeth to have 
compaſhon of them : becauſe of their inteſtine wars , 
calleththe Allobroges, or Savoyards unfaithfull and 
men that longed afternovelties, upon which place an 
old expoſitor writeth thus : The Allobroges are 
Frenchmen of a reddiſh haire , and are called Sequa- 
nici, or Bourgonians,dwelling by the fide of Ahzs as 
yetravellalong by Veſontius into Germanie. They 
are people which long after newes, and very difloy all 
totheir Princes. The Centrones dwelt by the Gree- 
kiſh Alpes, where Tarantai now lyeth wee read in the 
records of the Provinces of France under Vienna, is 
the fifth towne, which the Centrones inhabited , that 
is Tarantaſia, whichin French, is now called Le Arche- 
weſche de Tarantaiſe, The Arch-Biſhoprick of Taran- 
taiſe. The Nantuates areaccounted in divers places 


— 


———— 
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of leſſe antiquitie. Marlianus ſaith they dwelt by the 
Boden-Sea, where Coſtenz now lyeth. Paradinus af- 
firmeth, that the Countrie , and the narae of the Nan- 
tuates1s ſeated at this daye, neerea petty towne cal- 
led Nantua, which ftanderh not farre from Chamle- 
ry. Of theſe Nantuates Ioſeph Scaliger to a certaine 
friend writeth thus, Take heed that you give not cre- 
dit to beleeve that there is a Cloiſter in Savoy ſo cal- 
led, as ſome fooles imagine, the which Octodurus, 
that is, S. Mauritius, which is properly S.Mauritio , as 
appeareth by the memorable fignes of the afflictions 
ofthe Legions of Thebe, inwhich mention is made 
of Octodurus. Czfarplaceth Octodurus among the 
Nantuates hard by the Countrie of Gavot, or of the 
Veragris as he nameth them, ſome read them Antua- 
tes. But thoſe which place the Nantuates by the Bo- 
den-Sea, and affirme that they are thoſe ot Coſtenz 
err as groflely , as thoſe, who beleeve that it is the

dusjudgeth, were theſe people , which inhabited un- 
der the Mount-Cenis, and were neere Neighbours to 
that people called the Medulli, whereof Vitruvius ma- 
keth mention in his eight booke. Philander and Bar- 
barus maketh them to be the Inhabitants of the Yale 
of Cilera of Dalechampius, Miollantios, and the Ta- 
rantoiſes. 'The Countrie of the Veragris is called by 
Guilhe[mus Paradinus Wallifſerland, and by Zgidius 
Saidus, the Countrie of Gayor: Pingonius faith, itis 
the Dukedome Chablaſy, by Marlianus it is called 
S. Bernards-mounts, and Bregentz, for he imagineth , 
that this people came from a Village,wherein the Ab- 
bey of S.Mauritus ſtand. Czſar maketh the Nantua- 
tes, Veragriand Seduni,now the bounds of the Savoy- 
ards, to be from the Genffer-Sea, (or Lake Loſanre ) 
and the River Rhoane, even as farre as the Alpes.The 
Salafly inthe days of Ptolomee where thought to be 
that people, which dweltat Augſtall, called fo in high 
dutch, andin Italian, Yald'0#/a. In the memories of 
France mention is made of the Citie of Gezeve, the 
Biſhoprick of Geneve , Doubtleſſe there hath bene in 
former times other Inhabitants in Savoy,whoſe names 
and habitations are at this day not knowne. 

The whole Countrie now, where Savoy,the Delphy- 
nie, & other neighbouring Provinceslye, were in for- 
mer ages a Kingdome, as appeareth by the 2: booke 
of Livins his Hiſtorie, Savoy being apart of that King- 
dome, had divers Princes & Gouvernours, but at this 
day for 5oo yeeres it hath beene ruled by Dukes , who 
haveenlarged their bounds and limits , and were cal- 
led intimes paſt, Earles of Manrienne. 


Savoye, boundeth on the Northſide upon Burgundie Thebonnds 


with which many times they have beene encumbred 
with warres , and with Swiſſerland , betweene which 
the Genffer Sea, or Lake Loſannelieth, Eaſtward on 
Wales, and Piemont , whereof they have not beene 
lefſe free ; but that the high Mountaines hindredthe 
incurſions of their ennemies. Southward, and Weſt. 
ward the Delphinie,with a part of the Rhoane, which 
parteth the Inhabitants of Savoy from thoſe of the 
Dukedome of Burgundie. Savoy hath a [weeteaire, 8 
the Countrie is Mountainous. The Valleys and Dales 


Northward along the Genffer Sea, or the Lake Lef. 
ſanna, where molt excellent winesare made, which is 
called Ripalium from the Shoare of the ſaid Lake. The 
paſtures are very good for the feeding of all kinde of 
Cattaile, chiefly thoſe , which lye round about Saznz 


Bernards Mount. Through Savey runhe the Rivers Are, Rivers, 
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or Araris,lſara, Doria, Ayva, Danias and others, There | 
are beſides many great and large meers, among which 
the Lake Loſanna, or Genve Vicy , and Bourges are 
accounted the greateſt. The Metrapolitan Citie of 
Savoy is Chambertie, having a faire Caſtle, and the Duke 
of Savoyes Court in it, and isalfo the Court of Iuſtice 
and the Parliament, This Citi is ſeated ina pleaſant 
Valley, betweene Mountaines, Beſides Savoy there is 
alſothe Countic of Geneve , Maurienne , and Taran- 
raiſc. Alſothe Marquiſate of Sula, with other Doma- 
nies, and Lordſhips, and laſtly the Countrie of Breſle. 


GEM EE VE. 


HE Countrie of Gezeve taketh the name 
from the Citie of Gezeve,whereof the middle 
ſillable is pronounced as Eluſa ſhort , which 
commeth not onely from the Swizers, who | 
call it Genff, but from the Peſants, that inhabite there 
abouts, & from ſome other Savoyards,who cal it Zene- 
va making the middle fillable ſhort. Bur it is comonly 
the French manner, that they make a fillable which 1s 
ſhort in the midft to be longe, as appeareth by an infi- 
nite number of others, as in this words publique, facile 
8 others, which the Latines neverthelefle pronounce 
ſhort. At this day it hath got: almoſt the name of Ce- 
2a0a, as Anthonim teſtifieth inhis excellent booke of 
travells , betweene Milan and Sraesburgh. It isa very 
ancient Citie, Ceſar maketh mention of a certaine 
Bridge there,which lay from Geneve over the River of 
Rhoaze, that was broke off by himſelfe. Alſo of a wall, 
which reached from the Lake of Geneve, unto the | 
Mountaine SK, 19000 paces long, and 16 feete high, 
wherefore itis very ſtrainge , that other writers , as 
Strabo, Plinie, Ptolomee, & many others, made no men- 
tion of this Citie. This Citie lyeth now by the Lake 
of Geneve in two parts , havinga wodden bridge over 
the Rhoane,underproppedoverthe midſt ofan Iland, 
which hath houſes ſtanding on both ſides of it. The 
greateſt part of the ſaid bridge lyeth Southward , and 
the leaſt Northward. Upon the end of the Iland ftan- 
deth a watch-towre, whome ſome aftirme was built by 
Ceſar. In the greateſt part of the Citie ſtandeth the 
Cathedrale Church of S.Peter,which in former times 
as appeareth by the antiquaires which are here yet to 
be © von was built in honour of Apo. In the ſmaleſt 
part ſtandeth S.Gervais , his Church from which the 
greateſt part ofthe Towne on that fide is named. He 
that is defirous to knowe the ancient Monuments of 
this citie, and the controverfies which have hapned a- 
mong the Biſhops, Earles, & Duks of Savoy about the 
rule and Dominionthereof,let him reade Franciſcus Bo- 
zivardys of that which he wrote to Sebaſtianm Munſſe= 
72, This Citie got their freedome about the yeere 


I535, aSitistobe ſeene ina certaine Mappe, which 
hangs in the Towne-houſe, with thoſe of Berne , a 
people of Swiſzerland, anno 1y 36. with whome they 
made an alliance, which ſince hath beene oftentimes 
renewed. Manie writers make mention that Geneve 
harh often beene troubled ſurpriſed, and afflicted with 
warre in former times. The Countie of Morienne ſhoo- 
teth out as farre as the River Arch , where S. Johns 
Church ſtandeth, and therefore is called S. Iohn of 
HMorienne. Itisa fine Towne having a faire Caſtle in 
it, aud is famous in regard of the ſepulchre of Hum- 
bert the firſt , who obtained the Conntie of Morieane, 
which is now the Dukedome of Savoy held in vaſſa- 
lage fromthe Emperour Henry the third, who was en- 
tombed there Anno 1548, andin his ſepulchre alfo 
was buried his Sonne Amedew, ſurnamed Cands. 

The Countie of Taranzaiſe is ſhutt in betweene the 
Alpes, ills, andthe Rivers Arch and Are, which at Cha- 
mouſſe meet together. It hath the name from the town 
of Tarartaiſe , which is now called by the Inhabitants 
eHouſtier, and by the High-dutches AMuner in Taran- 
zaiſe, according to the opinion of 7oſias Simcerns. Hum- 
bert the ſecond, Count of Morienne , and Marqueſſe 
of Liounois , who brought Tarantaiſe under his com- 
maund,lyeth buried there , and dyed about the yeere 
1590. 

The Marquiſate of $ſa is ſo named alſo from the 
Towne of Suſa, whichlyeth not farre from the Riyer 
Doria, which beneath Thuriz falleth into the Poo. An: 
-ianw writeth in his 15 booke, that the Towne Suſa 
lyeth upon the beginning of the Coreian Alps, and faith 
further, that the grave of Cortiz2 is not farre from the 
Towne Walls. Some affirme, 8& that not without ſome 
reaſon that Suſa ought to beunder Piemonr. 

The Domanie Foffigni lyeth hard by the Lake of 
Geneve, in which the Towne of Rzpalia ſtandeth, which 
is apleaſant place, and famous in regard of Amedews 
the eight, the firſt Duke of Savoy , who leaving his 
Princedomes became a Monke , and afterward was 
made Pope againſt Eugenius the I V. as is ſaid, and 
was named Fefix the fith, 

Untothe Dukedome of Savoy belongeth the Coun- 
trie of Breſſe, lying betweene the Rivers of Cre , and 
the Rhoaxe. Informer ages this was the Court of the 
Segnſians as ſome witneſfle, There ſtandeth the towne 
= Bourzh, & Breſſe. Inthis Countrie,are the Coun- 
ties of Yars Montreniel, Pont de Veaux , Bauſeen. Vlrick 
Count of Banſgen, and Lord ofthe Countrie of Breſſe, 
left an onely daughter behinde him, called Sibi/a 
which Amedeas the fourth, the 8 Earle of Savoy mar- 
rying, the Countie of Bayſgey,and all Bree fell ro him 
by inheritance and came under his commaund. And 


thus much for Savoy. 
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Withthe circumjacent places. 


5 His Map following repreſen- 
41 teth unto yow the Lake Lema- 
| #15, & the Signeuric of Geneva, 
lying upon the Frontiers ofthe 
|, Durchicof Savoye, the Coun- 
tic of Burgundie, the Territoi- 
il res of the Svwifſers, and the Bi- 
XA ſhoprick of Ya/ez. Then the 
names of the Countrics,Baily- 
wikes, Baronies, Iuriſdiftions, Wayes, Rivers, Moun- 
caines, Townes, Villages, Caſtcllainſhips,and Caſtles 
lyingabourthe Lake. Sawoye is inhabited by a people 
dwelling on thisfide,or beysd rhe Alpes, which ſpeake 
akind of broken French, in times paſt called CAUo- 
broges,as Czſar faith in the beginning of his commen- 
t2ires, that Allobrox King of the Ganles flouriſhed 
aboucthe yeare ſince the creation ofthe World 2433. 
Moreouer, an ancient Interpretour writerh thus of 
their Etymologie , upon the cight Satyr of Iuvenall: 
The Allobrozes ({aith he) are Gaules. Now they are cal- 
led«Alobroges, becauſe the Gaules calleda field Broge, 
andwent further. They were therefore ſonamed, in 
regard they removedout of their owne Countriec in- 
ro an other place, afterwards Bagaude (as the preſi- 
dent Faucher witneſſeth: then ar laſt Sabaudi, in French 
Savoiſians, called now vulgarlv Sawvoyards, and their 
Countric Savoye. In the yeare 1126. this Province was 
gouyerned by Earles, and from the yeare 1420. rill 
now by Dukes. Itisreported, that atthe firſt it was for 
alongetimeinhabired by a crew of theeues, and rob- 
bers by the high way ſide. Bur ar this day itis well gou- 
verned, and one may travell ſafely through it. The 
Naciues complaine much of the great heate in Sum- 
mer, and the extremity of coldin Winter : crying out 
pirtifully, 0h howv cold «it! Oh howv hott wit! 8& yerne- 
vertheleſſe neither the Roane,nor theLake is ſeidome 
frozen ouer with yce:neitheris itſo hott,asit is inDax- 
phine,nor ſo coldeas itis in the Low Countries, where 
{ome times the 1ivers are ſo frozen, that they may 
drawe Canon over the yce. The loilc is very good, & 
kind for manuring, & affordeth much encreale: for it 
ecldeth good ſtore of Wine, Graine, Peale, Rapes, 
Thane, white & redd Cabbage, French or Turkiſh 
Beanes, Spenages, Millions, Pompions, Leekes, Oi- 
onons, Beanes, Pulſe, Barly, Firches and Oates. Be- 
{ides theſe fruits, Nurts, Peares, Apples of diverſe 
kinds, red and murrie Cherries, Mulleries black and 
white, Cheſtnurrs 8& Almands, bur ſeldome bearerth 
any Figgs. Ye haue hereallo variety ofall kind of Car- 
tell and Beaſts with land and waterfoules. Thoſe of 
Diewvat (heretofore called Sywiſſers & Yandales) which 
dwelrt in Layſanna, and the adjoining quarters, were 
once ſubje&to the Signeurie of Bere,in whoſename 
they had Gouvernours & Deputies. ntthem, which 
ſtaycdamonge them fiuc yearesfor the managing of 
their affaires, asrthey thought good. 
According to the ancient Chronicles, in the yeare 
of the World 2790. Arpentine one of Hercules his Ca- 
praines, layd the foundation of Laxſanna, trom whece

thename of Carpentras was raken,and which was alte- 
red, whenthey removed this rowne upon the moun- 
taine, about the time of Hartin the Biſhop of La- 


ſanxe in theyeareof ourRedemprion 93. Therowne 


called Nevidum;heretofore commonly Benewy,being 
ruined before the coming of Ceſar, was afterward re- 
poo and reedifyed under the Emperour "I 
7 a Capraine of his called Nyoz. Cofſonex was built 
Anno 442. and Aubone begunin the yeare 456. and fi- 
niſhed ſome yearcafter. Genevaisanoble; afree, and 
an Imperiall City , which mav ſtampe and coine cur- 
rant Moneys of their owne. Ir was at the firſt called 
Genevre, becauſe { as ſome affirme ) it was builtin that 
lacc,whereaTunipertrec ſtood. Itſtandsupona hill. 
his ſite Lemannus(the Father ofthe Almans or Ger- 
mans)gaueitzthe Sonne of Pars,and the grand Child 
of King Priamw,in the yearc of the World 2994. After 
this it was called Aurelia fromthe Emperour Aurelins, 
who repairedit, and brought it into a better eſtate, 
then Helivgabalus had left ir, who burnt ir downe to 
aſhes. Afterward Ceſar, and ſome other Latine Au- 
thours called it Geneva, and the Poets by a Poericall 
licence Gebenna. The Allmans Geref, the French Ge- 
eve, &an Anagramme very hrly Yengee, or Revenge. 
For , notwithſtandirg allthe attemps of their enne- 
mies, andtheſecret conſpirations which they had a- 
oainſt it: yethathitalwaics held out anddefended it 
ſelfe; eſpecially on the 12. or 22. of December Anno 
1602. Itis moſt pleaſantly ſeated. On that fide where 
the Rhoſne commeth from the Zake Lemay, it is ſome 
whar lowe, buralitle further riſes fincly upon a hill, 
Geneva ſtandsas if it were two townes, through the 
middeſt whereofthe Rhoſuerunneth, having a bridge 
over it, which joynes them together. Thegreatcſt 
partof the Cirylieth onthe South, and the leſſer on 
the North ſide. Iris very well fortified, & furniſhed 
with ordnance, and all manner of munition and war- 
ike provifions. They keepealwaies in it good watch, 
It is a great throughtare into Frazce, Germanie, and 
Italie. eMorge-Caſtle was founded by King Clotarins 
Anno 1135. And Evian, called heretofore _Aquianum 
by Peter of Savoye, the Brotherof CYmedews, and his 
Yicar Anno 2237. The Lake Leman on the Swillers ſide, 
is{1xteene French, 12. Savoy, and 4.Germane miles 
in Breath. Ir hath ports and deſcentsin it, atleaſt fixe 
goodavyenues,or paſſages to cometo it. From Morge- 
port, and the Rollethey tranſport good Wines to Ge- 
neva. From the Port called Pormentowand Nerny, or 
Nerons , they carry thither good ſtore of Wood, and 
Coales. The Rhoſneruns through it, but isnotdeepe 
cnoughto carry veſlells of burde from his head ſpring 
cill his entrance into the Lake becauſe of the ſhallo-: 
wneſſe thereof, nor from the Swiſlers bridge, which is 
in the Suburbs of Gezeve, till ye come to Selerhenext 
ſmall ctowne, being ſome ſeuen miles diſtant from this 
city. This riverwithin fine miles of thetowne paſſeth 
under the ground through a bottomeleſle gulte. 


The Mounraine Iaraſſus is ſolong, that the Inhabi- Arunaines 


tants about it were heretofore called by the Germans 
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Z ow23mani,or Tall-men.For,fromthe very topp there- 
of, one may caſely diſcerne the ſtceples , 8& Churches 
of Geneva and Baſil, ſtanding foure or lixe dayesjour- 
ney onefrom another. There isalſoto beſcene with 
admiration, the Pierced Stone , which Munſter writerh 
off inhis Coſmog#raphie. The Maidens or Virgins Ca-

which lamme, &criple men reſort robe cured. Then 
the Snowie Fonuntaine for Summer time, anda natu- 
rall hollow concaue;,as broad as an ordinarie Church, 
notvery high , which is as darke as pitch being perpe- 
rually full of ſnowe, and yce, almoſt as hard andas 
clear as criſtall. Not farre from the Lake Leman, next 
unto Savoye, yeeſhall ſee the Mountaines inthe very 


midſt of Summer continually couvered with ſnowe. 


And within a mile of Gezeve, there isa mount, which 
with greardifficultic and daunger ye muſt as it were 
climeup to the topp of ir, by a greatnumber of ſtares 


& ladders hewen our rather by the art ofman, then by . 


nature. There haue bene diverſemen, who aſloone 
ascuer they had ſerr foote to goeup it, returned back 
being affrighredar the hideous ſight, and confidera- 
tion of the ſteepe downefall thereof. There is an 
other mount by Eag/e-Towvne,in the Dales (whereof) 
hapned amoſt dreadfullaccident, whichis tobe read 
inthe memorableHiſtories of our times,in a Chapter 
of Earthquakes lately printedat Pars. Amongall the 
mountaines of Chablas, Saint Sergius 15 the fruitfulleſt, 
the reſt are full of woods and ſhrubbs.Berwecne them 
in the vallies in Summer time , there graſes a great 
many of Cowes,which giue much milke. For the reſt, 
itis well knowne whata fearefull precipitation mount 
Muſtruach hath , from which every ycaremany loaden 
Horſes and Beaſts haue fallen 8& brooke their necks, 
yeaſometimes men themſclues. Thereare ſome clifts 
there, which areas ſharpeasteeth, andthe edge of a 
ſword. Ir is very certaine , that the roots upon the 
mqountaines of ig are unknowne, becauſe of the 
depth ofthe Lake, from the bottome whereof they 
ſpring up. 

The Foreſts and Woods furniſh both poore and 
rich with abundance of Cheſtnurrs, and their Swine, 
with maſt,fyring good cheape,8timber for huſband- 
men to make waggons, waines, and plowes withall. 
There are no Churches or Chappells with any 
Images, or Reliques of Saints, ſuffred there fincethe 


Romiſh Religion was baniſhed our of it, and thatir 


pleaſed God, ro ſend thoſe two excellent lights of his 
Church into ir, 24r. 7ohz Calvin, 8& AMr.iTh. Bea. Since 
wholetimealſo the Curch Gouvernmer hath conſi- 
ſtedofa Miſcellany of Laymen, and Miniſters, to wit 


of Elders, and Deacons choſen yearely out of the beſt . 


and godlicſt citizens, to help and aſfiſt the Miniſters 
in thcir miniſteriall funCtions,and for rhediſtribution 
of colleQions to the Poore. The Burgeſles haue ſuch 
acharirable order among them which is muchto be 
comended,which is this: If a poore Artiſan,ora hade- 
crafts man be impoveriſhed, or decayed in it, they 
makea common purſle among the richer ſort to ſetr 


him up againe. Thereare many ſtately,8& Sumptuous - 


Churches in this Signeutie, eſpecially rhat of LZo- 


Zanne, lined within with black Marble , likewiſe thar 


of Geneva, which ſhineslike white yron: upon which 
thunder, andlightning tel once or twiſe; ſo that the 
leaden crofſe was melted, and the ſteeple rumbled 


 downe , which ſtood whole rill the time of Charle- 


maigne. There 1s alſo Evian Church, ſtanding be-

Anda bv, mas for pcore children and ſtran- 
gers, which haue Teachers to inſtru and catechiſe 
them, and toadminiſter conſolation & prayers tothe

faires, andthe determining of all ſuits inlawe, aſwell 
Civill as Criminall. All their records, evidences, and 
bookes are keptinirt witha watch by night. Vpon the 
one ide of the Gare, is a magnificent Bench com- 
monly called the Tribanall: onthe other ſide ye ſhall 
ſee the memoriall of times, the occaſion, and the 
meanes of the reformation of the State. Neereunto 
the Towne-houſe,thereis the Arſenall,or ſtore-houſe 
forall kinde of Armes, Canon,and amunition, nece{- 
faric for the maintenance of alonge liege. Thereare 
alſc many peeces of ordnance , planted upon the 
Walls and Bulwarks of the City. They haue allo 
divert ſtronge Fortreſſesin this Countrie, amonge 
the ref; $.Catherins,whercein werekepralſogood ſtore 
of ordnance, & munition of warre ready upon any 
occaſion,broughtinto it Anno 1530.which was taken 
in by _ the Fourth, and Anno 1601. was lighted 
by expreſle commaund from him. An other which 
was built oppoſite againſt it by thoſe of Genewa: the 
peace being concluded, it was alſo razed for the ſa- 
ving of charges. The third called the Ripaille , which 
thoſe of Geneva gott from the French 1589. was alſo 
ruined, aſwell asthe fourth at Verſoen , after itwas ta- 
ken in by the Genevors. 
Beſides theſe Fortereſles, there are alb ſome tovvers rai- 
ſed artificially ; amonge the vvhich La Twr Maiftreſe, or the 
Miſtriſſe-Topver , ſtanding vvithin a nevv Bulvvarkelike a katr 
overlooketh all, and defendeth Geneya onthe Lake and Savoye 
ide. The other iscalled the Iſe-Toyyer, or Ceſars, vvhich ſtands 
uponthe very topp of the Ifle, ro defend :harbridge, vvhich 
heretofore appartained to the Syyiſſers: vvhcisſaid ro haue bene 
built by this Emperour. Geneye isa tovvne braucly provided 
vvithall manner ofvyarlike enginsand matcialls,as experience 
hath taught. For though ithath bene oftentmes beſieged, yer 
they vere never diſtrefled vvith famine. For, the Lake beating 
upon it, andthe Rhoſyerunning through it, luth alyyaies furmi- 
ſhed them vvith abundance of fiſhe, as is ſecre yet to this day. 
Neither vvant they Gun-pouder becauſe ther makegrear ſtore 


of it every day vvithin the toyyne. They hawalſo many good 7.,vc; 
lavves, and ſtatutes: Aſvvell forthe commonyveale, as forthe Cuſtemes. 


Colledges. And, as Mr. Heylin vvriteth, they 4lovy inthis ciry 
all manner of honeſbrecreatons.Fornication tley puniſh vvith 
nine dayes faſting: Adulterie vvith death. Tley haue alavye, 
that if any maletaQtour flieto them for refuge,hey puniſhhim 
after the cuſtume of the place , in vvhich the cime vyas com- 
mitted.Othervviſe,their tovvne being onthe baders of diverſe 
Provinces, vvould never|be free fromvagabouds. Exemples 
hereof I vvill(faith he)aſſigne tyvo: The firſt ofcirtaine Mokes, 
vvho robbing their Convents of certaine plate : nd hoping for 
their vvicked pranks at home, to be the vvelcome hither,vvere 
attheir firſt acquaintance advanced to the Gallorves. The ſe. 
condis, of a Spaniſ h Gentleman, vyho having fed his Coun- 
trie,for clipping and counterfeiting the Kings gold.came tothis 
tovvne, and had thelikerevvard. And vyhen for d:fence he al- 
ledged:that heunderſtood their city being free,gawe admiſſion 
toall Oftendours: true (ſaid they) but vvithanintentto puniſh 
them that offended:a diſtinCtion vvhich the Spaniatd never ill 
then learned; burthen it vvas too late. There are alſoagreat 


| numberof noble famillies init. And many Learnedmenin all 


arts, and ſciences, vyhoſe vvritingsare extant & muchcommen- 
ded. There is a famous Librarie, having many excellent bookes 
& manuſcriptsinit. The Inhabitants of Geneyaare fullofhuma- 
nity and civility, ingenious, and good managers of their ovvne 
affaires. They keepe a good vvatch, and haue a ſpeciall care, to 
the aftions of ſtraungers paſling through their city, & yet giues 
them goodentertainement. This toyvne foralonge time hath 
bene a ſanctuaire and refuge for many perſons, perſecuted for 
religion, having admitted manie of themto be Burgeſls, and 
Citizens thereof, and theirchildren into the adminiſtration of 
publike charges as they found them capable for them. The 
French, Engliſ h, and Germans haue allvyaies bene vvelcome 
to them. And novy there are many noble famillies of Ialians 
dyvcllamongethem , vyhich haue the publick exerciſe of reli-. 
gion in their ovyne language: vvhoſe Miniſter vvas Lexrned 
Deodatus an Italian & excellent Divine. They goe very plane & 
deccntin their Apparell : and their cuſtome is, that they muſt 


not flaunt it outin gay cloaths, as they doe in other places. Sure Manners. 


it is, that the Geneyois grovve not very rich, it ſufficeththen, if 
by their labour and induſtrie they can ger their living ind 
maintaine their families in an honeſt manner. Andifityverenot 
for printing of bookes, their manufactures, their inventionsin 


making of Silks, & Woullencloths,this Common-yyeale que- Marchaz- 


ſtionleſſe, vvould quickly become poore. Among other con- 4Re5. 
modities vvich they haue, they tranſport out of 2 countrie 
good ſtore of Cheeſe made in the Valleies of the adjoyning 
Mountaines, fart Capons, huge Saulmon, Trouts, Gold thred; 
alſo Hoggs briſtles. And thus much for theſtate of Geneve. 
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7 ISPANIA isanoble Countrie of Z#- | 
M7 70pe, and the firſt part of the continenr , 
lying upon the Ocean, which tooke this 


from the famous City of Hiſpals now Sivill. Abraham 
ortelins, a man very well ſtudied in Geographie, is of 
opinion , that the word Spayis came from 1beria , a 
Countrie in Aſia , formerly called Pania after Pan, 
which D#oniſezs when he had conquered this Countrie, 

laced him there Captaine Generall, as the Authour, 
who hath deſcribed the Rivers and hills of this Re- 
gion. The Apoſtle Payl in the x5 Chapter of the Ro- 
mans, and 28 verſe calls italſo Spazze, in ſaying : will 
come by you into Spaine. The Grecian writers, as Ptolo- 
mee and Stephanie call it Iſþania, without an h. Strabo, 
Plinte, and ſome others ſhewe, that in ancient times, it 
was named Jberiz and Heſperia : Tberia from a Countrie 
in 4a, orafter King 1bers,or as ſome ſay, from the Ri. 
ver lberits, Avienes afhrmeth , thatit was called lberia 
from lberia, a City of Betica, and had the name of Heſ- 
peria, from Heſperm the brother of Arles , or as Horatis 
thinketh , from Heſperia the daughter of Heſperue, or 
from Heſperis the evening ſtarre, under which it was 
ſuppoledto be ſituate, as being the remoteſt Coun- 
trie of Europe Weſtward, and becauſe 1alie was like- 
wiſe called Heſperia. Horace to diſtinguiſh it, nameth it 
Pliima Heſperia. | 

Touching rhe bounds of Spaixe , upon two ſides of 
it the maine Ocean beateth,namely, upon the North- 
ſide of the Cantabrizean, and Biſcaine, on the Weſtſide 
it hath the Arlanrike Sea, on the third fide, the Straight 
of Gibraltar, upon which the tberian or Balerian Sea flo- 
weth, and on the Eaſtſide lye the Pyreneax Mountaines 
with their many loftie tops, from the Ocean , where 
Floviobrigia, or Fuentabria is ſited, reaching as farre as 
the Mediterranean Sea , with two famous Capes , 
whereof the one is called 0/oyſo, ſhooting out intothe 
Ocean; the other which formerly bore the name of 
the Temple of Ven, is now called Saint Croce , reaching 
into the Mediterranean Sea. 

SP AI NE 1saccounted to be 200 Spaniſh miles in 
levgth, but in the greateſt breadth thereof not above 
140, and in the narroweſt place 60. lohannes YVaſem in 
his Chronicle of $pazze mentioneth , that Spaizeis fo 
imall by the Pyrencan Mountaines , that travelling 
overthem, and ſtanding uponrhe top of Saint Adriaxs 
mount, he could diſcerne, both Seas , which Ferdinand 
Colombws, who was a skillfull Geographer ſhewed him, 
namely, the Oceannext unto them, and a great way,as 
farre as ever they could ſee, they could diſcerne the 
white breaking ſurges of the Mediterranean Sea. The 
whole Circuit of Sp4izcis about 600 Germaneg& 1893 
Engliſh miles. $:rabo, Prolomee,and others,liken Spaine 
tothe figure of an Oxc-hide , whoſe neck being the 
Ifthummu tieth it into France, & i preadcth it ſelic over 
the Pyrenean hills, from the Mediterranean Sea to the 


* Britiſh Ocean, then ſtretchethits fore leggs out from 


Cartagena, to Biſcay , and the hindmoſt leggs fromthe 
ſtraight of Gibralter, as farre as Galicia, and the Britiſh 
Ocean, and the laſt which maketh the musſle, or the 
taile, is the Promontorium Sacrum,called now Saint Vin- 
cexts Cape, which ſhooteth out into the Atlantike Sea, 
farre beyond Spaine.

Spaine is ſituate in the more Southeruly part of the 
Northerne temperate Zone, and almoſt in the midſt 
but wholly in fifth, and part of the fixth Climates : the 
longeſt day being 15 howers in length , where the beſt 
temperate , and the fitteſt aire is for all things , being 
not ſo hott, nor ſo parched by the ſcorching heate of 
the Sonne as Africais : neither as it is in ſome parts of 


France , becauſe there are continuall coole gales of 
winde,which doeallay, and refreſh the aire, & makes 


the heate of the Sunne to be more temperate, both in - 


Winter and Summer : ſo that the aire in Spaize is yery 
healthfull, 8 as /a#inw ſaith,is not infeted with ſtinc= 
king foggs, whichriſe out of mooriſh, and fenine pla- 
ces,for there comes out of the Sea, ſuch coole Brizes, 


which expellsand drives awaye thoſe dampes our of ' 


the grounds, and makes the aire very freſh, & whole- 
ſome. But the conſtitution of this Countrie, is not in 
all parts alike : for that which lyeth Northward (as 
ſome write) is colder and rougher, ſubject ro ſtormes, 
comming out of the Sea without any inlandiſh pooles 
or waters: andis overgrowne with woods , as a wilder- 
neſſe, full of rocks and clifts , which cauſes this place 
tobe unhealthfull. But in the Southerne part, through 
which there runnes a continuall ridge of Mountaines 
it isa very wholeſome,anda pleaſant Countrie, having 
many fine Rivers to waterit, and is often refreſhed 
with ſeaſonable, and ſweete ſhowers of raine: & there- 
fore is not onely adorned, and decked with all manner 
of Fruits; but alſo may truely be called a Narcing mo- 
ther, both for man and Beaſt. 'The marveillous ferti- 
litie of the Soile , and what the Earth produceth, as 
alſo what ſhee yeeldethout of her bowells,the ſeyerall 
kinds of Animals and Creatures, aſwell terreſtriall,as 
Marine who can recount them as they ought? For in 
ſome parts of Spaize, the Soile is ſo exceeding fruitfull, 
that for one buſhell of wheate , which ye ſhall caſt into 
it, will yeeldthirtie , yea in ſome grounds fortie. For 
phyſicall and ſfimples, there are abundance , eſpecially 
ſuch as grow upon the Mountaines, having an excel- 
lent vertue, & operation. And where it is not ſo fruit- 
full, there growes flaxe, and ſpartum, which is a kinde 
of Broome with a ſtalke , wherewith they make baſ- 
kcts,tye vines, and make Cables, & ropes for ſhipping. 
There are allo in diverſe places abundance of Fruit- 
trees. Among the Apples.theſe are held for the beſt, 
the Canufia, or Regia, thatis, your Queene & Kings 
Apples, your many kinde and delicate Peares , which 
haveanexcellent taſt, as your Muſcadell, and wine- 
peares,commonly called ?;zta,and by the Inhabitants 
Sine 1egula. Your beſt Olives growe about Sivill, which 
are bigger then a wall.nutt. Whar ſhall I fay of other 
fruits, which in ſome places growe there twiſe a yeare, 

as Oranges, Citrons, Lemons, and Pome-granats, the 
pills whereof being preſerved , make excellent ſweet 
meats , and are Phyfſicall. Whart ſhall I ſpeake of your 
excellent and curious Spaniſh Wines, which have ſuch 
delicate taſt & ſmell: but they fall better in one place, 

then in an other. Spaine was heretofore very rich in 

mines of gould , filver ,copper, yron, lead and other 

mettals. What ſhallI ſpeake ofthe falr, thar as Solznws 

witneſſeth, is not onely boyledin Salt-panns ; but alſo 

they baveſuch ſtore of it, that they digg ir out of Salc 

quarries: yea which without the helpe of man groweth 


there,neere unto Sezurtta , & other places, being fodd 
7. P with 
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with well-water it makes very good falt: fro which the | 


King recciveth a great cuſtome & roule. And if ye 


will give credit to Marinems Siculaa , he faith that there. 


are in Spaine , whole hills of naturall ſale. Beſides all 
theſe commodities and riches , they have in Spaine 
abundance of all kinde of Beaſts, and Catrell, fo that 
the woods, hills, paſtures and fields are full of their lo- 
wing and bleating noiſe , your Spaniſh Gennets are 
there in great requeſt,cſpecially, thoſe which are bred 
in Bztica , More then thoſe of the other Provinces. 
Lyons, Cammells, and Elephants, there are none, but 
ſuch as are broughtthither out of torraine Countries, 
and made tame. There is excellent hunting in the 
Mountaines, Valleys, and Woods, for Staggs, Hindes, 
wilde Boores, Hares and Conines: And good Hau- 
King,at Partridges, & other game, alſo there are great 
ſtore of Herons, Bittours, Craines, wild Geeſe,Ring- 
doves, and abundance of tame, and wilde Ducks. 
Touching the ancient government of this Coun- 
trie , wewillnot trouble the Reader with that, which 
Tuſtin, Diodoris, Ioſephus, Euſebirs,leronimus and coun- 
terfeit Beroſm with Annins Viterbienſis his falſe expoſt- 
tours , and ſome others have written , there upon ſee- 
ming all to be fained. For Twbal lyeth not in Sparze , 
norin Europe, but in Aſia, and thoſe which ſhould have 
ſucceeded him in th2 government, as 1berms, Inbalda , 
Bryzus, Tagus, Betus,and others, farre be it that I ſhould 
account theſe for Kings, unlefſe I ſhould maintaine, 
that in thoſe dayes Kings were borne ont of Rivers , 
which had no living Soules, alſo that is uncertaine 
(which one can hardly beleeve) that hapned in Spazre 
(after they had depoſed their Kings) touching the Ly- 
dians, Thracians , Rhodians , Phrygians , Cyprians, Phani- 
cians, Exyptians, Mileſians, Cureans , Lesbians, and Chalde- 
aas , who ſhould have planted many Colomes there , 
and built diverſe townes ; but verely thoſe things are 
held moſt autentique, 'which writers mention of the 
Carthaginians Romans, and afterward of the Gorbes,Yan- 
aales, Saracens, Alanes, Sucevians and Hunnes. When the 
Peni, or Carthaginians, and otherpeople of Africa, do- 
mineerd farre and neere in Sparye , 8& had ſpred them- 
ſelves over this continent Cxej#s and Publius Cornelins 
Scipiones were ſent towarr againſt them with a mighty 
Armie, and hoſt from the Romiſh Senate, and Re- 


_ publickin the beginning of the ſecond Punick warre, 


whoin the ſeventh yeare of their warre were diſcomti- 
ted, when Y. Fulvins Flaccus , and Appins Claudins Pul- 
cher were Couſuls of Rome : the yeare following was 
ſent thither inthe ſtead of his Father and his Uncle, 
F.Cornelius Scipio Africanus Major , who by his heroicke 
Actions reduced this Countrie into a Frovince , and 
layd the firlt foundation of the Roman government , 
in that time when Cecil ins Merellus, and L.Yeturins Phils, 
where Confſuls of Rome in the 5 ;2 yeare after the 
foundation thereof. He having routed and putt to 
flight 4ſdrubal, and Mago, the two Carthagian Ge- 
neralls , by the rowne Betula, (lying in Azdaluſia , lup- 
poſed now to be Becaor Pbeaa, afterward chaſed them 
out of all Spaine, and ſo becomming maſter of it,made 
a league and a contederacie with Hphax King of the 
Maſzylori , which Countrie is now called Biledulgerid. 
Three yeares after, inthe time ofthe Conſulſhips of 
C. Cornelius Cethegus,and Minucins Ruſus,Spaine was de- 
vided into certaine Bounds, and Limits, and two new 
Pretours ſent thither, namely C.Sempronins Tuditanus, 
who governed that part which lay on this fide, and A. 
Helvins Blaſius the other part , lying on the further 
fide. Scarcely two yeares were expired , but there 
aroſe a great warre againe , ſo that of neceſflity they 
weredriven, to ſend thither a Conſull for their ge- 
nerall witha mighty army,and to thatend , ordained 
the Conſull 534. Porcins Caro , whole lott fell on this 
fide, who began the warrea freſh with Emporins, and ſo 


pacifying this rebellion Anno 560 he triumphed for 


| 
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it. This was that Cazo, who by his warlike policie fligh- 
ted, and caſt downe the walls of many Spaniſh townes 
in oneday , as Livius and ſome other Authours men. 
tion. After Cazos victorie, in Spaine many alterations, 
& changes hapned in the gouvernment as being now 
wonne, & then loſt; in ſo much, that there were above 
thirty Triumphs made forit, The Spaynards then 
beganne firſt to give tribute in the time of Auguſtus, 
who by his great warres forced all Spazze, and art laſt 
brought the Canrabri and the AZari under his obedi. 
ence. He devided this whole Region intothreeparts, 
namely, into Berica, Luſitania , and Tarraconia. Every 
of theſe had their Aſſerablies and Meetings. Batica 
had foure, as that of Gadilanus, Cordubenſis , Atigitanus, 
and Hiſpalenſis. Lncitania, now Portugall had three, at 
Emerita Auguiia, Pacenſis , and Scalabis. Tarraconiahad 
ſeven , Carthaginenſis , Tarraconenſis , Ceſar Auguitanns, 
Clumenſis, duftars, Lucenſss, and Bracarenſis Thus theſe 
noble Provinces ſtood under the obedience of the 
Romans, untill the eight Conſulſhip of the Emperour 
Honorins , and the third Conſular of Theode/ins, being 
about 494 yeares after the nativity of Chriſt: in which 
time the Vandals, Suevi, and Alani, being abbared to 
come into Galia by Stilico, getting over the Rhene, 
tooke in and became maſters of all this Countrie, and 


| livedinit, like madd, and Barbarous men: till they 


were by eAdolphm and Yalia (whome the Emperour 
Honorins ſent into France) expulſed and beaten out of 
it, who afterward paſſing over the Pyrenea Mountains, 
tooke Spaine from the Romans, and held it alonge 
time under their Power. Afterward in proceſle of 
time , when the Gothes were warred upon by the 
Frankes , they turned their armes once more againſt 
the Vandals , and the Frankes , drive the Gothes out 
of France, and the Gothes againe chaſed the Van- 
dals, and the Alani out of Spaine, and extirpatedand 


| deſtroyed all the Sueviwhich were in it. Iuft in thar 


time when the Vandals, andthe Alani were called by 
Bonifacius into Africa, where he gouverned thenin 
the name of the Emperour, and ſocleared all Spaine 
of the Gothes , who having brought the ſame under 
their owne ſubjeCtion, turned all the Roman garri- 
ſons out of it, havingtheir owne Kings, who ruled over 
them a longe time, at laſt the Arabian Saracens over- 
throwing them in a mighty Battell, in which their 
King Rodericus was {laine, they loſt all Spaine. Yeta 
remnant of them retiring 8 ſaving themſelyes in the 
Mountaines of Aſturia, Biſcay , and Galicia recouve- 
red, and tooke in againe, litle by litle , theirlaſt Ter- 
ritoires, Townes, and Caſtles. But at laſt the Saracers, 
oathering a head together in Berkca Hiſpanta, the State 
of their affaires decreaſing , & declining, the Gothes 
gott all Spaine againe under their power, Ferdinand 
King of Arragon vanquiſhed theſe Saracezs, and their 
King cMelns,who entituled himſelte King of Granads, 
and chaſed them out of Spaine , this Countrie came a- 
oaine under their owne Lords, & though heretofore in 
the time ofthe Moores , Spaine was governed by five 
Kings,namely,of Caſtile, Arragon, Portugal, Granada, & 
Navarre: yet at this day there is but one, wh® beareth 
rale over it,to wit, Philip the third , the Sonne of Phi- 
lippus Magnus,and Nephew to Charles thefifth. 

The Chriſtian Religion was firſt here planted (as 
they ſay)by S.Jeames Anno 37 (who is their Patron, 
upon whoſe day if they have any ſervice or exploit to 
docthey commonly attemptit.) They have allwayes 
bene conſtant to the Biſhop of Rome,in ſo much that - 
in the fixth Councill of Tolledo, it was enacted, that 
the King ſhould ſuffer none to livein his Dominions, 
bur ſach as did profefſe the Roman Catholique Reli- 
gion,of which their King is knowne fo great a Patron, 
that a late Pope being ſicke, 8 hearing diverſe moane 
his approching end,uttered words tothis effe&t. Hy 


life can nothing profit the Church , but pray for the King of 
Spain, 
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Spaine , 44 its chiefe ſupporter. A ſecond maine prop to 
uphold theirdecaying Religion is the Spaniſh inqui- 
ſition. This Countrie was 1n ancient times devided 
intodiverſe parts: the Romans devided ir firſt into 
the Citerior and Yltertor parts. They called that the C#+ 
zerior, which lay next unto Rome, 8 the Roman Pro- 
vinces, betweene the River Iberus, and the Pyrenean 
Mountaines, and the Ulterior was that tra&, which 
lay beyond the Iberus , andreachedas farre as the O- 
cean: In ſucceeding ages,wee read that Spaine was ſe- 
paratedinto fixe great Provinces, as ito Tarrdconia, 
Carthaginea, Luſitania,Galicia, Betica & Tingitania lying 
in Africa, overagainſt the ſtreight of Gibralter, ln 
thetimes of the Moores, there were five Kingdomes, 
as Caſtile , CArragon, Portugal , Granada and Navarre: 
but afterwards they made a new deviſion of the whole 
Kingdome intothree Realmes, to wit, thoſe of Arra- 
con, Caſtile, and Portugal]. Under the Kingdome 
of Arragon , (beſides Arragon it ſelte) were compre- 
hended Catalonia,Valentia, Majorica, and Mtinorica: under 
Caſtile, they counted Biſcay, Leon, CAHuria, Galecia, E- 
Fremadura, 4ndaluzia , Granata , Murcia , and both the 
Cafiles,together with the lles of Canaria: they reckon 
under Poregal, beſides Portugall it ſelfe , Algarbia, 

The Citics and Townes in theſe Kingdomes are al- 
moſt innumerable. The chiefeſt whereof are theſe, 
Sivill,  Madrid,Tarraco, Lisbona, Granata , Pampilona, Va- 
lentia, Barzelona, Leon, S. Lucas, Corduba, Nebriſfa, Com- 

poitella,Tolledo, Salamanca, Complutum, Pintia, Sarrazofoa, 
Aſturica,@Auzuſta and others. 

There are alſo many Lakes and Meercs, for neere 
unto Bezara there is a Lake, noe lefle profirable , then 
ſtrainge. In which there arc a kinde of blacke fiſhes, 
called Turtures , which according to the teſtimo- 
nic of Marineus Siculus , foreſce raine and aſtorme 
betore it comes making a roaring noize ( as if they 
were Bulls) which one may heare 18 thouſand paces 
off. Vpon the topp of Mount Szella, there is a Lake as 
Faſeus writeth, in which is found peeces of old ſhip- 
wracks, though it be above 12 miles from the Sea. He 
relateth alſo that the Inhabitants affirme , when the 
Sea is troubled , and rageth then there riſes alſo a 
great ſtormein it, which toſſes the billowes up and 
down. Sucton inthe lite of Galba reporteth, that there 
tell into a Lake of Canrtabriaa Thunder-dart, and that 
twelve Axſes were found in it.Plzzie lib. 3, Natur. hiſt. 
cap.z , maketh mention of S742aus Amen, not farre 
from Yalentia, which now is called Albufera. 

Some reckon up above 150 Riversand Currents in 
this region, and above 700 bridges , which are made 
overthem. Among which that of Segovia, and 1- 
cantara, are the chicteſt : but the one Kiver ſurpafſeth 
the other in greatneſle & tairenefſe. The berws men- 
tioned in Prolomee(which is now called the Ebro) ſprin- 
geth out of Mount 1dubeda in Bilcay , with two head- 
ſprings or Fountaines; whereof that on the right hand 
beginncth in the Aucenſian wood , called Moxte d Oca, 
and the other on the left hand by the towne of Fun 
zibre (and then by the waye receiveth into him a great 
many running ſprings, and brookes) where it growes 

greater , and then running Crouge the Calazuritan 
teilds (now called Calahora)paſſeth forward by the Na- 
wvarrean townes called Iuliobriga, and Tubella, and fo by 
luliaand Celſa, commerh to Saragoſſa, and from thence 
turning towards the South, and then winding directly 
South-eaſt, traverſing through the Catalazeas terri- 
toire, by the rich City of Derthuſa, at laſt having en- 
larged himſelfe with many other Rivers,after he hath 
cunne a courſe of foure hundred, and fixty thouſand 
paces, withtwo ſwift, ſtreames and violent outlets dif- 
chargeth himſelfe into the Mediterranean , & Iberian 
Sea, retaining his freſh water after he hath runne 50 
paces into it. The River Durius is accounted the 
greateſt in all Spaine, in regard of the innumerable 
ſprings and brooks which fall into him , the ſource of 


| his headisin mount 1dabeda , where it is called Sijerrs 


di Cocolo,parting the Yeoxes from the Aftnres, & the 
Luſitani trom the Galeci : having ſaluted Tarrs Salas , 
(now T ordifilas) Salabria, Miranda, 8 ſome other towns, 
running with a fwitt currant ,(50 miles beneath Lame- 
ca,by a towne in Portugall called Portis) into the We. 
ſterne Ocean, This Riveris called by Ptolomee Do- 
r,by Strabo Darias, and at this day by the Spainyards 
Duero. Tagwzor Tajowell knowne to Ptolomee, and o- 
taers,ſpringeth out of the top of the Mountaines cal- 
led Oroſpede ſome fifty Furlongs from the ſinall rowne 


of Trajaces, not farre from Concia , or Cuenca , and then - 


running through the Carperaxian teilds, ſaluteth tothe 
royall City of Toledo, where there isa bridge made 
overhim, and ſo taking his courſe by Talavera Augu- 
fobrigia , Alcamara , and by ſome other brave townes , 
parting Portugall as it were in midſt, on the further 
11de of Lisboz,diſ burdenerh himſelf into the weſterne 
Ocean, being there two thouſand paces wide : the in- 
habitants call this River Tato, and the Portugals Teo. 
This Tagas heretofore famous , & excelled all the Ri- 
vers in Spaine , for the peeces of gould, and corrall, 
which were found in the ſands thereof, as Solzzus and 
I/dorns witnefſe : which ZEmannecl/ Enricus confirmeth , 
that this Riveris yet to this day richin gould: as alſo 
ſome other Riversin Portugall, abounding alſo with 
delicate fiſh and Oiſters. Yea which is more Pompo- 
zins Mela reporteth , that ſometimes alfo there are 
found in it precious ſtones. The headfpring of the 
River Apas, well knowne to the Greekiſh and Latin 
writers, riſeth out of the great Lake, and ſtandin 

Pooles in the Laminitanean Feilds , which in rhete 
dayes is called Campode Montic/, being not farre from 
the towne of Cagnamanes, running by the Oretanos 
to Mctallina (where it is ſuppoſed, that Y72e/jus ſhould 
have encamped his armie, according to the ancient 
inſcriptions, which are yet there to be ſeene) where 
going underthe ground, and having runne ſome miles 
at laſt , rifing up againe with ſprings and bubbles by 
Vilarta, taking his courſe by Emerita Auguſta (where 
a long ſtone bridge with arches is made over him, paſ- 
ſeth by Pacea Iulia, 8 running by ſome other townes, 
lying Southward, by Caſtro Marino falleth into the 
Ocean. 'This River is called in Spaniſh Rio Guadiana, 
according to the Arabick word Guad , which fignifieth 
a river. The River Be/4rileth out of mount Croſpe- 
da by Caſtaona,as Strabo and Stephanus reſtifie. This 
mount is now called Sierrad' Alcaraz, from his head he 
taketh his courſe Weſtward faluting Corauba , & ſome 
other townes,then winding Southward towards $iv/, 
with a wide mouth almoſt a mile over diſchargeth 
himſelte into the Atlantick Sea , not farre from Cales 
Males. Mininsis a River in Hiſpania, Taraconenfis, 
whoſe head-ſpring beginneth 6 miles above the Aras 
Septianas, whichat this preſent is called Zago, lying a 
mile fromthe towne Ca/tel Ferde, cleaving Portum Ma= 
rinum, and running through the bridge Belſario, 8 by 
the towne Ocerſa, and then by Yalenria,where meeting 
withthe River Avia, after he hath taken his courſe 6 
miles further, looſeth himſelte in the Ocean. 'There 
are other Rivers beſides, as Lethe, Turius, Lima, Si- 
cores,Chalibs and Auſtra,which for brevities ſake wee 
will paſſe over, and ſpeake ſomewhat of the Sea, the 
Gults or Boſſomes and the Havens of Spaine. It is cer- 
taine that Spaine is almoſt environned round about 
with the Maine Ocean, and the Mediterranean Sea : 
ſaving on that part, whichis bounded with the Pyre- 
nean Mountaines and Gaſcognie. This region Ilyeth 
very commodiouſly upon the Sea, for commerce ad 
rraffick, aſwell into the old, as intothe new world of 
America, and ſhooteth ſo into the Sea , as if it would 
give a helping hand toother Countries. The ſeverall 
ſorts of fiſh, which the Sea yeeldeth are innumerable, 
whereof the principalleſt are Whales, Browne-fiſh , 


Lampreys, Congers, Pilchers, Oyſters and Mulsles, 
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The Gulfs or Boſſomes are three in number, all 
comming out of the Mediterranean Sea, as Sucro- 
nenſis Illicitanus , and Virgitanus Sinus, the greateſt 
whereof is the Sucronenfis,whichis very broad at the 
mouth, but the further it runnes into the land, the nar- 
rower it growes. The 1llicitanus Sinus is reaſonable 
oreat, called now Puterio d Alicame. The leaſt isthe 
Hirgitanss Sinws, having had this name as «Mela witnelſ- 
ſeth from the towne Yzrgo, which ar this day is calted 
Vera or Bera, Among the Sea-havens of Spaine , the 
one: cvs is that which of old was called Magnum, 
ying betweene the Capes, or Promontoiries of Ni- 
rium, and Scythicum, now called Corunna. 

Now follow the Mountaines , whereofthe Pyrenear 
arethe chiefeſt , which ſeparates Spaine from France. 
This Mountaine Pyreneus, ſhooteth our from the Eaſt 
to the Weſtward, as farre as Cel:icurm Promontorium, le- 
parating the Spaynards in Ciſmontanes, and Yiromonta- 
#8s, that is, on this fide and beyonde the Mountaines: 
ſo he ſpreadeth our to the Southward, neere unto the 
headofthe River 1bers , and joyning with an other 
Moutraine crofſerh the breadth of Spaine. This Moun- 
raine is called by Prolomee and Strabo !dubeda, allo Sal- 
tus Aucenſis, & at this daye Monte d'Oca, atterthe name 
of the ancient Towre of Auca, the ruines whereofare 
yet to be ſeene by Y;//a Franca, 20 miles above Burgos. 
The ſteepe rock, which lyeth by A4rchidonaupon the 
way, as ye goe betweene Sivill and Granada, is apart 
alſo of Oroſpeda, who tooke the name and famein 
the memorie of two faithfull Lovers , whoſe example 
which hapned there, will never be buyried in Obli- 
vion, and therefore is called by the Spaynards La pens 
de los Enomerados, and by Paulinus Bimars, becauſe it 
reacheth from the one Sea tothe other, thatis, from 
the inmoſt to the utmoſt. Szrabo writeth , thar Mownr 
Calpe is of no great circuit , but exceeding ſteepe and 
high, ſo that it ſeemeth a farre off, rather ro be an 1le- 
land. Some faine that this was one of Hercules his Pil- 
lars, making the other to be at Aby/s in Barbarie, and 
that theſe were the markes of the toile and labour of 
Hercules, pretending in old time it was buta hill , that 
Hercules digged through, and which cauſedthe alte- 
ration of this place. In A/caraſſo appeare the Marinian, 
Mountaines, fo named by Plinie , by Prolomee the Ma- 
#anms,by Anthoninus Mons Mariorum,now called Sjerra 
Morena. Under the toote of this Mountaine runneth 
the famons River Ber, till he falleth into the Sea, By 
Barzelona lyeth a Mount, which the Inhabitants call 
Mont Ivi, which ſome interprit tobe Mons lows, but 
ſome are of an other opinion , and fay it ought to be 
called Hons Iudeorum, becauſe many of the Jewes 
were heretofore buyricd in it, as the Epitaphs , which 
are found init. at this daye doe witneſſe. Of Woods, 
Foreſts, Wilderneſles, 8 all manner of fruirfull trees, 
there are abundance throughout all Spaine , which 


would be here too tedious to relate. By the towne 


called Mons Majorus, there is a wood in which all 
manner of fruittull trees growe , that for length, and 
greatneſſe puts downe all che woods in Spaine, having 
1n it ſtately Oakes, Cheſtnut=trees, Wallnut-trees,Ha- 
fſellnut-trees, Cherrie, & Damſon-trces, Peare-trees. 
Figg-trees, and wilde Vine-ſtocks. There are alſo 
many woods in Spaine, which yeeld good fuell for fy- 
ring, and brave timber for the building of houſes, and 
ſhipping. Whart ſhall I ſpeake of che many ſumptuous 
and faire Edifices both publike and private?how many 
brave Churches have they : Abbeys , Monaſteries , 
Nunneries,Geſthouſes and Hoſpiralls: Stately Royall 
Palaccs, many Princes, Lords and Knights Caſtles , 8 
houſes with an infinite number of magnificent buil- 
dings, both publick 8 private» 

Thouching the Gouvernment ye muſt note, that 
the King of Spaineis noteleCtive, but falls tohim by 
ſucceſſion, yet notwithſtanding at his inauguration 8 
Coronation, he muſt ſweare to his ſubje&s toobſerve 
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maintaine,and keepe their rights, Lawes, and Privi- 
ledges,aſwell as they are bound to ſweare homage and 
fealty tohim, The Kings Children are all entituled 
Infants of Spaine, and his eldeſt Sonne, after he hath 
the conſent of the States, and people of the Countrie, 
he isdeclared heire apparant , and Succefſour to his 
Father the King, and beareth the title of Prince of 
Spaine. And thoughthe King hath ſupreame authori- 
ty, and power over hisſubjectsin all things yet he ne- 
ver {tatuates or enacts any thing , without the Coun- 
cill and adviſe of twelve perſonnages , who as the 
Chiefe States of the whole Kingdome fir in the Kings 
Councill,where all affaires of weight and importance, 
thoſe are propounded, diſcuſſed 8& decided: but for all 
ſecret buſinefle, which ought not to be divulged, they 
are handled in a privie Councill apart, which conſt- 
ſteth in the King himſelte, and the Prefident, and by 
athird part of the Kings Councill. All militairie af- 
faires arediſpatched ina Councill of warre, ſele&ted 
out of twelve Lords of the Kings Councill, beſides the 
Dictators of Leon , and Caſtile with ſome others. Al- 
ſo thereare in Spaine three urs Prefef7ure , which the 
Spaynards terme Audientias , or Cancelarias , whereof 
the firſt is held in Caf/zle, the ſecond in Granada, & the 
third in Ga/icza: each of them having a Preſident and 
twelve Councellours., From thoſe it any man findeth 
himſelfe agrieved or wronged, he maye appeale to the 
Kings Councill for juſtice. Finally, there is a Lord 
Treaſurerin Caſtile, having foure Receivers under 
him.whoſe office is , tohuſband well the Kings trea- 
ſurie,and give uphis accounts forit. There are a great 
number of Dukes , Marqueſſes, Earles and Lords in 
Spaine, For beſides the Prince of Arſturia , and ſome 
others,there are 25 Dukes. The yearely revenew of 
theſe Dukes, ſome more, fome leſſe,is thought to be 
worth from forty toa hundred thouſand Ducats, be- 
ſides the Dukes of 1nfantaſgi,8 of Medina-Sidonieare 
much more , for the Duke of 1fantaſgi his revenews 
are rated a hundred & twentie choke Ducats yeare- 
ly, and the Duke of Medina-Sidoniaa hundred & thir- 
tie thouſand. They have ar leaſt 80 Earles, who may 
yearely diſpend from ten to five and twenty thouſand 
Ducats, whereof theſe are accounted the principaleſt, 
namely the Counts Bonavenſe, Alve, Mirande, and Oro- 
peſe. It would be too prolix and teadious for the rea- 
der, to reckon up here the number of their Vicounts, 
Barons, Vice-royes, Governours, & Rulers of Provin- 
ces, the Admiralls of the Sea,and their grand-fignores 
of the order of Knighthood, For in Caſtile alone are 
theſe orders, S. 1agos, Alcantara, Calatrava , and the Rho- 
diax order of S.lohn. In Arragonia, and Catalonia is the 
order of Momeſa. In Portugallis the order Militur 
leſu Chrifti, (whereof the King himſelte is the grand- 
Maſter) rowhich order all the Provinces of /frica, 
Aſia, and Americaare annexed, Alſo S.lames his or- 
der, and that which they call .4vs, as alſo that of 
HMaltha, and S.lohns order. Among the chieteſt fa- 
millies of Spaine , the houſe of Pacieca is the ancien- 
teſt,in regard that Zirtiusin his Comentairies ſpeaking 
of Corduba, maketh mention of L.lunins Paceicus. Thc 
principalleſt houſes next unto them are thoſe of Ire. 
1idona , Toletana, Cerdea, Cardonea, Larenſis, Velaſcea, Pi- 
mentella, Stunica , Henritica, Oroſia , Cordubenſis, Licenſis, 
Guſmanea, Mondregonea, hethat pleaſes, may addthe 
reſt unto them. Concerning the Clergie, ye muſt ob. 
ſeryethat in ancient times the Metropolitane, or pri- 
macie was accounted the Church of Sivi4, which was 
transferred from thence to Toledo, where it continued 
to the great hurt, and detriment of Spaine , for when 
Toleds came under the Barbarians : then the Bracaresx- 
ian Arch-Biſhop had the adminiſtrations of this dig- 
nitie , according to the Records of the Bracarenſiar 
Church. But after Toledo was recouvered againe by 
the Chriſtians, and the Toletan Prelate ſought to be 
reſtored to his former dignity , the Bracarear TR 
im, 
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him , and would not let goe that hold which he had 
cotr, here upon roſea greatquarrelland difſention, as 
ye may read inthe firſt booke of the Decretals, which 
diſpure (as it is reported) is not yet ended to this day. 
Now atter that all Spaine was regained out of the 
hands of the Barbarians,then were the Biſhops reeſta- 
bliſhed in their ancient Townes , and ſome new ones 
created. 1n our dayes they count there are 7 Arch- 
Biſhops in Spaine , under which there are 40 Biſhops. 

The prime Arch-Biſhopis he of Toledo, who is al- 
ſoby Ofhce Lord Chancellourof Caſtile, & next unto 
the King and his Infants, no man is of the like dignity 
and riches, as heis. Under his commaund is the Bi- 
ſhop of Burgos, for which reaſon he was then called 
Auritanus : but in ſome Councills , and publick Acts 
corruptly , and by an errour Auxitanus: from thence 
this Seawas removed by Alphonſo the fixth , and by 
the authority of Pope Urban the third, Anno 1097to 
Burgos. Alſounder this Arch-Biſhops obedience,are 
the Biſhops of Cuena, or Cunquenſis,of Cinquenea, Or Ci- 
gntenſis, of Oſma, or Oxomenſis, (who is miſcalled alſo 
1n the Councils) Oxovienſis,of Corduba, which is a very 
ancient Biſhopricke , and had once a moſt famous Bi- 
ſhop called Ofius: alſo the Biſhops of Jacenenfis, Pal- 
tinenſis , or Palentinus, and Segovienſis. The ſecond 
Arch-Biſhop is he of $:i2i4, under him there had wont 
kereto toreto be 1x1 Biſhops , but now there are but 
three, namely,the Malacitanus,Gaditanus,and him of 


Canaria. The third is the Arch-Biſhop of Compoſtela, 


who held formerly his Epiſcopall Sea 1n 1ria Flava , 
where he got the name Irienſis, being a Port-towne in 
Gaticia , commonly called Padroy. From hence this 
Biſhopricke was transferred ro CompoFella,and now he 
bears rhe name of Compoſtellanus, or of S. James. He 
hath theſe Biſhops under his juriſdiCtion, as thoſe of 


Corienlis, Placentinus , Aſturienſfis , Samorenfis , Sal- | 


manticenfſis, Oracenfis, Tuienfis, Badaiocenſis,Mindo- 
nienfis, whoſe reſidence was in ancient times Riba- 
deum, now called Mondonnedo. 'The fourth Arch- 
Biſhop is he of Granada,who hath theſe Biſhops ſubject 
unto him, as of Almeria, Guadicenſis, or Gnaditanus , who 
was alſo tormerly entituled Accztanus: for that place , 
which was heretofore called Accitana Colontais now na- 
med Gzagdix. The fifth Arch-Biſhop is he of Valencia, 
whole Suftfragans are theſe : the Biſhops of Cartagena, 
Orignelle, Segorbienſis, or rather Segobricenſis , ſo called 
trom the City Segobrica, now named Segorbia, alſo the 
Biſhop of Majorica. The 6 is the Arch Biſhop of Tarra- 
cinentis , having theſe Biſhops under him, as the ller- 
denfis, or of Lerida, Dertoſanis,or of Dertoſa, Hertuz 
Barcinonenſis,Gerundenſfis, Vrgellenfis, and Vicquen- 
ſis. The ſeventh & laſt isthe Arch-Biſhop of Saragoſſa, 
nuder whole ſubjection are thoſe of Pampelum, Cala- 
ourritanus, Ocenfis , and Balbaſtinenſis. But thoſe of 
Leonenfhis , and Ovetenſfis are ſubje& to no man. 
Portugall hath alſo three , as the Arch-Biſhops of 
Bracarenfis, Olyfiponenſis , and Funchalenſis, Tou- 
ching the other Biſhopricks , Yaſexs in his Cronicle 
atoreſaid, will give the Reader good ſatisfaction. The 
annuall revenew of all theſe, as alſo of the Abbeys, 8 
Monaltcries are moſt exa&tly caft up by Lucius Mari- 
nxus Siculus, by Damianus a Goes , and ſome others, 
Unto the Spirituality alſo belong the Heritick-ma- 
ſters,and Inquiſitours into mens Conſciences and cre- 
dence, which at the firſt was inſtituted againſt the Sa- 
racens, Moores and Jewes, but now their power and 
authority to perſecute the true members of Chriſt , 
who are not affeted tothe Romiſh Church. Add here 
unto the Vniverſities of Spaine, whereof the chiefeſt 
are theſe,as thoſe of Salmanticenſis,Complutenſis,Connu- 
bricenſis, Pincianenſis,Saguntina,Oſcenſis and Ilerdenſis. 
The Spaynards are of a quick apprehenſion, bur apt 
to learne any miſchiefe , when they have ſtudied a 
while inthe Univerſitie, they thinke they have lear- 
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chooſe rather to ſpeake Spanih , then Latin inrheir 
Academies, mixing not a few barborous words amon g 
it. They ſeldome conferre their learning and know- 
ledge to their poſterity, much leſſe to Forreiners, and 
Straingers , the reaſon is becauſe they cannot ſpeake 


much Latine. Howbeit ſome of them have bene,and 


are yetat this day many excellent men,who have pub- 
liſhed many learned Bookes , & writings as ornaments 
to their Countrie farre and neere. | 

The Spaynards are commonly of a hott, and adry 
conſtitution, of a blackiſh complexion , which their 
women , uſe to helpe with painting and a Box of com- 
plexion, but forthe moſt part (though ſhort) yer are 
they well limmed, and proportioned. The Spaynards 
for the moſt parr are proud, high-minded great Inſul- 
ters and Domineerers, over thoſe of whome they be. 
come maſters. They are good Souldiers, & will haxd- 
ly be beaten out of any hold , where upon they ſeize, 
unlefle they be fired out : but being well encountered 
upon any peece of ſervice (as experience hathtaught 
in the low Countries) they are humble and ſubmiſlive 
enough. They are Braggers, whereof I will here al- 
ledge one example of Dake d' Afvas , who having for a 
long time tyrannized, and executed the Spaniſh bloo- 
die Inquiſitio in the Low Countries(ſpoken of before) 
upon an number of innocent Soules, proteffing the re- 
formed Religion returning againe into Spayne , and 
being feaſted at the Court by ſome of the Dons and 
Nobles heated with wine,and puffed up withthe blad- 
der of Vaine glorie could boaſt, that he thanked God 
he had diſpatched and put todeath 18 thouſand Heri- 
ticks by the hand of the Hangman, beſides what the 
bullet the ſword and the pike had devoured. 

For ſuperſtition they exceede all other nations, for 
ceremonie, flatterie, and giving of gee titles, they 
are their Crafts- maſters. They can keepe clofle the 
ſecret plots of their hearts, and are cunning Fayners 
and Diſſemblers. They can retaine their gravity with 
a kind of affable auſterity and ſeverity ; which makes 
them much hated among all nations, as Mariaza him- 
ſelfe boaſteth. Their women are not very fruitfull , 
bearing few Children. They abſtaine from drinking 
of wine (though they have wine there in abundance) 
and herein as M;. Heylin obſerveth, verifieth the En- 
gliſh Proverbe,zhat none is worſe shod then the Shoomakers 
wife, but they alledge in ſome doing , they imitate the 
old Romiſh women, The jealoufie of their huſ bands 
mues themup like haukes , ſothat they are ſeldome 
ſeene, which reſtraint (as it is reported ) makes them 
to be the more wanton gentile , and tractable, when 
they gett looſe, and finde their opertunities, Strain- 
gers arein little, or ſmall reſpe& among them, and ſel- 
dome welcome unto them, but oftentimes are diſc 
courteoully uſed. When the Spaynards are in forraine 
Countrie, they complement with one another, and 
uſea great many Baſe los manos , extelling on an other 
upto the Heavens, & thoſe which in their own Coun- 
trie were before but Coblars, & Figg-basketmakers, 
ſwaggerit out in other Countries,as thouga they were 
grand Dons, and Gentlemen. Yetthis is to be much 
commended in them, they are great lovers of Iuſtice, 
and Equitie, for the pooreſt , and meaneſt, man ſhall 
have as good juſtice ſhown him, as the proudeſt, grea- 
reſt and richeſt: in ſo much that by the diligence, and 
care of the Magiſtrate. There are almoſt none or ve. 
ry few Murders committed , becauſe by their Lawes 
they curbe, and keepe them in awe , as much as poſli- 
ble may be, to keepe them from ſtaining their hands 
with any bloodie fact, leaving none unpuniſhed which 
ſhall cranſgreſſe the Lawe againſt his neighbour, or 
whoſoever he be that ſhall attempt any murtherous 
act. Notwithſtanding they are of a Rirring and a 
turbulent Spirit, and cannot keepe themſelves quiet,

but are alwayes aſpiting after great matters, and take 
great labour and paines, ſparing no charges (ever ſince 
they vanquiſhed their inteſtine Ennemies, and the Sa- 
racens) how they may make both the oneand the o- 
ther end of the world ſubject to their King, and when- 
ſoever two or three of them meete together in what 
place ſoeverit be they beginne to diſcourſe of weigh- 
ty and Stare affaires , plotting all meanes and wayes 
how to weaken the force of their Ennemie,overlaying 
athouſand wayes and deviſes , which when they have 
digeſted any plott, that may be ſerviceable then they 
reveale it their chiefes. They can endure much hard- 
ſhip, hunger and thirſt in their Armies. Upon ſervice 
and skirmiſhes they uſe more ſtratagems and ſubtili- 
tie , then manhood and ſtrength, and being not yery 
corpulent, and lightly armed, they are nimble , and 
come on and off attheir pleaſure, and ſeing them- 
felves put to the worſt, yet when occaſion ſerves , can 
quickly betakethemſelyes to their heeles. And com- 
monly whenſoeverthey come together , the moſt of 
their talke is of martiall affaires. For their Diet,when 
they are at home they live very ſparingly: but are li- 
quoriſh, and greedie enough , when they are abroad , 
eſpecially ifit coſts them nothing. 'To conclude, they 
goe decent, and comely in their apparell. 


For Marchandiſes and Commodities, Spaine affor- 
deth good ſtore: which either their Countrie produ- 
ceth of it ſelfe, orelſe are brought into it from other 
places,and that not onely out of the adjoyning Coun- 
tries, butalſo from farre regions,namely, filkes, wool, 
diverſe ſorts of linnen cloth, Salt, Sugar, Honey, Ora- 
ges, Pom-granats, Citrons, Lemons , Olives, Capers, 
Grapes, Figgs, Raiſons, Almands,Cheſt-nuts, Iuniper. 


 Anis-ſeed, Comine-ſeed, Coriander-ſeed, Rice, Sat- 


fran, Oyle, Waxe, Alum,Sope, Purple dies, Barrells of 
traine oyle of whales, Bay-berries, and all kinde of 
fruits confited, and preſerved. Alſo Alabaſter , Cor- 
rall, Gould, Silver,Yron, Tinne, Copper, Lead, Rubi- 
na, ora kinde of herbe , which they uſe in dying of 
cloathes: Quickſiver , Cottons, Pearle , and precious 
ſtones , and all kinde of Indian fimples, and Phyficall 
herbes. Inlieu whereof asa gratuitie are broughtinto 
Spaine, out of the European, African, Afiatick, and 
American Countries, all ſuch wares and commodi- 
ties, asthe nature and propertie of their owne Coun- 
trie doe not aford. And thus having deſcribed Spaine 
in generall, wee will now come to the particular Maps 
and diſcriptions, according to this Regiſter following 
namely, Biſcaze,Gal/ecia, Portugallia,Cattilia old & new , 
Anadaluzia,Valentia, Arrapgonia,Catalonid. 
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B&j cording tothe opinion of 1oar- 
8 i] es Biſhop of Geranda,from the 
Baſtuls the ancient Inhabitants 
of Betica: For they flcering our 
of Lybiainto Hiſpania Betica, 8 
being chaſed out of it by the 
Moores, made their rerreate in- 
co the Mountaines of Galicia, 
where fortifying and ſerling themlelues ir retayned 
the name of this people, ſo that from that time for- 
ward this territoire was called Baſ/ulia. Others againe 
ſay, thatthis name is derived from the Flr ater of 
which people, when they had left their old habita- 
tions, came into this Countric, naming it firſt Yaſcaia, 
then 77{caiaand by changing of Y 1nto B isnow called 
Biſcaia. 

This Countrie of Spaizelieth upon the Sea Coaſt, 
environned with Mountaines, the aire being more 
milder & temperate, thenin any ofthe other parts of 
Spaine:for by meancs ofthe lofticMountaines, where- 
with itis rounded, the coldis notſo vehement there, 
ncither is it ſo ſubject ro the extremity of heate. The 
Countricis every wherefull of Trees, excellent good 
for timber for maſts & ſhips: beſides they haue ſuch 
abundance ofYron,that a wholeNavie ofShipps may 
here be builr, rigged &ſerrforth. Hercarealſo great 
ſtore of Cheſtnurrs &otherNutts, Oranges,Rozzen, 
Gummes, diverſe Mettalls, as Yron and Black-lead, 
with diverſc other commodities. Inſtead of Wine, 
rhey preſie and make therea kinde of pleaſant Cider. 
Moreouer they haue there all kinde of foute-footed 
Beaſts and Cartell, Fiſhe and Fowle, and all things ne- 
ceſlary forthe ſuſtenance of man. 

Ancient This Countric was in old time inhabited by the 
Inhabuants- Cantabrizthcir limits extending in thoſe daies further, 
then Biſcaic doth ar this preſent: for they poſſeſſed 
alſo Guipnſcoa 8& Navarre. hele peoplewerein ancient 
rimes famous Hiſtoriographers, and thoughtno life 
or proftcthion, comparable toa ſouldicrs. When all 
other people of Sparme were ſubdued by rhe Romans, 
they and the Aſurestheirnext Neighbours were not 
vanquiſhed, till 0Zfawianus Auguſtus came himſelfe in 
perſon againſt them , & thoſe which were notas then 
lubjvoareto the Romans, by the valour 8& dexteritie 
ot 3 :rſ43i:25_Agrippa, and ſome other Chiefranes and 
Licutenant Generalls that came along with him, af- 
tcralonge warre,which laſted fiftie yeares,atlaſt they 
wearicd them our, and overcame many of them. 
A :iquity Thepcopleof this Province (as MF. Heylin faith) 
< thr m- ſea language, different from the reſt of Spaine,and is 
>" reported to haue continued without any great alte- 
ration, fince the confuſion of Babel. Thatir is of this 
agchewillnor ſtandtoprouc, though an argument 
hereofmay be, the ſmall ornoaffinity it hath with 
cther tongues. Yet thar it was theancient language 
of Spaine1s more then probable, becauſe this people 
haue ever continued without any mixture of fotraine 
nations, a5 being neverthrughly conquered, cither 
by the Romans, Carthaginians, Gothes or Acoores, andas 
they remainedinthcirlibertizs, not wh olly maſtered: 
'0in their language, notaltered. Inlike manner, the 
. Araltqre continued incorrupr, in the hilly parts of 
-ran2da,the tongue ofthe Old Britaniesin our Y 7 ales, 
XT.1C ancient Fpirrotiguein the high & woodie parts 
oi rhar Countrie. Neither doe theſe Biſcaines ditfer 
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from thereſt of Spaine in language, bur in cuſtomes 


alſo. Three ofthem(ſaith he)] willſer downe asalighrt 
rothe reſt. Firſtthey account rhemſclues tree from 
raxes, and Contributionstothe Kings of Sparxe: yeel- 
ding them obcdicncewiththeir bodics, burnor with 
their purſes. And whenany of the Spaniſh Kings, in 
their progreſſes come to the Frontiers of this Coun- 
trie;he bareth one of hisleggs,and in thatmanneren- 
treth intoſit. There heis mertt by the Lords 8& Gentlc- 
merheredwelling , who proffer him ſome ſmall brafle 
pecces (Aaravidy they call them whereof 600. goes 
toacrowne) inaleatherne bagg, hangingh them ar 
the endota Lance; butwithail chey rc!l him he mult 
nottakerhem. This Ceremonie performed, they all 
attend the King in his journey. Second 2 tan admatt 
no Biſhops to comeamongethem, 8 when Ferdinand 
the Cathohque came in progreſle hicher, accompa- 
nied amongſt other by the Biſhop of Pampelora, the 
people aroſe in armcs, drouc back che Biſhop, and ga- 
chering all the Duſt, on which they thoughrhe had 
rrodden, flung itinto the Sea. Thirdly, the women 
atall meetings doe firſt drinke,a cuſtome which hath 
continued ever fince Ogdona Countelle of Caſtile 
would haue poyſoned her Sonne Sancho. I hus ftarre 
M-. Heylin. 

Amonge the townes of thisCountrie Bilbaoor Bilbo 
isaccountcd the nobleſt,in ſome mens opinion ſo cal- 
led from Belwvao, which ſignified Bellum YVadum, a fine- Townee, 
foord: for it is ordinary with the Spaniards to pro- 3». 
nounceZ. inthe place of 7. This Ciry was firſt foun- 
ded by Didaco Lopeo de Hazo, a Prince of the Canta- 
brians, in the yeare of Chriſt 1300. or thereabours. 
Amongſt the reſt there are three things, which ad- 
ornes this rowne, namely, the ſituation, the reſort; 
and plentie ofall manner of food & ſuſtenance,& the

Oppolitcagainſt itlierh upon the Seaa ſmall rowne 
called Portugaletre, where a great arme of the Sea flo- 
wethin, and waſheth not onely the towne of Bilbao, =

Likewiſe this Countrie hath many other commo- 
dious Seca havens, to which are brought all kinde of 5, t7avts.

The Inhabitants are kinde and ofa frolick diſpoli- 
tion. The Biſcaine-maides weare noe long haire, bur

Thistowne hatha very Lge haven ,made not by the 
artof man, but rather by nature, where ſhipps may 
harbour, and ſhelrer themſclues againſt all ſtormes & 
tempeſt. Theentrice intoitis betweene two Caſtles, 
thar which is Eaſtward ſtanderh upon the top of a 
high hill, much higher chenthe other, but thatto rhe

The Inhabitants of this Countrie, for their be- 
haviour and ſpecch arelikero rhe Biſcarnes, they are 
ſharpe-wirred, politick and well mannered, which al- 
luresother nations to converſe with them : they will 
not willingly be forced to anything. They are Lo- 
vers and ſevere maintainers of their Gdetednes : they

arc full ofagiliry and animoſity , and can handletheir | 


weapons with great dexteritic, &aregiuen to followe 
the warrs. Their woman are of a ſtrong conſtirution, 
and as couragious as the men, hauing good counte- 
nances, envred toall manner of labour, neither are 
they puffed up with pride. Thoſe which inhabire by 
the Sca Coalt liue for the moſt part upon navigation 
and Fiſhing, which brings them in a great deale of 
wealth and richeſle.

The Inhabitants of this Countrie were heretofore 
an animous & a warlike Nation, who oftentimes calt 
of the Roman yoake, tillatlaſt they where ramed and 
ſubdued. Forafterthar Cajws Inlius Dittator of Rome 
was made away,& that OeFavianus Auguſtus ſucceeded 
himin the Empire, this people felrthe furie & ſharpe 
cdgeofthe Romane ſword, after that Auguſtus ſent 
4. Legions againſt them, who deſtroycd this whole 
Province with fireand ſword: ſeing themſclues then 
overmaſtered , & o_ they werenotableto reſiſt any 
longer the power of the Romans, many ofthem fledd 
up into the Mountaines, which for the craggineſle & 
ſtecpeneſle of the they cold ſcarcely clime up, called 
atthis day Nawvaia,& ſhoote our farre betweene Meſcue 
& Eulate;after they had dweltupon the ropps of chem 
a good while, they gott the name of Navizitrom the 
ſame Mounraines, burtafterward, when the Moores 
had brought all Spaine under their power , thenthey 
called this people Navarres. Theſe Moores tyranni- 
zing overthem, and plaging them ſorely, they were 
driucnto abandon againe theſe Scars & habitations, 
and to betake rhemſclues into the Pyrenean Moun- 
taincs, where having cleed a King of rheir owne; 
they liued under diverſe of their Kings, according to 
their owne lawes & ſtatures,rill the yearc of our Lord 
1513. that Pope Iulizsthe Second excomunicated lh 
AlbertKing of Navarre,as a Schiſmatike,8&asanAdhe- 
rent with Levwvesthe TwelfrKing of Fraxce,8 by aſcn-

_ rencedepoſed him from his Kingdome, & gaue itto 


Ferdinand rhe Catholique , who had long gapedafter it, 
which hapned in this maner: Ferdinad having leviedan 
army, under the coulour of cxtirpating the Moores, 
rurneth upon theFrexchKing &him,8 demandethof 
theſe Princes, nor onelya freepaſlage through their 
Countrie;bur alſo to haue certaine places of ſtrength 
putt into his hads for his better aſſurace.

this ſoile is rich in Gould, Copper, and Lead; fo that 
oftentimes there ſtickes ſome peeces of Gouid and 
Oare ups the plough-ſheards, when they care up the 
oround. Vponthe Mountaines growes braue timber 
for the building of Shipping. Gal{icia aboundeth allo 
in fiſhe, eſpecially in Salmons & Congers, which they 
commonly call there Peſcades, belides diverſe other 
Fiſke, Kinds of delicate fiſhe,which being ſaltedareſentinro 
ſundry parts of Spaine. Inthe Monthes of Novem- 
ber & December, there arc incredible multitude of 
tiſheraken, which they vulgarly call Yeſagos, weighing 
about two pound weighror there aboutrs, which are 
ſent freſh throughour all Gallicia,, by reaſon the picr- 
cing cold preſerues them from ſtinking. They haue 
1dainticrtaſt , bur thoſe which are taken in the maine 
Sea, archeld better, then thoſe which they catchin 
che Mediterranean Sca: for by reaſon of the coolc- 
neſſe ofthe Ocean, theſe fiſhe growe greater andfar- 
ter, and the further they are taken ro the Northward, 
the berrer they are. The originall, and name of the 
Gallaici, ye ſhall finde in Tohannes Biſhop of Gerunda, in 
his Paralipomena Hiſpanie Lib.

Toirnes. Thechiefe citic of Galliciais Compoſtella,the (cate of 
Compeſieta, the Archbiſhop vulgarly calledSaz1ago,in the honour 
of Saint Teames, who lieth buried here, and of whome 
there isan order of knights. Ina Church of this rowne 
arekeptthe Reliques of Saint Teames, which are to this 
day worſhipped with incredible devotion, and viſited 
with a wonderfull concourſe of pcople. This Church 
allodid Charles the Great make one of rhe three Aps- 
flolicke Seates,, the other two being S. Peters in Rowe, 
and Saint lohnsin Epheſus. This rowne is alſo a famous 
Vniverſitic.

T Zgto or Leon, onthe North bordereth upon Aftu- 
114,0n the Weſt upon Gallicia, onthe South & Eaſt 
upon 0/4-Caf{ile. Itrooke this name from the ſcuenth 
Germane Legion, which formerly (as ſome ſuppoſe 
inthe reigne of the Emperour Nervas) encampedin 
this Countrie. 
The principaleſt rowne in this petty Kingdome is 
that from whence ir fott this name, called by Prolo- 
mie Legtio Septima Germanica : by Anthonine Legio Ge- 
mina, and at this day Leox, which: Franciſcus Tarapha 
would haue rather to be derived from Leonigilda King 
of the Gozhes, then from Legzo, for which Tlcelitle rea- 
ſon. Morales relateth,that this city heretofore was allo 
called Sublantia, the remnant _ which name remay- 
nethyetinaplace named Salaxco, lying abourta mile 
and a halfe from Leop. L. Marinews Siculus inhis third 
booke of the memorable Adts of Spaine, writeth thus 
ofthe Church of Zeox: Though the Church which 
ſtands nowin $:vzl puts downe all others for great- 
neſle , and albeit the Carhedrall Church of Toledo 
ſurpaſlerh all others in riches, ornaments, and fine 
olaſſe-windowes, and thar the Church of Compoſtela 
is of a huge and aſtronger ſtructure, as alſo for Saint 
Tames his miracles, and other monuments more fa- 
mous:yetin my opinion theChurch of Leoz excelleth 
all the others in regard of the moſt curious worke- 
manſhip, wherewithit is buile, havinga Chappellin 
itwhercin z7.Kings of Spaize, and oneEmperour haue 
beneenterred. But whichis more remarkable, abour 
the yeare of Chriſt 716. when Spaine was conquered 
(and that the Moores and Sarracens had almoſt oyer- 
runneand wholly poſſeſled it) rhey begann firſt with 
this rowne: For Pelagins (as Rodericus T oletanns Lib.6. 
in his memories of Spazze , Rodericus Santtius in his firſt 
volume & 11. Chapter in his Chronicles, and others 
relate } being deſcended of the Royall Gotiſh blood, 
and the Sonne of Fafi/a Duke of Cantabria , with a 
remnant of the Chriſtians, who had retired them- 
ſclucsinto theMountaines of Afuria,proclamed him- 
ſelfe King, & having ſcarcely taken the gouvernment 
of the Realme upon him, oucrthrew the Moores in 
a Battell, and fo by force ſnatched Leoz out of their 
hands. Which he preſently made the ſeat of his King- 
dome, building rtherea ſtrong Fortreſle,8& a Ciradell, 
againſt the violence,and incurſions of the Barbarians 
& caſting aſide the Gothiſh Kings armes,gaue for his 
armesa red Lyox rampant ina white field, which the 
Kings of Leoz giue yetto this day. After Pelagius his 
Sonne Fafi/a ſucceeded him, who dying withouiſſue, 
Alphonſus Catholics ſacceeded himin the Kingdome, 
the Sonne of Peter Duke of Cantabria, being lineally 


deſceded from &icaredwCatholicur,King ofthe Gorhes: 


he was eſpouſed to Ormiſerds , the onely Daugh- 
ter and ſole Inheretrix ro Fafils. In his familly and 
Succeſſion this principalitie of Leox continued, till 
Veramund the 2.4. King of Leon. After whole deceaſe, 
it hapned abour the yeare 1030. he leaving no heire

Liſboa. It may trucly be accounted one of the chiefeſt 
Marchant townes of the wholeworld, aboundingin 
all manncr of wealth, and as a rich treaſuric for all 
wares and coinmodities, thatare broughrinro it our 
of Aſia, Africa, and America. Iris ſeartcth in the mourh 
ofthe river Tagwsina very fincand pleafantplace,and 
is ſo great, tharir comprchendeth fiue ſcuerall hills, 
and as many dales within the circuit of it.

The towne now named Ponre YV Ougay 
is thought to be Plinies Yacca. Lamece isnow called 
Lamego, mentioned in the third Councill of Toledo. 
Finally , berweene the rivers Dueries and Miniwn ſtan- 
deth the gallant rowne of Braga ſo called ar this day, 
but formerly by Prolomic Bracar Auguſta, and Antho- 
nine Bracara Auguſta, and Plinic Auguſta Braccarume. It 
is reported that this towne was founded by the Gall; 
Braccati 2.90. yeates before the nativity of Chriſt : bur 
the Romans taking itin, gaue itthe n:me of Auguſta.

Hoſpitalls, all provided vvith 
largeincomes, vvhereof ſome of them haue 800. yea, ſome a- 
bouec 15000. Ducats yearely : but the Monaſterie of Gertoſins ex- 
ceedeth themall, being endovved vvith no lefle then 25000. 
Croyynes of yearely revenue. W hat ſhall I ſpeake of theKings 
magnificent Palace, the ſumptuous houſes of Dukes, Earles & 
Lords vyhicharein it, beſides the ſtately houſes belonging to 
the Citizens, being embellil hed vvith delicate Orchards, Gar- 
dens and Fountaines & many ancient Aque-dutts, vvhichby con- 
duit pipes conveycth vvater into their ſtreets, houſes and Gar- 
dens; as alſo the nevy buildings built for the accommodation 
of the Citizens upon the cities charge , reaching as farre as the 
ſtreight of Gibraltar, beaurified vvith many pleaſant places and 
vvalkes. Vnder the Luriſdictis of thiscitie areno lefſe the 2000. 
ſmall villages. It is alſo a moſt flouriſhing Vniverſitie, vvherein 
ſtudied Aviaen the Moore, that excellent & lcarned Scholar, Pope 
Silveſter LT. and Leander. This city alſo hath bred Benediftus Arias 
Montanus,that excellent Devine ſo f killfull in all languages; & is 
famous therebelides for tvyoProvinciallCouncills holden here; 
the firſt Anno584. the laſt Anno 636. Here are alſo continually 
maintained 30000. Gennets for the ſervice of the King. The 
River Betis devideditinto tvvoparts, both joyncd together by 
a ſtately and a beautifull bridge.It vvasrecouvercd by Ferdinand 
the II. of Caſtile Anno 1248. From hence come our Sivill O- 
renges, from hence the Caſtilians hoiſe faill tovyards the In- 
dians. Andlaſtly here reſteth the Body of Chriſtopher Columbus. 
Fiuc miles from Sivill is the tovvne of Palatium or Palantia, 
vyhere there ſtands a very ancient Caſtle by the Sea ſide called 
Palacios, upon the vyay as ye goe from S. Lucas to G:bralter. Then 
ye come to Cabeca a ſmall royvne, lying upon the entrance into 
the Mountaines to the Southvyard of Malaga. And ſome three 
miles further to the Soutyveſtvyard Lebrixa , called by Ptol. Ne- 
briſſa, 8 by Plinie Venera, having formerly bene ſired, yvhere the 
river Bzthis loyved up & dovyne, but novy ſtands 8000. paces 
from iv, becauſe the left arme of the river vvas dammed up. It 
vyas firſt founded by Liberus Pater, being a pleaſant tovvne yvirh 
a very ancient Caſtle in it, vvithexcellentgrounds lying round 
about it, and is in regard of its Burgeſles, much commended by 
AXliuvs Antonius as an ornament ofall Spaine. The tovyne novy 
called Carmona vvas heretofore called by Strabo Cermon, by An- 
ton. Carmo & by Ptol.Charmenia. It vvas alſo heretofore named 
Colonia Martia, as Onuphrius ſhevveth out of the Antiquities, 
It isnovy called Marchena, vyhere are bred the beſte Gennets of 
Spaine,8 ſtands ups a hill, having round aboutita very pleaſant 
ſoile. Lora is alſo under Andaluzia,lymg upon the right {ide of the 
riverBetis, called inan old ſtone & in ancient monuments Axa- 
lita,as Cluſiusteſtificth, & by Ambroſtus Moralis Flavium Axali- 
tatum : itlieth betvveene Sivill & Corduba. Moron vvas heretofore 
called Arucci, as Cluſius ſhevveth out of Plinie, Anthonine and 
a very ancient inſcription. Offuna is named by Appianus Orſona, 
by Strabo Orſon, and byPlinie Vrſo, bur in an oldinſcription, as 
alſo by Hirtius itis called Vrſao. The tovvne Ecea lying upon the 
river Singulis isnovy called Xivilor Chevill: by Prol. 4ftigs, and by 
Plinie Auguſta Fenna , being a ſmall rovvne lying ſome 13. miles 
from Sivill. Halfe vvay betvyeene Sivill and Corduba,on the right 
fide of the river Betis ſtandeth Penaflor, ſuppoſed to be Prolo- 
miesIllipula Magna ſeatedinthe midſt of the Confines of the Tur- 
duli, called by Plinie Tpa Italica, being under the juriſdiftion of 
Sivil. Ten miles from thencelieth Ptolomies Cordul a, vvhich 
oaue denomination to the Kingdome of Corduba, once the Ro- 
yall Seate of the Mooriſh Kings, & the moſt rich, & fertill Coun- 
tric in all Spaine. Plinie nameth it Colonia Patritia, vvhich Moralis 
allo proverh by an ancient marble ſtone. Iohannes Gerunden- 
ſis faith , that Corduba is as much to ſay as Cor-Betis, It hath bred 
heretofore many braue Souldiers, and famous learned men. 
Corduba by reaſon of the fertility of its fields, the pleaſant Or- 
chards and Gardens round abour it, and the healthfull vvaters, 
is held moſt happie, for yvhichreaſon Silius Iralicusinhis third 
bookecalleththis Countrie lying round aboutitThe Golden field.

_ This Citie (as Mr, Heylin faith) is vulgarly called Cordoya, 
yvhence the trueCordoyanleather commeth, made ofthe ſkinne 
of a Sardinian beaſt.Neere unto this city is a vvood of 30.miles in 
Jenght, having nothing but Oliue trees, & not farrefrom hence 
by the village called Munda, vvas fought thatnotable Battell be- 
tvvecne Ceſar 8 the Sonns of Pompey.

miſtake, ſeing irlieth notin Betics, but ratherin Luſitania, and 
more corruptly is read in Plinie Repepora, vvhere it is alſo called 
Federatorum. 

Having deſcribed CordubaI vvillnovy returne againeto Sivilla, 
and take my journey through Palatium,over the bridge of Alcay- 
tarilla,and yvill paſle by Cabeca & Nebriſſa to Lucifer Fanum,vvhich 
the Latins, imitating Strabo in his third booke , namedit Lucea 
Dubia, that vvhich is novy called Lucardi Barrameda, being a great 
Haven tovvne. About foure miles from thence ro theEaſtyvard, 
lieth a tovvne vvhich the Spaniards call Xeresde la Frontera, vvhich 
isasmuch to ſay,asthe beginning or end ef Spaine, vvhece come 
our Xeres ſacke, commonly called Sherrie facke. Navigicrusin 
his booke of travells thinks this to be Livius his 4ſi# and Antho= 
nines Haſis. But Moralis maintcyneth the countrarie, that 4ſts 
retayneth ſtill its ancient name, andthatthar place ſhould haue 
laine abour the river Guedaleta, vvhich is novy called Maſade Aſta: 
Bur Ortelius is of the opinion, that this tovvne yvas drovynd and 
ſunke vvith the Iland Tarteſſus, vvhich lay in the mouth of the 
river Betis, About a hundred furlongs from the mouth of the 
ſaid river Betis ſtandeth the tovvne of Chipiona called by Strabo 
Capionis Turris. Vpon the mouth of the river Lethes, novy called 


Guadaleta, and in the Arabicke tongue Bedelac lieth Portus Sandte Guadalera. 


Marie valgarly called in Spaniſ h El Puerto de Santa Maria. Onthe 
other ſide of the river Lethalieth Medina Sidonia,vvhoſeDuke vyas 
Captaine Generall of the invincible Armade 1588. A litle fur- 
ther to the Southyyard in the nooke of the ſtraight ſtandeth Co- 
nilium, a gallant toyvne, being ſome ſixe miles from Cales Males, 
andunder the Commaund of the Duke of S. Lucar or Medine Si- 
donie. Georgius Auſtriacus thinketh , that this Conilium ſhould be 
Carteia,but Prolomie makesit to be Tariffa. Tariffais ſeatedatthe 
cnd of the promontorie tovvard Afrike , ando called becauſe 
Tariff the Leader of the Moores in Spaine here landed. Vegelium 
commonly called Yegel is bur alitle tovyne,yer famousin regard 
of the ſituation and the trading that is in it. It ſtandeth upon a 
hill, having on the Eaſt ſide of it fine plaine fields, onthe South 
the Arabian Mountaines, and tovvyards the North and Weſt it 
lookerh into the vaſt and raging Ocean. A licle further lieth 
Munda ſo called by Plinie , but novy Monda. Some thinke thar 
Old Munds is that tovvne vvhich is novy called RondaVeie, and 
that Monda lying tvyvo miles from it, vvas built by the Arabians, 
vvho gaue it this ancient name.

Ranada is bounded vvith Marcia on the Eaſt, Vandaluzia on Name, Site 
the Weſt: Caſtile North: and the Mediterranean South. This avd Ferti= 


Countric is very fruitfull. The chiefe citie is Granadaa fine ſtate- 
ly tovvne, from vvhence the Countrie takes irs denomination, 
and vvhence come our Granada ſtockings. The houſes hereof,are 
built all of curious free-ſtone, vvithdelicate and artificiall ma- 
ſonry, {hevving great magnificencie. It is repleniſhed vvithin 
vvithabundanceof vyholeſome.and pleafant ſprings, & fenced 
vvithout vvithaſtronge Wall,in yvhichare 12. Gates, and 130. 
Turrets. Heere is ſtill to be ſeene the Palace of the Mooriſh 
Kings,an excellent & magnificent ſtructurie,covered over vvith 
Gold, and indented vvith Moſaicallvvorkes. This city is the ordi- 
narie Parliament and Court of Iuſtice forall the Southerneparts 
ot Spaine. Secondly, Alamia famous for her baths. Thirdly, Malaga 


| or Malaca, a tovyne ſacked by Craſſus, the rich Romane, vvho 


flying into Spaine , toavoid the furie of Mariwand Cinna, vvho 
had ſlaine his Father and Vncle, hid himſelfe, and his compa- 
nionseight months together ina Caue, buthaving intelligence 
oftheirdeaths, he iſſuedout, & ranſacked amonglt many other

,=s ALEN TIA tookeits name fro 
OG the Metrapolis Valentia , being 
[PCA a brave Merchant-towne, and jof 
reverend antiquitie. It is environ- 
ned on the South with Murcia, on 
the Weſt with both the Caſtiles,on 
the North with Arragon, & onthe 
Eaſt with the Mediterranean Sea. It hath as [weete & 
as wholeſome an aire, as any other part of Spaine ; by 
reaſon of the coole weſterne winds , which blow upon 
the ſurface thereof, and make it ſo milde and tempe- 
rate, that in all ſeaſons of the yeare, yea about New- 
yeares day , yeſhall ſee yonge men and maides, carrie 
Noſe-gayes in their hands , as in ſome other places 
they uſe todoe in Aprilland Maye. The Soile is rich, 
abounding in all things,as Sugar, wine,Oyle,Wheate, 
Rice, andall kinde of delicate fruits. Betweene Va= 
lentia and Derthofa, ina place called Buriel arefilver 
mines, &in ſome other grounds named Aioder , they 
finde ſtones with tracesand veines of gold growing in 
them. At Cabo Finierre are yron mines, and about Se. 
gorbia coale-pits , out of whichin ancient times were 
digged Marble, which they ſent to Rome. By Piacen- 
to they digge out ot the earth Alablaſter, and here & 
there ſome Alum, Red-ſtone, Chalke and Lyme. 
The Mauritanean Princes poſſeſſed the City of Va- 
lentia a long time , which was governed by many of 
them, and having oftentimes bene beſeiged, 8 aflaul- 
red by the Kings of Arragon. Was at laſt after a long 
ſcigetaken in by King Iames , who forced their Gene- 
rall Zaen Maure, and fiftie thouſand Moores, to aban- 
don and ftorſake this Citie,and to flieto Denia, taking 
all their gold,filver armes, and houſehold ftuffe along 
with them. Valentia then being leit deſolate, King 
Teames planted a new Colonie in it, conſiſting of Cata- 
loniansand Arragonians, whereof the Governours divi- 
ded the town among(t the new Inhabitants,according 
totheir qualitie 8 {tate , where they made new Lawes 
and Statutes, & recorded in it 380 heads of famillies, 
About the yeare of our Lord 788 , this Province gott 
firſt the title of a Kingdome , whereof the Hifſtorie 


ſpeaketh thus : Hizen King of Cordaba being decea- | 


ſed, his Sonne named Alca, raigned after him about 
the yeare of Chriſt 788. Whoſe Uncle Aodala,a Lord 
of Valentia ſending for his other brother called Cule- 
214 , who was before disinherited: theſe two brethren 
Joining together, havin g levieda mightie armie mar— 
ched dire&ly to Corduba , attempting to thruſt their 
Nephew out of his realme, but were both ofthem de- 
featedina battle. Aodala ſaving himſelte by flight, re- 
tired againe into Yalentia. Afterthis the chietetaines 
of the Moores interpoſing themſelves, and mediatin 

betweene the Nephew, and the two Uncles prevaile 


ſo farre with them , that they came toa compoſition , | 


ſothat Aodais ſhould entitle himſclfe King of Valen- 
tia, and Calema had givenhimout of the revenue of 
Valentia a thouſand Moradines (which were certaine 
peeces of money) for his table,and five thouſand Mo- 
radines befides for his extraordinary expences, Which 
agreement Aodalk ratifying , he then called himſelte 
the firſt King of Valentia. 

Amongſt the townes in this royaltie, Valencia is ac- 
counted the chiefeſt , being an Epiſcopall Sea, which 
had her firſt Originall from King Romus, calling it af- 
ter his owne name Roz.

manner of curious and rich manufactures, their No- 
bilitic and Gentrie {which live in peace, and concerd 


one with an other) excelling alſoin all kinde of mar- | 


Chandiſes and commodites. Here is a Univerſitie, in 
which Saint Dominicke, the Father of the Domini- 
cans ſtudied. I cannot paſſe over in filence one thing, 
which Laccis Marine Siculsz relateth of the Yalenci- 
ans ,that they have acuſtome every yeare upon Saint 
Mathews day, after they have beneat Church, 8 faid 
maſle and prayers, they all goe into the gallowes field, 
Where all the dead bodies of condemned perſons, are 
either buried or hange , whoſe diſperced bones they 
gather up,or take down from the gallowes, and laying 
them all upon a Beere, in great Clmnlcy carrie them 
tothe Church-yard , where their Citizens are buried, 


and there after they have ſaid prayers, and madetheir 


ofters,lay themintoa grave. Perrus Medjnenſis menti= 
oneth, that there are above ten thouſand freſhſprings 
Fountaines and Wells within this Citie. 

Upon the left fide of the River Turia not farre from 
Valentia,ſtood Ptolomies Saguntum Heditanorum, which 
by Strabo was called Sagunrm,by Stephanus Zacynrhas, 
and by Antoninus Secundur , but abuſively. It is now 


ſuppoſed to be Morvedere,ſonamed 4 Mars Yeteribrs : 


Appianus writeth , that it was a Colonie of the Zaryn- 
thioxi, which ſome conjecture was firſt founded by Sa- 
guntim, the Sonne of Hercules. Some imagine alſo 
that 1t got this name from the Sagi Iberici. The Site 
thereotis deſcribed by Silius Italicus in his firſt booke. 

In Seguntum now called Morvedre , beſides the 
Theater and Scena, are many other antiquities, as the 
Tombes ofthe Sergii, Lucius Galbe and Sergius Gal-

Hieronymus Surita acknowledgeth plainely,he knows 
not where Segorbia ſtood. 1n an old marble-ſtone 
which is at Tarracon,mention is made of Segobrica, The 
towne Dexia, as Moralis & Cluſius witnefle, was here- 
tofore called Dianium by Cicero and Plinic, which they 
likewiſe named Sripendiarium. Livies Incibilis , which 
Erontianus calleth 7ndibifis , is now held by Florianus 
Chelvajchough ſome make doubt of it: Plin. 1{ici, Prol. 
ilicias, Pomp. Ullice or Ice Colonia, asitis named in old 
Meddals: alfo by Prol. 1licitani, whence the 1Ulicireans 
Sinus tooke the name, is ſuppoſed to be at this day A/i- 
canta or Elche. Belgidaisatowne in Celtiberia, which re- 
raineth ſtill the ancient name. Leria called by Prol, 
Hedeta, whence the Heditani tooke their name , is now 
called Leria. Laureon was once a town of great ſtrength 
which Sertorius beſeiged , tooke & burned even then 
when Pompey , ( whoſe confederates the Lauronirs 
were) ſtood with his whole armie nigh enough unto 
the flame to warme his hands, & yet durſt not relieve 
it. Cullera a Sea-towne, at the mouth of the River Xu- 
car,was formerly named Swcron, aſter the name of the 
River,and is famous in Plutarch forthe viftorie,which 
Sertorius gott here of Pompey, Pompeys armie being 
not onely overthrowne , bur alſo himſelfe with lite 
hardly eſcaping. 

This Country is watered with many Rivers,among 


the which Tyris is the chiefeſt , the Inhabitants name ]. 


this River Guadalander , by an ancient Arabicke word 
Guetalabier , which fignifycth a River of pure water. 
This River by what townes or places ſoever he run- 
neth, bringeth good accommodation for traffique, to 
the Inhabitants thereof. There is alſothe X#car,called 
of old Sucron and Swurws, ſpringing out of the Oreſpe- 
danean hills. 

In this Province alſo is the Promontory Terraria, 
now called Promontorium Dianium, the retuge of the 
above named Sertorius , that worthy Captaine in his 
warres againſt Metel, & Pomp. both brave Souldiers: 
the firſt aged, and of great experience , the ſecond 
yorge and of high reſolutions : yet the former gave 
greater check to Sertorius proceedings then the lat- 
ter: ſo that Sertorivus oftentimes ſaid, that were it not 
forthe old man Merellus, he would have whipped the 
boy Pompey home with rods. For he twiſe overcame 
this great Pompey , the firſt time dangerouſly woun- 
ding him,the ſecond time driving him out of the field. 
But when Pompey and Metellus joined together, he 
was overmatched, and yet ſeemed to retire out of the 
field, rather thento flie. Certainely,the Spaniards be- 
haved themſelves very valiantly, all the time of thcſe 
warresunder him , to which Florus alluderh , ſaying : 
Nec unquam mags apparnit 9 milits vigor, quam Ro- 
mano duce. Atthelaſt,when he had along rime upheld

the Marian faQtion , he was traiterouſly murdered by 
Perpenua, one of his Aſſociates , Metellus and Pom- 
pey returned intriumph to Rome. 

| Theothertwochiete Mountaines are called £{a- 
riola and Penna Goloſa , where a great many Phyſicians 
Schollars and Herbaliſts walke togather, moſt excel- 
lent and rare Phyficall herbes and fimples, which grow 
upon it in abundance. Gandiais a Univerſity, lately 
erected by the Duke of Gandia for the Ieſuits, he 
being achiefe prop of their Society. 

For good government and Policie, Yalentia excel- 
leth all the townes in Spaine. The Inhabitants here a- 
bours ſprang from the Moores, and therefore keepe 
their ancient language, old manners and cuſtomes. 
This I thought good to cite out of M.Tw/lins in praiſe 
of Valentiain this laſt Oration againſt Yerrws, which 
he giveth as a teſtimonie of their honorable carriage 
and behaviour.

UR CIA wasin former times a very rich, 
and a profitable Countrie , ſtored with all 
fruits of the Earth, and ſoabounding in fil- 
ver mines,that the Romans kept continual. 
ly 400 men here at worke , and received the profit of 
25000 Drachma's daylie. It is environned with new 
Caſtile, or the Kingdome of Tolledo Weſt, Granada 
South, Valentia North, and the Mediterranean Eaſt. 
The chiete towne is Alicante ( mentioned before ) a 
faire harbour, from whence come our true Alicant 
wine, made of the juce of Mulberies, which grow here 
in great Plenty. Murcia it ſelfe ( called by Ptol. Mur- 
£4) is ſeated onthe River Segourg, from whence this 
Countrie 15 named, Nova Carthage, or Cartagena, built 
by <Aſarabal of Carthage, and ruined in thefecond Pu- 
nick warre , by Scipio Africanus', a man of that rare 
chaſtery, that during all his warres inSpaine, he would 
not permit any of the young Virgins of the Country, 
to be brought before him, leaſt his eyes ſhould betray 
his heart. It isnow famous for the haven,which it hath 
very Capacious & of that ſafety,that that worthy Sea- 
Captaine Axdreas Doria , Admirall unto Charles the 
fittb,had wont to ſay , that there were but three ſafe 
parts in the Mediterranean, namely, Cartagens , Auguſt 
and July: meaning that theſe two months, being com- 
monly free from winds and tempeſts , were noleſle ſe- 
cure to Marriners, then the part of Cartagena. 

There isa greattrade driven in Yalentia, for from 
thence into the Iles Hajorica, Minorici, Sicilia 8 Sar- 
dina they tranſport theſe commodities, as Velvets, Sa- 
tins and Silke of all colors, fine Spaniſh cloth, Rice 
Sugar exceeding white, Reaſons, Figgs, and all man- 
ner of Confitures.

The moſt part ofitisa ough,andadryc 
Countrie, eſpecially in that part, which lieth next the 
Pyrenean Alpes, ſo that if one travells a whole day 
heſhall ſcarcely ſee ahouſe: yer there are ſome Val- 
Fenility, leysinit, which are very fruittull in Sraineand other 
fruits, principally in ſuch ground; as are moiſtned 
with warers and rivers. 
The ancians= The firſt King of this Countrie was Raymir ( as 
King & moſt writters witnefle) who was choſen King in the 
Gonuvern- 
we. ycare of Chriſt 1016. 

After him ſucceeded in the Gouvernment his 
Sonne Sancho, and next him Pedro, who added diverſe 
townesto his Crowne. After the deceale of this Pedro, 
his brother Mlphonſo ſucceeded, becauſe he had noe 
other heires:and dying withour iſſue,they fort Raymir 
out of a Cloiſter, and made him King. His cnely 
Daughter Yrraca was giuen in marriage to Raymund 
Earle of Barcelona who ſucceeded his Brother in lawe 
inthe gouvernment, and ſo Barcelona was conveyed 
to the Kingdome of {rragor. 

Abourtheyeare of our Lord 1250. James Brother in 
lawe to. AMphonſo the tenth King f Caſtile, poſleſied 
this Kingdome fortie yeares, anc: withall the Iles of 
Majorca & Minorca, whichwere all: called Baleares, he 
brought alſo the Citie of Yalenrtia under his power & 


obeillance. 


Pope Nicolas the Third beſto.ncd this Kingdome 


upon hisSonneDorPedro,who dyed ofa wound which 
herecciued inanavallfighr, againſt the French. After 
him many others ſucceeded in this Kingdome rill at 
laſt Ferdinand the Great, by marrying Queene 1/abel 
addedrhe Kingdomes of Yalentia and Catalonia unto 
Arragon, and broughtthe Gouvernment of themun- 
dcrone Kinge. 

He that deſireth to be more particularly informed 
of the originall, and beginning of rheſe Kingdomes, 
andthe memorable atsofthe Kings of _Urragon, Va- 
lentia & Catalonia, as alſo how theſe Kingdomes came 
to be annexed together, may read the firſt part of 
Roderick Sauchohis booke 8 13. Chapter of his Spaniſh 
Chronicle, as alſo Lucius Mariners Siculs his 18.Booke 
of the Kings of Spaine,and others.

Butthe principalleſt and chiefeſt city of this King- Serrageſa« 
domeis Saragoſſa, anciently called by Plinie & others 
Ceſar-Auguſta,and by Prolomie Ceſarea-Anguſta, as it is 
writtenin old Meddalls. It is ſuppoſed thar uba King 
of the Mauriteniwas the firſt Founder of it, who gaue 
itthe name Saldyba, which isas much to ſay as Inbe Do- 
m1, and thatafterward it gott the name of Ceſarea- 
Auguſta.” One of the Mauritanian Kings, called Aigo- 
land (who as Biſhop Tarpne writeth) longetime made 
Charlemaigne belceuc, he would be baprized, andthe 
timenow at hand, in which he ſhould performe his 
promiſle , he very gallantly accompained came to 
the French Court: whereſeing many Lazars & poore 
eopleexpetting analmes from rheEmperours table; 
be al king what they were, was anſwered, that they 
were the meſſengers and ſervants of God : on theſe 
words, he ſpeedely returned deſperately proteſting, 
that he would not ſeruethar God, which could kcepe 
his ſervants noe better: Se MF. Heylin. This City is ſi- 
ruated upon theſide of the river of Ebro, in an cuen 
laine field, having alonge ſtone-bridge over this ri- 
ver , whereof Strabo maketh mention in his third 
booke. This townelierh in the faſhion of a Panrofjle 
and isas finely , andas brauely built; as any townein 
Spaize,having ſeuen and twentie ParochiallChurches 
in it, whereof the chiefeſt is called Nouſtra Semoradel 
Pilar: beſides 14.

It was their cuſtome to haue a Magiſtrate over them, 
whome they called cHMedins Tudex , to whome they 
mightappeale from their King, it he had donethem 
any wronge. 

And the King before his Coronation , muſt nor 
onely accept of this anciet- 1{ſtome, butalſo is bound 
ro declare E oath, that he would inviolably main- 
raineand keepeit, to which end the aforeſaid Iudex 
Medius was ordayned. He wasallſo called Iuſticia Ma- 
Joraand Tuſficia Arragonia.He was entituled Medinus be- 
cauſe he was a Indge, betweene the King and hisſub- 
jects, & asa Mediarour betweene them both. Burhis 
authority growing too great, out of the foure States 


. ofthis Kingdome were choſen 17. perſonages, under 


whome this Magiſtrate ſhould be ſubordinate, who 
had power, andauthority over this Iudex or 1udge , to 
controule himifneed ſhould require. 

Ar Sarragoſſa was wont every yeare to be held a 


| 


Convocation, whichuſe is now brought to every ſe- 
cond yeare , ina place where the Kinge ſhall appoint 
their mecting. Three cauſes there were for which this 
Aſſembly was called: The firſt was when the Kinge 
was to lay any taxation upon the people , when not- 
withſtanding his Exchequer was well provided. Se- 
condly when neede ſhould require, toconſulrand ro 
rreate of the Succeſſion of the Kingdome. Thirdly, 
when any newlawes and ſtatutes wereto be made and 
enacted, for the good of the realme. For withoutthe 
Kings conſent, and the whole Kingdomes, noe new 
lawes could be made,nor the ancient infringed or ab- 
ropes. | To 
heancient Incole(as M.. Heylinnoteth) were the 
Iacetani , Lucenſes and Celtibert. The laſt were amixr 
people, deſcended both fromthe 7beri and the Celte, 
of al Gallia the moſt potentnation,who being too po- 
pulous fortheir owne Countrie, paſſed over the Pire- 
n4, and ſeated themſclues here, whence this nation 
was called Celziberi, and their Countrie Celtiberia, of 
whome Lucan ſpeaketh thus:

The towne Yrgella which is called by Aimonius 0r- 
gellum, and »oſlible by Prolomie 07g, lieth nor farre 
from the head of the river Sicoris. There were other 
rownes, Which haue bene ſo ruined, tharttheiris noe 
memoriall left of them , amongſt which Calagurrs 
Naſſica was none of the meaneſt, and a better rowne 
then that which is ſo called in Navarre.

ritani:and Sueton writeth,thathere laye the gard of the 
Emperour Auguſtus, as ye may readeinthe raigne of 
Auguſtus Cap. 49. Plinie nameth them Naſſaci. T he ri- 
vers which water this Country, arc the Ebro, Cinga, 
Gallegoand ſome others. 

This Kingdome of _A4rragoyhadan other forme of 
Gouvernment then the other Kingdomes of Spaine. 
It was their cuſtome to haue a Magiſtrate over them, 
whome they called Hedins Index , to whome they 
mightappealc from their King, it he had donethem 
any wronge. 

And the King before his Coronation , muſt not 
onely accept of this ancict-1{ſtome, buralſo is bound 
ro declare by oath, that he would inviolably main- 
raincand keepeit, to which end the aforeſaid Iudex 
Medius was ordayned. He wasallo called Iuſticia Ma- 
Jora and Tufſicia Arragonia. He was cntituled Medius be- 
cauſc he was a 1udge, betweene the King and his ſub- 
jects, & asa Mediatour betweene them both. Burhis 


authority growing too great, out of rhe foure States | 


. ofthis Kingdome were choſen 17. perſonages, under 


whome this Magiſtrate ſhould be ſubordinate, who 
had power, andauthority over this 7udex or Indge , to 
controule him if need ſhould require. 

Ar Sarragoſſa was wont every yeare to be held a

Convocation, whichuſe is now brought to every ſe- 
cond yeare, ina place where the Kinge ſhall appoine 
their meeting. Three cauſes there were for which this 
Aſſembly was called: The firſt was when the Kinge 
was to lay any taxation upon the people , when not- 
withſtanding his Exchequer was well provided. Se- 
condly when neede ſhould require, toconſulrtand ro 
treate of the Succeſſion of the Kingdome. Thirdly, 
when any newlawes and ſtatutes wereto be made and 
enacted, for the good of the realme. For withourthe 
Kings conſent, and the whole Kingdomes, noe new 
lawes could be made,nor the ancientinfringed or ab- 
rogared. EE 
heancient 7zcolze(as M.. Heylinnoteth) were the 
Iacetani , Lucenſes and Celtiberi. The laſt were amixr 
people, deſcended both fromthe 7beri and the Celte, 
of all Gallia the moſt potentnation,who being too po- 
pulous for their owne Countrie, paſſed over the Pire- 
n4, and ſeated rhemſclues here, whence this nation 
was called Celtiberi, and their Countrie Celtiberia , of 
whome Lucan ſpeaketh thus:

This Countries ſhuttin with the Pyrenean Moun- 
taines, the Mediterrancan Sea, and with the rivers 
Ebroand Cinga. 

The aire aſwell in Winter, asin Summer, in that 
part which lieth Southward, by the Sea-coaſt is very 
milde,and temperate: burtthe Northerne part, which 
lieth among the Mountaines; by reaſon ofthe cold 
andiſnow, which ſtaylongupon them, is raw & cold. 

This Countric is Mountainous, having fine Dales, 
and Valleyes betweene them, which makes it to be 
very fruitfull, and yeeld much encreaſe: chiefely in 
Wine, Oyle, Apples,8 other fruits it ſurpaſſerh other 
Countries of Spaine by farre.In theſands of the river 
Sicores are found ſmall peecesof Gold. They haue 
alſo more ſtore of Yron, then of Lead, Copper, and 
Tinne, which is ſomewhat ſcarce there. Of late they 
haue found diuerſe precious ſtones, eſpecially, abour 
Signimount , where there isa veinc of a precious ſtone 
called an _Amethiit, andalforthe Onyx ſtone, which 
growesnot much unlikea mans navell, from whence 
itrookethis name. Abourtthe towne of T;zw107, there 
arcalſoveines of precious ſtones, which are very like 
your Sardixe, 8 Iaſper ſtones,and neere unto the head 
ofthe river Rubricat, is found your Hematites,or blood 
{tone , which hath an excellent vertue to ſtanch 
blood withall. | | 

AtTarragons,and Beudaare diggedout of the earth 
diucrſe ſorts and kinds of Marble, with fine redd and 
white ports & veines in them. Andat Saralea they 
findeakinde of ſolid, & hard Alablafter, whereof they 
make glaſs-windowes, fo that it ſeemes this is thar 
Countrie, which Plinie meant in his Lapidibns Specula- 
ribus ſpeaking of Hiſpania Citerior. Not farre from Po- 
— 26 they finde good ſtore of Alum, and red-copper. 

heregrowes in this Countrie alſo excellent hempe, 
eſpecially aboutthe river ſide, which tunneth by Tay- 
Facona,asalloakindeof Flaxe, of which they uſed to 
make failes for ſhipping,calledCarbafa,which groweth 
there in abundance. 

Itisalſoremarkeable,thatin this royaltie,the moſt 
Merchanrſhipps, and Galleys, which are rigged and

Plinies 
Larnenſes, which dwelt by the river, thatrunneth un- 
der the Pyreneap hills. 11. The Nercaones mentioned 
in Prolomy, amonge whome the towne Derzoſa ſtood, 
or Plinies Sercanoenſes, or perhapps Ceſars 1lurgavenſes. 
Boterus wrieeth in commendations of this Countrie it 
this manner: Cazalaunis yeeldeth al things that the 
other Spaniſh Provinces produce, ſaving Sugars, and 
Iralianand SpaniſhPrunes. There extraordinarie di- 
ligence intrafhque, andtrading makes them growe 
rich: forthere is nota people inall Spaine more indu- 
ſtrious, and laborious in all manner of knowledge; 
arts and manufactures then theſe, or thoſe whichare 
heldingreatereſteeme then they. Yet he ſpends his 
judgementuponthem, that they ate a turbulentand 
inconſtant, anda peeviſh people, given to robberie, 
and for a trifell will riſc up in ſedition againſt rheir 
| Magiſtraces,burt will undergoeany labour. Otherwiſe 
this Countrie breeds many wiſe, and judicious men. 
The Carthaginians haue had many a bickering and 
fighcwith che Inhabitants thereof. And whenſoeucr 
theRomans fought any Battel with the Carthaginians;it 
commonly hapnedin this Territoire,as alſo berweene 
the Gothes and the Romans, the Sarratens and the Go- 
thes,and the French and the Sarracexs,this wasthe ot- 

dinary field 8 place of Bartel and Combare. 

The ehiefe city thereof is now Barcelone ; a gallant 
rowne, ſcared upon the ſhoare of the Mediterranean 
Sea, atowne of good ſtrenght, andantiquirie, as ri- 
ſing out of the ruines of Rubicata, af old Colony of the 
Africans ; before the comming of the Romans into 
Spaine. It hath belonging unto it an indifferent faire 
haven, andisthe ſeate of the Yiregerent , as Mr. Heyler 
faith. Ithathalſoa wide moate,and finc houſes built 
of free ſtone, pleaſenr gardens & orchards, with great, 
and large ſtreets (not uſuall in Spaine) whichare kept 
very neateandcleane, by reaſon of the channellsand 
gutters, which waſhe away all file & dirt out of them: 
Many Spaniſh Authoursaftirme , that Amilcar Bar- 
| cha,the Sonne of Hanriball the Carthagian Generall,

Ancientwriters make mention, that diverſe Na- Ancient 
Aith the ſnbabitents. 
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This towne Barcinon , Paulinus Barcinum, Tornandes 
Barcelona, and Plinic faith, thatir was formerly named 
Faventia. CMarinews Siculus l6.13. 15. Rer. Hiſp.ſerteth 
forth much the beautie, and magnificencie of this- 
towne. It was heretofore much lefler then ic is now 
adaics, lying abourafurlong trom the Sca ſhoare: ir 
had wont to hauc foure gates, cuery one of them 
opening and looking to one of the foure quarters of 


the world, being of alike diſtance one from an other, ' 


which nowſtandin the very midſt of the city, each of 
them having a Cowes head uponthe ropp of them, 
asatokenand a ſigne of peace quietneſle, and of ſafe 
rillage. In proceſlc of time it was twile girtabout with 
a ſtrong wall, and ſtatcly rowers, and turrers ſtanding 
upon them, and litle by licle came to ſuch magnitfi- 
cencie & perfeftion thar ir may now be truely called 
the Metropolis of Catalogne. Of the Earles of Barcelona, 
and their deſcent, one maye read in Rodericies T oleta- 
au his {1ixth booke of the Spaniſh Chronicle. Cap. 3. 
and in Lacizs Marinens Lib. 9g. Next unto this is Pfolo- 
mie his Tarraco, and Plinies Tarracon, called at this day 
Tarragoua. This rowne in ancient times was ſo fa- 
mous, thatthe greateſt partof Spaine bore the name 
of it. Amongſtrthe Sea-ports Melz-Yigna commonly 
called Yicque or Yicq is the richeſt. Prolomies Auſa was 
atowne belonging to the Authetani. Girona is called 
by Plinie and Anthonine Gerunda: Tortoſa isnamedin 
Plinie Dertoſa, and Plinie calleth the people thereof 
Dertoſani. Leridais named by Prolomy, Stephan ,and 
others 7lerda, 8& rheancient inhabitants thereof were 
the Iergetes. The ſituation thereof is deſcribed by 
Lucanis de bells Pharſalico in his fourth booke, in this 
manner :

Thetowne Roſa or Roſes is 
called by Livius Rhoda, by Stephanus Rhode , by Sirabo 
Rhodope , and by Ptolomie Rhodopolis. Prolomies , Livies, 
and Plinies Iliberts is Colibra , reduced now into the 
forme of a village having bene before a great walled 
rowne. The Tabule Pentingeraniznameit Cliberre, but

place wherenow Cataloniaſtands, was formerly called 
Inlia Lybica, by CAnthonine Cinniana, and by Prolomie 
Deciana. Perpigna otherwile called Perpingalicth in the 
Country of Roſſillon. This rowne and the Countric 
was pawned by 1ohnKing of Arragon 1462. to Levves 
che Eleuenth of Fraxce for 300000. Crownes, and re- 
ſtored to Ferdinandthe Catholique by Charles the cight 
inthe ycare 1493. that he might notbe hindred in his 
journey to Naples. 

The firſt Earle of this Country was one Berxard by 
the graunt of Charles the Great, Anno 795. itconti- 
nued a principality of irs owne power, till Raymund 
Earle hereof marrying Perronilla,Daughterand heire 
to Don Raymur of Arragon, united this Earledome to 
that Kingdome An. 1134. Ivillnow conclude Spaine, 
with an cxcellert Paxegyrick or Oration, whicha French 
man, called Latinus Pacatus, made unto the Empe- 
rour Theodoſius a Spanjard in praiſe and commenda- 
tions of Spaine, whichis this: Now may we truely ſay, 
that they hauemade ſuch a Prince, which ought of 
all, and by all tobe choſen. For firſt Spaine is your 
Nurcing-Mother, among all Countries moſt happic 
becaule, forthe adorningandenriching thereof, the 
moſt high Creatour of all things, hath bleſſed ir a- 
boue all other Nations : for it is neither ſubje& to the 
hottSoutherne windes,nor to the chillingNortherne 
cold, butenjoyerh a milde and temperareaire, and 
is asanother world, fituated, and ſhutr in betweene 
the Pyreneany Mountaines, the Xaine Ocean, and the 
T rims Sea. Add hereunto , themany ſtately Ci- 
ties & Townes, the tilled & untilled grounds, where- 
in abundance of all fruits, and cattel are. Theriches 
of the Gould-bearing rivers, and ſuch variety of Mer- 
talls. The Poets haue aſcribed to ſome people ſtrange 
wonders, as that Gargara abounded in Wheate and 
Corne, Menaviain Beaſtsand Catrel, Campania glo- 
rying in herlofty Mount Gnarano,Lydiain her pleaſant 
Pattolo,8 yet Spaine is endowed with all theſe, & may 
boaſt of theſe things much more. For this Countrie 
breedeth not onely good ſouldiers,buralſoexperien- 
ced Caprtaines, & Commandours, what ſhall Iſpeake 
oftheir Eloquenrt Oratours, and famous Poers ? This 
Countrieis the Mother of Iudges, and Princes, ha- 
ving broughrus forth Trajanus, then Hadrianus, and 
now alſo your Imperiall Majeſty. Therefore Crezz 
needenot ſo highly bragg becauſe Iupiter was borne 
in her: nor alſo Delos for having bred up Apollo and 
Diana,hertwolights,neither alſo Thehefor her foſter- 
child Hercules,we know well, that faith is not onely by 
hearing, butthis great God whome wee ſee, hath 
g1UCn us Sparne.

It may well be, thac this Countrie had this name 
fromthe Sueczor Swveeds, whointhe time of King Si- 
gebert , by reaſon of the inundation of waters, or the 
multitude of their Inhabiranrs, being expulſed our of 
their owne Countrie, came and ſetled themſclues 
here. For. SvviFerland (as ME. Heylin faith) was in Ce- 
fars time ſo populous, that the Countrie being not 
able to ſuſtaine the people , they ſer fire on their 
rownesand houſes, and went all with agenerall reſo- 
lution, to ſeeke new dwellings. The men, women and 
children amounted to the number of 3680000. which 
notwithſtanding were by Ceſar compelled to rerurne 
againeinto their former habirations. Ir is very likely 
alſo, thar'this Countrie might be called Zwuvitterland 
from the village Svwizz. Irisnamed alſothe Confede- 
rate ot Ynited Countrie, in regard of the confederacic, 
& alliance whereby they are unired together, which 
confederacic the Germans tearme Eydgenorſchaft. 
The Helveriior Zvwitzers, were heretofore called by 
Eutropius the Duads. 

This is repured co be the higheſt Countrie in all 
Europe, as ſending forth foure famous rivers, viz. Da- 
zubius through Germanie, Hungarie & Dacia Eaſt; Rhene 
through Germany, Franceand Belgium North ; Rhoda- 
2us through France Welt ; 8& Pos | ty tale South. 

This Countrielieth berweeneMount 14ra,and the 
Lakeof Gepxeve, 1:atze,and the Rhexe, on the Eaſt itis 
bounderh with T7rolz, onthe South with the Corrian 
Alpes, Lombardie, and the Dutchie of Mylan, and with 
the borders of Piemont, on the Welt with Savey and 
Burgundie, and on the North with the 2here. 

It is in lenght 240. miles , in breath 180. and is 
thought ro containe two millions of people. The 
Zuvitzers are a very warlike nation, who will ſtand 
firmeinthe day of Barrell, 8 ſince by reaſon of their 
{ituation;they haueno ventfor their men by traffick, 
they uſe to employ themſclues in the ſervice ofany 
Prince; thar will, givethementertainement. The firſt 
time, that cuer they got any reputation by their va-

his Countrie men were taken, they would norbeable 
ro pay aranſome, tothe value of the ſpurrs & bridle 
birs in his campe. ArtheBarrell of Naxcie, whererhe 
Dukewas ſlaine, they tooke one of the goodlieſt Pa- 
villids in theWorld,cutrtitin peeces, & made Slops 8& 
{ide Coares of it, tooke diverſe Silver plates & diſhes, 
which they ſold for 2. Souſe a peece, ſuppoſing them 
ro be pewter,8: a great Diamond of the Dukes,which 
was the goodlieſt jewellin Chriſtendome, was ſoldto 
a prieſt fora gilder, and by himagaineroſome of the 
Lords of the Country for three Frankes. Afrerthe 
vatour ſhewed in thoſe Batrtailes, Levwesthe Second 
rooke them into penſion, giving them yearely 40000.

It beareth 
much Graine, though in ſome grounds they are drive 
firſt ro burne the clods, before they begun to ſowe 
cheir corne, which barrenneſle is holpen by the dili- 
gence & good huſbandrie ofthe Inhabitants. In many 


places the Countrie produceth excellent Wines, 


which excelleth much your Rheniſh Wine, bothfor 
ſmell, raſt,and ſtrength. Add hereuntotheirrich and 
fart Paſtures for their many heards of Cartel to 
feede in, whereby the Inhabitants ger great gaine. 
Therearealſo abundance of Wilde-bealſts, as Beares, Milde 
Staggs, Hinds,fallow-Decres,Goares and Kides both 7*%& 
wilde and tame, Lynces,Loſes orWolt-hearts, Wilde-* 
boores & diverſe others, where with the Inhabirants 
often times take pleaſure in hunting , neither wanr 
they good ſtore of game for hawking and fowling. 
This Countrieis free, and ſubje£&ro no Prince, for 
when any inteſtine broiles or diflentions ariſe , they 
puniſhed moſt ſeverly and cruelly the Ringleaders & 
Authours that begann it, by which meanes comming 
intothe hate of the nobility and Gentrie, they made 
a league, anda confederacic amonge themſclues, ca- 
ſting ofall forrainc yoaks, ro gettthemſclues liberty. 
The ZwwvitrFers then ar laſt being ouerburdened 
with the tiranny of their Gouvernours, and ſcing the 
Empire, by the Popes Fulminarions , diſtrattedinto 
diverſe faftions, they contracted an offenſiue & a de- 
fenſiuc League, into which firſt cntred the Yranians, 
Svvitz & Vnderwvualdens, Anno 1316.ncither were they 
all united together into one confederation, till che 
yearc 1513. Arthcir firſt beginning to free themſclues 
from bondage , Fredericke Duke of Auſtria ſent his 
Sonne Leopold to warre upon them, bur they prote- 
ſting that they never aknowledged the Dukes of Au- 
fria, for their Lords, but onely ſuch of this familly, as 
wereEmperours,cncountred & overthrew him more 
by the conveniencie of the narrow paſſages, through

which hisarmic was to paſle, then their owne valour, 


which exemple their orher neighbouring townes fol- 
lowing, whentheir powerfull neighbours would not 
lerthem bearreſt,did thelike,makinga ſure confede- 
racieamonge themſclues , which they confirmed by 
aſtronge Oath,and ſo became ofan cquall power and 
might, to oppoſe and reſiſt their ennemies and neigh- 
bours, &afrerward having obtained many viQories, 
encreaſing their Allies, they were at laſt a terrourto 
their ennemies. 

All Zwviterlandisdevided into foure parts, which Devifes, 
in High Dutch they call Govv, lignifving a tratt of 
Land, namely theſe, Zaurichgowvv, YVipfliſ burgergovv, 
Argovv & Turgovv. T he common weale, or commu- 
naltics of the Zvv:zFers conſiſteth inthree members. 

In the firſt there are 13. Mar called in Italian 
Cantons,in DutchOrren,inEngliſhHundred orPrecinits, 
who abouecall other of their confederates hauec their 
ownelawes , where by they may conſult, reſolue and FM? 
derermine ofall cauſes which may concernethe com. {e{ #-=;3"3 
munaltie of the Zvvitzers, ina generallday of mee- 
ting , to treate of the dammage, or benehir of rheir 
common wheale. The adminiſtration and offices 
which they haue gorr together, arc adminiſtred a- 
like, ſharing their conqueſts, and boote equally a-

mongſtrhemſclues, as namely , Zurich, which Canton 
with the three Villages entredinto this Confederacie 
Anno 1351. Berne 1355. Lucerne 1332. Yrania,Svvitt and 
Pndervvalt were the firſt that inthe yeare 1308. en- 
rred into this Confederacie amonge themſclues, 
Zughand Glarzes came in 1352. Baſil 1505. Friburghand 
Soloureentredinto thisLeague 1481.10 that the whole 
Confederacie confiſted in x1. Canrons,into which alſo 
Schaf-huſen 8 Apenſol came An. 1502. which made up 


 1nall x111. Cartons. Theſe Cantons or Precinits are devi- 


ded into twelue {everall orders,which they call Rodey, 
whereot ſixlying nextro that Village is called the In- 
teriour, andthe other the Exteriour: ourtof every of 
theſe parts are choſen twelue Senatours or Counſel- 
lours, which make in all 144.

Lucerne,Zuvitz,Zugh 6 Glaris. The Rheti, Griſons and 
Graubunters,raadealſo aneverlaſting League withthe 
fix 0/d Cantons, Anno i497. Andrhoſe of Char, whoſe 
Society are called Gods Hauſbundt, entred intoit1498, 
Thethird Society , rermed Zehen Gerichten , though 
they madeno Confederacie with the Zvvirzers , yer 
being ina perperuall League and Confederacie with 
the other two,lwe in amitic and loyalty one withano. 
ther. $107 or S:4tez with Yaleſiamade alſo a perperuall 
Confederacie with thoſe of Berne Anno 1475. and af- 
terward when troubles aroſe abour Religion, , Adriax 
Biſhop of $:0z, and the ſeuen Decume of the Y aleſians, 
1533- madea firme Alliance at Friburgh with the ſcuen 
Cantons, namely with Lucerne, Vrana , Suvitz , Vnder- 
ovalt, Zugh, Friburgh and Solonre, which make all pro-

cred Confederation withrhe Zwirzers for 15. yeares, 
which was often renewed,and Anno 1519. ratifyed for 
cycr. Hulhuſen Anno 1468. madean alliance with the 
ZwuvitJers. Bienna or Biel madc with thoſe of Berne, 
1303. 1306. 1357. and 1367. a moſt firme Alliance Alſo 
Geneve madea very ſtrit League with thoſe of Berxe,. 
Anno 1536. though it be nor accounted one of the 
Zuuitzers Cantons. 

In the chird partare thoſe Precini#s and Corpora- 
tions,which the ZvvirFers haue conquered by armes, 
or which did willingly yeeld themaſelues ouer to them. 
AS Targou came under the obciſlanceof the Zuwrr- 
zers Anno 1460. and ſtands now under the ſubje&tion 
ofthe ſeuen Cartons. Baden was takenin by them 1415. 
andisfubze&ro the eight firſt Canons. Rheguſti1491. 
was gouverned by the ſeuen firſt Canons, asallo now 
by the thirteene. Sarunerum or Sarungans 1483. was 
ſould by George of YYerdenbergh, to the 7. firſt Cantons, 
by whome it is now gouverned. The Free-Provinces 
were ſubdued 1415. and came under the commaund 
of the ſcuen eldeſt Canrons. Theſe foure Precin?s as 
Lugano, Locarno,Mendreſiuns & Y allis Media,were giuen, 
and beſtowed onthe Zvwitzers Anno 1513. by Maxi- 
milian Sforce,whomerhey eſtatedin 24lay, and all the 
Cantons ſaving Apenſol, haue commaund ouerthem. 
Bellizona1513. came under the power of the three firſt 
Cartons. 

Paleſia or VVallk-land , contained in this Mapp, is 
devided into three ſeucrall people, & into there Eon . 
federacies, whereof the two firſt are the Yiberiand the 
Sedunt, whichare called by one name Liberi Y aleſiti ſu- 
periores,andare devidethinrto 7.

Asforthe Religion of this people, they are devided 
into Papiſts and Proteſtants, fiuc Cantons are wholy 
Papilts, viz. Suwvitz, Yranis, Yudervualds, Lucerne and

teſt of them all is Zacrs Acronize or the BodenFea,which 
Solinus & Plinius call Brigaytinum,8& Ammianus Bri- 
autiumatter thename ofanold townelſo called. The 
cngth of this Lake reached 24. thouſand paces, and 
the breath where it is narroweſt twelue thouſand. 
Touching this Lake and the Rhene, Iwillſertdowne 
Ammianus his owne words, which are to this effe:

Neere unto the Vale of Engadeie, lie the Alpes 
Iulie, and Mount Permurn« , then neere unto the Vendenes, 
MountsV alarixs & Brantins. By the Rhxcenti 1s Mount Rheticus, 8c 
by the Lake of Geneve Mount Iuraſſins , upon the borders of the 
Tulings are the Mounts Annobie, and theſe are the moſt famous 
Mountaines of this region, vvee vvill ſpeake more at large of 
theſe Ales in the Deſcription of Italie.

SA This Territoire is compre- 
hended within the borders of 
Savoy , though ir be ſubje& ro the commaund of 
Berne, & Friburgh, asalſothe Countrie on the further 
fide of the Bieler, and Newvburgiſ h-Lake. | 
This Countric is fruirfullin Wine, and Corne. In 
this maparealmoſtall the Berni#h,8 Friburgiſh Can- 
cons contayned. Berne, being the chiefe towne of the 
firſt,and choughir be not very ancient, yetif one con- 
ſiders the ſituation , nearneſle, civilitie and good 
manners, ſtatutes and rights of the Burgeſles,& their 
owecr and dexteritie; itneedenor giue place toan 
ofthe other townes. Touching the re thereof, 
Ir is reported that Berchzold the Fourth of thatname 
Duke of Zeringep , founded there in his rime rwo 
Free-Caſtles, the one in Briſeavv, the other in Yrh:- 
land, and thathis ſubjects mighr dwell with the more 
ſafety, and aſſurance in Ychrland, he builr an other 
towne by his Caſtle of Nideck upon a Peninſul Sack ; as 
they called it then, beſer round about with Oaken 
Thefrſ} trees.

] A4rola maketh; for on the South lideof itthis river

: to the Eaſtward, and withina muſkertſhort rurnerh 
againe towards the Weſt, as farrcasthelengrh ofthe 
toivne reacheth; ſo thar this river ſerveth as a moate 
tothe towne, ſaving onely onthe Welt fide, where 
within a furlong it joynethro the firme land, which 
Iſthmus, or halte Iland, being cutt through would 
make Beyze to ſtandin an Iſland; On the South and 
North ſides there is a high hill under which the river 
glideth , on the Eaſt fide thereof there is an caſte 
aſcentup tothe higheſt part ofthe rowne. 

The ſoile round aboutr it, is very fruitfull in all 
kinde of encreaſe, except Wine, which thoſe of Berze 
notwithſtanding gerrt enough our of othet places of 
their juriſdiQion ; yea and that of the beſt ſort: upon 
the one fide of the trowne groweth Vines, bur the 
Wineis tart & not very good. 

 Bncbefore the building of this towne was finiſhed; 
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ſtein, Schenckenbergh,Lentburgh, the tlirec free rownes 
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the Founder thereof Duke Berchtold dyed, leaving co 
his Succeſſour, Berchzold the Fifth and laſt Duke of 
Zering,the finiſhing thereof. He procreated by his La- 
dy being the Daughter of the Earle of Kiburgh two 
Sonnes, which were poyſoned by the nobles of this 
Countrie, becauſe they imagined, thar the latter 
Berchtold finiſhed the. building of this towne our of 
envie andſpite to curbe & bridlethem, whereby he 
mightpur the yoake of bondage upon theirnecks.

Anno 1218. Berchthold the Fitt Duke of Zeringen 
dying , Friburgh, in Ychtland, reſerving all their privi- 
ledges, came under the Commaund of the Earles of 
Kiburgh. | 

And when (Anno 1260.) Eberhard Earle of Habſ- 
burghwas Lord over this rowne, in the yeare 1270. he 
ſouldall his right, title & incereſt to itunro King Ro- 
dolph of Habſ oY and for this cauſe #xeas Sylwvizs 


calleth this cowne, the noble Domicile of the houſe - 


of Auſtria. | 
Ar laſt the Inhabitants not reliſhing well theſe al- 
cerations , for a great ſumme of money purchaſed 
themſclues free from the houſe of Auſtria: this rowne 
now enjoying at this preſent the Helvetian nght. Ar 
Friburghin an old wall ſtands this Epitaph. 
Dum bt ſexcentt ter ſents jungitur annus 
In Friburg moritur Berchtoldus Dux Alemannus. 
This city of Fribarghis ſtrongly ſited, hanging as 
it were partly upon theridge of aſtecpe hill, 8 partly 
in a dale, cnvironed round abour with high hills: 
abour one of them the river Saza runneth. Ir is ofa 
rcaſonablegrearnelle , the Senate-houſe ſtanding u- 
ponaſteepe clifr, wherehereroforethe Caſtle ſtood, 
and from whence the towne was enlarged and built 
downeward. Thehills rightover againſt it, ſerue as 
a wall for the defence of the towne, though on the 
Eaſt ſidethereſtandes no houſes uponir. Beſides the 
fortification, into what part of the towne ſocuer ye 
intend to goc, yeemult clime up hills and goe downe 
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roviſfions, ſaving Wine , whercof the Inhabiranrs 
wats enough from other places.

The forme of the gouvernmentof cthefe townes is gayyern- 
adminiſtred in theſame manner, as the other Swit- ment. 


Zers rownes are, being devided into certaine Gilds 


out of which Senatours,andCounlellours are elected 
ofa likenumber. Bur in theſe rownes the chictc Ma- 
giſtrare, and the head of the Common Councill is 
called Schn{thaiſſen , which Dutch word was alſo uſcd 
amongſt the Loxgobards, who called them alſo Schuld- 
ahis, and ſeemeth to be derived from Schuld & heiſſex, 
that is, a Debt-aſter, as being the office of the Schuld-

their Creditours. This Debz-af ker then hath the grea- 
teſt power, and authority in theſe townes. Hereare 
alſo diſtinct Councills,called the Grand,and the Pezry.

The Zwitzersrowne Lucerna, which Meyers cal- 
leth Lacocerna, is ſeated upon the river Ruſs ( which 
commeth our ofa greatLake,8& upon which one may 
pw by water tothree villages) atthe foote ofa very 

igh hill, commonly called Fra&um, or the broken 
Mount. 

This Lakelieth very commodious for this towne, 
becauſe it is as a through fare into Iralic by the Le- 
_ Alpes, which art this day are called $:Gothards 

ills, for marchandiſes are carryed over them tothe 
other Alpes, and fromthenceare broughrinro Iralie 
upon Mules and Horſes backs. Againe, thelralian 
Wares and Commodities are tranſported over this 
Lakeinto rhe river of Rſa, and fromthence into the 
_ » where they are ſhipr and ſent into the maine 
ea. 

The Lacerneans reapemoreprofit, and benefir by 
this Lake , then they doe our of the Circumja- 
cent Countrie, though there be many fine paſture 

rounds abourit, for the feeding of Cartell. Tou- 
ching the City of Lucerne ir ſelfe, ir is a very gallant, 
anda pleaſant towne, abounding in wealth & riches, 
being the chiefe rowne of trading for Suwirz, Yrania, 
and Ynderwualdt. 

When this cowne was firſt founded is uncerrtaine. 
Itisreported there ſtood a Caſtle on each ſide of the 
river (which nowe isaltered into Burgeſſes houſes. ) 
i is thought the All-mans were the firſt founders 
of it. | 
There  Itſcemes it was called Lacerna from a Lanthorne, 
«:d whence which ſtood upon a high Tower, for the benefit of 
*came- Saylours in the nighr, and thatic was placed upon 

the old Tower which is upon the bridge, now called 
Ruſa after the name of the river. There is ſuch an- 
other likewiſe at Zurich called after the Water bil- 
lowes , YYellenberch , for theſe manner of Towers 
the ancients called Pharus, wherein were conrinuall 
lights, and fires, which ſerued for Seamen to ſee the 
Haven, andto comein fafely. 

The ancient Helvertian Azyalls giue us to under- 
ſtand, that the Licerneansſerved Charles the Grear in

his warres againſt the Sarracens, for which they obtai- 
ned from him certaine priviledges , and the uſe of 
Corners which they ſound to this day in the warrsin 
ſtead of Trumpets. 

The Colledge of the Canons bore heretofore 
greatſwayein this City , which afterward cameunder 
the Abbot of Murbac: buta while after, the Emperour 
Albertus of Auſtria, bought this Lacerne of the Abbor: 
they then finding themſelue hardly cntreared, and 
ohms by the Auſtrian Gouvernours entredinto 
cague with the Zwitſers, Anno 1332. | 

Mercator maketh mention of two przcin&s belon- 7k» 
ging to thoſe of Lucerne, namely, YYiken and Sempach, o_- 
in which their Deputies or Gouvernours dwell. Bur juridi&3;. 
the Gouvernour of the Sempach hath nothing to ®h*r Pre- 
doe with the towne,whoſe commaund reacherh one- —— 
ly over the Lake and the fiſherie, bur no further: the 
other isadminiſtred by Counſellours, dwelling with- 
in the towne, as namely , Y7illinſouw, the Entlibuciſh 
dale, Rotenburg or Rot, Habsburg, Berona, with the adja- 
cent Territoire of Chelant, or the Prazcintt called 
Saint Michels, Meriſchuvuanden, VV aggs, Ebicona,Horba, 
and Krientz. Thertwo townes of Surſejum & Sempach 
ſtand under the ſubjefion of thoſe of Lacerxe; bur 
yet haue their owne particular Counſellours, who 
haue the determining and judging ofall cauſcs,afwell 
Criminall as Civill : & yet notwithſtanding rhe 
chiefe man ofthe Senate or Councill of Surſey called 
the Schultes muſt take his oath to be true, and fairfull 
to thoſe of Lacerre. | 

Burthoſe of Sempachare choſen by the Councill of 
Lucerne; yetſo that they muſt be Burgeſles of Sexpach. 

Now followes the villages under the 7r4,or Yrante, V--. 
whoſe ancient Inhabirants, in thetime of 7ulires Caſar 
were called Tawriſci, and itis verely thought, thatrthe 
name Yr, by which they arecalled at this day, hadits 
originall from the Yraniz, which the old Tawriſct, as 
they doeat this day , call the Sieventhalers Taxri, or 
Bulls, and after che old Dutch word 7 yes. 

Hence it came that this Country giuerh for their 
armesa blacke Bulls-head ina ficld Or. 

This Canton of Yranizis devidedinto ten commu- 
nalries, which in their language they terme Gnoſſa- 

MIRNES, fignifying partitions , OC compatations : be- 
cauſe thar all the Senarours , & Counſellours, which 
arechoſen our of them, haue the adminiſtration of 
all theſe places and offices , appearing allo in their 


yearely Land-dayes. 
The Canton of Suitia or Suicia gaue denomination Swiez; 


to all Suvit3erland, and was firſt inhabited by thoſe 
people, which came out of Syecia, or Swweed, toſecke 
outnew dwellings. | 
Of therthree Cantons, or Villages, which did firſt 71.;- cn. 


Confederate themſclues together, ro curbe & brid'e federation. 
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theinſolencic, and tyrannie of the Gentry , this was 
one. This Territoire hath bred many able and ex- 
perienced Souldiers inthe warres, which haue bene 
aterror to their Ennemies. 

The Inhabitants of this Iuriſdiftion, line moſt u- 

onrthar which the ſoile of this Countrie produceth, 
and yeeldeth dayly: from this Village of Switzall the 
whole inhabitants of theſe Countries are called by 
Straungers Svvirzers , cither becauſe they fought 
chere firſt for their libertie,or in regard the Inhabirars 
thereof lived here a long time in great trouble and 
diſquierneſſe with the Eremitans or Einſtdelars , orelte 
becauſe they werethe firſt & the chieteſt of the three 
Canrons, that endured rhe firſt invaſion, & bruntof 
the Auſtrians, conſidering alſo that of the three Can- 
cons, thisis the mighrieſt, and therefore the name of 
che other Cantons are included underthis, as being 
the moſt famous of them all from whence all the 
other confederated Allies, tooke the name of Svwir- 
zers. It may bealſo, thatthisname was giuento the 
Switzers; becauſcin this Village of Svvizz, the com- 
mon League was here begun berweene thole of 7yy, 
Sovitz,and Yndervualden. | 

The Commaund of Switz is devided into Suxe 
parts, which they call 2#aartas. 

The Canton of Yndervvalde Anno 1315. entred 
into a Confederacie with thoſe of Yryand Svvirz. It 
isa Free village, & environned abeur with the Alpes, 
AS it were with a Wall, & hath excellent Paſtures for 
the feeding of Carrell; from which the Inhabitants 
reapea great benchite. 

And albeit thoſe of Fry, Swvitz, and Ynudervuald 
were heretofore bound and ſubje& to their Abbots, 
under certaine limited conditions : yet in ſome de- 
gree , they retayned allwaies their owne hberry, 
being gouverned by the Imperiall Pretours, in the 
ſame forme as the Romans were, which office was of 
the ſame narure as our Bourough-Counts or Vi- 
counts are: for they had ſupreame authority , to 
judge of matters concerning life and death. | 

Now for the reſt their policie, and gouvernment 
(methinkes) itisnotmuchunlike the forme of rhe 
ancient Romane Monarchie. For the Gouvernours 
in thoſe daies ruled notaccording to their owne lawes 
and appetits, as they thought good themſelues, nei- 
ther chooſe they the Magiſtrates from outamongſt 
themſelues,but they were ſentrthicher,and appointed 
by the Senatours, and Monarks themſclues. 

The Command and Iuriſdiftion of Yzdervvald, is 
devidedinto two Copventws, or Aſlemblics (the one 
of them is held at Kerzwwaldt) namely into the Vp- 
permoſt, and Nethermoſt, but both goes under the 
name of Yaderuvalde. 

Glarone, or Clarrs isa Dale, or Territoire under the 
SovitFers League,lying along the river Limagn,being 
not very greatand not aboue three Germaine miles 
inlengrth, and takerth this name from the principaleſt 
village of the whole Countrie ſo called: three parts of 
it is environned with the Alpes, bounding on the 
South,and Northupon the Griſons;on theWeſt upon 
the Yri, and Svvirz; and on the North upon Caſtra 
Rhetica, where the Limagusleaveth the Dale. 

Theluriſdicion of this Territoire,with ſome other 
revenues in thertime of Saint Fridolinus was giuen by a 
ccrtaine Earle torhe Monaſteric of Seckingen in the 
yeare of our Lord 500. when as C/odovexe the firſt of 
chat name raigned in France, and was alſo the firſt 
Chriſtian King of it, whoſe commaund alſo extended 
rhen over Rhetia, Alemania, and Helwetia. 

In ſucceeding ages, this ſmall Territoire gott their 
owne juriſdiction and libertie, entringalſo into con- 
federacic with the Switzers Anno 1353. 

The Inhabiranes liue here tor the moſt part upon 
milke , making of Butter and Cheeſe, and killing of 
meate, they haue fewe orno Corne fields, neither 


| many Vineſtocks, becauſe the land is ſoſhutr in with 


the Alpes & Mounraines: yer they haue braue Or- 
chards,and goodly Paſtures,for Corne & Wine there 


| isenough broughtunto them from other parts. The 


Lakes and Rivers furniſh them with Fiſhe, and rhe 
rough and woodic Mountaines afford them ſtore of 
Foute, and Venaiſon. 

Two famous Learned men, Henricrws Glareanm,and 
AegidiusT ſceudus whole birth-place this was, haue bene 
as ornaments to their Countrie. Vnder this Terri- 
roire alſo is the County of Hamburg , and the free 
Lordſhips of Humberg and of pragued: 5s ; 

The Commaund of Gloroxa is prone, into fiue- 
teene parts or Wikes, which they tearme Tagwvars. 
Vnder the juriſdiftion of Cl/ari is the Countie of Mer- 
denbergh, which they purchaſed Anno 1517. 

They place alſo officers with thoſe of Switz by 
rurnes:asat YFenach,YViſnach,andin Caſtra RheticaV Ve- 
ſom, and thus much in particular rouchiug the Gou- 
vernment, Townes, and Villages of the Switzers, 
Cantons,& PrzcinQas.Itreſterh now,that wee briefly 
ſpeake ſome what of the ſtraunge,8 wonderfull Lake,

a deſolate and Mooriſh place , being encompaſſed 
with thick woods, tothe endno man might come ro 
trouble this Lake. For itisreported, tharifany man 
weetingly or willingly caſt any thing into ir, their ſud- 
dainelyariſes in ir a great tempeſt with huge waues; 
and contrariewiſc if any thing fallsinto itby accident, 
therir is calme andno daungerin it, as hath often- 
times bene ſeene. The place where this Lake lieth, 
is hidious to behold, having nooutlert, nor receuing 
any river or waters into it;burt continueth oneandthe 
fame withinirts bounds, andthe waters whereofneuer 
riſe for any raine, or ſnow whatſocuer falls into it, bur 
isalwaies of alike height keeping irs Swart-billowes. 
Noe ſtrangers are ſuffred ro comeintoir, leaſt they 
ſhould throwany thing intoit, whereby the next ad- 
joyning Countrie might ſuſtaine any annoiice by the 
ſtormes. Bodinus hereupon faith, thatthisis an argu- 
met,that violent winds,&rtempeſtare raiſed by ſpirits.

The Deſcription where- 
ot yemay briefly read, inan excellent Treatiſe, writ- 
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ten by Enodius Biſhop of Pavie,an ancient Authour, in 
the life of S. Anthoniea monke of Lirines, whole words 
are to this effe&: Our Anthozie by the guidance of 
cheLordTeſus Chriſt, & by our miniſters was broughr 
into 7ralie, and comming into the Yeltolino, ſaw the 
Mountaines lye on borh ſides of it, which by their 
fruitfulneſle, and pleaſantneſſeenrich 8 adorne this 


Country wirh a fart Soile for the ſatisfying of the 


grcedie expeCtation of the Huſbandmen,, & thatnot 
oncly with Wine, Corne, goodly Paſtures and med- 
dowes, cleare running rivers, fruitfull orchards, and 
fine woods, but by her narurall ſituation, is ſo delight- 
full,chatno better Countrie can be found. This Terri- 
roirceliethin lenghr to the foote of the nigpe Moun- 
raines of Rh@ria, where the rivers, whica runneinto 
Italic haue their heads. The Abdraallo, whoſe Head- 
ſpring beginnerh therezpaſſing through the Signcurie 
of Bormia, watereth the whole Yalzo/ize, and traver- 
ſeth through the midlt of it.

Ic 
was called Heſperia (as Hyginws witneſſeth) either from

will hauc it, becauſe it is ſituated under the Evening- 
ſtar called by the Larines Yefpernugo. It gorr the name 
of Auſonia from Anſoxius the Sonne of 7lyſſes. Oenotria 
cither from the abundance & goodneſle of irs Wines, 
or from Oenorrius King of the Sabins. The name of 1taly 
came from 1:alus, whome ©Ariſtoteleſaith, was King of 
Oenotria. Feſtus thinketh (L1b.9.) that 7taly tooke this 
name from 7:alos or great Oxen , whereof here was 
then good ſtore,and that the Yzza/z or Calues,were cal- 
led there Italy. Timers faineth that it was fo called 
from Tabu Bowvews one of Geryons Oxen, which being 
driven away by Hercules, ſwome over the ſtraight of 
the Siciliax Sea ; in regard that in the Tyrrhenian 
tongue 1/alus lignitycth Taurm,a Bullor an Oxe: but,if 
you will giue credit toHel/anices,it was formerly called 
Yitalia: all other ancient denominations of 7zaly, be- 
cauſe they concerne not 7zaly in Generall, bur ſome 
parts thereof, I will paſſe over.

Butthe moſt authencique Aucthours both Gre- 
cians 8 Latins, who haue diligently ſoughr out the of- 
ſpring of this Nation , eſpecially Diony//us Halicarna- 
ews, Pomponins Troems , Solinus Polyhiſtorizs and diverſe 
others haue found that many ages. before tne foun- 
dation of Rome diverſe nations and people Dominee- 
red herein 1/aly, namely, the Sicult, Aborigines, Ligures 
and Ymbri, who litle by licle came under tlie power of 
the Romans, or were extirpated by them. Againeas M.. 
Heyliz citeth ; the ſecond that came to enyov the hap- 


pineſfe of this Countrie wasEwaxder,& certaine other 


Arcadians, who baniſhed rheir natiue habitarions, ſea- 
red themſclues about theplace where Rowe was built. 
Thenext that ſerled themſelues here, was Xneasand 
his Troyars, who flying from their ruined Countrie, 
and enraged Ennemies, ſought new habirations. For 
conkacbeing built bur 135. yeares (or as others will 
143-yeares before Rome) & tharthere wasnoleſie then 
426. yeares, berweenethe beginning of the reigne of 
Eneas in Italy, &the beginning of the reigne of Rom- 
lus in Rome; itis impoſſible thar cuer Queene Dido, as 
Virgillſaith , ſhould haueſcene, or falne in lone with 
Eneas, unleſle in imagination or pitture. Hereunto 
conſenteth Auſonius,who honoureth the Szazua of this 
abuſed Princeſſe with an Epigram of clcuen verſes 
whereof partof themarethele: 

VV hy didft thou ftirr up Virgils envious Muſe 

Falſely my name, and honour to abuſe ? 

Of me let Hiſtories be heard, not thoſe, 

VV hich to the VV orld Tones Thefts, andluſts expoſe. 

Perhapstheunforrunate death ofthis Queene,who 

layd violant hands onherſclfe, gaue occaſion to the 
Poerto faine,thatit was for the loue of #xeas, whereas 
it was indeed toavoyd the luſt of Zarbasa porent King; 
whoſe violence deſired ro haue his pleaſure on her. 
Whether #xeas cuer were in Africke orno, it mat- 
rers not, but certaine itishearrivedin 7zalyina happy 


yeafes: neither had the Conſulary authority of the 
Tribunes of the Souldiers any long continuance , nor 
Cinna,nor Syllas Dominion. Pompey & Craſſus quickly 
yeelded to Czſars forces. Lepidis 8& Antonyto Auguſtus, 
and afterward was gouverned by Emperours. Thus 
farre Mr. Heylin. - 

As long as 1zaly was gouverned by Conſuls, itcon- 
tinued a ja comon wealc; but afterward was oppreſ- 
{ſedand broughtunder the Romare Princes. From the 
dayes then of 1ul;zs Ceſarthe firſt Emperour, to Con- 

ftantine An. 310. there ſucceeded 43. Emperours. This 
Emperour Conſtantine though very famous (as being 
che firſt Chriſtian Emperour) did more P >> 2pane the 
Empire,then any of his predeceſſours, firſt in tranſla- 
ting. the Imperiall Seate from Rome to BiZantium or 
Conſtantinople, whereby the Empireloſt much of its 
| growth & vigour. For this reaſon Camillus would not 
{uffer the Romzans,to remoue their Seateto Yeiurmthen 
newly conquered, butto prevent their deſires ſer fire 
on the towne, and ſoconſumedit, Y# nunc Yeios fuiſſe 
(faith Florus) laboret Annalium fides. Alecondfaulrof 
this Canfeniine was the dividing of the Empire, be- 
eweene his children: for though itwas quickly againe 
reunited; yetby his exemple, otherslerned the ſame 
rrickein renting theEmpire in peeces,which occaſio- 
ned the loſſe of the whole. The chird faulr of. this 
Prince was, his tranſlating the Legions and Colonies 
into the Eaſterne Countries, which lay onthe North 
Marches as being a Bulwarke againſt 'the Perſrars: 
thereby opening thatgape , by which nor long after 
the barbarous Nations entred. For though in ſtead of 
theſe Colonies they plantedGarniſons & made forts:

This Countrieis decked with all kinde of fimples, 
& Phylſicall herbes,8 is full ofaller manner of Stones, 
Metralls 8 ſuchlike;for as Phxie witneſleth,7taly purts 
downe all other Countries for the abundance of Met- 
ralls. In Friul by the river Hydraisa Mine of Quick (11- 
ver. Of late yeares alſo hath bene found greatſtore of 
Alom within the juriſdiction of Maſſain Toſcanie. In 
Campagna Felice arc BrimſtoneMines. Three miles fro 
the river Cecinancere Yolaterri in ſome hills they digg 
ourtſalr, as they doein Bruri. I will ſpeake nothing of 
the Stone quarries , wherein they finde Marble, Ala- 
blaſter, Chriſtall and diverſe ſorts of precious Stones, 
nether willI make mentionof the Coccus or Skarler.. 
dyes, Azure, Vitriol and other minerals. 
 Amongthe many Kindof Animals &Beaſts, which 
arc bred1n this Countrie, thereareabundace of huge 
Oxen, whichthe Ancients had wonr to call 1:alos, as 
alſo many Buftles called heretofore Lucana Armenta. 
Beſides diverſe kinds of fowle & birds: there are ma- 
ny Eagles, Kites, Puttocks & ſ{uchlike praying fowles. 
Touching theancient Gouvernmer of this Coun- 
trie, under whome che ancier Inhabirars of 7zaly lived, 
Hiſtortographers make noe great mention thereof; 
bur if ye will giue credence to Iunim Viterbienſes his fi- 
Ctions,he ſich that one Gomer inhabited firſt this Re- 
gion, alſo Cham, Ianus Sabatins, Saga, Cranns, Aurinucs, 
[talus, Morgetus, Roma,Rhemanaſſus,laſiies & others, and 
that anus his progeny Anno Munds 1925. multiplyed 


there exceedingly, & peopled 7zalywith the tribes of | 


the Laurentini, Brutti,Sammnites, Etruſci,Sabint, Tarenti- 
#i,&c. Butthe moſt authencique Aurthours both Gre- 
cians 8 Latins, who haue diligently ſoughr our the of- 
ſpring of this Nation , eſpecially Dionyſus Halicarna- 
eus, Pomponins Trogus , Solinus Polyhiſtoruw and diverle 
others haue ads, that many ages. before the foun- 
dation of Rozze diverſe nations and people Dominee- 
red here in 1/aly, namely, the Siculi, Aborigines, Ligures 
and Ymbri, who litle by licle came under tlie power of 
the Romans, or were eExtirpated by them. Againeas M. 
Heylia citeth ; the ſecond that came to enjoy the hap- 


pineſfe of this Countrie wasEwvarder,& certaine other 


Arcadians, who baniſhed rheir nariue habitarions, ſea- 
ted themſclues about theplace where Rome was built. 
Thenextthat ſerled themſelues here, was Xxeasand 
his Tropays, who flying from their ruined Countrie, 
and enraged Ennemies, ſought newhabitations. For 
cihvkevbeing built bur 135. yeares (or as others will 
143-yeares before Rome) &thatthere wasnolefle then 
426. yeares, betweenethe beginning of the reigne of 
Eneas in Italy, &the beginning of the reigne of Romy- 
lus in Rome; itis impoſſible thar cuer Queene Dido, as 
Virgilfaith , ſhould haueſcene, or falne in lone with 
Zneas, unleſſe in imagination or pitture. Hereunto 
conſenteth Auſonius,who honoureth rhe Szatua of this 
abuſed Princeſſe with an Epigram of elcuen verſes 
whereof partof themarethelſe: 

VV hy didſt thou ſtirr up Virgils envious Muſe 

Falſely my name, and honour to abuſe ? 

Of me let Hiſtories be heard, not thoſe, 

YVhich to the VVorld Tones Thefts, and luſts expoſe. 

Perhapstheunfortunare death of this Queene,who 


 laydviolanthands onherſelfe, gaue occaſion to the 


Poerto faine,thatir was for the loue of &xeas, whereas 
it was indeed toavoyd the luſt of Zarbasa potent King; 
whole violence deſired to haue his pleaſure on her. 
Whether #zxeas cuer were in Africke orno, it mat- 
rers not, but certaine it is hearrivedin 7zalyina happy 
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Greciazin that place, where the remnants of the Thari- |

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hower. Forhe was noe foner landed,then gerly enter- 
tayned by Latinus King of the Laurztini: whoto make 
his way more apparent, eſpouſed his oncly Daughter 
Laviniaunto him. This by the way of digreſlion. 
Artthe firſt Rozze, for the ſpace of 244. yearcs, was 
oouverned by Kings, as Diony/ius and Livinswitnelle, 
two credible Aurhours of the Romane Hiſtorie, 
wherein ye may alſo read, howthe Romane power, & 
empire grew, &cncreaſcd litle by litle,as wellbythcir 
Marriall diſcipline,as by their manner,cuſtomes, ar:d 
well ordered gouverment,as alfo by their wholeſome 
lawes, ordinances anddiſpoſing of placesand offices. 
Moreouer , how thart after they had expuliced their 
Kines for their tirannie and luxurie, which vices hauc 
cauſed greatchanges andalterationin States & King- 


domes. The Kings of Rome were theſe: Romnlius foun- The frjt 


derof Rome reigned 37. yeares. Nyma Pompilizes the 
Authour of the Cercmonies 43. Tull Hoſtilins who 
ſubdued Alba32. Ancus Martins who built Oftia 24. L. 
TarquiniusPriſcus the Adorner of Triumphs 38. Servixs 
Tull. who broughtthe people into Ceyſe 44. And Tar- 
quinius Superbus, who for his inſolent behaviour, anda 
rape committed on chaſt Zacretia, Wife to Colatinus, 
by his Sonne Sexrws, was together with all his kindred 
baniſhed the rowne. A.M. 3457. The people forhis 
ſake cuerafter loathed the name ofa King,and there- 
fore the City was gouverned by two Conſuls or Bur 
roughmaſters, annualy choſen our of the chiefe C:rizezs 
called Patricii. Theſe Conſuls tooke their name a Conſu- 
endo from Counſelling of, &ſcing ro the good of the 
people & Common wealth: 7: Conſulere ſe ſuis civibus 
debere meminiſſent : their name being a memoriall of 
their charge. This Magiſtracy of the Conſul held not 
longe,but that firſt the Decemwiri,then the Tribunes of 
Colular authority 8 others diſpoſeſſed them of their 
gouvernment: concerning whichthus Tacitus: Yrbem 
Romam aprincipio Reges &c. The City of Romethen was 
in the beginning gouverned by Kings : Liberty & the 
Conſulſhip L. Brutus brought in. The Didarourswere 
cholen bur fora time: the Decemwirt paſſed not two 
yeates : neither had the Conſulary authority of the 
Tribunes of the Souldiers any long continuance , nor 
Cinna, nor Syllas Dominion. Pompey & Craſſus quickly 
yeeldedto Czſars forces. Lepidus 8& Antonyto Auguſing, 
and afterward was gouverned by Emperours. Thus 
farre -. Heylin. 

As long as 1zaly was gouverned by Conſuls, itcon- 
tinued a Ree comon weale; but afterward was oppreſ- 
ſed and broughtunderthe Romare Princes. From the 
dayes then of 1ulzzs Ceſar the firſt Emperour, to Con- 


ftantine An. 310. thereſucceeded 43. Emperours. This 


Emperour Coxſtantine though very famous (as being 
che firſt Chriſtian Emperour) did more prejudice the 
Empire,then any of his predeceſſours, firſt in tranſla- 
ting. the Imperiall Seate from Rome to Biantium or 
Conſtantinople, whereby the Empireloſt much of its 
growth & vigour. For this reaſon Camilizs would not

{uffer the Romzans,to remouetheir Seate to Yeinmthen 


newly conquered, butto prevent their deſires ſer fire 
on the towne, and ſoconſumedirt, Y? nunc Yeios fuiſſe 
(faith Flormes) laboret Annalium fides. Aſecondfaulrof 
this Co_— was the dividing of the Empire, be- 
rweene his children: forthough itwas quickly againe 
reunited; yetby hisexemple, otherslerned the ſame 
rrickein renting theEmpire in peeces,which occaſio- 
ned the loſſe of the whole. The third faulr of. this 
Prince was, his tranſlating the Legionsand Colonies 
into the Eaſterne Countries, which lay onthe North 
Marches as being a Bulwarke againſt 'the Per/zavs: 
thereby opening thatgape , by which not long after 
the barbarous Nations centred. For though in ſtead of 
theſe Colonies they plantedGarniſons & made forts: 
yet theſe quickly failed and became in amannerun- 
ſerviceable. After this the Weſterne. Empire from 
Honorizs the Firſt, till Anno 473. was gouverned by 
11. Emperours more, till that 4omulus Auguſtulns was 
the laſt, thateuer kepthis relidencie in 7taly, athing 
| Ominous 
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Ominous((aich Me. Heylin)that Auguſtus ſhould eſtabliſh, 
& Anguſtulus being the deminuriue of his name ſhould 
ruinate that ſpacious Monarchie. For during the 
raigne of theſe 11. Weſterne Emperours,and ſome few 

eares after, /taly was ſeuen times almoſt brought to 
deſolation, by the fire & ſword of barbarous Nations. 
I. By Allaricus King of the Gorthes, who tooke Rome 8& 
Naples. 2. By Attila King of the Hunnes, who razed Flo- 
rence, ſpoyled Lombardie, 8& by the entreaty of Leothe 
firſt , was diverted from Roxze. 3. By Genſericus King of 
the Yandals,who ſacked Rome. 4.By Biorgus King of the 
Alanior Lithuani. 5. By Odoacer King of the Heruli,who 
droue this Augrſtulxs out of /taly,and rwile in 13.yeares 
layd the Countrie deſolate. 6. By Thesdoricus King of 
the Gothes, calledin by Zexothe Emperourto expell 
Oaoacer. And7. byGundebalde King of the Bargundians, 
who having ranſackedall Lombardy, returned home, 
leaving the Gothes in poſſeſiion of 1raty: who afrerthey 
had raigned 72. yeares in raly, where at laſt ſubdued 
by Belhſarins and Narſes, two of the braveſt Capraines, 
that everſerved the Romane Empire. 

The Romars in former times, were warie of beha- 
viour and expences, of great valour, as \ubduing the 
orcareſt part of the World, very deſirous of glorie, as 
Cicero ſaith , Semper apperentesglorie preter ceteras gentes 


ſant Romani.In thoſe dayes lived rhe famous Capraines 


Camillus the Sword, and 2. Fabins Maximus the Buckler 
of Rome. 3.Scipio. 4. Pompey. 5.Ceſar, &c. The famous 
Oratours, Cicero, Hortenſiusand Antonius, &c. The 
worthyHiſtoriansLivins,T acitus 8 Saluſtius,& the me- 
memorable Poers YVirgill, Ovid, Cartullus, Horatins, 8&C. 

Therevenuesof thisEmpire,when ir was in its flou-

Forthereſt of the vertues, magnanimousand he- 
roick actions, warrs,inteſtine broiies,and ſeditions,till 
Romeatrayned the Monarchie of the World,8& how 
thatafterward by riotr, exceſle, Civill warrs, and rhe 
fartall changes of thisWorld,it was ruinated,&loſt its 
former grearneſle, power,glorie and richeſfle:Iwill re- 
ferre the Courteous Reader to the Hiſtorians aboue 
mentionedand to others , who hauc written atlarge 
thereof. 

Italy hath many gallanr, flouriſhing, populous and 
rich cities and townes,beſidesa World of villages,the 
deſcription of the chiefelt of chem are elegantly de- 
{cribed by Thomas Edwvards an Engliſh man in theſe 
Latine verſes following : :

in this river for his light behaviour. This river alſo, as 
Plinienoteth, was called Bodincus, and by Polybins Bo- | | 
dinces: becauſe it was thought to be botomeleſle. This 
river(as Phnie mEtioneth)ſpringethoutofthe Mount 
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bienorum, from a very tranſparanrt and a clearefoun- | 
raine named Yiſendo, which riinerh through very nar- | 
row clifts, & falleth from high Mountaines with ſuch | 
roaring andſucha noiſe intothe Valley, thatitmakes 
men admureit: thence he taketh his courſe through a 
plaine-field,wirh ſuch a ſtrong ſtreame,thatheſerrerh 
many Water mills a worke for the grinding of Corne, 
and afterward enlargeth himſelf without Keeping of 
any certaine Channell, till he hath runne three miles 
rogerher as farre as Paiſana, where he gocthunderthe 
round into ſome hollow-Concaues, ſo that one can 
ſcarcely ſee it: buramile further by Paracola riſes.up 
againe,& taketh along with him many other brookes 
& ſprings, whichfall fromthe Alpes Pennine, whereby 
he is much encreaſed and enlarged, taking his courſe 
forward towards Lombard), & a part of Romania: artlaſt 
diſchargerh himſelfe1nto the Adriatique orYenetiaSea, 
with ſeuengreatmourthes or outletts. And becaaſc he 
runneth farre into the Sea with his outletts, is ſaidto 
make ſeuen Seas.

bins. The river Acheſis ſonamed by Yirgill & Plinie,and 
by Strabo _Uthigrs, by the Italians L' Adia or L' Adeſe, 

uſheth our of the TrentiſhMountaines, which athis 
Cbbing is ſmall, butatrerward encreaſcth mighrte- 
ly, by reaſon of the abundance of waters, which fall 
into him, whichafterward with a ſwift currantturning 
Southward, bencath Bolſaza glideth towards Trent 
with ſofter courſe througha plaine,& having paſled 


theſe euen fields runnerh againe berweene the nar- 


row Mountaines, with ſuch a vehement torrent,as if 


he ſcemed ro carry before him all that came in his 
way, and ſopaſling with rhe like ſwiftneſle chrough 
Ferona, bencath this city deviderth himſelfe into two 
armesor Channells, whereof the one runneth into 
the Ferns, and thCother diſburdeneth him*elfe into 
the Seaat Foſſiones,making there avery braue Haven. 
Fromthe head thereot to Yerona, one cannot paſleit 
by ſhipping or boate , becaule of the ſwift torrent 
thereof; and ſhallowneſle, bur onely carries downe 
floatcs of plankes, and Pinne-trees faſtned toge ther, 
which comeout of the Trenriſh hills & Mountaines: 
bur from Yerona to Foſſjones it is navigable,& commo.- 
dious for boates & ſhipping. Torellusin his Hiſtoricof 
Yerona ſuppoleth , that Arheſis ſhould be Prolomies A- 
£r1anms: wc ſome are of opinion, that Atheſis 8 Adrias 
ſhould be bur one river, whereof Szephanws and ſome 
others make mentis. The third river is Rubicoz,which 
by Pzolomy, Strabo, & other Grecian Writters is called 
PuCixwy & now Piſitallus: this is that river as Plinie wit- 
neſſeth, which atter that the bounds of the riverer 
Z&ſus were removed madethe Frontiers of 7taly, as Lu- 
can mentioneth lib.r. in ſaying thus: 

Puniceus Rubicon quum fervida canduit eſtas, 

Perque imas ſerpit valles, & Gallica certus 

Limes ab Auſonits diſterminat Arva colon. 

The fourth is che Tiber,parting the bounds of Zrr«- 
ria & Latium.I belecue verely,thatin the Romane Hi- 
ſtories there hath notbene mention made of a more 
famous river then this, and therefore is called by ſun- 
dry names, anus, Albula, Rumon,Tiber, Serra. It was cal- 
ledinancient times [azss, after Ianns,as Arhenens wit- 
neſleth; & that it was named A/bala,appareth by Yarro 
and others. Paulus Diaconusand Servius imagine, that 
he tooke this name from the withneſle of his warer. 
Thar he is called Rumor by reaſon he eaterh ſointo 
the ground. Some ſay he tooke the name Tiber from 
Tiber King of the Aborigznes, as ye may read in Servius 
his cight booke of his Azeidos, or as Feſtus will from 
the King of the T#ſcori. Livins, Ovidius,Feſtus, Pompejus 
and Exſebius ſay , that he was ſo named by Tyberinus 
Sylvias, Prince of the Albani. YVarro mainteyneth that 
this river was called by ſome the Heberizs, & tharafter 
the name of Hebrws, a Prince of the Yeientii. The 
name Serra, the Romans uſed in their Sacrifices as Ser- 
wiusnoteth. Beſides itisnort onely called Tiber, bural- 
ſo Tibris & Tiberinus, and atthis day in talian Tevere. 
This river ſpringeth our of the Appenrine Alpes, from 
aboutthe midſt of them, inthe _ ok of the Are- 
zini, notfarre from that place, wherethe river Arnus, 
aboue Arerio, hath his head & beginning. Acthe firſt 
he commeth our ofa ſmall ſpring, bur then enlargerh 
himſelfe as he rakerh his courſe forward with ſome 
other ſprings & Fountaines, andafterward having re- 
ccivedſomeother riverets & brookes into him, gro- 
weth bigger and more navigable, not farre from Ti- 


pherno:but from thenceroward Romeis ſo ſhallow,that 


one cannot paſleit by Ores 8 ſmall Boates, and then 
running forward by Peruſium and Orriculo ſeparaterh 
Etruriatrom the Ymbriand Sabini. Some 13000. paces 
from Rome, PReh againethe. Yeiextes from the Cru- 

d the Fidenats, as likewiſe Latium from Y ati- 
canum, and comming to Rome {wells fo oreat, thatitis 
not paſſable bur by a bridge and ſhipping. Frem 
thence taketh-his courſe forward to O/tia, where he 
looſeth himſelfe in the Tyſcax Sca. The whole courſe 
of this riveris lively deſcribed by Phnylib.z.cap.4. and

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by Servins'in the eightbooke of his £xeidos, alfo by 
Floras lib.1. cap. 4. by Yarrolib.4.de Lil. Touching che 
delicate Fiſhe of Tiber, Paulus Tovius hath wrote aſpe- 
ciall treatiſe rhereof. Plizy mentioneth that there are 
rwoand fortie ſprings,brookes & rivers, which runne 
into the Tzber. The river called atthis day Arno, is by 
Plinie, Straboand Ptolomynamed Aryus, whole Head- Arn. 
ſpring, as Strabo writeth, riſeth on the righr1de of rhe 
Appenine Mountaines, which ar the firlt is very ſmall, 
and taking his courſe Weſtward, falleth downe fron 
excceding high & ſtcepe clifrs into theDales,& there 
growing bigger by the many ſpringsand Founraines, 
which run into him with a great ſtreame,higheth into 
the Florentine Turiſdiftion, parting the ſame from Piſa, 
& raking along withhima greatmany other brookes, 
& riverets: atlaſt diſburtheneth himſelf into the Sea. 
The river Mencioor Menz10, is called by Srrabo, Firgill, Menzjo. 
Plinie,and others Mexcins,and runnethinto the Meere 
of Benaco, making the waters thereof very cleare, and 
afterward environning the city of Mantnua,witha ſmall 
Meere, abour 13.miles from ir falleth into the Po. The 
river Teſino isby Livie, Plinie, Silius, Polybias, Strabo, 
Plutarke , Prolomy, and Stephanus called Ticinas, andin Ticinas. 
Tabula Nineraria Tienns. His head commeth out of 
Mount S$ummano,now called S.GothardsMount,ourt of 
which alſo in other places ſpring the Rhexe and the 
Rhoſne, the Tecin, and others; from thence runnerth 
chrough the Lepazii Southward, betwcene very ſteepe 
clifts, unto theſtrong towne of BelizJoza: there he be- 
ginns to waxe bigger, by reaſon of the ſprings and 
waters that runneth intro him, and then rakerh his 
courſe forward into the Lake of Yerbano;and flouwing 
through it , as Plinze teſtifieth , runnerh atrerward 
through a plaine field, and ſo with his moſt cleare wa- 
rersz Echonjerd himſelfe into the Po, bur not with 
ſuch abundance of water as he brings into the Lakes 
becaule thar afterward his waters are ledaway by ma- 
ny channels and ditches. This river is ſo exceeding 
cleare, thatye may ſee a penny, or theleaſt thing thar 
lies in the botome of ir, and in the ſands thereof are 
found ofterimes many ſmall peeces of Gold & Silver. 
Therriwer which Phr:e calleth0/hins,8& the 1talias Oghto, Olin, 
aboundeth with delicare Fiſhe: in this river not farre 
from Palatiola they make many wheeles of Oilers, 


| whicharacertaineſeaſon of the yearethey layein the 


river, andtakea world of Eclesin them, which they 
falrand barrell up. Therighthead of this river is not 
certainely knowne, bur the moſt opinion is, thatir 
comes of two ſmall waters, which runns our of the 
Lake Frigidulpho, lying betweene the Alpes, whereof 
the one, tharis, on the righthad keeping thename of 
Frigidulpho at length fallerh into the 0/50. Theother 
on thelefthid ranerh into an other water, which rhe 
Inhabitirs hold to be che head of the 0449, but others 
agreenotwiththem inthis. This river running by Po- 


ſoniuminto theLake 1ſeo,8 then paſſing throughſome 


champian fields, isled from thence by many chan- 
nells & drainesinto the commaund,& villages of Cre- 
-onaand Brixia, whereby the ſtony ground, through 
which he runns , is made very fruirfull. The water of 
this riveris every where very cleare,and looſeth none 
of it: alſo he ſevcreth the Brixiaz territorie from thar 
of Cremonaand Bergamo, and cartieth along with him 
aboue z7.riverers and ſprings. The river Addzis called 444%. 
by Plinie, Tacitus, Polybius and Strabo, Abdaa or Addua. 
This river parteth the Ceomanzifrom the Inſabri, his 
head beginnechin Mount Braz/io, and not in Mount 
Adulaas Srtrabo mentioneth. He runnerth through the 
Lake of ZaFz0,8 then paſling a plaine field fallethinro 
the Po, carrying many other rivers with him, as the ®thers | 
Piſcla vore, Meyra,L Jr As Tarteno,L eciumortum,Brembum, _ _ 
Serimorium 6. Serium,which river ſpringeth out ofthe 
Mountaines of Bergamo, & running throug Seriangin 
the Winter time hideth himſelfe in hollowconcaues, 
and by Cremona floweth up againe, till he looſeth 
himſelfe into the 4bdya, in the Summer ſeaſon when 
the ſhow melts he waxeth ſogrear, thathe fillerhnor

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onely all the holes and chaps in the carth: bur alſo 
overflowethrhe plaine fields. Thelefler rivers for bre-

Now follow the Seas, Boſomes, Gulfes, & Havens, 
TheV pper Sea,the Lower Sea,& the 1onium Sea envi- 
ron 1taly on three ſides. Therefore Plinieſpeakes rrue- 
ly of/zah,It wereimpoſlible for mee(faith he)to relate 
allche Seas, Gulfes & Havens, which 7aly on all ſides 
powreth our of her lap for the whole World, and for 


rheinvitation ofall Marchanrs and men, yeaand rea- 


cherh farre into the Sea, forthe accommodation of 
commetrceand trading. Amongſt the Gulfes and Bo- 
ſomes of /zaly,theſe are reckoned the chiefeſt, as S171 
Rappalinus,Erycis, Amuclanum Mare, Sinus Baianus,Peſta- 

us, Hipponiates, Scyliticus, Tarentinus, Ortas, Tergeſtinus 
Largns & Flanaticius. Touching the Sea Havens, Szabo 

writeth of them in his ſixth booke,thatthey are grear 
andadmirable,ſome of them lying very conveniently 

ro hinder the invaſion ofan Ennemy, and ſituate very 

wcll, tooffendanEnnemy, being alſo very commo- 

dious fortraftique. The chiefeſt of theſe Havens are 

Ports Olivult, Anaons, Aviſonts, Herculis Maneci, Man- 

rict, Albingauni, Vadorum, Sabatiorum, Savone, Genue, 

Delphint, Erycis, Lune,Piſanus,Y adorii, Populonit, Faleſie, 

Scabrorum,Telamonts,Herculis,Graviſce, Auguſti, Antias 

Caiete, Tulins, Batanus , Vilinus , Metarins Oreſtis , Caſtra 

Hannibalts,Tarentinus,Brunduſinus,Garne, Agaſus,_An- 

conitanus, Ariminenſ(is , Ravennas, Peretolns , Levenza, 

Pole and many more. 

The chicfeſtMountaines in 7zaly are theAlpes,whe- 
ther ye willattribute them to Fraxce,Germanie or Italy, 
it matters nor, ſcingthatatthis dayinrhe lengrh of 
them they ſeparate 1taly from Fraxceand Germany,asSit 
were with a mighty Bulwarke or Wall. Feſt is of 0 pi- 
nion, thatthe Alpes were called fo from the whitnefle 
of them: for ſaith he, the Sabizes named thar Alpum, 
which the Lartines called Album, that is,YVhite. 1{idorus 
willhaue, thatthe name of 4/piumis an old French 
word,and thatin the ancient Gallican tonoue Alpes f1- 
onific high-Mountaines. The high-Dutches call the 
alſoat this day Ales, butnorin that ſenſeas 1/idorwus 
taketh them, for Alpand Alpen, among the Dutches, 
beroken Mounraines richin Paſtures, upon which no 


oraſſe is moocd, burtwhere Carrel are turned a gra- 
Zing. Strabo writeth that the Mountaines formerly 
werecalled _Albia and Alpiona, and Stephanus nameth 
chem alſo Alpia and Alpii. Phavorinus __ them the 


denomination of 0/514,8 Lycophron of Salpios. Ovid 8& 
Lucan name them Alpes, and Dionyſus Afer Alpius. In 
ancient writings , they haue given diverſe names to 


the Apes, aligne that in oldtimes there were many 


parts of the Alpes, over which men paſſed. The names 
of thearetheſe : Alpes Maritime or Liguſtice,the Cottia, 
Graje, Penine, Alpes Summe,Lepontie,Rhatice, Inlizand 
Carnice,and theſcare thoſe Alpes, that by a continuall 
ridge, ſeparate 1talyfrom France and Germanie. Next 
follow the — » which ſhoor our bertweene the 
Vpper & the Nether Sea, andintheirlengrh ſeparate 
Italy, as it were into two parts. Some will ay thatiris 
called Appenninus,from the Pani orCarthaginians,who 
cutta paſſage throughir, when Hanzntballtheir Con- 
ductour fellinto 7zaly: other againe affirme, thatthis 
name camefromanancient Capraine,called 4p;,who 
overran all 7zaly. By Prolomyandorhers, this Moun- 
taine is le ene OGIiS Mount 
Appenninus ſaith Pliny is counted the greateſt Moun- 
caine in /taly, reaching with a continuall ridge to one 
another from the Alpes, ro the ſtreight of the Sicilian 
Sea. Beſides theſe, there are divers other hills in taty, 
as parcells of the Apperini. 

There are 5. paſſages over theſe hills into Italy, viz. three out 
of France,and tyyo out of Germany. The firſt from France through 
Proyence,8 ſo cloſe by the Tyrrhenean Seas through Liguria, vvhich 
is the eaſieſt. The ſecondis through the hills called Geneura, into 
the Marquiſate of Saluzzes, & ſo into Lombardy,this is the place 
over vyhich the invincible Hannibal marched vvith ſuch diffi- 
culty, and through vvhich alſo Charles the Eight paſſed yvith his 
Army tovvards Naples. The thirdis over Mount Cenis, through 
the Countrie of Turin, vyhich yyas firſt hanſelled (if yyce be- 


\ leeue antiquity )by Hercules:From the paſſage oftheſe Capraines 
vvere theſe latter Mountaines called Alpes Graie. The firſt vvay 
outof Germany intoltaly, is through the Country of the Griſons, 
by the Country of the Valtoline. The ſecondout of Germanyinto 
a is through the Country of Tyrol, by the tovynes of Inburch 
and Trent , and thus muchof the Alpes, their ſeverall names and 
paſſages over them. 
Theſe aforeſaid Mountaines, Dales and fieldes,are here and 
there coveredanddecked yvith many finc Foreſts and Woods, — _ 
vyhercof ſome of them vyere famous in ancient times, and © © 
knovvne by ſpeciallnames, as in Erruria the Saltus novy called 
Boſco di Monte Fiacone: alſo that of Volſinio or Bolſena, vvhich lieth 
upon the vvay, as yegoe to /iterboand as Leandrus vvitneſſeth, 
vvas called by the Ancients Volſinienſium Lucus. Vpon Mount 
Cimionin Etruria vvas ſucha hideous, & fearefull yyood, through 
vvhich noe man durſt goe till Livies time , but onely the guide 
himſelfe. In Letium by Capenates vvas Lucus Ferone, vvhereot Silius 
yerſifieth thus: 
Dives ubi ante omnes colitur Feronia Luco : 
Et ſacer humettat Fluvialia rura Capenas. , 

Plinie wvriteth, that by the river Numico there vvas a vyood ſa- 

cred to oyi Indigeti. The vvood calledDianae/Etolica,Liviemakerh

to be by AgninumCompitii. The vvood Nevia Feſtus placeth to haue 


| ſtoodabourtfoure miles from Rome. The vvood of the Caminari, 


Livievvriteth lay vvithout the Gates of Capena. And that vyood 

vvhich he thencalled Alg:dum Nemws is novv Silyadel Aglica. Alba- 

nea Sylye, as Servius ſaith,{tood upon the very topp oftheMount 

Tybur , and another of the ſame name yvithin the Iuriſdiction of 
the Laurentini. Virgil vvriteth that the vvood Angitia lay by Alba 

Marſorum. Cicero ſaith that Furine Lucus ſtood vvithin the pre- 
cin&tsof Rome. Plinie maketh mention, that the vyood Yacune 

vvas by Mount Ficellb inVmbria. Campania had vvont toglorie in 
her Lucus Sacey and in Gallinaria Sylva.Sacer Lucus , ſo named by Li- 
vius,is novy called Hami.Sylya Gallinariais mentioned in Cicero ad 
Petum, and Strabolib.5. Amonge the Lucaniansthe vvoodsEboli, 
Peregrinalis, and Veliarum vvere very famous. Amongethe Apu- 
lians, Batini Saltus and Lucus Gargani. Among the Brutii Rhegius or 
Reginorum Saltus. Allo in Gallia Ciſpadana, Sylva Lucina and Pedanis 
Sylva. In Traſþadania Caftorum Lucus. Strabo placeth inthe Coun- 
trie of the Venetiirvyo vyoods, vvhereof the one vvas called af- 
rer the name of Iuno Argiva, the other Diana eEtolica. 

Novv Icome to the publike Edifices and Buildings of Italy, 
aſvvell Eccleſiaſtiqueas temporall, vvhich are moſt exquilite 
and manly innumber: for, vvithin Rome alone there are at this 
dayeaboue 3oo.Churches & Chappells,vvrhereofſeven of rhem 
are viſited yvith great devotion. Saint Peters Church in the Vati- 
can excelleth in Magnificencie and ſumptuouſneſle, for marble 
and other ornaments, all the Churches of the World, vvhere 
ye may ſee many rateties, as namely, ſome pillars, vvhich vvere 
broughtthither out of Salomons Temple, tvvo braſen Peacocks of 
the Pyramide brought into it by Cornelius Scipio Africanus , vyhich 
heretofore ſtood inthe Dale of Vaticana. There may yeſce alſo 
the Sepulchres of many Popes , andthe Marble Tombe of the 
Emperour Otho the Second. Aboue itſtandsthe Popes Chap- 

ell, vyhere yee may ſee the day of judgment painted out by 
Michell Angelo. To be briefe,I vvill paſſe by al the ſtately Cloiſters; 
Hoſpitalls, Orphan-houſes, Old-mens-houſes , tindelings- 
ends and the moſt ſtately Palaces belonging tothe Pope, and 
his Cardinalls. The Popes Palace ſtandeth upon the Vatican, 1 
a place clevated, builtyery ſumptuouſly and ſeared pleaſantly: 
eucr ſince the Popeleft Lateran he came to keepe his court here 
in regard of the delightſomeneſle of the place , and the healch- 
fulnefle of the aire. The Palace vvas firſt begann by Pope Nicoles

buildings, 


the Third, and vvasaftervvardenlarged and made better by his 
Succeſlours, and arlaſt by Inulius the 11. and Leo rhe Tenth vvas 
fully finiſhed, and by Xiftw the Fift adorned vvith moſt excel- 
lent Images and Pictures, ſo that this ſtructure ſeemeth to exalt 
it ſelfe up to the Heavens, yea, & hangsart itvvere in the {kyes. 
The ſtares by vyhich ye goe up to his Courtareſo commodious 
andeaſie, thatone may come upto the Palace on all ſides, yea 
and are ſo broad,that ye may goe up them on horſeback; to the 
top. This Palaceis of ſolatge anextent,tharit rather reſembles 
atoyvnethen a houſe. Xiflus Chappell is as bigg asa reaſonable 
Church, here the Cardinalls meete, vvhen they are to chooſe a 
nevy Pope & that the Papall Seate is vacant. This is commonly 
called the Conclave: tonumberup all the other Palaces & houſes 
in Rome vyould betoo tedious, and therefore vvilllet it reſt till 
vvece come to theparticular In. vr" thereof. : 
The Gouvernment of Italy is atthis day tyvofold, to vit,Ps- 7/* Gov- 

litique and Ecclefiaſtique. The Politiqueand Civill Gouvernment ow vo 
is novy ſo ordered, that they haue rent this famousEmpire into 
diverſe Signories and Dominions. Amange their ſeyerall Sei- 
gneuries & Dominions atthis day nextunto the Pope, the King 
of Naples, the three free Common yveales of Venice, Genua, Luca 
& others, the chicfeſtare thoſe, yyhich be in the Septenrrionall 
parcs,as the Princes of Toſcany, Ferrara, Mantua, Millayne, Monfer- 
rate, Parma, Salucen and Verona. Inthe Meridionall quarter alſo 
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thereare many, vvhich Ivvilldeſcribe intheirdueplaces. Tou- 
ching their Spirituality or Clargic, the Pope of Rome isthe Hie- 
-yarchs, and the Head of all the Church, having a mighty ſuire & 
txaine folloyving him as often as he ſheyyerth himſclfe in pu- 
blike: then ye ſhall ſee himgliſter and ſhine ( theſe are S. Ber- 
nards ovyne yyords in his booke de Confideratione, fpeaking of 
Pope Eugenixs) in Silkes, Velvets 8 precious ſtones, enammeled 
in Gold juſtlike the vvhore of Babylon) ryding upon the vyhite 
palfrey, and noxas Chriſt yvho to ſhovy his hamiliy, rod into 
lerufalem uponanaſles foale) attented vvith troopes of Soul- 
diers,Gentlemen, Pages and Lackies. The graund Clergie men 
arc alſo held in great honour,eſteeme &reputation,for they are 
more honored & reſpected thenthe nobilitie themſclues. The 
Cardinalls ( as Peter Meſfia noteth)) came in the places of the Con- 
fſuls,vrho herersfore gouverned the RomaneEmpire, The Arch- 
By heps are of the like degree vvith Dukes, andthe Biſhopsinthe 
places of Earles, their Yicarsin ſtead of the; ImperiallPreſidents. 
The Prioursinthe roome of Gouvernours. The 4rch-Prieft in the 
place of the Tribuni Militum , & the Chancellotrs repreſenting the 
Tribunt Plehis, or the Gild- Maſters. He that deſires to be beter in- 
formed of thele things, may be pleaſed to read Meſia himſelfe. 
In Italy there are three manner of Layves, namely,the Papall, 
the Imperiall & the Civill, or Tovvnes-lavv. W har the firſt and 
ſccondare, is ſufficiently knovvne. The third confiſteth in thoſe 


lavves and ſtatutes, vvhich every city or rovyne had vyont to 


haue peculiar to themſelues. We vvill add hereunto, that 

vyhich vyas foundinan old booke of parchment, hovy diverſe 
people and tovvnesin Italie,carryed and gouverned themſelues 
in their conſultations, vyhich vvas this: Thoſe of Mylaine faith 
he vvere graueandexcellent;thoſe of Venice ſage and vviſe;thofe 
of Luca light-headed; thoſe of Piſa inconſtanr;thoſe of Placentik 
provident; thoſe of Florence teadious; thoſe of Ferrara ſubril; the 
Genoa's ignorant; thoſe of Luca profitablezthe Volſci perverſe; the 
Brutii rade and blockith; thoſe of Mutine ſharpvvitted; thoſe of 
Peruſa quick of apprehenſion; thoſe of Sen« prolix; and thoſe of 
Padua ambiguous. 

TheltalianfAre loucrs of learning, Arts and Sciences, for the 
advancement yyhereof they haue manyexcellent Vniverſities, 
as at Rome, Mylaine, Bononia, Padua,Pavia,Naples, Peruſin, Salerno, Piſa, 
Ferraria,Sena,Florence,Venice,Bergonum, Modena & Turin:for thoſe of 
Parma, Placttia, Ancona, 8 Macerata are moſt of them decayed. To 
number up all the learned men vyhich haue flouriſ hed in 1taly, 


Mamers & yyereimpoflible for mee. Intheir manners, behaviour a" 
behaviowr. ſtures,the Italiansare very civill,courteous & gentile,ſurpaſling 


all other Nation in mertie conceits and pleaſant diſcourſes:they 
arc of good capacitie , apprehenſion and underſtanding, apt to 
learne, and inventany thing, ready-handed and teachablein all 
ſtudies, Artsand Sciences. But from all antiquity haue bene all- 
vyaies ambitious and vaine glorious: yea from the very breſts 


they haue ſuckedin luſts as milke, being much inclined to Idle- 


nefle,a dclicious life & vencrie: but vyhich is vvorſt,toun natu-

More- 
ouer, they are exceeding revegefull:in ſo much that yyhen they 
can finde oportunity to revenge themſclues of thoſe to vvhome 
they beareagrudg or ſplene, eitherby the ſvvord, piſtoll or ſti- 
letto , they rejoyce, glorie in it & counting it as precious to 
them as their oyyne liues : bur if they cannot effect it them- 
ſclues,then they hire others,orlay their commaunds upon their 
heires, & children to execute their revenge, Ofthe nature,con- 
dition & manners of yourlTtalian Donna's 8& Weeman, ye {hall 
find them liuely fett out in an ancient manuſcript, or the ſame 
old booke in this manner follovving. 

Your Dames of Sena,are faire of complexion;thole of Florence 
dainty and render;thoſe of Pernſiafine; thoſe of Cajeta hanſome; 


Bononia audacious, & high minded;thoſe of Mating gentill; thoſe 
of Ceſena griping z tho of Genoalaſcivious ; thoſe of Crema de- 
cevable; thoſe of Placentia hard to be vvonne; thoſe of Luca 
chaſt ; thoſe of Piſtoriokind and tractable; thoſe of Rome full of 
gravity ; thoſe of Capua vvhoriſh ; thoſe of Naples good hovvl- 
yvaiues; thoſe of Briduſio lazie & idle;rhoſe of Ferrariacovetous;

Whar 
a vvarlike and Martiall nation they haue bene in former ages, 
the vvhole World can vvitneſle, vvhich they almoſt ſubdued. 
1n the parchment booke, before mentioned, appeareth mani- 
feſtly,vyhat people,and rovvnes of _ carried £ any beſt 
inthe vyarres, and onthe contrary vyhat vices and faults every 
one of rhem vyere giuen tov. The Peruſini (faithhe) vvere ul- 
vyaies held for braue and yaillant Souldiers; the Calabrians too 
furious; thoſe of Spoleto vvillie; thoſe of Sena fortunate; thoſe of 
Bononia raſh headed ; the Neopolitans animous ; thoſe of Favenſa 
preſling upontheirEnnemis; thoſe of Prato Sacriledgers; thoſe 
of Collenſes unteachable ; thoſe of Piceno pillagers; the Emilian 
temerious ; the Placentianscruell-minded; the Romansableand 
terrible; the Milanoys undaunted; the Piſtorienſes blood-thirſtic; 
the Vicentians revengfall ; thoſe of Pavia ſteadie and firme. For 
the vvarres the Venetians contribute money; the Milainois Mur- 
rions;the Placentians Karrs; the Cremonans Tents; thoſe of Pavia 
Lances; thoſe of PiſtorioPoingiards; thoſe of Bononia Reeds; the 
Florentine ......;z the 1109 IB thoſe of Ferrara ord- 
nance ; the Neepolitans Horſes; thoſe of Perme Shild & Targets; 
thoſe of Tarviſsſvyords; thoſe of Viterbo ſpurrs; thoſe of Lodz vi- 
cualls, He paints them our yet further in ſaying, that the Neo- 
politans are vigilant in vvarre; the Genoyyays perfidious; the Man- 
tuans excellent hotſemen ; thoſe of Piſtorio ready to receiue a 
blovy orthruſt yvith their targers; thoſe of Brixia for caſting up 
of yyalls and trenches excellent; the Genos'sfor ſhipping exqui- 
ſite; thoſe of Luce capable for the building of Tovynes; Shofe of 
Cremona { kilfull inthe ordering of Barttailes; thoſe of Venice for 
rigging and ſetting forth of a navie; thoſe of Padua good Riders 
offoodin thoſe of Bergomo for laying of plotts 8& Ambuſcadoes. 
Virgil in the ginth booke of his <A&ncides deſcribeth the man- 
ner of the ancient Italians in theſe verſes: 
Quis Dew Italiam, que vos dementia adegit? 
Non hic Atride, nec fandi vittor Vyſſes. 
Durum 4 Stirpe genus; Natos ad fluminaprimum 
Deferimus ſevoque gelu duramus & undis: 
Venatu invigilant pueri, Sylvaſque fatigant. 
Flectere ludus Equos, & ſpicula tendere Cornu.

putts them all doyvne forgallantrie,longneſle 8 vatietz of Co- 
lours, but the communaltie goe there neate & hanſomechough 
notcoſtly,eſpecially their private vveemen, bur of latetheyare 
gott into the Tuſcan faſhion.

— HE Seigneurie of the Venetians rea- 
S884 cheth farre, and containeth within three 
Wa Provincesor Territoires,as /4 Maria Tcr- 
vigiana Friali, and Hifiria, with a part of 
| L ombardy, lying upon the Po, to wit, Bre- 
ſcia, Bergomo, and Verona , with the juriſdiction of Cye- 
21014. Onthe Eaſt it boundeth upon the Auſterian 
Confines, and is partly ſhutt in with Golfo dt Peneria, on 
the North it hath the aforeſaid Dutchie of Auſtria , 
with the Tridentine commaund,and alſo the Rhetian 
Graubunters,and Switzers, on the Weſt fide lyeth the 
Dukedome of Mantua, & the Popes commaund. 'The 
Marquiſate of Tervigiana hath on the Weſt fide the 
Rivers Mincius,Benacus, and Sarca: on the North the 
Moutaines Tauriſani, which ſeperate Germanie from 
Italy, on the Welt part lyeth the River Timavi,& the 
Venetian Sea , onthe South the River Athefis , with 
the Melarian, ahd Brigantime Pooles. This isa noble 
and a rich Countrie, full of gallant townes , whoſe In- 
habitants are yery laborious, and ingenious , great lo- 
vers of all profeſſions, arts and ſciences,8 good Soul- 
diers. The ſoile yeeldcth all forts of graine, good 
wine, and delicate fruits , having beſides many hott 
bathes: wholſome Fountaines and Rivers, abounding 
indainty fiſh, The aireis alſo very hcalrhtull, pleaſant 
and milde,ſo that thisCountrie may truely be accoun- 
ted one of the beſt Provinces of Italy. Forum Iulii, or 
Friuli,which the Venetians call their Patria , or Native 
Soile,reacheth Eaſtward as farre as the River Formio, 
and Northwards to the Alpes Iulii, on the Welt it 1s 
ſhutt in with the Alpes, Vindelicz, or Noruez, where 
the River Kiquentia parteth Friuli, from the Marqui- 
ſate Terrigluna, onthe Southſide lyeth the Golfe of 
Venice, The Soile isexcecding ftruitfull , the Coun- 
tric being tull of pleaſant feilds, and watered with di- 
verſe rivers, brookes and ſprings. For wine, woods , 
mettals, and all kind of tone quarries they have ſufh- 
Cient, By the famous river of Hydra,they tinde quick- 
filver: the Inhabitants are given much to all kinde of 
manutactares, and uſe great trading , and commerce, 
Hiſtrialyeth on the other fide of the Goltfe of Venice. 
It is a rough and acraggie Countrie , with many hills 
running through it, which nevertheleſfſe are fruittull. 
It hathalſo many woods in it , where they gettexcel- 
lent timber, for the building of ſhipping. ln the ſtone 
quarries, they have Free-ſtone and Marble, which is 
tranſported ro Venice, and other Cities. By reaſon of 
the barrennefle of the Countrie , the people are not 
very rich. Breſcia is an exceeding fruittell Countrie , 
which affordeth Wine,Oyle, Peaſe, Beanes 8 all kinde 
of Fruits in abundance. They have alfoin the Moun- 
taines yron, and Copper mines, which yeelds the In- 
habitants noe ſinall profite : within the confines there. 
of lyeth Lago dt iſeo, or the Lake of 1dro, alſo many 
pleaſant Dales, adorned with populous townes , & Vil- 
lages. The Country being full alſoof Caſtles, Noble- 
men.and Gentlemens houſes. The Territoire of Ber- 
gamois very Mountainous , roughand tothe North- 
ward very barren, bnt the other part is more fruitful, 
having fine Dales in it, where they make curious wine, 
and preart ſtore of Oyle : they have yron alſo, and a- 
bundance of Sheepe , which yeclds them excellent 
wooll, where with they drive a great trade inltaly. 


The Royaltie of YVeronais ſeparated from the Bree. | 
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{cian commaund by Lago di Garda, beginning at Bre- 
chelio, and reaching in length 65 Italian miles ro Riva, 
lying atthe end ofrhefſaid Lake. This territoire is not 
behinde with the others in fertility: bur yeeldeth a- 
bundance of excellent wines, oyle , and moſt pleaſant 
fruits, They make great gaine of their wools, and 
ſtone-quarries, and their Rivers and Lakes abound in 
delicate fiſh, Upon Mount Baldo growes many excel- 
lent fimples, and phyſicall herbes. Cremona 1s a fine 
pleaſant Country,in regard of its fruitfull trees, which 
are ſfett in rowes on by an other, the Vines claſping 8& 


_ climing up to thetops of them , whoſe juycie grapes 


eyery yeare, cheeresthe hearts of her Natives, The 
gallant, ſtately, and famous Citie of Venice lyeth in 
Sins Adriatico commonly called Golfo ds Yenetia. And 
may ſeeme to take its denomination from Yereria , 
which in elder Latin is taken from the ſeething,or fro- 
thing ofthe Sea,on which it is ſituate. It is built upon 
72 llands,diſtant from the maine land five miles , de- 
tended againſt the furie of rhe Sea, bya banke exten- 
ding 60 miles in length, through which in ſeayen pla- 
ces there is paſſage broken for boates, but no way for 
Veſlells of greater burden; ſaving at Malamuco and the 
Caſtles of Lio, ſtrongly fortified. Touching rhe foun- 
dation of this Citie , many Hiſtorians are of the opi- 
nion,that when rhe Hunnes invaded Italy, many of the 
Venetians,to ſecure themſelves fromthe furie oftheſe 
Barbarians , fled from the continent , and harboured 
themſelves in theſe Ilands, upon which Venice is now 
builr , and whence it was fo called about the yeare of 
our Lord 4.20. Since which time it was ſo mightily en- 
larged, and grew ſo populous, that the circuit of it is 
above 80co paces, which makes 8 miles in compaſle, 8 
is ſo well fortifyed, that it is impoſſible to be taken, bur 
by an Ennemie , whoſe Armie muſt have a line of cir- 


cumvalation of above r50 miles. For conveniencie of 


paſſage, there are 4000 bridges, and 12000 gondeloes 
or boates. And though this Citie be environned about 
with water, 8 noe land lefr, but that whereupon hou- 
ſesare built : yet they are ſerved with abundance of 
all manner of proviſions, both for neceflity 8 delight, 
which is brought unto them by water, and where is 
oreat trading and commerce. The City is divided in- 
to 6 parts, ſtanding in the flaves aforeſaid,the buildings 
are faire, ſumptuous, well compacted, & adorned with 
glaſſe windowes, an ornament not common in Italy. 
There are 200 houſes in it,fit to lodge anyKing whom 
ſoever , moſt of which ſtand on the grand Canale. 
There are 6; Pariſhinall Churches in it, x7 Friers 
Cloiſters,and 24 Nunneries : the Patron of this Ciry 
is Saint MHarke , whoſe body they report to have bin 
brought from Alexandria, and is here buyried in Saint 
Markes Church, one of the goodlieſt , and richeſt 
Churches in the world, vvhere in is piled up an infinite 
maſſe of treaſurie, belonging tothe Yenetians, Ic is 
built through with Moſaique worke, of which worke 
they vaunt themſelves to bethe Authours. Now the 
Moſaique worke is a moſt cyrious worke , wrought of 
ſtones of diverſe colours, and divers mettals into the 
ſhapes of knots, flowers, and other devices, with that 
excellencie of cunning , that they ſeeme allto be bur 
one ſtone: and rather the worke of nature then of arr. 

Neere unto this Church, ſtands the Senate-houſe,and 
the Dukes Palace, moſt rare ſtructures. The Arſenall 
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is above 2000 paces in compaſle, wherein every day 


therearc at worke above 400 menand ſhipwrights, for 
the making of ſkips and Gallies, in which are kept 200 
Gallies,& nigh to which are houſes ſtored with maſts, 
fayles, and other tacklings, fo that they can ſpeedily 
rigg, and ſett outa Navie. In their Magazin ot warre 
they have armour for a hundred thouſand Souldiers , 
among which are athouſand coates of plate,garniſhed 
with gold, and covered with Veluet; 1othatthey are 
fit for any Prince in Chriſtendome to weare. Round 
about this Citie lye theſe Lands , among the which is 
that of Murano, where they make their curious fine 
Venice Glaces, and fo from a baſe, & an abject begin- 
ning, this Citic is growne to be the Chiefeſt Bulwarke 
of Chrittendome. The chiefe Policie , whereby this 
Commbdo-wealth hath ſo long ſubfiſtedin an Ariſtocra- 
cie, is firſt the exempting ot their Citizens from the 
warres,& hyring others i their places, by whoſe death 
the Common-wealth ſuſtaineth the lefſe lofle, Se- 
condly , rhe entertaining of ſome forraine Prince for 
their Generall, whome after the warres ended, they 
preſently diſcard; by which courſethey avoid faction 
& lervitude : which were like to happen, if they ſhould 
employ in that ſervice any of their owne people : who 
by his vertue , & courage might chanceto make him- 
felfe their Prince. The Lawesalſo of this Citie permir 
not the yonger Sous of the Nobilitie to marrie, leaſt 
the number encreaſfing, ſhould diminiſh the dignity : 
howſoever they permut them unlawtull pleaſures , and 
for their ſakes allow publike ſtewes., 'The Dukes au- 
thority is but ſmall,as being in all things ſubje tothe 
Senate, and the three'officers, called the Capi, with- 
out whoſe conſent he may nor goc out of the rowne, 
& by whome he is preſcribed an order in his apparell : 
ſo that he may be counted litle better then an honora- 
ble ſervant. His revenue is as litle as his authority, he 
being allowed out of the common treaſurie but 40000 
ducates a yeare. The people of Venice are either 
Gentlcmen,or Artificers,or Commons. 

Verona, for a naturall fice, lying uponthe Arhefis , 
may be compared to Baſil in Germany, ſeated in a fine 
plaine feild, on the Eaſt, South,and Welt ſides: but on 

the North fide riſeth upon alitle hill, and is embraced 
with the River Atheſis. Ir hath large and faire ſtreets 
paved with bricks, 35 Churches, 10 Cloiſters & Nun- 
neries, foure bridges and two Caſtles vpoa the hill : ir 
boaſteth of an Amphitheater , which will containe 
8000 people. This City was a longe time under the 
power of the Romans, and as well as the other townes 
in Italy hath endured many ſhrode brunts: Afterward, 
the Gothes poſſeſſed it, and came under Theodo- 
ricus,who called it after his owne narae , & anno 1404 
was under the ſubjection of the Venetians. Padua is a 
very large, &anancient City, built by Antenor,whoſe 
rombe 1s ſtill here to be ſecne, It is ſeated ina very 
fruicfull, & a pleaſant ſoile environned with the River 
Brenta, which /Sigzore Carraſia led about it: the cir. 
cumference of this City is 700 paces. Beſides the Ca- 
thedrall Church, there be 22 others, 23 Fryers Cloi-

ſters, and 29 Nunneries, a brave Senate houſe, 5 Mar- 
ket places, 38 ſtone bridges, 3 Hoſpitals, three Mala- 
deries, and about 4coo bouſes init: it is an Epiſcopall 
Sea, accounted one ofthe fatteſt in Iralie. The Coun= 
trie round about it , is very fertill in peaſe and wine, 
here is made the fineſt, and the whiteit breadof Italy. 
Vicenzais very neately built and compacted, together 
adorned with ſumpruous houſes , through which the 
two Rivers Bacchiho, and Rezo meeting runne. The cir- 
cumjacent territoire turniſherh this City withall pro- 
viſions in abundant manner , abour it growes many 
Mulberietrees, with whoſe leaves the Citizens keepe 
a multitude of filke wormes. Breſcialying under the 
toote of a hill, is accounted the ſecond City for big- 
neſſe, and beauty inall Lombardy , being finely com- 
pacted together. It hath endured much harme by the 
Hunnes, and anno 4.12 the Gothes burnt it downe to 
asſhes, but anno 452 was built up againe by Martianus, 
The Emperour Henry the 6. did demantle ir, 8 took 
their priviledges tromthem , whenthe Gibellini and 
Guelphi factions domineerdinItaly, whereby it ſuſtai- 
ned much dammage and falling into the hands of ma- 
ny Lords, the Venetians at laſt ſnapt ic from them. Ic 
isalſothe ſeate of an Archbiſhop , who is an Earle, a 
Marqueſſe and a Duke. Bergamois an ancient towne 
ſeated upon the top of a hill: in the Preaching Fryers 


Monaſtery,is moſt antike and curious carvings, and a 


fine Library to be ſhowne: the people ſpeake the worſt 
language of any inIraly: but are neyerthelefſe men of 
good capacity. This towne anno 419 in the time of 
Philippe Mara fell into the hands of the Yenetians. 
Cremalyerh ina very pleaſant ground, being ſtrongly 
tortityed with walls,againſt the Millanoys,haviug gal- 
lant houſes init,and being provided withall things ne- 
ceſlary for the ſuſtentation of man, till anno 140 , it 
was ſubject to Vicounts,in which time Philippo Maria , 
chaſed chole 'Tyrants away. It proved diſloyall to this 
Philip , and gave themſelves over to the Venetians., 
Tarviſiumis not very great, but ſtrong; the River Sz 
divideth it into two parts, the moſt of the lands about 
it, belong tothe Citizens of Venice. This towne in the 
time of the French, and Imperiall troubles ſtood con- 
ſtant to the Venetians. In Fruili are diverſe townes a- 
mong the reſt Udine being five miles about. Aquileia 
lyeth upon the bordersof Hiſtria, 8 is a very ancient 
rowne, which had above a hundred and twenty thou- 
ſand perſens dwelling in it,according tothe Romaine 
raxation. Attila after a long ſeige layd it flatt to the 

round. Not farre from thence is the new towne of 
Palma, builtby the Venetians anno 1593. It is builtin 
acircular forme, fortifyed with nine great Bulwarkes, 
and a deepe moate, and an exceeding thick wall,in the 
midft of it ſtands the Citadell, which hath alſo 5 Bul. 
warkes about it. In Hiſtria are theſe two townes, Caps 
d'iirialyinginaſmalllland, witha bridge over itto 
the continent. In the midſt alfo of the towne lyes a 
ſtrong Caſtle. Tri is a Sea-haven, uot farre from Ca- 
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ml Hrs patt of 7zaly, which is how

It was 
alſo called Gallia Comata, becauſe of rhe long hairc of 
theirheads: and wy from the long haire of 
Deviſon. the peoples beards.

2a belonging to the Venerians, from the towne of 
Lecco to Trezzws , and along Brekia frotm Coro to the 
Calvatones, where the river 0/4o rutineth berweene 
them, alſo on the Manruan, and Sablonitan Territorre. 

Onthe South it ſhooteth our to the Dukedome of 
Parma, namely from Great Caſal to Arena, and from A- 
7ena to Bobium, the river Porunning betweene them: 
under theſe one might note and include Genua, and 
the other imperiall tee fimples. 

The Merropols of this Dukedome is Mediolarium, 
Milano or Milline. Itis verely thought, thar this citie 
was firſt founded by the Gaules, then called Inſubres, 
whounder the condut@ofrheKing of theCelz;, called 
Belloveſus, having marched inro Italy, chaſed away 
the Tſcazs, and builthere this rowne. Iris very cer- 
cainealſo tharitis a very ancient towne: 1/aac Caſan- 
bon ſaith in his expoſition upon the fourth bookeof 
Strabo,that it was ſo called fromaGallike townenamed 
Mediolanum, which lay in Zantoigne. 

The derive> Thederivation of this name cometh from a high 

2ien of the Dutch word, as ſomeimagine, namely from Meyland, 

om  becauſeofthepleafant, & greenemeddowes where- 
with this Countrie is decked inthe month of May. 
Others from the word 24dland, becaulciris ſeated in 
the center &hearr of /»ſubria,environed round abour 
with the river Tiſai, &athird opinionis from Maegh- 
adelandor Maids-land, becauſe the Goddeſle Minerva 
hatha Temple inir. 

HMillatners accounted one of the greateſt , richeſt, 
and gallanteſt Cities of Europe, for there is great 
commerce andrtrading in it, many Sumptuous buil- 
dings, ſtately Churches , aſtrong Citadell, a fine Ar- 
ſenall, and a Magaſin for amunition. Ir hath large 
Suburbs, whereof ſome part of them are walledand

moated, which for greatneſle may belikened toſome

| townes: And is ſo plentifully furniſhed with all kind 
of proviſions, thar they haue a cominon proverbe 
Soloin Milanoſgmangia. Itisa citie very populous,con- 
taining 200000. perions,8& orgyent crade,ſo thatthey 
haue ah other provetbe :. Cht woleſſe raſſetiare Italia, 
ravinarebbe Milano z here being private ſhopps, _— 
ling the publike Store-houſes of other places, where 
tlic peopleare ſorich; thatthe wife of cuery Mecha- 
nicke willflauntirt outin her filkes, and raffaties. Iris 
ſcuenmulesin Circuit. Therelicth alſo inita Citadell 
called Porta Tovia fo ſtrongly fortifyed, with naturall 
andarrtificiall Ramparts, thatitis deemed impregna- 
ble. Frantiſcus Scorrus Tter.1talic.lib.1. writeth atlarge of 
all cheſerhinges. There haue bene found allo in this 
city many monuments &inſcriptions ofthe ancients 
and diverſe antiquaries. Their Vniverſity is very an- 
cient, whereinitis thought Yzrgil/ſtudied. Here Au- 
relins Auguſtinus (as they lay) was Profeſſour of Elo- 
quence, who maketh often mention thereof. Here 
flouriſhed Hermolans Barbarus , Cilins Rhodiginus, and 
Cardanus. Here (ſome reportalſo) that Saint Barnabie 
thaughr Divinity,and that S. Ambroſe was Biſhop of it. 
Here alſo were borne the Emperours Didi Inlian, 
& Maximianus Herculeus andallo many Popes. Itisho-_ 
noured with the dignity of an Archiepiſcopall Seate; 
the firſt primate whereof was Barnabas the Colega, or 
the Fellow-brother of the Apoſtle Saint Paul. 
Millaine was for alohge time underthe commaund 
of the Gaules,8 by the condutt of MarcnsMarcellusCos: 
(who ſubdued the 7»ſ#bres) came under the Romane 
ſubjeCtion, the Emperours, and Generalls making 
chis city their Sedem Belli, againſt the Gaules and Ger- 
mans ,as appeared by the warrs of ulius Ceſar , Nerva, 
Trajans (that builtin it the Royall Courtnow called 
the Palace) _Adrianus Maximiniauus and others: For 
when the Romane Empire began to decline,then the 
Emperours & Generalls began to take greatdelighet 
init, and did mightely enlarge it, ſo that Procopizes wri- 
teth;this Ciry next to Rome was accounted the grea- 
reſt, moſt populous, richeſt and mighrieſt. Burtrhe 
ron of the Roinans being broken & reft, 2illaine 
y the furic ofthe Barbarians, as the Gorhes, Hunnes,8& 
Ligobards,was deſtroyed & made deſolate. Afterward 
by the magnanimity,and condutt of Charles the Great, 
being expulſed our of Italy; rhey putt themſeluesun- 
derthe F:cnch Crowne, & then came under the Em- 
perours of Germany ; whereof many of them, accor- 
ding to the rites, and ſolemnitiesof rhe Empire, were 
here crowned with an yron crowne that hung in S. 
Ambroſe Church. Finally , this trowne (as Munſter 
faith) continued an Imperiall rowne after the over- 
| throwof the Lombards,till the time of Fredericke Bay- 
baroſſa 1161.from whoſe obedience,in behalfe of Pope 
Alexanderthe Third irrevolted : che Emperour di - 
verſe times deſtroying the city, and the people there= 
of ſtill miniſtring freſh occaſion. Beazrix the Em- 
perours wife coming toſce the rowne, was bythe it- 
revercnd people firſt priſoned; and then moſt barba- 
rouſly handled. For they ſetherupon a Mule with her 
face towards theraill, which ſhee was compelled to 
cakeinherhandin ſtead ofa bridle, & when they had 
thus ſhowne her toall the rowne, they broughtherto 
a Gate, and kickt her our. To revenge this wronge 
ctheEmperour beſieged and forced the rowne,and ad- 


judged all the people to dye, ſaueſuchas would un- 
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dergoethis ranſome: Berweene the buttocks ofa ſkir- 
ciſhMulea bunch of figgs was faſtned,&ſuch as would 
live muſt with their hands bound behindethem run- 
neaftertheMule;cillwith their teeth they had ſnatche 
out one, or more of the figgs. This condition, beſides 
many a ſound kicke, was by moſt accepted, & perfor- 
med, fince which time the Iralians,when they intend 
to ſchoffe or diſgrace one, uſe to putt their thumbe 
berweene two of their fingers, 8 ſay Ecco la fico, which 
is counted a diſgrace anſwerable to our Engliſh cu- 
ſtome of making hornes to that man, whom we ſu- 
ſpectro be a Cockold. Afrerward this city againere- 
belled, & was by the ſame Emperourlevel'd with the 
ground,the walls pulled downe,and all the platforme 
of the city plowed up,and ſowne with Salt: that being 
theEmbleme of a towne never in poſſibility to be ree- 
dified: yet after this 2i//aine was rebuilt, & the Pope 
by the Millanors, and Yenertians had the berter of the 
Emperour. Atthis time the people ſeing the Empe- 


rour troubled with warre,begann a Common wealth , 


which conrinued about5s.yeares,when the Yeſconri a 
potent family uſurped the dominion. The firſt which 
tooke upon him thisauthority, was Ozho, who being 
alſo Lordof Angerenaſurnamed himſelfe Yiſconti,quaſe 
bis Comes. The tirſt of this family, which obtained the 
title of Duke was 1lohz called Galeazo, becauſe ar his 
birch the cocks crew more then was ordinary,who for 
this dignity paid to theEmperour YYenceſiaus roo000, 
Crownes. Afterward the Dukes of SforFa with the 
conſent of the citizens, and the Romance Emperour 
gouvernedit, and being eleted obtained more then 
etter the Galeazes had. | 
Their iſſue failing, theEmperour Charles the Fifth 
ſucceeded them, who annexed thisDukedometothe 
Crowne of Spaine. Thatis memorable which Suidas 
writteth of Azzila, that having gaineda great victory 
& coming into thisicity after he had wonn the rowne 
foundinita picture,wherein theRomane Emperours 
and Generalls were piQured ficting upon golden 
thrones, under whoſe feet the dead karkeſfies of the 
Scithians lay : who ſeingit, commaunded themro pi- 
Eturc him alſo uponagoldenthrone, & the Romane 


Princes under him with ſacks on their ſhoulders, po-- 


wring downe gold athis feete. All ſentences of pleas, 
aſwell Civell as Criminall are here pronounced by 
the Senatours of MHillaine with whom are joyned 16. 
Councellours at lawe , ſome of the clergic and the 
choiſeſt men of the Cirty. The Countrie round abour 
itis very fruitfullabounding in all things. 

Cremona isa very ancient toyvne,built in the firſt yeare of the 
ſecond Punicke vvarre , and vyas burnt to the ground by Veſþa- 
fians ſouldiers , after the defeate of Vitelius his forces, vyhich 
overthrovv vvas given under the vvalls of this tovvne. For 
vyhen Antonius Veſpaſians Generall , after his viorie firſt entred 
intoit,he vventintoa bath to vvaſ havvay the ſyyeat and blood 
from his body, vvhere finding the vvater ſome yyhart too cold, 
he faid by chanee, thatit ſhould anon be made horter, vvhich 
vvyords the Souldiers applying totheir greedie deſires, ſet fire on 
the toyvne, and ſpent foure dayes inthe ſacking of it. By the en- 
couragement of Veſþaſian it vvas againe reedifyed. Ir lieth fo 
uponthe Po, that it often ſuſtaineth much dammage by high 
floods. The Streets arelarge and broad, the houſes ſtately built, 
vvithavery ſtrong Caſtle, and a hightovver, vvhich.maybe 
accounted one of the vyonders of Europe, built Anno-1284. 
from vvhich grevv the byvvord : VnaTurris in Cremona , unus Pe- 
trus in Roma, unus Portus in Ancona. In the yeare 537. vvhen T. Sem- 
pronius, and P. Cornelius vyere Conſulsit vyas made a Colonie to 
hinder Annibals invaſion into Italy. | 


Aftervyard this citic vyas miſerably deſtroyed by the Gothes | 


& likevviſe by the Lombards vvasalmoſt turned upſide dovvne 
Anno 6zo. Then having continued a vvhile under the Italian 
Kings, at laſt follovving the exemple of other toyvnes purcha- 
ſed her ovvne *::edome & came under the comaund of Rome. 
The inteſtine vvarre riſing bervveene the Guelphi and the Ge- 
bellini , { he loſt her priſcanglorie and liberty by degrees: finally 
comming firſt 1nder the poyver ofthe Galeazes , and thenun- 
der the Sforzaes, vyas at laſt takenin by Leyyes the Tvvelfth, and 


by capitulations of peace delivered over to the Venetians , vyho | 


having gouverned over it ten yeares, the French gott 1t againe 
into their hands. Then they being bcaten our of Italy, it came 


under the Dominion of the Sforces, 8 afteryyard ynder the King 
; 4 
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of Spaine. Thiscity vyas called Fida for the Loyaltic, vvhich het 
citizens bore to their Princes.It is an Epiſcopall Seate,and hath 
bred many excellent men , as Exſebius $. Ieroms Diſciple , the 
Biſhop of Placenzia, VVillielmus the Generall of the Sodalitic of 
the Eremits, and Biſhop of Navarre Franciſcus Regatus , Biſ hop of 
Bergomo,loannes,and Martinus Boſiani. Alſo Richardus Malumbra,and 
Ieronimo Powezonins, & Mr. Furius Bibaculus , and Quintilius tyvo an- 
cientand famous Poets. | | 

Neerethe vyvalls of it ſtood the Temple of Memphis, vvhich 
vvhenVitellis deſtroyed this tovyne and conſumedit vvith fire, 
remained, as Tacitus vvitnefleth, untoucht. 


The Countrie abouritis plaine,full of meddovves,paſtures, Fertility. 


and fieldes, vvhere good ſtoore of Wheate, Barly andother 
Grainegrovves, it yeeldethalſo Wine and abundance of Flaxe.

of Como, vyhere thereare very ingenious and induſtrious Bur- 

eſlſes. The vvalls of it vyhichlookxes toyvards Millaine vyas 
built by Tohn Vicountand Archbiſhop of Millaine 1354.vvho alſo 
built the round tovver of the Caſtle. Iuſtas Cromona, ſo vyasit 
ruinedand ſpoyled by the vvarres of the Romans, Gothes, Gaules, 
& proves Wl the greateſt miſery that euer itendured vvas by 
Ceſars Legions, becauſe they receiuedinto their toyvne the defea- 
ted and routed Gaules, vvhich had ſaued themſelues by flight. It 
is the birth place of Iovieof Benedifus, and of Payl Biſ hop of No- 
cera, famous for their vvritings, asalſo for C, Plinius Secundus. For 
C.Plinius the hiſtoricall vvritter,ofnaturall things vvas ofVerona, 
for his Siſter Plinia married C. Cecilie of Noyocomo, from vvhich 
match came C. Plinius Secundus. 


Cloſle by the river Ticinus lieth Pavia, or Papia,an Vniverſitie Pavia. 


erected Anno 136t. by Charles the Fourth, and vvas united to 
Millaine by Iohn Galeazethe firſt Duke, famous for the battle, in 
vvhich Francis the Firſt yyas taken priſonner by Charles the Fifth 
1525. Thehouſes arenot very grear, but are asneatly compa- 
Gedtogether,as any bein all Icaly: the ſtreets are faire and large 
and goe outright. = 

The chiefeſt buildings are the tyyo Palaces built for the trai- 
ning up of youth, the one by Pope Pixs the Fifth,the other by Car- 
dinall Barronius. The Lombards held here their Court, vvhereby 
this place vvas mightely enriched : the many high Tovvers and 
Turrets init,yvere firſt built by the Lombards. Paviais famous for 
the Tombe and Sepulchre of thatlearned man Severinus Boetius. 


Vpon the Poolicth alſo an other ſmall tovyne called Dertona, Dertons, 


or Terttona built as ſome lay by the Ligures, or Ganles. Firſtityyas 
called Ancilia,& aftervvard Terdona from three gifts,vyhich vvas 
ſonamed from three miracles that hapned in it. The firſt vyasa 
Stone, vvhich ſvyeat out aboundance of Oyle: The ſecond vvas 
a Fountaine, vyhich every yeare upon the day of the Nativity of 
Iohn the Baptit guſhed and ſfprong up : The third a loafe of 
bread, vvhich being curr in hiversa vvhile before thedeath of 
a braue gentleman thatliuedin it, dropt blood. Pliniefaith Der- 
tona vvas a colonie of the Romans. It vvas yvholy deſtroyed by 
Fredericke Ahenobarbus, and built up againe by the Millenoisat the 
foote of ahill. Vpon the ſaid hill ſtandeth Saine Maries Church, 
vvhichis very ancient. Itis an Epiſcopall Seate, famous for D. 
Martianus , vvholiued init. The fſoile abour itis very fruitfull 
and yeelds much W heate, Barly, Wine, and other fruits, 

The noble families and beſt houſes are the Guidoboni , Ca- 
yalchini, Buſſeti, Montemerls, Crofii, Gentili, Rebrocchi, Malpaſſuti, Vi- 
cardi, Calymi & ſome others. 


Noyare , vvhich Tacitus calleth Noyaria lieth upon a high Novars. 


Site, and vyaslonge under the Dukedome of Millaine, but after- 
vvard cameunder thoſe ofThurin,theVicounts Sforzias,the King 
of France, andat laftunder Charles the Fifth and his Succeſſours, 
and noyv this tovyne upon certaine conditions vyas ſubje&tto 
the Prince of Parma. The ancient houſes are the Torniell;, Cabal. 
latii, and the Bruſatit , by vvhoſe inteſtine broiles Novara vvas 
miſcrably tormented and plagued. In the yeare1500. vyhen 
Ludovicus SforzaDuke of Millaine vvas kept priſonnerin theCaſtle 
by the Svvirzers , it vyas ſould and delivered oyer to Gallus, Al- 
butius Silo a famous Oratour vvas borne in this toyvne, alſo Peter 
Lombard , Biſhop of Lyons renovvned for his ſentences: Iohannes 
Maria Cataneus an excellent Poet, beſides diverſe others. The 
Countrie in ſome places is levell and fruitfull, but m others hilly 
and barren. 


Within the Dutchie of Millan lieth Lodiand Alexandria noyy Alexar- 
e named #'- 


atovvne of great ſtrenght,but formerly a poore villag 
Roboretum, The nevy name and greatnefle muſt be aſcribed to 
the often overthrovves of Millaine by Fredericke Barbaroſſe , the 
people vyhereof atthe ſeuerall deſtrucions of their citty , reti- 
red to this rovvne, calling it ſo for Pope Alexander the thirds ſake, 
yyhoſe part they then tooke againſt the Emperour, and gort 
thisnevv name: it licth cloſſe upon the river Tangr diſtant ſome 
ſeven Lalian Miles from Tertana.

Liviein re- 
lating Haxnibals invaſion into Italy , ſpeaketh much 
of theſe Tanrini, as alſo Plutarkein thelife of Hannibal. 
"REES. This Countrieis bounded on the Eaſt with 24/- 
laine,and Montferrate,on the South with the Seigneu- 
ric of Genoa, on the Weſt with Provenceand Daulphine, 
and on the North frountreth upon the borders of $4- 

voy, Suvitzerland, and Millaine. 

It is generally held that in Iraly no Countrie can 
puttitdowne, either in regard of the fertility thereof, 
or for the many pleaſantand fruirfull hills wherewith 
itisadorned. Itbeareth all kinde of Graine, moſt de. 
licare fruits, and curious Wines, which they in abun- 
dancertranſportoutofthis region into the neighbou- 
ring Countries : beſides they haue great ſtore of 
Cheeſe, Butter, Rice., Hempe, Silke, and ſuch like 
proviſions with diverſe ſorts of Merrals. The fruirful- 
neſle hereof may appeare hercin, that in the time of 
rwentie yeares warres, betweene the Frenchand the 
Spaniards, foralltheirarmies lay init andeare it up, 
yet was there no want of Victualls and Proviſions. 
Likewiſe notwithſtanding the warrs of Duke Charles 
Emanueli,cauſed by reaſon of the Reformed Religion 
broughrinto France and his Countrie, yerthis Prin- 
Cipate of Piedmont in a few yeares contributed to 
the maintenance of them aboue elenen millions of 
Ducats. Topaſſeoverin ſilence allo the late warres in 
which this Countrie payd to his owne Lord, as like- 
wile tothe King of France an unſpeakeable malle of 
money. 

Fhis Countrie as itis fruitfull, ſo was it populous, 
and exceeding well peopled: for whereſocuer they 
ſettled themſelues in itthey found very commodious 
firuationsand dwellings. And though therownes be

the Po, Stura, Tanarws, Duria, andaboue 28. others, 


beſides greatand ſmall; The Po ſpringeth our of the 
Marquiſate of Saluzzo, fromunder the Mount 7 oſo, 
and after he hath turned towards the North,and paſ- 
ſed by Tarin,windeth againe Eaſtward,and traverſeth 
through the Marquiſate of Monrferrate. The Stura 
gusſhetout ofthe Ligurian Mountaines, which ly on 
the Southſide of this Countrie,and borders upon the 
Seigneurie of Genoa, and beneath Alexandria fallerh 
into the Poo. Vnder the name of Duria, or Doriaare 
underſtood two rivers both of them comming out 
of the Alpes, and diſcharge themſclues into the Poo. 
Daria Bathea haſterth from the North to the South- 
ward and cloſle by Creſcentiorunnethinto the Po. Du- 
ria Ripartariſeth up not farre from the head of the ri- 
vet x aabtrpar ys winding rowards the Welt fallerh 
into the Rhoane. Bur Duria which runneth Eaſtward, 
and watereth the valley of Suza beneath Turino dil- 
burdeneth himſelfe into the Po. 


The principall cowne of this whole cotintrie is Tau- Townes: 
rin called of old Auguſta Taurinorum, becaule it WAS 7.,,cjn of 
che mother rowneof the Taxrini, not onely mentio- 7urm. 


nedin ancienthiſtories; burallo in regard itis the re- 
{idenceand Court of the Dukes of Savoy at this day. 
Stephanus the Grammarian thinketh, that ir rooke 
this name from Taurws a bull, which the Maſſihienſes 
giue fortheir armes, whoſe Colonie was quartered in 


this towne. It was in former ages larger, but nowis_ 


lefler and narrower, but compacted well rogerher, 
& if ithad continued fo large it could not haue bene 
ſo well fortified. Iris ſeated juſt in that place, where 
the Dariaand the Pomeetrctogether, andis builtin a 
quadrant forme with many fine Turrets, and Gares, 
and is adorned with ſtately houſes, and ſumpruous 
buildings,wherein the Noblemen and the chiete Ci- 
tizens dwell, furniſhed alſo with abundance of allne- 
ceſlarie proviſions. Emanuel! Philibert Dake of Savoy 
builr init a braue Caſtle, with fiue points, and Charles 
Emanuell, who dycd of late yeares embelliſhed irwith 
a fine garden like a Paradice and a Parke into whieh 
he purr all kinde of Deere , to take his pleaſure and 
delight in hunting. The airs + Church is dedi- 
cated to Saint lohn, beſides which there are zo. more; 
having in italſoa moſt magnificentand princely Pa- 
lace, beingalſo the Archbiſhops Seate, and the Vni- 
verſity, wherein the renowned Schollar Eraſmus of 
Rorterdam proceeded Door of Divinity. In this 
City (asitis reported) was ſetr up the firſt printing 
houſeinall Italy: not farre from this rowne allo are 
Yron mines & Stone quarries,our of which they digg 
Marble. Vpona ſmall hillnor farre from itlyerh the 
8. L populous 
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populous ſmall rowne of Rivol;, where Duke Charles 
 Emanuell was borne. 


Avighanohatha ſtrong Caſtle, which oftentimes 
hath hindred and ſtopt the French incurſions. Cari- 
Cerignano. onanoheld outalong anda hard ſiege. The rowne of 
Su2a. SuZa from whece theVale of Su34,borrowerhirs name 
lieth atthe foote of Mount Cent, andis held to be Pli- 
nies Seguſium,leatedina very convenientplace,where 
there are two wayes, which goe into France, the one 
through the Alpes, and the Svwar: Mountaines, the 
other through Savoy. This rowne in the laſt French 
warres, when the Duke ſided with the King of 
Spagne , was taken from him and fortified excee- 
dingly. Theſoile hereabours yeeldeth much Wine, 
andin regard of the abundance of excellenthoney, 
P;narolo. jthath gottthe name of Mella Suſinn. Pinarolo, lyeth 

not farre from Suſa, having a mighty ſtrong Caſtle, 
which was held invincible & commaunderh the 
Countrie round about it, taken inalſo by the French 
with fine hills bearing Vines and Grapes, ſothar it 
neverwants any Wine. Here they make much fine 
Friqueraſce. linnen cloath. Briqueraſco is 16. miles from Tarinlying 
alitle beneath Lacerna ſeated in a very frutfull place. 
Cavor lieth on the river Pel/a. Saluzzo ſtandeth upon 
a pleaſant heightunderthe Alpes, and is the chiefe 
towne of the whole Marquiſate , where the head of 
the Poo beginneth, and though it beno great towne, 
yetitliesina good aire, having many fine Farmes, Pa- 
{tures and pleaſant Fieldes round abourit, wherein 
growes abundance of excellent fruits, and is much 
commendethallo for their fine Inns, Lodginsand the 
entertayning of Strangers,and Travellers. The other 
townes inthis Marquiſateare Drezero & Carmagnola, 
the people hereof driuea greattrade with theFrench 
in Proverce; for which cauſe many Marchants dwell 
here, to buy cattell and to deale in yron workes. 

Mondoni (or Mons Reguls) as many thinke, was firſt 
founded by the Emperour Coprade, is ſeated upon a 
reaſonnable high hill, berweene the rivers E/a and 
Tanars. Itis thoughtto be the moſt populous rowne 
in P:emont. The reaſon is becauſe of the incredible 
fruicfulneſſe of rhe circumjacent Countrie, which 
partly riſeth with hills, andis partly enterlaced with 
{weete plaines, whichlie hereand there betweenerthe 
hills & mountaines: the hills are loaden wich pleaſanc 
Vines , which beares huge bunches of grapes that 
cheeres the hearts of the Inhabitants cuery yeare. 
The Dales yeeldall kinde of delicate fruits, and ex- 
cellent Corne, andabundanceof Cheſtnurtts. The 
Inhabitans are of a ſhort ſtature, high minded, faſt- 
fiſted, and boaſt much of their gentrie. Ic hath two 
'Suburbs, the one called Yico, in which the laſt decea- 
ſed Duke built a fine Church, and called it San&#a Y:r- 
gina, anda Chappellin it, whereinthe Dukes which 
ſhall dye here after are to be entombed 8 buried. 
Here the Inhabitants having digged corps into the 
orounddiſcouvered many veines of blacke Marble, 
with traces of Mertall Stones min wed amonge them. 
Foſſan was made by the Duke an Epiſcopall Seate 8& 
lieth upona Steepehill, under which runnerh the ri- 
ver Stura. The whole ſoile round abourir, is excee- 
ding fruitfull,and yeeldeth ſo much Graine,that they 

reape euery yeare aboue a hundred thouſand quar- 
ters of Corne, being moiſtred with fine ſpringsand 
brookes, alſoithath good Paſtures, and Meddowes 
whereina great many Catrel & Neatefeed. Amonge 
the faire edifices it hath a -—_ Caſtle. Beneath 
Cons. Fes berweenetherivers of S:uraand Gzeffo lies Con, 
whoſe Inhabitants by theirlabour & induſtrie make 
chat ſtonie and barren ground fruitfull; by reaſon of 
the many channels , and ditches which they haue 
ledd throughit. Here growes an infinite number of

The people are giuen to 
labour &rillage, having likewiſe carryed themſelues 
brauely and couragiouſly, during the time of three 


lieges. 

\"M Foſſanwe muſtlikewiſe reckon Afti, which is a7. 
reaſonably well fortified, with a Wall and a Moare. 
There are other leſſer rownes in Lombardy which 
for brevitie we will paſſer over. The whole Countrie 
is watered with many pleaſant rivers and brookes, 
therearealſo inirmany braue woods & thick groues, 
wherein are good ſtore of Deere of all kinde,and here 
and there the Countrieriſeth with pretty hills, plea- 
fant, and fruicfull Dales, where there is abundance of 
honey,whereofthey make greatgaine,belides diverſe 
other commodities neceſſary for the uſe of man. The 
Inhabitants of this Country haue formerly bene fo 
animous that they haue waggedwatre with Montfer- 
rateandtheir Confederates, and oftentimes gotrrhe 
better ofthem: Betweene Moxdoniand A4ftilicth Che- Cleraſe, 
raſco, beneath which the confluence of the rivers of 
Stura and Tanars meete , it hath broad ſtreets, fine 
houlſes, and is well fortified having a healrhfullaire, 
and warlike people. Not farre from thence is Polentia Polemie. 
neereunto which A/daricus theVice-Roy ofthe Gorhs 
defeated Szilicon, andafter thathe had deſtroyed Po- 
lentia marched towards Rome. Yercelliisa very ancient Fercels. 
towne (andin former times was the Capirall City of 
the Lybici) lying upon the See , and is inhabited by 
braue people,who bragg much of their nobility. The 
bread which they bake there, is exceeding good and 
white,and here haueyealſolarge 8& fart Capons.Leo 
the Tenth held here a Councill againſt Berengariie. 

Plinie ſaith that here abouts had wont to be ond 

gold-mines, the markes whereof are ſeene by Ponde- 

rano, Which is thought was ſo called from Auro Ponde- 

rano. Oueragainſt Yercelh lieth Inurea, which the an- #7: 

cicnts called Eporidia,and theNariues atthis day Lam- 

porreggio. This was the chiefe rowne of the Salaſſi, and 

the rerritoire of the Canabeſiz lo named from Cannabe 

or Kempe.Itlieth upon the entrance of the Dale Augu- 
eupon the river Daria, which runneth through the 

midſt ofit, and hath a ſtronge Caftlewith exceeding 

high Bulwarkesin it.

The French challeng this Countrie of Piedmont 7he French 
to be theirs, andſayir belongs to Provence, and was I! <- 
uniuſtly taken in by Tohannes Anno 1363. Allo they _— 
pretenda great part of Aſti which was giuen to theFa- 
milies of Orleans,as a dowrie with Yaleztia. The Mar- 
quiſate of Saluzzes (as they fay) belongsro Daulphine. 

Theſe pretences haue cauſed great troubles and

raines here ſtored with yrs: for 
as yronſurpaſſerh all merrals in ſolidity, & hardneſle: 
ſo this Countrie excelleth all others in fruicfull en- 
creaſe, eſpecially in delicate Wines, which arc made 
there abouts. The Emperour 0zho the Second, made 
formerly ſeuen Marquiſles ouer this countrie, name- 
ly the Marquiſles of Monrferrar, of Cera, of Poncion, 
of Buſchi, of Salutia, of Savonaand of Finarium. The 
firſt were the ſeuen Sonnes of Aleranwus King of the 
Saxons. Anno1529. it was united to Mazrua, by the 
mariage of Duke Frederick with the; Daughter and 
hcire of Gulielmus Palzologus,which houſe gouverned 
this Marquiſate,tillthe yeare 1534.in whichtime Sai 
Georgins Palzologirs dying without iſſue, Charles the 
Fifth gaue this Marquiſate of Montferrat,to Fredericke 
Gonaga, who was created Dukeby him Anno 1524. 
CHerula inhiss. booke of the deſcription of Mont- 
ferrat , touching the anrtiquirie of the Yice-comites 
{peaketh thus:1: is a montainows Conntrie,exceedin 'g plea- 


fant and fruitful, full of inhabitants and huſbandmen. Ic 


beginneth almoſt a dates journey fromthe Alpes, and 
is ſeparated from the Alpes by it ſelfe,& alevell Coun- 
trie lying betweene the Apes, ye ſhall nor [ce a patch 
of ground init, bur is inanured; for it lies in amoſt 
fruitfull, and a fart ſoile. On theleft fide of it runneth 
the river Tanaris, and on the right ſide it is watered 
with the river Po. No river runneth our of the coun- 
trie : the higher lands, and thoſe which lie furtheſt 
fromthe rivers ſide, are the fruirfulleſt, & moſt plea- 
fant, ſotharthis countrie mayerruecly be called 2eſo- 
potamia, for itisſhuttin on both ſides with rivers. Nor

formertimes there was a bridge here over the T. a7mars, 
where 1h of Aedices Cardinall of Florence, and Le- 
gare of Bononia,who afterward was called Pope Leothe 
Tenth was taken priſoner ina bloodie batrel , fou ohe 
by the French Anno 1512. and was carryed priſoner 
into France. And being relcaſed and ſer a liberty 
out of the power of the Feack, came againe to Bo- 
nonia, from whence he was ſent as a Legate: then fol- 
lowes the ancient townes of Yelence, then Pomaro with 
a Caſtle ſtanding upon a hill.

Alfo thereis another which heretofore was built by 
Fincent GonJaga Duke of Mantua, andot 1tontferrat, 
whichis excceding ſtrong, and well fortified; bearing 
thenamenow ofa Cira-Della. Initwere borne the fa. 
. mous Cardizalls Orho,deſcenderth from the blood Ro- 
yall of Aleramus, and Theodorns Palzologus ,all 0 Bernar- 
dus Comanus, who was the firſt Biſtop of Caſal, allo 
Georgins Cacatoxicus an excellenr Divine, and a Phi- 
loſopher with diverſe others. Beſides Baſſignana, upon 
the hills to the Southward lie ſome other rownes,and 
villages, amonge which arc theſe,called MoxzeCaſtelio, 
Pavon, S.Salvatore,which hath a ſtrong Caſtle, Gerella, 
Suizan, Caſtelletto, Lugo, Monte Magno, &C. ASyegoe 
from Caſalto the fideof rhe Po, ye ſhall come to Poxze 
de Stura, Camino, Gabino, and other trownes. Vponrthe 
Confluence of the two rivers of Bormia and Tanarus 
lieth Aleſſandris della Paglia, ſo nnamedatter Pope Ale- Aleſun-

ſhall ſee ſtanding by the riverſide, the fine towne of

quiſate. Here Bartholmew Bergoma Generall of the 
eMillanors Army , overthrew the French, and routed 
them.

Two miles from Aleſſandrialicth Maricorum, whoſe Hariarum 

Inhabitants in former times flected ro Aleſſandria, as 

alſo from an other village called Forum , where now 
there is ſcarcely a midwells, they were formerly built 
intheſame manner as Aleſſandria was , & were ſtrong, 
commodious,and very populous. The ruines of their 
Churches are yetto be ſecne,with brauc floores, and 
ſtarely free ſtone walls, marble tables, & monuments 

Beſides all rheſc 
things, theancientcuſtomes of the inhabitants and 
ſolemnities of theſe places ſhew evidently the anti- 
quitie of chem, as alſo their language and ſpeech: for 
they haue yetin uſe many of the ancient words of the 
Romans, as Srreza, Toea, Proſa, andothers.

Ilands difpercedin the Greeke Seas. They hauenow 
nothing lefrthem but Liguria, and Coriſca. Sardinawas 
raken from them by the CATYAgOnians, Caphaand the 
Ilands by the Turkes, their Landin T#ſcany, by the 
great Duke, and their ſtrengrh ar Sea brooken by the 
Yenetians. T hey broughtthe Yenerians once info great 
an cxigence, that the Senate of Yexiceſent unto Peter 
Doria Caprainc of the Genuan Navy,a blanke charter, 
to preſcribe them whar conditions he would, & they 


would gladly exceptof them. Doriaproud ofhisadvai-_ 


tage, would haue the Cirtty of Yexicetouſeas he beſt 

pleaſed, whereupon the Yererians growne deſperate, 

aſſaulred the ſecure Genoys, & tookea hiidred of their 
Boares, and Galleis; after which loſle, themen of Ge- 
zua ſtill had the worſt, and wereatlaſt compelled, to 

ſubmir themſclues ro the proteQtion of the King of 
Naples, th.cnto the French, then tothe Duke of cM1/- 

laine,& nowtothe Spaniſh, as being Lords of Millaine, 
and moſt able to helpe them. While they were under 
the Tuition of Iillarne, their good Maſter Lodowvick 

Sfor3a exaQteda great maſſe of Money of them. His 

N e,zotiator (asthe tale goeth) was invited by a Genoys 

ro dinner, and walking in the garden he ſhewed the 

Ambaſladour the hearb Baſil , he gently ſtroaking ir,

S. if our Lord Duke Lodewvick will gently ſtroke the

The firſtthar repreſents it ſelfe to your view, on

Vinimizlio, Nextitalongethe ſhore ſtands73ntimighio, formerly

named fo from the Alpes, which were heretofore cal- 
led Api, and now by the Inbitants Ingauri. Itisa very 
ancient rowne, ſeatedin a plaine ſome five hundred 
paces fromthe Sea. Irſtandsinathicke, and inanun- 
wholſome aire, cauſed by reaſon the people perhaps 
ſoake, & rotragreatdeale of hempein their ditches, 
from whence this proverbe came: Albenganapiana ſe 


faſſe ſans, ſi demandarebbe Diana, howlocuer, itisarich 


rowne, and furniſhed with all things. Nextroirlies F/- 
narinum, now Finale, which isalſoa finerowne in Lign- 
ria, ſeared alitle further from the Sea fide, having the 
title ofa Marquiſate. Seuen mules fromirlieth Nanlun 
now Nol;,aPiſhops Seate,8 a fine haven witha beacon 
upon a hill looking into the Sea, which the Inhabi- 
tants call Cabo di Nob. T his towne is ſome 5. thouſand 
paccs from Yad;, or Fade, which place lieth 30. thou- 
ſand paces from Albinga, or Ingaunis. This towne was 
formerly called Sabbaza, and gott the name of Yada, 
from the adjacent mooriſh grounds, that lie abouritr. 
Five miles fromthencelieth Savoza, a towne mentio- 
nedin Livie, is populous, well compacted, & adorned 
with finc houſes, eſpecially the Pallace,which 1ulimus Se- 
cundus Pope of Rome builrtinir, flouriſhing alſo in tra- 
ding, and Commerce. Thislieth upon the Liguriar 
Sea,& hath a very ſtrong haven, lined with huge piles 
of ſtones, ro ſtopp the furie of the water, many braue 
ſhips may harbour themſeluesinit, on the South fide 
lieth aſtronge Caſtle. Here were! borne Georgizs the 
VIL. $:x:#5 the IV. & Iulinusall three Popes,nextunto 
itlie Yazro, Siſtris, which licall upon the Sea Coaſt, 8& 
the famous village called Cornegliano renowned for 
the houſe of the Spinole's. 

Next followes the Hezropoly of Liguria called Ge- 
na, ſome ſay founded by fanus, who fiſt dweltin 7/4- 
lus, being as braue, as rich, andas mightiea towne, as 
any is in /zaly ſaving Yenice. Her ſituationis this: the

and wide in the forme of halfe moonds, and on the 
North ſidefalls withadeſcent,leaningasitwereupon 
che foote of the hills, which ſhelters ic from the cold 
Northerne winds, itis neither very hillie, norlevell, 
being abourtſome4.thoufand paces in compaſſe. This 
City may truely be called the Gouverneſle, and Lady 
of Liguria. For their dwellsinit not onely exceeding 
rich Cirizens & Burgeſles, butalſo many braue Mar- 


chants from farre Countries, who hauetheir houſes, 


and faQtours there. The buildings for the heighr of 
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two Stories, aremade of Marble curiouſly wrought, 


bur the lawes forbid marble ro be uſed any higher: . 
they are very coſtly, & decked withall manner of or. | 


naments. The Haven ofitis very faire, & capacious, 
fafe from the violence of atempeſt,and well fortified, 
fo that the Spagnardsfay, that were the Catholique 
King, abſolureLord of Marceille; in Provence, & Genua 
in 7:aly, he might commaund the whole World. They 
hauc abundance of ſhipping, and are good Naviga- 
tors, who haue had many nayall fights with their en- 
nemis.For(as M*. Heylin noterh)they ſent ſeuenſcve- 
rall armies into the Holy land, & grewſo powerfull, 
that in three dayes they ſent to Sea 58. Gallies,8 eight 
Pamphili(being boates of 140. or 150. Oares ona fide) 
and onan other occaſion ſuddenly armed 165. Gallies 
at once. By this ſtrength they gotthe berrerhand di- 
verſc times of the Venetiansthey won diverſe Hands, 
and beatethe Piſani out of Sardinia, Corſica, & the Ba- 
leares, compelling them to pay 135000. Crownes for 
their peace. During this proſperity they were ruled 
by a commonCouncill, withoutany ſuperiour power. 
Bur the people in the yeare 1339. in a ſeditious tumulr, 
choole on Simon Beganegra for their Duke; the name 
of which officeis ſtill remaining , butnottheaurhori- 
ty ; the Carkaſle, butnotthe body. The Duke being 
atthis time new choſlen every yeare, and having his 
authority limited by $. Gouvernours, and 8. Prote- 
&ours, and 7. Recorders. Now fortune movyed retro- 
gradc, and the people fell to private faQtions, firſt be- 
rweene the Dorit and Spinols, againſt the Friſciand Gri- 
naldi 1174.Secondly the Negriand Mollantiagainit the 
Salvatici, 8 Embriaci 1289, Thirdly berweene the Spi- 


oli, and Dorii1336. Fourtly the nobility , and Com- 


mons 1339. Theſe FaQtions and the overthrowes giuen 
them by the Venctians, together with the ſurpriſall 
of their townes 8 Ilands by the Turkes, fo diſtrated 
them , that they were glad to ſubmit themſclues to 
the Princes aboue named. The King of Spaine, isnow 
their Prorectour, and that not fornoughr, he being 
indebted tothem a Milion and a halfe of Gold, which 
they, and Marqueſle Spinolaſent him to mainteyne 
his warrsin the low Countries.So thatin former ages, 
by the ſtrength of their ſhipping thatmighe truely be- 
ſaid ofthe comon wealth of Genus, which was boaſted 
of Scipions-houle, that by nature they wereuſed and 
ſent by God ro vanquiſh & ouercome their ennemies 
by ſhipping. Among other ſhipping they haue many 
great Caracks builr of the timber which comes from 
the Ligurian mountaines, their maſts from France & 
Corſica. On the North fide of the City lieth upon a 
hill,a very ſtronge,andafafe Caſtle. On the Welt fide 
of the Suburbs, the Inhabitants by their labourand 
induſtrie haue made a new Haven,called the Arſenal, 
inwhich their Gallies lie at ancker, which arc to be 
employed againſt Pirates, and Turkes. The ſtreetsin 
this citieare large, and broad. The Cinzens goe very 
braue and gallant, and for the moſt part goeallin one 
habir of cloathes , made of black filkes or cloath, fo 
that ye can ſcarcly knowa Tradiman from a Gentle- 


man. Thewomenare very faireand comely, pas | 


for the moſt part cheir here intreſſes, which they ca 
over their backs. Yellow hairethey account the fi- 
neſt, and if they haue ir not naturally, they take 
great paines, to colouritſobyartand caſting of Gold 
duſtupon it, tharir ſhines, gliſters & looks yellowe. 
In this citiearemanyReliques of Saints among the 
reſt in the Cachedrall Church of $. Laurence, is a diſhe 
ofa Smaragd, or Emerald famous through the whole 
World,it harhſixe corners, being a finger thick, being 
abour foure palmes, & a halfein com paſle & a palme 
high ſtanding upon a round foote, having on each 
fideandeareto takeitinones hand. Thisſtoneis ex- 
cceding greenc, andofan ineſtimable price. Thean- 
nuall ſtorie of Genua witneſleth , that aboue 514. 
yeatesagoe,when the towne of Ceſariain Paleſtinawas 
taken in by Ba/dvvin King of Teruſalem with te helpe 
of the Genouvvwayes, it was brought from thence, to 
Genaua; but Spaniſh Hiſtorie makes mention, thatir 
came from A/meriain Granado. Within this are 32. Pa- 
riſhes,a braue anda ſtarelyScnare-houſe,guarderh by 
500. Germane Souldiers. Inthe midſt ofir ſtands che 
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Statua of Andreas Aurea,made as biggasa Gyant, ha- 
ving upon his headalaurill wreath, andrheheadsof 
three Turkes lying under his feere. By the Sea fide 
lieth the village of Poggio, in which is his Palace of Piggie. 
Captaine_ Adams, a Potgeſle of Genua, with a braue 
orchard,anadmirable fountaine,& a delicate garden 
full of fruics, and fragrant flowers miniſtring delighr. 
The Lanterne upon the top of the tower ſtands ſo 
high, asif ir were the Pharws of Agypr, fo that the 
ſhipps mayeſce to comein by night many miles into | 
the Sca. 

On the South fide lieth the Lignrian, or Tyrrhenian 
Seas. The ancient Inhabiranrs of this Countrie were Ancient 
the Deceares, Oxilii, Emburiades, and the Ingaunz. They Inhabitants. 
were vanquiſhed by the Romans, and this city was ta- 
kenin, anddeſtroyed by Magothe Sonne of Amilcar, 
and rebuilt by Zacretius, by commaund from the S.P. 

.R. that is, from the Senate, & Citizens of Rome. 
Afrer the end of the firſt Punicke warres, the Romans 
with much labour and paines became maſters of ir: 
by reaſon of the woods, mariſhes, and Mountaines 
within & behinde, which they retired, & ſaved them- 
ſcluesin. Andindcedir was a matter of moreditlicul- 
ty, to finde,then to conquer them. Aliquanto labor erat 
major (laith Florus) invenire , quam vincere. They had 
diverſe times moleſted rhe Romans ; till atlaſt Poſthu- 
mins ſo diſweaponed them, that he ſcarce lefr them 
inſtruments to plowe the Earth. Afterward it was ta- 
kenin by Rhotarizs King of the Lombards, who tooke 
Deſiderius their King priſoner inir, ſo thatarlaſt it was 
driuenTto giueit ſ{elte over into the hands of Pipin, the 


' Sonne of Charlemaigne , who was King of zaly, and ſo 


comeunder his ſubjeftion. And afterward carrying 
her ſclfe obedicnt to the Emperours, purchaſed their - 
owne liberty, to chooſe a Duke and their owneoth- 
cers , as Leander witneſſeth in his Deſcription of Ligu- 
ria, and diverſe others. 

In Gena haue bene borne diverſe illuſtrious men , as the þ ies Care 
Popes Innocent the Fifth , and Adrian the Fifth , deſcended of the y;zats ex 
Noble houſe of the Friſci,of vvhich familly, there haue bene 30. famous men, 
Cardinalls, beſides Archbiſhops & Biſ hops: of the braue houſe 
of the Cibonicame Pope Innocent the Eight: of the progenie of 

the Fregoſia; Paul and Fredericke: of the houſe of Feliſca, Nicolas,and 
from the deſcent of Satilia Bendinellus all of them Cardinalls. The 
famous vvriters of Genua , among others vvas Auguſtinus Inſtia- 
#us Bil hop of Nebici, Ioannes Balus , Andalotins Niger, Iacobus Ceps, 
Iacobus Brafilius and others. Among the 1lluſtrious and braue Ca- 
ptaines vvere Lamba, Phillippus , Paganus, Lucianus, Obertws , Petris, 
Andreas Magnus, Phillippinus,all deſcended from the houſe of Aurea. 
The famous Sea Captaine and Finder ofthe nevy World, Chri- 
ftophorus Columbus wvaslikevviſe a Genoys,called by theSpainyards 
the Admirall, This vvas the birth place alſo, of the moſt re- 
novvyned Generalls, and Bretheren Ambrofins , and Fredericus Spi- 
nola, the firſt having bene one of the braveſt Caprtaines, that 
cuerthe King of Spayne employed in his vvarres of the Lovy 


Captaine, 


| Countries, vvhoafter many victories, dyed ofa burning Feaver 


at the ſiege of Cafſal Anno 1631. and his Brother Frederick dyed 
alſo honorablyin a Sea fight, betvyecne the Spaniſ h Galleys, 
andthe States ſhips,inthe yeare of our Lord 1600. Whatthoſe 
of Genua vvere formerly, vvee haue already made knoyyne by 
theirexploits, but novy they are addied rather to marchan- 
dize, then vyarre , the moſt of them all being given to uſury, 
avice vyvhich the Chriſtians haue learned of the levves, and are 
novy thought ro equall, if not to exceed their maſters. 

The next vyhichfollovve are the Villages of Neyermum , Bu- Vjtages. 
liaſcum, and Lantum,and then Camolium and Repallium. Along the 
vyhole Countrie, the Coaſt of Genua ro Camolium the houſes 
ſtand ſo thick together, that one vyould take them to be a con- 
tinualltovyne. Withinthe Golfe orboſome of Ripaille, lieth 
Chiaveri, aſmall toyyne, vvhich vyas built a hundred and fifty 
yeares before the birth of Blondus, as he himſelfementioneth.La- 
yania, called in Italian Leyagno, is a village by a river that bea- 
reth the ſame name,called Seftri de Levante, by Plinie and Antho- 
nine, itisnoyynamed Segeſts. Thename of De Leyante isadded 
toitas anadjun@, todiſtinguiſh it from another village ſo cal- 
led, vvhich licth upon the Weſtſide of the ſhore. Alſo the 
toyvne Portus Veneris, and right oppoſite to that Portus Ericis, the 
firſt had vyont topartthe bound of the commaund of Genua, 
and the other of Piſa. | | 

Vponthe Confines of Liguria, lic alſo ſome Caſtles, asthe Cafttes. 
Caſtle of Tabia, Caſtello Levante, Monte Roſſo, Vernaza Manarola, Rj- 
Maggio, Caſtello della Speria, and upon the river Macra, vvhich liech 
inthe utmoſt confines of Liguria, is Veſſano, Abriano, Podentiano, 
Riccona, Luzzolo,and Molazz0:on the other fideof the Marrs lieth 
$4rz41n, built from the ruines, and heapes of Old Luna. And 
thus much for the State of Genus, | 
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The ancient Incolz ofthis Countrie, were former- 
ly the Tyrrheni,Etruſci,8& Thuſci.lt was called Thaſ- 
cany from (evew) ſacrificing,and Tyrrhenis from Tirrhe- 
n#4,S0n to As, King of Lydia, who planted herea 
Colonie. The firſt King was Tarquin Priſcws,in the year 
ofthe world 25 50,the laſt was Turenw Ceſo,after whoſe 
death the Romans tooke it anno mundi 3682, For the 
Romans made warre upon the 7yſcz, ſince the time of 
the raigne of Romulws the firſt, King and founder of 
Rome, who were ſometimes put to ſuch exigencies, 
that they were faine oftentimes to chooſe a Dictator , 
to be ſent againſt them. 1n the yeare after the foun= 
_ dationof Rome 474, when the Yuljinienſes, and YFalci- 

entes , being the mightieſt people of the Zrruſci were 
vanquiſhed by 7r. Coroncanturs the Romane Canſull, 
theſe parts then came under the commaund of the 
Romane Empire, whoſe Dominions reached as farre 
as the river Arzw,Afcer that time it was never known 
thatthere were any warres with the 7uſc# , ſeing that 
from thence forward they allwayes continued faith- 
full,and conſtant to the Romans, But when the power 
of the Romans begantodecline, & grow weake, they 
endured many ſhrode brunts from the Gothes , Lom- 
bards, Hungarians, and other forraine nations ; and at 
latt were broughtto that extremity , that they came 
under the obedience of the grand Duke of Tuſcany , 
cr Hlorexce. Under the grand Dukes commaund are 
theſe townes, Horentia, Piſa, Sena, Praco, Piſtoia, Volater- 
7a, Monte Politiana, Arre 270, Cortina, Peſcia,Pientia, Mont 
Alcino , Livorno, Piombino, and others. Under the 
Popes called Saint Peters patrimonie , which reacheth 

from the River Peſcia, and from Saint @uiricotothe 

Caſtle Caparano in Novo Latio , which lyeth not farre 
from the River L:7;, or Garighano. Pontromoli belon- 
gethtothe King of Spaine , lying by the head of the 

River CMacra, which place heretofore appertained to 
the Duke of Milaine : Alſo Perts Hercole , Orbitello , 

Monte Argentario, the Caſtle of P;ombino, the Yale of 
»Carfeniana or Graſiniana, under the Appennine, lying on 


both ſides of the River Sroia,where the new Caſtle of - 


Granfiniano ſtands, beſides ſome other Caſtles,and pla- 
ces underthe commaund of the Duke of Ferrara. Sar»

ſana upon the River CHarrs is ſubje& to the State of 
Genoa, Maſfaand Carraria have their owne Marqueſ- 
ſes, to whome. they are obedient; There are belides 
theſe ſome other townes ſubject to ſome chiefe Lords 
of Rome,as Braciaro,being a Dukedome, belonging to 
the Yr/ii. Among all the rownes in Tuſcany, Piſais ac- 
counted one of the tchiefeſt, and ancienteſt ( as they 
ſay) built by the Piſe, apeople of Els in Greece, who 
following old Ne#or from Troy , were by the violence 
of winde , and Seadriven into the Mouth of C4rzws, 
where they builrthis towne , and called ir after their 
owne name; by Trogw and others it is called Poſe, The 
Inhabitants thereot have a good memorie, which is at- 
tributed to the groflneſle, and thickneſle of the aire. 
It lyeth as Srrabo witnefſerh betweene the Rivers of 
Auſeries and Arnw, over which there are 3 fine bridges. 
The antiquity, and gallantneſle of this rowne,is much 
commended by Dionyſius Halcarnaſſem in his firſt book, 
The great Duke of Florence holderh his Court moſt in 
this Citty. Itis accounted one of the rwelve Cities of 
Eutraria, Here reſides alſo the Knights of S:Stephens 
order,made by the Duke, the great Church is called 
S. Donio,being 450 paces in compaſle, ſupported with 
to brave pillars, alſothe Biſhops Palace, which the Pi- 
lans built with the boote and pillage, vehich they gotc 
by P#lernio from the Sarracens,round about this rown 
there are fine Corne-fields, which beare ſuch goodly 
crops of Corne , which not onely ſerveth Tuſcany it 
ſelfe , bur alſo furniſheth ſome other neighbouring 
Countries. 'Thewines there are not very good; but 
they have delicate Melons. 

Lucaaccording to the reſtimonie of Julius Czſar 
Scaliger, is the ornament of Tuſcany , tamous in all 
Grecian, and Latine Hiſtorians: It was likewiſe called 
Luca by Strabo and Ptolomee, and ftill keepes thar 
name, Iris adorned with many Churches, ſtately buil- 
dings, and is populons: ſeated inan evenplaine with 

ſome ſmall hills rifing round abourit, ſtrong walls, fine 
paved ſtreets , and though it be of noe great circuir , 
yet is repleniſhed withBurgeſles, which have good tra- 
ding; Thereare brave Burgers, provident, and ſharp 
witted, whohave mainteined their liberties a long 
time,though many times they waged warre with their 
Neighbours. 

Piſ/ota 18 an other brave towne , which was firſt wal- 
led and enlarged by Defiderius King of the Lom- 
bards, by whom they were afterward ſighted, 8 their 


\ whole Country ſhared among the Florentines and Pi- 


ſans, and art laſt came wholly under the commaund of 
the Florentines, For here began firſt the querrell of 
the Neri and Beanchi , as alfo that teadious & blaody 
faction of the Guelfi and Ghibellini, two Duthmen 
bretheren : whereof Guelte thought the Pope, and 
Ghibell the Emperourto be more worthy, in which 
quarrell they ſlew each other , diſpercing their cauſe 
through our all Italy. Theſe Ghibellines were ſo hate- 
full tothe Popes, that on an Aſhwedneſday , when ac- 
cording to the Popes inſtitution , the Pope being to 
calt aſhes onthe heads of the Cardinalls, was to ſay

Florence is the chiefe Citty of Tuſcany,ſfeatednigh 


to the confluence of Araw and Chianme, it iscalledin 


Italian Fiorenga, Or Firenga, from afloure , which is re- | by nature very ſtrong, and hath in it many faire, large 


ſembledinregard of her flouriſhing fortune, and the 
capacitie of her Inhabitants , or as having firſt bene 
founded by the Romans, was as the floure ofallother 
townes. It is 6 Italian miles abour , andis repleniſhed 


with ninety thouſand Inhabitants, ſeated ina plaine 


place, wherethe River Arnus runneth through it, ha- 
ving foure fine bridges over it. It ſo aboundeth with 


hath ſo many ſtreight , and cleane ſtreets 1n it: it is 
ſuch a beaurifull, & a gallant City , that it is common- 
ly called Horenza labela; the Inhabitants thereof are 
ingenious wiſe grave , andacute ; lovers of Artsand 
Sciences , but covetous of money andlucre , which 
makes them ſeeke , and travell into the furtheſt parts 
of the world. The women are faire and chaſt, & both 
men and women goe decent, and comely in their ap- 
parell, It was firſt built by Sia that bloodie Dicta- 
cour, and was made a Colonie by Augaitw, Antony and 
Lepidms, the Triumviri,and called Forentia 4 ſituſlorenti, 
and was raſed by the Lombards, 8 reedityed by Char- 
les the great. Here were borne three Monſters, viz, 
Alexander de Medices , that ſpoyled Florence of her 
liberty, the faireſt City of Iraly. 2. Catherine de Meds- 
ces, that ruined France the faireſt Kingdome of Eu- 
TOPC. 3. Nicolas Machiavill, Recorder of this towne , 
whoſe Policies have poyſoned Ewrepe, the faireſt part 
of the whole world. 

Prolomies Volaterra, or Aqua Volaterra, ſo called in Ta- 
bula Iteneravia,is ſeated upon a ſteepe 8& a craggie hill, 
ſcarcely Mountable : the walls are built with foure 
ſquare ſtones, 6 foote long and broad, curiouſly joy- 
ned together with ciment. This towne hath five 
ates, every one of them havinga [weete ſpringing 
Fountaine before them. The antiquity of this rowne 
1s marked by the old walls, 8 in diverſe tombe ſtones, 
with ſuperſcriptions on them , with Etrurian letters , 
befides many marble ſtatues, which have bin digged 
there out of the ground. | 

Prcolomies Sena, or Siena lyeth about 800 furlongs 
fron Rome ofgon'a high hill,on this ſide of the River 
. Arbia,'in a nooke of the Golfe , and that by reaſon of 
- the craoked ridge of the hills, on the'one fide itis nar- 

ow; hanging onthehill, and asit were-making three 
.cotnecrs, wheteofthar which is Southward,, is broader 
then thoſe which lye Eaſt and Weſtward. The aire a- 
bout it is moſt pleaſanc & healthfull , though it be of- 
tentroubled with tempeſtuous winds: the Poets calls 
it the Paradice of Italy. The ſtreets thereof are ſtreight 
and long paved with brick batts , there are alſo many 
high turrers & ſpires, with ſumptuous buildings. The

Inhabitants are very civill, curteous, and exceeding 
kind,efpecially ro Straingers, they are given muchto 


| their gaine and profite. 


Prolomies Perufia,is called at this day Pg This 
towne is ſeated upon one of the Appenine hills, andis 


and lofty buildings, as well for Gentlemens as private 
houſes. Viterbo lyeth ina large, and a fine plaine, ha- 
ving behindeirt the hills Cy-iz74, itis built with foure 
ſquare ſtones, with many turrets, among ſome of the 
ſtruCEtures, there is a brave ſpringing Fountaine, much 
admired. 'The Soile round it, is good and fruitfull, a- 
bounding in corne and wine. In Tuſcany are many 
Meeres or Lakes, as Lacws Traſumenw, butat thisday 
Lago di Ferugia, becauſe the towne of Perugia lyeth not 
farre fromit. Amtonmes Aprilis Lacrs, is now called Fen 
hoſa Palude. cMarinms Laces , which is otherwiſe called 
Salſus,is now called Lago d Crbitrelio , the other Lakes 
are Lacxs Vadimonts, Ciminius , Volſinienſis, Sabatm Palus 
Bientina Ciana. The chiefeſt Rivers , which waters 
Tuſcany are the Laventia , Frigidus, Ancer, Arvo, Cecinna, 
Cornia, Alma, Brang, Y/mbra, Oſa, Allengia, Flor, Martha , 
Minio, Eris, Vacina, Sanguinaris, Aron, and others, all of 
them aboundingin fiſh. There are alſo moſt whole- 
ſome, 8-health.ull bathes, beſides ſome other ſprings 
endowed by nature with an excellent vertue. The 
principall Mountaines are Mons Climinine well known 
to Livie, Virgill and Fbius. Plinies Soradtes is called at 
this day, Monte de S.Silveſiro. In Tuſcany allo lye the 
Oroſy, Feſulani Momes,and the Cortonenſis,to the North- 
ward of Lacus Traſumenus. Among the woods and Fo- 
reſt,the chiefeſt are Lucus Fol/imenſium, Sylva Cominia, 
Meſia, &c. Thereare alſoin Tuſcany three excellent 
Univerſities, namely at Piſs, Siena and Peragia, beſides 
divers famous Libraries, asat Piſa in the Dominican 
Fryers Monaſtery, at Lucainthe Franciſans Cloiſter. In 
Florence there are 6. one at Sex, and an other at Pe- 
74gia. Livius and Diodorus, it is ſaid, that the Erruſci 
were much addiftedtoarmes, and riches, and given 
greatly to ſuperſtitions & ceremonies, whichappeares 
by ancient writers , as having beenfirſt the authours 
thereof, for the Romans learned of them Divinations 
and ſoothfayings, as yee may readin Cicero touching 
Devinations, 

Mercatour faiththat in Italy are theſe Biſhopricks 
followin 2, Epiſcopatus Nepeſinus, Catellanenſis, Months, 
Falcons, Viterbinenſis, Suamenſis, or of Soano , Caſftellanus 
and Fulteranus. The Arch-Biſhops of Sione, Faſulanns, 
Zazanenſis , Surri, Ortanenſis, Cornetanenſis , Tuſcanenſis, 
Cluſinus, Arctinus, Pientinenſis or Pomtito, Piſtorienſis, Bi- 
nenſis,Corthonenſis,Civalenſis, Balneorigenſis, Prbevetanus, 
Catirenſis , Puruſinus, Groſfilanus , Lucanus , Florentia an 
Arch-Biſhoprick, Zunenſis and Piſa an Arch-Biſhop. 
rick, unto whome are Suffragans the Biſhops of Meſſas 
nenſis and Civatenſis , as alſo ſome other Biſhopricks in 
Corſica. | 
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| He Dukedome of Parma ta- 
keth its name from the chicfe 
towne thereof, which is ſo cal- 
| led fromthe river Parma, itis 
] bounded on the Weſt with 
Placentia and M:ibaine , on the 


Dukedome of Marta, on the 
Eaſt with Modena & Regio, and 
onthe South withthe Appenninc Alpes, and the Sci- 
gneurie of Genoa. 

This Countrie is very pleaſant and fruirfull in Pa- 
ſtures, & all kind of fruits, abounding in healrhfull & 
Phiſicall Bathes and Waters, and fine Paſtures,where 
they make excellent Cheeſes called Parmaſans, and 
ſheare excellent Wool, which in every Countries 
much commended. Marrtiall praiſeth the Wool in 
fayingthus:

It once cndured 
a hard liege by the Emperour Frederick the Second 
abour the yeare 1248. becauſe they ſided with the 
Pope,& afterward being humbled, had diverſeLords, 
as the Correget, Scaligeri, Ateſtini, Vicecomites, Galeatii, 
Sforcii, & the French, with whomethe Popes of Rome 
often contended for the ſuperiority, &artlaſt were dri- 
uen out of Italy by Charles the Fifth, who became ſole 
maſter of it: this rowne having felr the diverſity of 
Fortune, being alſo ſome times under theYexetians,8& 


. otherwiles under the Millanors, came finally under the 


Roman Prelates. For Paul the Tird , gauethereve- 
nuc thereof ro his Sonne Perro Alvigi Farneſis.. Anno 


1549. adding in recompencec to the Church the Sj- |

MariaDuke of Yrbine. This Petro cAlvigt, or Levves 
Farneſis (as Mr, Heylin faith) was of a moſt villanous 
behaviour, and among other crimes committed an 
unſpeakable violence onthePerſon of Coſmus Cherius 
Biſhop of Fazum, and then poyſoned him, for which 
deteſtable ation, he received no other chaſtiſement 
of his Fathers Chriſts-Vicar then, Hec vitia me now 
among 4in:y didicit. Atlaſt behaving himſelfe ſo in- 
ſolent, he was ſlaine by Count John Auguzzolo, 8 Pla- 
centiawas yeclded up toFerdinand Gonzaga,theSpaniſh 
Vice-Roy in cMillaine. Parma being fortified by the 
Pope, was givento his N _ Octavian Farneſis. Yer 
could not this donation aſſurerhe eſtate, bur thar 0- 
#aviayhad quite loſt it,if Henry the ScondofFrance had 
not taken him into his proteCtion. Forthe Emperour 
Charles fully determined (notwithſtanding that 0a. 
vian had marrycd his baſe Daughter) to haue made 
himſelfe Lord of the Towne, & the French King was 
loath roſeeſogreat a ſtrenght added to the Empe- 


' rours poſleſſionsin Italy. When the warre had now 


laſted foure yeares, Phillip the Second , which ſuccee- 
ded Charles, conſidering how neceſlairy it was for his 
affaires inItaly, to hauc this 0Fawvian his frend, reſto- 
red into himagaine Plaiſance,or Placentia, and ſo with- 
drewhim from ctheFrench faction, Anno 1557. yer be- 
cauſe he would beſure tokeepe this houſe ina perpe- 
ruall dependanceon Spagne, he reſtored itnortabſo- 
lutcely,but onely for foure generations,and to oblidge 
them themore, he made Alexander Farneſis Generall 
of the Netherlands, ( one of the beſt that cuer he had 
in the Low Countries) therein giving that famely 
ſome ſmall farisfattion for ſtepping betweene them, 
and the Kingdome of Porzugall: his ſonnealſoſuccee- 
ded him. ; 
Wirhoutthis towne (as Agaſtizs witneſſeth) was an 
Amphitheater.Ithath many faire houſes,large & broad 
ſtreeres, furniſhed with abidance ofall things neede-

His Dukedome of Plaiſance,taketh irs name from 

the chiefe Cirty of Placentia, and as Parma, is 
bounded on the South with the Mount Appennine,on 
the Weſt and North with the Dutchie of Millaine, 8 
on the Eaſt ſide with the Dukedome of Parma atore- 
faid, and is ofagreater circuitthen thar. In this terri- 
roireare many Saltpits, out of which are made cxcec- 
ding white Salt. Here are alſo yron mines, neither 
want they pleaſant woods & groues to take their plea- 
ſureinhunring. 

Beſides the Po there are inittheſe rivers, namely 
the Parma, Tidone, Trebbia, Nura, Chiavena &c. Itisa 
fertill countrie where they make abundance of ex- 
cellent cheeſe, which is much commended for the

delicateneſle thereof, and is rranſported into many 
parts of the world. 


Theprincipall rowne in it is Placentia,which giveth Placentie 


denomination to thewhole Countrie. Some affirme 
thar it had this name from Troye, formerly called Pla- 
centulus,burt itis more likely,thatit was ſo named from 
cheLatin word placido,whichs pleaſing. Itlyerh about 
ſome thowſand paces fromthe Po, in a very pleaſant 

ſire,being a fattſoile for corne,and having many gen- ' 
tile Burgeſles. Ir hath new walls, faire Bulwarkes, and 
is well fortified, having alſo in ira magnificent Mona- 
ſterie, founded by Philp che Second King of Spagne , 8& 
a very ſtrong Caſtle begun by the firſt Duke of ir, & 
was finiſhed by the Emperour Charles the Fifth. Iris a 
Biſhops Scate,anda famous Vniverſity forallarts,and 
ſciences. This Citry ſuffred many ſpoyles and much 
dammage. For when as Hazniball came into Iraly, 


' then the Romans ſenr into ita colonic of fixe thow- 


ſand men, andafterward thar, 8 other circumjacent 
places were burnt and deſtroyed by the Gazles, and 
then was reedified and cameunder the Romane Sub- 
jection, whoſe name and power then declining, with 
theirneigbouring trownes,it came underthe yoake of 
the Gothes, and Loxgobards, whoſe might arlaſt being 
broken,the Emperours gotrt it,and a getting 
Liberty , was partly by her owne Burgeſles diſcor- 
dance , and partly by forraine Lords diſtreſſed and 
oucrmaſtered by the Palavacint, Lanarii, Scotit, Galea- 
ti, and Sfortii: & having endured many great miſc- 
ries and calamities, after diverſe alterations,came un- 
der the French Gouvernmentr, and ſometimes under 
the;Popes, and then againe under the French, who 
being driuen our of Italy itwas reſtored againe to the 
Popes, with Parma, and.ſo got anew Lord che Sonne 
of Pope Paul the Third, Petro _Alvigt or Lewvves Far- 


eſis before mentioned. This Countrieis exceeding Fertility.

dula, and Ferrareſe , on the Eaſt Bolopneſſe , on 
the South the Mount .Appernine, and onthe 
Weſt is ſhutt in with the Dutchie of Parmz. 
The towne of .Ydena lyeth upon the Ri- 
ver Panara, heretofore {catedneerer the .p- 
pennine , as the ancient ruines of houſes de- 
monſtrate. It once belonged to Ferrara , and 
was giuen by Clement the eight , with her ſpa- 
cious territoires unto {x/ar d'Efte , naturall 
ſonneunto Hercules d'Efte, laſt Duke of Ferra- 
74. It is now by marriage alied to Manna. 
This towne was of old called Yarma, & is fa- 
mous for the firſt battel fought berweene 
cAnteny and _Uuguſis : this latter being by 
the Lordsand People of Rome made head of 
the league againſt _Anrony, the common En- 
nemy. {ugufus was then aged but 18. yeares, 
and therefore referred the mannaging of the 
warre to //jrtius and Pan/athen Conſuls. The 
fortune of the day was ſo equally ſhared, that 
Antony loſt the field, and the Contuls their 
tives: leaving _4#guſtus a headleſſe army, into 
whoſe favour, when he had wrought himſelfe, 
he preſently poaſted to Rome & made himſelfe 
Conſul. It is a very fine anda hanſome towne, 
being alfo an Epiſcopall Scate. Ir is a brane 
'Vmverſity, wherein that famous Lawyer 4Fo 
lined. There are many noble famillies in it, 
amons the reſt the Rangony are accounted the 
chiefeſt, This fowne asthe former , hath en-

| dured many alterations 8 ſhrod brunts,afwell 


by the Cawles, as by the Boz, coming alſo un- 
der the Subje&tion of the Zomwans,who planted 
a Colonie in it, andlike wiſe ſuffred great 
ſpoiles by (onſlantinus Magnus, becauleit (1- 
ded with Caxentius. It wasallo pillaged, and 
ſaked by the Corhes, but by the T/andals whol- 
ly ruined andall things turned topſie ſurvie. 
Afterward ſome Citizens began to reedi- 
fie ita litle further from that place, whereirt 
once ſtood, and at laſt after many changes, 
acknowledged the _Arefiins for her Lords, 
anno 1312, then the MGrandulan, afterward 
theBonacolſ,,then thePr: & the Areſtins againe, 
till that Pope /zl;#s the Second tooke in this 
towne by force, and ſurrendered it ouer to 
the Emperour Yaxmlianthe Firſt, by whome 
it was afterward morgaged to Pope Leo the 
Tenth, for ten thouſand gold gilders. But 
when Pope Clement anno 1527.was beſieged in 
the Caſtle of _Adria», by the Emperour, the 


Ateſimi watching their oportunitie became 
| againe maſters of this towne , who enlarged it 


much with houſes & girt it about with ſtrong 
walls & deepe ditches,that now ſhe beginnsto 
flourith againe &to gettup her crummes. This 
territoire is wonderfull fruitfull in wheate, 
Beanes, and diverſe fruits, and yeeldeth ex- 


 cellent wine.

trie having (as it ſeemes) taken its name from 
a riveret called (rufula, heretofore named Re- 
gium Lepidum. It is a noble, a faire, anda po- 
pulous towne, lying in a moſt pleaſant and a 
fruitfull ſoile , which ( as they fay ) was fir(t 
built by the 7/c: , who being choſed out of it 


| by the Cawles, and the Caules by the Romani, 
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when as Amilins Lepidus (whence it tooke ' 


the ancient name ) was ſent thither with a {o- 
lonie. It was alſo deſtroyed by the Zongobeards, 
burabout the yeare $00. rebuilt, and having 
bene free for along time , afterward cameun- 
der the Gouvernment of ſome new Lords and 
Princes, as the ( aneſſarir, AreFtini, the Empe- 
rowrs, Kings of France, the Popes,and then 
under the Fol:onarn, Scaligern,, ConJagi,Calea- 
111, and Orrobont,, then againeunder the,_Are- 
#ini,and afterward under the Popes, and at laſt 
againe under the_reftini: for the poſſeſſion of 
this Country hath cauſed many diſcontents, 
and open warre betweene the old Duke of Fer- 
14ra,& the Popes of Rome. lt is aBilhopsSeate 
& is now fortified with many horneworkes, 
ſpurs , & other fortifications : hereabouts 
orowes great ſtore of Wheate , Beanes, Oates, 
& hereis made excellent white Wine. 

Thelefler townes in this territoire are («r- 
FLA Correggio, Pantana, Spilamberto,S. Felice, T/i- 
gnuole, Medola, Buſana, Montagnana, Cafeells, 
Breſello, Novellare, and others. 

The Riverswhich water it, are the Cr:folo, 
Secchia, Panara, and Dardagna. 
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The principall Mountaines are the _4p- 
pennine , lying upon the South-ſide of this 
Countrie. 

Arandula is a ſmall Lordſhip, honored 


with the name ofa Princpare, lying betweene Miradus. 


the Dutchies of Mantua, Modena, and Reggio, 
ouer againſt Ferrare/#, and Bologneſe. It was 
firſt built by Manfedu , who married Euride 
the daughter of the Emperour Conſtantine, 
who fled heither ſecretly, and built the Caſtle 
in it, and gaueit the name MGrands, from ad- 
miration. This houſe in a ſhort time did fo 
encreaſe, that in a few yeares there were for. 
tle fathers living at one time. The Pic gou- 
verned herea longe while. It hath init a fatt 


ſoile, which yeeldeth much corne and wine. 


The Inhabitants are civill , gentile, and kind- 
hearted, and make good ſouldiers. Within 


this Lordſhip lieth the Caſtle of {oncordza, 


which the Pic aurandulans gouverned a Corda.

Eaſtward it ſhooteth ro the _Udriarique Sea, or the 
Gulfe of Yenice; the other partcomprehendeth theſe 
rcrritoires following,as S. PetersParrimonte,a great part 
of Erruria , aSalſo the greateſt part of Larium and the 
Anconitan Marca. | 

Romandiola, Bononia & Ferrara, lic according to the 
ancient calculation in Regione Ottawa ltalie, havinga 
part of Gallia CiſÞadana, and of GalliaT, ogata under it, 
wherethe Yeii,& neere to AriminumtheSenones dwelt. 
The name Romandiola or Romanula was giuen to this 
territoire by Charlemaeigne and the Pope of Rome, by 
reaſon of the loyalty, which the Inhabiranrs thereof 
alwais bore to thePapall Scate,& was inancientrtimes 
called Flaminia, from Yia Flaminia, which was a high 
way, made from Rome to Ariminum, through all Erru- 
trizand Pmbria, which the Romane Conſull C.Flami- 
iu, made to eaſc his ſouldiers upon their marches 
after he had vanquiſhed the Ligures. 

Romandiola reached from the Rubicon Eaſt, tothe 
Venetians on the Weſt:from the Appenine South to Pa- 
aus, and the CAariatiqueon the North , and ſhooteth 
farre beyond Flaminia,the limits whereof were leſſe in 
times paſt. LZeazdecy ſaith, that this Countric hath the 
beſt fieldsin 7:aly, being furniſſed with all things, not 
onely forneceſlity, buralſo for delight: for there are 
many plaine, large and pleaſant fields init, which are 
ſertand planted with all kinde of frunful! trees. The 


hillsand mountaines moſt pleaſantly couvered with | 


Vinesand Grapes, Oliucand Fige-trees, as al:o the 
Woods full of all kinde of Decre, neither want they 
finc Paſtures forthe feeding of Cartell. Moreouer, it 
hath in many places diverſe freſh 8 healtfull waters, 
and by the Sea ſfiderthere is made great ſtore of Salt, 
being endowed with many rich commodities beſide. 
Rimano anciently called Ariminam, lying upon the 
Aariatique coaſt and by the river Rubicon. In former 
times it wasa braue Haven, butisnowdamedup with 
ſand banks, ſo that no ſhipping can comeinto it, bur 
ſmall Veſlells & Barkes. When yeearepaſſedouerthe 
ſtone bridgeneere Ariminum, then ye come to Vis 
Emilia, where the three riverers Pluſa, Butrius and Ru- 
bicon meete together. This Rubicon was famous inthe 
RomancHiſtories,in regard of the prohibition which 
was made,thatnone of the Romane Commaundors, 
withoutthe Conſent of the Senate of Rome, ſhould 
dare to come ouer the Rubicon with his men. Cervia is 
alſo a Sea towne, butnot ſo ancient, which Blondus 
mentioneth abouecall. Within the Countrie lic Ceſe- 
na, Ceſnadigo or Ceſna, & Sarſinaa very ancient towne, 
juſt under the beginning of the Hppenine, where the 
tamous Comedian Pleutus was borne. Forl is a rich, 
a fine and a pleaſant rowne , which lieth berweene 
Roncon , where Old Bedeſis ſtood, & the river Montona. 
Fornm Corneliinow called Imolais watercd by the river

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on the further ſide of the Mouth or outhell cf Bedefes 
hath exceeding ſtately and well built houſes & Chur- 
ches, eſpecially the Cathedrall called S. Athanaſius, 8 
is ſeated in a very pleaſant place, with gcodly Paſturcs 
& Meddowes round abourtir, ſo thatevery ycare the 
make abundanceof delicate Butter &Cheeclſe in theſe 
parts. The Arch-Biſhop of Z:avenne hath Superioriry 
ouecr theſe Biſhops, namely, the Biſhops of Farent, 
Imola, Modena, Bononia, Parma, Forti, Forlimpopols, 
File, Barcina, Cerviaand Ceſena, &c. 


The Signorie of Bologne or Bononia caketh irs deno- Zelogne or 


mination fromthe citty of Bononte, which licth upon 
Via Emilia, under the foote of the _Ippenine to the 
South, betweene the river Reno, wich runneth on the 
Weſt fide of it,and the river of Savenoor Sapins which 
taketh his courſe on the Eaſt fide. Itis ſoadorned with 
moſt ſumptuous and magnificent Palaces, thar fewe 
rownes in Europe can compare withit. Atrhe firſt it 
was not very great, but now the circuir of itis7.Iralian 
miles. In S. Dominica his Cloiſter there isa very braue 
Librarie, beſides it15 one of the chi:feſt Vniverſities of 
Italy, & the retyring place of the Popes. The civill law 
is much ſtudied here. Necreunto this towne (inan- 
cienttime) was that meeting, betweene Auguſtus, An- 
rony& Lepidus,whercin they agreed on theTriumwirar, 
deviding the Empire & city of Rome amongethem 
three. This Combination was confirmed by the enſu- 
ing proſcription, wherein, that they might be reven- 

edon Cicero, Lepidus proſcribed his Brother, and An- 
roniu his Vncle. 

Ferrara,whoſe territorics ſtretchin lengh 160.miles, 


| &in breath 50.containe alſo the worthy citties of Mo- 


denaand Reggio ſpoken of before. The chiefe city Fex- 
rare was at the firſt bur a village, ſo called from the 
yron Mines abour it, is ſeated on the banke of Po, 
whuch by reaſon of his breath, deprhand fwiftneſle is 
aſufficientRampare ontharfide, onthe other fide ir 
is fortified witha ſtrong Wall, & a ſpacious Moarte, & 


& girtabour with walls by Somaragdux Exarchucinthe 
yeare595. The Aire by reaſon of theMoores & Pooles 
abour it, is very grofle and unhealthfull. Anno 1570. 
ithad like to hauc periſhed by an Earthquake, which 
did great harmein it. In the midſt of the rowne is a 
fairegreene, into which doe open onall ſides about 
19. Streets, moſt of them are halfe a mile in length, & 
ſocuen, thatthe ends may be ſcene:the whoole com- 
paſſeis fiue miles. This towne, afrerthe ruine ofthe 
Longobardian Kingdome, belonged to the German 
Emperours, rill the yeare 1107. in which time the 
Counteſle Malthidaor Maude, tooke it together with 
Mantue & ParmafromthcEmperour Henry the Third, 
& dying withouriſſue, gauc her wholeeſtate both by 
conqueſt, & inheritance to the Church of Rome. The 
Emperour Frederick the Second, to ſpite thoſe of Bo- 
noni4 madeitanVniverſity.In the CarmelitayCloiſter, 
theres a famous Bibliotheca, with miany ancient ma- 
nuſcripts in it. | 

The other part of the Papacze containerh (asis ſaid) 
S. Peters Patrimony, agreat part of Hetruria, the moſt 
part of Lariam, and the _Lxconita Marca is bounded, 
on the Weſt with the Dutchie Di Caſtro, & the Signo- 
rice ofthe Great Duke of Tyſeazy,on the Eaſt it borde- 
reth upon the Kingdome of Naples, and on the North 
hath the Dukedome of 7rbine, anda part of the Yene- 
tian Gulte , and onthe South with the Tyrrhenien or 
Mcditerrancan Sea.

Wirhin 
this Signorie lie theſe rownes following , not farre 
from the river Pagha is Aquapendentea long towne ſtan- 
ding upona Mounraine, juſt in the way, as yee goe to 
Rome, berweene Lacws Yuſineus, and the river Prile or 
Palia. Moreoueralitle beneath the confluence of the 
rivers Palia 8& Chiana, Orvieto preſentcth ir ſelfe. This 
rowneis ſeated upon a high hill with a plaine upenit, 
whichſernes as walls unto ir. Itis a very pleasit rowne, 
andenjoyeth a wholeſome aire. Lacus Yulſinwus lyin 
hard by ic, abounds in fiſhe: cloſe to italſolieth Bolſes 
24, builtup ontof the ruines of Yoliſnus. The whole 

Counrrie is yery fruitfull, and yecldeth excellent 
Wine and delicate faller Oyle. Monte Fiaſcanois Old 
Mons Faliſcorums , &not tarre from thence, lieth Lucas 
Etruſcorum, commonly called i{bocco di Monte Fiaſcone.

chicfe rowne of all S. Pieters Patrimonyand licthon the 
foote of the long and cuen Mountaines of Cimony in 
a plaine field. In S. Peters Patrimonyarealſorhe Moun- 
teaines called Gallicaxt, in which H2xniballthar Father 
of warlike Stratagems, frighted that publick & wary 
Captaine Fab. Max. with 2000. Oxen, carrying fire in 
their hornes, while he paſſed ouer theſe Mountaines. 

Not farre from 7Yirerbo lie the old ruinous walls of 
Tarquinia, inwhich two Romane Kings were borne, 
TarquiniusPriſcus 8 Tarquinit8Superbus. TotheSourh- 
ward of Yiterbolicth Surri, where a grear Bartel] was 
foughtberweene the Ymbri, Erruſciand the Romans. A 
litle neererunto Rome are M. Roſa, Galera 8 Formille, 
where once ſtood the chiefe citty of the Yeii. Caſtrs 
Nova upon the way as ye goeto Rome, hath very inge- 
nious & Jaborious inhabitants,which getr their living 
by ſelling of Woll, Wine & Corne, ſo that they haue 
reaſonabledoings, being a plaine, andan euen ſoile, 
wherethereareabundanceofall things inir, needfull 
forcheſuſtentation of man. Civita Yechis is a princi- 
pall Haven, where the Popes Gallceis had wont to lie. 

On the other fide of the Tzber licth Campagne di 
Roma,or Old Latium,which ass. Peters Patrimonyſhoots 
out likewiſe withatra@along the Tyrrhenean Sea, on 
the Weſt iris parted from 8. Peters Patrimony by the ri- 
ver Tiber, onthe Nortftdelierh the territoire of Sabi- 
za, &the Kingdome of Naples, which likewiſe borde- 
reth upon it, tothe Eaſtward. This Country is every 
where very fruirfull, exceprtin ſome few places, which 
are barren and ſtonie, & ſome are wateriſhfilled with 
Moores and Pooles, which makes the aire very un- 
healrfull. The Inhabiranrs of this Countrie (ſavingin 
the rownes) haue bene blockiſh, clowniſh,and headic 
having had great hands,ftrong and bigglimmed men. 
TheMerropolis of thisCountric is Rowe(as Mr. Heylin 
ſaith) once the Miſtreſle of the Vniverſe, famous for 
che triumphs &antiquities,is ſeared onTjber,now well 
growneby the receitof 4.2. rivers, andis diſtant from 
the Sea15. miles. This Cirie when it was built firſt by 
Romulus was in circuitabout two miles, and contained 
30000. Inhabitants, bur in the flouriſhing of char 
common wealth, the menencreaſed to 463000. and 
the compaſle of the towne to 50. miles, there bein 
on the wallsaboue74o. Turrers. There were in "r(Girh 
he' beſides wome,children & ſeruans by 463>00.men, 
ableto bearearmes, free Denizens, and ſuch as were 
enrolledinro Cenſe. To theſeif wee add their Chil. 
dren, Wiucs and Seruants which could not be fewer 
then 3. or 4. millions:and fo Lipfins in his Tract. De Ma- 
gnitudineRomana is of opinion. 

In this citty vvas the Capitol ſaued from the fury of the Gaules 
by the cackling of Geeſe. Tacitus called this houſe Sedem lovis Opti- 
1:4 Maximi auſpicato 4majoribus prgnus imperii conditam. lt vvas tvviſe 
burnt,once in the civill yvarres of Sylla & Marius, 8: againe in the 
vvarres of Veſpaſianand ViteIus, and athird time fired in diyers 
corners by Nero. In the third building of it Veſþaſian carryed the 
firſt baſker of Earth,atter him the nobility did the like,to make 
re people: more /orvvard in the ſervice : asalſothe bridge called 
Pons Skiblicgus, on vvhich Horatins Cocles reſiſted the vyhole arm 

of Kinz Porſena, Tarquin & the Tuſcans: till the Citizens behinde 
had broxendovyyne the bridge yyho recciued him ſrrimming 


L AND of the 
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tothe banke vvith joycfull acclamation, & ſaved their city froia 
preſent ruine. Hereliued the famous Warriers,here flouriſ hed 
the exact Martiall diſcipline ſo memorized by ancient Hiſto- 
riographers; and finally here yvere layd up the Spoiles and Tro- 
plucs of all Europe. 


But Romeas itnovy ſtandeth lovver on the banke of Tiber u- Rome as it 
on Campus Martius, vwyherc it vvas builr after the Invadation of 5 new. 


the Goths and Vandalls, (for it vas firſttaken in and pillaged An- 
no 410. by Athalericu King of the Goths, andagaineinthe yeare 
of Chriſt 455. by Genſerieus King of rhe Vandals) is novy incom- 

afle 17. miles. The Inhabitants are abour 2000095. tyvo parts 
vyhereof areclergie men and Carteſens, the latter being ſeldome 
under 40000. of vvhom the Pope receiuerh the yearelytribure 
of 30000. Ducars, nor ſaith (M.. Harding) to tolerate themin 


5 their ſfinne,butro puniſh their purſes. The moſt yyorthy places 


are theChurch of $.Peter,vvhichifit vvcre once finiſhed, vyould 
be the rareſt building inthe World, then the Caſtle of S. Angelo 
impregnable, unleſle by famine , next the Popes Palace called 
Belvidere, and laſtly the Library of the hill Vatican. This Libraric 
vvas founded by Sixtts the Fourth, vvho not onely ſtored ir 
vvith the choiſeſt bookes he could pick out of Europe : bur allo« 
yved italſo alarge revenue for the perpetuall augmentation of 
it. Bibliothecam Palatinem in Vaticeno toto Terrarum Orbecelebrem, 
adyettis ex omni Europa libris, conſtruxit Kg certos ſaith Onu- 
phrins.W hen the Duke of Bourbon ſacked Rome Anhio 1527.itvvas 
much defaced and ranſacked, but by the ſucceeding Popes it 
hath ben againerecoveredto its former fame & beautie. 
Rome vyas ruled 1. by Kings, 2. by Conſals, 3. by Decemviri, 

4. by Tribuns, 5.by Difatours, 6. by Emperours, 8 7. by Popes; vvho 
firſt vvere raiſed by the ChriſtianEmperoutsto that dignity, but 
often vvagged vyarre _ them. For itisrecorded ( as M-. 
Heylin noteth)rhatin the quarrells betyvene Frederick the I1. & 
Pope Innocent the LV. the Emperour ſent the Pope theſe Verſes:

Finally, nnderthe Promontoirie Cumereolieth the braue Mar- 
chant Tovvne Ancone, vyhereunto many Marchantsreſort,eſpe- 
cially, becauſe it hath an excellent Haven , vvhich may be ac- 
counted one ofthe beſtand ſafeſt inthe World. Not farre from 
the river Fiumeſino, licth S4ſſo, vyhere that Learned LayyyerBer- 
tholi was borne,

ther Seas, The Kingdome of Naples 

raketh its name from the capitall Citty of Naples. 
The length of it from the mouth of the River Troxo, 
ro the promontorie Bruzium, called by the Italians Ca- 
p0 Spartinento, reacheth 270 miles , and from Promon=- 
corium Athenzum or Minerva , called inlItalian Capo 
Maſſa, lying not farre from Naples, to the foote of 
Mount Gargani, named by the Inhabitants CHonte de 
S. Angelois ſome 90 miles in breadth, and in compaſle 
1468 miles. This Kingdome is partlyfull of hills and 
Mountaines , and partly ſtretcheth outin Plaives and 
Vales,being bleſſed with a moſt healthtull aire & with 
anexcecding rich Soile, which yeeldeth all things ne- 

ceſſarie for the uſe of man. 

This Kingdome is atthis preſent divided into 12 
Provinces, namely , Terra dt Lavoro, Principato Citra , 


Principato Viera , Calabria infertor, Calabria Superior, Terra 


Hydrunti , Terra di Barry , Abruzzo Ciira , Abruzz7a Vitra , 
Contado di Molize and Capitanatas Terra di Lavoro was 
anciently called by the Komans Campania Felix , 11 re- 
oard of the ſuperabundant fertilitic , whereby this re- 
gion excelled all other Countries, It hath onthe weſt 
the River Liris,on the North the Sannite Mountaines, 
on the Eaſt the River ilar, & on the South the Tyr- 
rhen Sea. This Countrie may truely be called happy 
Campazia,for the exceeding fruitfulnefſe thereof, right 
ly therefore did the ancients name it Cerramen liberi ce- 
reriſque , ſeing thereis a ſtrite betſteene the Vine, and 
the other fruits of the Earth, who ſhall beare moſt: for 
here are made diverſe forts of curious wines, whoſe 
Vines grow uponthe hills and Mountaines, known to 
the ancients by the name Falerxi and Maſiici, This 
Countrie alſo enjoyerth a healthtull and a pleaſant aire, 
which cauſed this land to be very populous , and is in- 
habited by a great many noble men and gentrie. The 
ancient River £745 is now called Garizliay trom Mount 
Ganro , which lyeth not farre from rhe outlett of it, 
The River Pulturnw retaineth his old name : not farre 
from thence is the ſmall River of Glav#s, now Glamo : 
the $arzo disburdeneth himſelie into Golfo di Napolt. 
At Maſſathe land ſhooterh out farre into the Sea, and 
maketh the Goltfe of Naples,whichin the utmoſt point 
maketh the Promontoire or Capo di Minerva. Over 
againſt itlycth an other Promontoire, called Capo Mi- 
ſeno,whichends the other part of the Golfe of Naples. 
Neereunto the Citty of Cajera, lyerh the Cape of Ca- 
jeta, from whence the land crookleth with a nooke,, 8 
maxeth zl Capo Cajeta. Cajera was fo called either of Ca- 
geta, the Nurtle of Zneas here buried,or from Fro, be- 
cauſe the Troyan Ladies, being here arrived out of A- 
rica, and fearing their Husbands would againe put to 
Sea, burnt their ſhips , and ſo forced themto ſertle a- 
gainein this Countrie, It is a towne commodioully 
ſeatedon the Sea-fide, and ſeemeth to be a place of 
greatimportance,in ſo much,if King Charles the v1x x 
of France had but onely fortifyed it, and the Caſtle of 
Naples the Realme had never bene loſt. Round abour 
the mouth of the Garizham lay heretofore theſe rowns, 
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| CAuſonia, Veiiino, Minturna, allo Trifanum, Sneſſa now 


Sea, ſtandeth upon the hill 24af7coand Coleno, not 
farre from Carinula, where they make excellent wine. 
Galatia, now C4jaz2a , lyeth not farre from the River 
Yalturno, being bur eight miles from Capaa, & 24 from 
Naples, and was in former agesa very famous Citty- 
U ponthe Vulturnolyerh Capaa, a very ancient Citty. 
whoſe pleaſures enervated the victorious Army of 
Hannibal. Zorw ſaith that ſhee might be accoiited one 
of the 3 great Citties, and to be raunged with Rome 
and Carthage. This Citty fecht downe the pride and 
braverie of the Romans, tor Cicero writeth, that the 
Campani, eſpecially thoſe of Capua, in regard of her 
unſpeakeable fertility , & the abundance ot all things, 
would alwayes exalt themſelyes above others : but 
their combes were cutt,when Hannibal invaded ltaly, 
for then Hannibal and his Souldiers ruined ir. After- 
ward Genſericus, King of the Vandals tooke it in and 
razed it, and though Narſetes built it up againe : yet a 
hundred yeares after it was againe utterly deſtroyed 
by the Longobards, and at laſt trom her decayed walls 
and ruinous heaps Capua was reedityed. Averſa lying 
betweene Naples & Capua,was builr out of the ruines 
of the towne of Attila. To the Northward a litle be- 
neath Nolalyeth Avella, from whence the Avella man 
haſell-nuts tooke their name. Cuma neere which is 
Sybille antrum,by which Zneas(as the Poets faine)went 
downe to Hell, to talke with his Father , and not farre 
from thence is the Lake called Lacws Avernw ; the 
ſtinke ofwhich killeth birds as they fly overit:it ſtood 
in ancient times upon a high hill neere unto Capo Mi- 
ſeno,which lyes now in heapes , and yet by the ruines 
thereof one may eaſely conjecture, what a large and a 

ſpacious trowne this hath benein former ages. 
Betweene Mount Miſezo , and the Citty of Naples 
lay the lands garden and Paradice, of that rich Citizen 
of Rome Lucas, where he built many ſtately houſes, 
and made diverſe fiſh ponds,which coſt him an infinite 
ſumme of money. Baze famous for the warme bathes, 
where the chiefeſt Citizens of Rome had their houſes 
of pleaſure, Butthe beautie pleaſantneſſe and fecun- 
ditie of this place lyes vaſt at rhis day, and is become 
rather a haunt for wilde beaſts , then a recreation for 
man, yetthe hott bathes are there to this day. The 
Romans heretofore taking their delight in this place , 
were here givento laciviouſnefſe and uncleannefle, 8 
therefore it is noe meryell , that God hath deſtroyed 
this place, made it deſolate. Patelow is a ſinalltowne, 
ſtanding on a creeke of the Sea oppoſite to Bawle, from 
which itis diſtant three miles and a halfe, & lyeth be- 
tweene the Cape Miſeno,and Mount Pauſilypo. Theſe 
townes are famous forthe bridge, built betweene them 
by Calizala: it was compoſed of ſundry veſlells , com- 
pacted together in that ſort , that there was not onely 
a faire anda large paſſage, but divers tents and vidtua- 
ling houſes ſer up on both fides. Caz#s in triumphall 
habit marched and remarched over this bridge : prai- 
ſeth himſelfe with his Souldiers as men, to whoſe he- 
roick enterpriſes,neither earth nor ſea was an obſtacle. 
This he did to keepe in awe Neptune , and to exceed 
the like acts of Zerxes and Darius , memorized in old 
hiſtories, LA4ztrum Caninumis a wonder,being adeepe 
cave ina Mountaine, for if ye caſt a dogg or any other 
beaſt intoit, itlyesas though it weredead, butif h 
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rake it up andcaſt it intothe next Sea, 1 revives and 
comesto it ſelte againe. Through Mount Pauſilypo 
there is a hollow cave cutt,which is twelve toote broad 
and x2 foote high , & fromthe mouth of it to the fur- 
ther end it is above a thouſand paces in length , throw 
which one may goefrom Naples to Puteolis, otherwiſe 
one muſt clime overthis Mountaine witha great deale 
of difficulty and paines. Miſenum , where Auguſtus 
keeping one Armada, and an other at Ravenna awed 
the whole Roman Empire. Here is alſo in this Coun- 
triethe famous Mountaine Veſuvius , that caſteth out 
Aames of fire, the ſmoake of which ttifled Plinie Iu- 
nior coveting to ſearch the cauſe of it: the flame here- 
of brake forth cruelly alſo during the reigne of Titus, 
caſting out not onely ſuch ſtore of ſmoake, that the 
very Sun ſeemcd to be eclipſed, bur alſo huge ſtones, 
and of aſhes ſuch plentie, that Rome, Atricke, Egypt 
& Syria were even covered , and Herculanum 8 Pom- 
pejus, 2 great Citties in Italy were overwhelmed with 
chem. Naples the Metrapolis of this Kingdome, 154 
faire and a famous Citty,lying upon the Golte of Na- 
ples: it isof a large circuit, lying berweene hills and 
dales, fortifyed with brave Bulwarks , rowers and Ca- 
ftles,and with adry ditch 80 foore deepe, having eight 
Gates,large & broad market-places, many Fountaines 
and conduits made very ſumpruouſly, This Citty lyes 
in the forme of a halfe Moone, the compaſſe whereof 
was heretofore three, bur now is five miles about. Tou- 
ching the foundation thereof Apthours agree not,but 
concurre all in this,thatir is a very ancient citty, being 
before the time of the Romans , counted one of the 
Grecians chiefeſt townes in Italy. Here Virgill ſeing 
it was a quiet place (as other famous men did) chooſe 
ro vericdhis Georgicks, whole tombe is yet tobeſeene 
upon Mount Paufilypo, as the Inhabitants affirme. It 
hath a very pure, cleare, and aſweete aire, in ſomuch 
chatye can ſcarcely feele any winter there, wÞ makes 
this Citty to be inhabited by a multirude of Noble 
men and Gentle-men, Here they have a great many 
moſt magnificent Palaces and houſes. In Saint Claras 
Church the Kings lye entombed, Among all other 
things here is a Hoſpitall the revenewes whereof is 
60000 Crownes: wherewith beſides other good deeds, 
they nouriſh in diverſe parts of the Kingdome 2000 
poore Infants. In this Citty the diſeaſe called Irorbus 
Gallicws or Neopolitants : the French poxe was firſt 
knowne in Chriſtendome. This Citty is ſeated on the 
Sea ſhore,and fortified with foure ſtronge Caſtles, viz: 
Caſtle Capodna, where the Kings Palace was Ermo , Ca- 
ſtello del Ovo , Caſtle Novo, Next followes Principato 
Citra, and Principato Pltra. Principato Citraonthe Welt 
bordereth upon Terra ni Lavoro , reaching along the 
Sea-coaſt , asfarre as the Province of Baſilicata , with 
which as alſo on the North-fide, and furtheris boun- 
ded with PrincipatoPltra. Not farre from Salerno is the 
Epiſcopall towne of Nuceria, whoſe circumjacent ter- 
ritoire 1s very fruitfull, having many pleaſant Villages 
about it. Sa/ernois a brave town, lying upon the Golfe, 
which borrowethiits name from it, and is called Golfo 
di Salerno. It is aprincipalitic and an Arch-Biſhoprick, 
and a Univerfity , where a certaine Phyſicall booke 
was printed, called Schola Salermtana, dedicated to our 


Henry the eight. The Countrie round about it, is ve-

ry fertill,eſpecially in Apples. Zvoli not farre fromthe 
Kiver Slaro, is a wealthy place , and a pleaſant towne. 
Policaiiro is both a Princedome 8 a Biſhopricke. Prin- 
cipato Vltra lyeth within the Countrie, betweene Prince» 
paro Cirra,and the Province Capitanara, upon which itis 
bounded on the North , on the Weſt with Terra di La- 
voro,and on the Eaſt with Baſilicara. Next to Principato 
Citralyeth Baſulicata,which by Golfo Policaitro toucheth 
the Sea with a nooke, where on the South-fide it is 
bounded with Calebria Cirra, and reacheth on the other 
fide, Eaſtward to Golfo di Taranto, it is a Craggie anda 
hilly Country, heretofore not well inhabited. In the 
greateſt part of this Province,as likewiſe that of Prin- 
cipato Citra, inhabited heretofore the Lacan, and there- 
fore is called by ancient writers Lacania. The Rivers 
1ntheſe partsare the $720, Agri, Salandrella, Baſiento, Bras 
dan, which diſcharge all their waters into the Golfe of 
Taranto. Not farre from the head of the River Bradaz 
lyeth Venoſa, honored with the birth of Horatius. 
Calabria Citra hath on the North Baſilicara,and onthe 
South Calabria Fhira, on the Welt it is ſhut in with the 
Colfo diTaramo, and on the Weſt with the Sea, 8 is cal- 
led in Latine Calabria ſuperior, or cMagna Grecia , from 
diverſe colonies of Grazcians that there where plan- 
ted, where allo dwelt Architas, Pythagoras , Parmeni- 
des, Zeno, with diverſe others,famous men , & amon 
the reſt the Poet Ennius. Next followes Calabria Virra, 
or /xferior, on the North-fide of it lyeth Calabria Gitre, 
all the reſt ofitis environned with the Sea. Inthe We= 
ſterne partsof theſetwo Provinces the Brutij inhabj- 
red. The Rivers in Calabria Citra are the Laſno , Raca- 
nella,Cochilo,Crate,T runts, Neeto,&c, Conſenfia or Co- 
ſenza,is the prime Citty of this Country, andan Epi: 
Copall Sea. Onthe other ſide of Crate is Hbari,where 
there had wont to dwell great Drunkards & Gluttons, 
Roſana (where there growes Roſes thriceayeare ) is a 
ſtrongtowne and a Biſhoprick, having many ſuffragan 
Biſhops ſubject to him. In Calabria Ultra are theſe 
Rivers , Amato whichrunneth into Goltfo di Euphen- 
na, Angetola, Meſſuna, Cemsand Alece, which par- 


 teth Magna Greciafrom the Brutii,asalſothe Apenne 


Mount,which runneth through the midſt of Calabria. 
Inthe Weſt end of Calabria lyeth Regio oppoſiteto 
Meſlinain 04”). ps inthe opinion of ſome ancient 
Authors, Calabria was by an Earth-quake rent from 
Sicill, Not farre from Capodi Burſano lay Zocr upon 
Jonian Sea, where the famous Temple of Proſerpina 
was,and where lived the Law-giver Zaleucus: who or- 
dering adulterie to bepuniſhed withthe loſſe of both 
eyes,was compelled to execute his Law on his Son the 
firſt offendor. Therefore to ſhew the love ofa Father, 
and ſincerity of a Judge, he put out one of his Sonnes 
eyes and one of his owne. Next followes Sinus Scilia- 
ticus or Golto di Squilacci,and the towne of Squilace. 
About 150 furlongs from Capodella Collone, called 
by the ancients Lacinum Promontorium, lyeth Cro- 
tona, the men whereof were ſoactive : that atone O- 
Iympicke gameall ſeven, that overcame were Croti- 
ans. But their glorie much decayedin a battle againſt 
the Locrians,where 12000 of them were overcome by 
15coo of the Ennemy. And thus much for the King 
dome of Naples. 
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H E lle of S;c:1i4 or Sicily is the molt re- 

S nowned of all the I1flands lying in the 

; Mediterranean Sea,called by Thucidides 

FF Scania trom Sicanus,whoin the opinion 

=> of Son & Capell came to inhabite there 

before the ſeige of Troy with the troopes of Iberians. 

It was allo called Triazgwlar from the figure, becauſe it 

ranne out with three points, or Capes intothe Sea, in 

rhe forme of a Greeke Delta. It is bonnded on the 

North with the Tyrrhenean , onthe Eaſt with the A- 

driatique and the Jonian, on the South with the Atri- 

can , and-on the Welt withthe Sardinian Seas Itis1n 

compalie not much lefle then eight dayes Journey to 

rige about it, which containes 700 miles,and thoughit 

be of ſuch a greatneſſe , yetir lyes not above twentie 
furlongs trom the continent of [ taly. 

For a healthfull aire, a fertill ioile , and the abun- 
dance of all things, forthe ſuſtentation and delectati- 
on of man, it is highly commended. Ir is fituate un- 
derthe fourth climate the longeſt day being thirteene 
howres and a halfe, and ſo excelleth other Countries 
for the mildeneſle and goodnefle of the aire. There 
growes ſuch abundance of Corne, that the Inhabitants 
reape a hundred buſhels tor one , for which cauſe they 
call it jn Italian Campo dallo cento Salme, W hat ſhall L 
ſay of the delicate, favourie , and odoriterous wines ? 
Plizijtatting diverſe wines, was curious to finde out the 
roodnefſe of thein that in deſcribing all ſorts of molt 
excellent wines oivesa particular commendation to 
the wines in this {land above all others , he ſets downe 
Finum Balnicinm, which taſteth like honey wine,which 
is called 4/ahecotine ; lothat it15 thought , that this Y7- 
nur Baliaciam , becauſe of the ſwectneile thereof, is 
Mrſcadell : tor the grapes which the Bees deſires ſo 
much to {cede upon, arc called Apiancs or Bee-graps, 
which Bees and flies ſceke much after, and therciore 
are called Mouſcatelles a Muſca , trom which the 
make ſuch ſweetc and pleaſant vine, that they call ir 
Muskadell, though ſome 1magine it is made , & mir= 
gled with mu{ ke, This land alfo aboundeth in Oyles, 
Sugars, Satran, Honey, Salt, Mineralls and fruittull 
rrecs, which beare excellent fruits, alſo in Cardoons 
or Arringoes,and abundance of wild Date-trees.The 
have ſtore of all kind of Silkes, This Ile produceth 
likewiſe precious ftones,as Emeraulds, Agarhs, Berils, 
laſpers, There is alfo l'orphiries of two forts,the one 
mixcd with white, the other with greene, anda kinde 
of red Diapre more precious then Porphirie. There 
arc Quarries of black marble, and ot other ſorts inter- 
laced with veines of diverſe colours. There is Ala- 
blaſter and likewifc ſome mines of gold, filver & yron 
oare, and Diamants : alſo Alume; a number of goodly 
Oxen, and many great heards of other Cattle. There 
is brave hunting at Staggs, Hindes, tallow Deerc,wilde 
Boares,and hawking at Partridges Pheſants, & Heath- 
cocks. Here are taken your Faulcons ſfaker , gentle 8& 
outlandiſh, Ennemies to the fowle, which comes out of 
Barbarie and other Countries to pray hcre. 

1 he firſt Inhabitants thar we finde to have dwelt in 
this Countrie , were the huge and cruell Gyants ſo of- 
ten mentioned in the Odytiles or the Devine Poet 
Homer, calied Leſtrigones and Cyclops,of which laſt 
ranke was the ſo much famouſed Poliphemus , that 
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| with ſuch humanity entertained Ulyſſes,and his com- 


panions, Theſe were rootedout by the Sicani, a peo- 
ple of Spaine, who called it $ican;a,bur the truth is, the 
laſt name came from the S/cu/#, who being by Eyander 
and his Arcadians driven out of Latium, came and ſct- 
led themſelves in this Iland,and having overmaſtered 
the S$icant, calledit atter their owne name. Now in 
ſucceeding ages,this lland once known to the Greeks, 
there came from all part of Greece colomes to inha- 
bite it,as from Arbens, Sparta, Corinth, Sheſena , Mogarts 
and the reſt , who gaining upon the natives , planted 
themſelves inthis Countric. In tract of time here was 
mannaged a great part of the Peloponneſian warre, 
the Athenians ſiding with the Leontines, & the Spar- 
tans with the Syracufians : in which the whole power 
of Athens was broken by Sea and Land, and their two 
Captaines Nicics and Demoſthenes murdred in pri- 
ſon. Famous was this Countrie of old, for the Tyrants 
Dionyfi the elder and the younger : for Hieron and 
Hieronymus, in whoſe time broke out the firſt Punick 
warre, for the Sicilians calling in the Romans toexpell 
thence the Carthaginians, became maſters ofa great 
part of this Iland: ſo then the Greekes firſt, and then 
the Romans ruled over them. After the diviſion of 
the Eaſterne and Weſterne Empire , it was ſubject to 
the Conſtantino Politans,well nigh 2 hundred yeares 
Afterward in the time of the Emperour Juſtinian,the 
Gothes ſeized upon it, who within 17 yearesafterwere 
beaten out ofit by Belifarius, Then the Saracens gott 
It under Michel the Scutterer, and kept it 400 yeares , 
who were likewiſe expulled by the Normans , and at- 
terward gott new Lords,as the Longobards, Suevi & 
Germans, who were driven out of it by Clement the 4. 
Aiter the Tyrants had bene rooted out,andthis Lland 
conquered by Marcellus: it alwayes tollowed the For- 
tune of Naples: and together withir was offred to Ri- 
chard Earle of Cornewall, brotherto our Henry the 
third, aman of that riches , that he was able to ſpend 
tor ten yearesa hundred markes a day : according to 
thoſe times was noe ſmall ſumme. The conditions by 
the Pope propoſed, were ſo impoſſible for the Earle to 
performe, that his Agent touldthe Pope, he might as 
well ſay to his Maſtcr,I give thee the Moone,clime up, 
catch it, and take it. The Earle thus refufing it , it was 
offred to the King his brother for his ſecond Sonne 
Edmund, who was inveſted by the gift of a ring, and 
in his name the Pope coyned money with the 1nſcrip- 
tion of Aimnndus Rex Sicilie. But the King bein g Over- 
burdened by his Barons warres, andthe Pope having 
ſucked no ſmall tore of treaſure from him, it was in 
the yeare 1261 given to Charles Earle of Provence 8 
Anjou,brotherro Lewes the tenth. Under him thoſe 
Countries jointly continued ſubject , till the yeare 
1281, in whichtime his Competitour Peter of Arragon 
pronufling him to fight a fingle combate before our 
King Edward the firit ar Bourdeaux,faild of word,and 
inthe meane time ſo contrived it, that at the ſound of 
a bell touling ro Prayers , all the Frenchmen in Iraly 
were cruelly maſſacred: this exploit masketh now un- 
der the name of Feſpiri Sicult. Since which time this I- 
land bath belonged tothe houſe of Arragon, & now to 
the King of Spaine. The revenews of this Kingdome 
are as {ome ſay but 8000co ducats onely, but as others

Provinces. Falls de Noto is ſituate onthe South-Eaſt of 
it,the chiefc Cirtie of it is Szracuſa , once containing 1n 
Circuit 22 miles, and was the Metrapolis of the whole 
Hand , and a moſt [{trange and flouriſhing Common- 
wealth. It was built by Archias of Corinth, who being 
for anunnaturall rape committed on a young Gentle- 
man, baniſhed his Country together with his frend 8 
companion Miſce//us, This Citie contained in it foure 
Cowncs , viz. Asradine, Neapolis and Tyche,together with 
the Fort Hexapyle, commanding all the reſt. It was the 
cuſtome of this towne , when any of them began to 
grow too potent among them, to write his name 1n an 
olive leafe , which bcing put into his hand without ba- 
niſhment was called Peraliſme. The City Hracuſa is {0 
great, that it is ſaid to be compacted of 4 large towns, 
whercofone of them isthe lle whereof I ſpake even 
now, which being girt in with two havens enlarged by 
the Mouth, and cntrance of the one into the other : 1n 
whichKing Jeroms Palace ſtood,w® the Pretours now 
make uſe ot. Shee hath many Temples , but z which 
puts downe all the reft,the one dedicated to D/ana,the 
other to 2incorva, brave {tructure before Yarro entred 
intothem. Ar the end of the 1le is a Fountaine of freſh 
water called Arezbaſa, full of abundance of fiſh , which 
would be overwhelmed with the waves of the Sea, 
were itnot forthe great piles of ſtones, which lyes be- 
fore it. In the other town of Siracuſa called Acradine, 
is a brave Marker-placc, fine gates, & pleaſant walkes, 
a ſtately Scnate-houſe, a large Court,and the moſt ex- 
cellent Temple of Ipcr 0/mpia: The other parts of 
the Citry, having loug and ſtreight ſtreets , are ador- 
ned with many particular houſes belonging to the In- 
habicancs. The rhird is the City it ſelte , where the 
Temple of Fortunatus ſtands, called Tyche; in which 
there 15a great Schoole & matiy Temples, 1s very po- 
pulous, and much frequented. The tourth parr, be- 
cauſe it was laſt built, 1s called Neopols , wherein there 
jsa great Theater, and ewo famous Temples, the one 
dedicated to Ceres, the other to Liberns, and the ſtatua 
of 4pollo,called Tennites, being large and very faire. 
Secondly Aazzara containerh all the weſt cornerof 
this land. The Cities are Morreall , properly Mon- 
reall, famous for the Churchand Arch-Biſhops Sea,al- 
ſo Gergenti,once Arigentum , where Tyrant Phalaris 
lived,who tortured Pirrillus in the brazen Bull, which 
he made for the deftrution and torture of others, 
Palerno, formerly called Pavormw, a Colome of the 
Phenicians, and now the chiefe City of Sicily, and the 
{cate of the Spaniſh Vice-roy, 15 a very ancient towne, 
as appeareth by the Epitaphs written in Chaldean 
characters, which is thought was built in thetime of 
Abraham, bcing fituate inthe weſt Cape of the 1land, 
in a moſt pleaſant and fertill place over againſt Saxd;j- 
ia, beautified with large ſtreetes, delicate buildings , 
magnificent houſes and temples, and girt about with 
high and ſtrong walls,by King Fredericke, aud by the 
Sea fide ſtands a brave Caſtle, repaired and lately for- 
tityed in our time called the Sea-Caſtle, There are 
three old gatcsin the City & faire walls made of free-

ſtone, adorned with fine towers and turrets. S. Peters 
Church was founded by Roger King of Sicily, amoſt 
ſtarely ſtructure wrought with networke, & layd with 
freeſtone poliſhed, wherein are divers pictures, & ima- 
ges made by Gualterus the ſecond Arch-Biſhop anno 
1185, where inare all the Sepulchres and Tombes of 
the Kings, Queenes, Dukes and Princes of Sicily. 
Hons lyeth towards the North.ealt of the land, 
oppoſite to Yalls de yoto. The chiefe rownes of itare 
Nicoſia in the Midland, Mz/afo on the North promon- 
toiry , and Meſ7za a gallant City, lying inthe ſ{treight 
juſt oppoſite to Rheze in Italy , a towne whoſe haven 
and entrances are fo ſtrongly ſconced and bulwarked, 
that the people let their gates ſtand continually open. 
It isalſo an Arch-Biſhops Sea. Catizaa famous towne 
ſo often vexed by Dyoniſims the Tyrant of Sracuſa. And 


Erix where Yen was worſhipped, and from hence cal- 


' led Ericina, The Meſeenians called afterward the Me- 


mmartins were famous in the time of the Punicke and 
Atticke warre. Tornua, heretofore Tauroniminm, is an 
ancient towne built by the Zancleans. Leoxtium, now 
Leomtini, where the Sophilſt Gorgize was borne. Augy- 


ſta heretotore Megars, Caſirogia, tormerly Enna , Drepa, 


Heraclea and others, 'This land is watered with a num- 
berot Rivers & Lakes,which abounds in fiſh , as Mul- 
lets, Shads, Eeles, Tenches and 'Trouts. All the Sea- 
coaſt as well by Pachina as Palermo , along the Tyrrhe- 
neanſeais Tunne fiſh , Congres, Murenes or Toung- 
lefle fiſh, Lampreys and others. The chiefe Rivers are 
Sanſo, T aretta, Accatuis , famous tor its Corall and pre- 
cious ſtones. And fourthly Arezhuſa memorized by 
the Poets: into which the Grecian River A/phews ha- 
ving received 140. lefſer ſtreames,and making his way 
under ſo great a part of the Sea, is thought to riſe a- 
Laine. Inthie Conntrie is the hill Hybla, ſo famous 
tor Bees and honey, & the hill Ztna,now named Mun- 
giball, which continually ſendeth forth flames of fire 
{fromthe abundance of Sulphure, and Brimſtone con- 
rained in the boſome of this hill, which is blowne by 
the winde, drivingin at the chaps of the Earch,as by a 
paire of bellowes. Through theſe chinkes alſo, there 
15 continuall more fuell added to the fire, the very wa- 
ter adding to the force ofirt,as we ſe that water caſt on 
coales in the Smiths forge doth make them burne 
more ardently. Z7ix was much renowned for the tem« 
ple,which Aneus dedicated upon it to Venus. There 
are ſome other Mountaines, natnely, Nebroda 8 Nepru- 
ni, upon which there ſtands a watch-tower to looke 
into the Tuſcan ſea. The abundance of Does and 
Hindes, which areuponit in great heards , gave the 
name to Nebroda. 'The Sc:lians are for the moſt part 
ot an ingenious ſpirit, eloquent, wittie and accute. bur 
oreat talkers,ſuſpitious,jealous,malicious,rude and ru. 
{ticall, but good Souldiers, full of ſpleene, 8 thirſting 
after revenge. 'They follow the Religion of the Ro- 
miſh Church, and uſe the Italian language , but very 
much impaired, and falne from his true elegancy , AS 
having commixture ofthe Greeke, Saracen, Norman 
Spaniſh 8 French tongues. The totall number of the 
Inhabitants is about one million and 300000 Soules.

Sea, and Eaſtward to the Toſcar ſea, and on the South 
ſide bordereth upon Sarda. 

Itis in length not aboue 120 miles, though Srrabo 
makes it to be 160, and Plinie 150 miles. And Plinie 
makes it to be 5o miles in bredth, & Srrabo 60, which 
is ſoo indeed, according tothe meaſure of the Com- 

fſe. Thecircuirof this Iland by Plinies calculation 
i532 0miles about. Others ſay but z3og , or zo9 at the 
moſt: but Maginzs writeth , that he himſelfe meaſu- 
ring it exa&tly, found it to be 325. miles in compaſle. 
There is very hard comming into this Iland on all 
ſides; by reaſon of the loftie and ſteepe Clifts and

This Iland was firſt inhabited by the Phoſcians,then 


by the Ligurians , and afterward by the Romans, who 
planted two Coloniesinirt, to wit, Mariana,and Al- 
leria,now Galleria. The other parts were in thoſe daies 
inhabited by barbarous and ſauvage people, which 
when the Romans became maſters of this Iland, they 
carryed abundance of thoſe Ilanders {laues ro Rome, 
bur receiued litle goodor benefite by them, though 
they bought them very cheape , becauſerhey were ſo 
curriſh, dogged , and brutiſh. Afrer the Romans, the 
Saracens domuneered in this Iland , till the Genovwaies 
chaſed them our of ir. Afterward the Piſaxs turned 


| them our of it: bur ar laſt the Genowwayes expulled 


them againe our of-it, and ſo continues at this daye 
under the Signorie of Genea. 

Itis now Jevided into two parts, Ciſmontanum,and 
Vliramontanumsthat part which ſhooteth Eaſtward ,is 
called by the Inhabitants Bands di Dentro, and the 
other Banda di Ivori.

Thar part which lieth cowards Twſcanie, is reaſonable 
plaine, and hathaferrill ſoile, which produceth noble 
and delicate fruits. 

This Iland affordeth excellent and choiſe wines, 
which werein greateſteeme amongetheancientRo- 
mans, & ee were called Corſican Y Vine.

nous and cauſcrh this bitterneſle, for 0vide did verely 
belecue, tharthe honey in this Iland was poyſon. 
Theprecious ſtone called Carochires, being clammy 


like gumme, is onely found in this Iland , which De- 


mmocritus Abderites uſedin the battle he foughtagainſt 
the Mazy; Rhennius writerth thus of Corſica: 

In Corſica and Sardinia is found alone (as men ſay) 
the precious Catochitan ſtone, which like bird-lime 
cleaues to ones bodie. 

Thelike Plizie ſpeaketh off lib. z7. cap. 10. and So- 
linxs cap. 9. but Phyie is in doubt, whether it be true 
orno. Hereis foundalſo good ſtore of Allome, and 
in the Countie of Nebjo, neere unto the river of 3;- 
Vinco,arcY ron mines,andnot farre from Saint Floren- 
ceshauen are Salt-pitts , commonly called by the In- 
habitants della Roja. Neereunto Nzolaare very deepe 
vallics, allwaies covered with ſnow, under which itis 


ſaid lies abundance of Criſtall. In this Iland , as Phxie 


and Dzodorus affirme , grovves a great many Boxe- 
trees and venomous Yewe-trees. 

This Countricyeelderh alſo excellent hounds for 
hunting,excecding greatgood metrled horſes, fierce 
Maſtifcs, & the Bealt called 24uſo/i, not found in Eu- 
rope,cxcepring this Iland and Sardinia. They are hor- 
nedlikeRammes, & ſkinned like ſtags,wholſeſkinnes 
are of ſuch an incredible thickneſle, and hardneſle, 
that this beaſt falling headlong downe a rock 5» 
foote high, takes no hurt, burflies nimbly away from 
his ennemie, to his Denne. Iris of thebigneſſe of a 
Hart,and runns very ſwift,and the fleſhe is very goo1 
and ſavourie: beſides thereare in this Iland good ſtore 
of Cowes, Oxcn,and Sheepe.

Mirſilus, and Chryſyppus calls it Ichnuſafrom the 
printofa qtrnn's./ Itis nownamedatthis day, Sar- 
degna,&is bounded on the Eaſt with the Tuſcan 1ea,on 
the Sourh with the Adriazicke, on the Weſt with the 
Sard;nian, & onthe North with the Corſican ſea, which 
parts it from Sardinia.

This Iland aboundsin all kinde of Fruits,as wheate, 
wine, ſiluer-mines, cattle, andallother things necel- 
fairy for the uſe of man. Here are many horſes, hor, 
headſtrong, and hard to be broken;they are ofaleſſer 
ſize then ours, bur very well knitt , ſwift, and gene- 
rous. In rhe woods and mountaines there are alſo 
wildehorſes, which belongs rono man. There is alſo 

Game & ſuch ſtore of game, as Deere of all kinds and other 
Carle. wildebeaſts, thatthe Countrie mengerr their livings 

with hunting. TheBullocks here doe naturally amble; 
ſothar the Soirrie pezants uſe to ride familiarly here 
upon them , as they doe in Spaine —_ mules and 
aſſes. Herealſo is the Beaſt 2/»ſo, which wee enen 
now deſcribed, of whoſe ſkinne carryed to Cordua, 8: 
there dreſſed, is made our true Corduan leather. 
Wolues and ſuch ravcnous Beaſts here arc none, nei. 
therarc therein this Iland any Serpents, or Adders 
upon which S:/;#s verſifieth thus : | 

Serpentem tellus pura ac viduata veneno, 

Sed triſtis Calo, ac multa viciata palude. 

Bur in ſtead of ſnakes they haue a kind of a perni- 
ciousanimall, called Solipanga,itis butalitle creatu- 
reabourt the bigneſle of a ſpider, Lucan cals it Salpr- 
74, Plinie Solifuga, becauſcir ſhunes the lighr,and liues 

for the moſt part in filver mines, ( forthis countrie 1s 
richinfilver.) Ircreepes ſlowely forward like aſlouw 
worme; and if one fitts upon it unawares, itſenderh 
forth a moſt banefull and peſtilene poyſon. Finally, 
here is the Sardonian herbe, which _ in Phocai- 
cs ſaith is like Parſley or Smallage, called by the Gre- 
Cians BaJpwyov, and by the Latins Rayunculus , and 
Strumea, whichif oneeate of it,is ſaid heſhal dve with 
laughter, whence came the proverbe Riſus Sardonicwus. 
This herbe being ofa poyſonousnature, cauſeth men 
to dye with ſuch a convullion, or contraftion of their 
ſinewes , thatthey ſcemetogrinne, or laugh. 

The peopleare ſmall of Stature , laborious , given 
to hunting,prone unto rebellions,wherefore theSpa- 
niards , as Ortelius obſerveth , permitteth neither 
Smith nor Curlartoliue there, and therefore neither 
weare they ſword,rappicr,or poniard: yetare they in- 
different peaceable amongethemſclues, andin ſome 
meaſure curteous toſtrangers. In matter of religion 
they arelitle curious, going to Maſſe on'Sundaies , 8 
Saints daies,which once done,they fall to dauncing in 
the midſt of the Church, ſinging in the meane time

obſcene ſongs too immodeſt foran Alhouſe. Nay it is 


thought (as MF. Heylin faith) that their clergie ir ſelfe, 
is the moſt rude,ignorantand illiterate ofany people 
in Chriſtendome. Thelanguage they ſpeakeis a cor- 
rupt Catalonian. Their dyetand meates common,and 
oroſle : their apparell inthe rownes (eſpecially thar of 
the women) gorgious, &thatin the villagesclowniſh,

The Countrieis devided into two parts , viz, Cape 
Lugudori towards Corſica , and Cape Caghary towards 
Africke. Of theſe, when this Iland was jointly under 
the Piſans and Genowvates, the firſt being the leaſt, 
& withall ſo mountainous, & barren belonged to Ge- 
z04: the laſt being the larger , and beſides levill, and 
fruicfull appertained to Piſa: the inequality of which 
 deviſion , cauſed often diſcontents and warrs be. 
i tweenethem.

The principall cittiesare 1. Caliarisnow called cn Toys, 
ler, built by the Piſans, ſtanding upon the top of a hull, 
by the Seaſide , juſt oppolite to Africke, enjoying 2 
goodly hauen, and much frequented by Merchants: 
adorned with a beautifull Temple, ſtately Turrerts: 
the ſeate of the Yice roy & an Archiepiſcallſeate. This 
Cittie hath many fine priviledges, and haue two Ma- 
jours or Bourrough maſters of their ownep which the 
Citizens themſclues ele&t, who haue power them- 
ſclues alſo to puniſh malcfaQours beſides the Kings 
lawes, as likewiſe to ſtatuate, and cna& new lawes, 
with the conſent of the Communalrtie. In this Citry 
reſted the bones of Saint Auſtin a long time, till Hel;- 
| prando King of the Longobards tooke themup and 
; Carryed them to Pavia. Here alſo the kings Yiceroy 
keepes his reſidence , together with many Earles, 
| Lords, Barrons, and gentlemen of quality. 2el/aand 
Plinie placeth hereabours the Cirtie of Sulchitana. 
| Nextunto Calarsaretheſe rownes , as Oriſkagnum, Lfir 
: beingacapitall cittie ſcatedin a plaine,alicle way from 977" 
the Sea fide. The Countrie abour it was heretofore 
called _Arbores, but now the Marquiſate of Oriſtagno. 
Here wasin ancient times a colonic of theRomaps,cal- 
led Tayrrita. The rowne of Saſars lyeth in a pleaſanr 
ſoile, full of ſweere ſprings, and having abundance of 
all manner of fruits, burir isill fortified. _AMlgher is a 
new ſmall towne, bur very populous and ſtronge, ad- 
orned with many fine houſes and buildings , whereof 
the moſt of the Inhabitants are Arragonians. There 
is alſo Boſſa on theWeſt ſide an Archbiſhops reſidence, 
alſo S.Raparataon Corſica ide, andlaſtly Aquilaſtroone 
the Eaſt ſide. Sardinia hath beſides diverſe other leſ- 
ſer rownes , and Villages, which for brevitie I will 
paſſe over. There are many faire and pleaſant rivers 
inthisIland,butin Summer ſeaſon are ſo ſhallowe that 
one may eaſcly wade over them. 
Hereare in diverſe places of this Iland the Remain- 
ders of ſundry towers and Forts, which the people 
call Norackes , from Nors one of the ſonnes of Gerion: 
whoas they thinke came intothis Countrie, and builr 
the firſt manſion in ir. It was firſt under the 7olatenſes: 
ſecondly fro chem raken by the Carthaginians; Thirdly 
by the Romans; Fourthly by the Saracens Anno807. 
From theſelaſt itwas recovered by rhe Genoys, and Pi- 
ſans; and becauſe rhey could not agree abouttheir 
bounds , Boziface the cight purting his finger into an Policie & 
other mans pye, gaueitin fee to /eames King of _Arra- 5 amen 
gon,and his ſucceſſours, who driving thence the Gero- 
vvaies made themſclues abſolute Lord of it, Anno 
1324. The Spaniſh Yicersy hath (as we now laid ) his 
relidence in Caliars,and rulesal' moſt with a grear po- 
werandauthority as a king, and no man muſt of ne- 
ceſſity mannage this place; but he muſt be a natiue 
Spaniard, under whome are two Deputy Governours: 
alſo Spaniards, one for Capi Caliary, and the other for 
Cape _ The 7iceroy, hath alſoan Aſſeſſor, ap- 
pointed him by the King who muſt be an Arrurny at 
thelaw, heisalſo termed the Kings vicegerent, having 
likewiſe other Counſellours under him,by whoſe ad- 
viſche diſpoſeth of all things, & his ſeſlions or Bench 
is called the Rojall audience. Every third yeare a newe 
one wasſentinto this place, but now they ſtay longer, 
at the kings pleaſure. 


There are in this Iland three Archbiſhops & 15

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joyeth not this remperaturealikein all parts: forthe 
rightand leftclimesare according to Marins his opi- 
nion, malignantand intolerable, inregard of the ex- 
rremity of heate & cold,whichthey are ſubje&unro.

to her ſeverall Kingdomesand the great States whic 

gouverne her. The firſt paris under the obeiſſance 
of the Turkiſh Empire,whereofthe firſt was Mahomer, 
who hadalargeextention: forhe poſleſſerh all thoſe 
ym Countries,whichlye berweene Pont Euxine, 
the &geay Sca,the Mediterranean, Egyprt,and the Gulph 


of Arabia, the Perſicke , the Tyger, and the Caſpian Sea. 
Thegreat Duke of Ruſſia 8 Moſcovis hath allo a grear 
part of Aſia,encloſed by rhe frozen Sea,the River 0by, 
the Lake Kizaja, from rhe line, which runnerh from 
8, X thence: 
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thence tothe Caſtian Seaand the Ifhmus, apartition 


of this Seca and Pont Exxine. The third part is held 
by theGrandCham Emperour ofthe Tarzarians,whoſe 
Limits ſtretch Southwards towards theCaſpiz Sea,the 
River 1axart#us, Mount Iman, & Eaſtwardand North- 
ward is bounded with the Oceas Sea, and Weſtward 


with the Kingdome of Muſcovie. The Sophie King of 
che Perſian holdeththe fourth part, who onthe Weſt 
hath the great Twrke, onthe North the Tartarian , on 
che South the Red-Sea, & onthe Eaſtſide the River 
Indus. The fifth part conteynerh India, alwell on this 
ſideas beyone Ganges, which is not commaunded by 
one alone as the others, bur by many petty Kings: 
for almoſt every one of theſeProvinces hath his owne 
Prince, whereof ſome of them are tributaire to the 
GreatCham.Thelixthis poſſeſſed by the greatKing of 
China. Theſeucnth conteyneall the Hes in the Indian 
Ocean, Eaſtward, diſperced here and there: among 
which are Taprobane called Sumarre & Zeilan, the two 
Iaves diſcouvred in over dayes by the _ Bor- 
eo, Celebes, Palohan, Mindanao, Gilolo with the Spiceres 
of the Molucques. The Iapan & Guinea called the Nevv, 
becauſe it was lately diſcouvered, & is notyetknowne, 
whether it be an Ile, or part of the continentof the 
Countries Aztarticke. Theancients as Srrabohib.11. & 
Arian lib.5.divide Aſiainto many parts. P;olomyjinto 47. 
Provinces , all which herepreſented in 12. Mapps in 
the 5.6.&7.bookes of his Geographic. Nowe the Re- 
gions which Prolomie ſetteth downe aretheſe, Ponrus 
and Bithania, Phrygia the Great, Lycia, Galatia, Paphla- 
gonia, Pamphylia, Capadocia,_ Armeniathe Leſler, Cilicia, 
Sarmatia , Aſtatica , Colchis Iberia, Albania, Armeniathe 
Greater. Thelle of Cyprus, Caloſyris, Phenicia, Paleſtina 
of Indea, Arabia Petraa, Meſopotamia, Arabia Deſert, 
Babylonia, Aſſyria,Suſiana, Media Perſida, Parthis,Carma- 
»ia the Deſert,the other Carmania, Arabiathe Happie, 
Hyrcania, Margiana, Badtriana, Sogdiana, the Region of 
the Saces.. Scytiabetweene Ima, and Scythia: withour 
Imatts,Serica, Aria Paroponiſus, Drangiana, Arathoſia, Ge- 
droſia, the Indiaonthis fide, and beyond Ganges, the 
Kingdome of the Sines, the Ile Taprobanawith others 
adjacent. 

She hath had three Cities famous throughout the vvhole 
World, Babel, Niniveand Jeruſalem. Babylonthe Capitall Citic of 
Aſſria or of Babylonia : the greateſt (according to Pauſaniain his 
Arcadicks )of all the Cities that ever the Sunne ſhone upon, bur 
novy their is nothing remayning of it, but the vyalls. Ariſtotle 
calleth itnota Citie but a Province. Dion Pruſeus in his 6. Ora- 
tion ſaith,it vyas 400.furlongsin compaſle, Oroſius lib.11. c.6.ad- 
deth 80.moretothem.Herodorus lib.1.Curtius lib.y. Alſo Phileſtre- 
rus lib.1. deſcribes itexatly.Thevetus calleth it Boughedot, Caſtaldus 
Baldach, Barrius Baggadad. But that vvhich Strabe vvriteth there- 
of,and after him $.Ierome, is,that Babylon the great Citic, is novy 
becomea great Wilderneſle or Deſert. 

Nineve iscalled by the Hebrevves Rahaboth as Arias Montanus 
yvriteth. Prolomy namethit Nv@-and Nwyvy, vvhoplacethit in 

arc Ammianus doth the like, & faith itlay in Adiebena. Shee is 
called by ſome Muſſula & Moſſa, according to the teſtimonie of 
Marius, Leo nameth her Moſſall. She laye uponthe river Tigris, 6 
vvas built by Ninus ſonne of Belus the firſt King of the Aſſriens, as 
S. Auſtin vvriterh in his 15.booke of the Citie of God. Theſe are 
his vvords, Ninus the Sonne of Belus vvas the Founder of the greas Citie 
of Nineve , vyhich being derived from his name , that is from Ninus , vvas 
called Nineve. 

Ieruſalem vvas the moſt famous Citie , according to Plinies 
opinion,not onely of Indza, but alſo of all the Eaſt. Heretofore it 
vvas calledHieroſylaaftervyard Hieroſolyma asLyſimechus yvriterh, 
vvitneſle Ioſephis againſt Appion. She is alſo called leruſalem, from 
Salem and Iebms, in the holy Scripture : Solyme, and Solyme by the 
Poets: Ptolomieteſtifycth that ſhe yyas called in his time e£lis 

 Capitolia from e/Elius Adrianus Emperour her reſtorer, as Dion 
Cafiins relateth. Afia hath a great manie Lakes, abounding in 
fil he,anda Seacalled Caſpia in the forme ofa huge Lake:vvhich 
notvvitſtanding diſcarges it ſelfe not into the Ocean. She hath 
many Rivers , vvhercof the moſt famous are Tygris Euphratus 
ſpoken of by Moſesin Gen. Alfo the Iordan, the Indus and Genges. 
She hath alſo many marveillous & high Mountaines, Among 
vvhich Mount Taurus is the chiefeſt, eginning from the Ea- 
ſterne Coaſts,and cutreth throughall Afia, being vvith his ſeve- 
rall — in & out 6250.miles long, & 375.broad. Iris very 
ens inhabited vvith aninfinite numberof people. There ir 
xiſeth from the IndianSea, ithath the North onthe righr, & the 
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—— 
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South onthe left ſide & ſo turning tovvards the Weſt prefleth 
through many Countnes , till the Sea meeres it , as if Narure 
vvith adeliberate purpoſe vvould ſtopp & appoſe it vvith other 
Seas as here the Phenician & there the Pontick,, novv the Caſpian 
& then the Hyrcanian, 8 on the other ſide the Meotidian Marſhes, 
yvhere itisthen croudedup,and ſhocked on the one ſide & on 
the other beryveene the ſtreights 8 encloſſures: nevertheleſle 
it broakech out at laſt vvith ſinovves bending backvvard victo- 
rious, & riſeth like the topps of the Riphean Mountaines, having 
manie diverſe & nevy names, & notable markesin every place, , 
ſometimes called Imaus then Emodus, Paropaſimus, Circius, don i oy 
Cambades, Pharphariades, Chroates, Oreges,Orontes, Niphates 8 Taurus.” ,,qjug 
Likeyviſe there vvere it overtopperh Caucaſus, & there yverc it che Kegions 
ſtrearcheth our oftentimes vvith Armes, as if it vyvould ſound & Counrries 
the Seas, is called Sarpedon, Coraceſins, Crage 8 Taurus againe, Bur _ 
vvhere it openeth and ſpreadeth our, & raketh the names of di- paſſe "3 
vers places and Portes, vvhich are called there the 4rmenian, oe” 
here Caſpian, and in other places Cilician. The largneſle of ir in 
many placesis three thouſand furlogs, the lengrh equallerh that 
of Aſiato vvit 45. thouſand furlongs, tharis, from the Coaſt of 
Rhodes to the furdeſtConfines of China &Tartaria.T o come novy pu,llick 
to the publick vyorkes, the magnificent Buildings vyhich Aſia orke.. 
hath had, deſerue to be ſettdovvne, for one of the ſeuen vvon- 
ders of the World. The firſt vyyhereof yyas the lofty Walls of The Walls 
Babyll , vvhich being falnce vere madeup op and repared 9 Batyl, 
by Queene Semiramis,lyned yvith burner bricks, faſtned together 
vvitha gleyvie lynelike pitch being tyvo hundred feerte high, 8 
50.broade,that foure coaches mightmeete uponir,andrurne ar 
their pleaſure, having 300. Turrersrodefend them in. There 
ſhould haue bine more,if the mooriſh grounds, in ſome places 
had not enclofledit as a Wall. Three hundred thouſand men 
vvere employed in the Condudt & finiſhing of this —_ gious 
vvorkemanſhip. Herodotus vvriteth, that the Walls of Babyll 
vvereg50.Royall Cubits thick , & thatthis Citic had a hundred 
brazen Gates. Then the Temple of Diana of Epheſus, vvhichne- The Temple 
- vet had the like : for all Aſia vvas 220.yeeres a building of itin a of Pi4na- 
mooriſh place, topreventh Earthquaks and cherents,and ope- 
nings of the Earth, andto the endthe foundation of ſo _ 2 
vvorke might not be layd in a unſteddic and an infirmeplace. 
They ſtrovycd firſt of all coales upon it, and afteryvard fleces 
of vyolL. There vvasin it 127. Columes or Pillars,60.feere high. 
Every King made one for himſclfc,and 36.of them vvere carved 
vvith a marvaillous {kill & cunning. The yvhole Temple vvas 
450-foote longe, and 220. broade. The ArchiteQRour thereof 
vvas Cteſphon.One may purtalſo into the ranke of the vvonders 
of Aſie, the ſumptuous Sepulchre, vvhich Artemiſia Queene of 
Caria cauſed to be builtin the memorie of Mayſols herdeceaſed 
huſband being 25.cubits high, encompaſſed vvith 36.Pillars, 8& 
vvasfrom the South tothe North ſide 63.fecre. Scopas built the 
Eaſt, Briax the DOI x 74-4 the South, and Leocares the Welt 
ſide. The Queene dyed before this vvorke vvas finiſhed : Ne- 
vertheleſſe che Artifansleftnor the vyorke, rillit yvas fully per- 
fected. Theſe things arenumbred among the miracles of the 
World. There vvas likevviſc the Temple vvhich Solomon be- 
gann to buildin the fourth ycere of his raigne, yvhich yvas alſo 
magnificent and deſerved to be accounted amonge one of the 
ſcuen vyonders of the World. Thirty thouſand men vvere cm- 
ployed to hevy dovvne Cedars and Cipres treesin Libanon. 
Thento fetch, cutr & to doe other maſonnerie of ſtones foure- 
ſchore thouſand. The breath vyas 2o.cubirs:the lenght 60. and 
the height from the Arches and vaults ſ{ixeſcore. The ſtuff ofthe 
lo reee bulls g vvas vvhite ſtone. Thelargneſle of the entrance 
intothe Temple vvas ten cubits. The Chambres in itvyere 20. 
in number, opening one into another,8& anſvvering one to an- 
other, and ſame others loyver under-neath them. The rafters 
vvere of Cedran, and the Scelingsall gilt over, & all the Walls. 
The Holy place vvas ſeparated from the reſt of theTempleby a 
partition, vyhereof the Gates vvere engraven, & the vales fine 
andthinne, enriched vvith curious floyvers and rare compart- 
ments,vvith many interlacings and excellent figures, vvithtvvo 
Cherubinsof pure gold, the ſtepps & ſquares of the pavemenc 
gilt. The Gates 20.cubits high, ſhyning vviththe gould yyhich 
embelliſhed them. At the entrance into the porch of the Teple 
ſtood 2. brazen pillars, 18. cubits high, and 12. in circumference. 
There vvas a brazen veſlell fo great and large, thar for the re- 
ſemblance thereof it vvas called aSca: ſupported by 12. Oxen, 
vyhich bare itup, three & three on a fide,according ro the foure 
regiosof the World, tovvards vyhich every one ofths locked. 
He kept 3006.Builders. There vvere many other figures, yvhich 
vvould be toolong to repreſent. The Altar vyas of Brafle ten 
foote highe, and tvviſc as long. A Table of gould,'and x0000. 
Cupps and porrs of gold, and foure timesas many of ſilver. Ten 
thouſand candlefticks made of gould and flyer ; next to the 
Temple,there vvasa large hall in vvhich the peaple ſtood. This 
vvorkemanſ hipp vvas finiſ hed in the ſpace of ſeuen yeares, 8 
this may ſuffice for this partof the World: lettus come to 4-

But they themſelves name one another Muſulmans , 
that is,Circumſiſed,or as ſome interpret it right Beltevers. 
They cannot endure to be called Turcks, having this 
rerme in dereſtationas ſignifyingin Hebrew baniſhed 
men, oraccording to ſome mens opinion Deſtroyers, 
which ſpoile and ruine all. This Empire of the race 
and familly of the Othomans or Oſmanides is veryly 
moſt puiſſane, and of a very largeextent , embracing 
many Provinces in Afia,Europe and Africae In Europe 
it reacheth unto the Coaſt of the Adriatick Sea, from 
thence unto the confines of Epirus , now called Regs- 
24, and ſo running allalong the Egzum Sea , and the 
Propontide,with no ſmall part of Fontue Euxinus unto 
Theodoſia, a Citty in Taurica Cherroneſus, now called Caf-

faforthe ſpaceof 8000 miles. Forthe inward or mid- 


land parts, his dominion extendeth itſelfe from Java- 
rine, a Citty in Hungaria, which the Natives call Rab 
unto Conſtantinople, fituated upon the utmoſt ends of 
Europe. Then in Africa he holdeth all the Sea-coaſt, 
from Bells de Gomeraunto the Arabick Gulph or Redd 


Sea,ſfaving ſome few places ſubje& tothe Spaynard,8e - 


reacherhvery farre into Aſia, The Countrie 1s forthe 
moſt part fruitfull in graine , as Wheate, Barlie, Oats, 
winter wheate,Beanes, Peaſe, and all manner of Pulſe. 
It aboundethin Rice, Flaxe and Cottons, They have 
Vines, whoſe fruit they make uſe of after divers man=- 
ners. The Chriſtians make wine ofthem, 8 the Turcks 
preparea kind of ſweete meate,by mingling honey 8 
grapes together,which ſeemeth allwayes freſh, both to 
the ſight S&taſt, this they call ſum Turf. The ground 
beareth alſo great ſtore of Pompions, Musk-Melons, 
Cucumbers, Nutts, Peares, Peaches, Oranges, Citrons, 
Chesnuts, Figgs, Cherries , but notin all places alike: 


for in certaine places as in Cappadocia and Armenia | 
the leſſer, no ſuch fruits will grow there by reaſon of | 


the extremitie of the great colde. They have Vei- 
nes of Gould, Silver, Yron, Copper and Alum , di- 
verſe kinde of Beaſts,as a great number of Camells , 
Mules and other Cattaile. The Turckiſh Horſe and 
Doggs are full of mettle, & be in great account. Their 
firſt chiefetaine was Othoman a Tartar,a Souldier ſer- 
ving under the Grazd Cham, a ftrong bodied man, and 
full of courage, who upon ſome diſpleaſure received, 
retyring himſelfe with ſome 40 Horſemen from the 
Tartarians, lay upon, and kept the ſtreights and nar.” 
row paſſages of _ , unto whome ſhortly after 
reſorted diverſe others, partly for hope of Boote, and 
partly to eſcape the puniſhment due unto the inſfolen- 
Ces and violences, which they had committed, where- 
by he tooke courage to put into execution his inten- 
ded defſigne , which was to make himſelfe maſter of 
Cappadocia, Pontma, Bithynia, Pamphilia and Cilicia, moſt 
rich Countries , which came to paſſe about the yeere 
of our Lord x 300. After him his Son Orchanes ſuc- 
ceeded, he maintained and encreaſed this Empire b 
theſame meanes as his father had left him, but wit 
greater forces , and riches then he had received : ma- 
king uſe of the diſagreeances & quarrells, which were 
among the Chriſtian Princes: in fach ſort, thathe ſei- 


zed upon Myſis, Lycaonia, Phrygia and Caria, beſciged 
and tookein Nicea, and ſtretched out his Empire as 
farre as Helleſpont. Amurath ſucceeded him,a moſt ex- 


cellent manin feigning , and difſembling his concep- 


tions, but very laborious and couragious , & well pra- 


ciſed inthe Arr militaire,no wiſe inferiour to his pre= 


decefſours. Inthe yeere 1363 ſeized upon Callipolis 
inthe Cherſoneſus, after which the moſt part of 7hra- 
cia followed, Then he ſubdued Myſia , Beſles 8 T ri- 
balles. After that having taken in Adrianopolis by 
force , would have fell upon Servia and Bulgaria: but 
was ſtabbed by a Servian, heretofore Yaſſall or Seryant 
unto Lazarus Deſpote of Servia, whome he had com- 
mitted priſoner. He left for heires Soliman and Baia- 
zet, who after he had put his brother to death, was ac- 
knowledged Lord, & fell upon the conqueſt of 7hra- 
cia, aperlonage of a high ſpirit, aſpirin s after great 
matters , couragious in his enterpriſes , deliberate in 
managing them, exceeding laborious , ſubtill and diſ- 
creete in laying hold uponall occafions , and conſtant 
in theexecution of his deſiignes : inſuch ſort, that ha« 
ving ſubdued all 7hracia, eer he attempted ConZami- 
nope , reſolved to make himſelfe maſter of Theſſalia , 
HMatedonia, Phocide 8 Attica. Then brought under his 
ſubjection the My/ians, called at this day the Serviars , 
the 1ricks and Triballes , which are named the Bulgari- 
ans, and putto death the Prince of Bulgaria. His Chil- 
dren were Calepin, Moſes, Mahumet 8 Mutiaphus. They 
murthered Calepin, and his Sonne Orchanes was ſlayne 
by bis Uncle Moſes , whome afterward alſo Hahumer 
puttodeath. He ſabdued Yalechia and Macedoyis , and 
advanced his Turckiſh ſtandards as farre as the Coaſts 
of the Ionick Sea. Andeſtabliſhed Aadrianopolt for his 


| Court and refidencie, and 17 yeeres afterdyed in the 


yeere 1422. Afterhim Amurath the ſecond obtained 
the Empire, who by aydand favour of thoſe of Gexes , 
defeated in Thracia his Grand-father Muſtaphes,whome 
the Grecians did fayourand helpe, ruined Theſſalonica, 
an ancient City , &inthoſe dayes very famous for the 
In, riches & commodiouſneſſe of the 
Ite, whereof the Venetians were Lords: tooke in Cy- 
pris, Epiria and AFtolia, Then deeming that the ami- 
tie and confederation of George Deſpote of Servia 
would much availe him , as well for the advancement 
of his affaires, as for the weakning of rhe Chriſtians, 
did perſue itinſuch ſort, thathe obteyned his defire, 
and afterward marryed his daughter : fo that with the 
helpe of his owne forces, and thoſe of his Fatherin 
Lawes, he undertooke the ſeige of Belgrade, where he 
loſt 5000 Turcks. Mabumer the ſecond ſucceeded 
him, who having ſetled the Empire upon. himſelfe by 
the death of his brother,tooke in Conſtantinople anc 
1453, upon the laſt day of May. Two yecres after he 
beſeic:2d Belgrade, where he loſt ſo many men, and 
where himſelfe was ſo wounded , that he was forced to 
quit the ſeige : then he fell upon Bulgaria, Dalmatia, 
Crocia and all Raſcia. Beſeiged and tooke Trapezume , 
otherwiſe called 7rebi20nude and Myzelen with ſome o- 
therlles of the Zgean Sea. Tooke Eubea and Theodo- 
ſia, now called Caffa, atowne belonging to the Genes, 
he reigned 32 yeeres. Batazet the ſecond made warre 
againtt the Venetians,from whome he tooke NaupaZa, 
oMethon & Duras, heretofore called Dyrrachium. Then 
having overrun & ſpoiled all Dalmatia, he was poyſon- 
ned. His Sonne Selim tooke the ſcepter upon him,who 
haying beſeiged Cajra, became maſter of it. The chie-= 


[feſt City of Zgype , and puttodeath the Switan, and fo 
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made himſelfe Lord of Alexandria and of. all zgypr , 
rooke in Damas. Soliman his onely Sonne ſacceeded 
him, who tooke in Belgrad, not onely the Bulwarke of 
Hungarie; bur alſo of all Chriſtendome. Rhodes, Stri- 
gonia, Buds and other Cities, beſeiged Yienna, and at- 
terward dyedat the ſeige of Zygerh, having reigned 47 
yeeres. Selim the ſecond ſucceeded him, who made a 
truce with the Emperor Maximilian for 7 yeeres. He 
bereft the Venetians of the lle of Cyprus, ſeized upon 
Tunis and the Goulerta, and dyed anno 1575, Amurath 
ſucceeded him,and after him came Mahumer the third, 
who began to reigne by murthering of his bretheren: 
rhe Emperor of the Turcksthen hath great and large 
Dominions. In Europe Hongaria and. Thracia , with all 
Grecis, that is, Macedonia, Epyris , CAchaia , Pelsponne- 
ſ«, with the Iles belonging to the Zgean Sea: beſides 
a part of the 1hhride,or of Sclavonia , then Boſna, Servia, 
Raſcia and Butzarie , which regions are all deſcribed in 


'the Maps of Europe. In Africa he hath 4/giers , Tun, 


Tripoli, all Egypt from Alexandria unto the Citty of 
Aſna,which is S$yena, But in Aſia he bath Narolia, which

iS 4/ia minor,Cypris, Paleſtina, and beſides theſe, Czloſy- 


ria, Babylonia, all Arabia with Armenia. He hath in his 
Dominions 4 moſt famous and rich Cirties,to wit, Cox- 
ſtantinople, Alcairo, Aleppo & Taurus, Conſtantinople here- 
tofore called Byzantium , which for the multitude of 


. people ſurpaſſeth all the Cities of Europe: forit is re- 


ported,there are more then 700cco Menin it : contai- 
ning three German miles incircuir ,and is rightly and 
truely called a world of the world , 8 the royall Seate 
of the Turckiſh Emperors. Aleppo is the greateſt Cit- 
ty of Syria, and the moſt famous place for traficke,and 
i5A4s it were the center, nnto which all wares and Mar- 
chandiſesare brought out of Aſia. It is watered with 
a braunch of the River of Euphratus , which one of

on the backs of Camells unto Cazro, and ſo are diſtri- 
Lang along the Regions , which lye upon the Coaſts 
ofthe Mediterranean Sea. The Turcks delight great- 
ly in building of Moſquees or Temples , Carbarſara or 
Hoſpitalls, Bathes, Stoves, Condwts, Bridges, High- 
wayes and other publick workes, which are very re- 
markeable among the Turcks, and make a faire ſhow. 


The Temple of $. Sophia in Conſartinople is the faireſt 


edifice, that is to be ſeene yer ſtanding,and in the opi- 
nion of Bellon ſurpaſſeth by art the Paxtheonof Rome. 
Forall the inward parts of this Temple is built with 
arches, which are open in the upper part to give light 
unto ir, ſupported with pillars of divers coulours : this 
temple hath as many doores to it, as there be dayes in 
the yeere. The Othomans Government is wholl 

deſpotique: forrthis Emperor is ſo abſolute a Lord of 
all whatſoeveris in his Empire , that his ſubjects dare 
pot call themſelves Maſters or Lords of any thing, but 
account themſelyes Slaves of the grand Seignor, fo 
that noe manis maſter of himſelfe , much leſle of the 
houſe wherein he dwelleth, or of the lands which he 
poſſeſſeth, ſaving ſome few famillies in Conftanrinople , 
to whome Mahomet the ſecond , out of favor gave 
ſome rights and priviledges in acknowledgement of

their merits. Among his Miniſters the Interpretor of 
the Alcoran called Muffl;, like tothe Pope of Rome,ta- 
keth the firſt place. The Cadileſquers havethe ſecoud , 
whichare as chiefc Juſtices in all cauſes, and as Patri- 
arcks, to whome they appeale for all ſuits and cauſes. 
Heretofore there were but 2 throughout the whole 
Ermpire : the one ordained for the adminiſtration of 
Rumelie, that is Romania, or of Europe , the other tor 
Natolia, but the third was added by Selim the firſt , 
whoſe juriſdiction over all Egypt, Syria, Arabie, and a 
part of Armenia: theſe have commaund over the par- 
ticular ludges of every Province, whoare called Cad. 
After thele Cadileſquers the Feſire-Baſſes follow in or- 
der: theſe are the Emperors Councellors, and are at 
this day about nine, whereof the chieteſt of them is 
called Fezirazem, theſe adminiſter the ſole. Govern- 
ment with great power and authority, with whome for 
the moſt part the Emperor adviſeth of ſerious affaires. 
Next nnto them are in very great authority three Beg- 
lerbegs,whoſe office anſwere to the dignity of him, who 

Ted Generall of the Campe : the firſt is Rume!; 
lerbeg,that is,of Romania : the ſecond Anatoly Beg- 
erg, thatis , of Anatoliaor Aſia : the third Demzs 
Beglerbeg, that is, Admirallof the Sea. The Turcks are 
ſevere Executors of Juſtice, forif any man ſheds an 
other mans bloud,; he is puniſhed with the ſame penal- 
tie. He which is taken in adulterie , is ſtoned to death 
with the adultrefſe , without any mercy, remiflion or 
delay. He whichis found to have committed fornica- 
tion, is to endure 800 ſtrips with a whipe or a cudpill. 
A theefe for the firſt or Grand time is beaten with as. 
many blowes,it he be taken the third time,he hath his 
hand cutt of, if the fourth his foote.

ſiles. This Cittic was firſt founded by the Amazones,renowned 
alſo for the Temple of Diana, which forthe ſpaciouſncſle, fur- 
'niture and werkwnaithls was accounted one of the ſcuen 
wondersof the World. It was 200. yearesin building, con- 
trived by Ceſphon:being 425.foote long 8 220.broad:ſuſtained 
with 127.pillars of Marble, 70.foot high, whereof 27. were 
moſt curiouſly graven, &all the reſt of Marblepoliſher. It was 
fired ſeucntimes. Here was held alſoa generall Councill. Alſo 
Smyrna and Colophon, both which ſtroue for the birth of Homer, 
and fiue others belides, cited by S'. Georg Sandys in this Diſtichon. 
Seyen Ciries ſtriue for Homers birth : Smyrna, I6s, 
Rhodes, Colophon, Salamis, Athens & Argos.

The chicte 
toyynesare Patras , Iſaurus & Phaſetisa notable tovyne for Piruts. Pam- 
philia is ſeparated from Zyc'a by the onely river Cataratla. The chiefe 
toyvnes are Seleucia, built by Seleucus one of Alexanders Succeſlours. 
2. Perga vyhere Diana yvas adored. 3. Faſelis » the people of this Coun- 
tricand of Cicilia, vvere called Sol, from yvhoſe barbarous kind of pro- 
nounciation came the vyord Soleciſmus. In this Coutrie is the river Z#ry- 
medon , in and nigh unto vyhich Cinon, the Sonne of Miltiades , Captaine 
Generall of the Athenians overthreyy theSca and Land Forces of the 
Perſians in one day. He tooke and ſunke no feyver then 40. Ships , and 
3000. Gallies in the Sea fight : vvhich ended he tovyed the Perfian Ships 
vvith his beſt men , attired in the habite and yyavingthecoulours of the 
Perſians. Vponthe Approach the Campe vyas opened, andall prepared 
toentertaine their yitorious Countrymen. But the Greckes once in. ſud- 
denly put them to the ſyvord, and tooke 20000. ofthem priſoners. =» 

C:licia lyeth on the South Eaſt of Anatolia : the Metropolitan citie 15 
Hama or Hamſa, called by the ancient Tarſ#s the birth place of S. Pawl, an 


' ancicnt Schoole of learning, ſituated in a pleaſant valley. In this Pro- 


vince is the hill Anti-Taurus in the ſtreights of vvhich Mountaine vvas 
fought that memorable Bartaill , betyvixt Severus and Peſceninus Nigers 
for the Monarchie of the V Vorld. V V herein the Nigrians being pollelled 
of the entrance into the ſtreights manfully vvithſtood the Severians , till 
at laſt a ſudden tempeſt of ranc and thunder , continually darting in their 
faces, the very heavens ſcemed to fightagainſt them, they vyere compel- 
led to leaue the paſſage, and the vitoric to 1%e Ennemie, having loſt 
20000. of their felloyy-Souldiers. Nigh unto this place Alexander the 
great vvith 30000. men, overcame the Army of Darius King of Perſia, 
conſiſting of 600000. men, yyhereof 1 10000. loſt theirliues. The other 
chiefe Citties in thoſe parts are Nicopolis built by Alexander in memorie 
of his vitorie, and Pompeyepolis ( mentioned before ) founded by Pompey 
the Great, after his yictorie over the Pirates, vvho not onely lorded it over 
the Sea, but yvaſted and ſpoylcd the villages of 7zaly itſelte.

V Veſt vvith Cappadocia. It is thought by ſome to be the Land of (Ararat, 
on yyhoſe Mountaines the .Arke reſted , the remnants vyhereof 1o{ephus 
faith vyere in his time to beſcene. The chicfc toyyne is ZZalexcna, yvhoſe 
territorieis aboundant in Oile and V Vine. 


Amdoge the Lakes of Natolia,theLakeAſeanus novy called Lage d: 1jrie, Lakes, 


is the chiefeſt, through yvhich the river Aſcanns runneth into the Sea. 

Natolia is vyatered vvith many riyers, the chiefeſt yyherco# are [ris 
novv Caſalmach, Halis,Ottomanquick,Purthenius novy Dolap, and Sangar, 
Sangri:all vvyhich diſcharge themſclues into Pontus Euxinus, Then Aſca- 
#us, Rhyndacins , Aeſopus and Granicus, vyhich diſburdenthemſclues into 
the Propontide,moreover Simois and Scamander, vyhich is alio called Xan- 
thus, &falls into the Helleſpont ; the other are theſe, Caicns , Hermus , Ca- 
ſirus and Meander, vyhich hath in it 600. vyindings in and our. 

Theſe rivers looſe themſclues all in_Archip lagus:but Calbis,Xanths, Li- 
myrus,Catarata,& others diſgorge themſclues into the Mednterranean Sca. 

The Seas vyhich embraſe,& beat upon Leſſer Aſiaare Pontus Fuxines, 
the Aegean, the Pamphilian, the Propontide, Helleſpont: thoſe of [tarus,of 
Myrtoe & of Rhodes,yyhich are not onely moſt commodious for the brin- 
ging of all commodities into thoſe Countries : butalſo aboundeth in all 
kind of fiſhe, yyhercof they make greatgaine. Eſpecialy the Poxtus is full 
of fiſhe, becauſe it is ſo {halloyv . that nogreat V V hales or Broyvne fithe 
can ſyvimein it, but onely Sea Calues, Thornbacks Sc Daulphins, as /do- 
rs obſerycth, for the greater filhes doe commonly devoure theleſler, tor 
here they gather partly together in ſhoales, to caſt their ſpavynes, and are 
partly allured thither, by reaſon of the ſvycetneſle & freſhneſle of the yva- 
ters , and by fiſhers are taken by making of hedges of vvichers , boyyred 
about vyhen they come to ſport, coole & refreſh themſclues under them 
from the heate of the Sunne.

The moſt famous Mountaines are Hominins in Pontus, 8 Myſins called pry. 


alſo Olympus. The Synnadich Monuntaines are commended for their Car- 


of the Goddeſſes, in ſpending their judgment about Paris. Tmolus in Zy- 
dia yeelding Gold. Argens in Cappadocia, Aman novy Mount Nigro in 
Cicilia, upon vyhich groyves tall Cedars. Tuneperns the Grand , & Mount 
Sabina, vvhich produceth moſt excellent & phyſicall herbes. Dindima and 
Mount Chimera in the topp vvhereof Lyons roared.in the middle Goates 
grazed, and inthe Loyyer part Serpents lurked. Hence is Chimera, by the 
Poets fained to bea monſter , having the head of a Lyon, the body of a 
goat, & the taile of a Serpent. 

This Mountaine caſt out fireas Mount Gibel , vyhich as Plinie repor- 
teth encreaſeth by the infuſion of yvaters. This is one of the higheſt ropps 
of Mount Taurus. To conclude, through this Countrie runneth Xoure 
Taurus, vvhich reckoning his ſevcrall bending inand out, is 6250.miles 
long, & 375. broad. For it beginneth about Caria & Lyciain Anatolia, 
and is in diverſe places called by Frerle namesas Caucaſus » Parapomiſus, 
Niphates, Sarpedon, Penadres, Gordias, and Anti Taurus.

At this day in Natelaand the Turkiſh Commaund,, there is no great a7,rmers 


matter to be ſcene, buttheir magnificent Temples & Thermes, and Bathes, 
vyhichare all likegreat Palaces. They haue alſo many Hofpitalls & Laza- 
rus-houſes,calledEarbacara. Throughout all Turkie,they haue no Inns or 
Alchouſes for trayellers,but onely theſe common Edifices, built for divers 
ends and occaſions , eſpecially fs this: The grand Lords , yvhich are 
grovyne very rich, built theſe Edifices in their life time , as memorialls 
after their death. The Turkes are contented vvith homely fare, are fiithy 
in their dyet , and not acquainted yvith ſuch delicacic as areamongſt us. 
They loue poyvdred meates , yvhich having taken falt, ſtrovy cummin 
povvder upon it , and them hangita drying like Bartholmzus beefe, or 
ſmookr fleſh in Dutch. They take Beefe ,, and thefatt of a mutton, and 


. lord the Jeane yvith it, vyhichthey cutt into mammocks . falt it alittle, 


andthendricit. The Turkes haue diverſe yvaics forthe dreſling of their 
meate, among the reſt a kind ofa dith called in,Greeke Stopides. V V hich 
they make in this manner : they cut a great nuttinto foure quarters, and 
dravy athred throyy them the length of a bodkin and dipp them often 
into hott vvine, juſt as chandlers doe their candles. Some ſftroyves meale 
upon them to thicken them the ſooner. Thus alſo they prepare their Al- 
mands, Nutts, and other hard fruits. Their Handiecrafts-men liue moſt 
by mechanick Arts, & occupations , ahd many ofthem reſort unto Mar- 
kets and Faires yery diligently, & thus much for leſſer Aſis or Anatolia.

Or the Land of 


PROMISE. 


FSR _N former ages this was one of the 
TR moſt famous Provinces of Syria,cal- 
1& lcd firſt the landof Cenaay, from Ca- 
& 244zthe Sonne of Cham, who by his 
W often chaſings was driven topoſſefle 
and inhabite the ſame. Secondly, it 
was called the land of Promiſe, be- 
cauſe the Lord had promifſedit to the Patriarcks 4 
braham,iſaac and Hacob,and theirſeed. Thirdly, zfrae/of 
the Iſraclites,fo called fromTacob , who was ſurnamed 
Iſrael. Fourthly, 2udea from the Jewes, or people of 
the tribe of Iuda. Fifthly, Paleſtine by Ptol. 8 others, 
quaſs Philitini, the land of the Philiſtines, a potent na- 
tion,that dwelt there. Sixtly, the Holy Land,ſo named 
bythe Chriſtians, becauſe herein was wrought by Chrif# 
the worke of our faluation. 

This Countrie is fituatedin the midſt of the world , 
betweene the third 8 fourth Climates,the longeſt day 
being 14 howers & a quarter , betweene the Midland- 
Sea and Arabia, from which it is bulwarked beyond 
Jordan, with a continuall ridge of Mountaines, on the 
Eaſt lyes Czloſyria,and Arabia Petrea , onthe South Idu- 
-nea, the wildernefle of Pharan and Egypt,onthe Weſt 
a part of Phenicia, and the reſt hath rhe Mediterra- 
nean Sea, and on the North are the Mountaines of 
Zibanw, and apart of Phenicia. Itis diſtant from the 
line 3x degrees, extending unto 33, ſo that in length 
from Dan unto Berſheba, it containeth not more then 
140 miles,where brodeſt not 50. 

This famous land was oncecommended above all 
Countries under the Sunne, eſpecially in regard of the 
falubritie and wholeſomeneſle of the aire,being ſeated 
under a temperate clime , where the winter is not too 
colde,northe ſummer roo hot. And for fertility aland, 
rhat flowed with milke and honey, adorned with beau- 
tifull Mountaines & delightfull Vallies,the rocks pro- 
ducing excellent waters, and noe part emty of delight 
or profit, for the Soile yeelds abundance of all fruits , 
and encreaſc,having at once ſuſtained of her own thir- 
teene hundred thouſarid fighting men. 

This land alſo aboundeth in ſweete ſprings, & plea- 
ſant Paſtures, where they fed a great many flocks of 
Sheepe,and Heards of Cartell & Bullocks,which gave 
as excellent milkeas any countrie in the World, There 
is alſo brave hunting, & hauking , for Deere, Goates, 
Hares, Partridges, Quailes, and other Birds ; likewiſe 
they have all kinde ot Foule : alſo there are great ſtore 
of Wolves, Harts, Lyons, Beares & other wilde Beaſts 
founde there in abundance. 

The land of Caxaaz was heretofore divided into 36 
Kingdomes and Kings, when the Iſraelites conquered 
it, the moſt of the ancient Inhabitants, being for their 
ſinnes by God expulſed this land , and pur tothe ſword 
by the Iſraelites. The Iſraelites ruled this land abour 
450 yeares by Princes and Judges, till the time of the 
Rrophet Sazzuel!: theſe Princes or Judges were not all 


of one tribe, but the beſt graveſt and eldeſt were ſele- | 


Cted and choſen out of "_y tribe. Afterwards the l{- 
raelites growing weary of this Government, at their 


earneſt requeſt the Lord appointedthema King , &ſo |

' their Government was changed into a Monarchie» 


which continued many ages: but in proceſle of time , 
theIſraclites endured many miſeries & afliQtions , rill 
at laſt they ſaw the utter ruine and ſubverſion of their 
Kingdome 

Whar alterations hapned to rhis nation, & with how 
many ſeyerall warrs they were plagued (either becauſe 
of their owne ſtifneckedneſſe, that they would not be 
obedient to their own Princes , or brooke any forraine 
Government,orthat for their rebellion,and fannes the 
wrath of God was oftentimes kindled againſt them, 
orthat forraine Princes were ambitious to incorporate 
this happy land) holy writ, and Hiſtoriographers wit= 
nefſe the ſame atlarge. For how oftentimes were they 
ſabduedand broughtinto ſlavery & bondage, becauſe 
of their ſinnes, and that they did not governe and be- 
have themſelves well: for ſometimes their necks were 
brought under the yoake of their Neighbours. O= 
therwhiles udder forraine and remote Nations, asthe 
Egyptians, Chaldeans, Medes; Perſians, Macedonians and 
Ropzans, yea, & would never ceaſe by their rebellions , 
ſeditions 8 conſpiracies , to bring their Government 
and Common-wealth to utter deſtruction, to perſe- 
cute & put todeath the Saints 8 Prophets ſent them 
from God, yea, 8& at laſt to crucifie the Sonne of God, 
the Lord of Glorie, and the Saviour of mankind, by 
their horrible and murderous hand,and to naile him to 
the Croſſe. After this, what plagues & puniſhments 
fell uponthem againe by the juſt judgementof God: 
For TitzsVeſpaſianws inthe yeare of Chriſts nativity 5 3+ 
after he had conquered their Countrie , and taken in 
Ieruſalem , carried away with him many zooo Jewes 
Captives, and a million of them was conſumed by fa- 
mine, peſtilence, fire and ſword , & deſtroyed & burnt 
the Temple and all rhe ornaments thereof, 8 layd vaſt 
and levell with the ground, the magnificent ſtructures 
and buildings thereof, ſo that herein was verified the 
Prophecie of Chriſt, while he was upon the Earth, zhaf 
one flone should not be left upon an other. 


The whole land containeth 4 Regions , 1dumes, Is- Jdumen; - 


dea, Samariaand Galilea. Idumea beginneth ar Mount 
Caſſius, or as ſome will from the Lake Sirbox, reaching 
tothe Eaſtward of Iudea. The chiefe Cirties are Me* 
reſa, Rhinocorura, Rapha, Antedon, Aſcalon, 4Jotus 8 Gaze. 
Mareſawas the birthplace of the Prophet Micha. Neere : 
unto this towne 1adas Hacchabews overthrew Gorgize. 
Rhinocorura, Rapha and Antedon are townes of noe great 
note, Of Aſcalon Sir George Sandis writeth thus in 
his travells, that it is nowa place of noe great recko- 
ning , morethen thatthe Turke doth keepe there a 
garriſon, Venerable heretofore among thoſe Heathen 
for the Temple of Dagoy, and the birth of Sexrirams 
begotten oftheir Goddeſle Decrera,who enflamed with 
thelove of a certaine youth , that ſacrificed ynto her, 
and having by him a daughter aſhamed of her incon- 
rinencie, did put him away, expoſed the child to the 
Deſarts, and confounded with ſorrow , threw her ſelfe 
intoa Lake, repleniſhed with fiſh , adjoyning to the 
Citty. This Decretais ſaid to be that Dagon the Idoll 
of the Aſcalonites,mentionedin the Scripture, which

ſignifyeth the fiſh of Sorrow , who had her{Temple | fallin asif inchanted or ſuffocated with the poyſon of 


clofſe by that Lake , with her image in the figure of a 
fiſh, all excepting the face, which reſembled a woman. 


Burt the Infant nouriſhed by Doves,which brought her 
milke from the pailes of the Paſtors,after became the 
wife of Niaw,and Queene of Afſyria,whereuponſhee 
was called Semiramrss , which fignifyeth a Dovein the 
Syrian tongue. In memoriall whereof , rhe babyloni- 
ans did beare a Dove in their Enſignes , confirmed by 
the Prophecic of Jeremia , who forerelling of the de- 
vaſtation of [zdea,adviſeth them to fly from the ſword 

of the Dove. Azotos where was a ſumptuous Temple 
built to the Lieutenant to Demetrius. Eight miles be- 
yond that, ſtands Acharon or Ecron, where Belzebub was 

worſhipped , to whome Abaziah ſentto enquire of his 
health. Laltly, Gaza or Aze,on of the five principall 
Citties belonging tothe Paleſtines , called Philiſtines 
in the Scripture. Gaza ſignifyeth ſtrong. In the Per» 
fian language atreaſurie, ſo ſaid robe called by Cam- 
byſis, whoinvading Egypt, ſentthither the riches pur- 
chaſed in that warre: 1t was alſo called ConFantia by 
the Emperour Con#amtine. Firſt famous for the acts 
of Sampſon, who lived about the time of the Troyan 
warres,whoſe force and Fortunes , are ſaid to have gi- 
vento the Poets, their inventions of Hercules , who 
liven not long before him. And afterward famous for 
the 2 wounds there received by Alexander the great, 
then counted the principall Citty of Syra. Alſo there 

lyeth /oppa, now Jaſſa, a tamous Mart-towne, 8ca good 

haven, where Ionah tooke ſhip tofly into Tarſws, where 
Petcrraiſed Dorcas from death, tolife and where he 
lying in a houſe of one Symon the Tanner, was in viſi- 

on taughtthe converſions of the Gentiles, This citty 
they report to have bene built before the flood. Here 
raigned Cepheus the Sonne of Phoenix, whoſe daugh- 
ter Andromeda was by Peſeus delivered from a Sea- 
monſter, ſome of whole bones the people had wont to 

ſhew to Straingers,eventill the flouriſhing of the Ro- 

mans. Here lyeth Garhalſothe Countrie ofthathuge

tndea is the chiefeſt part of Paleſtina, andis of the 

ſame extent now , as it was when it was the Kingdome 

of Ida, and contained the 2 great and puiſſant tribes 

of Inda and Benjamin. It lyerth betweene the Midland 

Sea, and Lacs Aſphaltitts, or the dead Sea, and betwixt 
Samaria & Idumea. It tooke this name from the tribe 
of Iuda. Among other Citties and townes lyeth Jeru- 
falem. | 

Beſides Teruſalem alſo there are in this Countrie di- 

verſe other townes and famous Citties. as /ericho, cal- 
led now laffa, Turrs Stratonts, afterward named Ceſarea, 
Hebron formerly Arhbea, alſo Mambre and Cariorh,that is 

to ſay atowne of foure men, the birth-place of Iudas 
1ſcariot, who betrayed our SaviourTeſus Chriſt, Za 
and divers others, and beyond Iordan Mathers a town 
with a ſtrong Caſtle. Here ſtood alſo the Citties of 
Sodom and Gomora, which for their Sodomie and Ab. 
hominations, were utterly deſtroyed, and conſumed 
with fire from heaven, and lyes now buired in that cur. 
ſed Lake Aſphalites, ſo narned of the Birumen , which 
it vomiteth, called alſothe dead Sea, perhaps in thar ir 
nouriſheth noe living creatureor for his heavy waters, 
hordly to be moved with the windes, ſoextreame ſalt, 
that whatſoever is throwne thereunto, not ealely fin- 
kerth. Veſpaſian for a triall cauſed divers tobe caſt 
in bound, hand and foote, who floated aloft as if ſup. 
ported by ſome ſpirit. They ſay thar Birds flying over,

the aſcending vapors. 
Samaria lyeth in the midſt betweene Indea and Ga- 


lilea; this land is ſo called from the Merrapolis Samaria , 
built by 4-775 King of Iſraell, and now called Sebaſtes. 
The townes initare Sichem,afterwards Named Neapo- 
lis, Capernanm, Betzaida and Choragine = 

Galilca lyeth betweene Mount Libanus & Samaria , 
and is divided into upper and lower Galilea, Upper 
Galilea bordereth upon Tyrus, called otherwiſe Ge/i- 


Lea Gentinm, or the Heatheniſh Galilea. Nether Gali- 


lealyeth neereunto the Lake of Tiberius and Gene- 
zareth. Init are the townes of Naim,Cana, Nazareth 8 
Gadara. The Holy land is ſeated betweene two Seas , 
& the River lordan , it hath within it many navigable 
Lakes and Meeres, aboundingin fiſh. The River Ior> 
dan is called by the Hebrewes Iarden , and runnech 
through the midft of this Countrie , dividing ir into 2 
parts. Ierome writeth , that this River ſpringeth our 
of two Fountaines,not farre diſtant one from another, 
the one called Ior, the other Dan, ſhooting out like 2 
hornes, which meete together , and which make this 
River Iordan. 'Thechiefeft Mountaines in the Holy 
Land are Mount Hermon,lying inthe Eaſt part there. 
of, and Mount Taborin the Weſt, both of them being 
very great and high, ſo that the other hils about them 
are but armes and braunches of them: for the Moun- 
taines Zbal, Berhoron , Miſpaor Maſphas and Bethel , are 
reckoned under Mount Hermon, Gelboe, Gerezim, Sarona 
and Mount Carmel by the Sea-ſide are accounted uns 
der Mount Tabor. There are alſo theſe about Ieruſa- 
lem, Mount $Sj0»,Moriah, Mount Olives, Mount Catuary 
and others, Beſides, there are many goodly woods , 
_ SO full of all kinde of Deere and many wilde 
caſts, | 

In this Iand,eſpecially about & in eruſalem , there 
were many magnificent & ſtately buildings, as name. 
ly Mons Domwe, and the Caſtle of the Iebufites, into 
which King David brought the Arcke of the Lord, 
where it remained till Salomons Temple was finiſhed, 
the Remainders and ruimes of theſe buildings are yet 
to be ſeene to rhis day, yea, it is ſaid that in that very 
place, the Lord Chriſt ate the Paſchall Lambe with his 
Diſciples : there are alſorto be feene the Sepulchres of 
King David, and the other Kings of Iuda: there ſtood 
alſothe houſe of David, whichyet retaineth the name 
of Davids tower. Upon Mount Moriah are yet ſome 
remainders to beſeene of Melo, Aboye all, we muſt 
callro minde the moſt excellent & beautifull Temple 
of King Salomon, upon which one hundred and fitty 
thouſand men wrought ſeven yeares continually, till it 
was finiſhed, the glorie and magnificencie whereof, ye 
may read in the firſt booke of the Kings, the 6 and 7 
Chapters, and in the ſecond booke of the Chronicles, 
the third and fourth Chapters, 'The Temple of the 
Sepulchre at the firſt building, was highly reverenced 
by the Chriſtians of thoſe parts, and even untill this 
day is much reſorted to, both by Pilgrims from all 
parts of the Romiſh Church, & alſo by diverſe Gentle. 
men of the reformed Churches, partly for curioſity, & 
partly for the antiquity of the place. Ir is farmed from 
the Turke,8 kept by the Popes Creatures, whoſoever 
is admitted tothe fight of this Sepulchre, payethnine 
Crownes tothe Turkiſh Officers,ſfo that this tnibure is 
worth to the grand Signeur 8000 Ducats yearely. 
Andthus much briefly forthe deſcription of the Holy

ſort, that on the Eaſt it bordereth upon India , andthe 
Kingdome of Cambaia, from which it is ſeparated by 
Mountaines and awildernefſe: on the North are the 
Tartars, partly ſevered fromthem by the River Abi- 
anus or Oxus, and on the other part the Caſpian Sea 


beateth upon them: on the Weſt lye the Turkes, the 


River Tigris, and the Lake Giocho, being betwixt 
them, andonthe South is the Perſian Gulte and the 


IndiaSea. Thecircuit of this Countrie is of a very 


ecxtent;for from the Eaſt tothe Weſt,it reacheth 
38 degrees in length,and almoſt zo from the South to 
the North in breadth. 

This Country is not inall parts of alike nature: for 
thattra& , which lyeth nexr the Perſan and Caſpian 
Sea,is moſt bleſſed and happie by reaſon of the ſweet- 
nefſe of the Rivers , which waters it , the mildeneſle 
of the aire, and the coole gales of winde , which re- 
freſheth the Earth , makes hertobe as a nurcing-mo. 
ther in yeelding abundance of all manner of Fruits, & 
all kinde of Cattell, as Wheate,Barly,Pulſe and other 


graine, alſoit is not wanting in mettalls and precious 
ſtones , having plentie alfo of wine and diyerſe other - 


fruits : but the reſt of this Country in regard of the 
heate and drought thereof lyeth vaſt and barren. 


The Perfian Nation was heretofore unknowne,and 


firſt gott their name and fame from King Cyrus , the 
firſt Ferſian Monarch, who ſubdued the Empire of the 

Medes and Lydians, and brought them firſt under the 
Perfians , leaving behinde him a mighty anda flouri- 

ſhing State and Government, eſpecially after he had 
conquered Aſia andall the Eaſterne Countries:for has 
ving vanquiſhed Aſtyages, he united to his Empire of 

Perfia the Countries of Armenia, Phryzia , Cappadocia , 
Arabia, and alſo the Monarchie of the Aſſrians, after 
which victories he was ſlaine by Tomirs a Queene of 
Scythia, Cambyſes ſucceeded his father Cyrw in the 
Empire, and ſubdued Pſamniticus the laſt King of - 
gypt, which Countrie he united to his Empire,till the 
rime of Darius Hiſtaſpis,one of the ſeven Perfian Prin- 
ces or Governours, who was elected King , and tooke 
Babylon by the ingenious fetches of Zopirus, & over- 
ranall Afta and Greece. 

Ar this day the Perſian Empire governed by the 
Sophie, isaccounted one of the mightieſt Monarchs 
of the whole Eaſt,and though for atime it lay obſcure 
5 35 yeres, viz, fromthe 3635 yeare of the world, to 
the 228 yeare of Chriſt : of whichtime they were 83 
yeares under the Syrian Succeſfſours of Alexander , & 
450yeares underthe Arſacidan King of Parthia , and 
was much oppreſſed now with the Saracens , and then 
with the Tartarians : yet in the time of the govern- 
ment of Iſmael Sophie, ir began to beare up the head 
againe , and continued ſo, during the reigne offeven 
Kings, till Schiaharabbas now living a more fortunate 
Prince againſtthe Turkes, (who hath taken Babylonia 


| from them)then any of his predecefſours. The Com- 


paſſe of this Sophian Empire , is or was before the a- 
vulſion of Media and Armenia 4560 miles, being of 
equall length and breadth, every fide of which qua- 
drangle extendeth ir ſelfe 1x40 miles. The revenew 
ot this Sophian Empire in the dayes of Sophie Tamas, 
amounted to 4 0r 5 millions of gold, which he by dou- 
—_ valew of his coine, raiſed to $8 millions. 

The countries 8& Provinces,ftanding underthe Per- 
ſian Empire aretheſe,namely, Media, A4fyria, Suſana, 
Meſopotamia, Perſis, Parthia, Hyrcania, Margiana, Battri- 
ana, Paropemiſi us, Aria,Drangiana,Gedroſia, Carmanis,Ctc. | 

Uredia is called at this day Servan, lying betweene 4eaia. 
Perſia and the Hyrcanian Sea, baving on the Eaſt fide 
Hyrcania and Parthia,on the Weſt great Armenia and 
Afyria. It is divided into the great or Southerne Me- 
dia,and into Atropatia or the Northerne. That part 
which lyeth Northward, is much coulder then the 0- 
| ther,leſſe inhabited, and generally barren,fo that they 
make their bread for the moſt part of dryed Almons; 
their drinke of the roots of certaine hearbes , & feed 
ordinarily on veniſon: yetis it not defeCtive in paſture 
grounds, here being ſome graflie plaines of that big- 
nefſe, that gothouſand Horſes may paſture on them. 
The chiefeſt citties thereof is Symmachia and Cancaſie 
Porre,built hard by the hill Caycaſ#:,one of the beſt for- 
tifyed townes in the Eaſt : it was ſaid by Plinie to be in- 
gens nature miraculam, & is now called Derbent,a ſtrong 
citty environned with 2 walls, and fortifyed with yron 
gates, taken inthe laſt warres againſt the Perſians by 
the Turkes. 'The other townes are Eres,Sechi & Gia- 
vot: the Southerne partis better inhabited and manu- 
red. The Metrapolis whereof is Tauris , ſeated at the 
foote of Mount Oront, being eight days journey from 
the Caſpian Sea. The circuir of this citie is almoſt 16 
thouſand paces, within which compaſſe it is choughr 
there dwells 200 thouſand Burgers. 'This countrie 
ſeemes to have bene ancient Ecbazana, where the Per- 
ſian Kings in ſammer held their Courts. Neere unto 
the ſame tract are Turcoman, Sara Sultan, Naſfiaum , Ar- 
dovil and Maran. | 

({yria is called at this day Arzerum,and is bounded 4ſria. 
on the Eaſt with Media, onthe Weſt with Meſopota- 
mia, onthe North with Armenia , and on the South 
with Suſtana, heretofore theſe Provinces were reckon- 
| ned to be underit, as Arrapachites, Adiabena ard Sitta- 
cena :alſothe Citty of Nineve on the Tygris the cir- 
cuit whereof was deemed to be 60 thouſand paces, 

The Province of Suſ/az4is at this day called Chus or 
Cuſctan, quaſi Chuſ hiana trom Chua the Sonre of Ham , 
the Sonne of Noah,who firff peopled here,and bearerh 
alſothe name of its principall Citty called $u{an,being 
15 thouſand paces in compaſſe. Athenzus affirmeth , 
that it is ſocalled from a flower, for Suſaz in the Per- 
lian tongue fignifyerh a Lilly. 

Meſopotamia is called in the holy Scripture Padan Me/o;o- 
Aram,and at this day Pierbecke: this Countrie lyeth be. tam. 
tweene Euphrates and Tigris , whence it beareth alſo 
the name, as environned with two Rivers. According 
tothe Confines and Seaſons, thereof it is diverſe : for 
the one part thereof is made fatrand fruitfull by the 
overflowing of the Riyers, and the otherpart dry and 
unfruitfull,not bearing any grafſe, hearbs,ortrees: and 


| yetinſome places the Soile is exceeding fertill, yeel- 
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ding in ſome places 200, yea 1n ſome 300 incteaſe. 
Here Abraham was borne , hither he ſent his ſervant 
to chooſe a wife for his Sonne Lſaack, hither Jacob fled 
from his brother Eſau: and here Paradile 1s by men 
Skilled in Divinity and Geography affirmed to have 
ſtood. The chieteſt Citties are Orta, which is 7000 
paces about , but Caramit is much greater, being ac- 
counted the Capitall Citty of all Meſopotamia,which 
Selym the Turkiſh Emperour tooke from the Sophie. 
Mardin is the refidencie of the Patriarke of the Chal- 
deans: and Moſus is the habitation of the Patriarck of 
the Neſtorians , whoſe authoritie reacheth into India 
and Cathaia. The Metrapolis of Perſis, which coun- 
trieis now called Far , is Siras heretofore Pertepolis : 
intheſe parts in former ages dwelt the Mag}: this citty 
Plinie nameth the capirall citty ot the Perhan Empire, 
and Q. Curcius the royall ſeate of all the Eaſt. Firca- 
zia isnow called Girgia,Corca, or Dargument. This Pro- 


' vincelyeth cloſe upon the Caſpian Sea,tor which rea-

ſon alſo it is called the Hircanian Sea. This country 1s 
as it were a continued Foreſt , wi gives lurking holes 
co an infinite numberof Tigers, celebrated inall wri- 
ters for their horrible fiercenefle, whence it grew to a 
common addage concerning cruell men , that they 
had ſucked an Hircanian Tyger as in Virgill. The chiefe 
Cities in it are #ircana, called Scythians Carizath, Befta, 
and Meſandra. The Province of Margiana is now named 

Iſelbas , on the Northſideit is bounded with the River 
Ox: the chiefeſt cittie is Godion, called heretofore by 
the ancients Amtiochia. The countrie of Badtriana 1s 
called at this day Barter or Charaſſaa , &1s apart of Tar- 
raria Zagathaa, The chiefe townes in itare batira, now 
Bochara and 1itigias. Paropamiſſm is apart of Battriana, 

lying by mount P aropamifme: 1t is at this preſent called 
Candahar or Ambre#iua : Candaharis the chietecitty, 8 
a famous Mart-towne. 4ria beareth its name fromthe 
Capitall citty thereof £r#,which Citty 1s 13000 paces a- 
bout. Carmania , Circa or Chermain reacheth as tarre as 

the Indian Sea, yea unto Gedroſium, and hath many 
towns and havens in it: the chiefe citty whereof 1s 
Chirmain. In Carmania are alſo theſe Rivers Macran, E- 

racan,Guadeland Patan. Gedroſiais held by ſome but er. 
roneoully tor Guzarate, ſcing that Gazarare is the King- 

dome of Cambazairt ſelfe. Babylonialyeth betweenethe 
Perſian Gulte , and Meſopotamia ſhur in both onthe 
right and left fide with Suſiana and Vaſt Arabia,and bea- 

reth thisname from the Metrapolis Babel. Chaldeajoy- 

neth unto it: in Chaldea was Ur , called by Joſephus 
Ura, from whence Abraham by the commandement 

of God went into Meſopotamia. Within the Perſian 
Empireare many Rivers, as the Carnac , Arax 8 Cyrus, 

watering the Septentrionall parts of Med:ra. In Aﬀy- 

ria is the Typru, in Suſzana the Enelius , in Meſopotamia 

the Euphrates, in Marginia the Ox ws, Arius and Margh, in 
Barionathe Ochws, which is very navigable,and tull of 
ſhipping, and diverſe others : in Aria the Ariws, Toncle- 
zus Arapens & others. Neither arethere Mountaines 
wanting, among which the chicfeſt are in Media as 0- 
rontes,1n Hircania mount Coroxns , alſo mount Taurns, 

which reckoning his ſeverall bendings , in and our is 
6250 miles long and 37s broad, and runneth cleane 
through Perſia, and hath diverſe names afrer the Re- 
gions and nations throw which it paſſeth. There are 
alſo many Foreſts & Woods chiefly in Par/hia,which is

allmoſt all covered with woods,efpecially in the Nor- 
therne parts of Hircanie, where there are huge woods 
tull of Oakes and Pine-trees for maſts. In theſe woods 
haunt many fierce and cruell Beaſts, as Tigers, Leo- 
pards, Panthers and diverſe others. CAri« is alſo full 
of woods & Mountaines, as likewiſe Perſis for the moſt 
part, Now touching the publick edifices & buildings 
itisſo, that heretotore in this Empire , eſpecially in 
Babylon, were many ſumptuous and ſtately buildings : 
as firſt the magnificent bridge , which Queene Semira- 
24 made over Euphrates. Moreover,ſhee made in Ba- 
bell an admirable garden, whereof you may reade the 
rarenefle and ſtraingeneſſe thereof at large in Mun#er. 
In Ssſ7anain the Citty of Su/ja was a Caſtle , where the 
Median Kings held their Court: which Caſtle as Caf7- 
odoras witnetleth, was built by Memnon with an admi= 
rable cunning,the ſtones whereof were cymented to- 
gether with gold,ſothat ir was accounted one of the 
ſeven wonders of the world. But for brevities ſake, I 
will paſſe over theſe things, and cone to the cuſtomes 
and manners of the Per 


bey the King, his head & armes were Cutt of, & his car- 
keiſe unburied caſt away. Every man might mary ma- 
ny wives forprocreation, and were beſides permitted 
to keepe a great number of Concubines,andthe King 
gavea reward and recompenſe to him, that could gertr 
moſt Sonnes in a yeare. Tothe endthey might endure 
colde and heate the better , they uſed to ſwime over 
Torrents and violent Rivers : they never entred into 
Councill about affaires of importance, but chey were 
drunke , ſuppoſing that their deliberation would be. 


- more firme and reſolute. Their neereſt frends and ac- 


quaintance of a like condition, kifſed one an other in 
all humility , but thoſe of a meaner ſort doe great re- 
verence one toan other when they meete: they burie 
the Corpſes of their dead, afterthey have annointed 
their boddies with waxe: either to laugh or ſpit before 
the King, they hold fora horrible offence. Bur at this 
day the manners of the Perſians are more gentil then 
thoſe of the Turkes, Tartars or Saracens, They are 
by nature bountifull,courteous & civill, given to lear- 
ning and to the attaining of liberall Arts & ſciences : 


eſpecially untothe learning of Aftrologie, Phyſick & 


Poeſie. 'They uſe and entertaine their parents 8 kin- 
dred very kindly,and make great account of their No- 
bility,and of mendiſcended of a good houſe, wherein 
they differ from the Turkes which acknowledge no 
difference of men of quality or high diſcent. They uſe 


| and entertaine Straingers with all curteſie, but are 


mightely ſubject to jealouſte , for which reaſon their 
women are not tolerated toſhew themſelves to For- 
reiners,though theyhonour them, & love them deare- 
ly contrarie tothe Turkes , which keepes their wives 
like ſlaves : the Perſian woemen are exceeding faire- 
Mechanick Arts, eſpecially working in filkes are in 
great eſteeme and uſe among them,and hey tranſport 
them into all Syria, and other Orientall Countries. 
They drive allo a great trade in pearles , precious 
ſtones, ſpiceries and all forts of filkes, whereof they 
have an incredible ſtore: for Lewes Patri Rom, ſaith, 
thar at Frisacitty of Perfida, they have ſuch abun- 
dance of filkes, that in one market.day they may buy 
cnoughtoloade 3000 Camells.

Itis bounded 
onthe Eaſt with the mighty Kingdome of China, on 
the South with 7»dia,and with the rivers of Gangesand 
Oxus: onthe Welt with the Caſpian and Polontan Sea, 
the reſt bordering upon Myſcovis, and on the North 
with the Frozen Ocean, whereitis unknowne, unha- 
bired & unmanured. This Countrie extendethit ſelfe 
from Eaſt tro Weſt 5400. miles, and from North to 
South 3600. miles. 

ThisRegion was of old knowne by the name of Scy- 
thia, whoſe Inhabitants were the poſterity of Magog, 
the Sonne of 1apher, called firſt HMagogins, afterward 
Scythes from Scythw their firſt King. The ſeverall In- 
habirants (as Melz hath them) were firſt Z/ſedones,men 
whorcjoyced moſt at their Parents deaths, of whoſe 
hcadstrimely wrought,and rounded with gold, they 
uſed to make their carouſing Cups. Secondly, _A4ga- 
thyrſi, who uſed ro paint themſelues, every one, the 
morenoblehewas, the moredeformed and ſtained: 
for which cauſe ſomehaue conceited ourPi&#s to haue 
drawnetheir Originall from hence. Thirdly, Nomas- 
des,who havingno houſes uſed thereto abide longeſt, 
where the fodder for their Cartell was beſt, which 
being once conſumed they departed. Fourthly, Ax:a- 
ca, who were very valiant, but withall barbarous & in- 
humaine, uſing intheir warrs to drinke the blood of 
him, whomethey firſt flew, even as it guſhed outof 
his wounds. Fifthly,Geloni,who uſed toapparell them- 
{clues with the ſkinns of their Ennemies heades, and 
their horſes with the ſkinnes of their bodies. And 
ſixthly, Neari, of whome (belecueitwholiſt) itis re- 
ported, tharthey could curnerhemſclues into Ware-

oftentimes there arc ſuch huge' ſtormes of winde, | 
that they blowe a man from his horſe , overthrow 
peopleas they gocafoote, andoverturneabundance 
of trees with the rootes upward, which many times 
doegreat harme. In the Winter ſeaſon irnever ray- 
neth there, bur oftenin Sommer, yer ſo litle that ir

Tertarigisdivided into many Provinces and parts, as firli Litle 
Tartaria, vvhich reacheth into Europe , 8 isſhuttin and lieth be- 
ryvecne Boriſthenes and Tanais , contayning Taurica Cherſoneſus, in 
vvhich the Tarters Precopenſes inhabite. 2. Vaſt Tartariain vvhich 
are manyHordsorTroupesof vulgar people vvhich fleeteup & 
dovvne,and liue in tents made of Beaſts ſkinns, CE ita 
greatmiſcrieto ſtaye longer inaplace, then the paſtures affords 
mearte for their Cattel. 3. Sagathai , vvhich is properly Scythie, 


and is ſhutt in intra Montem Imaum from the Caſpian Sea , exten- 


ding to the South bordersof the SophianEmpire. 4. Gethaie, and 
the Kingdome of Tangur (vvhich is Old Scythia beyond Imaus, 8 
the Province of Serica) isalſoa part thereof. And 5. Old Tartaria 
unknovynetoPtolomie. The Metropolis ofall Tarteriais Cam- 
balu, ſeated upon the river Poliſanga; the circuit vyhereof con- 
tayneth 28. miles. Ithath 12, Gates, vvithour vvhich there are 
12.Suburbes. Itisamoſt famous anda rich Citty for commerce, 
eſpecially for precious Stones, Gould, Silver and Silkes, Itisre- 
portedthere is bought and foldin it every day athouſand cart 
loadsor vvagons of Silks, and other rich commodities, vvhich 
are brought out of Ching, Beſides this there are alſo diverſe 
other braue Citties as S«marcanda founded by Tamirlaine : like= 
yviſeCanidoafamous mart-tovyne inthe utmoſt confines of Tar- 
taria, vvith diverſe others, vvhich for brevity I vvill paſſe over. 

In Tartaria there are many Lakes , vvhereof vvee vvill make 
mention of ſome ofthe principaleſt, becauſeit vvould be rvyo 
long to deſcribe them all. Inthe Province of Caniclu there is a 
Lake in vvhich they fithe abundance of Pearles , the value 
vyhereof undoubtedly vyould come dovvne , if every man 
vvere ſuffred tofiſhe init, and totake as many as they liſted : for 
the preventing vvhereof,the great Chamhath forbiddenall men 
uponpaine of death (ſaving ſuch as hauc his conſent ) to filhe 
forany Pearles in this Lake. This Lake abounds alſo in Fiſhe. 
Likevviſe in the Province of Caraim there is an other Lake, 
vyhichis full ofall Kind of Fiſhe, vyhich isa 100. milesabour. 

This Regis isvvatered vvith many rivers,among the vvhich 
there is rhe huge river Puliſachnus many laden Ships fayling up 
bim, atlaſt diſchargeth him ſelfe into the maine Ocean, They can 
make no bridge over the river Ceramors, in regard of the great 
breath and depth thereof: thisriverdiſburdeneth himſelf like- 
vviſe intothe Ocean. Quiantuisamile and ahalfe over,and is ex- 
ceeding deepeandfull of Fiſh. Quiam (as Paulus Venetus vvriteth) 
is held tobe the greareſtriver in the World; for in ſome places 
it is 10.8. & ſome 6.miles broad,8: from the head to the mouth 
thereof a hundred daies journey, beſides diverſe others vvhich 
vec vvill paſle over. 

Novy vve come to the publick mg. in this Countrie, 
vvhichare very many and ſumptuous. Inthe Cittie of Cands is 
that magnificent Palace of the Great Cham Cublai, adorned moſt 
richly vvith Marble & Gold. In the Citty of Cambulathereis an 
other built vvith admirable {kill and cunning, being 4, Italian 
milesabout, built fourſquare,& every ſquare contayning a mile, 
having abour it a ſtrong thick Wal ten paces high, the outſide 
being of a vvithiſh & reddiſh coulour , and beryvcene theſe (e- 


verall Wallsare Walkes, Gardens, Orchards, Fiſhponds,places 


for exerciſe,Parkes & Chaſcfor game. Vponall the foure cor- 
ners of this Wall alſothere ſtandsagreat and faire Palacelikea 
Caſtle, having alſo in the midſt of every ſide ofthe Wall foure 
other Palaces, vvhich make 8. innumber. In theſe Palacesare 
kept and ſhut upallmannerof Armes, engines 8 Inſtruments 
of eviree,Oulizanoc avon anon, Quivers, Sparrs, Bits, 
Lances, Polaxſes, Whips and diverſe other neceſlaries belon- 
ging to vvarre:every Palace beingasan Arſenall furniſhed vvith 
them. In the midſt ofthe inner Court, ſtands the Kings Palace, 
vvhere he keepes his reſidence. This Palace hath vvithinnoe 
chambers orſcllors,the floure thereof being ten palmes higher

cuttinſunder vvith aſvyord: inſo much that the blood and the 
milke came out together. The next capitall Crimes to theſe are 
Lying and Adulterie,fo thataccording tothe firſt layyes of Cin- 
is, both man and vvoman arepuniſhed yvith death,

her. If he yeeld, thenthey meeteatthe Chancell ofthe Church = 
in vyhich there is apartition , the man & his frends ſtanding on 
the one ſide, and the vyoman and herfrends ſtanding on the 
other. When they are met, the Caſſiſe or Churchinan biddeth 
the yonge man put his hand through a hole inthe partition, & 
take his yvifeby the hand, vvhich he doth. Then cometh the 
mother of the yonge vvoman, and vvith a ſharpe-pointed in- 
ſtrument pricketh rhe nevy married mans hand. If yyhen he 
feeleth the ſmart, helettcth his vviueshandgoe, they rake it 
for aſignethathe vvill notloue her; butif he hold her faſt, and 
rocks by the hand, rillſhe cry, thenheiscounted a loving 
man,and her frends are glad that they beſtoued her on him. At- 
cer the marriage is conſumate, if a male-childde borne unto 
them, theFather looſeth his ovynename, and is called by that 
name of his eldeſt Sonne: as if the Fathers name be Moſes, and 
the Sonnsname Ioſeph , the Father is no more called Moſes, bur 
Aben loſeph, that is, the Father of loſeph : ſo highly doe they reve- 
rence marriage, & the fruit thereof, poſterity. - 

T he Tartars divide themſclues 8 dyyellin Hordes or Troopes, & 
as they are of diverſe Provinces,farre remote one fr6 an other: 
ſo haue theyalſo diverſe mannersand cuſtomes among them. 

The people are very vvarlike, ſtrong in marters of action, 
feareleſle of the greateſt dangers, and patientof labour & vyant. 
They are of a meane & thick ſtature, fatt 8 broad fac'd, ſquinr 
and hollovveyed, ſharpe ſighted , vveare their beards thinne, 
others are balde & bare vvithouthaire. Andas M-. Heylinfaith, 
they are of a good vvitr, drefle themſclues gorgeoully, and fare 
on occaſions ſumptuouſly. Thoſe of Cathaieare the moſt hono- 
rable people of the Tartars indifferently civill, lovers'of Arts 
both mechanicall 8 civill, izaving many Aſtrologers, or rather 
Forrune-tellers among them. Their Horſemen yvhen they are 
ſent uponanyexpedition, if they be hungric or haue thirſt, they 
open vaineof the horſe, vyhereupon they ride and drinke of 
his blood. The vvoman of Caraian ule togild their teeth. 

Many of them haue no houſes; burin ſtead of rhem dyyell 
in Carrs, and becauſe they haueno ſetled abode, bur fleete np 
and doyvne continually here and therelike ſyvarmes, they take 
the ſtarres eſpecially the Pole Artick for their Beacons & Guide, 
never ſtaying long in one place. Money is not inuſe amonge 
them,butthey exchange and batter vyares for vyares. They ſay 
they are Iſmaclites, and vvil be accounted ſuch. 

This people heretofore vyere converted by S. Andreyy, and Religion, 
long continued Chriſtians , though infefted vvith the opinion 
of Neftorius, vyhoſe ſe ar this dayisſpred all over the Eaſt: bur 
in the yeare 1246. they receiued Mahumetiſme. 

The Tartariansuſe grolle dyet, eſpecially meate, vyhich they Dyer. 
cate, either ravy or halfe enough: they feede much upon milke 
andcheeſe. They abſtaine from eating of Svyines flethe, bur 
drinke Mares milke,vyhich though they prepare in ſuch a man- 
ner, asifitſcemed to be vyhite Wine; yer itis very fulſome. 
They arc verynaſtiein their dyet, _ neither table clothes, 
napkins, nor toyvells, neither vyaſhe they their hands, faces, 
bodies or cloathes, They drinke vyater,milke, and Beare brued 
vvith Roſlin. | 

The Marchandiſes vyhich are ſent out of Tartaria, are Rice, Marchan-

na dome of China, is the ſame Countne, 
mae which Marke Paul nameth Marg: : the 
{1 Natives Tere: according to Magn, 8 
| our Mercator,or as the Authour of the 
| Hiſtorie of China faith T aybinco; They 
call them ſelves Tanegs. Prolomie calleth them, as Or- 
telius beleeveth , & as their neighbours ſay Carayars: 
but Mercator approveth beſt of the name of S7nes. All 
this Countrie lyeth upon the Eafterne Ocean, and is 
thought to bethe furtheſt Countrie towards the ri- 
ſing of the Sunne. It boundeth Eaftward upon the O- 
cean ſea, and a litle further upon the Ile of Corea, and 
then upon the Iles of 7apoy. Southward , partly upon 
the Ocean,and partly upon the Kingdome of Cauchin- 
china. Weſtward, upon the Brachmans, anda partof 
Tartaria. Northward,onely upon Tartaria,fro whome 
they are ſeparated by Mountaines, & a very long wall. 
So that the compaſle of this wall, and the Mountaines 
are counted to be five hundred thowſand paces. The 
Hiſtories of China report, that this wall was made two 
hundred yeeres agoe by King TrintTo,after he had de- 
livered his people out of the hands of the Tartarians, 
who had bin maſter of them 93 yeeres- Nowe this 
Kingdome reacheth almoſt from the Tropick of Car. 
cer , unto the 5 3 degree of latitude , and containeth in 
length all the Meridians,compriſed betweene the 130, 
and the 160degree. The aire and Soile is fo temperate, 
that by the Induſtrie of men, it becometh fruittull for 
all things. For the Inhabitants there, are not givento 
Klenefſe, but are uſed to labour, and cannot endure 
a Lazie life. Whence it commeth to paſſe, that there 
is noe peece of ground in theſe parts, but yeeldeth 
ſomething upon the hard and dry lands, though they 
be ſtonie: yet they ſowe Corne, as Barlie, Peaſe and 
Oates. In the moiſt grounds, plaines and marſhes, they 
ſowe Rice, whereof they have 4 harveſts in a yeere. 
The hills and Mountaines are. full of Pine-trees , be- 
tweene which they ſowe Panick or pulſe,ſo that there 
is not aplace, which yeeldeth not ſome profit. In eve- 
rie place they have Gardens full of Roſes and other 
flowers, with great varietie of fruits. Flaxe groweth 
there in abundance. There are a great niiber of woods, 
& Mulberie trees for the nouriſhing of Silk-wormes. 
Beſides all theſe, they have good ſtore of gould, ſilver, 
copper , Iron and other mettrails , precious ſtones and 
Gemms, as Pearles of all ſorts , Sugar , Muſke, Rhu- 
barbe, but that which is moſt excellent , is that which 
is brought unto us through Perſia, becauſe the ſea 
doth much diminiſh the vertue thereof.It beareth alſo 


a wood moſt ſouveraigne in Phyſick, called by thoſe 


of China Lapala,with us Radix China,or the China root, 
whichis uſed much through all 1zdia againſt Apoſtu- 
mes, Palſies, & the French diſeaſe. It hath a had root, 
heavie, and of a whitiſh coulour. There are infinite 
Herds of Cattaile in the meddowes, paſtures, 8 upon 
the Mountaines, The Foreſts and woods are full of 


Sablesand diverſe other Beaſts,whoſe skinns make ex- 
cellent Furrs. There is very pleaſant hunting, hawking 
and towling. There are great ſtore of fowle, eſpecially 
of watertoule, whereof thereare ſuch abundance,and 
principally of Ducks, thar in one of their leaſt Townes 
called Canton, they devoure in one day 10 or 12 thou- 


ſand. And though the Countrie ofir ſelfe is very firtill:

Ropyall palaceis fortifyed with 7 walls,and rounded in 

ſucha ſort, that within the ſpace of the one wall to the 

other, they-make lodge 1othowſand ſouldiers, which 

have the ordinarie gard before the Kings palace. And 

that he hath commanded over 17 Roytelets or petty 

Kings, that he keepeth 1x0 thowſand Elephants,and as 

manie Archers, He hathin his ſervice 948350 horſe- 

men, and 584650 foote, which at leaſt are under his” 

oath. Theſe are the ordinarie garniſon of his King- 

dome. He keepeth his Court at Paquin, which is a Cy- 

ty lying towards Tartaria. He never goeth out of ir, . 
but inthe time of warre. His predeceſſours dwelt in | 
the City of Manquinin memorie, and honour whereof | I 
they keepea table of Gould. There is almoſt cotinuall | 
watrs betweene the Chinaes & the Tartars. The Tar- 

tars excell them in force, the Chinaes ia craft and ſub- 

tiltie: In ſuch ſort, thatthey are often vanquiſhed by | 
the ſtrength of the Tartars, & they likewiſe overcome 

the Scythians many times by their frauds and wiles. 

This Kingdome is divided into 15 Provinces,whereof 

6 of themarethe Maritimate as Cantam, Foquiem,Chi- 

queam,Xantora,N.4qui & Quzoci : and 9 Mediterranean 

to wit, Puichin,luana, Quancy, Suinan, Fuguan, Canſij, 

Xancy, Hoaum 8 Sancy.

Some what neere unto this City the Ieſuits have Chur- 
ches. .2inſay deſerveth rather the name of a King- 
dome, thenof a City: the circuit of itisa 100 miles. 
This payeth greater tribute to the Prince for Salt and 
Spiceries, then the King of Perſia received heretofore 
for all his tribute of Babylon. It is ſituated upon a Lake 
of freſh water, and hath 12000 bridges init , whereof 
ſome ofthE have ſuch high Arches, that the ſhips may 
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Giles. The pleaſantneſle of this place is memorable,by 
reaſon whereof ſomecallit the City of Heaven, for the 
word Quinſay fignifyeth ſo much. It wereanendleſſe 
matter tor him , that would deſcribe everything. A- 
mong the pleaſant Lakes, which are here, that in the 
Province of Saxcjj is remarkeable, where there hapned 


an mundatio anno 1557, by which there was 7 townes 


drowned, beſides Bourroughs,villages & agreat num- 
ber of people, none eſcaping bur a yong child , which 
was ſaved upon the bodie of a tree. The rivers and ſeas 
hereare full of fiſhe. All that part of this Countne 
which is maritimate, is noe lefle inhabited in ſhiping, 
than in howſes , for ſome of them never come out of 
their ſhips, bur betake themſelves to fiſhing 8 fouling, 
whereupon they live. They have a maner of fiſhing re- 
markable in the townes ſituated upon the rivers. They 
keepe in Cages a great number of Cormorants, called 
in Spaniſh Sea-Ravens, which they carry in their boats, 
and bindea ſtring about their necks ſomewhat looſe, 
ſo that they may ſwallow a fiſhe, but not putt it downe. 
This done they let theſe Cormorants goe ſo tyed, and 
then they dive after a ſtraing manerunto the bottome 
of the ponds and ditches, and having takEa fiſhe,they 
come againe to that place where they were lett loole, 
and then they take the pray from it, or they vomit it 
up. Among the publick workes the Gates of the Cities 
are exceeding faire. Their ſtreets are made as even asa 
line, 8 ſo large and ſpacious, that 10 or x5 may eaſely 
paſſe one by an other, diſtinguiſhed one from an other 
by great, & faire arches of poliſhed ſtone adorned ma- 
gnfficetly, which the Gouvernours make with diverſe 
inſcriptions, before they depart our of their Cities, 
when the times expired, which the King hath preſcri- 
bed them. Some Portugalls report , they ſawein the 
Citie of Fuchco a towre founded upon 40 pillars all of 
marble 40. palmes high, according to Architect mea- 
ſure, & 12 in breadth: the workemanſhip was ſo great 
& ofſo rare a bewtie that it ſurpaſſeth , & putts downe 
all the ſuperbe buildings of Europe. They have moſt 
ſumptuous Temples , aſwell in their townes as in the 
fields. The King hath under him a Governour, as a 
Lieutenant, whome they name Txtaz,who is Indge of 
all the controverſies in the Kingdome , & adminiſters 
ſevere Iuſtice. Theeves & Murderers are comitted to 
perperuall priſon, untill they dye of hunger and cold, 
or with the ſtripes of a whip : for whenſoever they are 
congaemned to death (which comonly is done by whi- 
ping} yetnever the lefſe the execution thereof is de- 
ferred ſo long, till the moſt part of the codemned dye 
in priſon. Inevery Towne thereare ſucha number of 


 Malefactours, thatin Caroxalone there are oftentimes

manners, 


more then 15000. Theeverie among them is accoun- 
ted rhe moſt odious crime, and Theevesare puniſhed 
with moſt cruell ſcourgings , they whip them in this 
manaer , firſt they make the MalefaCtour to bowe 
downeward, & bind his hads behind him, then they 
laſhe him upon his thighes , & the calvesof his leggs, 
with a whip,or a ſcourge made of a Cane,or of a reede, 
whereofthelaſheis ſo violent, rhatit fetches blood at 
the firſt blowe, & the ſecond, taketh his ſtrength from 
him, that he is not able to ſtand upon his feete. Every 
hang-man is to whipe his legg , which they doe with 
ſuch violence, they many of them dye upon the 5oor 
60 blowe: for all their nerfs, ſynowes and muſcles are 
torneand rent ia peeces. And the Portugals affirme, 
there is not a yeere that paſlſeth, bur there dies more 
then 2000 of them. This ſcourgeis 5 fingers broad, & 
one in thicknefſe which they dip into water to ſupple 
itand to make it ſtiff. 


Their men may marrie many wives , wheteof one of them 
keeps his howſe, and the others are el{where. They have noe 


ſtewes within their Cities, but the whores are bound to live 
in the ſuburbs. They hold their marriages at the new moones, 
and moſt of all in the month of March , whichis the firſt day 
of the yeere , in which they keepe their feaſts with great pre-

paration & Solemnity. TheirFeaſt laſts manie dayes with in- 
itruments of muſicke and gamings. The Chinaes for the moſt 
part have broad viſages, ſmall eyes, flatt 8& crooked noſes, 
noe beards, but a fewe thinne hairs on both ſides of their 
chinns. True it is, that ſome of them have broad eyes a good 
beard,8: have a faire countenance; but the number of them is 
few. They have alike coulour as thoſe of Europe, but thoſe, 
which dwell about (ants are more browne & blackish. They 
ſeldome,or neyer goe our of their Countrie,and doe nor wil- 
lingly entertaine any ſtraingers in their Countrie , unlefle, 
they have the Kings leave and letters. They are naturally in- 
clined to feaſtings, and drinkings in noe lefſe manner then 
the Germans and Netherlanders. For their religion, they be- 
leeve thar all things created and inferiour with the Govern- 
ment of them,depend upon the ſuperiour & of heaven, which 
they think to be the Soveraigne God , and marke him with the 
firſt chara&er of their Alphaber. They worship the Sunne,the 
Moone, the Starrs and the Devill himſelfe to the end,as they 
ſay,that he may doe them noe harme , 6 paint him out in the 
ſame $hape, as they doe in Europe, They have two ſorts of 
Prieſts,the one are cloathed in white, with their heads shave, 
and live in comon as the Moncks doe here, The others weare 


| black cloaths,and long haire,and have their dwellings a part, 


as our Prieſts doe here. Neither of them muſt marrie , but in 
the meane time live a luxurious and a villanous life. In every 
mechanick art , and manifaQure they are ſo excee«ling skill- 
full and cunning, that their wockemanship ſeemeth rather to 
be made by nature, then by the had of man, The Arts of prin- 
ting, and making of ordnance are fo ancient, and have bin in 
uſe with them ſo long , that they knowe not the Authours of 
them, In writing and printing , they doe not as wee doe , in 
reading their lines from the left hand rowards the right, nor 
according to the manner of the Hebrewes , which doe the 
contrarie: but they draw their lines from the rop of the page 
downeward to the bottome. Their letters are neither wn. | 
nor conſonants wherewith they forme,their words, but every 
letter maketh a word : the firſt betokeneth God , the others 
ſomething elſe, for which they have more then x 5o0o marks: 
and yet never the lefle underſtand one an other, not like unto 
the Hieroglyphicks of the Egyptians , which were but pifures 
& ſimilitudsof things, which they would expreſſe, but after - 
the manner of charaQers. They ny alſo carvings, & are great 
Painters 8 drawers, of leaves flowers birds and beaſts,as ye 
may ſee in the bedds, hangings & tables, which are brought 
out of the ray += The Portagalls report many ſtraynge 
things of the ſabrilitie of their ſpirits, among the reſt, which 
is molt to be wondred at, they have wind-chariots or wagens 
with ſailes and knowe how to ſteere and governe them with 
ſuch dexteritie,that in a $hort time they can carrie themſelves 
where they pleaſe, Their poterie is cleare , neate, and whiter 
then ſnow , which wee hold in ſuch great eſteeme under the 
name of Porcelaine, ought not to be forgott. Itis made as 
they ſay in this manner, they mingle and mix or breake in 
peeces certaine ſea-shells with the yolkes of Eggs , adding 
unto them ſome other ingrediens, which they knead, and lay 
in lumps, and burie in the ground , where they lett it lye and 
ſoften for 80 or 100 yeers , and leave it as a rich treaſure to 
their Inheritours , which they make uſe of as bequeathed to 
the by their Fathers 8 Grand-fathers , & keepe this ancient 
cuſtome to emplaiſter as much new , as they take up of the 
old. The fashion, and manner of their dyet is delicate ; not 
much unlike thoſe of France & Germanie. They drefle their 
meate well and make curious bancketts. They fit at a table 
as they doe in Europe, upon ſtooles or formes', and not upon 
the ground as the other people of Aſia doe. And though the 
Chinaes have great abundance of Fowle,of Venaiſon & both 
Shell, and ſcale fishe, yea moſt daintie meates; yet the meatc 
which they eſteeme moſt of all, is ſwines fleshe or porck. 
They uſe pincers,or forks of gould and filver to take up their 
meate, The rich and wealthie men, cloath themſelyes in filke 
of divers coulours, the meaner ſort in black cotton , & in lin- 
nen cloth, for they have not the knowledg to make wollen 
cloth among the. Their men weare longe haire,as our wemen 


. doe here , and binde them together upon the crowne of their 


heads, tying and faſtning them together with a ſilver button, 
Their women adorne themſelves with gould and precious 
ſtones, Their greateſt trading is in Spiceries , but chiefly in 


| filks. Forthey bring from Malacca , Bengala and other places 


Pepper, Cloues, Safran, Nur muſcades, Caſſia & other kind 
of Spiceries, which yeelds them great profit, But rheir chie- 
feſt trading is in webbs of filke. For John Barrius writeth in 
his Decades of Aſia , that certaine Portugalls bave noted , that 
out of the Citie of Nimpo,which others call Ziampo, there hath 
bin brought in the ſpace of z monthes 160. thowſand pounds 
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And the Leſſer Iles lying abour it.

The chiefe and greateſt Iland is called 7apan, and 
was divided into 53. Princedomes or Kingdomes, a- 
monge which thoſe of Meacum, Amaguncum & Tenge, 
were the mightieſt. 

TheſecondIlandis called Ximo, conſiſting of nine 
TR , whereof Bungum and Figerarethe prin- 
cipaleſt. 

ihe third Iland is Xicourm, and containerh foure 

Kingdomes or Provinces. 

Thelengrh of this whole Iſlandin ſome mens opi- 
nion is 600. miles, but the breadthis nothing anſwe- 
rableto thelengrth, forin ſomeplaces ir is notaboue 
30. yea inthe broadeſt part bur 90. miles over: how 
many it is in compaſle is not certainely knowne. Ir 
lyeth Northward of the line from the 30. ro the 38.de- 
gree. It isſeated over againſt Nowa Hiſpania , on the 
North fide ithachthe Schyriansand Tartars,with other 
unknowne fauvage people, on the Welt the Chinois, 
& onthe South the vaſt Ocean beateth upon ir. There 
borders uponitalſo ſome unknowne Countries. 

The conſtitution of theaire in this Iland is whole- 
ſome. This Countrie is ſubje& to much colde and 
ſnowe, which makes itnor very fruitfull. 


In September rhey reape rheir Rice, and in ſome 


parts mowe their Wheate in May. They make theirno 
breadas wee doe, butacertaine kinde of Dow like a 
haſtie pudding. The Inhabitants digg out of the bo- 
wells oftheearth diverſe kinds of Mertalls, wherewith 
they allure forraine nationsto come & trafficke with 
them, andas Marcus Paulus Venetus witneſſerh , rhis 
Countrieisſoexceeding rich in golde, that the Kings 
Palaccsare overlayd & covered with plate of Gould, 
in the ſame manner as ſome great mens houſes a- 
mongſt usare covered with Leador Copper. 

The Trees there (borh ſuch as beare fruit, as 0- 
thers) arenotmuchunlike ours. Inmany places there 
growes Cedars, exceeding tall and thick,whereof they 
make pillars for Churches,& long maſts for ſhipping. 
The 1aponites keepein their Houles, neither Sheepe, 
Swyne, Hennes, Geeſe, norany uncleanething. In 
their Paſtures they breed and feed whole heards of 
Carcell, and troupes of Horſes for ſervice, In their

woods and Groues, there are diverſe kind of game, 
and wilde Beaſts, Deere, Harts, Hares, Connies,wilde 


Swyne, Wolues, 8&c. 


There are alſo great ſtore of Pheſants, Wild- Fovte. 
Ducks, Stockdoues, Turtledoues & Wilde-hennes. 

All Zapan heretofore was ſubje& ro one Emperour 7he Princes 
(whoſe title or name was called the Yo or Dazr)till thar es 
by along and continued peace, having wallowed in ** 
the mire of luxurie and ſloth, grew into contempr, 
and was at laſt made away by his two principall Gou- 
vernours of Cubs. The one of them afterward ambi- 
tious of gouvernment broughtthe other to his end. 

Thar King which now holdeth Meacumand the ad- 

jacent Countries(which tra& beareth commonly the 
name ofTerx3e) withCaſtles & Armes,is accounted the 
greateſt & mightieſt of all: for (as M-. Heylin faith) the 
Kingdome of Texe of itſelfe,comprehenderhfiue o- 
cher petty Realmesalllyingabour Mexci, & doth now 
Lord it over 50. of theſe ſmall Kingdomes: ſo thatthe 
King of Texzewriteth himſclueSoweraigne Lord of Taps. 
Of lace yearethe Tyrant Nobununga gott thele places 
under his power:in his Throne ſucceeded Faxiba,one 
of the principall Lords of the Countrie, the Father of 
T. ay ct now living , who with his faftion brought 

aid Tyranttohis end, putting ſome of his Chil- 
dren to death, and baniſhing others: 8& rhathe mighc

che berter aſſure himſclfe of his new conqueſt, rtranſ- 
ported the vanquiſhed Kings from one Countrie to 
another, totheend thatbeing removed our of their 
commaunds, & placedamong ſtrange ſubjects, they 
ſhould remaine weake, and without meanes to revolt 
gainſt him,aPoliticke8& a mercifull courſe. Ar this day 
the;Monarch of all 7aponia, whoraigneth over chem 


is called Tartcoiſama or Taico. What the revenewes of 


this King are, wee cannot certainely tell, onely wee 
may gelle them to bevery great: in that he hath rwo 
millions of gold for the yearely rent of thar Rice, 
whichis bod ann) outof thoſe poſſeſſions, which he 
hath reſerved for his Demeanes. 


The chiefe Cirtie is Meacum, a very gteat towne, Citties. 
which was heretofore 21. miles abour, bur through nun.

is the capitall Cittie of thoſe parts, wherein ir lieth, 


| having many Chriſtians init. 
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Coitis ſacred to aBonzior aPrieft,whichthey tearme 
Combadafſi. Alltheir Princes are buried in this Citty, 
&if any ofthem be cnterred inany othertowne, yet 
they muſt ſend hither a tooth of them ar the leaſt co 
be buried here: inſuch reverence doe they hold this 

lace. 

The Cittie of Fianocaxcalieth 54. miles from Mea- 
cum,andinthe dayes of the Tyrant Nobunanga was de- 
ſtroyed, andin the yeare 1596. was overthrowne with 
an Earthquake,and ſhortly after being rebuilt,a great 
partof it was burnt with fire. 

_Amangaſaquiisa fine towne, lying fiue miles from 
the Sea over againſt Sacai, thereare alſo many other 
oallant townes, as Yoſoquin, Funariumand Toſa , which 
for brevity Iwill paſle over. 

Herearealſo many commodious Havens, among 
which Ochinafamannw is the chiefcſt, where there lies 
continually many ſhipping. : 

Here are alſo many high and ſteepe Mounraines, 
among the reſt two of themare very famous; the one 
isnameleſſe, & ſendeth out continuall flames of fire, 
upon the top whereof the Devill _—_— to ſome 
men, who with faſting and devotion haue for a lon 
time afflicted themſelues, & ſhowes himſelf cloathed 
with a bright cloud. The other is called Figenotama 
being exceeding high, & reacherth ſome miles aboue 
thecloudes. 

The ſumptuous buildings, Palaces, Monaſteries, 
8c. we will leaue to the relation of Paulus Fenerns, 
being noe leſle ſuperbe in their building at this day. 
Taicoor Taicoſama, who gouvernes them at this pre- 
ſentasa Monarch, builchimſelfa Court, which is ofa 
ſtrange and admirable ſtruQture.Itis hung about with 
athouſand coſtly hangings & Tapiſtries, laced abour 
with Damaſk, Veluer & Gold, and is builc with moſt 
coſtly wood and timber, the inſide being overlayd 
with pure Gold.Beforethis Palace he hath ereQed an 
Amphitheater,where they a&t their Comedies. Onthe 
one ide of it a pretty way from it, there ſtands rwo 
high towers, having three or foure chambers a peece 
in them. Their houſes are for the moſt part built with 
timber, in regard this Countrie is very ſubje& to ma- 
ny Earthquakes, ſomeagaine are built with ſtone,and 
compacttogetheraftera fine and aneate manner. 

The Gouvernment of this Countrie (as is ſaid) 
conliſteth in three men,whichare eſteemed the chie- 
feſt in the Kingdome,and beare the greateſt ſway,and 
authority. The firſt they call ZaXo their high Prieſt, 
who hath the adminiſtration over their Clergic. The 
ſecond is named Yoo, & he hath the chargeand diſpo- 
ſing of all places and dignities. Thethird they tearme 
Cllorems » & he haththediſpoling & managing of all 
affaires touching Peaceand Warre.

They haue 
others which they name Fozoques from thele they ex- 
pettlifeEternall; beſides theſe they haue their petty 
Gods, which they terme Camw, theſe they adorefor 
the diſpoſing of their houſchold affaires, for health 
and riches, and for the procreating of Children. 
They hauealſoin ſome Cirrties Vniverlities , as at 
Bandum , which is ſaid to be an Vniverſity bigger then

Theartof Printing isalſoin uſe among them. 
The people for the moſt partare induſtrious, wittie, 
ingenious, docible & of a good memorie and under- 
ſtanding. Poverty is accounted noe ſhame amonge 
them: they haue in dereſtarion chiding, brawling, 
theycric, vaineſwearing and playing at Dice. Tobe 
tall, and a well proportioned bodie they like excee- 
ding well; they are of a ſtrong conſticution tillthey 
are {1xtie yeares of age, they make good Souldiers: 
they lerrt their beards grow reaſonable longe: they 
pull cheir Childrens haire out of their forcheads with. 
a paire of ſmall tangues or pincers. The vulgar ſort

In eating of their meate they uſe two ſinall ſticks 
leaſt it ſhould fall on the ground, neither doe they 
waſhe their hands before dinner. 


Before they goe to dinner, or _ they pull of 


their ſhoes, leaſt they ſhould foule their martts. 

The meaner ſort, eſpecially thoſe which dwell by 
the Sea Coaſt, cate Herbes, Riceand Fiſhe; burthe 
richer knowhow to dreſſedaintie Cates & Diſhes. Ar 
every courſe their geſt hauea cleane table ( bur with- 
out cither table cloathor napkins) made of Cedar- 
boards , being about a hand bredth high from the 
ground. 

Their Confitures and Banketring ſtuff they ſerr 
upon their tables in the forme of a Piramide, gilding 
them over,and beſetting them roundabout with Cy- 
2p ſpringsand branches: they uſe allo to gild the 

ills, and the leggsof their foule & birds, before they 
diſhthenup.

Prolomie divideth this great 

fl Region into two parts,namely 
I] into [zdi«intra Gangem, and 1n- 
dia extra Gangem. Indiabeyond 
Ganges is called in the Holy 
Scripture Hewila , or as ſome 
write Havilath, or Evilath. India onthis fide Ganges is 
alſo called Seria, and by the Inhabitants cMacym, or 
Magin, as Marius writeth. Likewiſe Mangi and China. 
Toanzes Barrins ſaith,thatitis namedalſo 1zdaſtan.Pom- 
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ponius affirmerh , that Indza is of ſuch a largeextent, 


andrakesupſuch a ſpaceand tract , thatone cannor 
failealong the ſea Coaſt in 60 daies,8 nights. 

Srrabo and Plinie bound 1z4;aon the Welt with the 
river Izdus (which ſeparateth Perſia from 1Tndia) 


on the North with mount Taxrss , on the Eaſt with 


the Eaſterne Sea , and on the South with the 1:diar 
Ocean. 

This Countrie (as M-. Heylin faith) extendeth in 
length from Chizaro Perſia 3600 miles, and ſtretcheth 
from Taurus to the Ocean : this being the biggeſt 
Countrie, comprehended under one name of any in 
the world, excepting Tartaria, & China. Ir is{icuate 
berweene the firit and ſixth Climares,the longeſt day 
beingin the South partof 12 howers onely; butin the 
North fiueteene howers anda haltfe. 

India is a halthfull Countrie, being refreſhed with 
many ſ{weete weſterne windes; butisnot everywhere 
ofa like tEperature,in regard of the greatneſle there- 
of: forin ſome places, eſpecially neere vnto the line, it 
isextremehotr, andin orher places very temperate; 
bur rowards the North cooler. 

ThisCountrie throughout ſurpaſſeth all che other 
parts of the world fora good ſituation , a temperate 
aire, afatranda fruitfull ſoile, having an other face, 


and countenance than other Countries : for here | 
newlſtars doe riſe and ſett : it hath two Summers, 


bearerh fruits twiſe a yeare, betweene which there 
blowes many coole Eaſterne gales ofwinde , which 
doerctreſh &allay the extraordinarie hearte thereof. 

Andthough there growethnot much Corne : yet 
haue they plenty of all kinde of Fruits,eſpecially Bar- 
ly , Rice, andthelike, which they pull up with their 
handes. Therearelikewiſe many fruit trees. 

This Countrie alſo produceth abundance of Pep- 
per, Franckencenſe, Myrhe,Aloes, Cloues, Ginger,& 
intheSoutherne parts, Cynnams, Calmus,Nardus,8 
otherAromartick ſpiceries,&asinArabia& Ethiopia, 
ſothe Cancs hauc honey inthe. Therearealſo many 
Phylſicall Hearbes and drugges , many wholeſome 
roots,and ſome poyſonable: whatſhall Iſpeake ofthe 
mincralls,mertals, precious Stones, and other gifts of 
Nature,whichare there?From hence comes goldand 
filverin abundance,cop per,yron,andLettanie,as Dio- 
dorus withneſſeth, though Phnie be ofa contrarie opi- 
nion, that iraffords neither Copper, nor Lead;butin 
{teadofthem Pearles,and Stones,for from hence allo 
comes greatſtore of precious ſtones,as Berils, Chry- 
ſophraſes, Adamants, Carbuncles, Chryſolits and ex- 
cceding greatand faire pearles. Here they haue ſuch 
abundance offilke,thatthey furniſh the whole world 
therewith. All Beaſts are larger, and greater bon'd 
herethen in any other partof the world. Here are 
huge wilde Bulls , Camells , Lyons, Rhinocerots, 


ra N DIA isthebiggeſt, andno- 


Elephants, and Doggs. In the wilderneſleare terrible 
Dragons, which arealmoſt as bigg as Elephants, with 
whomethey fight continually : There are ſuch fierce 
Maſties, thatthey dare ſeize upona Lyon. 

There are alſo an infinice number of Serpents, 
which the Indians eare, after they haue roaſted them, 
as they docakind of Ants which they eate with pep- 
peras wee doe Crabbs. There are found alſo white 
Apes,and Chameleons,whichliue onely by theaire, & 
can tranſtorme themſclues into any colour. There

are alſo many kinds of ſtraunge foule and birds never - 


ſeene by any othernartion, beſides an infinite number 
of Hennes, Pheſfants, Partriges and Parrers of diverſe 
fine coulours. 

Touching the governement of the Indians Phnie 
writeth thus, Amonge all Nations the 1»dians.were 
never beaten our of their Frontiers, or habitations. 
They counr that, from the time of Liber Pater, till 4- 
lexander the great,they had 153 Kings, which ſucceedid 
onean otherand raignedoverthem 19n yeares , and 
threemonth ſons. writethalſo of the 1ndians, that 
no man had ever any victorie over them , but onely 
Liber Pater, or Bacchus , who was the firſt thatentred, 
& conquered this countrie,then Hercules 8 Alexander 
the greath : though Cyrwsand Semiramis Queene of 
Afſyria had affaulred them , and made part ofthis 
countrie tributairie ro her , and ſlew Staurobates the 
Kingrhercof.Nextunto her Alexander the great inva.- 
dedit,at which time there were many Kings, and free 
Cirtties, whom the Gymneoſophiſts perlwaded to defend 
cheirliberty. Thoſe which accompained © Alexander 
the greatin his expedition, relate, thatinthistratof 
India,which they ſubdued, they found five thowſand 
townes, whence one may eaſcly marke whata great 
andalarge Region this was. 

The Merropoli of this Countric is Calecute , which 
for three miles together lyeth along the ſea ſhoare, 
andis the moſt famousMart-rowne,anda ſtaple of all 
the Indian trafficke. There are beſides many goodly 
Citties,as Cambaia, Decan, Barticalla, Cononor, and di- 
verſe others. 

Neither want they great Lakes. In thehiſtorie of 
Alexander Magnus mentions made ofa Lake, which 
is beſett renee abourtwith woodsandtrees,and was a 
thouſand paces broad; where his Armie being almoſt 
dead with thirſt refreſhedrhemſclues.Burthe greateſt 
of all is the Lake Chiamay, being foure hundred miles 
about,and lyerh 600 miles from the ſea,from whence 
many famous rivers haue their ſource and head: next 
unto this there is the Lake Cincuihay,& diverſe others.

relateth,thar Alexander the great ſayled every day 600 
furlongs up the River 724: with his ſhipping, & that 
he could notfaile unto the end of it inleflerhen fiue 
months and odd days, whereas itis manifeſt,thar this 


river islefſer then the Ganges. This river ſpringeth 


fro the topp of Mount Cancaſ#s,heretofore called Pa- 
ropamyſus,and now Naugocrot,and after he hath runne 
900 miles in length diſchargeth himſelf into the 
South,or Indian ſea with two mouthes, carryng alon 

with him nineteene others rivers, whereofthe Sicko 
is the Hydaſpis , into which there falls foure other ri- 
vers, and the Cantabra, whole waters are encreaſed 


with three rivers more.

Touching the river Ganges ſome write, that it hath Gu 


no certaine head, others thatirariſethin che Sythian 


| hills, and carryeth 19 other riyers along with him.

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Othersſay againe , rhat'ir guſheth our with a great 
noiſe , and ſo falleth downe ſteepe clifrs, and rhen 
runneth through plaine fields, andſo forward with a 
{lowe ſtreame , till he diſchargeth himſelfe into the 
ſea. The bredrh thereof being inthenarroweſt place 
$, and in the broadeſt zo miles,andthe depth thereof 
neverleſle then 100 foote : ſome haueſuppoſed this 
ro be the river Piſoy , mentioned in the holy Scri- 
prures,which compaſſeth the Land of Havilah,where 
there is gould.Somealſoarcof opinion, that this is rhe 
ſame river, which runneth into the Gulfe of Bengals, 


and thatin regard of the likeneſſe of the name: for he 


is called in thoſe parts by the Inhabitants Gzezgua:but 
Mercator with good reaſonfaith, thar Ganges is that 
River, which is now called atthis daye Ro dt Cantaon. 

Beſides theſe rivers,theſe following are the chieteſt, 
as the Mandona,Chaberts, Ava, Campumo,Mena, Meno,6c 
ſome others. Megaſthenes mentioneth thar there are 
fixty riversin 7244, which in the Summer timeover- 
flow (as the Nile doth) & fattens the ground, which 
is the principall cauſe of the fruitfulneſſe thereof. Iris 
reported that Ganges as the Nyle breedeth 8& feedeth 
Crocodells, Dolphins, and Cunngers, which are 3o 
foorc long,as Plinze relateth. 

The beſt and faireſt part of zdia lyeth alonge the 
Tudian or Sourherne Ocean. And though there be 
many good havens: yeth itis very dangerous ſayling 
along this Coaſt; becauſe ofthe many Rocks, Clifrs, 
and Quickſands » which lye abourthis Coalt.. 

Solinus writeth thatin the 194jan Ocean , there are 
whalcs,as biggeas foure acres of ground,andan other 
huge hſhe called Phyſereras, or a whire poole , which 
arc ſoexcceding great,thar they ſeemeas Pi{/ars to riſe 
aboue the Sayle-yardand hatches ofa ſhip, & drawes 
inſo much water, that when they caſt it ourthrough 
thier ſpours ſometimes it overwhelmes and ſinkes a 
ſhipp ncere vnto them. 

To number upall che Mountaines in this Coun- 
trie , the moſt whereof are without Trees , or any 
orecneneſſe, would be here too teadious ; but the 


Imaus , Emodus and Paropamiſſus ate all parts of Mount 


Cancaſus, and the chiefeſt. 

The woods in 1ndta,as Solinusrelaterh,grow fo ex- 
cceding thick , that one ca ſcarcly ſhootan arrowinto 
them. In orchards there growes figg trees, ſo bigg,that 
they take up 60 yon of ground , the armes and 
boughes whereof overſhade two furlongsin circuite. 
Their leaues are as broadasan Amazonian Targett, 
and the apples of themareexceeding Sweere. 

In mooriſhgrounds there growes ſuch thick reedes; 
that they uſe them in ſtead of boates. In India onely 
groweth the Ebon tree , and upon ſteepe clifts: 
thercareſometrees,which ſwears outFranckincenſe, 
and an other kinde ofa tree , which beares great In- 
diannutts. 

This wholenation was in times paſt dividedinto 
ſeven orders or ſtates. The firſt was Philoſophers: the 
ſccond Huſbandmen forthe manuring _ telling of 
their Lands:the third was ſhephards:the fourth Han- 
diecraftsmen:the fifth Souldiers:the fixth Epophors, 
ipyes, or ouerſcers of the people,as being the chiefeſt 
ofthem whichremonſtrated to the King whatſocuer 
hapnedin India: and the ſeventh were Counſellours, 
whereof there were but a fewe in number choſen our 
of the nobleſt,and wiſeſt;theſe commonly aſliſted the 
King with their Councils, & decidedall ambiguous 
cauſes.By theſe all Capraines,& Princes wereeleed. 

Touching their Lawes , and Statutes, the moſt of 
them lived withour any written Lawes, others gover- 
ned themſelues according to their written Lawes, in 


which they uſe ſimplicity withoutguile , as they doe 


likewiſcinall their contradts 8 dealings, &arenever 
give to diſputes or eotroverſies; for they cruſt out any 
wares,or commodities,neither uſe any obligations,or 
morgages , butcredit one an other ſimply upon their 
bare word. Thoſe which are covinced ofbetting falſe 


witneſſe, the firſt joynts of their fingers are cuttofk,

Their Nobilityis in greateſtimation among them , accor- 
ding to their ancient manner. The moſtpart of themare yn- 
learned, doingall things by memorie. 


The Spiriruall fun&ions are adminiſtred by Gymnoſophiſts, Their 


Theſe Gymnoſephiſts vvere to the Indians, asthe Mags to the Per- Spiritua- 


fians, the Chalds: — the Afſrians , the Druides to the Bri- oy. 


teines,and are called by the Indians Brachmanni. They are hadin 
greatreverence, andliue for tho moſt parr,a very auſtere and a 
{olitairylife'in Caues and deſerts , feeding onherbes, vvearing 
pooreand thinne vveedes, and fora certaine timedoeabſtaine 
trom all kind of vvickedneſſe.Burt that time once paſt,maye (as 
it vyere ) by priviledge defloure Virgins , and commitr yyhat 
riots they liſt. They are ſkillful in Aſtrologie,Philoſophie ,and 
Phyſicke. 


The people are indifferently civill,and ingenious. Both men Manners. 


and yyomen imitate a majeſty intheir going& apparrell, vvhich 
they ſvveeten vvith oyles and perfumes , adorning themſclues 
vvith Ieyvels,Pearles,and other ornaments befitting. 

They ate novya nation (as 24+ Heylin obſerveth) compoſed 
offiue ſeverall people. I. The Indiansor Natiues, vvhicharein 
part Gentils,in part Chriſtians. Thoſe vvhich are Gentilesretayning 


amonge them many of their old Cuſtomes , as not knovving - 


their vviuesafter they haue borne them tvvo children. Se- 
condly , not accompanying them if after fiue yeares cohabita- 
tion they can raiſe noiflue by them , but exchanging them for 
others: Thirdly,they are never revvardedfor any militairie ex- 
loit; unlefle they bring vvith them ancnnemiesheadintheir 

hand : Fourthly, killing their frends vvhen ſickneſle yvithereth 
the. Moreover, the people of Narſinge uſe to burne their vviues 
vvith their huſbands, andſhecis roughtto haue bene moſt lo- 
ving , — his life, vvhichisnovy moſt vvilling to accom- 
pany him in his death,& effer herſelfe to his Manesatthe Func- 
rall pile, vyyhere unto thus alludeth the Poet: 

A Shame 'tis not todie, they therefore ſiriue 

VF ho may be fam'd to folloyy him aliue. 

The Vidtor burnes,yeelds to the flame her breſt 

And her burnt face doth on her huſband reſt. 

As forthe Chriſtians ( to vyhich religion they vvere con- 
verted by Saint Thomas) they ſtill retainethename , andproteſ- 
ſion, wich they haue novy deformed , or rather reformed ac- 
cording to the Church of Rome, vvich vvaseffetedin the Sy- 
node, held forthat purpoſe ar Goa, Anno 1599. at vvhattime, 
they deliuered up all their bookes, to the cenſure of the Roman- 
Speniſh Archbiſhop of Goa,to be by him corrected : and per- 
mitted their liturgie alſo ro be by him altered. Before this 
unionthey uſed firſt to adminiſter the Sacrament vvith bread 
ſcaſoned vvith falt : Secondly, infteadofyvine (becauſe India 
affordeth none )to uſe the juyce of raiſins, ſoftned invyater one 
Eg” ſo preſſed forth. Thirdly,notto baptiſe their children 
till 40 daies old,unlefle indanger of death. Fourrhly,ro permitrr 
noe imagesin their Churches, but ofthe croſle onely : Fiftly , ro 
debarre their Prieſts from ſecond Marriages : and Sixtly to 
paint GOD yvith threeheads on one body denoting thereby 
the Trinity. The ſecondſort of People , vvhichinhabite this 
Countric are Mahumetan Perſians , and Tartars , eſpecially ſince 
the Moguds great victories here. Thirdly , the evves , vvholiue 
ſtrangly diſperced in all quarters : The fourth are Arabians, 
and Moores , vyho 200 and odde yeares paſt , ſeized on ſome 
Hauen-toyvnes , diving the natiucs up higher into the land- 
Countrie. And the fifth Portugals, vvho polleſling ſome feyvSea- 
touvynes, commodious for trafficke,bragg wr 8 conqueſt of 
the vvhole Countrie , vyhichthey are in no poflibility to con- 
quere, the Engliſh and Dutch having theirſhares, Caſtles, and 
holds inthoſe parts aſvyell as they.Hitherto M* Heylin. Allthe 
Indians yyearelong haire, their greateſt brayerie confiſtethin 
Pearles, and precious Stones,but they haue ſundry ſorts of ap- 
parell, ſome yveares vyoollen, ſome linnen, othersate clothed 
vvith ſkinnes of Beaſts , and Birds feathers : ſome goe ſtarcke 
naked, others couver onely their privities ; they are commonly 
of aduſkiſh anda tannie eolour, vvhich they bring vvith them 
from our of their mothers yyombes. They are rall and afalarge 
ſtature, they haue many married yviues giuen them by their 
Parents : buying them for a paire of Oxen, Some they uſe for 
ſervile vyorkes , othersforpleaſure , and the propagation of 
chuldren: they maye lie vvith other vvomen,unleſle their vviues 
can perſyyade them to chaſtery. Artificers & Handycraftsmen 
are In great requeſt & eſteeme amonge them, being notonely 
free from all taxations, but alſo haue a proportion of Corne 
allovved them our of the Kings Garniers. They driue a great 
trade here in many places; eſpecially in precious Stones, lvycete 
ſpices, cottons, and filkes, 
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Ii.oLo, orGzlolum , named 

Wl allo Barochina, is one of the 
Rl lands , which they commonly 
N[ call De/ Moro. The aire here is 
gl hot , and intemperate. The 
8! ſoyle aboundeth with Rice,and 
the pith of a certaine Tree, 
which is called Sag , whereof 
they make bread , and drawe 

our of the ſametree a kinde of juyce, of which rhey 
make their wine. Ir hath great ſtore of wilde Hens, 
diffring much fromours. And the Sea neere vncoir 
hath abundance of Crabes , which taſte like murron.

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The Natiues are Barbarous, and Cruell , andas their | 


Predeceſlours heretofore, ſo now they will eate mans 
fleſh. Thelland Celebes with ſome others , whichgoe 


vnder the ſame name , doelie weſtward from the 119- 


luccos. Theſe Ilands haue good ſtore of Viniger. The 


Nariues are white, A»thropophags , or Men-eathers,Ido- 


laters,and Pirates. They goe naked, hiding onely with 
aſhirr their privities. Thelle Ambex giveth denomi- 
nation to certaine Ilands, lying nexrvnto it. Iris 5o. 
miles in circumferene. This Ile yeelderh noe grear 
ſtore of ſpices; bur the ſhipping, which comes from 
Malacca to the Molucces ſtrikes there , and refreſhes 
chemſelues in this Iland. The Inhabitanrs of theſe 
Hes, giues their owne parents oneto anorher to be 
caten anddevoured, whenthey are broken with age, 
or arcafflicted with any incurable maladie. And by 
theiepiracies trouble muchalle the adiacenr lands. 
Bandaare ſeven ſmall Iles, or cthereabours , lying on

place themin 4 degrees, anda third partofone. The 
names are Banda,whichis the greateſt,& givethname 
roallthereſt, Mira, Roſolargin, Ay,Rom,Niera,&Gunuape 
the leaſt of them all burneth vnceſlantly, and there- 
fore is vahabitable. Theſe Ilands haue Nutmegs, and 
Maſtick growing vpon one and the ſame tree. The 
Nurtmegg-treeis tall, and brauncheth ourlike ro our 
Oake. The Nutthaththreeſhells, or coverings : the 
firſt is thick to defend ir againſt the violence of the 
weather,windes and raine : the ſecond isa thin ſkin, 
which covers itafter the mannerofnetr, & is encom- 
pafled withathird ſhell: che rhin ſkin is the bloſſome 
ofthe Nutmege, whichrhe Spanjards call Macis, and 
wee Mace, being an excellent and wholeſome kinde of 
ſpice. The Ginger,which growes in all theſe Ilands 
are oftwoſorts. The one wilde, the other planted: 
which is better than the other, having aleafe ike Saf- 
fran,and a fweer-ſmelling roote, bur being eaten bit- 
teth like pepper; andis hotrerthen pepper. The Iland 
Timor isfituate inthe tenth degree of Southerne La- 
ritude. It producerhgrear ſtore of white, and yellow 
Saunders , which the Ilandersſwoppaway for yron, 
hatches,kniues and {words.

tionaroſe berwcene the Portugalsin the Eaſt,and the co. 
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CaſtiliansintheWeſt,eachnation ſtriving to enlargs 
Their bounds andrerritoires, rhatthe one might nor 
beintheway one ofanother, this quarrell was paci- 
fyed by theauthority of Pope Alexander the fixth,and 
This new world was then divided into two parts ; and 
certaine conditions and articles drawne betweene 
them: namely, that whatſocuer was found by naviga- 
tion or might be diſcovered hereafter beyond the 
Ilands ofthe Arlantick Sca, called heretofore Heſpe- 
rides,asfarre as the Eaſt , and the Orienrcall Iles ſhould 
belongunto the Poreugals, and that which was found 
co the Weſtward ſhould appertaine unto the Caſti- 
lians , andſothroughthe ſearch and diligence of this 
nation America was knowne. The Portugals by litle 
andlirle gotr fo farre into the Orienr, (being tranſpor- 
tcd with a deſire of gaine)thatthey began to entrench 
and fall into the part of the Caſtihans , which ſtrife 
could not be decided, but by judgement of Ferdinan- 
dusMagellanus. Forhe being a natiue OG 
incenſe by adiſcontentmentand hate he had again 

his prince Emanxell; becauſe he had not rewarded his 
painesaccording to his deſert, pretented thatthe Mo- 
duccoes ; according tothe partition made of thenew 
world,belongedto the Caftilians. Therefore to end 
this ſtrife , Charles the fifth ſerrhim our Anno 1519, to 
ſeeke our an other paſlage to theſe Ilands: he dire- 
ting his Voyage ſo , that from Spaine he rann his 


courſe outright ro the 52 degree of the Southerne |

| Latitude, and thenturning his courſe rewards the 


Weſt, paſling a huge and an incredible way beneath 
the under-Hemiſphere, at laſt he ſawthe Oricntorthe 
riſing of the Sunne , andarrived with his ſhip in the 
Molwccoes , which he ſought for. From thence his 
menreturned againe towards Spaine , through the 
upper Hemiſphere, along the Coaſt of Hſiaand A4fri- 
ca, andſo with an admirable magnanimity, fayledab- 
outthe globe of the whole Earth , which was never 
done afore by any man. Now Magellanns himſclfe 
erehe had found ourall the Holuceves was ſlaine and 
overthrownein a fight againſt the Sauvages. And his 
Fellowe helpers afterwards found out the reſt of the 
Moluccoes , when their ſhips were diſperced , and 
many ofthemſlaineand taken priſonners by the Sau- 
vages: ſothatthere was bur one of their ſhips which 
returned fafe into Spaine , laden with Spiceries and 
pearles as great as piggons eggs. Which Nawigarors 
gott themſelues an everlaſting fame , and gained 
more honour , then the Argonanta, who was embar- 
ked with ſon in Colchis : yea, this ſhip thathad paſt 
through ſo many perills, and daungers might rightly 
be calledafterthe name ofa Starre, asrheold ſhip of 
Argos was : forthat onely ſayled no further , chew 

outof Greciato Pontus Euxinus ; but this Magellanian 

ſhip, abourtthe whole compaſle of the world. And 

chus much for theſe fiue Ilands.

the World. Iris fo called (if wee will giue credit to Nz- 
cias ) from a certaine man called fer, the Compa- 


nion of Hercules , who accompained him to Gades. It 


wee followe 1oſephus and 1/idorms, it was ſonamed from 
one of the Succeſlours of Abraham named 4ſer: or as 
Feſtus thinketh, fromthe Greeke word %e4x1,which i- 
omfieth Horror, for ſhe is exepred thereof being ſired 
berweene the I ropicks. The Arabians call it Fricchiam 
from the verbe Faruca, which fignifieth with them, to 
ſeparate: for itis almoſt divided from the other parts 
of the Earth : or alſo from 1fricws King of Arabia the 
Happie, which they aye firſt inhabited theſe Coun- 
tries. The Grecians calls ir Lybia from Libya the 
Daughter of Epaphws : or becaule it is Lyphya, or thar 
rhe Winde called Zzbs, bloweth from this part. Inthe 
holy Scripture it is called Chameſia, of the Arabians & 
Athiopians Alkebulam,and of the Indians Beſecath. The 
EquinoCtiall Circle cutteth it almoſt in the midit. 


The Tropickes ſurpaſſe itnor, bur goes beyondiron 


both fides ten degrees and more. The Medjterranean 
Sea; andthe Streighr of Gybralter boundes it on the 
North. The Red-Sea or Erythrea, with the 1hmms, or 


thenarrowneck of this land that parteth this Sea, & 


the Mediterranean onthe Eaſt, the Ethyopick Ocean on 
the South, and the Azlanticke on the Welt, having the 
forme (as itwere) ofaPeninſula joynedto the parti- 
tion of the Scasaboue ſaid. Nowthough the longitu- 
de whichis taken fromthe Weſt, Eaſtward is ſhorter 
then that of Europe: yet that which rineth towards the 
South exrendeth ir ſelfe1o farre, that Europe can ſcar- 
cely compare with it. Forit hath the ſpacc almoſt of 
70.degrces, & Exropehath hardly 35. Beſides this, Eu- 
rope is crooked & wynding ; but Af7icaall alike, and al- 
waics continueth in one forme. Enrope (as wee haue 
faid) is very well manured, and this lies waſt an deſerr 
in many places. That for along time knowe, this nor. 
Thar part whichis manuredin A4fica beareth much: 
bur for the greateſt part it is couvered with barren 
ſands, &ſubjett ro much extremitie of the heate of 
theaire. In the Deſertsare fierce dangerous & cruell 
beaſts, which are found there. Many ſ{traunge things 
are ſpoken of the exceeding abundance of her ferti- 
lity, as yceclding in ſome ſoyles, a hundred Cornes for 
one ſeed tharis caſt intoir, &itis wonderfull co heare 
what is ſaid of the fruitfulneſſe of Mauritania, thar 
thcreare found ſuch Vineſtoocks, that two man can 
hardly graſpe them about, and which beare grapes a 
cubitlonge. V pon Mount Azlas, the Trees are excee- 
ding high, cleane poliſhed & without knorrs, whereof 
the leaues areof Cypreſlſe. It breederth Elyphanrs 8 
Dragons,which asEnnemies perſue thegreaterBcaſts 
& kill them, if they can bur gert them intheir clawes, 
through the ſfinous fouldings of their Tayle. Lyons, 
Buffles, Leopards, Goates, Apes are there in great 
number. Herodotzes reporteth that Aſſes are bred there 
with hornes. Thereare alſo Hyene , Hiſtrices, Wylde 
Rammes , Thores begotten betweene the Wolteand 
the Hyena, Pantheres, Auſtriges, and belides many ſorts 
of Serpents, as Snakes & Alps, as an Antidote,forthe 
venome whereof, nature hath oppoſed the 1chxeu- 
mon, thelcaſt beaſt of all: therefore as the ſaid Herods-

fore betides theſe foure diviſions of Leo, wee place 
Egypt in Africa,the Superiour & Interiour &thyopia,where 
the Abaſſinesare with Aethyopiathe Inferiour , in which 
Mazicongiand the Iles lye. Zgyprdoth exrendirſelfe in 
along trad from the South,towards the North. The 
bounds are onthe Weſt beyond Ni/us & the Deſerts 
of Barca, Libya, Numidia with the Kingdome of Nubia, 
on theSouth itisclooſcth up with theCountrie of Bu- 
ia and by the Nile, inthart place where this river run- 
neth crookling fromthe Weſt, rowards the Eaft. On 
the Eaſt fide it hath the Deſerrs of Arabia ſtretching

Libya hath bin cal- 
led by the ancicnts Sarra, becaulſcitis deſert. Ittakerh 
che beginning from the Kingdome of Gao,neerc unto 
Xilzs, and reacheth towards the Welt, to the King- 
dome of Gxalata, which lyeth nextto the Azlanticke 
Sea. The Kingdome of Numidia cloſeth it on the 
North, and the Nigreson the Southiide. The Deſerts 
of Libya,are Zanaga, Zncnziga,T, TL & Bordea.

trom the ZXquazor, & conteyneth all rhe pou. of Africa 


Licorall, runningunder the #quator till it comes to 
the Red-Sea, it hath fiue Regions. The Land of A4jan, 
in which are theKingdomes of Del 8& Adea Magaduze, 
the Countrie of Zaxgnibara, whole Kingdomes are 
Aiclinde, Mombaz3a, 2uiboa, Mozambique, Monoemuci, 
Cefala, Monopotapa, Torraand Butea. The Countrieof 
tie Caffresand of Manigongo hath fix Provinces,Sunde, 
Pan 7030S, ungo, Bamba, Batra & Pemba:to whichone may 
add the Kingdomes of Azgole,Loangi 8 Anzichi.Now 
ail cheſe places of Inferior #ihiopia, were unknowne 
ro our Anceſtours, as I haue ſaid, and begannto be 
knowne to us in the yeere of Chriſt 1497. in which 
yecre Yaſcode Gania,having paſſed beyondthe Capof 
Good Hope, and circuled all Africa, arrivedat Calicute, 
and ſhowed firſt to the Europians, the waye to the Eaſt- 
Indiens. Surely Prolomie knew no Countries beyond 
the 17. degree ofthe Southernelatirude, and his fur- 
cheſt Limit was in Praſſusa Cape of Agiſymba a Region 
of Xhyopia, which atthis day is called Moambique. 

In this part of the World there hath bene very noble Tovynes 
heretofore, yyhereof the greateſt part of them are deſtroyed.

Among thereſt the City of Carthage might rake the firſt place as 
Strabo ſaith, nas aviemeAQ» Th pwn, tO faye as Plime rendreth it, 
Eryyous of the Romane Empire , & coveting the Monarchie of the 
vvhole World. Strabo relateth inhislaſt booke in the begin- 
ningof their vvarres vvith the Romansthatſhe vvasLady of 300. 
Tovvnes, in vvhich there vvere beſieged by the Romans ſeuen 
hundred thouſand men , vyhich yvereby Scipioforced to yeeld. 
There vvere other famous Tovvnes, asTripolis ncighbour to 
Syrtes, Thebes : *xampuroa.ay, famous forherhundred Gares, Mem- 
phis according to Plinie heretofore the Caſtle of the Kings of 
Feypt,at this daye Babylon of Egypt 8 Alcairo the greateſt Cities of 
the vvhole World. Alexandria built by Alexander the Great. Ptolo- 
meis Cyrene heretofore emulating Carthage & many others, vyhich 
vvee vvill paſſe by for the avoyding of prolixitie. There are 


ſonie great Lakes in Africa, vvhich reſemble Seas, the chuefelt x ,z.,, 


vvhereof is Zembre Lake, lying betvveene moſt high Moun- 
taines, diſtant from the equator ten degrees Southyvard: the 
circumference vvhereof is 50000. paces, out of vvhich (ſome 
ſay )ſpringeth the Nile, Senega,Cambra,Zaira8cCuaman,all rivers in 


Africa. There are other great rivers,as Niger, and the river of the x;ers. 


holy.Gooft, all vyhich doe vyater it marvaullouſly, & make thoſe 
Countries very fruitfull, mon vvhichthey paſſe. Ithath alſo 


many very high Mountaines,yvhereoftthe principalleſt of them ,, 


is Atlas:itriſeth in the midſt yvith Sandie dovynes, eleyateth his 
eaſtly ſkirts,8 ſtrang heads interchoprſohighaboue the clouds, 
that the topps of them can be ſeene:from hence came the fable 
of Atlas the Gyant, vyhome the Poets fained rohaue borne the 
Heaven upon his ſhoulders. The Nartiues of that Countrie call 
it the Heavenspillar,it beginneth from the Ocei,vyhere it quiteth 
name to the Atlentick Sea, vvhere running vvith his topps,con- 
tinueth vvith many vvindings & turnings,the End thereofrea- 
ching totheEaſt of theFrontiers of Egypt,in ſome placesround, 
hard roclyme , full of dovvnfalls, becauſe of the Quarries of 
Stone thathaue bintaken out of it , vvithoutany path, very 
could, and hath manie Foreſts, being vvatered vvithaninfinite 
number of freſh Springs & Fountaines. The topp ofthisMoun- 
raine is allyvaics vyhite couvered over vvith ſnovv:the top alſo 
(rheyvinde blovving fro the North ) is couvered ſohigh vvith 
ſnovy, that it reacheth aboue the topps of Trees. So that aſvvell 
men asBeaſts are ſmethered to death. The Fountaines vyhich 
ſpring out of ir are very coldin the heart of Summer, in ſuch 
7 2 , that if one hazards to touch them never ſo litle vvith his 
hand,he is indanger of looſing it. After Atlas the Mounts called 
by the Portugals Pici faugoſi, ſituated inthe Meridionall part,are 
very famous and becaule of their height 8 ſteepneſle, being al- 
moſt inacceſlible,a meere deſert,yvanting all good things. Sier- 
7a Liena is alſo a very high Mount, the toppe yyhereof is conti- 
nually hidde yvith ſnovve : from vvhence there comesfearefull 
noiſes, & great tempeſts, yee ſhall ſee it a great vvay of in Sea: 
for vyhich occaſion, iris called the Lyons Roche, Many vvere of 
opinionas Ptolomie, Plinie, Mela 8 Hannon, that it vvas called the 
Chariot of the Gods, The Mounts alſo of Luna, knovvne by the 
ancients, lye under the Tropick of Capricorne, very hard, 8 incre- 


dibly high, inhabited nevertheleſſe by ſauvage & rudepeople, 


under vvhich there are valleys exceeding lovve : ſo that one 
yvould rthinke the Center of the Earth vyas in this quarter. 
There isalſo the Mount Cantaberes in the Kingdome of Angole, 
very rich in Silver Mines: and beſides theſe there are others, 
vyhercofvyce vvill ſpeake in our particularMapps. The chiefeſt 
les of Africa lye inthe Atlantick Ocean, the Ile of S. Port, Madere, 
the Canaries,and thoſe of Cape Verd. That of S.Portvvasſo named 
by thoſe vyhich diſcouvered it,in memoric of the dangerous 8& 
uncertaine navigationthat they had. The Compaſle of ir is a- 
bour 15. miles. Madere vvas fo called becauſe of thegreat abun 
dance of trees grovemg there,the circuitof itis 140.miles. The 
Canaries vvereſo called by reaſon of the great number of Noggs, 
vvhich they found there : the ancient called them the Fortunate. 
Plme maketh mention of Six as Ombrio Innonia the Greater 8& 
che Leſler, the Goatiſh,the Snovvie, the Doggeſh or Canarie: Ptolo= 
mienameth hem Aproſitum , Hera, or Autolala, Plurtalia, Caſperias, 
Canane and Centuria, and ranketh them almoſt all in a right line 
tovyardsthe North.Cadamoſt ſertethdovyneten,ſeuen peopled, 
and three deſert. The manured are Lanzarotta,Fort Aventure, the 
Gomera,the Iron, the Great Canarie, Teneriſſa 8 Palma. The Greene 
Cape is planted full a Greene trees, vvhereof it taoke the name.

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H x firſt Countrie, which pre- 

ſentethitſelfe unto us in Africa,

the moſt noble Region of Bar- 

barie. It is ſo calledeither from 

the murmuring ſound of rhe 

Natiues, which the A4rabiarns 

| named Barbary ; becauſe that 

the old language of the _4r4- 

bians ſeemed ſo ro the new Conquerours, or from the 
many wildernefles, that are in it : for Bay ſignifiech 
in their rongue a Deſere. It reacheth from Zgypr to the 
ſtraighr of Gibralzer, comprehending within ir both 
the Mauritanies,namely the Tingitania, and the Czſa- 
rea; Andthis part is Africa gs together with the 
urmoderne Geogra- 

phers bounds it on the Eaſt upon thee Marmarick De- 
farts, otherwiſe called Barca, tothat part of the hill 
Arlas which is called Mezjes, and is the ſame perhaps, 
which Strabonamerh Aſpis. And from mount CArlas 
to the South,accordingh to its longitude fromEaſt ro 


Weſt to the Azlanticke Ocean,having theArtlanticke on 
the Weſt, and the Mediterranean Sea on the North.

4.T«nis,unto which ſome add Barca, wee will deſcribe 
the two firſt in the Map following ; the two latter in 
this. The Kingdome of Teleſine , or Tremiſen was of 
old called Mauritania Ceſarienſis: Mauritania from the 
Mauri, who inhabitedir , and the weſternetract C2ſa- 
rienſis from the chiefe citty Ceſarea. Ir reacherh in 
I:ngth from the Eaſt ro the welſterne part 380 miles, 
_ andin breath bur 2 5: thar is, fromthe Deſarts of N#- 

-midia to the Mediterranean Sea. The moſt part of 
this territoire is hard, dry, rough and barren, eſpe- 
cially, the South part : but the Maritimare quarters 
areſomewhat fruitfull, and beare better.

Inwinter iris 
nipping colde in the months of December, and 1anuary, 
chiefly in the Mornings onely:ſo that noneare forced 
for colde to runne unto fires. The windes blowe or- 
dinarily there: eſpecially inthe latter end of Harveſt, 
andall the Winter, andapart of the Spring. 
ThisRegion veryſubje&ro greattempeſts of Thun- 
dring, andlightningh, asalſo in winter to abundance 
of Snowe. The ſolle is very fruirfull in Dates, and 
Pomgranates,butyeelds not much graine, which oc- 
caſioneth the Inhabitants for the'moſt parr ro liue 


upon Barke-bread. Ir produceth abundance of other 


Fruits,asCherries, Figgs, Apples, Peares,Prunes,Pea- 
ches, Quinces,Oliues and thelike, and greatſtore of 


Theancien Oyle, Hony, and Sugar. Moreouer , diverſe ſorts of 
Inbabitants. Wilde-Beaſts, forit breedeth in the uncourh wilder- 


neſles Dragons, Elephants , Goartes, Buffles, Lyons, 


Leopards, Welſills 8 Ferrets,wilde Carts & Apes,and | 


by the Sea Coaſt Crocodils, Sea Horſes, Hyenas and 
ſuch like. The Phezicians were the firſt that inhabited 
this quarter, with ſome other nations thar came out 
of Aſia , or Egypr: ſecondly it was ſubdued by the Ro- 
mans, afterward the Grecian Emperours, and next 
followed the Yaxdals,Seracens, and Arabiexs, whereof 
Dx Bartas writeth thus in his Colonies. 

The Almane and North-V andall beaten both

then the warres betweene Charles the fifth, who tooke 
it under his protection , and the Turkes who atlaſt 
became maſter of ir , as afrerward becauſe of the 
warres betweene the Zeriff and the Turke the moſt 
part of itlies ruinedatthis day. In this quarteris now 
CArgtersagreattowne, and well fortified. This towne 
revolred firſt from the obedience of the King of Tele- 
ſine , becauſe of the inſupportable raxarions, which 
helaydupon ir, and purting ir ſelfe under the king of 
Bugia, afterward forſaking him, came under Ferdinan- 
ao Kin g of Spaine. Finally, being taken by Barbaroſſa, 
itwasadded to the Ozromannick Empire. This rowne 
is famous for being the Recepracle of the Turkiſh Pi- 
rates, who domineere fo infinitely over the Medizer- 
ranean, tothegreat dammage of all nations, which 
frequentthoſe ſeas. Famous alſo for the ſhipwracke, 
which Charles the fifth here ſuffred, who beſfieging this 
rowne, loſt in the Haven of it at one tempeſt, beſides 
an infinite number of Karvels & ſmall Boares, diverſe 
ſtronge Gallies , 140 ſhips, a great many excellenr 
peeces of ordnance : and ſuch a number of gallanr 
horſes, that in Spaine rhe race of horſes for ſervice 
was like to haue bene loſt for ever; and aboue halfe 
his men. Iris firuatein, ornigh unto the place of 79/,or 
Ceſarea, upon the hanging of ſome hills, being three 
miles in circuit, having in iteighty thouſand famillies 
_ commanded by the Lieutenant of the Great Signor,

haue now made ir impregnable. Caſtaldus rhinks ir | 
to be Prolomies Salda: but Ortelius and Mercator belecue 
that Salda was rather Tadels. Paulus Tovins ſuppolethir 
to be Iulia Ceſarea, other Cirtha. The other rownes 
arc Merſalcabir , Meſſagran » Mnſtagenni and others, 
This Kingdome hath two famous Sea-ports, the one 
iS Orami, or Orania, with aſtrong Fortreſle : theother 
Marſe-Eltabir, where many Marchantsarrived,eſpe- 
cially Italians , of which the King of Spaine became 
maſter, a few yeares ſince, to the great prejudice of 
this Kingdome. 
The Kingdome of Tun containeth all that rract, 
which the Ancients called _A4frica propria, or Africa 
the leſſer, and old Numidia: for from the greatriver, 
which <Maginus belecues to be Prolomies Audun,it rea- 
cheth unto a river in the Country of Meſrat, having 
on the Eaſt Cyrenaica , and on rhe Weſt Alpters. The 
ſoile in this quarter is reaſonable fruirfull, fitto beare 
fruits, and breed Cartle: very fertill in trees, eſpe- 
cially inthe Welt part, buton the Eaſt fide is barren, 
wanting water. Iris divided into five provinces, bea- 
ring rhename of their Merropolies.1.Bugs oncea King- 
dome of its owne Iuriſdiftion, a great Citty & popu- 
lous, which Pezer of Navarretooke in by force, and ra- 
zed it Anno 1508, _— at this day inthe poſlcſlion 
of the Tarke, after they had chaſled the Spaniard out 
of it. 2. Conſtantina in which Boxa, built by the Ro- 
mans a 100 miles from the Sea, where S. Auguſtine was 
borne: & Hippo whereof he was Biſhop. Somethinke 
tharrhis cirty was ancient Cira , where king Maſsi- 
ziſſa held his reſidencie, and which Pzo/. called Iulia. 
Itis rich,faire,& girt about with high & ſtronge walls. 


3- Tunks vulgarly called Tuniſi, and by Prolomie Themi- 
2. In the beginning ir wasa very litle towne; but was 
enlarged by - = ruines of Carthage. In this Cirty there 
isa Mahumeran temple called _A1merh Benaros, which 
they holdin great reverence, being the Refuge and 
Sanctuaire for offenders, whereof Scalzger veriityeth 
thus : 
Invide demolire altas Carthaginis arces 
uem ſors equalts , parque fortuna manet.

Vpon the ſtreightof the next poole Iyerh che Go- 
letta as ye goe to Tun a ſtrong fort, taken by Charles 
the 5. afterward ruined by Yichiali Baſſa. 4. Ezzach 
wherein is the Citty Cairaon,built by Hucba,who being 
Capraine Generall to 0ſwzex rhe fourth Saracenicall 
Caliph, ſubdued all Barbarie. 5. Tripoli becaulc of the 
three prime citties Abroton, Taphia,and Lepris. This 
Tripols, & its Provinces was by the Genois taken from 
the King of Tun, &ſold to him of Feſſe,from whome 
when they of Tuns had eaymcd it, it fell intorhe 
handes of Ferdinando King of Caſtile, whoſe nephew

Charlesthe fifth, gaue it ro theKnightsof Malra,8 they 
not long after loſt it to Sina Baſſa lieutenant to Selim 
the ſecond 1551. 6. Carthage once a Citty of great c- 
minencie,peopled by the Phenicians, which fledfrom 
the victorious ſword of Toſua, & the 1ſraclites, To theſe 
Didoſiſter to Pigmalion joyned her Tyriantroopes, and 
builc this citty. A. M. 3078. before the building of 
Rome 135 yeares. This rowne ſtood juſt oppoſite 
to Rome, whole Rivall it was in wealth, valour, and 
deſire of the univerſall Empire , whereof one ver- 
lifyeth thus: 

There vuas anancient Cittycald as then 

Carthage, and built by baniſh z Tyrian men, 

Inuit gainſt old Tibers month & Italy, 

 Greatinwvealth , ſkill din martiall chevalry. 

Inthe midſtof itthere was a Fort called Bi7ſa, builr 
by queens Dido, which was thought to betwo thow- 
ſand pacesabout, as much as a Bulls hide cutt out in 
thonges could encompaſſe. The Citty irſelfe contai- 
ned 21 miles in circuit. The Cittizens were called | 
Peni, and are ſtill infamous for therr perjury, and falſe

hearted dealing. That they were of the Canaaniteſh 
race may be proved by the name Pexz, or Pheni, litle 
differing from the Phenices. This Citty was almoſt 

irt abour with the Sea. Appiayus tothe Punicks de- 
[eriberh at large the ſicuation thereof. The power 
thereof was not onely felrin Africa, but farre 8& neere 
in Exrope: for it conquered Spaine from the ſtreight of 
Gibralter , asfarre as the Pyrrhenian Mountaines, and 
plagued 724/yand Siczle with along warre ſtriving with 
the Romans tooth and naile for the Monarchie of 


| che world, burloſt their owneliberty, being throwne 


in three ſeverall Barrailes by che Romain. The firſt 
was for the poſſeſiion of Siczhe, Sardinia, and Corſica. 
Theſecond was begun by Hanniball,who territyed the 
Romans with many fatall overthrowes , but was at laſt 
overcome by Scipio, having kept the Romans worke 
18 yeares, was at laſt raken by Scipio, and burnt ſcuen 


| daies together. Afterwards, it was rebuilt by Cajus Ce- 


ſar , who planted there in a Colonie of the Roman 

people,bur was after that ruined by the Yardals,Gorhes, 
and Sarracens : ſo thatnow ir lyerh vaſt like a wilder- 
nefle , andretayneth nothing of irs priſcan Majeſty, 
but ſome ruinous heapes of ſtones , and ſome old 
Aquadutts. 

The rivers which waters Barbarie are Bagradas , Cy- 
wnips, Tenſiſt, Omirabik, Subu, Luccus and others. There 
are many hills and mountaines, among the which Ar- 
las, whereof wee haue ſpoken heretofore, is the chie- 
felt. The natiues haue the repute of good people, 
{umple & withour diflimulation, having very ſtronge 
boddies and wellſetr. | 

The Noble,and ancient Countrie of Egypt was firſt 
inhabited by Miſraim the Son of Chas, the Sonne of 
Cham, and was called in the Hebrew tongue Miſreia; 
the footſteps of which name remainerh ſtill amonge 
the Arabians, who call it Miſree 2. It was named Oceana 
from Oceanns a king hereof. 3. Oſiriana from Oſiris, and 
4.gyptus from Zgyprus, being the ſurname of Rame- 
ſes a prince of great power. The Turkes call it now 
Elquibet, or Elchibet. 

Itis bounded on the Weſt beyond the Nile, with 
the Deſerts of Barca, Libiaand Numidia, & the King- 
dome of N#bia: on the South with the Countrie of 
Bugia, and the river Nile, where it turneth alitle from 
the Weſt towards the Eaſt ; bur Pl/zzie bounds ir on 
that fide with the Citty of Siene called now Aſna: On 


rweene &gypr andthe Red-ſca: and on the North the 
Mediterranean now called the Zgyprian Sea. This 
Countrie is in length fro Siexe to the Mediterranean 
Sea 562 miles,and in bredrth from Roſetta Welt to Da- 
miata Eaſt about 140 miles. Bur it continueth nor 
alwaiesin this bredth: for leſſening irſelfe Southward 
like a Pyramss , reverſeth being inſomeplaces bur 37 
miles broad, and atthe very point, or bottome , bur 
foure. Iris fituate berweene the ſecond and the fifth 
Climares, ſo that the logeſt day is 13 howers & a halfe. 
Theaire is hott, andſubje&ro Northerne windes,ha- 
ving ſeldome any Eartquakes or raine, which itnec- 
dethnor, becauſe the ſoile is fatred by the ſwelling 
& overflowing of theNile,which makes their grounds 
excecding fruirfull, and a moſt nourriſhing-Mother 
both to Man and Beaſt. For which cauſe this Coun- 
trie was called Horreum populi Romani: andinthe time 
of 7oſeph ſupplyed 1acoh and his familly with corne. 
Now alſois the goodneſle of the ſoile fuch, thar Lu- 
cans braggs areſtile good of it. 
The Earth content vvithits ovunewvealth,doth crane 
No forreine Marts, nor Toue himelfe, they haue 
| Their hop's alone in Nilus fruitfull wvane. 
Manie haue commended the happineſle of this 
ſoile. 74/tinws reporteth that the Land of Egyptis fo 
fertillin graine, that it mayerruely be called the Gar- 


ner of the vvorld, for the abundance of al kinde of

ded onthe Xe. He faith moreover , that the coun- 
rric of Egypt aboundeth ſo in herbes and rootes ro 
feede upon , in regard thereof ſurpaſſes the corne: 
though they haue great ſtore of al kinde of grainc , as 
Wheate,Rhye,Barly, Oates, Beanesand Peale, excel- 


tent Wines,and fart Paſtures. This countrie yeelderh 


liclc oyle and wood. Belides the fierce and wild beaſts 

whercof itis full. They haue many kinde of Domelſti- 

call Beaſts; as Buffles, Kine & Oxen, Camels, Horlſes, 

Aſlesand Sheepe,and Goatesall of an extraordinaric 

reatneſle (as Belonins relaterh ) becauſe of the milde- 

neſle of the aire , the abundance of paſtures where 

upon they feede, and the ſtore of roots and graſle 

which is overflowne with the Nile. Among the reſt 

thereare very large and fart Weathers with longand 

thick tailes hanging downe to the ground, with Deaw 

claps like an oxe , and blacke fleeces. And becauſe 

rhis Countric is warme in winter overflowne & ma- 

riſh , there comes 1nto it abundance of waterfoule 

into the grounds 8 meddowes thereof, ſothar they 

arcall covered with them, & eſpecially with Storkes. 

They haue abundance of troggs alſo in theſe parts, 

thar if the Storkes did not devoure them, yowſhould 

{ce the lower groiids bedecked with them. Thereare 

alſo many Chameleons (as Belonins writeth) which are 

7he manner found amounge ſhrubbs. Hennes doe nor uſeto itt 

of batching upon or hatch their eggs here in Egypr; bur to this 
of theiregos, T. , Ce at 

ee *ctte& they hceate ovens made ſo artificially , that 

laying three or foure thouſand henns Eggs into 

them , they know ſo to moderate and to temper the 

heate, that al theſe egges hatches rogerher, which 

Ariſtotle relateth of the Egyptians. There are alſoin 

this countrie diverſeMetrals,eſpecially in thoſe parts; 

which border upon Erhiopia, as likewile Amethiſts,8 

many other precious ſtones. Egypt hath flouriſhed 

The Kings under many Kings , and with diverſe names, till rhe 

& Gov7- rime of the Prolomics, and Pharaohs which laſted not

long. Maxethoz in his hiſtoric of Egypr.maketh a Ca- 

ralogue of zoo kings wanting eight, which raigned 

before Amaſis under 17 Dyaſtinies, whoſe names it 

would be ncedcleſle,8& tedious to recite. Oſ;rz onely is 

worthy mention,in whoſetime itis thought/acob went 

downc into Zeypr, who faies that he & his Succeſlours 

were then all called Pharaohs. The name of rhe Prolo- 

mics continucd long , untill the time of che Roman 

Empire, who placed over them a Gouvernour, that 

remained there, till the time of the Agarexes of Arabia 

Felix, under their Princethe Sultan,as they named all 

their Mahomitans following , who Domineer d there, 

till che Turkes droue them our of it, who comman- 

ded thereunder theirEmperour,by whome there was 

a zovcrnour eſtabliſhed called the Baſſa of Egypr. Part 

of ir wasalſo under Alexander of Macedonia , as appea- 

reth by thenames,& governments of Townes;ſo that 

Herodotus maketh 18.Strabo 19. Ptolomie 4.6.8 Plinie 50, 

adding alſo hercunto,that ſome of them chiged their 

names, ſorhatone muſt not thinke chart Egypr hath 

had heretofore ſo many Governmets,as one may col- 

lect outof thenames of hiſtories ; ſcing that one, and 

the ſameGovernment might haue ſeverallnames. Leo 

Africanwus {aith it was devided into three provinces by 

the Mahomitans, to wit, into Sahid, which is the upper 

or Thebaide, reaching from the Frontiers of Bugiato 

Cairo; into Errifia,which is the Occidental part, ſtre- 

ching out from Cairo to Roſetta ; and into Maremma, 

which isthe Orientall part. Iris choughc that Egypr, 

in the dayes of © Amaſes, had in it twenty thouſand 

townes. And Diodorwus affirmeth,tharin his time there 

were three thouſand, Pomponius Mela 2000 , and He- 


iDeviſion.

r0dotu5 1020. The moſt famous, and chiefeſt of them 
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were: Siene, Thebes, Tentyra, Heliopolis, Memphis, Baby- 
lon, Alexandria, Peluſium , Roſetta and manie others. 
Stenenow Afna,is fituate under the Tropicke of Cancer. 
This was a place as Plinie witneſſeth , where the MHa- 
thematicians had an exceeding deepe well, into which 
the Sunne ſhone with righrtlines,when it touched the 
Tropicke of Cancer. Thebes was built by the Tyrant Theber. 
Buſirs, containing 17 miles in circuit, and as Herods- 
7s relaterh opening with a hundred gates , having 
many ſumptuous buildings, aſwell s cn as ptivate. 
Burt now no more mention is made of it. Textyrata- Tentyre. 
keth this name from an lle in the Nz/e. The Nariues 
call it Foxtyrites,being by nature contrarie to Crocodils. 
Heliopolis (now called Betlamie) whereof Potipharah, Hcliepels. 
whoſe daughter Aſsineta was by Pharaoh giuen in 
marriage to /oſeph,who was prince of it.:I his was here- 
rofore the relidencie of their Prieſts , and as Strabo 
callsit, theſeate where they learned Aſtronomicand 
Philoſophice. Memphis heretofore Arſinve, or the Memphis 
Citty of Crocodils, ro which Beaſts the Citrizens ar- 
rribured divine honour. Nighunto this Cittie were the 
Piramides. Here the Nile divideth himſeclfe firſt for che 
forming of his Delra.It1s calledatthis day Cairo,or 41- 
cairo, lying ina triangular forme, being aboue eight 
miles in circuit: The Inhabitants thereof are Tyrkes, 
Egyptians, Arabians 8 Ievves with others. Babylon ſtan- Falyler. 
deth alitle abouc Memphs, as Bellonins writeth , where 
are ſcene the ruines of the mighty, and magnificent 
ancient buildings. It is now butavillage inhabited by 
che Chriſtians. Alexandria built by Alexander the great, Alexa 
now called by the Turkes Scandria,a famous and a no- ©. 
ble Cirtty,ſeated ina very ſweere,anda pleaſant place. 
Itisatowne of great marchandiſe. Peluſinm now cal- 
led Damiata, belciged by Tohn de Brenne the titulary 
King of Jeruſalem. The ſiege continued 18 months, 
during which time the plague and want of ſuſtenance 
ſo raged together, thar the towne was in a manner 
diſpeopled. Of thoſe extremities the Beſfiegers knew 
nothing,till it fortuned thar rwo venturous ſouldiers, 
admiring the filence and ſolicude of the people, in a 
bravadgo , icaled the walls, but ſaw no man to make re- 
ſiſtance. This being certified ro the Commaundours, 
the next day the whole army entred the cowne, 
where they found in every houſe,andevery corner of 
the ſtreetes whole heapes of dead bodies, ſome ſlaine 
by famine, others by the peſtilence: alamentable and 
ruchfull ſpectacle ; beſides theſe, there is Roſerta and 
diverſe other Cirties and townes , which for brevitie 
wee will paſle ouer. 

Through this Countrie runneth the Nile , the 
moſt famous river of the world , in one conti- 
nuall Channell : Some fay it hath his head ; either 
inthe Mountaines of the Moone,or the Lake Zembre: 
Bur king 1b affirmeth that his head begins in a 
mountaine of Mauritania inferior , not tarre fromthe 
Ocean,out of alake, which turnethirſelfe intoa pond, 
called Nilida: Running our of this lake paſſeth alonge 
courſe 3000 miles in length through diverſe Coun- 
rries full of ſand. In the place where this Egypt, and 
Habuflia meer is the laſt Catarad? of Niles, which is a 
fall of the waters,afrer much ſtrugling with theRocks 
for paſſage, an incredible way downe into the lower 
vallies: The hideouſneſle of the noize , which ir ma- 
keth , not onely deaferh all che By-dwellers; bur the 
hils alſo are rornewith the ſound: foras Lacaz hath ir, 

T he noife the mountaines ſhakes , vuho roare in fpight, 
To ſee the vanquiſhed vuanes cloath'd all in wwuhite.. 

This Nz{zs from the 15 day of Iuhe ſwellech aboue 
his bankes, the ſpace of 14 daies, and inas many more 
gathered his waters againe to their proper bounds, If 
it lowenotto the height of 15 Cubits, then the Earth 
is deficient in her abundance of encreale, for want 
of moiſture. Andif the watersſurmountrthe _

happy and fruitfull, for they have excellent corne, and 
many fruitfull fieldes. This country aboundeth allo in 
all kinde of Cattle: the Provinces in this Kingdome 
are7 innumber. 7imeſus onthe Welt fide beginneth 
at the River Omirabih, and reacheth Eaſtward to the

this is ſaid to be called old Feſle, having fince alſo built 
new Feſle, which is girt abour & fortityed with a high 
and a ſtrong wall. The Province of Aſcara hath on the 
Norththe maine Ocean , on the Weſt it reacheth to 
the River Buragragam : the Eaſtſide is ſhut in with the 
Mountaines of Gu:are, Zarony, and the foote of mount 
Zalage, and on the Southwiththe River of Buzaza. It 
is aplaine Country, and hatha temperate aire. There 
are {ſuchabundanceof Horſe and Cartaile in it, thar it 
doth not onely furniſh richly all Feſſe,bur alſo the In- 
habitants upon the hills of Gumarz. Few,woods there 
are,burt in the fields and Mountaines are many Goates 
& Hares, Heretofore there were many townes & Ca- 
ſtles in this Province, but moſt of them were ruined 
by the warres.

Itis a fruitfull Countrie, and rich inall kinde of en- 
creaſe, haying bene heretofore more famous,and flou- 
riſhed better, in regard of the ancient townes, which 
the Romans & Gothes builr in it. 'The chiefeſt townes 
which are now at this day,are Arzilla or Arzella;being 
a reaſonable great towne , & lying ſome 7o miles from 
the ſtreight of Gibralter. Tingis or Tanger is an an- 
cient Citty lying upon the Sea-coaſt, nigh unto which 
Hercules kild Amems,about zo milesfro the faid ſtreight. 
Septa or Seutais a very great towne, ſeated upon the 
ſtreight of Gibralter, having bene in former agesthe 
Metropolis of all Mauritania. Alcazer Guer was the 
towne, nighunto which the three Kings Sebaſtian of 
Portugal , Mahomet and Abdelmelech competitours 
for this Kingdome were ſlaine in one day,in which bat- 
taile alſo was ſlaine the great Engliſh rebell Stuckley, 
who fled out of Ireland to Rome anno 1570, though he 
had great proffers made him by the Pope, as a dutifull 
Sonne tothe Church. The Province Errita beginneth 
about the ſtreight of Gibralter,and reacheth Eaſtward 
tothe River Nicor or Hoccore: onthe North as Leo 
witnefleth, ſhooteth out to the Mediterranean Sea, & 
on the South-ſide reacheth to the rough Mountaines 
of Feſſe. This Country is craggie,& full of cold hills, 
producing litle Corne,but abundance of Vines, Figgs, 
Olives and Almones : there are but few Cattle, bur 
on the Mountaines and hills are great ſtore of Goates, 
Afesand Apes. The Province of Garetum beginnerh 
on the Weſt-fide from the River of Medulus, and rea- 
cheth Eaſtward to the Riverof Mulvia , on the South 
it bordererh upon the Deſarts of Numidia, and onthe 
North ftretcheth out to the Mediterranean Sea. This 
countrie is mooriſh, barren and until'd, of the ſame na> 


. ture as the Defarts of Numidia are. Since the 2prin- 


cipall townes thereof Medela & Cheſulz , were taken 
in by the Spaniards , this Countrie hath had but few 
Inhabitants in it. Cham is the laſt Province of Feſle , 
andtaketh up almoft the third part of the Kingdome, 
for it extendeth 190 miles in length, to wit, from the 
Eaſt part andthe River Zha, tothe River Gurguigara 
weſtward,8: 170 miles in breadth: for that whole part 


of Mount Atlas, which runneth through cMaaritania, 


containeththe breadth of this countrie. The chiefeſt 
townes in theſe confines are Dubdu, and Teza, a great 
and arich citty,which in regard ofthe multitude ofher 
Inhabitants, and the riches thereof, may well be ac- 
counted the third citty of this Kingdome. This King- 
dome is watered with many Rivers , whereof ſome of 
them are navigable: the chiefeſt of them are Subuand 
Luccwa : the Subu hath his head in a hideous wood, nigh 
untorhe hill Seligi in the Provinceof Chaw: itrun- 
neth a long courſe , and carrying many brookes alon 
with him, at laſt with a large andadeepe mouth , dif” 
burdeneth himſelfe into the Ocean. The Zuccws ſprin- 
geth out of mount Gumare , and diſchargeth himſelfe 
into the Maine Sea. Upon the mouth of it lyeth the 
towne of 1faraidos which is a very dangerous havento 
come into. In this country there are many moun- 
taines and hills, among which the hill Zarhbonis the 
chiefeſt, rhis beginneth from the plaine of zſax , and 
runneth weſtward zo miles in length, and ſome ten in 
beadth. A farre of it ſeemes to be a great and a vaſt 
wood, whoſe trees are all Olive-trees: the other hills 
are called Zalaga, Selelgo, Azgan, Cemapozzi, &Cce

Now todelſcribe a litle more exactly the limits of his 
Empirc:on theNorthiitbordereth upon Egyprwith the neigbour- 
ing Countrie of Nubia,on the Eaſtupon the Red Sea, and part of 
the Indian Ocean, andupon the Barbarick Gulfeunto the Countrie 
of Melnida : on the South nature hath bulwarked it on that ſide 
with the Mountanies of the Moone , onthe Weſt wirh the river 
Niger,or Senega, With theKingdomes ofCongo,&Nabia 8 vvith the 
river Ntle which watereth ir. Theſe bounds it ſcemes old #thiopia 
gauc it,ſurnamed AXthiopia under Egypt, Trogloditica, and Cinnamomi- 
ra , and part of Lybia interior. Thoſe who haueclaſt travelled 
through theſe Countries aſſureus, that it is very fruitfull ; that 
they haue two Summersinayeare Which laſt almoſt continual- 
ly : in ſuch ſort,that inone , and the ſame ſeaſon in one place they 
ſovv their ſeeds,andin an other reape their harveſt.Inſome quar- 
rers likevviſe they ſow their nevv graine every month,eſpecially 
peaſe, beanesandpulle , with other graine with ſtalkes. This 
Countrie yecldeth bur litle wheate , bur in ſteed thereof it bea- 
reth great ſtore of Barly , Millet or Buck-weate , Dry-peaſe, 
Beancs and graine unknoyvne to us. Here is alſo plentie of Per- 
{iick Eborne,Gith, or Biſhops-wort,Pepper, Cynnamon, Ginger 
andother ſpices. It producerh alſo abundance of Sugar, butthe 
Abaſlines knovy not hovy to bake, and refine it. They haue alſo 
good ſtore of Vines. Here grovves alſo an infinite number of 
Orenge, Citron,and Limmon-trees. More ouer,they haue'abun- 
dance of Honey, and ſo much Waxe, that they make great ſtore 
of Candels vvith it, vvithour uſing any tallovv. The Countrie 
alſo yeeldeth much flaxe, butthe Inhabitants knovy not hovvto 
make linnen cloath therevvith, vvhich cauſes them oftentimes to 
make Cotton of it, vvhereof they haue abundance. Therearein 
this Countric alſo many mines of Gould, Silver, YronandBrafle, 
bur the Inhabitants are ſo blockiſh, rhatthey knovvne not hovy 
ro digg them out,and refine thoſe metrals. Moreouer this Coun- 
trie hath almoſt all kinde of foure footed Beaſts,and alſo all ſorts

Her 
name vvas Magueda, The Ethiopian kings beleeue, that rhey are 
ſprung from the race ofDavid, and deſcended from the familly 
of Salomon: and thereforeought to be called the ſonnes of David, 
and Salomon, becauſe they iſſued from them. For they feigne that 
Queene Magueda had a Sonne by Salomon, vvho vvas called by his 
Mother Meltlech and by Salomon David.

T16REMAON famous for her mines of golde lyethneere un- 
to theriver Marabo, the RedSea andthe gallant cirty of Caxumo, 
or Caſſumo, the ancient reſidencie (as their Annals record ) of the 
Queecne of Saba,and afteryvard of the Queene of Candace and gi- 
veththe King yearely 200 Arabian horſes. The Kingdome of 
AN 60TE is an inland Province, ſeated bervveene Tigremaon,and 
Amara: they haue no money, bur in ſtead thereof the peopleuſe 
ſalr,pepper,and yron. They feed on ravy filhe. This cuſtome of 
uſing Salr, & Pepper, and the like in ſtead of money vvasin for- 
mer times amongſt moſt people in thoſe parts andthe onely bar- 
tety or vvay of exchange. 

AMARA Is ſituated inthe middle ofthe Countrie,in this there 
1s a hill from vvhence 1tis ſo called, being in circuit go miles, and 
a daycs journey high: on the toppe thereof are 34 palaces, in 
vvhich the jonger ſonnes of the Emperour are continually en- 
cloſled ro avoyd ſedition. They enioy there vvhatſocueris fitt for 
dclight, or princely education , & from hence ſome one of them, 
vvho is moſthopefull, or beſt liked, is againe broughrout, ifthe 
Emperour die Sonnelefle to be Succeſſour. This Mountaine 
hath bur one aſcent up,yvhich is impregnably fortifyed,and vvas 
deſtinate to this uſe Anno470,0r thereabouts, by che Empcrour 
A Philip : adviſed hereunto as he gaue out by a heavenly 
viſion. 

GAVERE of old Meroeisan Iland inthe river Nilus , being 155 
milcslong & 125 broad. The chiefe citty vvasMeroe,ſo named of 
Meroe, mother to Cambiſes,in yvhoſe memorie herſonne built this 
Cirty, 6. Fatagar, 7,Dancali, 8, Goyami, 9. Bagamedran and 10. 
Xoa,litle famous,ofthe lake Zembre inGojamiOvide ſingeth thus: 

VVho doth not knevy the e/Ethiopian Lake, 

F V hoſe vvaters he that drinckes his thir# to lake, 

Either grovveth mad,or doth his ſoule oppreſſe, 

V Vith an unheard of heavie drovvſineſſe. 

The chiefe citties (as Mr. Heylinnoterh) are firſt Saba, built by Geries- 
Queene Maqueda, or rather by her repaired & beautifted. It hath 
foure gates made of Alabaſter , and Iaſpis Stone vvrought vvith an- 
rique vyorkes, andrhe doores thereof curiouſly carved. Ithath Sabe. 
5000 houſes great and ſumptuous, the ſtreers ſpacious, and fo 
ſhaded vvith Penthouſes, that men maye vvalke ſafe from the 
violence of the Sunne or raine. 2. Aruma built by King Aruc. 
3-Coſſomum.4. Zameta.5 Erocco, & Syvachen,the onely hauens of this 
Empire are now under the Turkes. 6. The Kings court,vvhich 
is asa vyandering cittie : for vyhich his tents, and Pavilions be- 
longing to him , and his retinue covereth no lefle thenten miles. 
7.Tanape of old the refidencie ofthe Athiopian Emperours, ſac- 
ked,and ruined by Petronius Preſident of Egypt, $.Zenebra. 8c. 

There are.tyvo famous rivers, vvhich runne through e-Ethio- z;,,,, 
pia. Ahanhicalled by Ptol. 4ſtabas,and Totcafis, named by him alſo _xpatas. 
Aſtoborus , into vvhich many lefler riversfall. 4bas or Abaftus ſprin- Totcaſss. 
octh from thelake of Barenna,a very ſpacious lake lying under the 
Equinoctiall line, in vyhich there are many ſmall lles. 3. Nilus Nil. 
vyhoſe ſpring unknovvne toancient vvriters ,is by ſome ſappol- 
ſed to ariſe out of the lake of Zenire. Thence this famous river ra 
keth his courſe rovyards Egypt, and diverſe times meeting vvith 
lovver vallies fallethdovvne headlong vvith ſucha force & fury, 
that the continuance of the noiſe deafeth all the neighbouring 
Inhabirants. In this Countrie are many ſluces, ditches, and by 
channels ro curbe the othervviſe uncontrolable poyver of che

The Chriſtian faith vvas firſt preached i by the Eunuchof 
Queene Candice, vvho vvas baptized by Philipthe Deacon, byrnor 
torally propagated ouer the vvhole Empire, cill che raigne of the

himſelfe Defendor and propagator of the Religion of Chriſt:and vvas after | 


hisdeath Canonizedaa Saint. The particulars of their opinions 
vyherevvith they haue infeed the true purity isregiſtredin M'. 
Breeryyoods Enquiries. Hovvſoever,the ſubjects of Preſter Ilobwhold 
fo this day the greateſt part of the Chriſtian Religion, and hold 
theſe articles offaith aſluredly. They beleeue in one God onely, 
Creator of Heauen & of Earth diſtinguiſhed into three perſons, 
God the Father; God the Sonne begotten of his Father from all 
Erernitie , vvhichtooke humaine fleſhe upon him for our ſakes, 
dyed androle againe; 8& God the Holy Gho#, proceeding from the 
Father and the Sonne. And this is the Summaire of their beliete, 
to vvhich vvce vvill add here ſome particulars, touching their 
practize. They ioyne the old Teſtament vvith the nevy in ſuch 
ſort, that they mixe ſome Iudaicall, and Chriſtian Ceremonies 
together. They doe not onely circumcife the Male, but alſo the 
Female children onthe eighrday: and yer aſcribes no ſalvation 
ro circumciſion , vvhich they place onely by their faith inleſus 
Chriſt. They Baptizethe Males 4o , the Females 80 daiesafter 
their circumciſion,ifſome accident offickneſle happen notin the 
meane time. They rebaptize themſclues every yeare , aſvyellthe 
aged asthe yonge children , uponevery Epiphany day in lakes , & 
ponds,pronouncing theſe vvords,I baptize thee in the name of the Fa- 
ther, of the Some , and of the Holy Ghoſt ; becauſe that day they ſup- 
poſe Chriſtro haue bene baptized by Iohn in Iordan. This cu- 
ſtome they haue obſerved religiously from their Anceſtors, not 
for to diminith or vveaken their firſt Baprizme, bur to putt every 
man in minde of the remiflion of their tinnes. They obſeruerhe 
adminiſtration ofthe Lords ſupper under both ſpecies,aſvvell the 
Clergie as Laymen. They doe nothold confirmation&Extreame 
Vnction fora Sacrament,neither doe they pratize them. They 
celebrate aſvvell the Sabbath , & the Sunday after the faſhion of 
the ancient Chriſtians. And this they account thegreateſt uſe of 
the Lavve, that it ſhevverhus our ſinnes:&beleeue verely,that no 
man can keepe ir, bur onely Ieſus Chriſt , vvho hath fulfilled ir 


for us? They loue vvell the Saints,and reverence them, butnever | 


pray unto them. They haue the Virgin Mary in great honour:ne- 
verchelefſe they doe not vvorſhip her, or require her ayd or 
helpe. Marriage ispermitted aſvvell to the clergie and Prieſts,as 
to Lay-men. They puniſh ſeverelyall fornication and vvhore- 
dome. They haue a Patriarch Preſident of their Churches,a man 
ot an approved vertue,grave,excellently learned 6 vvell ſtricken 
inage. Whoſe funQionis to Keepe, and conſerue the Church 
and Ecclcſiaſticks in union, to maintaine the Church diſcipline, 
and to excommunicate the rebellious. The Election of Biſhops, 
& other Churchmenis onely in the poyver of the King.

E Gan Kingdome of Congo,or Main Congois rich and mighty. It 


reacheth from S.Katherins Cape, vvhichis vvithin tvvo de- 
crees anda halfe of the Equinoctiall, and ſhooting tovvards the 


South as tarreas Czpe Ledo. Itis bounded on the Weſt vvith the 


eEthiopick Ocean , on the South vvith the hils called Lune Montes 


. and the Caffres,on theEaſt vvith theMountaine from yvhencethe 


rivers ſpring, vvhich run into the Fountaines of Nils: and onthe 
North vvith the Kingdome of Beninus. Theſe Countrys vvere dit- 
couvered by Diego Can, a Portugal, Anno 1 486.and are populous. 
Theaire there is very milde and temperate , having never noe 
winters. Neither is the Summer ouer heate or offenſiue to the 
Inhabitats. The ſoile aboundeth in all forts of graine, asW/ heate, 
Turcky Hirle, Barly,& fruirfull trees. In the felds there groyves 
many kind of Palme trees, ſome of them bearing Dates, others ln- 
dian Nutts. Thereare another kind of Palmes, from vvhich they 
make oyle, yvine, bread & viniger. They make oyleofthem like 
our Eutter, vyhich they uſe in their meates, Vnctiens, and lamps. 
The vvine they extract by percing the ropps ofthe trees, out of 
vvhich there runnsa vvhite kinde of liquour, deare & freſhe : at 
the firſt itisſvveer,and aftervvard becomes ſharpe,ſo that in ſtead 
of Viniger they uſe itamong their Whit-meates, and vvith the 
Nutts oi theſe Trees they make bread. Theſe Nurtsare like Al- 
mands , but ſomevyhat harder. Your Cafiia or Aromaticall 
vvood, and Cedars grovy there in abundance. Their Gardens, & 
Orchards are full of all kind ofherbes and fruits , as Pompions, 
Mulſke Melons, Cucumbers, and thelike vvith diverſe others, 
vvhich grovv not under the climates of Europe. They haue in 
ſome places atree called Enſada, out of the braunches yyhereof 
their thoots ſome ſcions,vvhich having touched the Earth,ſhoot 
andgrovveupintrees vvith a great deſire of multiplication. All 
this countrie 1s richin mines el mubecially of Silver,neere 
unto the le of Loanda.They haue agreat number of vvilde Beaſts, 
chiefly ot Elephants. They hauea Beaſt there, whichthe Nartiues 
call Zebre,very like a Mule,ſavingin the a& of generation,he hath 
ſtrange haire , forfrom the topp ofhis back dovvneto his belly, 
he hath as1t vvere laces of three colours, that is, vyhite, black,and 
yellovv, being ofa juſt proportion & diſtance one from an other, 
& either ofthem deingrhree fingers broad. They are very vvide, 
and can by no meanesbe tamed , normade ready for the uſe of 
man. They are exceeding ſyvift, in ſo much that the Porrugals 
hauea proverbe amonge them, he isasſvvift footed as a Zebre. There 
arc allo Lyons, Tygers, Buffles , yvilde Aſſes , Wolues , Foxes, 
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Staggs, Hares, Connies, Apes, Chamzlions vvith diverſe kind of 
Serpents & Snakes. Alſo Oxen, Svvine, Sheepe, and Goates, but 

they haue neither Horſes, nor Mares for the uſe of man': burin 
ſtead ofthem as Mephea vvitneſfſeth , they haue vyodden-horſes 
madeafter this manner: they couver them vvithan Oxe hide, or 
vvith a Goathes made in the faſhion of a fadell nine ynches 
thick, & eight foote long: Travellers ride upon this Sadell, having 

tvvo Porters, vyhich carries it upon theirſhoulders and if itbe a 

long journey they relieue one an other vvith freſh men. They | 
have a great many Ciyers, like our Carts; butarelefler,frs yvhich , , 
they take Zivet.Moreover, they haue abundance of foule, 8 birds ;,,q, 
of all kind , eſpecially Greene, Gray, and Aſh-coloured Parrats: 
Auſtruches, Peacocks, Turckie Cocks, Phefant,Partriges,Ducks, 
Pigions , Ringdoues, Turtledoues , and an infinite number ot 
ſmall birds, called Becca Fichi. 

This Kingdome is divided unto fixe famous Provinces,name- p;,;/on. 
ly Bamba, Songo, Sundi, Pango , Batta and Pemba. The Province of Bamba. 
Bamba reachethto the Sea Coaſt, from the river Ambriza,to the 
river Coanzo. It is governed by diverſe Lords called Manni. The 7ovwnes. 
prime Cirttieis Bamba, ſeated inaplaine, bervyecnertherivers of 
Loza , and Ambriza. The Governour of this Province keepcs his 
reſidencie inir, being a hundred miles diſtant from theſea. The 
ſecodProvince of theKingdome ofCongo,isSongo,lying betyveene Congo. 
the rivers of Zaira& Loango. The Capirall citty is alſo called Song, | 
vvhere the Governour dyvelleth. The Province of Sandi, rea- $974 
cherh from the citty of Congo, vvhich the Portugals novy call Szint 
Saviour unto the river Zaira. This Province aboundeth in diverſe 
kinde of Mettals. The Natiues preferre yron aboue all others, 
becauſe of that they can make ſyyords, kniues, and armes. There 
are alſo Sables, Martines and other Animals aſvvell as in other 
Countries. The chiefe tovyne of this Province is Sunda. ThePro- 
vince of Pango bordereth Northvvard upon Sandi, on the Sourh ©®8* 
upon Batta,on the Weſt upon Congo , & on the Eaſt upon Montes 
Solis. Pango is the principall Citty, vvhere the Governour keepes 
his abode. The Province of Batts boundeth on the North upon #**#s- 
Pango , on the Eaſt upon the river of Barbola , and extendethto 
Montes Solis,and to the foote of the Mountaines Ap-roniles;and on 
the Southſide of theſe Mountaines , it bordereth upon the river 
of Barol, even to the burning Mountaine. The chiefe rovvne is 
alſe called Batta , vvhere the Prince keepes his reſidencie. The 
ſixth Province is Pemba , lying in the midſt ofthe Kingdome , in Pemba. 
vyhich ſtands the prime and royall Cittie of Congo, novy called 
Samt Saviour, but heretofore Banza, vvhich ſignifierh a pallace, in Saint Se- 
vvhich the King or Governour forthe moſt partkept his Court. viour. 
Itis firuated upon a hill, being about 150 Italian miles diſtant frs 


ee 


the Sea. This Countrie is vvatered vvith many rivers, the chicfelt z;yers. 


vvhercofis Zaira , ſpringing out of the Lake of Zembre, being in 
ſome places 5 miles broad,carrying vvith him agreat many leſſer 
rivers and brookes,vvhich fall into him 8& retaines his freſh vva- 
rer ſome times ten,at other times, vvhen he ſvvells,16 miles into 
the ſea. Their boates, and ſhipping are made there vvitha kind of 
vvood called Licondo capable ro hold 200 men. Inthis river they 
take Crocodiles , Sea-horſes, anda kind ofa great fithcalled Ambize 
Angulo, vvhich vveighs5oo pound yveight, of anexcellentraſt, 
ailoone asthe fiſhers haue taken itthey muſt preſently bring ir ro 
the King upon paine of death, Thereare belides other rivers as 
Le Conda (upon vvhich the Royall Cittic of Congo is builr) Ambri- 
24,0nz0,Lemba, Danda,Bengo,andCoanzo. Thelaſt lovvingoutthe 
Danda, makes the Ile of Loanda, vvhich isplaine vyithout hils. In 
this iland if ye digg into the ground, vvhen the river flovves, you 
ſhall finde freſh-vvater,burif vvhen it ebbsfalr vvater. They fiſhe Abundan- 
out of this vyater ſhells, yyhich goes as currant Money through <* of fſhe. 
the vvhole Kingdome. The rivers are very full of filhe. The Sea *** 
makes there many large Bayes, Roades, and Gulfes. They take 
there abundance of ſmall fiſhe , vyhich the Inhabitants call Sardi- 
naes, vvee Auchioves. Tovvards vvinter the Sea Coaſtis couvered 
vvith theſe kinde offiſhe,vyhich comes thither in vvhole ſhooles. 
They haue alſo other delicate fiſhe,as Sturgions, Barbils,and the 
like, and Crabbs inſuch abundance, that the Inhabitants vvhich 
dyyell upon the Sea Coaſt make them their ordinary foode. For 
the Mountaines, the higheſt are called by the Portugals Sierra 
Complida , that is , the Longe Mountaine, the Chriſtall Mountaine, 
Sierra de Sol, The Sunnes-Mountaine, Sierra de Salnitre, The Salt- 
peter Mountaine or Mount Cabamba. The natives, eſpecially 
thoſc of Bambaare very tall , andas ſtrongand nimbleas Fencers, ,,, ., ſhi. 
they are vvclllimmed yyith great Muſcles, & vyeare longe tvvo- zutjon tof be- 
handedſvvores like the Svviſlers, vvhichthey buy of the, Portu- drece> an 
gals. They hauc a delightto cutt off a mans body inthe mid(t,and »er-. 
likeyviſe to chopp ot the head of an oxe. Someof them are ſo 
—_ » that theyare able to carryaveſlell of vvine , vvhich 
vveighs 3 25 pound upon their armes. Angolais of moſt eſteeme, 
vyhich nor long ſince reyolted from their ſubje&ion, andallea- 
ers tothe King of Congo: and it is certainly a moſt populous 

rovince:For inthe bartaile bervvixt the King of this Countrie, 
and Paulus Diazius a famous Leader of the Portugals , the King 
had in his Army 1200000 ſouldiers : yet afevv othis Ennemies 
vviſely, and politiquely goyerned,gaue hima diſmall, and a faale 
overthrovy Anno 1582, as M* Heyliarelareth, 
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S. I homas, the Prince, & of Anbon.

> The Inhabitants are called Ghinnies , 

F being one of the countries ofthe Ne- 

groes. The Negroes are the Inhabitants 

about the River Niger , which run- 

neth throughthe midſt of this coun- 

trie, which after the manner of the Nile fattens , and 
makes the fie[des thereof fruitfull. It ſwelleth & over 
floweth asthe Nile doth inthe beginning of Iune for 
the ſpace of 4o dayes , during whichtime rhey goe in 
boates, & wherries to viſite their neighbouring coun« 
tries, The grounds being couvered with ſlime makes 
itexceeding fatt: and fertill for the bearing of corne , 
grafle, andall kinde of fruits. Nigh unto this River 
there is a great Plaine, no Mountaines nor hills,but an 
number of Woods & Forreſts,which ſerve as paſtures 
to Elephants. There are many Lakes made by the in- 
undation of the Niger. The aire is very healthfull,ſo 
that if any man that had the French poxe did goe thi- 
ther , he would be ſurely cured, They ſpeake diverſe 
languages, according to their ſeverall climes & coun= 
tries : they are alſo of ſundry religions : in the mid- 
land countries there are Chriſtians , Mahumetans and 
Gentils. In the maritimate parts they worſhip Idoles : 
the Nigroes have three Kings, the King of Tombu- 
tum,the King of Bornum, & the King of Gaoga. The 
Gualates havea King alſoof their owne , being excee- 
ding black, which they count fairenefſe. The King- 
dome of Gnizea lyeth betweene Gualata, T ombutum 8 
Hells, and from the River Nigerto the Ethiopicke 
Ocean. The aire of Guinea is contrarie to the nature 
of our bodies.afwell by reaſon of the diſtemper, as for 
the raine which engendreth putrifaction & vermine* 
Yetthis country aboundethin Barly, Rice, Cotton,Y- 
vory,Golde,Ghinnie Hennes and Sheepe, and a kinde 
of ſpice,which taſtes like Pepper, called by the Portu- 
gals Melegnete , and an other kinde of ſpice they have, 
which bites twiſe as ſtrong as the Pepper of Calicure , 
which the Portugals name Pinnenta del Rabo , & is for- 
bidden to be fould, leaſt it ſhould bring down the priſe 
ofthe ordinary Pepper. This countrie affordeth noe 
other fruits but Dares, the reſt they fetch trom Guala- 
za0r Numidia. They haveabundance of foure footed 
beaſts,efpecially of Elephants, Apes, Monkies, Foule 
and Birds in abundance, principally Peacocks and aſh- 
coloured Parrets, The Guinois have neither townes 
nor Caſtles, but onely a great Village , where their 
Princes, Prieſts, Phyſicians and Marchants dwell : the 
others live here and there in woods , & other places in 
troopes. Neere unto the Cape of Lupzs Congatuo, the 
Natives adore the Sunne, the Moone and the Earth , 
thinking itis a greatſinne to ſpittupon it. They cutr 
their skin rather then ſacrifice it, thenthey beſmeare 
and paint themſelves with a coloured oyntment, as 
they imagine a fine and a pleaſing ſpectacle to rhem- 
ſelves, butto usanugly and a gaſtly ſight. The people 
here alſo account the principall part of beauty to con- 
fiſt in a flat-noſe, and therefore they preſſe them down 
in their Infancie. They ſalute their Princes upon their 
knees with their hands fonlded,crying one to an other 


Fuio, Futo, Fillo. They live long though lvento glutto- 
nie and ryor, inſo much, that ſome of them live with 

alacrity, 8& ſtrength untothe age of a hnndred yeares. 

They drinke not at their meales, but having dined they 
drinke either water or palme-wine, which is not that 

palme-tree that beareth Dares, or Indian Nuts , but an 

other kinde, which diſtilleth in ſappe and Jjuyce at all 
ſeaſons inthe yeare, They pierce the body of this tree, 

and ſuck the liquor out of it, till they be drunke , ler- 

ting the liquor of it alſo droppe into a Veſlell , which 
they have prepared for that purpoſe: forthis liquor is 

more noble 8 ſtronger then any wine one can drinke , 

being of an aſhcolour, and called Mignolum: this tree 

diſtilling forth ordinarily every day z or three quarts 

or meaſures full. It beareth beſides 3 ſorts of Olives, 

an oyle alſo which ſmells like a Violet, and an other 

oyle, which taſts like an Olive, it ſelfe that growes yel- 

low like Saffran, where with they eate their meate..The 
moſt of their men and women goe barcheaded : ſome 
of them covers them with a Cap,made of thebarke of 
a tree,or with the ſhell of an Indian Nut. Some of them 
have holes bord through their upperlippes and No- 
ſtrils, hanging peeces of yvorie or ſhells at them, thin= 
king thereby that this ornament makes them very fine: 
ſome after they have made a great hole through their 
upper lippe puts their tongue through it as afine tricke 

toſalute one. They couver their nakednefſe and privi- 
ties with the rindes of trees, they weare not onely for 
uſe, but alſo as an ornament and for gay clothes the 
Skinnes of Apes, Alpine Mice , or Mountaine Ratts, 
tyed together with knots of the ſame , with a bell. 

They paint one of their eyes witha red , andtheother 
with a blew colour : the richer ſort of women weare a- 
bout their leggs a ring of yron, ſome of copper, others 
of lead and tinne. Finally , they delight wonderfully 
incheſc ill favored, ſorrtiſh & Barbarous faſhions, Their 
Money is gold withour any ſtampe picture or inſ{cripti- 
on upon it. In buying of trifles or petty things, they 
uſe togive litle peeces of yron. 

When the Portugalls firſt failed into theſe Coaſts, 
the people hereof tooke their ſhips for great birdes 
with white wings : and after upon better acquaintance, 
they could not be brought to beleeve, but that the 
eyes,which were caſually painted on the beakes of their 
ſhips , were the eyes by which rhey ſaw how to direct 
themſelves in their courſe. Gunnes ſeemed to them 
for their hideous noiſe, to be the workes of the Devill, 
and for Bag-pipes they tooke them to be living Crea- 
tures: neither when they had bene permitted to feele 
them would they be perſwaded otherwiſe but that they 
werethe worke of the Gods owne hands, ſo yvoyd were 
they of the uſe of reaſon. The very Nobles are fo ſtu- 
pid, that when they are in preſence of their King, they 
neverlooke him in the face, but fit flatt on their but- 
tocks with their elbowes on their knees, & their hands 
on their faces: and for their greater gallantry they an- 
noint their haire with the fartr of fiſhes , which makes 
them ſtinke abhominably. 

The Countrie is abundantly ſtored with Gold and 
Silyer, very fine and pure. 
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The Il: of STHOMAS. 


HIS lland was ſo named , becauſe that the 

Portugals found it upon S.Thoma day. It is of 

around Figure , and lyeth directly under the 

ZquinoCtiall line. The Diamiter of it is 40 
miles, & 180 miles in compaſſe. When it was farſt dil- 
covered it ſeemes to be nothing, but a huge wood, full 
of trees with great boughes and high branches. The 
aire is hott: few Chriſtians live init till they be aboye 
5o yeares of age. Andit were atrange thing among 
the Portugals ro ſee them live there till they had a 
white beard. Bur the Natives & Negroes live there, 
till they be a hundred yeares old. The dayes 8 nights 
are there ofanequall length, In Marchand Septem- 
ber there falls ofcentimes huge ſhowers of raine, which 
moiſtens the Earth , and in the other Monthes it is rc= 
freſhed with Deawes. The Earth being ſlimie, fot, 8 
of a reddiſh colour,will beare no Wheate, Vines,or atly 
fruit that hath a ſtone init : yet it produceth Pom- 


pions, Coucumbers, Citrons, Figgs, Ginger, and is ſo | 


fruitful in Sugar,that the Portugals load 40 ſhips with 
it every yeare: in ſtead whereof they exchange Wine, 
Cheeſe, Wheate, Leather andother neceſſarie things, 
but this trade is much decreaſed, becauſe there are 
certaine wormes , which doe breede and eate up the 
rootes of their Canes : ſo that now they bring not a- 
bore 6 Veſſells loaden with Sugar from it. It beareth 
alſo Millel, Hirſe, Rice and Barly,Letrice, Coleworts, 
Turneps, Beetes, Perſley,and diverſe Pot-herbes. And 
beſides theſe a luxurious roote , which groweth in the 
Eaſt-Indies in the 1le Hiſpagniola, called Patara; which 
the Negroes of S.Thomas ile name /gnama,and ers it 
as a ſingular herbe , very neceflarie tor humaine lite : 
the peele of it is blacke, the inſide white, andis like a 
long turnep, having many ſmall rootes ſhooting out of 
it. It taſts like a Cheſt-nur, but is ſweeter & more de- 
licate. The Spaynards which inhabite there , have 
brought therher ſomeOlive-plants, Peaches, Almands 
and other fine Fruits: butthey never tooke, nor came 
toany good. This Ile breedeth a certaine kinde of 
ſtrange Crabbs,which live in the Earth like Moles, of 
a blew and azure colour , whichrootes upthe Earth, 
gnawes and ſpoyles all where they come. It breedeth 
alioa greatnumber of Foule and Birds, as Partriges, 
Turtledoves, Starlings, Black-birds,Greene-ſparrows, 
which chirpe and finge,and many Parrets. 

The Portugals have here a Citty called Pawoaſan, 
built by a River fide , in which they have 700 Famul- 
lies, befides their Biſhop and his Clergie men. Ir hath 
a good haven, and is ſeated uponafine 8 a wholeſome 
River. The Sea round abour it yeelds abundance of 
fiſh, which invites them to fiſhing, It is a wonder to ſee 
whatan infinite number of Whales are uponthe coaſt, 


as alſo upon all the coaſt of Africa. There is in the | 


midſt of this Ile a Mountaine full of trees, ordinarily 
ſocouvered with clouds, that there comes ſhowres of 
raine enough from thence , towaterthe Sugar-canes, 


 &the higher the Sunne is, the more cloudes encreaſe 
and are about this Mountaine. The Inhabitants of this |

HIS IlandIyeth within three degrees of the 
"4 Aquinoctiall line,and is called the le del Prin- 


cipe, becauſe when the Portugals had conque- 

redit, the revenues her [lotted to rhe 
Portugal-Prince. It is reaſonable well manured, and 
there growes in it abundance of Sugar, which is tranſ- 
ported out of ir. Thereis alſoa kinde of a Palme-tree, 
out of which the Inhabitants drawe aliquor which ſer- 
veth them for drinke, and which if they drinke-roo 
much of it the ſtrength thereotdoth diſtemper them. 


HIS lle was ſo called , becauſe it was diſco- 

- vVered upon New yeares day,and therefore ta- 

ken as a preſage of a good yeare, it is ſituated 

beyond the XAquator, under the ſame Sourh- 

erne diſtance, as the former is rowards the North. Ir 
is unhabited: but there is excellent fiſhing upon the 


coaſt thereof, here are alſo flying fiſhes : there are a 


great many of Crocodils, and other venomous Crea- Cracodils, 


cures, The Crocodile is in ſhapelike a Lizard, & ſome 


' of them of anincredible greatneſle : fo great from ſo 


ſmalla beginning , is more then wondertull; ſome of 
them being above 30 foote long ; hatched of Eggs 
no bigverthen thoſe that are layd by a Turkie. His 
taile 1s equall to his body inlength, wherewith he en- 
toldeth his prey, and drawes itinto the River. His 
teere are armed with clawes , and his backe and ſides 
with ſcales ſcarce penetrable, his belly tender,ſoft and 
eaſely pierced ; his teeth indented within on an other, 
havivg no tongue, but moving his upper jaw onely: his 
mouth ſo wide when extended, as ſome of them are 
able ro ſwallow an entire Heiffer. The Female layes a 
hundred Eggs, as many dayesthey are in hatching, 8 
as many yeares they live , that doe live the longeſt : 
they will devoure and teare in peeces both man and 
beaſt, which makes the countrie-people to fence thoſe 
places, wherethey fetch their water. By day for the 
molt part he lyeth on the land , when betweene flee- 
ping and wakeing, they writethat a litle bird, called 
Troculzs,doth feede herſefe by the picking ofhisteeth: 
wherewith delighted,and gaping wider, the 1cnumon 
his mortall Ennemy,ſpying his advantage , whips into 


his mouth, and gliding downe his throate like an Ar- 


row,gnaweth away through his belly,8 deſtroyes him: 
for which the Egyptians themſelves gave divine ho- 
nour nnto the /cyumos, for the benifite he did them in 
the deſtroying of that Serpent. And thus much aſ- 
well for Guineaand theſe lles, as for Africa, nowlet us 
come to America, or the new found World.

Bur certaine ir is, it was be- 
fore many ages unknowne: for that which ſome ima- 
gineof the Romains,may rather be ſaid,then proved, 
which opinion by Gaſpar Yarrerias is well refured: 
ſome againe per{ſwade themſelues, that Sexeca being 
cranſported witha rapture, with a Poetical furie and 
Divination ſung ſomething of irin his Medea.

Bur it is follie to thinke, that theſe Countries were 
thenknowne, either to him, or any others in his time. 
After many ages then unknowne, Chriſtopher Colum- 
bys of Genua,a man ofan acure 8& a divine Spirit, firſt of 
all found out this part ofthe World, Anno 1492. un- 
dertheauthoririe, charge & commande of the King 
of Caſtil,, inſtrufted herein (as ſome will ſaye,to demi- 
niſhthe glorie of ſo higha worke) by a Spaniſh Navi- 
gator called Byxola, returning from his long, &rtrou- 
bleſome voyages made uponthe A4zlantick Sea, af- 
firme thathe being toſled up and downe by ſtormes, 
wandred here and there our of his courſe, and ar laſt 
was caſt upon theſe Countries, and returning from 
thence, arrived in the Iland of Madera, then under the 
Turifdiction of Porzugals, and ſeated himlelfe in Africa: 
Inwhich Ilenewly and dwelr then this Chriſtopher 
Columbus. This Mariner being kindely entertained by 
Columbus, related all that had befalne himin his vo- 
| yage. Columbus being on fire with the newes thereof, 

under Ferdinando King of Caſtile; & of Iſabella his Wite, 
with three ſhipps undertooke this voyage, An. 1429. 
& bcing rhe firſt of Seprember,upon the Ocean made 
ſaile & diſcovered firſt the Iles Hiſpaniola, Cubaand 14- 
maica.Amog the other memorable things which hap- 
nedinthis voyage, afterthey arrivedin the Ile 1amai- 
ca, he & his men were broughtintogreateextremity 
& danger of their lives, for want of victualls. The Bar- 


barians hoping by this means to'overthrowe thus ſmall | 


Chriſtian Armie, from which danger nevertheleſle, 
by a notable S:ratagem, he preſerved himſelfe and his 
men: &tothisend making uſe of his witt, by the op- 
porrunitie of an Ecclipſein the Moone, which appro- 
ched nigh, being very expertin the 4ſffronomicks, he 
knew well, thartſhee would ſoone be Ecclipſed: upon 
this headvertized the 7amaick Captaines, thatunleſſe 


they did ſend himall proviſions neceſlarie,that ſhort. 


ly they ſhould be afflicted with many great evills, 
and for the confirmation of his ſaying, that thenighr 
following, he would cauſe the Moone ro become 
darke. Theſe Barbarians hearing this , deſpiſed his 
threatnings, bur ſeing afterward thar it fell out ſo, 


even at the very houre in which he had fore-tould 


mal Hriſlopher Columbus having di- |

ken, being frighted 8 ſeized upon with feare, rann to 
him and caſting themſclues downe ar one of the Ca- 
ptaines feetes gaue him abundance of vitualls, and 
withall promiſed willingly to ſupply them with whar- 
ſocuerthey wanted.

The {kin being taken 
avvay the Coareis full of juyce, and hath a moſt pleaſant ſmack 
tempered yvith alitle tartneſſe. Guieywis a tree like a peach, or 
anapricock tree, vvithleayeslike bay-trees, burare thicker 8 
longer, they grovy rotten quicklie, the fruite is like a medler, 


but much greater and hanging uponthe tree grovvethripe, but . 


being notgathered, rotteth & engendreth vvorms: theſe fruites 
haue many kernells and cloſe graines, thoſe of a purple co- 
lourare accounted the beſt and haue the ſvycereſt taſt. There 
are alſo the Mamei of the biggneſle of a nut-tree, having a leafe 
morelong rhen broad, chofuke thereof is round: theſe grovv 
in the lle Hiſþagniola, in Terra Firma; ſome of themare longer and 
greater, others ofa betterrelliſh. They haue alſs Guanavans, 2 
{mall ſlender and thinne tree, and the fruite thereof like a heart. 
It hatha greene thinne ſkinne, like unto theſkalc of a fiſhe, rhe 
in{ide isvvhite:lt beareth alſo an other kinde, vvhich are round, 
& yellovy,theſe laſt are accounted much betrerthen the others, 
and all of them ingenerall haue in them cerraine lirle kernells of 
a cheſt-nut coulour. This continent beareth alſo Sugars, Cot- 
ron, Flaxe, and ſuchlike commodities, vvith many other trees, 
good plants & hearbes, Speceries, Pearle,pretious Stones, vvith 
an incredible quantitie of Gould and Silver, vvith other Met- 
talls, & other Mineralls. Burt before, it had neither Oxen,Kine, 
Horſe, Mules, Aſſes, Sheepe,Goats, norDogsin it: and there- 
fore it is no marvaile, though the natives = thoſe Countries 
vvcre amazed at the firſt ſightof a horſe: Myce and Ratts, 
they had none,afore they vvere brought thither byShip of Ant- 
pyerpe, vyhich yyas caſt avvay bythe Streight of Magellan, vvith 
anintettohauec gone further; ſince vvhich time they are ſtrange- 
ly multiplied, vvhether it be by the nature of the Countrie, 
orthe naturall encreaſe of theſe Creatures, vvhich gnavving of 
the tender graſle, hearbs & fruites,from the ground oftentimes 
haue cuttof the Inhabitants from all hopeof reaping and.ha- 
ving a good harveſt. It breedethall kinde of Beaſts knovvne ro 
us, and ſome unknovvne to forrayners, one more ſtrang then 
all the reſt, under the bellie yyhereof nature hath placed a 
bagge, fitt ro vvhip up and cucloſle her younglings, vvhen ſhe 
removeth from a place, ſhe hath a bodie andaſnour like afoxe, 
hands and feerte like an Ape,&ears like aBatt.There is another 
beaſt called by the natives Caſeuy, like a black hogge, full of Briſ- 
ſells, vvitha very tough ſkin, ſmall eyes, greateates, cloven 
hoved, vvith avery little ſnour like an Eliphant, & roareth ſoe 
hydeouſlice, that itamazeth men to heare it, the fleth vyhereof 
isgoodto cate. There are upon the Mountainesa greatmany 
vvilde Boares, and moſt cruell firce Tygers, and Lyons, yetare 
they ſofearefull of a man, that they flye avvay aſſoone as they 
perceive him. Thereare Peacocks , Pheaſants, Patridges and 
other kinde of fovylesand birds, but much differing from ours: 
of them vvee vvill ſpeake in our particular deſcription more ar 
large. All America (as is ſaid) is devidedinto tyvo very great Pen- 
Inſuls, vwvhereof the one is called Septentrionall America, vvhich 
liethall under the lyne,and tothe Northvvard;the other Meri- 
dionall, becauſe itextendeth ir elfe for the moſtpart , on the 
other {ide of the equator to the Southyyard, though ſome of 
the Countries thereof lie alſo under the efquator. The Nor- 
therne is devided into diversProvinces, as Quiviria , Noya Hiſþa- 
nia,Niaragua,lucatan,Florida, Apalchen, Norumbega,Nova Francia, No- 
v4 Anglia,Terra Laboratoris, 8 Eſtotilandia. The Southerne parts are 
many , bur the chiefeſt and thoſe vyhich are novy vanquithed 
by the Spaniard,and taken in by force from the Indians are Gol- 
den Caſtile, Popaiana, Peru, Chile and Brafill. They gloried muchin 
tvvo Citties , in Cuſco and Mexico. Cuſco is the Capitall , or Me- 
tropoliran of the Southerne America. It is of ſucha largeneſle, 
might & magnificencie,that it may truely contend vvith the fai- 
reſt Citties of France or of Spaine,& that for the Fortreſle vyhich 
is impregnable ; the mulcitude of people, eſpecially of Gentl- 
men, thefaireformeof buildings, and the beautie of its ſitua- 
tion. No common people are admitred to dvyellinit, butis 
held thereſidence,and retreate of the Nobles, Lords 8 Princes, 
vyhercof ſome of them dvvell inthe Cittie & others haue their 
houſes in the fields next adjoyninguntoit. Among thereſt there 
are foure ſtately Palacesfor the greateſt Lords, vvhich haue the 
Gouvernment,& of managing publick affaires, built very ſum- 
pruouſly, raiſed vvith Marble free Stones, and rich pictures, 
vvhich coſt an infinite charge. Their Streetesgoe right out, by 
reaſon that in ſome places they meetecrofle yviſe, yet theres 
notſo much asone of them, buthathalirtle channell or a vva- 
ter running through the midſt of chem, vvith a ſtone vyall on 
borh ſides. Itis builtin a quadrant forme, 8 lieth finely compact 
together , &is pleaſantly ſeated upon the ſide of a hill, vvhich 
beareth irup.In the bottome or valley, vyhere isa hard coming 
uptothis hill thereliesaſtrong & avery faire Caſtle, vvhich ma- 
kerh this Cittie admirable and pleaſant, if one conſiders either 
the beautie,or the raritie of the uildings:in ſo much thar thoſe 
vyhich haue travelled through many parts of the World, fay, 
they haue not ſeene the like in all Europe. Mexico orTremiſtan lying 


inthe MexicanProvince of Neyy Spaine, is a moſt rich and a very 


famous Cittie , vvhereof vve vvill ſpeake here afterin the de- 
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ſcription of Neyvy Spaine, vve vvill proceede forvyard. This part + 
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ofthe Worldis yvatered vvith many faire, great, and excellent 


running Rivers, vyhercof many of them haue Gold in their |

ſprings. The Lakes & Rivers aboundingin filh. Among thereſt 
ere is one ſort of fiſh called in Hg Manati.

like an Oxe,ſmall eyes,a hard Skinne, hairie & Skye-coloured, 
having tvvo feerte like an Eliphant, The females of their kinde 
Calvelikea Covve,and giues her young ones milke vvith tvvo 
reates. There are alſo many Mountaines, among vvhichasBenſo 
reporteth, there is a Mount vomiting out fyeric flames, and ca- 
ſting our ſuch greate flaſhes and flakes,thar the light of them is 
ſcene more then 100000, pacesin the night, Some haue belee- 
ved,that there isgreat ſtore of moulten Gould init, vvhich mi- 
niſtreth perpetuall fuellto this fire and flaming, To makeartriall 
thereof, there vvasa Monke of S. Dominicus Order, vvho made

hereat,vvent to Legion, charging the Smith, that had madethe 


chaine agreatdealelefle, then he had commaunded him: upon 
this the Smith made another, a greate deale bigger,the Monke 
to trie an other concluſion,came once againeto theMountaine, 
vvith his kettle, & a greater chaine, bur yyas ſervedin the very 
ſame manner, as he yyas before : for his Caldron didnot onely 
melt ayyay; but alſo on a ſudden brake out ſuch a violent flame, 
out ofthis Abiſle,that ithad almoſt ſyvallovvedup this Monke 
and his Companions, and puttrhem into ſuch a pitryfull feare, 
that they ran backe againe into the Tovvne, and durſt never at- 
tempt any ſuch riall againe. Ivvillpaſle by ſome other ſtrange 
things. The Citties and their Streetes are ofa ſuperbe building, 
having in them many magnificent houſes. They ſay, there vvas 
a Kings Garden,in vyhich the herbes, the trees, the ſtocks, the 
branches & fruites, vyere of pure Gold,and haue alſo maintay- 
ned firmely, that the very Coares in the Apples & other fruits, 
vvereſoe. There vvas likevviſe a Kings Chamber,vyhere there 
vvas the pictures of all kindes of Beaſt , ſer our in precious 
Stones,and drayyne our partly vvith Moſaicke yvorke,& part- 


 lyengraven, andſome of them adorned vvirhdiverlſitie of rare 


feathers. Thatvyhich is reported of tyyo high vyayesis very re. 
markeable, the one is paved through craggie hills, hanging 
dovyne from the Mountaines , the other over the plaines and 
fields from Gyito a Cittie of Peru, unto Caſcothe lenght of 500. 
miles. The honour and merritof this vvorkemanthippe isthe 
more by reaſon of the ſtrangeneſſe of the great heapes of 
Stones and flints, vvhich men rouled thither vvith their hands, 
vvithour the helpe of Oxcn, or of horſes, vvhich they had nor. 
The high yvay over the ficldsis cloſed on both (ides vvith yvalls 
ftue & ryyentie foote thick, betyveene yvhich runn many rive- 
lerts, flouriſhing vvith diverſe Shrubbs,on the one,& the other 
ſide, vvhich they call Moll;: the other ofalike bredth being he- 
vventhrough Stones & rocks, paſleth through the midſt of the 
mountains, and oyer the loyy groues and unplayned yalleys, 
fenced in vvith heapes of Stones, as yvellas the nature of the 
place vyould permit. King Guaimacape (vvho lived in the dayes 
of our Grand-Sirs) repaired theſe vvayes,railed & ſtrengthned 
the vvalls of them. It vvas a moſtancienr and a publike vyorke, 
vvhich vvas not finiſhed in a mans age:upontheſe yvayes vvere 
ſpacious,Inns,pleaſant & faire, called Tambos,vvherein the King 
& his vvhole trayne might lodge,theſe things vvitneſſing mani- 
feltly , that America hath bin inhabitedof old times, and not a 
few ages agoe. To conclude (as M". Heylin noterh) they are 
Withour queſtion the Progenie of the Tartars, Which may be 
proved by many arguments. Somonegative, otheralſoaffirma- 
tive. The negativeArgumentsare theſe:firſt they haue norelith, 
or reſemblance ar all, of the Arts, Learning and Civilitie ofEy- 
rope:Secondly, there colourſhewerh them,not to haue deſcen- 
dedfrom the Africans, here being no blackmen inall this Coun- 
trie, bur ſome few which inhabite the Sea Coaſt over againſt 
Guinea in Africke, from whence they are ſuppoſed by ſome tem- 
peſt to haue bene brought hither. Thirdl, , they haue not the 
leaſt roken or thew of the Artsor Induſtrie of China, Eaft-India, 
or any clvill Regionon this fide of 4fis. Theaftirmative argu- 
ments proue firit, they came from Aftanext in particular from 
Tartarie. Thar they came out of Alia, is more then manifeſt,in 
thatthe Weſtſide ofthe Countrie towards Aſia is farre more 
Populous, then the Eaſt towards Europe: of which there can 
beno other reaſon aſligned,then thattheſe parts were firſt in- 
habited,8& that from hence the reſt was peopled. Now forthe 
next,the Idolatrie of this people,and the particularities thereof, 
their incivility and barbarous properties ; tell us that they are 
moſt like the Tartarsofany.Secondly,che Welt fide of America, 
if itbenotcotinet withTarrtarie,is yetdiſioyned by a very ſmall 
ſtraight, as may be perceived in our Mappes & Cardes,asalloin 
thedeſcriptis oftheſeCountries:ſothatthere isintotheſeCoun- 
triesa very quick andeaſic paſſage. And thirdly, the people of

The place where- 

jj on the Engliſh haue built their Co- 

lonies,is judged by thoſe, who haue 

beſt {kill in diſcoverie , either to be

ſide with the ſpacious river Canmads, and on the South with 
Hudſons river , orelſe a Peninſula, oucrlapping one an other ha- 
ving their riſe from the great-lakes, which are not farre from 
bm. other , as the Indians ſay. On the Weſt it hath certaine 
high mountaines: and onthe Eaſt Mar del Noort, orthe Virginian 
Sea. It is ſituate berweene fortie one and fortie five degrees of 
Northerne latitude, neere the Bay of Maſſachuſets , which lieth 
under 42,and 43. bearing North-Eaſtfrom the land; at the bot- 
tome whereof are ſituated moſt of the Engliſh plantations, 
having the Indians called Connefacurs 8& Moyyhacks on the Welt- 
fide of them. The Tarrenteenson the Eaſt. The Pequants,and Nar- 
raganſets on the South, and the Aberginian on the North. The 
7cempe- Engliſh habitations are certainely upon the beſt ground, and 
rare. {wectelt climate in thoſe parts, agreeing well withthe tem- 
perofour En-lith bodies, being high land, a wholeſome and 
a ſharpe aire : and though moſt of our Englith rouw nes bor- 
deruponthe Sea Coaſt, yet are they notoften troubled with 
miſts, unwholeſome foggs, or cold weather from the ſea; for 


the ſituations upon the ſea Coaſt, which in other Countrics 


are unw holeſome and cold, arc otherwiſe here, becauſe in 
the extremitie of winter, the North-Eaſt, and South winds 
comming fromte ſea, produce warme weather, and bringing 
the warme working of the ſea , looſerh the frozen Bayes,car- 
rying aWay their yce with the tides, melting the Snow, and 
thawing the ground. And though there comes many ſharpe 
Froſts,yetthe extremity of this cold weather laſteth notaboue 
rWo months,or ten weeckes, beginning in December, and brea- 
king up the tenthday of Februarie, which hath beenea paſlage 
very remarkcable, that for ten or a dozen yeeres the weather

Theſe marſhes being rich grounds 
bty. bring plenty of hay, as alſo the broad meddows for the fec- 
ding of Cartell.

Rye Oares, barly, and wheate : moreouer, there are Lurneps 

Partnips, Carrots, Radiſhes, Pompions, Muſkmilions, Con- 

combers, Onyons, and whatſoeuer growes in England gro- 

Hearbs, Wes a{wel there. Allo many pot hearbes, without either 
the art, orthe helpe of man, as ſvvecte Marioran, Purſclane 
Sorrell, Pcneriall, Yarroyv, Mirthe, Saxiferilla, Bayes, 8c. and 
abundance of great ſtrayy-berrics, ſome being tvvo ynches a- 
bout, vyhereof one may gathera buſhell in a fore-noone: Like- 
vviſe at other times Gooſeberries , Bilberics , Raſberries, 
Treacle-betrries, and Currents , Hempe, flax, and rapes. Iris 
certainely reported, that there is yron, ſtone, black-lead, and 
Sea-coale. It is alſo verely thought, that the Spaniards bliſle 

PYoods. may lie hidden in the bovvells of the mountaines. There are 
2ſountaines, OVergrovvne vvoods, foreſts 8& mountaines, goodly trees, both 

Trees, upon hills, and plaines, as huge Oakes, vvhichthey uſe for tim- 
ber, & building : of theſe there be rhree kinds, the red, the 


vyhite, and the black Oake as theſe are different in kind , {o: | 


are they choſlen for ſuch uſe, as they are fit for, one kind being

for ſhipping, others for houſes. Theſe trees affords much maſt 
for hoggs. The other are Cypreſle trees, Cedars , tall Pines, 
Firrs, Cheſtnutts, Walnutr trees, Aſh,Elme, Mapple,and Cher= 
rie trees, Rezin, and Terpentine trees, and divers others. The 
Engliſh haue there aboue tvvo thouſand head of Cattle, and 
abundance of Swine,vyhich breeds, feeds,and proſpers there, 
aſvyellas in England ; by reaſon. of their rich and fatpaſture 
grounds, and meddovves; andforthe betterencreaſe of them 
they onely Kill the males & keepe the female for breede: for 
vvilde beaſts both inthe plaines,and vvoods, I referre yovvto 
M-.

cloathing. There is good hopes that the Englith vvill make 
them tame. Abundance of them are devoured by the rave- 
nous vyolues. The ordinarie Deare , be much biggerthenthe 
Deare of Old England, ofa brighter colour , more inclyning 
to redd, vvith ſpotted bellies: vyhen the ſnovv is hard frozen, 
the Deare being heavie ſinkes into the ſnoyy, the grey hounds 
and doggs being light, run upon the top , overtake them'and 
pull them dovvne : ſo thatiome, bythis meanes haue gotten 
tyventy fatt Buckes , and Does ina vvinter. The Ounce, or the 
vvilde Catt, isas bigg asa Mungrill dogg. This creature is by 
Nature fierce, and more dangerous to be mer vvith all, then 
any other Creature, not fearing either dogg, or man. The 
vyolues inſome reſpectare different from themof other Coun- 


rries,beinggreater and much like a mungrill, big-boned, lange.. 


paunched,deep-breaſted, having athicknecke and head,prick 
eares, a long ſnoute vyith dangerous teeth , long ſtaring hairez

ſmall clavves : for colour ſhee is asglorious as the raine bouvy; 
as ſhee flies, ſhe makes a litle humming noiſe like a Humble-bee, 
yyherefore ſhe is called the Humbird. The Pigeons ofthis Coun- 
trie are ſome thing differing from ourDouc-houſe-pigeons in 
England; being morelike Turtles,of the ſame colour, but haue 
long tailes ike a Magpye. Theſe come into the Countrie to goo 
ro % North parts inthe beginning ofour ſpring,and fly in. ach 
multitudes for foure, of five houres together, as if the airy re- 
giment had ben pigeons , ſeing neither L—_ nor end, 
length, or bredth of theſe millions of millions.

The firft planta- 
tion then tothe Soutvvard is called YVeſſagutus, an Indian name. 
This is butaſmall village, yet very pleaſant, and healthfull, ha-

Northvvard of this is Mount vvalleſton,, a very fertill ſoile. This 

lace is called Maſſachuſits fields vyhere the greateſt Sagamore (or 
Ling) in the Countrie lived, before the greatplague, vvho cau- 
ſedit to be cleared for himſelfe. Six miles further to the North 
lieth Dorcheſter vvhich is the greateſt tovyne innevy England, vvell 
vvooded and yvatered , very good arable grounds, and Hay- 
ground, cornefields, and pleaſant gardens, In this plantationis 
a great many Cartle, as Kine, Goates and Syvine. And hath a 
reaſonable Harbour for ſhips. A mile frem this tovyne lieth 
Roxberrie, a faire and a hanſome Countrie toyvne, the Inhabi- 
tants being all very rich. This tovvne lieth upon the Maine, 
havinga brooke running through it,vvhere there are great ſtore 
of ſmelts , and therefore it is called ſmelt brooke Boſton , is tvvo 
miles North-Eaſt from Roxberrie : his ſituation is very pleaſant, 
being aPeninſulahem'd in on the South vvith theBay of Roxberie, 
and on the North vvith Charls-river, On the Northſide of Char- 
les river is CharlesTayyne : ſo called from King Charles, ſtanding 
upon the neck of the Land, on vvhoſe North-fide runneth Mi- 
flick river. Here may ride 40 ſhips at a time, up higheris abroad 
Bay, being aboue tvvo miles betvveene the tyvo ſhores, into 
vyhichrunns Stonieriver and Mudeie river. Tovyards the fouth- 
vveſt in the middle of this bay is a great Oyſter banke. Tovvards 


Medford. the North-vveſt of this bay is a great Creeke , upon vvhoſe

ſhore is ſituate the village of Medford, a very fertile, 8 apleafanr 
place; and upon the river in the bottome of the Bay lies Nevy 


toyyne. VV ater toypne isnothing inferiour for land, yyood, Med-

dovvs and vvater, tothe others. A mile and a halfe from this 
toyyne is a fall of freſh yvaters,yyhich convey themſelues into 
the Ocean through Charles river. A litle belovythis fall of vva- 
ters, the Inhabitants of yyater Toyyne haue built a Y/; ayre , to 


catch fiſh , vyhere'in they take great ſtore of ſhads and Ale- 


yviues. In tyyo tides they haue gotten one hundred thovy- 


ſand of thoſe fiſhes : this is noe {mal benefit to the planta- 


tion: for in diverſe rivers, there -are greatſtore of Aleyviues, of 
vvyhich they make good red Herrings,in ſo much thatrhey haue 
bene at charges to make vvayres, and Herring-houſes , todry 
theſe Aleyviues in , vyhich being a ſtaple commoditic in other 
Countries brings them in great profite. Miſtick.is three miles 
from Charles toyyne by land, and ſtands very pleaſantly, by arivers 
fide. Ar the head of this river are great and ſpacious ponds, 
vyhither the Alevviues preaſe toſpayyne. The laſt toyyne in 


the ſtill Bay is VVinnoſimet, a very ſyveete place for Situation, 


andſtands very commodiouſly. In the North parts-lie theſe 


plantations, as Saugus , Nahant , Plimouth, Salem, Agovvamme, and 
Merrimack, vwvhich for brevities ſake yyee yvill paſle oyer.

Forthe Governement of theſe Indians Kings: It is the cu- 7\* Prices 


ſtome of their King to inherite; the Sonne allyyaies takingthe 
kingdome after his fathers death. If there be no Sonne then 
the Queene rules, if no Queene the next to the blood royall, 
vvho comesin otheryviſe is counted but an uſurping Intruder. 

The Kings hauc noe layves to commaund by, nor have they 
any annuall reycneyves; yet commonly are ſo either feared, or 


' beloued, that halfe their ſubjes eſtate is ar their ſervice, and 
their perſons at their commaund , by yvhich commaund he is 


better knoyvne then by any thing elſe. Theſe Indians vyorſ- 


crifice after their garnersbe-full, and invocatethis God for faire 
yveather, raine in time ofdrought, & forthe recovery of their 
ſicke. The otheris the Devill, leaſthe ſhould doe them harme. 
They haue Conjurers, and Nigromancers among them, yvhich 
they call Poy-yvovvs, betaking themſelues to their exorciſmes, 
andNegromantick charmes by vvhich they bring to paſle ſtrage 


| things, if vye may belecue the Indians, vvho report of one 


Piſſacannavva, that he kan make the vyater burne, the rocks 
moue , the trees dance and metamorphize himſelfe into a fla- 
ming man, all vyhich is bur deceptio viſus. But ſince the Engliſh 
frequented thoſe parts, they daylie fall from his colours, rclin- 
quiching their former fopperies, & Idolatrie, and acknovviledg 
our God to be ſupreame. They acknovyledge the Engliſh 
mans God , becauſe they could never yet haue poyver by their 
conjurations, to damnifie the Engliſh,citherin body or goods,

becauſe (ſay they) he is a good God, that ſends them ſo many 


goedthings, ſo much goodcorne, ſo many Cattle, temperate 
raines , and faire ſcaſons, vvhich they likeyviſe are the Wig 
for, ſince the arrivall of the Engliſh , the timesand ſeaſons 
being much altered in ſeuen, or eight yeares, freer from light- 
n_ , and thunder, long Droughts, ſuddain and tempeſtuous, 
daſhes of raine , and lamentable cold vvinters. They tooke 
re firſt ſhip they ſavy for a vyalking Iland,, the maſtto be arree, 
the faile vyhite clouds, and the diſcharging of Ordnance, for 
lightning and thunder. They doe much extoll and vyonder at 
the Engliſh fortheir ſtrange inventions , eſpecially for a yvinds 
mill, vyhich in their eſteeme vvas litle leſſe, then the yvorlds 
vvonder, for the ſtrangneſle of his vvhiſking motion, and the 
ſharpe teeth, biring the corne (asthey rerme it) incoſuch ſmall 


peeces : they vyhere loath at the firſt to come neere hislong 


Armes: though novy they dare goe anyvvhere, ſo farre as they 
haue an Englithguide. They are very kind and loving to the 
Engliſh, andlouc juſt and uprightdealing. The Engliſh are in 
theſe toyvnes,and plantations betyyeene fue and fixe thouſand 
Inhabirants, yyhereof they haue ſome tvvo thovyſand trained 
men, yvith good armesand ſome forts vvell provided vvith or- 
dinance, and Munition , having bredd there great ſtore of En- 
glith Cattle, vvhichthey preſerue,and keepe FA more encreaſe, 
returning many commodities from thole parts intoEngland 
to the enrichingand benefite of the Planters & Oyyners. And 
thus much briefly of this Countrie,colle&ted for the benebite of 
the Readerout of Nevy Englands proſpeR.

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THE DESCRIPTION 


Florida was firſt diſcove- 
red by the Engliſh , under 
| the conduct of Sebaſtian Ca 
Ps) /-: Anno 1467. But after- 
2 ward was poſſeſſed by /ohn 
ES Po 4 Spanjard 1527.who 
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= called it Florid; , either be-. 


cauſe he came firſt to it on Eaſter day z which 
the Spanjards call Paſcha Florida: or elſe ( as 
M' Heylin faith) Ou:4 Florida erat Regio, becauſe 
it was a flouriſhing Countrie, and as it were 
ouer-decked with greene trees, and flowers. 
The Inhabitants call this land /aquaſa. Itisa 
very great, anda large province,8&is bounded 
on the Eaſt with Yar del North, Bahama, and 
the Iſles Leucayas: on the Weſt with Yexico, on 
the North with Nova Francia, 8 on the South 
with Giba, Jucatan, and Virgina: and by Jucaran 
ſhooteth out in the forme of an /thmrus, a hun- 
dred thouſand paces, and where it is {malleſt, 
and narroweſt, there it is not aboue 3o miles 
broad. Tothe Northward of Zlridz lie the 
Countries of Canada Virgma , New England , New 
Netherland, Arvanares and Nowa Francia. 

This is a very pleaſant , and a fruitfull 
Countrie, abounding with goodly fruits , and 
all manner of proviſions,and hath good quan- 
tity of gold and ſilver: &neraulds are alſo found 
here, and here are 7arquoyſes and Pearles, In the 


months of March & lune, they ſett their. Yazze, 


which in three months growes ripe,and is car- 
ryed into Batnes. There growes alſo diverſe 
other fruits, as Mulberries , Cherries , Cheſt- 


nutts, Grapes, Medlars, and diverſe plummes 


which haue a ſowriſh taſt. They haue alſoo a 
kinde of roote there called Zarle, whereof in 
time of dearth they make bread off. 

There are here alſo abundance of wilde 


ging under her belly , whichopens and ſhutts, 


into which ſhee whips her younge ones in the 
time of neede, and ſoſcudds away with them. 

This Region was for a time unhabited 
when /ohnPorce left it,noeman daringtoabide 
in it, by reaſonof theſavageneſle, and cruelty 
of the Natiues, till that Ferdemandys Sotus,obtai- 
ned the Government thereof from Charles the 
fifth, who gott togheter a good number of 
old fouldiers, and fayled thither Anno 1534: 
bur being too greedie and Covetuous in ſear- 
ching our of the gold mines, and negle&ing 
to planta Colonie init, to manure the ſoile 
after he had travelled upand downe this 
Countrie to noe effect , dyed for very griefe: 
and his Afſvciates , and ſouldiers were conſu- 
med, and brought to their ends by the fa- 
vadges. _—- 

After this /ohn Ribaulte and his French inthe 
raigne ofCarles the nineth 1562 madea voyage 
into Horida, wherein they had noe good ſuc- 
ceſle , nor likewiſe their Captaine /audomere, 
who went thither in a ſecond voyage, which 
tooke as litle effe&:for the Spanjards envying 


| to let the French be eye-witnefle of their rich 


booty, wayed warre with them ſo long , that 
they tooke their new built Caſtle of Carolina 
from them ; this warre laſting fo longe , that 
there was not a man left on either ſide; to 
maintaine the Quarrell : 8& Frida was againe 
abandonned Anno 1567. 

Two yeares after DommusCourgueſias ander- 
tooke this voyagea third time, and fayled 
thither with 3. Hips , I50 ſouldiers and 80. 
{aylours, to revenge the overthrow of his na- 
tion, tooke in againe the Caſtle of Carolina,and 
ſlighted it, fince which time the French quit- 
ted the Countrie, leaving FHlridain the poſle(- 


fion of the Spanjard, though unhabited. = NS 
The Chiefeſt Province of Horida , which >. 

the Spanjards diſcovered is Pamca, bordering ,.;; 11, 
upon Nova Hifpania. The Inhabitants whereof X- 
are fierce , and cruell in warre : for they kill 

their priſoners and offer them up in ſacrifice 

to their Gods. The men pull out the haire 

out of their beards, that they ſeeme the finer 

and yonger : they bore holes through their 
noſtrills, and eares, and marry not till they be

birds, Crowes, and ſuch like. Beſides there 
are diverſe kinde of Serpents, and a certaine 
Beaſt , which is not much unlike an Aa 
Lyon, & an other ſtrange Anmall of the ſhape 
of aFoxe,which hath a bagh,or a pouche han- |

ands are dead, uſe to cutt off their haire 
cloſe to their cares, and ſtrew it on his ſepul- 
chre,&cannot marry againe.till their haire be 
growne long enough to covertheir ſhoulders. 
Hermophrodites axe here alſo in great plenty, 
whome they uſe as Beaſts , to carry their bag- 
gage, andto putt them to alle kinde of drud- 
gerie. The Natiues are crafty , and very in- 
relligent, as appeareth by the anſwere they 
oaue to Ferdinando Soto a Spainard , who was 
here among them Anno 1549. For when he 
went to perſuade the people, that he was the 
ſonne of God,8:came to teach them the lawe; 
not ſo replyed a Hlridan: for God never bad 
thee to kill, and ſlay us, and worke all kinde 
of miſchiefe againſt us. 

Next unto that lies the Province of Avanu- 
res, and Albardaofia, whereof the Natiues are 
fabtill , andcraftie, and excell diverſe other 
/ndians in manners and life. In Floridalieth al- 
{o the Province of /oguaſia, the Inhabitants 
whereof are ſuch ſwift footmen, that they can 
fetch up a ſtagg, and catch him,8&never grow 
weary ; though they runne a whole day toge- 


ther. There are other ſmaller Provinces in .

many fine rivers, which doe moiſten it much. 

out of the Mountaines of Apahia ſprings 

many great rivers, which carries litle peeces 

of goldand gild duſt along with them, which 

the Inhabitants gathers up in litle channels 

that they cutt in theſe rivers, and from theſe 
| rivers brings them to the Sea fide. 

Among theſe rivers Pore Real or the Kms 
hanen, is accounted the chiefeft. The mouth 
of this river is three miles broad , having alſo 
two Capes, the one turning Weſtward, and 
the other Northward. 

The other rivers are, Xo Secco, Rio Crande, 
Caronne , Charente, Loyre, Aſonme, Seme, Ay, Serra- 
wahi, Maw, 8& othersnamed ſo by the French. 
The Countrie for the moſt part is levell, and 
plaine; with few mountaines and hills, unlefle 
in Apakhia, where the chiefeſt are. 

About Porz Realgrowes many ſtately Ookes, 
& tall Cedars, in which haunts many Staggs, 
Deare, Indian Peacocks , and Turkies. And 
thus much briefly of Florida.

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E x 1 c © giving name to halfe Ame- 
EMI 7ic4 is noW called Nova Hiſpania, 
x whence the Kings of Spaine ſtile 
themſclues Hiſpaniarum Reges. This 
new Spaine is a region of a large 
extent, and is moſt inhabited, and 
mannured of any province in the 
=HRew-World, beingapleasit Coun- 
_j trie , and populous. This _ 
reacherh very farre: namely, from 
Teraſco or the River Grialus Weſtward, to Saint Michaels Land, 
and Culiacan. It is bounded on the North with Nevy-Granada, 
and other Mexican Countries: on the South with the ſhoare 
of Mare Pacificum. Itlieth almoſt all of it berweene the &qui- 
noCtall line, and the Tropicke of Cancer : where there is licle 
difterence berweene the length of the daics and the nights. 
which makes itſceme as a continuall ſpringe. In the months 
of Iune, Iuly, Auguſt , and September, it raines there almoſt 
continually, and the extremity of heate is by the Miſts, Dewes, 
and {weete gales of winde, which comes from borh the ſeas, 
cooled, to parallell the heate of theday. 
Quodque die Solis violento excanduit eftu ; 
Humida nox reficit, paribuſque refrigerat horis. That is: 


V Vhat i by day Sun-burnt, the night renevves, 
And juſt as much doth coole vvith pearly devves. 

And this is the principall cauſe that Tropicus eſtivus may be 
commodiouſly inhabited , againſt re opinion ot the ancienr 
Philoſophers, & that this Region hath a temperate aire though 
itlie under the torrid Zone. 

It hath many rich mines of golde, ſilver, yron, and copper. 
There's alſo CaſsiaFiſtula , and ſome fruits, which the Inhabi- 
rants call Cacao, being almoſtlike Almands, whereof the Na- 
tives make a kinde =, drinke much deſired of them. There is 
alſo abundance of Cottons, andall manner of Fruits , which 
grow in Europe, as Wheate,Barlic, and pot herbes in abun- 
dance , which they pull up with their handes, having alſo 
Lertice, Cabidges, Turneps, Garlicke, Onions, Parſley, Ra- 
diſhes, Parſnips, Carrots, Beetes, Spinage, Peaſe, Beanes,Pulle. 
Andfor fruirsOr&ges, Limmons, Citrons,Peaches,ſomeA pples, 
and Peares,a few Damſons,abundance of figgs, and great {tore 
of Quince , and Pomgranate-trees, but cherrie trees vvil not 
grow there. There are alſo Vines which beare grapes,bur they 
make no Wine of them. They haue alſo Oliucs , Sugar, and 
Mulberies. In this Countrie is that excellent tree ( noted by 
Mr. Heylin) called Merl, which they plant, and dreſle, as wee 
doe our Vines. It hath 40 kinde of leaues, which ſerue for 
many uſes: for when they be tender, they make of them Con- 
ſcrues, Paper, Flaxe, Mantles, Mats, Shooes, Girdles and Cor- 


| A tree of dage. On theſe leaues growes certaine prickles, ſo ſtrong and 
admirable ſharpe, that they uſe them in ſtead of Sawes. From the roote 


of this tree commeth a juyce like Sirrop whichif jou ſeth, 
it will become honey; if you purific it, it will become ſugar: 
you maye alſo make wine and Vineger of ir. The rinde roſted, 
healeth hurts & ſores, & from te top-boughesifluetha gumme, 
which is an excellErantidote againſt poiſon. Thereare alſo many 
other fruits, unknovvne to us, eſpecially Maize,vvhich grovves 
there in abundance, and vvhereof they make their bread. 

This Countrie alſo breedeth many kindes of Cattle, and 
Beaſts: As Sheepe, Bullockes, Kine, Goates, Svvine, Horſes, 
Aſſes, Mules, Doggs, Carts, and the like; Alſo Lyons, Tigers, 


Beares, vvilde Hogges, Foxes , and other vvilde beaſts. Alſo, | 


Staggs and other Deere, Hares, and Connies. 1 here is alſoa 
kinde of abcaſt of the bigneſſe of apigg, vvhich hath hisnavell 
upon his back-bone : theſe run up and dovvne the vvoodsin 
vyhole heards. Therearealſo abundance of all kinde of fovvle, 
and birds, as Geeſe, Duckes, Indian Turkies, Henns, Quailles, 
and diverſe others, vvhichfor brevitie I vvill paſle ouer. 

This Countrie vvas conquered by the Spainardsanno 1518. 
under the conduct of Ferdinendo Cortez; but not vvithout the 
loſe, & ovverthrovve of a great many men, He hadgiuen him

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as a reyvard for hisſervice from the Emperour Charles, the fifth, 
the Territoire of Teconanteper , lying in nevy Spaine : The Mexi- 
cans firſt vere the Inhabitants of Noye Galicia , vvhence they 
made a violent irruption, asis conjeuredanno7 20. Theylin- 
gredin diverſe places, tilltheyeare 902. when under the lea- 
ding of Mexi their Captainethey built the Citty of Mexico, and 
called itafterthe name of their Generall.They vyereinall ſeuen 
Tribes, vvhich ruled long in an Ariftecraticall ſtate , till the moſt 
puiſlant of the tribes called Nayatalcas, elefted a king, to vvyhom 


_ they ſubmitred themſclues , and ſo had nine kinges , vyhich 


raiged ouer themin Mexico, namely. 1, Vithzilovith. 2. Acamo- 
pitzly. 3. Chimalpapoca. 4. Izchoalt. 5. Motecumothe firſt. 6. Acacis, 
7+ Axiaca. 8. Antzol. & 9. Motecumo the ſecond. Theleraigned 
30 yeares, to vvit, 619 yeares ere the kingdome of Mexico vvas 
firlt ſubdued , and taken in by the Chichimercy. The moſt unfor- 
runate of theſe kings vyas Motecumo, vvhoin an uproare vyas 
brought ro-his end , and fo the royall ſtemme of theſe kings 
failed : for he vvas vanquiſhed by Ferdinando Corte7 , and Mexico 
made ſubje&@tothe king of Spaine 1521. T heArmie vyhich Cor- 
tez led vvith him, ro conquer this fo puiſlant and flouriſhing 
eſtate, conſiſted of a hundred thovvſand Indians, or Ameri- 
cans , 900 Spaniards onely, $o horſe, 17 peeccs of ſmalordi- 
nance, 13 brigandines, and 6000 vyherry boates, vyhich heem- 
ployed in infeſting Mexico from the Lake. Moſt of theſe 100000 
Indians vvere of the Citty and territory of Tlaſcalan, vvho ne- 
ver held good fide vvith the Mexicans: for vvhich cauſe, tharcitie 
erjoyeth many immunities to this day. 

The Spaniards dvvell ſtrong in theſe parts, having ſerled there 
many colonies & plantations, as that of Compoſtela, Colina, Pu- 
rification , Guadalajara , Mechoaca , Cacatula , Mexico and diverſe 
others. Nevyv Spaine is divided into foure famous Provinces 
viz. 1, Nova Gallicia. 2. Mechuacan. 3. Guaſtachan or Guaſteran, 
4. Mexico or Tremiſtian. 

Nova Gallicia vvas heretofore called by the Inhabitants Xaliſcs 
vvhich vvas diſcouvered 8& taken by Nonnio Guſmano 1530. Itis 
vvatred vvith the rivers of Piaftle, and S. Sebaſtian. The prin- 
cipall Cities and rovynes are 1. Xaliſco. 2. Guadalajara. 3. Capala, 
novy nevy Mexico. 4. Coanum, vvhercthe men are content vvith 
one vvifc , vvich is a miracle. 5. Compoſtella, vvhich is an Epiſ- 
copallſcate, & the reſidencie of the Kings Councill, 6. S.Efric 
S. Conceptionis: all vvhich vvere built by Nonnio Guſmanafter the 
taking of Xaliſco. The people hereof, that liue upon the thoare 
feede molt on fiſhe, thoſe of the Inland parts on fleſh, vvhich 
they take in hunting. They goe for the moſt part naked, and be- 
fore the coming of the Spaniards acknoyyledged no Lord, bur 
lived in a Common libertie, That countrie vvhich lieth be- 
rvveene the tvvo rivers of Piaſtle, and S. Sebaſtian aboucmen- 
rioned is by a peculiar name called Conliacan. This Countries 
ſtonie & rough, as the reſt of Nova Gallicia; yetyeelding mines 
of golde in goodplentie. The chiefe tovyne is Saint Michael, 
vyhereisa Colonic of Spaniards. 

Mechuachan containerh in Circuit fortie Leagues. Itis one of 
the beſt, and fruitfulleſt Countries of Nevy Spaine, forthere is 
Maize, vvhich grovves ripe three times in a yeare. Beſides, it 
aboundeth in Mulberry-trees, Silke, Hony, V Vaxe,Blacke-amber, and 
ſuch ſtore of fiſhe, that from thence ir tooke its name Mechu- 
oncan, {ignifying a place of fiſhing. The men are tall, ſtrong, 
and aQtiue: They ſpeake amoſtelegant, and copious language, 
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the Spa-

Soile : bur rich in the more civill fe of the Inhabirants: irlyer 
upon Mare del Nort, vvhere the Spaniards haue tvvo Colomes, 
Patiuco & in $S. Iames Valley. The Metropolis is Tlaſcalan the chicte 


*cittie of al theſe parts next unto Mexico, (unto vyhom onely it 


yeeldeth precedencie ) are ſeared in the pleaſanteſt place of all 
the Countrie: richitis, populous, and go verned after the forme 
of a Common-yycalth , under the protection of the King of 

9g. 1 Spaine. 
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Spaine. 2. Villeriche a Port-tovvne very vvealthie, becauſe of 
all the trafficke bervvixt Old and Nevv Spaines , doth paſle 
through it. The Spaniards haue in it ryyo Colonies viz. Pa- 
mico, and Saint Iamesin the yalleyes. 

The Province Mexico,or Themiſlitan is not onely the. greateſt, 
and nobleſt of Nevy Spaine, but alſo of all America. It takerh its 
denomination from Mexico, vvhich is the Capirall Citty of this 
province, the Seate of an Archbiſhop, and of the Spaniſh Yice- 
Roy , Whole povver is to make lavves, and Ordinances, to 
ze direCtions, and determine controverſies; unleſſe it bein 
ſuch great cauſes , vyhich are thoughs fit to be referred to the 
Councill of Spaine. This Cittie ſtood in times paſt inthe midſt 
of a lake, or morras before Cortez tooke it in , butis ſince f1- 
ruate by the lake ſide, andinan Iland like Venice, every vyhere 
interlaced vvith the pleaſant Currents of freſh and ſea yvaters, 
and carrying a face of more Civill government, then any of 
America; though nothing , if compared vvith Europe. Itis very 
vvcll built, containing lix Italian miles in Compaſſe, being 
partly inhabited by Spaniards, and partly by the Natives, Mexi- 
co ſignifieth a fountaine or a Spring: This Citty having bene 
fo called from her firſt Founders, in regard of the manie foun- 
tainesand Springs that are about it. This vvas formely the bra- 
veſt and nobleſt Citry of all India: yea one of the greateſt in 
the vvorld.Ferdinand Cortez tooke itin Anno 1 521. vvhen it vvas 
the Metropolis of the Mexican Empire, there vvas 7 thouſand 
houſes in it. 1 he Kings Palace, and the noblemens houſes vvere 
faire, and large, and kept very cleanely : but the private houſes 
ſtood lovve, lay filthily and vvere kept ſlutiſhly. 

The plaine, vvherein the tovvne ſtandeth, (as M'. Heylin re- 
lateth) is ſaid to be 70 leagues in compaſle environned vvith 
high hils,on the roppes of vvhich ſnovy lieth continually. The 
lake on vvhole banke it ſtandeth, is 5o miles in compaſle, all a 
long vvhole bankes ſtands 5o pleaſant rovvnes, and diverſe 
houles : on vvhich lake alſo, 50000 vvherries are continually 
plying. Mexico hath novy in it 6000 houſes of Spaniards, and 
60000 of Indians. Itisa by-vvord , thatat Mexico , there are 
foure faire things, viz. the Woman, the Apparell, the Horſes, 8& 
the Streetes. Here isalſo a printing houſe,an Vniverſity, and a 
Mint. The other chicfe Citties of this province are Villarucca, 
Antithero, Meccioca, Ottopan. Allo Ieſcurs a gallant tovyne, ſeared 
alſo upon the ſide of thelake, beingalmoſt as great as Mexicoit 
ſelfe. In this province alſolieththe Citty Angelorum, firlt called 
P acipala, thar 1s: the land of Serpents. It is famous for its drapperie. 
The Circumjacent plaines., fieldes , and Valleys feede many 
Cattle, and beare good ſtore of corne, and other fruits. 

Nigh unto this Cittie is the Gulfe of Mexico, vvhoſe current 
is ſo ſvvift and headie, that ſhips cannot paſle diredly toand 
fro; butare compelled to beare , either much North, or much 
South. Iris 900 miles in compaſle, and hath rtvye parts, one 
betvveene the fardeſt part of Jucutan, and the lle of Cube, at 
vyhichthe tide vvith a violent ſtreame entreth : the other be- 
rvveene the ſaid Cuba, and the fardeſt point of Florida, at vvhich 
the tide vvith like violence goeth forth. The Sea is very tempe- 
ſtuous, and hath onely tvyo ſafe ports, viz. The Havana on the 
North ſide,and $.Iohn de Lua on the South, both ſtrongly forti- 
fyed by the Spaniards. 

The people of Mexico or Tremiſtitan, are vvittie and indu- 
Arious, fall of courage and valour , good handiecraftsmen if 
they giue their mindesto it, & rich marchants. In their vyarres 
they uſed heretofore {lings & arrovves, butſince the comming 
of the Spaniards among them,the Harquebulc. 

In Neyy Spaine are many Lakes, the vvaters vyhereof are fo 
briniſh, that they make ſalt of them, the chiefeſt of them iscal- 
led Mare Chapalicum , in regard of the greatneſle thereof: nexr 
unto this is the lake of Mexico. It aboundeth vvith golden-San- 
die rivers, and vvith fiſhe in vyhich are many Crocodiles (though 
not ſo bigg, as the Crocodils of Egypt) vyhich the Inhabitants 
cate. 

This Countrie alſo is full of mountaines, rocks, and clifts. 


The mountaine of Propochampeche is of the ſame nature vyith |

eEtna,and Veſuvins, caſting out great flames of fire. Inthe Pro- 
vince of Guaftachan there are tyvo fountaines: our of the one 
fpringeth blackepirch, & out of the other red ſecthing pitch. 

Moreouer, in this Region there are many Thickets, Woods YYeod:. 
and Foreſts, vyherein there grovves abundance of great bo- 
dicd trees, out of the very bodie vvhereof they can make litle 
boates, and vvherries. There are alſo many loftie Cedars, fo 
greatand thicke , that they can hew out of them foure ſquare 
timber 120 foote in lengrh, and 12 footein breath : Theſe Ce- 
dars grovves therein ſuchabundance , that they cover and o- 
yerſhade vvhole Mountaines, even as our Oakes and Pinc-rrees 
doe intheſe partes. 

In theſe Confines vycre heretofore many ſtately, and magni- Publike 
ficent Temples dedicated to Idoles, & Devils, vvhich the Spa- #*t4ngs, 
niards formerly called Gr. Amongſt the reſt that vvhich vvas in 
the Cittie of Mexico , vvas a famous Temple conſecrared to an 
Idoll, called Vitzdliputzli , vvhich vyas very large , andgrear, 
vvith a faire court vvithinir. 

 - Tharvyhich vvas moſtro be vyondercdar in this'Countrie 
yvas the greatcare & diligence, vvhich the Mexicans being In- 
fidels had for the bringing up of their children : vvhence one 
might perceive and conclude firmely , rhac there is nothingin 
the vvorld, tends more to the common vveale, and particular 
vvelfare of every man , then the goodeducation of their chil- 
dren. 

In the knovvledge of all handiecrafts , they are vvonderfull 
expert and ſkilfull , eſpecially in the connexing and ſerting of 
Feathers, & the ordering of yvilde-beatts furrs & (kinns : vvith 
plumes and feathers they knevy hovyv to ſovve and joyne ro- 
gether, vvith ſuch varietie of colours , thatiris admirable to 
behold, and ſo induſtrious and laborious in raking this paines, 
that they vvould fitt atit a vvhole day vvithour cither eating or 
drinking, to joyne them togerher vvith the beſt luſtre 8& grace, s 
ſometimes in ſpending a good vyvhilein looking onely upon 
one feather in the Sun-ſhine or (ide-vviſe , vvhere it and the 
glimps thereof might ſtand beſt, With theſe feathers they can 
make the Pictures and ſhapes of al kinde of Beaſts, of Flovvers, 

& Herbes, yea ſo cunningly , that they ſeeme rather to be living 
then dead. 

The principaleſt, & excellenteſt of theſe Artiſansare the gold- ZF*ce#ens 
{michs , yvho are ſo cunning and ingenious in this profeſlion, ns. 
that vyharſoeuer they ſcethey can forge and counterfeyrir, asif 
it vvere _ Their moſt {kill is in melting, vvhere by they 
can caſt the likenefle of any herbe, that you Tall ſee vvith litle 
difference, betvveene the thing pourtracted , and the narurall. 

If one conſider yvel the Cittie of Mexico , there vvas found in 
it both good manners, civility , and policie: yyhich vyerein the 
vvhole land before it vvas ſubdued. And foras much as this Cit- 
tie, vvas the etropolis of the Mexican Empire,allſortsof people 
reſorted to it, either to dyvell there, orto uſe marchandize: yea, 
they had ſuch goed orders amonge them , that everynation 
dvvelt in a place appointed for ; wang having a market every 
fifth day, vvherein they might buy abundance of all yyares and 
commodities. Beſides, every handiecraft and occupation had 
their ſeverall places ordained for them, 8& no man mightdyvell 
vvithin them, burthem ſclues: vyhence vve may eaſely marke, 
vyhat policie & government they had amonge themin times 
__ For as Xenophon vvitneſleth , a Tovvne or a houſe cannot 


.be better governed then yvhen every thing is orderedin 


its ovvne place appointed , vyhich rule vvas vvel obſerved by 
theſe Indians. The moſt part of this Citry of late yeares vvas 
droyvned & periſhed by an inundation of vvaters. This 
Countrie vvas exceeding populous before the arrivall of the 
Spaniards , vvho vvith their cruelty , and tyrannie , vvith Thecrwelry 


| unheardof torments, & tortures in the ſpace of 17 yeares {levy of the Spa- 


inthis Region , and the other parts of America, fix millions of "* 
them,roſting ſome,plucking out the eyes, cutting off the armes Mexicana. 
of others , and cafting them living to be devoured of vvilde 


beaſts,as aSpaniſh Biſhop, and their ovyne hiſtories relare.

Veragua, and isin bredth from the Southerne to the Northerne 
Sea,vvhere it is broadeſt, but 6omiles,&in the narrovvelt place 
bervveene Nombrede Dios,or Puerto Belo, and the toyyne of Pana- 
ma, but 18 miles. 
The natvre Thistratof Landis for the moſt part rough, barren and 
ef the ſoile. Montainous,full of pooles,and moorith grounds, vvitha thick 
aire,ofren times having many foggs and Dampes, vyhich ariſes 
from them, vvhich infects the aire, and makes it moiſte,hotr, 
and (ulfrie , and therefore exceeding unhealthfull, cſpecially, 
from May to November. Neither is this Countrie very fruit- 
full; becauſe it wants many things, having none or litle Maize 
grovvingin it. Notvvithſtanding there are good paſtures for 
Bullokes and Kine, vyhichfeede there ingreat heardes. Vnder 
the obedience ofthis Audience is the Province of Veragua, and 
under that,as likeyviſe under the Province of Panama,are theſe 
Tovvynes follovving: 

Panama itſelfe,being one of their chiefeſt rovvneslyeth upon 
the Coaſt ofthe Southerne Sea , and vvas ſeated ina very un- 
healrhfull place, having about 600 Burgers or inhabitants in 
it,the moſt part being Marchants. Beſides , there reſides the 
The court or Kings Audientia,, as liKevviſe the Kings Receiuers of toles, and 
Awndience. gther incomes. 

ThereisalſoaCathedrall Church,vvhoſe Biſhop isSuffragan 
to the Arch-biſhop de los Reyes,or Lima. There are likevviſe three 
Cloiſters of Fryers, and Monkes, to vvit , the Dominican , the 
Franciſcan,and that dela AMercede. 

Ihould vvrong my Countrie (as M* Heylin faith) in con- 
cealing the vvorth of her people, if [omitted the attempt of lob 
Oxenham , one of S'-Francis Drakes follovvers in this place : for 
throughtheſetyvo trovynes Panama, and Nombre di Dios , com- 
meth all the traflicke , that is bervveene Spaine and Pers : and 
vyhatſocuer commodity is brought our of Peru, is unladen at 
Panatia carryed by land to Nombre di Dios, and there ſhipped for 
Spaine, and Vice Verſa. This man arriving vvith 70 companionsa 
litle aboue theſe tovvnes, drevy a land his ſhippe , eovered ir 
vvith boughes, and marched over the land vvith his Aﬀociates, 
guided by Negros untill he came toa river. There he cutrdovyne 
vvood, made him a pinnaſe, entred the South Sea, vvent to the 
Iles of Pearles, lay here ten dayes: interceptedin tvvo Spaniſh 
thipps fixtie rhovvſand pount vveight of gold : and tvve hun- 
dredthouſand pound vveightin barres of ſilver, and returned 
ſafely __ ro the Maine Tad.

This Countrie is every vyhere 
hilly,full ofyvoods,and trees,unprovided of Cattle, Corne and 
herbage, having nothing in it, but alitle Maize; othervviſe it nes. 
yeeldethvery rich minesof golde. The Indians here are vvell 
exerciſed and trained up in the Warres. In this Province more 
Weſftvvard, lieth the tovvne De laconception , in vvhich reſides 

the Governour, andthe Kings officiers, vvhich are ſentthither 

from the Courtof Panama:likevviſe the tovyne of Trinidad, lying Trinidad: 
three miles from the Sea , one cannot come to this tovvne by 

Land (becauſe thereis nevera vvay, ) bur onely by water.

Belo. The Ilands de las Miras,and de Baſtimentos, the riuer Sardinia, 
lying to the Weſtvvard of Sardiniade Mayz, de Culebras , de Fran- 
ciſco. The Gulfe Praha vvithin vvhichlyeth che haven of Nilces, 
uponthe mouth ofthe river Darien. On the Southſide liech 
Saint Meries Cape and the point Guierra: the Gulfe of Parita, the 
river Coquira , the other called dela Blaſe, or Cogos , aftervvard 
more Southerlie is Saint Miguels eulfe, rhe Cape , and puerto di 
Pinas , Las Anegadeſos, Puerto Quemado , and Capo dicorientes upon 
the height of tendegrees. 

The Kingdome of Noya Granada 
Eaſtro Web and litle lefle from the South to the North part; 
in vvhich lyeththe Province of Granada , the Audience of S.Mar- 
tha,and Cartagena, with a part of the Countrie of Popajan. This 
Countnre is partly plaine,and parrtly hillie, vyhich for rhe good- 
neſſe of the Paſtures-, and conſequently for the abundance of 
Cattle of diverſe kindes is much commended. It yeeldeth alſo 
in many places Maize,likevviſc ſound Corne,and other fruits of 
Caſtile. They haue there moſt pure gold, and copper. The Inha- 
bitants are vvary and craftiein their trading, being cloathed in 
cloathes made of Cofton.

They haue a Cloilter of Do- 
minican , and an other of gray-fryers. And beſides fifty Thou- 
ſand Indians tributaires. Here lies the lake of Guaravita, neere 
unto yvhich the Indians heretofore yvorſhipped their {doles,8c 
offred them much golde. 

Saint Michels rovvne yyas builtto the end they might trade 
vvith the better accommodation vyvith the Indians called Pan= 
ches , vvho dyvellingina hottclimate vyere conſtrained togoe 
as farre as Sante Feto tradein acolder climate, yvhich could not 
be done, butto the great impairing of theirhealth.

The Tovvne dela Palma lying undera morehott, then acol- 
der climate, vvas founded by Gutierede Ovalla, anno 157 2.and is 
built upona very high mount, that it might ſerue asa Bulvvarke 
againſt rhe Indians. This Tovvne inrime of vvarre muſt bring 
rvvohundred horſemen into the field. This Countrie excells all 
other Countriesin proviſions, foode,and other fruits neceſlaric 
for the ſuſtentation ofhumaine life.Beſide,here is more trading 
theninany otherquarter of this Kingdome. There are alſo tvvo 
doiſters,the one of the Dominicans, the other of theGray-Friers. 
Pamplens., The Tovvneof Panplonalyerh 60 miles to the North-vvelt 

vvard of Sante Fe, built by che Commaund of Michel Diaz de Ar- 
mendariz..

Beler lieth 13 miles Northvvard 
from Sante Fe , and 15 from Tunica, having a Convent of Francſ- 
can Monkes. Gonzalvode Ximenes did firſt peoplethis place: Here 
isa mountaine,vvhich burneth continually, caſting torch many 
Stones,and aſhes. The tovvne Mariquita othervvile called $.Se- 
baſtien del Oro, lyeth 40 miles to the Northweſt of Sante Fe , and 
was built, andpeopled anno 1551 , ſeated ina valley uponthe 
ridge ofa hill, under a very hott elimate. The towne of lbagua 
was the firſt Colony, which was plantedin this newe King- 
| dome, lying upon the Frontiers of Pop«jan. Andre Loper planted 
here a Colonie 1551, by command from the High Court , to 
hinderthe inroads of the Indians , who quelled and troubled 
muchthe Burgers of Tocayma, and Cartago, and to keepe open 
the paſſage co the Audience of Popejen. The tow nede lavidtoria de 
los Remedzos,is exceeding rich in gold mines, calledin the Mapp 
Sennora de los Remedios. The towne called S. Inan de Los Lenos 1s 
Fo miles from Sent FeSouthward, where they digg autabun- 
dance of gold. The Governour of Vrſu« puld downe the 
tow ne of Tudela, which lay in this parts, becauſe they uſedrhe 
Indians of theſe places with to much cruelty and rigor, calling 
the Indians Moſches. There are ſeuen places in it belonging to 
the Audience of Popayan, viz. Sante Fe del Antiochia, Caramanta, Ar- 
ma, Anzerma, Carthago , S. Sebaſtiandela Plata, and S. Vincent de Los 
Pazes. Marchandizes are brought into this Countrie up the 
riuer of La Madaleyne,from Malambo,atow nelying inthe mouth 
thereof. This river runneth with ſuch a 7 He intothe ſea, 
that if rhe ſhippstack not a good way abour , they are in 
danger of being caſt away, by reaſon ofthe raging thereof. In 
the mouth ofthis river lieth an Ileland. Iris navigable 1 50 miles 
intothe maineland. It was called Madaleyne, becaule it was 
found upon Mary Magdalens day. 

S. Martha's Audience reacheth along the Coaſtof TerraFirma, 
bervveene Cartagene , and theriuer de la Hache ſome 20 miles.

Alſothereis 
found Dragons-blood, and preciaus Balſam. The tovvne of Carta- © /42*%- 
hath aboue fiue hundred famillies in it,among vvhich there 

are tyyothouſand vyomen. Thisisthe Governours ſeate , and 
the Kings Receivers, Thereis likevviſe a Treaſurie,aCathedrall 
Church, anda Convent of1acobins. Itlieth inaplaine field in a 
place almoſtencompaſſedon the North fide vvith vvater. The 
Coaſt is broade, and ſtonie, ſthooting out in ſome places as it 
vvere vvith armesinto the Sea. They goe outof the tovyne ouer 
a bridge 250paces long into the maineland. The toyvne is vvell 
builr,and hath five ourright ſtreeres, vvhich goes doyvne to the 
Hauen,, every ſtreete being 600 paces long. The hauenisac- 
counted one of the beſt mvhich the Spanjards haue in the 
Welſt-Indie , though great ſhipps muſt ride aloafefrom the 
tovyne. The firſt that diſcovered Cartagena (called before by 
the Natiues Calamar) vvas Roderigo de Baſtieas anno 1502 , vvho 
made great vyarres upon the /ndians,vvhole armes & vyeapons 
vvere poyloned. This Cartagena S"- Francis Drake ſurpriſed 1585, 
and beſides ineſtimable Sommesof Money, tooke vvith him 
from thence 240 peeces of ordinance. There are other toyynes 
belides,as S.lago deTolu,Maria,S.Cru7 de Mopoxand on the other 
ſlide of the riuer LaBarrancede Melambo, A long this Coaltlie the 
Iles of Tortuga Fuerte de Baru,and Caramari. 

The Audience of Popajan,lieth under the Z£quino#iall Line,and 
reacheth Northvvard to Cartagena, & to Novo RegnoWeſtyyard. _ "er 
The rovvne of Popayan, lieth Northvvard vvithin the heigrth Tj. qualitie 
of tvyvo Degrees anda halfe,of the Zquinotiall line. Thenature ofthe people.

| the Spaniards rooke in firſt this Iland , it was very po- 


forme of it to a Willow leafe ; becauſe it lieth much 
more in length then in bredth. Ir hath a cemperare 
climate, butis ſometimes coldiſh. The Soile is very 
fertile, producing braſle of excellent perfeQion, bur 
gold ſomewhat droflic. There growes- much Rubia 
Tin&orum, or Woad. Itabounderh alſo with Ginger, 
Caſſia, Maſticke, Aloes, Cinamon, Sugar, and hath 
of fleſh, fiſhe and fowlenoſcarcity. The peoplehere 
are prohibited the eating of Serpents, as adaintiere- 
ſerued for the higher powers. Inthe woodsaremany 
wilde-ſwine, bullocks and kine. Thereare inthisIland 
{ixerownes , whereof the chicfeſt are Saint Iago, na- 
med ſo from James de Yalaſco, who foundedit, and is 
a Biſhops Seate. AndHavanathe ſafeſt rode for ſhips in 
the whole Iland, anda ſtaple of marchandize. Here 
riderhche King of Spaines Neve, till the time of the 
yeare, and the conveniency of the winde joine toge- 
ther, to waft chem homeward to Spaine. Heetelie 
likewiſe ſome Gallies, to ſcowre the Coaſt from their 


Ennemies. This towne is ſeated upon the Northerne 


ſhoare. The lefler townes are Saint Chriſtopher , and 
S. Trinidad. 

This Tland hath many gold-yee/ding Rivers , with 
freſh and delicate waters,good to drinke. There are 
alſo many freſh and falr water lakes, of which rhey 
make good ſtore of falr. Ir is a rough, a high and a 
mountainous Countrie , out of which muchgold is 
digged. 

In this Iland not farrefrom the Sea ſide, thereisa 
hill, our of which there flowes pitch , which is uſefull 
forthe tarring of ſhips. Gon7ales Þ Oviedo writeth of 
an otherſtraunge wonder in this Iland,whichis, that 
thereis a Dale, lying betweene two hills, being abour 
two orthree miles in length, which the Ancients (as 
thoſe of Languedoc did) called Szone-fielde, where they 
finde ſtones as round as a ball, and are ſo circle-round 
by nacure, that a Turner (if they were wood) cold 
not poſſibly make them rounder , being found here 
inſuch abundance, that they ballace ſhips with them. 

The Natives in this lland before the Spaniards ar- 
rived here, were in times paſt contented with what 


Inhabizants. Nnatureafforded them,and liued like Tenants 1n com. 


mon: money not being knowne amonge them , they 
neither quarrelled for it, nor vyere troubled with

thatcovertous deſire. They liued among themſclues 
withour lawes , and if any hadtranſgreſſed or offen- 
ded , they didjuſtice , as they where tought by the 
law of Nature. They went forthe moſt un naked, 
having ſeldome a garment of Cotton aboug them. 
They obſerved a ſtrange cuſtomear their marriages; 
for the Bridegrome lay not with his bride the firſt 
night , bur if the Bridegrome was a Land-Lord, an 
other Landlord muſtlie with her that night, if amar- 
chant, amarchant, if a peſant his Land-Lord ſhould 
cornute himand doe him this ſervice. Huſbands for 
atrifle turn'd away their wiues, if they liked them nor, 
bur the wiucs for no cauſe wharſocuer muſt forſake 
their hutbands. The-men are much giuen here to 


ulous, & well inhabited, butis now inhabited onely 
by the Spaniards : the molt part of the Inhabitants 
being famiſhed for hunger, dead with over labouring 


' themſelues, many of them conſumed, with the Spa- 


niſhpoxe, and thouſands of them made away by the 
Spaniards: The remnant were ſent into Newwy Spaize, 
= that Cortez became maſter off ir : ſo that now 
thereare ſcarce any of the ancient Natiues living init. 
Not farre from 8. Trinidad, were the Lncaie , aboue 
4 00innumber,which glorie in the matchleſle beauric 
of their women,and mourne for the loſle of a million 
of the Inhabirants, murdred by the Spaniards. 

The Nariues called this Iland heretofore Haitie, & 
Quiſqueia, after-wardsit gottthe name of Cipargi, bur 
after being diſcouered by Columbus, it was in honour 
of the Spaniards named Hiſpaniola , lamenting now 
che loſle of three millions of her Inhabitants, mur- 
dered by her new maſters of Spaize. It was likewiic

This Countrieis very well ſeated for trading; by 
reaſon of the great Lake of Maracaybo , which run- 
neth farre into the Land: for twiſe a yeare there fares 
from hence many ſmall veſlells , laden with meale, 
Biſcuit , and other Marchandize, among the which 
they haue good Tobacco, Hides of Beaſts , Waxe, 

and ſome Gold. 
Toymes, The Spaniards inhabite here in theſe parrs cighr 
G70:  townes, whereof Corois accounted the chicfeſt, lying 
under the height of eleuen degrees to the North- 
ward of the Zquinod#iall line. It ſtands ina goodaire,

Vpon the Sea Coaſt the Spaniards haue a Fort, 
as ye goeto Saint Tagos, Which is commonly called Ca- 
racas, It ſtands upon a hill , as high as the topp of 
Teneriffe, the Sea underis very cockling,and high, in 
ſo much rthar their is ill landing, but onelyina ſmall 
creeke, right under the fort. The Thrid is Saint Iago 5. lagode 
de Leon, lying in theſame Province of Carracas, being 
ſecuen miles within the Countrie, andthreeleagues 
Southward from Carvelleda, 7o from Coro , and as 
much from Tac#yo: the Governour of this Province 
keepes his refidencic heere : This rowne was likewiſe 
taken in, and plundred by the Engliſh Anno 1595.

Coro, and 25 from Saint Jago de Leon, and ſeuen from lentia.

VOUre men 1N PEECES. 

The Golfe or Lake of Maracaybo runneth fortie To 
leagues into the Countrie, being 10 leagues broad, _ 
and 80 in circuit. It flowes and ebbs, andis ſubject 
ro ſtormes as the ſea is, & by reaſon of the many freſh 
water rivers, which runns into it, the wateris reaſona- 
ble good todrinke; ar rhe end of this Lake their isa 
river, which cometh out of Nova Granads, along the 
which is great commerce & trading. About this lake 
inhabire the people called Pocabuyes and Alcohela- 


das , which had once great ſtore of gold. 
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er,Cayes The Havens , Capesand Heads of this Govern- 
«nd Heats. ent, as alſo the Tlands, beginn firſt from Maraca- 
pana. The 7Yrchila is an Iland lying ouer againſt the 

river Oyzare, and an other beſides namedin Spaniſh 

Bocoade los Iſleos. Here beginns the Cape of Cordera, 

and the haven of Fleſchado: Alſo Sardinus, and oppo- 


lies the Haven of Burburata , where there are Salt- 
pannes , and a habitation of Spaniards. 

Sixe miles within the Continent, lieth the ſweete 
lake of Tocariqua , next unto thislies uponthe Sea 
Coaſt Golfo triſte, and ouer againſt it Boxayre, likewiſe 
Cape Seca , and gs ouer againſt it the Ile of Caracas, 
upontheNorth fide whereof,thereis goodanckorage 
for ſhipping : a litle further ro che Weſtward lyerh 
Cnracante, and ouer againſt it Capo S. Roman z and then 
the Ile of Aruba. Theſe three Iles Curacao , Bonayre, 
and Arnba are inhabited by the Indians , which are 
become Chriſtians. There is in this Ilanda certaine 
kinde of Red-wood , whereof the Dutches ferches 
much of it. S. Romans Cape ſhooteth out 20 leagues 
into the Seca, the Countrie abour ir is plaine, butin 
the midſt thereof there riſes a high mountaine,which 
is ſeeneagreat way off: nextthis lies Golfo de YVenecuela 
and the river .Merare with the three Ilands called Los 
Monges. Then Capode C oquibocoa, 2. Baia, Honda, and 3. 
Del portete , and laſtly Cabode le vela, lying under the 
heigrh of 12 degrees, and 18 leagues from the river 

{a Hacha. The Germans mentioned before were min- 
ded to haue built here a towne, Anno 15 36; but when 
they ſaw that ir was a plaine Countrie without any 
hills, barren, withour fruit,and deſtirute of rivers,that 
the Natiues ate no Maize, bur lined onely upon 
huncingh and fiſhing , and in ſtea- of bread uſed to 
eatetheſeedes ofherbes,defiſtedf «their purpole, 
notwithſtandingh under this Cape there is a very 

good haven, and a firmeſand. 
Yheriver The river dela Hachafalleth into the Sea berweene 
dela Hacha. Venezuela > & Saint Martha, wherethereis not found 
the leaſt ſigne of gold. Neere hereunto lyeth a place, 
named Nueſtra Sennora de los remedios , a thouſand 
paces from the ſea, _ a ſmall hill.

them. The Spaniard haue here a ſtronge towne, cal- 
led S. Thomas, lying upon the river of 0r79y0que,which 
diſchargeth himſclfe into the ſea with many mouths 
and outletts, which rowne was taken in ſome yeares 
finceand pillaged by S.7YalterRawvleig,a famous Sea 
Captaine, who was executed forit. I he Spaniards 
werea long time cer they diſcovered this their defi. 
red Guiane , or Dorado. Many ſmall Ilands lie upon 
this Coaſt, whereof the principaleſt is S. Margarita, 
diſcovered firſt by Chriſtopher Columbus , anno 1498. 
It is 15 leagues longe , and fix broad, avery fineand 
a pleaſant Iland, well inhabited, lying fix or ſeuen lea- 
ges from the continent. Betweene this Iland, and the 
maine land,are two ſmall Iles Cubegua, and Coche. But 
Margarita is much commended for the many pleaſant

The others ſea- 
ted two miles within the Land. Vpon the North fide 
of it thereare ſome Shelues, and {mall Iles called Los 
Teſtigos. 
Our Countrie men report, that this Iland hath 
"_ high land,on both tides is full of hills, & craggie 
clifts: ſo that of itſelfe, is not able to feede the Inha- 
bitants. Thereis an excellent fiſhing underthisIland. 
forPcarle,where upon the moſt of theſe Tlanders liue. hi 
They haue here many Canovves,which putts them ” 
into the ſea, whe they fiſhe for theſe pearles. This they 
doe by Blackes, or Moores, (which are excellent Di- 
vers) bought for ſlauesat Capo Verde in Guinea , & An- 


gola, and are brought thither, where they diue and 


iwimme, and are kept a long rime under water with 
grcat cruelty. 

The 1zdiansout of good will let the Spaniards come 
into this Iland, & ſhowed them this incſtimablerrea- 


| ſure of fiſhing for pearles, licle regarded by them for 


which the King of Spaine declared them a free 
people, & for his frends , and Allies, which did make 


them much affe& the Spaniards. Burarthis preſent, 


this taking of pearle is come to nothing: ſo that 
this Ilandis likewiſe forgotten. 8 

The Continent of Nova Andaluſia beginneth at 
Cape de Salinas,and reacherthto Punta A _Araya,where 
there1s good Saltpanns. There lies a lake of falt wa- 
ter not farre from this ſhoare , well knowne tothe 
Netherlanders. In the Countrie round abour it 
chere are many Deare, Staggs , and Hindes, Pea-* 
cocks , wilde Swine, Hares , and Connies, likewiſe 
harmefull creatures, as Serpents and fierce Tigers: 
The chicfeſt province is Cumana, lying ouer againſt 
S. Margaritas Iland,it is full of ſtrange beaſts,called by 
the Indians Caimannes, and by the Spaniards Lagan- 
zes ; in ſhapemuch likeuntoa Crocodile. 

A litle aboue Camara there runnes an arme ofthe 
ſea into the continent, called Golfo di Cariaco, theIn- 
habitants round abouritare ſavage,wilde and goena- 
ked, whichnotwithſtanding whenthey goeto warre, 
they caſt a mantle about them, &adorne theirheads 
with braue prune of Fheathers. Vpon their feſtivall 
dayesthey beſmearc their bodies with a kinde of faſt 
cleavinglime, and then cleaues fine feathers uponit. 
They ſhaved themſclues aboue rheireares, and pull 
the haire from off their beards and chinns: Black 
teeth was in great requeſt among them , whichthey Their man 
gott by cating of an hearbe. | _ 

The Maides went tarkenaked , and madelitle ac- 
countand efteeme of their virginities. They loued 
co hauc thicke calues on theirleggs, and therefore 
tyed them hard abour witha lace,ora band, that they 
might ſwell and growe the bigger. The women couer 


! their nakedneſſe downeto their knees , and liue rea- 


ſonable honeſt , and chaſt, being in the power of the 
huſband to puniſh adulterie. The chiefeſt of them 
may marrie many wiues, which they giue to their 
gelts,that comes to viſit them, roabuſerhemas often 
asthey liſt, and takes itasa curteſie fromthem, Their 
women, are taught to ſwimme;, leape, and caper, and 
arenot long in childbed. They binde their childrens 
heads with laces of Corton, thartheir cheekesmaye 
be ſmall- and leane, and not fart and thick , which 
they hold for an ornament. 
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I N the deſcription of this Province,

eſpecially in the raynie times and ſeaſons of the yeare, 
forthenthis River ſwells and riſes exceedingly,which 
happens commonly betweene September and March. 
The weſterne nooke of this riverlying upo the heigth 
of twodegrees anda halte of the Equator, is called 
Cape de Nord. The exaCteſt Mappe, which hath bene 
made hitherto, is that which makes Sapenow to lye 50 
minutes to the Southward of the Equinoctiall, and 
right over againſt it tothe Eaſtward the lle of Coaria, 
and tothe weſtward of the ſaid River alitle above Se- 
penow. lyes alitle River Northward,called Arrows , S 
tothe Southward Paricores, two habitations of the Sa- 
vages, and tothe South-eaſtward Arrowar it ſelfe : but 
onthe weſtfide almoſt under the line, is an other Ri- 
ver, which makes atriangular Iland inthe very mouth 
of it, where the Village of Matarenlyes , & a litle fur- 
ther intotheland, Roakerie & Anarcaprock, and over a- 
gainſt it South Eaſt the Ile of Sapanapoock, and Matiana 
right under the line, and to the Southward of the line 
within halte a degree, the lle of Coropokery. A litle fur- 
ther up this Kiver under the heighr of a degreeto the 
Southward of the line, ye come toan other arme of 
this River, where there are many habitations of the 
Indians , 2s Aropoya, Corpoppy, Capitan,which in an other | 
Mappeare called Wayecorpap, Mannetibi, Corpappi, and a 
litle further Marorion and Huamantwo habitations of 
the Savages. The Inhabitants in winter time dwell in 
trees for feare of inundations, making on them many 
Artificiall Villages, and ranges of building. The Ne- 
therlanders built upon the mouth of this River 2 ſmall 
Forts,the one called Nafaw, the other Orange , but at- 
terwards left them. 

In the Mouth of this River there lyes an 1leland cal- 
led Conney-lle anderthe heigth of 2 degrees, and 45 
minutes. Thirty leagues tothe weltward lyes Crabbe- 
poere, or Carripapoori,asfome call them,being many lit- 
le Ilands. F-om thence to the weſtward,as farre as the 
nooke of t :e Bay , and River of Wiapoco , ye come to 
many Rivers. Ar. Harecourt placeth in rhis diſtance 
theſe places, Arrapoco, Arawary, Micary, Conawiny 8 Caſ- 
ſipurog: the River Arrikarylyeth underthe heigrh of 2 
degrees: the River IWiapocolyeth under the heigrh of 
almoſt 4 degrees Northward, being at the Mouth two 
fadome deepe. The Indiansthere abouts are of the of- 
ſpring of the 7ayos or Copayas, though others thinke 
they come from the Arwaccas. 

The ſituation of rhis Countric npon the Sea-coaſt 
is very unhealthfull : this River hath many falls of wa- | 


ter, the one higher rhe other lower, which one can 
hardly het up, eſpecially in the Month of Auguſt. U- 
pon the Northweſt-ſide of this river, lyeth the Moun- 
taine Gomeribo, at the foote whereofgrowes Tobacco, 
Maize, Cotton-trees, Annoto-trees,Vineyards,8: ſome 
other plantations, On the North-fide of this River 
lye rowes of very high hills, reaching unto the River 
of Apurwaca,the Soile being good toplant Tobaccoin it. 

The Seaſons of the yeare upon this Coaſt,& inthis 
climateis differing, for in the Orientall parts of Gaya- 
a,next the Amazons,it beginneth to be dry weather in 
Auguſt, whichthey call Summer,8: the winde & raine 
which makes their Winter beginneth in Februarie. 
Burt inthe weſterne parts , which lye towards the Oro- 
noque, their Summer beginnethin October, andthe 
raineand winterin Aprill.

or calculation of times & numbers , but reckon by the 
Moones, as 1,2,3 Moones, 8c. And for their dayes, 
they countthem from one toten, and then backward 
from tentoone againe: and for the better expreſſion 
oftheir mindes, when they tell 20, they put up their 
fingers 8 lay their hands upon their feete. When they 
promiſſe to pay any thing within the ſpace of certaine 
dayes, they will give onealitle bundle of ſticks of the 
ſame number, which they keepe, and every day till the 
appointed day be expired , will take away one ſtick 
from the bundle, rill they have the laſt,8: ſothey know 


theirpromiſſed time is out, and thatthey muſt keepe 


their promiſe and pay their Creditours. They are of 
noe Religion, yet make they great account ofthe Sun 


and the Moone , but neveradorerthem , norfacrifices 


any thing untothem,unlefle they uſe ſome ſuperſtition 
in their drunken Fealts. For when any of their Ca/6- 
ques,C p_—_ or frends come todie, they keepea ſo- 
lemne feaſt for 3 or 4dayes, oras long as their drinke 
laſts, paſſing that time away in dancing, leaping 8 fin- 
ging: in which vices they putdone all other Indians , 
holding him for the braveſt fellow, whois firſt drunke, 
now while the men be adrinking , ſome woemen of 
their neereſt kindred of the dead-, makes a houling 
noiſe, and cry : and this is their kinde of ſuperſtition, 
Sure it is alfo, that their Prieſts or Sooth-ſayers which 
they terme Peenjos , have ſometimes conference with 
the Devill,yhome tizey call Wazripa, and are often de- 
ceived by him : nevertheleſſe they hate and feare him 
exceedingly , and fay he is the evill one, and not with- 
out cauſe, torhe oftentimes beates then black & blew. 
Afterward wee found, that they worſhipped likewiſe 
one Tamauco, whoas they ſay dwells above , & governs 
all thing. They beleeve thar the good Indians after 
theirdearh gocsto Heaven, which rhey call Caupo, & 
that the wicked diſcend downewards pointing to tlic 
Earth,which they call Soy. 1f any of their Pacignes or 
chiete men dyc , it he hath any Slaves or Prifou. *5, 
they will likewiſe kill them, if nor, one of their :er- 
yants,which muſt ſcrve him in the world tocome,

Briezes or gales of winde,which comes out of the Sea, 
and fram the Eaſt, andin the very heate of the day 
blates trongeſt. In many places theſe low grounds 
are very unhealthfull, and lirle inhabited; by reaſon of 
the overflowing of the water. Bur for the molt part 
there are many tine Riversin it,and isa fruittfull Soile, 
well peopled, andhath an wholeſome aire. 

The proviſions inthis countrie are many,as firſt the 
rooteof Caſſavi, whereof they backe their bread as 
followeth: they breake this roote upona ſtone, and 
ſquizethe juyce out of ir, which being raw is poylon, 
bur being ſod with Guinea Pepper, whereof they have 
abundance, this giveth it an excellent and ſavoury calt: 
then they dry theſe broken roots , and bakes them u- 


pon aſtone, in the ſame manner as they doe Oaten- 


cakes : theſe make excellent bread much like but 
farre betterthen Oaten-cakes , being a fingerthicke. 
There is alſo a kinde of great Wheate, called by ſome 
Maize, and by others Guinycorne, which graine is ve- 
ry good for this Countrie, anddoth ſoencreaſe , that 
one corne of it yeeldes athouſand , yea fifteene hun- 
dred,and ſometimes more, It maketh good meale for 
bread, and good malt for beare or ale, andis of diverſe 
other necefarie uſes for the ſuſtentation of man: tor 
this Caſſavi bread & their Indian W heate make a kind 
of drinke , which they terme Pafiawr , that mult be 
drunke out within g or 5 dayes: they make an other 
kinde of drinke of Cafavi, whichthey call Parranow, 
which is ſtrong and good, & taſts much like unto your 
March-bearein England,andthis will laſt good at leaſt 
tendayes. Thereis alſo abundance of Hony,& though 
it be wilde hony, being found in hollow trees, & holes 
inthe ground, yet itis as good as is any in the world, 
whereof they can make good Merhegiine: there growes 
noe Vines,notwithſtanding the Soile being fatr, fruit- 
full, and the climate warme, they would grow if they 
were planted there. 

Thereare alſo many other neceſlaries, needfull for 
the ſuſtenſtation of humaine life : namely, all kinde of 
Deare, abundance of wilde Swine,of which there are 
two kindes : thelefſer is called by the Savages Pocke- 


ro,which hath his navell upon his back: the other is na- | 


med Pangio, being as faire and as great as there be any 
in England: there are moreover abundance of Hares, 
Conneyes, but differs from ours: alſo for wilde beaſts, 
thereare Tygers, Leopards, Ounces, Catta Mountai- 
nes, Maipuries, Baremocs, Apes and Monckies of di- 
verſe ſorts : there are a multitude of theſe Beaſts , and 
ſome more ſtrange. 

For Foule and Birds you have there great ſtore , as 
wilde Ducks, Teale,wilde Geeſe, Herons of diverſe co- 
lours,Cranes,Storkes, Pheſants, Doves, Thrusſhes and 


Black-birds, Bittours, Woodcocks , Snipes, Parrets of 
many colours, and diverſe other kinde of great Foule 


and Birds, befides many preying Foule and Haukes of 


all ſorts. 
For fiſh here is great varietie, & beſides thoſe which 


are knowne to us, there is a kinde of fiſ1,named by the 
Indians Cs/ſoorwa,which hath in cach eye two fights, 8

The chiefeſt commoditie of this Coun- 
trie, is your Sugar-canes, whereof there growes abun- 
dancein this quarter, and the Soile is ſo fit thereunto , 
as there is in any place of the world,and grow here in a 
ſhort time very great: in ſo much, that if the Indians 
had but tharsKill, to make Sugarout of them, as the 
Brafilians doe, it would bring them in an incredible 
profite. Cotton is there a comon commoditie, where- 
of the Natives make bedds,called Hamacces. There is 
alſo a kinde of hempe or flaxe of great uſe, being al- 
moſt as fine as filke, and is excellent good to make lin. 
nenof, They have there ſingular Dyes, whereof one 
is called Annoto, ared berrie, which being prepared 8& 
uſed as it ought , dyes a good Otange-tawnie colour : 
thereis likewiſe acertaine Gumime taken fromatree, 
which dies a good yellow, and there are ſome leaves of 
atree, which dies a ſcarlet, or adeepe red colour , and 
likewiſe ſorae kinde of wood, whereof the one dies a 
purple and theother a yellow. Here are found alfo 
precious ſtones,as Iaſpes, Porphyr,Sc. Finally , here 
growes good Tobacco, and great hopes of finding rich 
mines.

The head of this River beginneth firſt in Nuevo Reyno 
de Granada , and is there called Tujperi: the mouth of 
this Riverlyethunder the heigth of 18 degrees, and 
so minutes. Upon the ſamealſo lyeth the Province 
Amapaia, rich in golde,but hath a low fite. The waters 
and Rivers which runne through Mooriſh, and filthie 
places are reddiſh, being full of a ſmall venemous beaſt 
which ſpoiles them , and makes them dangerons to 
drinke. Now this Guyana whereof wee ſpeake, is en- 
vironned with high Muuntaines, as ye may ſee in the 
Mappe. The inmot parts are not yet knowne to our 
people.

that bigneſſe, that whole famillics live in an arme of 


the, every tree being as populous as many of our Vil- 
lages: the wood whereof is called Braſile or Farnam- 
back-wood, being red and excellent good for dying , & 
colouring of red cloth : among the Rivers thereis the 
famous River called Rio de ls Plars,orthe filver River , 
which runnes with ſucha foaming noiſe into the Sea, 
that Mariners report , they have taken up freſh water 
that comes out of it before they diſcovered the ſhore, 
The Soile is fatr, being partly plaine, and partly hillie, 
which beareth all kinde of graine with good ercreaſe, 
and eſpecially great ſtore of Sugars, being rich alſoin 
Mines: this gift trom Heaven excelleth farrein ſweet- 
nefle your Atticke honey:it groweth upon high canes, 
out of which they preſſe a moſt ſweere liquor, which is 


ſodin Copper Kettles or Caldrons, & afterward made 


upin ſugar loaves: they ſeethit oftentimes twiſe, and 
make of it all kinde of formes and figures,which they 
die with colours. There are abuudance of Sugar-mils 
in this Countrie, which the Portugals call Ingenios, ſo 
that they tranſport from thence ro Liſbon in Portu- 
gall onely , every yeare 26000 cheſts of Sugar, each 
Cheſt coſting at the leaſt 25 pounds, this was done in 
the yeare 1617, in which year there arrived alſoat 774- 
24 5600 Surgar=cheſts : beſides more, which came in- 
totheother Havens of Portngall, which without all 
queſtis were many. Fortheſe Sugar-cheſts,they mult 
pay acuſtome of xo the hundred _ the King of. _—_ 
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forwhich he is bound to keepe 8 defende them: aſ- 
ſoone as they arrive with this Sugarin Portugall , rhey 
inuft alſopay 2o per cento. 

Likewiſe there are ſome herbes 8 rootes , called by 
the Inhabitants Copagbs , which if you pcele off the 
rinde, there runs our of it a delicate ſapp like Balme, 
the vertue whereofis highly eſteemed, & ſoone cures 
wounds, They finde otten by the leaves of it , that 
when a Beaſt is ſtung witha Snake or aSerpent, or elſe 
being bitten by ſome cruell Beaſt, they come & have 
their recourſe to this herbe,as if it were by the inſtinct 
of nature to heale them. Here is alſo an herbe called 
Sentidaor Viva, w® if one touch , it will ſhut its leaves 
andnot open them, till the man, which did difpleaſe it 
be gone out of fight. The Zabucalesas they terme them 
grow high , and beare an exceeding hard ſhellin the 
torme ofa cup, hanging downto the ground ward, are 
full of Cheſt-nuts, having aplcaſanttaſt , which being 
ripe, falls downe of themſelves one after an other. 
The Cajuſies are a kinde of wilde peares, fullof juyce, 
not hurttull , but may be eaten inthe heate of the day 
with greatdefirc: Among theſe Peares , there growes 
very great beans, which hath a very bitter ſhale, which 
nevertheleſſe being layd in water to ſteepe, growes 
ſweete and delicate: theſe Peares cooles one, and the 
beanes are hott. Above all fruits the Avzanazes are 
highly ſert by : forthe daintineſſe of them,whichis a 
tree , upon the branches whereof hangs fine Nurs, 
the which being gathered inſeaſon , andcut in peeces, 
makes not onely a ſavourie diſh, but may alſo be kept 
long without Sugar: there are alſo Melons, Pompians, 
Coucumbers, Pom-granates, Qunices, Figgs & Vines, 
which beare twiſe or thrice grapes in a yeare:there arc 
alſo many Phyſicall hearbs and fimples , which are 
broughtout of theſe parts, & growes there : therdare 
likewiſe many ſorts of wilde beaſts, among the reſt , 
there is a kinde of a wilde Swine, which lives aſwell in 
the water as on the land, and is good meate tocate , it 
hath a ſlow gate, becauſe the fore teeteare very ſhort, 
and the hindmoſt very long , when the Huntſ-men 
ſeeks to catch him , he dives downe into the next wa- 
ter, that they cannot finde him. The Antes are much 
like unto Mules , but are lefſe, having a very ſmall 
ſnour, ſaving the undermoſt lip, which is as long as a 
trumpet, having round eares,8& a ſhort tayle,flying the 
light, and feeking their prey inthe night, The Coria 
is of the biggneſſe of a Hare,and taſts like one: having 
eares like a prick card curre, witha ſmalltayle, being a 
litle greaterthen the others, w® they call Paca , which 
isalmoſt like a Catt, but of aduſkiſh colour , mixed 
with white ſpots, the fleſh whereof is good meate. 

The T azuſes are ſtrange Creatures to beholde , of 
the bigneſſe of a good pigge, the hide whereof covers 
it asit were with a target, ſothat it Iyes like a Snaile in 
a ſhell, and purs out its head and eggs, as a Torteize, 
and puls them in againe: the Cerigoxes have 2 baggs 
hanging under their bellies, in which they carry their 
yonglings, it is a beaſt of a ſtrange nature and quality, 

which the Portugals calls Pare, that is lazic bones, 
becauſe of the ſlowneſle thereof : there is alſo an o- 
ther litle beaſt , which cannot goe in lefle then four- 
reene dayes , as farreas amancanthrowaſtone, and is 
therefore called by the Spaniards _ 

The Natives worſhip noe God, but are fo mightily 

adicted to ſoothſaying, and telling of things to come , 
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that they ofcentimes goe out of their wits , and grow 
madde. Howloever, the people are endowed with a 
pretty underſtanding,as may ſeemeby him, who tartly 
blamed the covertouſneſle of the Spaniards, for com- 
ming from the other end ofthe world,to digg for gold 
and holding up a wedge of gold, cryed out Behold the 
God of the Chriſtians ; but in moſt places they are Bar- 
barous. Men and Women goe (tarke naked, and on 
high Feſtivall dayes, hang Jewels in theirlips. Theſe 
Feſtivall dayesare, when a companie of good Neigh- 
bours come together , to be merry over the roaſted 
body of a fatt man, whome they cur in collops, called 
Boucon, and eate them up with great greedinefſe and 
dileftarion, ſuch Canibals are ſome of rhem. They 
have two vile qualities, as being mindefull of injuries, 
and forgertull of benefits : the Men are cruell with- 
out meaſure,8& the Women infinitely laſcivious. They 
cannot pronounce the letters Z. F. and R. the reaſon 
of which one being demanded,made anfwere, becauſe 
they had amongft them neither Law, Faith nor rulers, 
They are ſtrongly limmed,and are able ſwimmers , as 
well women as men, 8 will ſtay under wateran houre 
together. Women intravell are here ſoone delivered 
without any great paine,and preſently gocabout their 
buſineſſe , belonging togood houſe wives, they weare 
long haire on their heads, letting it fly at length , but 
can not endure any haire in any part of their bodies : 
they runne togerher confufedly introopeyin a ſtraing 
manner, 6 w* great filence,the women going before, 
and their huſbands following them. Hitherto they 
made their bread, and prefſed their Wine out of the 
roote called Maxdjoca, whereof they alſomake meale. 
Many houſholds and famillies live together under one 
roote,which is long in the forme of alorg ſhip, which 
is turned upfide down. A nights they lye in their Ha- 
macks or hanging nets , leaſtthey ſhould be troubled 
with any vermine or flies. Their Enzemies , which 
they take in the warres, they firſt makethem fatt, and 
then roaſt them, and dancing round about them, cates 
them up as is already ſaid. 


There arediverſe townes amongſt , which theſe are Townes. 


the chiefeſt, as 8. Salvador, or Bahia deTodes los Santos, 
in which the Viceroy or Govyernour with the Biſhop 
keepes their refidencie. The Weſt-Iadian Companie 
in the United Netherlands, being erred anno r623, 
ſent a fleete thither under the commaund oftheir Ad. 
mirall 1acob Willekes, andthe land Sauldiers under the 
conduct of Colonell Dore. Theſe ſet aile with 26 good 
ſhips out of the Netherlands the 21 of December , & 
arrivedthe 2g of Ianuarij 1624 newttile in the Bay of 
S.Vincent,8 onthe weſtfide of theSalt-Ilands, which 
place was their rendeyous.' They ſett faile from thence 
the 12of Aprill, and the 6 of Maycame into the 

ae T odos los Santos to ſurpriſe , and make themſelyes 
maſter of the towne of 8. $4lkvads , which notwith---: 
ſtanding was well provided for a udden attempt, as 
well with ammunition, ordinance, as with 2500 men. 
Nevertheleſfle our Souldiers beirg ſet aland , in foure 
ſmall ſhips , rooke in the Suburbsin the night , 8 ſtay- 
ing inthem all night, they entred the towne the next 
morning,on the ro of May, &c. 

The Marchandiſes , which comes from Brafile into 
ae 302 Ambergris , precious Balſam, Brafill wood, 
tor dyingand ſtaves , 'Tobaccc, Pepper, Ginger, and

abundance, not Spaine onely , bur all Europe alſo is more ſtored 
vvith pureand fine Coine,then ever formerly it vvas.

Lima , or LosReyesis the Metropolis ofthis Countrie , and isa Zine. 
very rich marchant toyvne , though it be ſeated tyvoleagues 
vvithin the land from the Sea:yerit hath a yery faire hauen,and 
alarge Gulfe ro come into , whichis thuttin vvith anlland, 
lying over againſt it,called Col/ao. Ir is built with much arr, for 
all the chiefe Streetes anſwereto the marker place,and there is 
ſcarce any private houſe, which hathnot water conveyed to ir 
from the river. There are many braue houſesin it with all ſorrs 
of Marchandizes,andis fortified with Forts and walls againſt 
theatremprs ofthe Engliſh and the Hollanders, who haue viſited 
it heretofore. It is the faireſt and moſt populous Citty of this 
Region ; into Which all the filveris brought , which comes 
out of the South Countries, and from thence istranſportedto 
Panama: this tovvne Was firſt built by Franciſco Pizarro Anno 
1553 Hereis the reſfidencie ofthe Peruyian Vizeroy. The Arch- 
Epiſcopall Seate, who hath many Suffragan Biſhops under him; 
and this is the Chaircerie for the whole Province. -

The King, the more to beautifie this cittie , commanded _ 
one ofthe nobiliry,to builrapallace here for hiscontinuall reſt- 
dencie : it hatha faire market place,in the midſt of vyyhich tvys 
high vvaiesthvyart onean other , vyhichare 2000 miles long 
ſtrait,and levell, and yyhichrun croſle the Countrie. Notfarre , 
from Cuſco Eaſtyvard lierh the lake of Titidce ,, out of yvhich Cu/eb: 
there runneth a very ſvvift riuer rovyards the Weſt, whoſe 
waters ſpread thetpſclues bur very large, butaftervvard grovve 
narrovyer,as if they Woulddiſcharge cthemſclues of their great 
burden: but being againe encreaſed by the confluence ofmany 
rivers, they make againe a ſmall Jake, and atlaſt looſing them-

Thereare ſome othertovvnes,under 
the command of Cuſco, as Viſcabamba, Saint Franciſco ue laViitoria, 
and Sint Inandel Oro,a ſmall tovvne inthe Province of Caribuye, 
abour vvhich are mines of moſt pure,and excellent gold. 
The avudi> The Audientia Charcenſis called alſo Liz Plats , beginneth from 
enceofChar. the Confines of Lime, and extendeth as farre as Re Glugdome 
go 41s of Chili,being g00 leaguesinlengrh. The bredthisnot certaine- 
ly knoyvne, Wi itreacherh from Mere Pacificum, to that Pro- 
vince, Where theriuerde [a Plata lieth. There are many pro- 
vincesin it whereof many of them abounds in rich mines of 
gold, out of the bovyells of vyhich an infinite treaſure for a 
long time hath behe digged outofthem , 8cranſported from 
thence into Spaine. 
In this territoire are theſe rovvnesfollevving inhabited by the 
Spanjards 1. Nueſtra Sennora de 1x Par, being within the Province 
of Chuquiabo, which is a partof Colao, andyeth 80, or golea- 
gues tothe Eaſtyvard of Lima. *There is here exceeding fine 
gold ; yea manyare ofthe opinion , that the very boyvelsof 
theſe mountainesare full ofpure gold. 
The Silver The Metropolis Potofiis 18 leagues from Villa delaplats , or the 
mines of Silvertow ne, called alſo by ſome Argyropolis : but is noe grear 
Potej. towne. TheSilver mines here abourthe Mountaine of Poroft, 
are ſoexceeding rich, that a quintall yeelded 80 markes of fine 
Silver, which was neverheard off in other places. The In- 
dians in travelling found our firſt theſe rich mines, which being 
knowne in Argyropolis, they preſently ſhared this mountaine 
of Potoſi among. thecittizens thereof, who through the labour 
of the Indians, haue digged ſo much Silver our of it, thatir hath 
ſufficiently furniſhed all Europe. 

Vponthe Sea Coaſt they haue a braue hauen called Arica 
from whence at this day they tranſport all cheir Silver , and 
lieth from the Silver mount of Potofi about 70 leagues , being 
excecding ſtrongly fortifyed againſt the attempts oftheEngliſh, 
and the Netherlanders. In former ages there were 8 Indian 
Kings of Perk. vitz. 1 Ingaroia. 2.Vanguazaguaque 3.Vixococa. 4. Pl- 
cachuti. 5. Guaimacapa.6.Guaſcar and Atabalips.7. Mangocape, and 8, 
Amate. 

The moſt lucky Prince of theſe eight was Guaimacapa, who 
extended his Empire tothe largeneſle ichath now : Since his 
death fortune hath frowned on them all. For his rwo Sonnes 
Guaſcar,and Atabaliba , immediately after the ſolemnizing ofhis 
fancrall, ſtrined for the Empire , till Franciſco Pizarro a Spaniſh 
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trie in the time of Charles the ffth) ended the controverlie; by 
ſeazing onthe Kingdome, to the uſe of his maſter of Spaine. 
Guaſcear Was ſlaine , and Atabalipa ſeing the whole Kingdome 
Jay at ſtake, layd all hisriches, life, and liberty upon ir, and caſt 
chedice on aplaine, nighto the Citty of Caximaca , where the 
dice running on the Spanjards ſides gaue them the glorie ofthe 
day,and hapleſle Atebalipe remained a priſoner, after an infinite 
ſlaughterof his Subjects. He gaue unto the Spaniards, as aran- 
ſome forhis life andliberty , a houſe piled upon all fades with 
refined Gold, & Silver, being in eſtimation aboutten millions, 
yvhich vyhen they had recciued they moſt perfidiouſly flevy 
him. His tvvo Succeſlourslaboured for the reſtoring of their 
ruinated inheritance, but prevailed nothing. For the vvicked- 
neſſe ofthe Peruvians vvas novy full, and God ſent theſe Span- 
jards amongſtthem , as executioners of his Vengeance, Anno 
1533. The Spanjards fance therecomming into America , haue 
hcre and in otherparts behaued themſelues moſt inhumainely 
toyvardstheſle poore and unarmed Indians , killing them up like 
ſheepe tothe laughter, and forcing them like Beaſts to labour - 
incheir mines , carryall burdens,and doeall drudgeries. Hathney 
a noble man being vvith many applauſiue arguments perſvva- 
dedto embrace the Chriſtian religion, demanded firft, yvhat 
place was ordained for ſuchas vvere baptized, auſvyere vvas 
made Heaven, and its ioyes: Secondly, vvhat place vyvas bequea- 
thedtothem, vvho vvould not be baprized,anſyvere vvas made 
Hell , and its tormentrs : Thirdly vyhich of theſe places vvas 
' allotted tothic Sparyardsz and vvhen anſvvere vxas made, that 
Heaven vvas,he renounced his intended baptiſme, proteſting that 
he had rathergoe to Hell yvith the unbaprized , then to liue in 
Heauen vvith ſo cruell a people. , 

The plaine Countrie of Peru isſandie and for the moſt pare 
barren, the more,becauſe there are bur afevy rivers , and lakes 
init,orby reaſon itſeldome raines. The chiefe riversare Mare- 

 _ gon, Guaraquil and Rio delaplata, being 15o miles broad at the 
Montes: mouth and 2000 long or thereabouts. There are Mountaines 
inPeru,vvhich ſtretch outagreatvvay ſubje&to colde andoften 
times covered vvith ſnoyy : upon theſe mountaines are a 
great many Lyons, Wolues , Blackebeares , Geefe, & 
a beaftlike a Camell , of yyhoſe vyollthey make Clouthes, 
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Captaine (vvho firſt diſcovered and found out this rich Coun- | 
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andother things. Here alſo in this Countrie is avery ſtrange 
Beaſt , vvhich hath about her neck hanging dovvne by her 
belly a bagg of indifferent greatnefle , into yyhichſhee pur- 
teth her younglings,at the approach ofany body, and ſcuddeth 

avvay- Bervvecne theſe Mountaines arc many faire , great, 
deepe , fruirfull andrich Dales and Valleys, vvhich participate 
ofa vyarmer ayre , vvhich makes the Inhabitants of theſe yal- 
leys more ſharp-yvirted , fullerof dexterity, and agilitie, and 
haue better manners , then the other Indians. Andes are like- 
vviſe Mountainesvvithour Dales, vyhich runn from theNorth 
tothe South vvith continued toppsand ridges. Theſe Moun- 
taines environne the Province of Callao. 

Touching the manners of theſe people in Generall, Levinu 7h manner 
Apollonins vvriteth thus.” The yyhole Countric is divided into J, 
three ſeucrall kindes of people, and every of theſeinto diverſe 
Habits, for they tooke delight in their ſeyerall faſhions diffte- 
ring and unlike. one an other, vyere diligent in learning the 
languagesof oneanother,and oftentimesprovaked each other 
ro vyarres living in continuall troubles and diflenſions, till ar 
laſt this yvhole Countrie as farre as the e-£quator came under 
che Commande of their Lords (called Gynacane) vvho domi- 
neered ouer them , ſo that every man learned the Cuſconiſh 
ſpeech , vyherevvith they could travell through the vyhole 
Countrie, The yyeemen vveare long yvollen Coats dovvne 
to their Knees , and the mena ſhirc doyvne totheir thighes 
vvith a mantle caſt ouer it. And though this faſhion be uſed 
commonly through all che land, yer differ they much in the tyre 
of their heades,forin many places rhey uſe ſeveral head-bands, 
diverſe being of one colour , and others of ſeyerall dies. And 
there is not one of them, butisknovyne by theſe diſtin&t bands, 
and colours in yvhat place ſoever he dyvelleth Theyare b 
nature for the moſt part ofa ſimple and a vveake capacity : ſuf. 
fring themſclues oftentimes ro be deceived nd coffoned in 
rheir barterics, and bargaines : beingalſo ſoblockiſhthat they

_ ſcarcely knovy vyhat Gold and Silver they haue ; uſing onely 


ynmuntedpeecesandlumpes,yyhich they thirl & longeafter, 
as much as vyee doe. Notyvithſtanding this fooliſh ſimplicitie. 


| they are more vicious , then thoſe vyhich dyyell under the line, 
| being Hyppecrites,Diſlemblers, filent murmurers and bearing 


private grudgeslike the Ieyyes: & are alſo giventoluſt and lu- 
xuric, making litle or noe account of their wiues , butuſing 
them like ſlaues and Drudges ; and for a trift vvill beatethem 
pittifully:they make them goeina thinne ſmock,vyhich covers 
their ſecret parts from their navell doyvnevyards, thereſt of 
their bodies are ſtarcke naked, and their armes and legges they 
adorne vvith round ringes about them , and as other Indians, 
boore holes through their lares and lipps vycaring ſmarages, 
and yronringsinthem. There yvycaponsar Syyords, Bovves, 
Clubbs, Silver pole axſes, yea ſome of Gould, and the like. In 
their temples they uſe ro vvorſhip tvvo caved Images. The 
one being ofthe likenefle ofa black Goarethe other ofa longe 
Serpent, before vyhich they fall dovvne and vvorſhip. They 
haue noe knoyviedge of any Arts,Letters or of picturing,as the 
Mexicans haue , vvho uſe in ſtead of vyodsand letters Hiero- 
gliphsin expreſſing their minds by figures ad images : after the 
manner of the Egyptians. They uſe vyollen threds, vyhich they 
call Quippos, tyed rogether vvith feverall k1ots, by vyhich they 
reckon theirnumbers, accounting from one to ten , andſo 
forvvard. Theſe knorts they die & giue hem ſeuerall colours, 
yyhereby they can diſtinguiſh diverſe thirgs. Every Province 
hath its Notarie, vvho by theſe knorts,noeth up everie memo- 
rable at, vvhichhapneth , andrellsthepeople yyhar came to 
paſſe many ages agoe. 

ThePeople hold opinion, tharmen uſe after their buriall to 
cate,drincke, and vyantonnize vvith women, and therefore 
commonly at the deathofany of their ends they kill ſome of 
their ſeryants (vvhom they bury vvith tim) to wait onhim in 
theother yvorld. They are of a good iourage, and feare nor 
death , aud knovy yyell hoyy to mamnage their Weapons. 
When they had conquered any Countie, they uſed to Fivide 
itinto three parrs,alotting the firſt totle ſervice oftheir Gods: 
theſecond tothe revenevy of their Kg: and thethird to the 
maintenance and relicfe of the poot, averyjuſt andequall 
diviſion, and in vyhichthere isnothingbarbarous. | |

Vponthe South ſide of the rowne of 4ſſumcion licth 
Sante Fe ina plaine, bordering upon the Province of 
Tucamanand Corduba. There are barbarous people in 
it, which are neighbours to the Calchinos, Menepes and 
Chiloacas. Ir is about 120. miles diſtant from Buenos 
Ayres,and almoſt as farre from the towne Aſſumcion. 

Vpon the Edg ot theſe Provinces, which reach from 
Braſil tothe river de /a Plata, there are five or fixe Ports, 
very commodious for the rigging of ſhipping, towir, 
S. Vmcents Port , lying under the zz, degree of alcitude, 
and beſides the river Ybayzas alſo the Port de la Canavea, 
under 35. degrees of altitude: likewiſe the Por? de la Bar- 
ca, theriverand Port of Sant Franciſco ,the Ile of Sant Ca- 
thariza, aſfafeplace for ſhipping , the Por? Cerrads, the 
Port Riopholado , the river Tiraquiri being 32. degrees. 
In the yeare 1545. in which time the Duke SalaJar com- 
manded,after the Death of Dox Pedrodi Mendoza,there 
hapned a ſtrange accident in this Province, that a Ti- 
ger gitring into a houſe by night tore a Caſtihan gree- 
veouſlly, lying in his bedin the fightof his wife, & lone: 
after pulling him our drag'd himto his Denne, where 
hedevouredhim. The Duke going out very earely in 
the morning with 5o. Souldiers to ſeeke this beaſt, 
found hima devouring of his pray, & leaping towards 
him ler fly his piſtoll at him, andſhooting the Tiger 
through his heart, kild him. 


The Provance of 
SY CY MM Aa'N 


THe Province and Juriſdiction'of Tycamay hath its 
fituation inthe Mzdland, the territoire whereof rea- 
cheth from the Province de Los Chicas,which are under 
che royaltie of the imperiall Citty of Pozoſtto the river 
de la Plata. It is a temperate Countrie,and conſequently 
fruitfull , bur hath hicherco noe Mines of Gold and Sil- 
ver found init. Theplacesand habitations of the Ca- 


ſiillians under one Biſhop are thele. r. S. Togo acl Eſtero, 


firſt called delYarco, lying under the height of 28. de- 

recs and 85. nules to the Southward of Pozoſe, by the 
Lak and river Eftzero. This is the Gouvernours Seate, 
The Kings Miniſters, the Kings Treaſurie, and the 
Biſhops Seate, having a CathedrallChurch.The towne 
of $S. Maria de Talavers is fiue and forty miles to the 
Northward of Sax ago 40. miles from Pozoſtunder the 
height of 26. degrees. Thetowne called S. Michael de 
Tucuman lies 28. miles from Sant Iagoto the Weſtward, 
under the height of 27. degrees. Ir had a colonie putt 
into it, when as the father of Garcia dj; Mendoza, Mar- 
queſle 4; Canieta commanded there in the quality of 
Vice-roy. There are alſo other new townes, as Lox- 
dres and Chalcaque, which they call the Nevvu Cordyu- 
74, in the Province de los Turias and Dragnitas : «the 
Inhabitants whereof removed of late yeeres unto 
ſome other place. The Natiues of this Countrie 
weare Wollen cloaths, cunningly wovenwith incer-

laced leather after the 'manner of the' Spaniſh Car- 
pets. It nouriſheth a great number of Cattle, whoſe 
wool they uſe,and yeelds them good profit. They joyne 
houſe to houſe, lying not Md or ſeparated one 
froman other, having long ſtreers, and joyning cloſſe 
rogether, though the villages be bur litle & few, everie 
familly dwelling within themſclues and fence their 
houſes round about with buſhes and thornes , becauſe 
of the continuall warre and ennimirie which is amonge 
them. The Inhabitants of the Countrie are very labo- 
rious, and are not given to drunkenefle, as ſome other 
Nations of the Indians are. Seuen great rivers water 
this Province, having beſides aboue80.lefler rivers and 
currents,much commended for the goodnefle of their 
waters. Thereare many goodly large & faire paſtures, 
alſo for the feeding of Cartle. Ir is of the very ſame 
remperature both in Summer and Winter as Caſtileis: 
having a very cleare & {weeteclimate. The Caprtaines 
Diego de Roias , Philippo Gutierraz , and Nicolas de Heredi, 
were the firſt that diſcoyered it on the South fide from 
the River de la Plata, to Gobotas Fort. 


The Provence of 
SANTA CRVZ DE LA SIERRA: 


Anta Cruz de la Sierra, ( whereof wee haue ſpoken 

heretofore ) is likewiſe a Midland Province, borde- 
ring upon Pers, having receiued this name from the 
Capirall towne, ſeated in a dry place voyd of watcr. 
The rowne is builtatthe foore of a hill ina plaine,from 
whence the Mountaines begins to riſe, the houſes for 
the moſt part being covered with Palme-leaues. There 
is a litleriver comming out of a rock, which doth dil- 
chargeir ſelfe in thenext Lake, inwhich there are ta- 
ken many favourie fiſh, which are brought into the 
cowne. Itaboundeth in houſehold fruits, agreable to 
the ſoile as Platanos, Guayabas, Pinnas, Granadillas, CAm- 
babayas , Lurunias and Tucumays, all well taſted. There 
are alſo Dates, the meale whereof is exceeding nou- 
riſhing. Thereare likewiſe Grapes, Figgs and Melons, 
very like to thoſe of Caſtile. Burthe Trees grow not ſo 
longe, for Pomgranatesand 2uinces, willnorgrowwell 
there. Heretofore the Inhabitants thereof dwelt in 
houſes made of dirt, with earthen walls, and keptraine 
water in pits, and oftentimes dyed for thirſt. 

Theſe Indians were greeveoully moleſted by others 
called Cheriguanſaes, asallo the Titanes diſtant ſome z5. 
mules from them, who dweltin a plentifull ſoile. In this 
Countrie of the Tz#axs, there are Mines of Gold, of 
Silver and of Lead. And as by theſe Countries one 
enters into Pers: ſoatfirſt was diſcovered the Negotia- 
tion betweene them, and the people dwelling in Rio 
de a Platatound outfirſt Anno 1541,by Nuflo de Chaves a 
Spaniard. Within zo. miles of this place Eaſtward,lieth 
the Province of Tzazin, being full of Mines ofall ſorts of 
Metall. Moreover, upon the Confines of Santa Cruz, 
thereareother Countries and people, as the Chivichi- 
cocs, Los Mexos, Cheriguanaes and Tipiones. He:etofore 
the Spaniards had here an other towne called Lanova 
Rioia,and the village La Baranca,both deſtroyed by the 
barbarous Cherignanaes, in that time when aste Vice- 
roy Conde de Neyve commanded over Pers,

Nevertheleſle if ye take the Province of Chile more

The opulentie of the 

Fenility @ Mines, andother riches, as alſo for the power, might, 

diſeftion agility , & dexterity of the Natiues, for which itmaye 

the natives. contend, and compare with all the otherRegions of 

India. The peopleare giuen to follow the warres ; 8 

arcof agigantine ſtature, being ſome of them cleuen 

foote high , thatcan hardly be broughtinto order, 8& 

Civilitie: In ſo much rhar they yer fight vaillantly for 

their liberties in the Mounraines, and in thoſe places, 

where the Cordilleras confine , eſpecially in the Pro- 

vinces of CArauco, Tucapel, and the valley of Puren, 

which lies betweene the rowne de /a Conception , Los 


confines, and the imperial Citty. 
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He Province of Chile taketh | 
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Itisdevided into two provinces, viz. Chice, & the Deviſen. 
Patagones. The Countric towards the midland is very 
mountainous, and unfruitfull: towards the ſca-ſhore 
levell, fruitfull,and watered with many rivers,flowin 
from the mountaines ; this being the chiefe benefit 
the Countrie _ from them. The Spaniards 
finde here good plenty of gold, abundance of hony, 
ſtore of Carrell, and wine enoug for their owne uſe: 
the Vines brought hirher our of Spaine proſper ex- 
ceedingly. 

In that partof Chile, which frontreth upon Pers, is 
the Valley of Copiapo, whichin the Indian rongue ſig- 
nifyerh the Laxd of Taſpes, for in the mountnexr ”þ 
Joyning toir, they findeabundance of theſe precious 
ſtones, and becauſe there are ſo many in theſe parts, 
they are litleſerr by, and of no greatvalue. This Val- 
ley hath an intervall, or ſpace of 35 miles,andis boun- 
ded withan other valley called Gzaſcolying underthe 7% 
heigth of 29 Degrees. Next unto thatlies the valley 4 
of Chile, more famous then all the other vallies in this 
Region, and as ſome fay , from whence this province 
rooke its name. Here were heretofore found the gol- 
den mines of 2ui/lora from which Yalidiva brought 
ſuch great treaſure, and riches. ' 

Now the firſt cowne next unto Peryis called by the Tovner- 
La Serenas 
vernonr of Chile in the Va'ley of Coquimbo not farre 
from Mar del Zur , or the South ſea. Ye haue the 
longeſt day there upon the 14 of December, being 14 
howers longe, and the longeſt night upon the ele- 
venth of Iune. Lopes Yas in the deſcription of theſe 
regions reporteth , that there are but two hundred 
houſes in this rtowne which is confirmed ro berrue, 
becaule S. Francis Drakelanding here abouts, & mar- 
ching with ſome of our Nation into the Countrie, to 
wit, with ſome three hundredlighthorſemen, 8 two 
hundred foote , made the whole Countrie to fly be- 
forehim, For the reſt, raine falls ſeldome there, and 
not paſling three or fouretimesinayeare. | 

Saint Tames towne called by the Spaniards S. Iagois S. lags. 
the Metropolitan o all the Province, the firſt co- 
lonie of Chile, plante there by Pedrode Yandivia An- 
no 1544, it lieth under the heigrth of 34; degrees, 15 
miles diſtanrfrom the ſea, and ren from the Valley of 
the Chilois.Itis the Seate of a Cathedrall Church,and . 
hath three Conventsin it, viz. The Dominicaxs, the 
Cordeliers or Gray-frayers,and the Mercenaires. It is 11- 
tuated in a ſoile abounding in wheate, wine,and other 
chings,eſpecially,in rich mines of gold. Ithath aboue 
ten thouſand Indians triburaire, divided into fixe fa- 
millies or tribes. The port, or haven of Yalparayſo, 
lying uponthe mouth of theriver of Topocalymarunns 
ch and lies very commodious forit. 

In tne Province of Chucuito, beyond the Cordille- Mmdozacr 
ras deles Andes, mountaines ſo called, are ſituateina : Te dela 
chill and a barren region , the townes of Mendoza * © 
and Saint Ina de la Frontera , which were peopled 
by Garcia de Mendoza. The towne Mendoza lieth in Mendete. 
the fame heigth as Saint Iago doth ; being 40 miles 
diſtant from ir. There is an open way to it through 
the midſt of the'Mountaines , bur very troubleſome 
to pre , In regard they are covered continually

_ miles from 1 Conception, and eight fromthe moun- 

taines called Azdes. It hath a Convent of 1acobins and 
Cordehiers: The Indians lye upon the confines, who 
by warrs andarmes defend their borders; ſo that this 
rowne cannot be kept and defended againſt the at- 
cempts of the Barbarians, butwitha greatgarniſon of 
ſouldiers. Throug this countrie paſleth the famous 
river of Biobio, and others thar falls into ir, as alſo the 

river Nevegueten. 
The Impe- Thecitty called The Imperial, was peopled by Pedro 
=” | |: Paldiviaanno 1551, & lieth underthe heigth of 39 de- 
grees, being ſcared three miles from the ſea. Ir hath 
a Carhedrall Church, and a Convent of Cordeliers, & 
Mercenairies. It hath within the Iuriſdiction thereof 
8000 Indians, which follow the warres. Iris watered 
with the river Cauten, from which you may faile into 
the ſea, though the haven be none of the ſafeſt. Iris

two ſprings) as great and as bigg as a mans bodie. | 


They haue alſo Pize appels, which the Spaniards call 
Pinons de Libano.

cer by the flowing and ebbing ofthe Sea, thar ir muſt 
of neceſlity be a Fretum, ora through-faring Strait. 
This diſcouverie was madein the Winter time, when 
thenightwere 19. howers long. Oncither ſide of the 
ſhoares,aſwell on their rightas on their lefrhand,they 
fawan overgrowne wilderniſſe, but notaliving crea. 
curein them, butonely on theirlefrfide, they percei- 
ved aloofe, as farre as they could diſcerne, a grear 
many fires: in ſo muchrhar they called this part of 
Land, Terra del Fuego , & were of the opinion, tharrhe 
Natives had diſcovered them. Mage//anms,then having 
loſt rwo of his ſhips, trimmed up, and repaired the 
other threeas well as hecould, and upon the 22. day 
afterheentredthe ſtraight, came into an other Sea, 
which they in regardof the calmeneſle thereof, na- 
med Mare Pacificumand alſo Mare del Zur.

| -26.Dutch miles. Itbeareth no certainebredth,forin 
ſome places it is two, three, fiue, orten leagues broad, 
bur whereiris narroweſt, and thereitis properly cal- 
led the Strait of Magellane: it isnot aboue amile, or 
halfea mile, the courſe ofthe water being full of rur- 
nings and changes, and ſo violent, thatwhenaſhipis 
onceentred, thereisno returning. The water ofthe 
North-Sea, which runnes into this Strait upon the 
Eaſt fide, withan entrance of 17000. paces, wo the 
water of the South-Sea meets ir ( flowing in fromthe 
Welt) at Promontorium deſideratum orthe Deſired Cape, 
with ſucha violence and raging noize, thatall the wa- 
rerin this Straitſeemethto beafoame. On the Welt 
fide, ithatha moreſoft and aſlower courle of ebbing 
& flowing, being here exceeding deepe. Burthe Eaſt 
fide is very dangerous and hazardous to paſle, be- 


| cauſe on both ſides of it, there lies here & there many 


Shelues and Iles, which are much troubled with the 
raging & beating of the Sea: by the ſhore-lide growes 
exceeding high trees, & from theloftic MountaineEs, 
continually covered with ſnow, comes thoſe dange- 
rous counter-windes, that beare on all ſides of it. Af- 
terMagellaze had ſtayedalmoſt halfe a yeare upon this 
Coaſt;he diſcovered nothing,bur Shoares 8 Sandes, 
the inland part of this continent beingunknoweun- 
to him, onely heſawthatitwasa vaſt, anda Mountai- 
nous Countrie covered with ſnow, & in regard of the 
fires they diſcouvered, gaue itthename of Terra del 
Fans: as1s ſaid before. 

ce uſe to ſay, that S'.Francs Drake was the firſt that 
(rhrough his Strait of Mageliaze) failed round abour 
the World, which may bertrue (as M,. Heylin ſaith) ina 
mitrigated ſenſe: viz. that he was the firſt Captaine 
or man of nore, that achieved this enterprize. Magel/a- 
us himſelte being ſlaine ina Bartaile by the Ilanders 
of the Moluccoes, and periſhing inthe midit of it: and 
thereforeis reported, to hauegiven for his device, a 
Globe,with this Mozto,T uprimus circumdediſtime. This 
navigation was begonne Anno 1577.andin two yeares 
anda halfe with great viciſlitude of Fortun finiſhed, 

Concerning which his famous voyage , a Poet then 

living directed to him this Epigramme.

Wiſe named Mare del Zur. : "RT 
zcr:of te Thepeople& Natiues ofthe Countric of Terradel 
dohabitet- ego, arcasitis reported of a ſhort Stature, whereas 
the Inhabitants called Pazagones, onthe North ſide of 
theStrait,areexceeding great & tall lkeGyants,ſome 
of them being 12. or13. foote longe, being of a white 
colouralmolt like our nation,they hauca very lowde, 
&barbarous voice,which one would take to berarher 
the bellowing or lowing of a Bull, or of an Elephant, 
chenofaman. They areas ſwift footed asa Hart, and 
runne ſo faſt, that they can hardly be ſhotr with a 
eece, unleſlc one ſhootes ata whole crue ofrhem, 8 
birs them unawares. When they haue warres one 
with an other , they chooſe them a Captaine , to 
| whome allof them are obedient & execute his com- 
maunds. They are ſo {killfull Archers, and ſo ſure 
marke-men with their Bowe, that whatſocuer they 
aimear,they lightly hitt,and ſhoote the heads of their 
arrowes ſo farre into the fide ofa ſhip, that one can , 
ſcarcely pullthem out. They hauegreat bowes, and 
their bow ſtrings are made of thegutrs of wildeBeaſts, 
being of the rhickneſle of a thumbe: beſides them, 
they uſe wodden Swords and Clubbs, there cloaths 
are ſkinnes of wilde Beaſt, bur principally of great 
Porpeiſes aid Sea-calues, which they daylie take. 


The Deſcription of the 
STRAIT LE: MATRKRE. 


FT He 15. of Iunc Anno 1615. Iacob le Maireof Amſter- 
dam , accopanicd with Cornelius Schouten of Horne; 
both Hollanders, ſetting faill out of the Texel, to di- 
ſcovertheunknowne Southerne Countries, arrived 
nponthe7.of Decemberin Porto Deſire,and after they 
had diſcovered the Ilands of Sebald de YYeert , lying 
upon the height of 51. degrees, they pur againe into 
the Sea, running their courſe South-Eaſt, becauſe | 
chey ſaw theland bore that way, and making moreto | 
the landward, they perceiued an opening , out of 
which the waterebbed with ſfucha rage and violence 
into the North Sea, thatthe billowes thereof ſeemed 
ro overwhelme their ſhips, into which Strairthey en- 
credintheafternoone, andthenextday, very early. 
inthe morning, being faire weather, they gottin fur- 
ther into the Strait, and firſt ran their courſe South, & | 
then South-Eaſt, andarlaſt diretly South againe,di- 
{covering on both ſides of this Strait, very craggic 
Mounaines & rocks, and caſting out their plommet 
ro ſound, found it5o. fadomedeepe; whereupon they 
rejoyced nad} that for the benefit of their Coun- 
trie, and the good of all Navigatours they had found 
out this Strait and Channell, for which they gaue 
thankes to God. 
Terra =— Thar partofrhe Land,which being entred intothe 
Naflew. Strait,lay onthe Weſt ſide: they called Terra Mauritii 
Starz Land. de Naſſouu,the other on the Eaſt Sraten Land,theStrait 
itſelte Fretumle Maire,aftertheir Admirals name Iacob , 
le Maire, which found it. Theentranceinto this Strait 
is 55.degrees & 30.minures.Itis in lenghtſcuenDutch 
miles, or28. of ours, and ofavery faire , and equall 
bredth, plentifull of good fiſh, eſpecially Sea Calues 
and Whales, bothat theentranceinto it, and in the 
South Sea. There was abundance of greene Weedes, 
which floated upon the water,8& the land was covered 
with Fowle, called Pinguizs. In Manrice-landwere ex- 
ceceding high Mountaines covered with ſnow, butthe 
States-land was Greene, & faire to beholde. Vnderthe 
| height of 75. degrees, they diſcovered ſome Ilands, 
Bamevels Which they named Barnevelrs Hands : for a perperuall 
Hands, memoriecof the diſcoveric of this Strair, they putup 
this inſcription or writing following upon a oft 
Inthe name of God, Creatour of Heauen ya of Earth, 
woho diſpenſeth richly all his gifts, and by his providence 
anaintaineth all things; to vuhoſe honour and glorie, all our | 


purpoſes,attiont,and doings ought tobe diretted.For aſmuch

thes' as all Countries, Provinces and Common 7 Veales, 
wvuhoſe vvelfare dependeth,and conſiſteth chiefely in Navi-

Going diſcovered they might tend greatly to their praiſe, and 
the encreaſe of their povver and authority: YVYe wuhoſe 
names are hereunto ſubſigned , make knowwne to all thoſe, 
wwvho ſhall ſee, or read thichreſents: That vein Ianuaric 
Anno 1616. ( after vve had put to ſaile vvithtuvo Shipps, 
the one called Concordia , x» other Horne, by cog and 
commannd from the mighty Lords,the States Generall of the 
united Provinces, and the 1lluſtrious , Maurice Prince of 
Orange,under the Admiral Tacob le Maire, &Y VilliamCor- 
nelixs Schouten, to o_ the unknovune Countries lyin 
on the other ſide of the South Pole) at laſt having met wvit 
many viciſſitudes of fortune,and paſſed through many daun- 
gers , haue found and paſſed through thus Strait and paſſage, 
vuhich to this day wuas never found , through wuhich 
ove came out of the a—_— Sea, into the South-Sea, cal- 
led Mar del Zur.lying in the height of 5 5.degrees,and 36.mi- 
nutes, beyond the Strait of Magellane; wuhere the ſaid Seas 
Joyne neere one to an other, po: ſeing this cutt, and paſſage is 
much neerer , and may be performed vvith leſſe daunger 
then that,uvhich is as the Straits of Magellanus,and 
wverely thinke,that it vuas never diſcovered,or found by any 
man before ; wue haue thought good, to deſcribe unto youu 
the adjacent Countries , wuhich lie on both ſides of this 
Strait. The firſt lying VYeſtuuard vue named Mauritius- 
land, andthe other on the Eaſt ſide Staten-land, the Iles be- 
yond it Barnevells Iands, and the Strait it ſelfe , Fretum le 
Maire. And therefore hane wve wvith good right & equitic, 
appropriated the prerogative, &r inheritance of theſe Coun- 
tries,Seas,Ilands & he Strait it ſelfe,and the name of them 
zo the Lords the States Generall, andthe 1liuſtrious Prince 
of Orange, having taken poſſeſſion thereof, and for the more 
aſſurance haue ſigned hereunto vvithall our hands. Ginen 
in the Shipp Concordia ec.

Anno1525. the ninth of Iune, there was a Dutch 
Genleman unknowne, ſent 32. Heylinthe deſcription 
of this Strait, roinſertinto this part of his Microcoſme,

bur whether this be the 249770 of this Gentleman , or 
his name by way of _Anagramatiſme he knew not. For 
his encouragement then he gaue himthis direCtion: 
The newes of this new-found Strait coming into 
Spaine, the King in the yeare 1618. ſen to ſearch, 
whether the truth wereanſwerableto the report. And 
finding irtto be much broader,thenthe other,and nor 
aboueſeuen Dutch miles long: decreed, that being 
the more eafie, and ſhorter curr for Navigatonrs, and 
leſſe ſubje ro dangers; his auxiliary forces, ſhould 
be ſentthat way unto the Eaſt-Indiens, to defend the 
Philippine and Moluccolland , and the way by the Cape 
of Good Hope to beleft, in regard that every ſuch vo- 
yage, required twiſeas much time:beſides the varictie 
of Windes, andoften change of the Aire, notonel 

troubleſome, bur alfo full of diſeaſes, conſumed the 
onehalfe of his men, before they returned. Whereas 
this way gayneth time (and ifneede be, they may diſ- 
pn buſinefle in the Weſt, as they travell into the 


aſt) withour any extraordinary danger or loſſe of - 


men. Theſe were the yery words of his letter. The 


' intelligencegiuen himin this letter was found to be 


confirmed inanarrationofthe voyage, made by Ca- 
praine Don Inane de More, Anno 1618, atthe command 
and charge of the King of _ who preſently ar- 
medand Furniſhed cightrall Shippes, to ſend thisnew 
way unto the Philippines and Moluccoes; under the con- 
duc of Perrus Michaeiles de Cordoeley. Since it hath
